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It  will  be  readiH-  admitted  by  the  intdlK 
gent  CliFistiaii,that  some  passages  of  Scripture 
require  explanation,  and  that  in  some  instances 
the  common  translation  needs  to  be  corrected, 
for  the  improvement  of  those  who  are  unac- 
quainted with  the  langiRge  iu  which  they  were 
originally  written,  and  who  have  not  leisnre 
to  consult  the  larger  works  in  the  hands  of 
the  theological  student.

whatever  is  material  as  to  the  meaning  of  the 
writers  of  the  evangelical  narrative.

The  text,'  in  variance  with  the  commonly 
received  translation,  he  has  ventured  to  cor- 
rect in  a  few  instances  only,  where  fidelity 
seemed  to  require  it :  And  in  these  cases 
even,  he  trusts  he  has  obtruded  no  fanciful  or 
conjectural  alterations.  But  in  the  notes,  he 
has  freely  inserted  all  emendations  warranted 
by  the  criticisms  of  the  learned ;  so  that  the 
reader  may  judge  for  himself,  as  to  the  force 
or  propriety  of  the  proposed  corrections. 

He  is  aware,  that  some  serious  persons  are 
opposed  to  all  alteralj|pns  in  the  commonly 
received  translation  of  the  sacred  volume. 
But  it  should  be  considered,  that  there  have 
been  several  translations  of  the  Bible  in  the 
English  language,  which  succeeded  one  ano- 
ther, as  it  was  believed  the  latter  were  more 
correct  than  the  former,  ones.  The  transla- 
tion now  in  use  in  England  and  America, 
was  introduced  in  1612.  The  learning  and 
fidelity  of  the  translators  cannot  be  too  high- 
ly  appreciated.  But  they  were  not  inspired. 
And  it  will  not  be  doubted,  tha^  the  researches 
and  criticisms  of  learned  men,  since  their 
time,  have  thrown  much  light  upon  difficult 
passage*  of  Scripture  :  nor  will  it  be  denied,  * 
that  some  terms  in  the  common  translation 
are  now  obsolete  and  unintelligible. 
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The  gospels  and  ^her  book^of  divine  r^ve-. 
lation  were  originally  written  Mrithout  any  di- 
vision into  chapters  and  verges, -as  they  now  ' 
appear.     Tfeey  were,  however,  eaily  "formed  - 
into  sections,  for  tlie  purpose  of  befng^  Iread 
in  christian  churches,  as  a  part  of  the  religious 
service.     The  divisfoa  ir^to  chapters  was  in 
the  thirteenth  century  ;  and  is  generally  attri- . 
buted  to  a  Cardinal  of  the  church  of  Roimer 
R.  Stephens,  who  was  a  great  biblical  student, 
arid  superintended  the  printing  of  tlie  Holy 
Scriptures,  is  said  to  have  been  the  aothor  of 
the  division  into  versed,  in  1551. — ^These  di- 
visions are  arbitrary,  but  generally  judicious  ;    . 
and  yet  in  sotoe  instances  the  sense  and  mean- 
ing of  the  sacred  writers  would  more,  fully 
appear  by  a  different  arrangement. 

The  desire  of  avoiding  a*  large  work 
had  much  influence  in  fixing  up6n  the  plan, 
of  giving  only  theJGospELS  and  the  Acts  of 
the  Aposxl£S.  But  iii  having  th^  volume 
consist  only  of  those 'parts  of  sacred  histoiy, 
it  was  also  eonsi^er^d,  ^hat'a^finee^W  and 
complete  relation  would  thua  be  ftirnished  of 
the  Life  and  'Doctrines  of  o^r  Divine  Re- 
deemer; of  his  Apostles,  their  labors  ani^l^ 
services  ;  and  of  the  first  establishment  and 
prevalence  of  Christianity,  (emhraqinga  period 
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^   of.  abcfqt  seventy   years  from  the  birth  of 
.Christ,) which *\ye  derive  from  inspired  wri' 
*  ters,'    This*  in  feet,;,  is  the  -whole  authentic 
"*'^ccount.'  ot  w&chwe  know  the  church  was 
.  ever  ^  possessed,  of   the  .Foupdcr  and  fir^t 
teachers  of  our  holy  reli^on.\   Their  story 
ends  with  the  ActS,  written  by   St.  Luke. 
.  The  Epigtlcs/.which  cQn\po9e  the  residue  of 
the>s^red   volujney^are,*  indeed,  highly  im- 
portant, lis  thcv. elucidate  the  doctrines  of  the 
Gospeji  and  .furnish  mor^l  precepts  and  in- 
.structions  fo^  individuals  and  societies.     But 
they,  ar^  not  history.  / 

It  is  nqt  intended  t^  suggest^  that  any  por- 
tion of  the.^  sadred  Avritings  are  ^unworthy  our 
study  and^att.enti<Mi.     **  All  Scripture,  given  ^ 
by  inspirati9ri,is  profitable  for  doctrine,  for/ 
reproof,  for  correction  arid  for  instruction  in    • 
righteousness.'*    But  it  has  been  common  ; 
to  publish  particular  part^  of  Scripture  in  sep-   . 
arate  voluqids.     Thus',  the  writings  of  Moses 
have  b^en  pujjlished^in  a  distinct  fbrm,  with- 
out the  other  paris  df  tiie  Bible.     Thus,  the 
Psalms,  and  the  Prophets,  the  Four  Gospels,  * 
imd  the  Epistles  of  St.  Paul,  have. respective-    ' 
ly  appeared  ih  volumes  by  themselves,  be-    . 
cause  the  Editors  Ijad  pvep  greaterattention 
to  those  particular  books,— The  present  vol-  * 
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» ume  is  orfcred  to-  the  public^  upon  the'coiisid- 
'cration,  that-  it  contains  those  -botoks,  which 
•famish  tlie  only  true  history  ortlie  origin  and  ^ 
establishment  of-  our  holy  religion/    And  i£ " 
it  shall  excite  moro  attention,  to  the   sacred  ^   ' 
Scriptures,  *'\vhictf  testify,  df  Jesus  Christ/J- 
the  Messiah,  an<F  "shew  Unto  us  the  way  of  ^     ^ 
salvation,"  the  Editor  will  have  attained  the  ^  >  - 
object  he  has  in  view,  by  hazarding  its  pub--   . 
lication.    .      ,  .  -  .     *  • 
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X  The  books  of  the  sacred  writers,  who  have 
^  '  given  us  the  history  of  the  doctrines  and  life 
'  of  Jesus  Christ,  we  denominate  the  gospels^ 
as  they  convey  ^^glad  tidings^  from  heaven 
to  men.  The  author  of  our  holy  religion  ^ 
assumed  the  character  of  a  divine  teacher  and  ' 
instructor.  He  claimed  to  be  the  Messiah, 
long  expected  by  the  Hebrew  nation,  and  by 
^  whom  great  spiritual  blessings  were  to  be 
dispensed,  and  important  moral  truths  were  to 
be  revealed.  From  his  history,  we  learn  that 
he  came  to  enlighten,  reform  and  sanctify  the 
world ;  .that  his  purpose  WaS  to  convj^rt  men 
from  jOTor  and  sin,  ta  truth  and  virtue ;  to 
give  assurance  of  the  divine  propitiousness  . 
and  grace,  and  to  reveal  a  future  immortal  life. 
The  expectation  of  a  divine  messenger  and 
teacher,  about  the  time  of  our  Savior's 
birth,  was  not  confined  entirely  to  the  Jews, 
though  the  predictions  in  their  sacred*tx>oks 
had  produced  among  them  a  general  and  more 
thorough  belief  of  the  appearance  of  such  a 
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pcrson^e.     An  expectation  of  this  sort  ] 
▼ailed  in  other  nations  of  the  cast     Whei 
it   were  owing  to  their  knowledge  of 
Jewish  Scriptures,  or  to  the  deduction 
reason,  which  led  them  to  suppose  the  D 
would  in  mercy  interpose  for  the  instruct 
of  his  rational  creatures,  who  were  in  dc 
respecting  the    divine  .  attributes   and  i 
own  destination ;  it  seems  to  have  been  an  o] 
ion  which  many  philosophers  indulged, 
God,  at  some  period  of  the  W9rld,  would  r 
op  a  great  prophet,  who  shouldmake  kh( 
more  of  his  moral  purposes  to  his  intelli;

That  God  can  reveal  his  will  to  man,  tl 
who  is  an  infinite  Spirit  can  inspire  the  h 
mind  with  a  knowledge  of  himself  aj 
designs,  no  one  surely  will  be  foolish  e 
to  deny.     That  he  should  do  it,   our  i 
sense  of  his  goodnesis  will  induce  us  to 
And  that  he  has  in  fact ^  spoken  to  the 
by  his  Son  from  heaven^  is  proved  by 
considerations;    by   the  supemalura 
he  performed  5  by  the  moral  precepts  1 
^nd  the  attribxites  of  Deity  he  reve 
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superior  to  every  thing  suggteted  by  sages 
and  pbilosophfisrs ;  and  fa^  the  accomplishment 
of  prophecies,,  many  centuries  after  they  were 
uttered,  iit  the  character  and  fortunes,  of;  him, 
whom  we  believe  to  be  the  Instructor  and 
Savior  of  men^ 

Several  hundred  years  previous  to  the  birth 
of  Jesus  Christ,  it  was  declared  by  the  Jewish 
prophets,  and  the  predictions  were  recorded 
in  their  sacred  books,  that  one  of  their  nation 
should  be  constituted  a  spiritual  PriticQ  and 
Savior,  who  would  dispense  divine  blessings 
to  the  world,  and  make  new  and  important 
revdations  of  die  gracious  purposes,  of  God. 
The  cfaamcter  of  this  messenger  of  heaven,  . 
who  was  to  be  sent  to  iOumine,  to  reform  and 
bless  the  world,  his  condition  in  life,  the  time  of 
his  coming,  the  peculiar  excellence  of  Ms 
moral  precepts,  the  consoling  infiuence  of  his 
doctrines,  his  miraculous  and  beneficent 
works,  his  sufferings,  his  death,  the  conduct 
of  his  enemies,  his  resurrection,  and  the  ex- 
tensive prevalence  of  his  religion,  were  all 
foretold  with  wonderful  minuteness  and  pre- 
cision.  To  no  other  person  do  these  various 
predictions  apply,  but  to  Jesus  of  Nazareth. 
The  precise  period  of  his  birth  was  predicted 
by  the  prophet  Daniel.     And  at  the  time  of 
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!us  birth,  we  learn,  the  Jews  ^and  odi^r  eastern 
DationB,  were  expecting  his  coining.     Unless  ^ 
we  consider  them  judicially  blinded  for  their 
hdnbus  and  a^ravated  sins,  there  is  biat  one 
circumstance  which  .we  can  suppose  t^ould 
have  led  them  tomisundecst^d  atid  miscon-  ' 
strue  their  prophecies  Sn  reference?  to  our 
Savior  ;   and  that  is,  his  being  spoken  of  as  a 
Ruler  and  Prince;  as  well  as  one  who  was 
to  todure  poverty,  reproach  and  suffering.' 
With  their  ^  worldly  views,  they  cvetlooked 
allthet>ther  circumstances  of  his"  character 
and  condition,  so  p^fectly  correspondent  to 
the  inrophetic  descriptions  of  the  Messiah. 

The  books  containing  these  predictions 
wereia  l&e  bands  of  the  Jews  when  our  Lord 
appeared^  and  had  long  been  preserved  with 
religious  care  and  attention.  *They  were  read 
in  their  religious  assemblies,  and  taught  their 
children  from  their  earliest  years.  Thr^e 
hundred  years  before  the  birth  of  Christ,  they 
were  translated  into  t3ie  Greek  language,  which 
then  and* ;  down  to  the  time  of  our  Savior's 
coming,  and  for  a  long  period  subsequent, 
was  the  language  of  the  whole  civilized  and 
learned' world.  Not  only  did  the  Jews  in  the 
time  of  Christ,  not  only  did  our  Lord  and  his 
isBoaodiate'  foUowttfs  appeal  tothese  books ; 
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'  but  the  "^eneimes  both,  of  the  Jews  and  the 

^  Christians  referred  to  and  quoted  them,  diou^ 

.  jhcy  did  liot  acknowledge  them  to  be  divine. 
These  .books  of  ancient  prophecies  have  been 
carefully  preserved  through  every  succeeding 
age|  as  well  by  Jews  as  Christians.  Their 
anUquity.and  getiumeaess  hre  indisputable. 
And  the  accorhplishment  of  predictions  ivhich 
they  record  fuUy  justify  us  m  believing  them 

'  to  have  been  inspii^d.  ^ 

Ih  pi'ophe^ying  of  the  Messiah,  who  wa& 

.  to  reveal  the  purposes  of  divide  grace  Vb  men, 
these  writings  foretold  thdt  be  should  be  born 
of  a  virgin,   should  live  in  ppverty  and  want^ 

"  should  be  a  reformer  mid.  preacher  of  right- 
eousness, and  yet  be  meek  and  humble,  unos- 
tentatious and  unobtrusive,  rather  avoiding 
than  coui:ting  "notice  and  popularity ;  that 
though  perfectly  innocent  and  harmless,  he 
should  be  oppos^  by  the  rulers  of  his  na- 
tion, and  persecuted  as  a  crihiinal;  and  that 
his  kingdom,  (his  religion)  should  prevail 
among  the  heathen  even  to  the  ends  ,sof  the 

'  earth.  All  these  predictions,  we  learn  from 
history;  have  been  wcmderfuUy  accomplished 

.  in  Jesus  Christ,  the  audior  of  our  holy  rdigion. 

It  will  be  admitted  that  the  reason  and 

moral  sense  of  man  -glvea  him  by  tus  Creator,

If  duly  cuktvated,  will  kad  lum  to  results 
fiivoraUe  to  the  social  duties^  and  that  an 
attentive  consideration  of   the  power    and . 
goodness  of  God,  exhibited  in  the  works  of 
creation,  will  esdite  devout  and  grateful  feeU 
ings  towards  the  Supreme  Being.     It  will 
also  be  granted,  that,  froia  considering  the 
powers  and  faculties  of  the  mind,  and  the 
unequal  distribution  of  rewards  and  punish- 
ments in  this  life,  we  are  furnished  with 
arguments  which  render  probablejb^  doctrine 
of  a  future  state  of  being.    -But  with  tliis 
concessipQ,  it  may  justly  be  insisted,  that 
decisiye  and  convincing  eviden<?e  was  wanted 
to  establish  the  doctr^&of  inunortaUty ;  that 
the  world  was  destitute  of  a  complete  system 
of  mcrsd  precepts  ;.. and  .that  the  forms  of 
worship  and  die  prevalent  opinions  concern* 
ing  the  attributes  of  God  were  irrational  loid 
ridiculous.     On  all  these  subjects,  the  gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ  is  explicit  and  satisbctory. 
It  confirms  those  sentiments  of  moral  obliga- 
tion and  shose  apprehensions  of  the  Deity, 
which  are.  consentaneous  to  the  most  enlight- 
ened reason.     It  furnishes  new  truths  respect- 
ing the  divine  character  and  purposes,  assures » 
us  of  a  state  of  future  andimiportal  existence, 
and  supplies  maxims  and  precepts  relative  td'

our  social  duties  and  to  personal  virtue  most 
excellent,  comprdiensiye  and  periect.  Tbq 
christian  rriigion  speaks  to  us.with  autbority ;: 
tnd  its'  sanctions  are  new  and  powerful.  No 
,  system  ever  promulged  to  the  world  can  be 
jusdy  compared  to  Christianity  in  these  res- 
pects. In  morals  they  were  defective  ;  in 
theory,  perplexing  $^  absurd  ;~in  the  sanc- 
tions to  virtue,  misecatdy  imbecile. 

Let  us  then  for  a  moment  consider,  that 
an  dxcure,  illiterate  Jew  mis  the  author  of 
this  religion,  so  pure^  so  rational,  so  compre* 
hensive,  so  profound,  so  consoling,  so  effi- 
cient.    Is  not  the  conclusion  irresistible,  thatv 
he  was  inspired  by  that  Sjarit^  wbo  knows  all 
things,  and  is  the  source  of  intelligcnoe  and' 
wisdoia  ?  No  sage,  with  the  best  nieans  of 
acquiring  knowledge,  widi  all  the  advantages 
of  a  learned  education  and  of  elaborate  re- 
search, ever  gave  a  system,  so  perfect,  so  full 
of  discoveries  respecting  the  character  of  God 
and  the  duties  and  the  hopes  of  man.    For 
every  effect  there  must  be  an^dequate  cause. 
The  reHgion  of  Christ  then  was'from  heaven  : 
the  doctrines  he  preached  to  the  world  were^ 
tsught  him  by  the  Spirit  of  God. 

In  the  Goqpel  of  Jesus  Christ,  we  find,  no 
sectarian  spirit,  no  bigolted  pnejudices,.  no 
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* 
exdusive  views ;  nothing  to  nourish  sdiC* 
conc^t  ^or  spiritual  pride.  It  is  calculated  for  "^  . 
an  oniversal  rdigion  ;  its  blessingB  are  of, 
tered  to  the  penitent,  the  humble  and  pious 
of  every  ^ge  and  nation.  Unlike  the  sjrstems 
adopted  by  human  policy,  it  Caches  compar* 
aiively  trifling  iaoportanoe  to  rites  and  cere- 
monies  ;  and  teadies  us  .that  moral  goodness^ 
conasts  in  humility,  in  purity,  in  self-govern- 
ment, in  sincerity,  in  charity.  It  lays  the 
foundatioii  of  virtue  in  the  heart ;  and  enjoina 
the  regolxtion  at  the  passions ;  which,  unsub-. 
dued  and  undidi^inedy  are  the  occasioii  of  aU 
our  vices.  *     . 

To  an  attentive  and  unprejudiced  reader  of 
ibt  Oospds.it  must  be  nobvious^  that  Chris- 
tiaiuty  is  a  very  different  thing  from  lyhat  it 
is  represented  to^  in  some  scholastic  sys^ 
terns  of  theory.  It  is  addressed  to  the  poor 
and  the  illiterate,  and  inansts  not  at.  all  upon 
metaphysical  distinctions  and  specuhtive 
<^)tnions»  Tlie  dogmas  of  thedogians  have  " 
but  little  support  from  the  Christian  religion. 
The  additions  of  human  philosophy  have  cor- 
rupted the  simpiknty  of  the  GospeL  If  vft 
attend  to  its  dedaradoos,  we  shail  find,  that* 
what,  above  all  things^  it  inculcates  as  impor- 
tant, 15  a  humble^  devout,  grateful  spirit  tor 
t. 
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wards  God  ;  .and  a  kind,  forgiving,  charitable 
disposition  towards  our  fellow  men-— and  tp 
prevent  all  mistake  on  thb  point,  it  teaches  us«^ 
^at  the  evidence  of  our  piety  and  love  to 
God  arises  wholly  from  our  benevolence  and 
candor,  to  our  brethren  of  mankind. 

A  fundamental,  an  explicit  doctrine  of  the 
Gospel  is,  that  God  i»  merciful ;  that  he  is  in 
hitnsdf  propitious ;  that  all  our  privileges,  all 
our  enjoyments  and  all  our  hopes  are  to  be  re-^ 
ferred  to  his  oiiginal,  essential  and  unaolidted 
goodness.  That  attribute  of  the  Deity  which 
disposes  him  to  pardon  the  penitent  and  to 
bfestow  &vors  on  mair,  is  not  the  effect^  but 
the  cause  of  Chnst^s  mediation,  and  of  all  the 
blessings  dispensed tojis  through  him.  *^We 
testify,''  s^  the  Apostle  John,  ''  that  God 
sent  his  Son  to  be  the  Savior  of  the  world." 
**Herein  is  love — ^that  God  loved  us  and  sent 
his..  Son  to  be  the  propitiation  for  our  »ns." 
**God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  sent  his 
(mly  begotten  Son,  not  to  condemn  the  world, 
but  that  the  world  through  him  might  be 
saved." 

*  It  is,  in  my  opinion,  an  essential  error,  a 
sentiment,  militating  with  both  the  spirit  and 
letter  i^  the  Gospd,  to  say,  that  God  is  in 
lumself  implacable  and  unpropitious  ;  and 
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that  it  is  contrary  to  his  nature  and  attributes 
to  pardon  ^te  penitent.     The  language  of 
Chrkrianity  is  for  otherwise  :  It  teaches  that 
the  Deity  is  gracious  and  ready  to  forgive  the 
humble,  penitent  and  returning  sinner.     To 
reveal  this  glorious  attribute  of  God,  Christ 
came  into  the  world.     Nor  is  this  at  all  incon- 
sistent with  the  doctrine,  that  God  has  con- 
stitnted  his  Son  our  Mediator  and  Redeemer, 
by  whom  he  sees  fit  to  bestow  spiriUial  and 
immortal  blessings  on  mankind.     Whilst  the 
Scriptures  speak  of  Christ  as  a  Savior,  and  as 
being  made  a  sacrifice  for  sin,  (which  goes  to 
show  the  heinousness  of  moral  evil)  they  ex- 
pressly dechre,  that  it  was  owing  to  the  grace  J 
of  God,  that  Jesus,  our  divine  Lord,  was 
commissioned  to  dispense  pardon  and  life  to 
a  siiiful  world.     If  men  would  hy  aside  their 
prejudices  and  prepossessions,  they  wotrld 
find  this  consoling  doctrine  in  any  page  of  the 
evangelical  history. 

It  will  be  readily  granted,  that  the  sacred 
Scriptures  represent  Jesu3  Christ  to  hare 
been  divinely  commissioned  not  only  to  be 
the  Instructor,  but  the  SAtioR  of  mankind. 
He  is  not  only  "the  Light  of  the  world  ;" 
but  he  is  the  Mediator^  the  Redeemer  of  sin- 
ful men.     He  is  a  spiritual  deliverer  ;  and  is  ^ 
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madQ  the  propitiatioo  £6r  the  ^ns  of  the  world. 
The  Scrlp^res  certainly  represent  mankind 
to  be  in  a  state  of  moral  bfindness  and  igno- 
rance ;  and  therefore  to  need  divine  instruc- 
tu;Hi  and  direction-— to  be  unduly  attached  to 
things  temporal  and  sensual ;  and,  therefore^ 
tp  need  pardon  and  reformation.  The  Gos- 
pel teaches  us,  that  the  truly  penitent  wiU  find 
foi^vcness  ;  and,  that  through  the  divine 
mercy,  the  sincerely  virtuous  and  holy  will  be 
made  eternally  happy.  The  Gospel  also  re- 
presents Jesus  Christ,  as  the  dispenser  of 
these  blessings  ;  as  our  Mediator  and  Inter- 
cessor or  Advocate,  in  con»deration  of  whose 
sufferings  and  ministry  immortal  life  is  to  be , 
conferred  on  man.  The  manner  precisely 
how  this  is  to  be  effected,  or  the.  degree  of 
efficacy  attached  to  the  sufferings  and  media* 
tion  of  Christ  is  difficult  fully  to  explain  or 
positively  to  state.  It  is  not,  however,  such 
as  to  set  aside  the  free,  rich  grace  of  God,  in 
pardoning  the  sinner,  or  to  render  needless  on 
our  port  deep  repentance  and  sincere  obedi^ 
^ce.  Neither  Paul  or  Peter  were  crucified 
for  us— yet  both  were  crucified  on  accouut  of 
their  adherence  to  religious  truth-^Nor  are 
we  baptized  into  the  name  of  either  of  these 
/\posdes,  or  of  any   other  great  and  good 
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msau  It  seems  therefore  to  be  destroying 
the  plain  sense  of  Scripture,  to  con^der  Christ 
merely  as  a  inart3rrto  the  truths 

Although  there  exist  among  professing 
Christians'  various  sects,  and  diffeicnt  opin-. 
ions   as.  to  some  doctrines  believed  to  be 
taught  in  the  Oospels,  it  is  apprehended  that 
this  diversity  of  sentiment  is.not  so  great  as  is 
ofben  represented  :  Aqid  that  in  all  great  and 
essential  truths,  they^are  generally  agreed,  not- 
vdthstanding  some  verbal  difference  which 
appear  when  they  engage  in  disputation  and  , 
controversy.     To  any   one, 'who  carefully 
peruses  the  Gospels^  or  other  books  of  the 
^u:red  Scriptures,  we  think,  it/will  be  evidcht, 
that  mankind  ai^  represented  to  be  in  a  £illen 
and  d^nerate,  yet  probationary  state;  that, 
liable  as  they  are  to  sin,  and  feeble  compara- 
tively as  are  thdr  moral  powers,  they,  still  are 
subjects  of  hope  and  of  mercy,  and  capable 
of  becoming  renewed  and  holy  ;  that  how^ 
ever  unaUe  they  are,  strickly  speaking,  to 
merit  any  thing  of  their  Creator,  and  their  sal- 
vation is  to  be  resolved  into  the  free  grace  of 
God  through  the  Redeemer,  yet  are  consider- 
ation^ repentance,  reformation  and  sincere 
obedience  indispensably  requisite  to    justify 
their  hdpes  of  pardon  and  eternal  life ;  and 
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tfiat,  though  they  need '  divine  assistarice  ill 
avoiding  sin  tod  in  dbcharging  their  duty,  stSl 
they*are  Without  excuse  it  they  Hve  in  Vice, 
and  must  themselves  zealously  arid  iaithfuliy 
strive  to  make  their  immortal  happiness  ae- 
cure;  in  a  word,  that  God  has  graciously 
provided  for  our  improvement  and  fdicity  ; 
and  that  if  any- perish,  it  will  be  oaiving  to 
their  own  folly  and  wickedness. 

The  supernatural  works  performed  by  Jesus 
Christ,  tfte  founder  of  our  holy  region,  ate 

•  also  to  be  brought  into  viftw,  in  considering 
the  various  proofs  of  Ws  bdng  inspired  and 
assisted  of  God.  In* the  course  of  hi» 
ministry,  he  wrought  miracles  the  n\ost  won- 
derful tirtd  beneficent,  displaybg  at  once  the 
power  and  goodness  of  a  heavenly  messenger. 
It  was  truly  a  philosophtcilil  remark  of  Nico- 
demus,  the  Jewish  rabbi,  addressed  to  our 
Lord,  that  "no  one  could  do  such  works  as  he 

•  did,  except  God  was  with  him.^ — It  has  in- 
deed  been  pretended,  that  miracles  are  contraiy 
to  our  experience,  and  imply  a  suspension  of 
the  laws  of  nature :  and,  therefore,  cannot  be 
supposed  to  be  real  and  genuine.  But,  sure- 
ly our  experience  is  too  partial  and  limited  to 
warrant  us  in  pronouncing  a  tfaingtmpossible, 
merely  because  it  has  not  come  within  our 
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own  personal  knowledge  and  observation. 
And  to  deny  the  possiUlity  of  miracles,  is  to 
limit  the  power  of  omnipotence.  It  is  strictly 
rational  and  philosophical  to  suppose,  that  he, 
who  established  the  order  of  nature,  may 
change  or  su^nd  it,  according  to  his  sove-^ 
reign  will*  He  who  fiurmed  man  of  the  dust 
of  the  earthy  and  breathed  into  him  the  breath 
of  life — ^he,  certainly,  can  cure  the  most  in<- 
veterate  disca8e3  by  his  word  ;  and,  at  his 
wiQ,  canre-aiumatethe  dead  body  which  slum-» 
bcrs  in  the  tomb.  ^ 

It  is  proper  to  remark,  that  the  miracles 
recorded  in  the  Gospel  are  such  as  we  might 
expect  would  be  performed  by.  a  benevolent 
bdng,  in  support  of  his  claims  to  the  chafac- 
ter  of  a  divine  instructor.  They  discover 
neither  caprice  nor  ostentation,  dK)ugfa  fre* 
quently  done  publicly  and  in  the  presence  of 
those  who  were  disposed  to  scrutinize  and  to 
object.  They  were  designed  for  the  relief 
of  the  afflicted  and  distressed  ; ;  and  tjie 
occasions,  on  which  they  were  performed, 
wero  suitaUe  for  the  exertion  of  supernatural 
power.in  one  commissioned  to  enlighten  and 
reform  the  world* 

But  not  only  must  we  admit,  that  miracles 
are  possible,  and  that  those  ascribed  to  our 
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Lord  are  worthy  of  a  divine  ieacho* ;  proba-» 
ble  in  themaelves  and  beneficent  in  their 
e&cts — we  should  consider  also,  that  miracles 
are  in  some  degree  necessary  to  substantiate 
tte  claims  of  any  one  to  a  heavenly  commis^ 
sion.  For  if  God  send  a  inessenger  from 
heaven  to  reveal  his  will  and  to  direct  men  111 
d)e  way.  of  truth  and  faai^>inessy  he  cerUunlr 
will  afford  proof  that  he  has  in  fact  designated 
him  for  .such  an  important  purpose.  And  be- 
sides thepuritjr  and  excellenoeof  his  doctrines, 
it  is  probable  such  a  being  would  be  able  to 
refer  to  propbecies  announcing  his  coming  and 
describbg  his  character  r  ^^ul  to  appeal  to 
miracles  wfalch.he  was  empowered  to  perform 
by  the  as^tatiee  of  j&!i»,  who  is  the  great 
author  of  nature,  and  to  whose  control  idl 
things  are  subjected. 

That  the  miracles,  mentioned  in  the  evan- 
gelicai  history,  were  actually  performed  we 
have:  all  the  evidence,  which  can  reasonably 
b^  desired^  Men  of  fair  and  honest  minds, 
disinterested  and  unprejudidcd,  who  wmes- 
sed  them,  have  left  their  solemn  testimony  to 
ihe^world,  and  sealed  it  with  their  blood.  For 
a  long  time,  the  disciples  had  mistaken  ideas  of 
tiie  character  and  kingdom  of  Christ ;  and 
nothing  but  the  most  overwhelming  evidence 
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could  persuade  th^  •  that  he  was  risen  fipm 
the  dead.  Nor  would  they  have  abandoaed 
all  worldly  plessure^  ^d  gdns  to  diffuse  jthq 
knowledge  of  the  gospel^  unless  they  had,  re-, 
ceived  the  most  irrefragable  proofs  of  its  truth 
and  divinity.  The  prevalence  of  Cb^stianity, 
under  the  auspice^  of  obscure  and  unlearned 
men,  and  in  opposition  tq^^yorldly  ppligyand, 
power,  to  the  prejjudices  of  the  popujace  and. 
the  pride  of  philosophers,  can  only ,  be;  accoun-; 
ted  for  OQ  the  supposkion,  th^t  the  first  con-) 
verts  had  indubitable  evidence  of  the  reality  of, 
the  miracles  ascribed  to  Christ  and  his  apos*. 
ties-  •  .       , 

It  is  also  to  be:cpnsidered,.t^at  from  the 
days  of  the  first  converts  and  iiiamediate  (lis-{ 
^ples  of  Christ,  spcieties.  and  churches  have. 
existed,  in  whi^h  teye  bepn  carefully  preser-. 
yed  the  histprte§:c|f  the  founder  of  our  holy. 
reli^n>  wbi?h  \yQjnpw  ppsse^s.     AH  nations 
and  all  sects  of  Cibristiaps  have  evi^  been  x%  > 
possession  of  thos^-  ^ncrcd   books.     And 
though  difierent  constructions  have  been  put 
upon  some  passages^  vfrbich  relate  to  cereiho- 
nies  or  speculative  tenets,  there  is  yet  a  wgiji- 
derful  agreement  $imong  all  these  thousands 
and  thousands  of  versions  and  tcanskktic^ 
scattered  tbrovigh  the  Christian  worl^. 
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Such,  indeed,  is  the  imperfection  of  hu- 
man language — and  a  divine  religion  even 
must  be  communicated  and  preserved  by 
means  of  human  language — that  men  of  per. 
verse  minds  who  are  anxious  to  discover  dif- 
Acuities  may  pretend  some  passages  are  ob« 
scure,  and  some  declarations  inconsistent  with 
others.  But  upon  a  careful  e^^amination  and 
a  candid  consideration  of  the  various  occa- 
'  sions  and  drcumstances  on  which,  and  of  the 
-different  characters  to  whom  they  were  ad- 
dressed, much  apparent  dii&culty  is  removed, 
and  many  seeming  discordances  are  recon- 
ciled. 

From  the  writings  of  eminent  Christians  in 
the  second  century,  we  learn,  that  these  gos- 
pels or  histories  of  Christ  were  then  received 
and  used  in  churches  as  the  only  *  authentic 
records  of  the  doctrines  and  life  of  our  Savior. 
We  have  evidence  also  that  all  the  societies 
of  Christians  appealed  to  these  gospels,  and 
that  they  were  early  translated  into  various 
languages.  This  publicity  of  them  must 
have  prevented  all  intentiomd  variance,  though 
it  may  be  supposed  possible  that  some  mis- 
takes might  occur  through  the  carelessness  of 
transcribers.  It  is  however  to  be  considered, 
that  the  most  minute  attention  has  been  be- 
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Stowed  in  examining  and  collating  all  the 
various  manuscripts  and  versions  of  the  Gos- 
pel, and  the  other  books  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment ;  and  if  some  trifling  variations  occur, 
"they  are  not  of  such  a  nature  as  to  aflfect  anjr 
essential  article  of  faith,  or  any  important  rule 
of  life."  "It  seems,  indeed,  to  have  been 
wisely  ordered  by  Providence,  that  no  impor- 
tant doctrine  or  precept  should  rest  upon  a 
single  text  of  scripture ;  and  therefore  we  are 
never  obliged  to  have  recourse  to  a  disputed 
passage  in  sup^wrt  of  any  fundamental  princi- 
ple of  our  religion  :  and  while  we  contend 
that  a  single  inspired  authority  is  a  sufficient 
support  for  any  proposition  in  theology  or 
morals,  we  acknowledge  that  the  diiferent 
writers  of  the  New  Testament,  by  their  agree- 
ment in  all  material  points,  confirm  each 
other  ;  and  that  the  Gospel  derives  great  ad- 
vantages from  the  number  and  consistency  of 
the  witnesses  to  its  trutn.'* 

There  are  vain  and  speculative  men  too, 
we  are  aware,  who  pretend,  that  Christianity 
will  soon  be  out  of  credit  in  the  world ;  and 
that  enlightened  reason  is  a  sufficient  guide  to  ' 
truth  and  virtue.  Ungrateful  and  foolish 
men  !  They  consider  not  what  they  owe  to 
Christianity  ;  or  what  advantages  of  a  moral 
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kind  they  have  derived  from  being  educated 
in  the  bosoni  of  the  Christian  church  !  What 
is  the  moral  state  of  man  where  the  Gospel  is 
not  known,  and  what  must  have  been  ours> 
unblessed  by  the  grace  and  truths  which 
came  by  Jesus,  the  Messiah  ! 

Could  we,  for  a  moment,  admit  that  the 
Christian  religion  were  the  result  of  human 
wisdom  and  goodness,  we  must  feel  deeply 
interested  in  its  support,  as  a  system  most 
auspicious  to  moral  virtue,  most  consolatory 
to  the  mind  of  man.  And  there  is  no  hazard 
in  asserting,  that  whilst  there  is  any  moral 
goodness  among  men,  any  love  of  virtue,  any 
reverence  of  the  Deity,  any  regard  for  the 
present  peace  of  society,  or  any  desire  of  im- 
mortality,  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ  will  be 
admired  and  approved,  will  have  friends  and 
advocates. 

But,  in  truth,  the  Gospel  speaks  to  us,  not 
only  to  direct  and  comfort  us  ;  it  claims  our 
attention  ;  it  demands  our  obedience.  It  is 
proposed  to  us  as  a  revelation  from  heaven. 
To  disregard  it  is  at  once  foolish  and  hazard- 
ous. It  reveals  our  duties,  and  we  are  bound 
to  examine  it.  Its  author  came  to  bless  us^ 
by  turning  us  from  our  sins.  If  we  reject  it, 
we  reject  the  only  source  of  hope,  and  forfeit 
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the  favor  of  God,  who  has  here  given  us  the 
promise  of  heavenly  and  immortal  blessings. 
In  reading  the  histor)'^  of  Christ,  it  should 
be  ever  kept  in  view,  that  he  came  not  merely 
for  the  benefit  of  a  few  learned  and  specula- 
tive men  ;  but  that  his  Gospel  is  designed  for 
the  instruction  and  improvement  of  the  great 
mass  of  mankind ;  the  poor  and  the  illiterate. 
Its  instructions  are  level  to  the  capacity  and 
uaderstandtng  of  the  most  simple.     Its  essen- 
tied  doctrines  are  plain  and  intelligible  to  all. 
And  those,  we  think,  are  in  a  great  error  who 
represent   Christianity   as  altogether  an  irra- 
tional and  mysterious  system,  which  the  com- 
mon people  cannot  understand,  and  which 
must  be  received  only  in  a  scholastic  and 
metaphysical  form.     Indeed,   such  a  repre- 
sentation   is  not    only    erroneous,   but  has 
done  infinite  disservice  to  the  cause  of  genu- 
ine Christianity.     If  we  ci\refully  consult  the 
words  of  our  divine  Master,  we  shall  learn  to 
lay  little  stress  upon  mere  opinions  or  partic*- 
ulor  ceremonies.     And  yet  it  has  frequently 
been  urged,  that  these  were  absolutely  indis- 
pcnsible  to  constitute  one  a  disciple  of  Jesus  ; 
and  the  grace  of  God  through  a  Redeemer, 
has   been  limited  to  this  or  the  other  sect. 
Surely,  little  attention  lias  been  paid  by  secta- 
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rians  to  this  catholic  declaration  of  Peter,  "Of 
a  truth,  I  perceive  that  God  is  no  respecter  of 
persons  ;  but  in  every  nation  he  who  feareth 
liim  and  worketh  righteousness  is  accepted 
of  him."  Who  can  read  the  Gospels  with 
care,  and  not  wonder  tliat  men,  calling  them- 
selves the  followers  of  the  meek,  benevolent 
and  humble  Jesus  ;  that  men  who  consider 
the  words  of  Christ  as  their  only  rule  and  di- 
rectory, should  ever  puzzle  their  fellow-men 
with  the  subtilties  of  philosophical  disquisi- 
tions, or  the  dogmas  of  scholasdc  theology, 
and  call  it  Christianity  ! 

Happily,  for  the  present  age,  Christians  arc 
generally  now  so  enlightened  and  so  candid 
that  they  appeal  only  to  the  inspired  writings^ 
to  decide  on  subjects  of  religion,  and  look 
with  good  will  on  all  who  receive  Jesus  Christ 
as  the  true  Messiah,  and  through  the  influence 
of  his  holy  Gospel  are  turned  from  sin  to  a 
devout  and  virtuous  life* 
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TO  THB  GOSPBl.  OF  ST.  MATTHEW. 


MATTHEW,  who  irks  also  called  Levi,  tlio  writer  »f 
tVts  Gospel,  was  a  tax-gatherer  among  the  Jew4,  usually 
^enooaiaateJ  a  publican.    He  was  a  native  Hebrew,  and  an 
inhabitant  of  some  part  of  Galilee,  bordering  on  the  lake  of 
Geaesareth>  in  the  north  of  Judea.    It  is  generally  sup- 
posed that  his  Gospel  appeared  sooner  than  either  of  the 
others;    and  that  it  was  written  originally  in  the  language 
couunonly  spoken  by  the  Jews  at  that  period  ;  wliich  was 
not  precisely  the  pure  Hebrew,  but  the  Syro-Chaldaie,  a 
dialeet  derived  chiefly  from  the  Hebrew.     Some  leorned 
men  have  supposed^  that  it  was  written  in  Greek,  as  there 
was   yery  early  a  Greek  version  of  this   Gospel  extant. 
And  it  is  true  also,  that  the' Greek  language  was  generally 
anderstood  by  the  Jews  in  the  time  of  Christ,  especially  by 
those  in  public  life  ;  and  that  the  books  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment were  then  in  use  among  them,  in  the  Greek  t'ransla* 
tion,  called  the  Seventy.    It  seems  probable  however,  and 
this  is  the  opinion  ado{) ted  by  most  learned  men,  that  this 
Gospel  appeared  originally  in  the  common  and  vulgar 
tongae  of  the  Jews  of  that  age.    It  was  written  in  Juilea, 
for  the  instruction  and  benefit  of  the  Christians  of  that  na- 
tion ;  and  some  time  before  the  destruction  of  Jerusalem. 
We  know  that  our  Lord^s  personal  ministry  was   confined 
to  the  Jews  ;  and  that  his  Apostles,  for  several  years  after 
his  resurrection,  were  wholly   engaged  in   preaching  the 
doctrines  of  the  Gospel  to  their  own  countrymen.    It  seems 
indeed  to  have  been  determined  in  Providence  that  they 
should  first  be  instructed  in  the  knowledge  of  Christianity. 
In  conformity  to  this  plan,  it  is  highly  reasonable  to  sup- 
pose, that  the  Gospel  was  first  written  for  their  information 
and  benefit.    But  it  may  be  said,  that  in  a  case  of  this  sort, 
we  should  not  rest  in  conjecture.     The  general  belief,  how- 
e?er,  among  the  learned  is,  that  Matthew '»  Guspel  wa« 
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written  at  an  earlier  period  than  the  others,  and  in  the 
vernacalar  language  of  the  Jaws.  As  to  the  prceise  lime* 
there  is  a  diversity  of  opinion  among  eeclesiaslieal  writers  ^ 
though  they  all  agree  that  it  was  previous  to  the  destruction 
of  Jerusalem  in  the  year  7o.  Some  have  set  it  at  20  yeara 
and  some  at  30,  after  the  death  of  ChriU.  But  this  is  very 
unimportant,  and  af&cts  not  at  all  the  genuiiieness  of  the 
Oospel. 

Irenosusj  Bishop  of  Lyons^  who  in  Jiis  youth  was  ac* 
quainted  with  one  of  St.  John's  disciples,  says,  ^'Matthetv 
among  the  Jews  wrote  a  Gospel  in  their  own  language, 
while  Paul  and  Peter  were  preaching  at  Rome.  After 
their  death,  Mark^  also,  the  disciple  and  attendant  of  Peter, 
delivered  to  us  in  writing  the  things  which  had  been  preaeh^ 
ed  by  Peter  :  And  Luke,  the  companion  of  Paul,  put  down 
in  a  book  the  Gospel  preached  by  him.  Afterwards,  John, 
the  beloved  disciple  of  Christ,  likewise  published  a  Gospel, 
ivhile  he  dwelt  at  Ephesustn  Asia."  In  another  place,  he 
•ays,  "the  Gospel  of  Matthew  was  delivered  to  the  Jews."  - 

St  Matthew  has  preserved  more  of  the  parables  and  dis- 
courses of  our  Lord  than  any  otficr  of  the  evangelical  wri- 
ters :  And  he  was  an  eye  witness  of  most  of  the  events  and 
miracles  which  he  relates.  He  records  some  things  omitted 
by  the  other  Evangelists  ;  and  omits  some  things  which 
tney  have  preserved  in  their  writings.  This  she\vs  indeed,, 
that  there  was  no  concert  between  them  in  preparing  their 
several  narratives  ;  and  probably  at  the  time  Mark  and 
liuke  wrote,  they  had  not  seen  the  Gospel  of  Matthew,  nor 
that  of  each  other.  Yet  they  agree  in  the  material  facts 
and  doctrines ;  nor  is  there  any  eontra^ction  as  it  regards 
thingff  of  less  importanee. 

Matthew  and  Luke  are  very  minifte  in  their  account  of 
the  birth  of  Christ.  This  was  particularly  requisite  for 
Matthew,  if  he  wrote  his  Gospel  originalfy  and  prineipallj 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Jews.  Their  holy  prophets  haci  pre- 
dicted the  place  where,  and  the  family  from  which  he  should* 
he  bom.  He  was  to  be  descended  from  David'  and  Abra- 
ham. To  the  Jews,  then,  the  genealogy  of  the  Messiah, 
given  by  Matthew,  was  very  important.  This  Evangelist 
seems  also  to  have  been  more  particular  than  the  others  in 
referring  to  the  passages  in  the  Jewish  Scriptures,  which 
might  be  eonsidered  as  predictions  eoncerning  the  Messiahs 
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Aceoriling  to  the  teatiinonj  of  ancient  Christian  writers^ 
St.  Matthew^  after  several  years  preachins  to  his  own  couu-' 
txymen  in  various  parts  of  Judea,  travelled  into  Parthia, 
and  tfaenee  into  Ethiopia,  tb  make  known  the  gracious  truths 
and  doctrines  of  the  Oospel.  In  this  latter  kingdom  he 
net  a  favorable  reception  from  the  Eunuch,  who  had  been 
baptized  by  the  Bvangelist  Philip ;  and  here  he  continued 
and  taught  the  heathens  with  great  iiuec ess. 

"That  this  Gospel  was  composed  by  a  Jew,"  says  the 
celebrated  Dr.  Campbell,  "well  acquainted  with  the  opin- 
ions, ceremonies  and  enstonis  of  his  countrymen  ;  that  it 
was  composed  by  one  conversant  in  the  sacred  writings  and 
liabituated  to  their  idiom ;  a  man  of  plain,  good  sense,  but 
of  little  learning,  except  what  he  derived  from  the  books  of 
the  Old  Testament ;  and  that  it  was  the  production  of  one 
who  wrote  seriously  and  from  conviction  ;  who  had  been 
present  and  attended  closely  to  the  facts  and  speeches  he 
related,  but  who  had  im  view  to  render  himself  conspicuous 
or  promote  his  own  interest ;  we  have  as  strong  evidence 
as  the  nature  of  the  thing  will  admit.    Now,  exactly  such 
a  man,  the  Apostle  and  ^Evangelist  Matthew  must  have 
been  ;  and  that  he  was  the  author  of  thi»  Gospel  we  h&v«^ 
kistorieal  evidence  perfectly  anexceptionable/^

6  and  Jesse  begat  David  the  king ;  and  David 
the  king  begat  Solomon  of  her  that  had  been 

7  the  wife  of  Urias ;  and  Solomon  begat  Robo-

father  of  Jesus.  This  Gospel  being  written  primarily  for 
tho  Jewish  converts,  the  £yangelist  is  careful  to  inform 
them  of  the  genealogy  and  parentage  of  our  Savior  ;  and 
to  show,  that,  aeeording  to  their  ancient  prophecies  of  the 
Messiah,  Jesus  of  Nazareth  ivas  descended  from  David 
and  Abraham.  *^In  thy  seed,"  it  was  said  to  Abraham, 
^shall  all  nations  be  blessed.-'  And  the  Messiah,  or  Christ, 
was  often  called  the  son  of  David.

9  begat  Joram  ;    and  Joram  begjit  Ozias  ;     and 
Ozias  begat  Joatham ;     and  Joatham    begat 

10  Achaz;  and  Achaz  begat  Ezekias;  and  Eze- 
kias  begat  Manasses;    and  'Manasscs  begat 

1 1  Amon  ;  and  Amon  begat  Josias ;  and  Josias 
begat  Jechonias  and  his  brethren,  abont  the 

12  time  they  were  carried  away  to  Babylon :  and 
after  they  were  brought  to  Babylon,  Jechonias 
begat  Salathiel ;  and  Salathiel  begat  Zoroba- 

13  bel  ;  and  Zorobabel  begat  Abiud  ;  and  A- 
bind  begat  Eliakim ;  and  Eliakim  begat  Azor ; 

14  and  Azor   begat  Sadoc  ;    and  Sadoc   begat 

15  Achim  ;  and  Achim  begat  Eliud  ;  and  Eliud 
begat  Eleazar  ;  and  Eleazar  begat  Matthan  ; 

16  and  Matthan  begat  Jacob  ;  and  Jacob  begat 
Joseph  the   husband  of  Mary,  of  whom  was 

17  born  Jesus,  who  is  called  Christ*^  So  all  the 
generations  from  Abraliam  to  David  are  four- 
teen generations  ;  and  from  David  until  the 
transportation  into  Babylon  are  fourteen  gene- 
rations ;  and  from  the  transportation  into  Ba- 
bylon unto  Christ  are  fourteen  generations. 

18  Now  the  birth  of  Jesus  Christ  was  on  this 
wise.  Whilst  his  mother  Mary  was  betroth- 
ed  to  Joseph,  before  they  came  together,  she 
was  found   to   be   with   child   of  the   Holy 

19  Spirit. t    Then  Jose{)h  her  husband,  being  a

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just  man,*  and  not  willing  to  make  her  a  pub- 
lic example,  was  disposed   to  put  her   away 

20  privately.  But  while  he  thought  on  these 
things,  behold  the  angel  of  the  Lord  appe^ired 
unto  him  in  a  dream,  saying,  Josej  h,  thou  son 
of  David,  fear  not  to  take  unto  dice  Mary  thy 
wife  ;  for  that  which  is  conceived  in  her  is  of 

21  the  Holy  Spirit.  And  she  shall  bear  a  son,  and 
thou  shalt'call  his  name  JESUS  ;t  for  he  shall 

22  save  his  people  froni  their  sins,  (Now  all  this 
was  done,  that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was 
spoken  of  the  Lord  by  the  prophet,  saying, J 

23  Behold,  a  virgin  shall  be  with  child,  and  shall 
bring  forth  a  son,  and  they  shall  call  his  name 
Emmanuel,  which,  (being  interpreted)  is,  God 

24  with  us.)  Then  Joseph,  being  raised  from 
sleep,  did  as  the  angel  of  the  Lord  had  direct- 

25  ed  him,  Jind  took  unto  him  his  wife  :  and 
knew  her  not  till  she  had  brought  forth  her 
first  born  son  ;  and  he  called  his  name  JE- 
SUS,

1  NOW,  when  Jesus  was  bom  in  Bethlehem 
of  Judea,  in  the  days  of  Herod*  the  king,  be- 
hold, there  came  wise  menf  from  the  east  J  to 

2  Jerusalem,  saying,  Where  is  he  who  is  bom 
King  of  the  Jews  ?  for  we  have  seen  his  star 
in  the  east,§  and  are  come  to   worship  him.fl' 

3  When  Herod  the  king  had  heard  it,  he  was 

4  troubled,  and  all  Jerusalem  with  him.Tf  And 
when  he  had  gathered  all  the  chief  priests  and 
scribes**  of  the  people  together,  he  inquired  of 

5  them  where  Christ  should  be  bom.  .  And 
they  said  unto  him.  In  Bethlehem  of  Judea  : 

6  for  thus  it  is  written  by  the  prophet,  And  thou, 

*  This  was  the  first  priti«6  of  tlie  name  of  Herod  who 
reigned  over  the  Jews.  He  was  made  king  by  the  Romans, 
who  had  conquered  the  country.  Herod  was  not  a  native 
Jew.

He  was  troubled,  lest  this  Jewish  Prince,  as  Christ  was 
supposed  to  be,  should  assume  the  civil  power.

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Bethlehem,  in  the  land*  of  Jiida,  art  not  the 
least  among  the  cities  of  Juda :  for  out  of 
thee  shall   come  a  prince  who  shall  rule  my 

7  people  Israel.f  Then  Herod,  when  he  had  pri- 
vately  called  the  wise  men,  inquired  of  them 

8  particubrly  what  time  the  star  appeared.  And 
he  sent  them  to  Bethlehem,  saying.  Go,  and 
search  diligently  for  the  young  child  :  and 
when  ye  have  found  hinif  bring  me  word 
again,  that  I   may  come  and  worship    him 

9  al9o4  When  they  had  heard  the  king,  they 
departed ;  and  lo  the  star,  wluch  they  saw  in 
the  east,  went  before  them,  till  it  came  and 

10  stood  over  where  the  young  child  was.  And 
when  they  saw  the  stai-  they  were  exceedingly 
glad. 

11  And  when  they  were  come  into  the  house, 
they  saw  the  young  child  with  Mary  his  mo- 
ther ;  and  they  fell  down,  and  worshipped  him : 
And  when  they  had  opened  their  treasures, 
they  presented   unto  him  gifts  of  gold,  and 

12  frankincense,  and  myrrh.  And  bemg  warn- 
ed of  God  in  a  dream,  that  they  should  not 
return  to  Herod,  they  departed  into  their  own 

13  country  another  way.J  And  when  they  were 
departed,  behold  an  angel  of  the  Lord  ap- 
peareth  to  Joseph  in  a  dream,  saying,  Arise,

16  Then  Herod,  when  .  he  saw  that  he  was 
mockedt  of  the  wise  men,  was  exeeedin^y 
wroth,  and  sent  forth,  and  slew  all  the  children 
which  were  in  Bethlehem,:]:  and  in  all  the 
coasts^  thereof,  from  two  years  old  and  un- 
der, H   according  to  the  time  which  he  had 

17  ascertained  of  the  wise  men.  Then  was  ful- 
fiJted  that  which  was  spoken  by  Jeremiah  the 

18  prophet,  saying,  la  Rama  a  voice  was  heard, 
even  lamentation,  and  weeping,  and  creat 
mouniing ;%  Rachel  weeping y^r  her  children, 
and  woiuld  not  be  comforted,  because  they 
are  noU 

19  But  when  Herod  vvas  dead,  behdd,  an  angel 
of  the  Lord  appeareth  in  a  dream  to  Joseph  in 

20  Egj'pt,  saying,  Arise,  and  take  the  young  child,

But  when  he  heard  that  Arclielaus* 
reigned  in  Judea,  in  the  room  of  his  father 
Herod,  he  was  afraid  to  go  thither ;  and  being 
warned   of  God  in  a  dream,  he  turned  aside 

23  into  the  country  of  Galilee,  And  he  came  and 
dwelt  in  a  city  called  Nazareth :  that  it  might 
be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by*thc  prophets, 
He  shall  be  called  a  Nazarcncf 


CHAP.  in. 

1  IN    those  daysj  John  the  Baptist  came;^ 

2  preachingin  the wildernessof  Judea, andsaying) 
Repent ;  for  tlie  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand.  ^ 

*  JiMephoft  reprMeato  this  pmee  aho  m  jeaiotts  and 
cind.* 

i  No«e  of  the  prophets  have  expresaly  ealled  Christ  & 
NazHrene  :  But  many  have  described  him  as  s«eh ;  that  ts, 
one  devoted  to  God  and  reliston.  8ee  Judges  %\iu  B,  AcU 
^x.  Nura.  vi.  Some  consider  it  as  a  terns  of  reproaeht 
proverbially  apnlied,  Nazareth  being  an  obscure  place.

4  make  his  paths  straight."  And  the  same  John 
had  his  raiment  of  camels'  hair,  and  a  leathern 
girdle-about  his  loins :  and  his  meat  was  locusts 

5  and  wild  honey.  *  Then  went  out  to  him  the 
people  of  Jerusalem,  and  all  Judca,  and  all  the 

6  country  about  Jordan,  and  were  baptized  of 
him  in  Jordan,t  confessing  their  sins.j: 

7  But  wh^n  he  saw  many  of  the  Pharisees  and 
Sadducees  come  to  his  baptism,  he  said  unto 
them,  O  generation  of  vipers,  who  hath  warned 

8  you  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come  ?  Bring 
forth  therefore  the  proper  fruits  of  repentance :  J 

9  And  think  not  to  say  within  yourselves,  We 
have  Abraham  for  our  father  :||  for  I  »ty  unto 
you,  that  Grod  is  able  of  these  stones  to  raise  up 

10  children  unto  Abraham.ir    And  now  also  the

And  Je- 
sus answering^  said  unto  him,  Suffer  it  to  be 
so  now  :  for  thus  it   becometh  us  to  fulfil  all 

16  r]gbteousness4  Then  he  suffered  him.  And 
Jesus,  when  he  was  baptized,  went  up  imme- 
diately from  the  water  :  and  lo,  the  heavens 
were  opened  unto  him,  and  he  saw  the  Spirit 
of  God  descending  like  a  dove,  and  lighting 

17  upcMi  him.     And  lo,  a  voice  from  heaven,^

CHAR  IV. 

1  THEN  Jesus  was  led  by  the  spirit  inta 
the  wilderness,*  to  be  tempted  of  the  devil. 

2  And  when  he  had  fasted  forty  days  and  forty 

3  nights,  he  was  afterward  hungry.  And  when 
the  tempter  came  to  htm,  he  said,  If  thou  be 
the  Sbn  of  God,  command  that  these  strnies  be 

A  made  bread.  But  he  answered  and  sa^d,  It  is 
written,  Man  shall  not  live  by^  bread  alone,  but 
by  every  word  that  proceedeth  out  of  the 

5  mouth  of  God.  Then  the  devil  taketh  him 
up  into  the  holy  city,  and  setteth  him  on  a  pin« 

6  nacle  of  the  temple,  and  saith  unto  him,  If 
thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  cast  thyself  dpwn : 
for  it  is  written,  He  shaH  give  his  angels  charge 
concerning  thee ;  and  in  their  hands  they  shall 
bear  thee  up,  lest  at  any  time  thou  dash  thy 

7  foot  agauist  a  stone.  Jesus  said  unto  him.  It 
is  written  again,  Thou   shall  not  tempt  the 

•ft  Lord  thy  God.  Again  the  devil  taketh  him 
up  into  an  exceedingly,  high  mountain,  and 
sheweth  him  all  the  kingdoins  of  tlie  world, 
9  and  the  glory  of  them  ;  and  saith  unto  him^ 
All  these  things  will  I  give  thee,  if  thou  wilt 
10  fall  down  and  worship  me.  Then  Jesus  saith 
unto  him.  Get  thee  hence,   Satan :  for  it  is

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written,  Thou  sbalt  worship  the  Lord  thy 

11  God,  aiid  him  only  shalt  thou  serve.  Then 
the  devil  leaveth  him,  and  behold,  angels  came 
and  ministered  untp  hkm.* 

12  Now,  when  Jesu^  had  heard  that  John  was 
cast   into  prison,  he  departed  into  Galilee. 

13  And  leaving  Nazareth,  he  came  and  dwelt  in 
Capernaum,  which  is  upon  the  sea  coast,  in 
the   borders  of  Zabulon,  and  Nephthalim  :t 

14  That  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken 

15  by  Isaiah  the  prophet,  saying,  The  land  of  Za- 
bulon, and  the  land  of  Nephthalim,  by  the  way 
of  the  sea,  beyond  Jordan,  Galilee  of  the  Gen^ 

16  tiles  :  The  people  which  sat  in  darkness,  ^w 
great  light ;  and  to  them  which  sat  in  the  re- 
gion and  shadow  of  death,  light  is  sprung  up. 

17  From  that  time  Jesus  began  to  preach,  and 
to  say.  Repent :  for  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is 
at  hand.} 

*  Some  erities  tuppose,  ibat.by  ibis  account  is  to  be  an- 
deratood  no  more  than  this,  that  Christ  was  under  strong 
temptations  to  exert  his  piraeulous  ability  for  his  own 
pleasure  and  honor,  and  to  direct  his  supematural  power 
to  tKe  purposes  of  ambition  and  wealth,  &e.  but  that  he 
lesistcd  every  sajsgestion  of  this  kind,  making  it  his  great 
and  constant  business  to  do  the  will  of  God,  and  employing 
the  power  giTcn  him  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  God,  and 
the  good  ofmen  &— And  is  not  this  the  true  meaning  ?  Thus 
figuratiTcly  and  allegorteally,  probably,  we  are  to  under- 
stand the  account  of  Adam's  and  Job's  temptations.

19  'for  they  were  fisherawm*    And  he  s^th  unto 
*  them,  Follow  me,  and  I  will  make  you  fishers 

2Q  of  men.     And  they  straightway  left  their  nets, 

21  and  followed  him.  And  going  on  thence 
he  saw  other  two  brethren,  Xames  the  son  of 
Zebedee,  and  John  his  brother,  in  a  ship  mth 
Zebedee  their   fatlier,  mending  their  nets  ;^ 

22  and  he  called  them,  and  they  immediately  left 
the  ship  and  their  fkdier,  and  followed  him. 

23  And  Jesus  went  aboul:  all  Galilee,  teaching 
in  then:  synagogues,  and  preaching  the  gospel 
of  the  kingdom  of  God,t  and  healing  all  man- 
>ner  of  stckoess,  and  all  oianner  of  disease, 

24  among  the  people..  And  his  fame  went 
throughout  all  Syria  *4  and  they  brou{^t  unto 
him  all  sick  people  who  were  taken  with  divers 
diseases  and  torments,  and  those  who  were 
ix)ssessed  with  devils,^  and  those  who  were 
lunatics,  and  those  who  had  the  palsy ;  and  he 

25  healed  them.  And  there  followed  'him,  great 
multitudes  of  people,  from  Galilee,  and  from 
Decapolis,  and  Jrom  Jerusalem,  and  from  Ju- 
dea,  and  from  the  country  beyond  Jordan.

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1  AND  seeing  this  great  multitude,  lie  went 
up  to  a  mountain  :    and  when  he  was  seated,

sed are  the  merciful  :  for  they   shall  obtain 

8  mercy.     Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart  :  for 

9  they  shall  see  God-  Blessed  are  the  peace- 
makers :  for  they  shall  be  called  the  childrer^ 

10  of  God.  Blessed  are  they  who  are  persecut- 
ed  for  righteousness  sake  :    for  their's  is  the 

11  kingdom  of  heaven.  Blessed  are  ye  when 
men  shall  revile  you,  and  persecute  you^  and 
shall  say  all  manner  of  evil  against  you  falsely^ 

*  Id  this  and  the  two  followinj^  ehapters,  are  the  purest 
and  most  eompreheiiBive  moral  precepts.  Here  is  a  system 
nf  morals,  at  once  ^simple,  sublime,  and  perfect.  Here  are 
no  dogmas  of  speculation ;  all  is  praetical,  and  adapted  to 
the  meanest  capacity,  yet  elevated.  This  address  of  Christ 
of  the  importance  of  moral  and  spiritual  attainments,  was 
probably  designed  to  suppress  the  worldly  views  of  the  peo- 
ple respecting  the  Messiah.

Rejoice,  and  be  exceedingly 
glad  :  for  gi'eat  is  your  reward  in  heaven :  for 
so  they  persecuted  the  prophets  who  were 
before  you. 

13  Ye  are  the  salt  of  the  earth  :  but  if  the  salt 
have  lost  his  savour,  wherewith  shall  it  be  salt» 
ed  ?  it  is  thenceforth  good  for  nothing  but  to 
be  cast  out,  and  to  be  trodden  under  foot  of 

14  men.*    Ye  are  the  light  of  the  world.     A  city 

15  that  is  set  on  an  hill,  cannot  be  hid.  Neither 
do  men  light  a  candle,  and  put  it  under  a 
bushel,  but  on  a  candlestick  ;  and  it  giveth 

16  light  unto  all  that  are  in  the  house.  Let  your 
light  so  shine  before  men,  that  they  may  see 
your  good  Works,  ^nd  glorify  your  Father 
who  is  in  heaven. 

17  Think  not  that  I  am  come  to  destroy  the 
law   or  the  prophets  :  I  am  not  come  to  des- 

18  troy,  but  to  ratify.t  For  verily  I  say  unto  you^ 
Till  heaven  and  earth  pass,  one  jot  or  one  tittle 
shall  in  no  wise  pass  from  the  law,  till  all  be 

.19  fulfilled*!  Whosoever  therefore  shall  break 
one  of  these  least  commandments,  and  shall 
teach  men  so,  he  shall  be  called  the  least  in  the 
kingdom  of  heaven  ;  but  whosoever  sliall  do 
and  teach  them^  the  same  shairbe -called  great 

20  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven.f     For  I  say  unto 

*  But  for  the  truly  wise  aud  good,  the  world  eould  not 
be  preserved— iit  wwAi  be  so  corrupt  that  it  would  be  iie-

23  fool,  J  shall  be  in  danger  of  hell-fire.  "  There- 
fare,  if  thou  bring  thy  gift  to  the  ahar,  and 
there  rememberest  that  thy  brother  hath  aught 

24  against  thee,  leave  there  thy  gift  before  the 
altar,  and  go  thy  Way  ;  first  be  reconciled  to 
thy  brother,  and  then  come  and  offer  thy  gift. 

25  Agree  with  thine  adversary  quickly,  while  thou 
art  in  the  way  with  him  ;  lest  at  any  time  the 
adversary  deliver  thee  to  the  judge,  and  the 
judge  deliver  thee  to  the  officer,  and  thou  be 

26  cast  into  prison.  Verily,  I  say  unto  thee. 
Thou  shalt  by  no  means  come  out  thence,  till  *  ^ 

•  thou  bast  paid  the  uttermost  farthing. 

27  Ye  have  heard  thatit  was  said  by  them  of 
old  time.  Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery  :' 

28  But  I  say  unto  you,  That  whosoever  looketb

33  Again,  ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said 
by  them  of  old  time,  Thou  shalt  not  peijure 
thyself,  but  shall  perform  unto  the  Lord  thine 

34  oaths :  But  I  say  unto  you.  Swear  not  at  all  :t 
neither  by  heaven ;    for  it  is  God's  throne. 

*35  Nor  by  the  earth  ;  for  it  is  his  footstool  :  nei- 
ther by  Jerusalem  ;  for  it  is  the  city  of  the

but  deliver  us  from  evil.  For  thine  is  the  king- 
dom, and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  for  ever.^ 

14  Amen.  For,  if  ye  forgive  men  their  tres- 
passes, your  heavenly  Father  will  also  forgive 

15  you  :  But  if  ye  forgive  not  men  their  tres- 
passes, neither  will  your  Father  forgive  your

In  this  justly  eelenrated  discourse  of 
Chr-ist,  we  tiod  no  stress  laid'  upon  eereraonics, '  rites,  or 
speculative  opinions.  All  is  plain  and  rational.  He  would 
repress  pride,  revenge,  impurity^  and' worldly  mindednesSt 
and  make  us  humlile,  devout,  benevolent,  pure,  and  heav- 
enly minded.  This*  then,  is  Christianity.  And  he  is  no4 
a  (rue  disciple  of  Christ,  whatever  may  be  his  belief  or  his 
pretensions,  who  possesses  not  in  some  good  measure  Ihe 
moral  qualities  here  required. 
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.CHAP.  vin. 

1  WHEN  he  was  c©me  down  from  the  moiinr 

2  tain,  a  great  multitude  followed  him.  And  be- 
hold, there  came  a  leper,  and  worshipped  him, 
saying.

When 
Jesus  heard  it^  he  marvelled,  and  said  to  them 
that  followed.  Verily,  I  say  unto  you,  I  have 
not  found  so  great  feith,  no  not  in  Israel.-f

And 
Jesus  saith  unto  hini,  The  foxes  have  holes, 
and  the  birds  of  the  air  have  nests  :  ,but  the 
Son  of.  man  hath  n^t  where  to  lay  his  head^f

For,  if  they  chose  not  to  inquire  and  unders,taiid9 
as  evidently  they  did  not ;  then  they  were  justly  lef;  in  igno- 
rance. And  had  they  been  attentive  and  well  disposed,  they 
woold  have  been  ioduQcd  to  learn  the  meAniDg,Qf  the  para- 
Nes* 

\  Because  they  overlook  what  they  see,  they  are  inatten- 
tive to  what  they  hear,  and  they  are  not  careful  to  under- 

§  They  shall  certainly  hear,  but  shall  not  understand ; 
thev  shatt  see,  bilt  will  not  pereeive.  '     "^ 

I  This  verse  snppUes  ns  with  ti^ reason  why  Christ  spak* 
to  the  people  in  parables**^ And  verse  l^h,  above,  deoUres 
the  role  of  proceeding  with  men,  which  we  must  allow  t(>be 
just,  that  keeordittg  as  they  improve  or  misimpMive  privi- 
leges, so  others  will  be  granted,  or  means  taken  to  blind 
them— -the  pamshmeut  for  th^ir  former  widudnese. 
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17  yoiTt  fears  for  they  hear.  For  verily  I  say  \intm 
you,  that  many  prophets  and  righteous  men 
have  desired  to  see  thase  things  which  ye  sec, 
and  have  not  seen  them  ;  and  to  heW  those 
things  which  ye  hear,  and  have  not  heard 
them.^ 

18  Understand  ye  therefore  the  parable  of.  the 
19^  sower.     When  any  one  heareth  the  word  of 

the  kingdom,f  and  understandcth  it  not,  then 
Cometh  the  wicked  one,  and  catcheth  away 
that  which  was  sown  in  his  heart.  This  is 
90  he  vrho  received  seed  by  the  wsLj-side.  But 
he  that  received  the  seed  into  stony  places,  the 
same  is.  he  that  heareth  the  word,  and  at  once 

21  receives  it  with  joy  ;  yet  hath  he  not  root  in 
himself,  but  endureth  for  a  while  r  for  when 
tribulation,,  or  persecution  ariseth  because  of 

22  the  word,  by  and  by  he  is  offended*     He  also 
;..  that  received  seed  among  the  thorns,  is  he  that 

u  t  Heareth  the  word  ;  and  the  cares  of  this  world, 
and   the  deceitfulness  of    riches,  choke   the 

23  word,  and  he  becometh  unfruitful.  But  he 
that  received  seed  into  the  good  ground,  is  he 
that  heareth  the  word,  and  understandcth  it ; 
who  also  beareth  fruit,  and  bringeth  forth, 
some  an  hundtcd-Jbld^  some  sixty,  some 
thirty. 

*  There  was  a  general  ezpeetatioB  ia  the  world  of  the 
ooiiiiii|;'of  some  great  |>rophet  to  reveal  the  will  ofGod  to 
-maii^  and  bolj  men  ainong  the  Jews  particalariy  had  long 
heen  deoirous  of  the  appearanee  of  the  Messiah.

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3A  Another  parable  put  he  fbrth  unto  them, 
saying,  The  kingdom  of  heaven  may  be  liken- 
ed unto  a  man  who  spwed  good  aeed  in  his 

25  field.  But  while  men  slept,  bis  enemy  qame 
and  sowed  tares  s^mong  the  wh^t,  wd  went 

26  his  way*  But  when  the  blade  was  sprung  up, 
and    brought  fcx'th  fruit,  then  appeared  the 

27  t^res  glso»     So   the  servauts   of  the   hquse- 
^  hdder  came,  and  ss^d  unto  hiin>  Sir,  didst  not 

thou  sow  good  seed  in  thy  field  ?  from  whence 

28  then  hath  it  tgres  ?  He  said  unto  them,  An 
enemy  hath  done  this,*  The  servants  said 
unto  him.  Wilt  thou  then  tha(  we  go  and 

Sid  gather  tl^em  up  ?  But  he  s^d,  Nay ;  lest, 
while  ye  gath^  up  the  tares,  ye  root  up  also 

30  the  whe^  with  th^m.  L^et  both  grow  together 
uattl  the  harvest ;  ^^4  in  the  time  of  harvest 
I  will  say  to  the  reapers,  Gather  ye  together 
first  the  tares,  HfiA  biad  th^m  in  bun^^s  to 
bum  them  i  but  gather  the  wheat  into  my 
bam, 

31  Another  parable  he  put  forth  unto  them, 
saying.  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  to  a 
grain  of  fpustardt^tdy  whi^h  ^  mw  took  and 

33  sowed  in  hi^  field  :  Which  iiid^d  i^  ihc 
least  of  all  aeeds  :  but,  wb^n  it  is  grown,  it  is 
the  greatest  among  herbs*  andbecometh  a  tree, 

*  Tkas  it  is  plainly  asserted,  eoutmry  t«  the  opinions  •^ 
some,  that  moral  eyil  eomes  not  from  God,  bat  from  the 
great  adversary  of  sonls.  We  are  also  instructed  by  this 
passage,  not  to' be  rery  ri|;id  it!|diseipline^  lest  we  separate 
those  from  the  chareh  of  Christy  who  are  really  the  ohit^ 
drenofGod*  * 
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SO  that  the  birds  of  the  air  come  and  lodge  ia 
the  branches  thereof. 

33  Another  parable  he  spake  unto  them  ;  The 
kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  leaven  which 
a  woman  took  and  hid  in  three  measures   of 

34  meal,  till  the  whole  was  leavened.^     All  these 
^       things  spake  Jesus  unto  the  multitude  in  para- 
bles ;  and  without  a  parable  spake  he  not  ui^o 

35  them  :  That  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was 
spoken  by  the  prophet,  saying,  I  will  open  my 
mouth  in  parables  ;  I  will  utter  things  which 
have  been  kept  secret  from  the  foundation  of 

36  the  world.  ThenJesus  sent  the  multitude  away, 
and  wentinto  the  house :  and  his  disciples  came 
unto  him,  saying,  Explain  unto  us  the  parable 

'37  of  the  tares  of  the  field.  He  answered  and 
said  unto  them,  He  that  soweth  the  good  seed 

38  is  the  Son  of  man  ;  the  field  is  the  world  ; 
the  good  seed  are  the  children  of  the  kingdom, 
but  the  tares  are  the  children  of  the  wicked 

39  one  ;  the  enemy,  that  sowed  them  is  the  devil ; 
the  harvest  is  the  end  of  the  world  ;*   and  the 

40  reapers  are  the  angels.  As  therefore  the  tares 
are  gathered  and  burnt  in  the  fire  ;  so  shall  it 

'41  be  in  the  end  of  this  world  ;  the  Son  of  man 
shall  send  forth  his  angels,  and  they  shall  rather 
out  of  his  kingdom  ^U  things  th^t  offend,  and 

42  them  who  do  iniquity  ;  and  shall  cast  them 
into  a  furnace  of  fire  :   there  shall  be  wailing 

43  and  gnashing  of  teeth.     Then  shall  the  righ- 

*  Sem^^f  tliese  parables  have  refereaee  to  thit  rapid  pr«: 
grefs  of  ChrisUanity  in  the  heathen  worid. 
t  Or  the  eonelusion  of  the  Jevvish  state. 
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tcous  shine  forth  as  the  sun,  in  tHe  kingdom 
6f  their  Father.  Who  hath  ears  to  hear  let 
him  hear.* 

44  Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto 
treasure  hid  in  a  field ;  which,  when  a 
man  hath  found,  he  hideth,  and  for  joy  tlierebf 
goeth  and  selleth  all  that  he  hath,  and  buycth 
that  field. 

45  Agmn,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto 

46  a  merchant-man  seeking  goodly  pearls  :  Who 
when  he  had  found  one  pearl  of  great  price, 
he  went  and  sold  all  that  he  had,  and  bought  it. 

47  Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  - 
a  net  that  was  cast  into  the  sea,  and  gathered 

48  of  every  kind  :  Which,  when  it  was  full,  they 
drew  to  shore,  and  sat  down,  and  gathered  the 

49  good  into  vessels,  but  cast  the  bad  away.  So 
shall  it  be  at  the  end  of  the  world  :  the  angels 
shall  come  forth,  and  sever  the  wicked  fi*om 

50  among  the  just,  and  shall  cast  them  into  the 
furnace  of  fire  :    there  shall  be  wailing  and 

51  gnashing  of  teeth.  Then  Jesus  saith  unto  them. 
Have  ye  understood  all  these  things  ?    They 

52  say  unto  liim.  Yea,  Lord.  Then  said  he  unto 
them,  Therefore  every  scribe  instructed 
unto  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  is  like  unto  a 
man  that  is  an  householder,  who  bringeth 
forth  out  of  his  treasure  things  new  and  old. 

53  And  it  carne  to  pass,  that  when  Jesus  had 

*  The  doetrine  eon(ained  in  this  parable  is  most  solennH 
and  impressive.  Here  we  are  taught  that  Christ  will  final- 
ly jiide^e  the  world  in  righteousness,  and  render  to  every  one 
^^ordiog  to  their  deeds. 
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/finished  these  parables,  he   departed  .  thence* 

54  And  when  he  was  come  into  his  own  couatiy, 
he  taught  them  in  their  synagogue,  so  that 
they  were  astonished,  and  said,  Whence 
hath  this  man  this  wisdom,  and  these  mighty 

55  warkrs?  Is  not  this  the  carpenter's  son  ?  is  not 
his  mother  called  Mary  ^     and   bis  brethren, 

56  James,  andJoses,  and  Simon,  and  Judas  ?*  and 
his  listers  are  they  not  all  with  us  ?  whence 

37  then  hath  this  man  all  these  things  ?  And  they 
were  oftended  inhim.  Bat  Jesus  said  unto 
them,  A  prophet  is  not  without  honor,  save  in 

58  his  own  countrj%  and  in  his  own  house.  And 
he  did  not  many  mighty  works  there,  because 
of  their  unbelief.f 


*  These  pereoBs  were  not  strietlj  speaking  the  brethren 
of  Jesus,  bat  his  relatives :  and  such  were  generally  ealled 
a  man's  brethren  by  the  Jews.  Some  erities  suppose,  for 
Joses,  we  should  read  John  or  Joseph,  whi'^h  in  the  original 
are  spelled  very  mueh  alike. 

t  But  sone  are  ready  to  assert  that  unbelief,  being  inrol* 
nntary,  deserves  greater  evidence  for  its  conviction.  Where 
nnbelief  is  absolutely  unavoidable,  this  may  be  the  case. 
But  not,  where  it  is  owing  to  a  disposition  hostile  to  tmth 
and  to  unreasonable  prejudiees.  It  then  does  not  deserve 
more  proof,  nor  would  it  yield  to  an  increase  of  evidence. 
With  infidels  generally  in  Christian  eonntries,  it  is  owing, 
not  to  want  orevidenee,  that  they  refuse  to  acknowledge 
Jesus  Christ  as  a  divine  Teacher  ;  but  for  want  of  atten- 
tion, or  of  good  dispositiDns,  and  honesty  to  own  what  they 
believe  at  heart.  Like  the  Jews  of  old,  they  ask  for  some 
new  evidence  %v1ien  there  is  much  already  given,  as  remark* 
able  as  what  they  demami* 
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CHAP.  XIV. 


1  AT  that  time  Herod  the  tetrarch  heard  of 

2  the  fame  of  Jesus,  and  said  unto  his  servants, 
This  is  John  the  Baptist :  he  has  risen  from 
the  dead,  and  therefore  mighty  works  are. 
manifested  by  him.* 

3  For  Herod  had  taken  John,  and  bound  him, 
and  put  him  in  prison  for  Herodias*  sake,iiis 

4  brother  Philip's  wife.f     For  John  said  unto,/ 
him,  It  is  not  lawful  for  thee  to  have  her, 

5  And  when  he  would  have  put  him  to  death, 
he  feared  the  multitude,  because  they  esteem- 

6  ed  him  as  a  prophet.  But  when  Herod's  birth-^ 
day  was  kept,  the  daughter  of  Herodias  danced 

7  before  them  and  pleased  Herod.  Whereupon 
he  promised  with  an  oath,  to  give  her  whatso- 

8  ever  she  should  ask.  And  she,  being.before  in- 
structed of  her  mother,  said,  Give  me  here  John 

9  Baptist's  head  in  a  charger.  And  the  king  was 
sorry  ;  nevertheless,  for  the  oath's  sake,t  and 
them  which  sat  with  him  at  meat,  he  comman- 

10  ded  it  to  be  given  her.     And  he  sent  and  be- 

11  headed  John  in  the  prison.  And  his  head  was 
brought  in  a  charger,  and  given  to  the  damsel  : 

12  and  she  brought  it  to  her  mother.     And  Ws 

•  Then  Herod  believeil  it  possible  one  miglit  rise  from 
llie  dead.  It  is  indeed  no  uneomioon  thing  for  infidels  to 
believe  slrattjf^e  things,  and  even  to  be  siiiierstitlous. 

t  What  diasolnteuest)  of  manners !  What  cruelty  mingled 
liith  their  pleasures ! 

i  Certainly  it  m  ould  be  better  to  violate  a  rash  and  wick- 
ed oath  than  to  do  an  action  evidently  crnel  and  vieions. 
Bat  we  should  .be  eareful  bow  w«  make  promists  or  vows. 
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disciples  came,  and  took  up  the  body,  and 
buried  it,  and  went  and  told  Jesus. 

13  tVhen  Jesus  heard  ofit^  he  departed  thence 
by  ship  into  a  desert  place,  apart ;  and  when 
the  people  had  \i^^x^^ thereof^  they  followed  him 

14  on  foot  out  of  the  cities.  And  Jesus  went 
forth,  and  saw  a  great  multitude,  and  was 
moved  widi  compassion  toward  them,  and  he 

.    ^  healed  their  sick. 

^,15       And  when  it  was  evening,  his   disciples 

came  to  him,  saying,  This  is  a  desert  place, 

and  the  time  is  now  past,  send  the  multitude 

away  that  they  may  go  into  the  villages,  and 

"*  16  buy  themselves  victuals.    But  Jesus  said  unto 

-"    them,  They  need  not  depart :   give  ye  them 

17  to  eat.     And  they  say  unto  him,  We  have 

18  here  but  five  loaves  and  two  fishes.     He  said, 

19  Bring  them  hither  to  me.  And  he  command- 
ed the  multitode  to  sit  down  on  the  grass,  and 
he  took  the  five  loaves,  and  the  two  fishes,  and 
looking  up  to  heaven,  he  blessed,*  and  brake, 
and  gavt;  the  loaves  to  hit  disciples,  and  the 

20  disciples  to  the  multitude.  And  they  did  all 
cat  and  were  filled  :  and  they  took  up  of  the 
fragments   that  remained  twelve  baskets  full. 

21  And  they  that  had  eaten  were  about  five 
thousand  men,  besides  women  and  children. 

$2  And  immediately  Jesus  constrained  his 
disciples  to  get  into  a  ship,  and  to  gp  before 
him  unto  the  other  side,  while  he  sent  the 

23  multitudes  away.  And  when  he  had  sent  the 
multitudes  away,  he  went  up  into  a  mountain 

*  Ho  bleMed  Ood  tr  gave  thanki. 
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apart  to  pray  :*    and  when  the  evening  was 

24  come,  he  was  there  alone.  But  the  ship  was 
now  in  the  midst  of  die  sea,  tossed  with  waves : 

25  for  the  mind  was  contrary  :  and  in  the  fourth 
watch  of  the  night,  Jesus  went  unto  them, 

26  walking  on  the  sea.  And  when  the  disciples 
saw  him  walking  on  the  sea,  they  were 
troubled,  saying.  It  is  a  spirit :  and  they  cried 

27  out  for  fear.  But  immediately  Jesus  spake 
unto  them,  saying,  Be   of  good   cheer  :    It 

28  is  I  i  be  not  afraid.  And  Peter  answered 
him,  and  said,  Lord,  if  it  be  thou,  bid  mt 

29  come  unto  thee  on  the  water.  And  he  said, 
Come.  And  when  Peter  was  come  down  out 
of  the  ship,  he  walked  on  the  water,  to  go  to 

30  Jesus.  But  when  he  saw  the  wind  boisterous, 
he  was  afraid;  and  beginning  to  sink,  he  cried, 

31  saymg,  Lord,  save  me.f  And  immediately 
Jesus  stretched  forth  his  hand,  and  caught  him, 
and  said  unto  him,  O  thou  of  little   faith, 

32  wherefore  didst  thou  doubt  ?  And  when  they 
were  come  into  the  ship,  the  wind  ceased. 

33  Then  they  that  were  in  the  ship  came  and 
worshipped  him,  saying,  Of  a  truth  thou  art  the 
Son  of  God. 

94       And  when  they  were  gone  over,  they  came 

35  into  the  land  of  Gennesareth.  And  when  the 
men  of  that  place  had  knowledge  of  him,  th^ 
sent  out  into  all  that  country  round  about,  and 

36  brought  unto  him  all  that  were  diseased  ;  and 

*  We  often  read  of  Christ^s  seeking  retirement  for  the 
purpose  of  prayer. 

t  A  moit  astonishing  miracle.  Well  might  they  \vh* 
taw  it,  exelaim  of  a  trath/  thou  art  the  son  of  Gh>A^. 
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besought  him  that  they  might  only  touch  tlic 
hem  of  his  garment :  and  as  many  as  touched 
were  made  perfectly  whole. 


CHAP.  XV. 

1  Then  the  scribes  and  Pharisees  of  Jerusalem 

2  came  to  Jesus,  saying,  Why  do  thy  disci- 
ples transgress  the  tradition  of  the  elders  ? 

-     for  they  wash  not  their  hands  when  they  eat 

3  bread.*     But  he  answered  and  saidunto  mem, 
'    Why  do  ye  also  transgress  the  commandment 

4  of  God  by  your  tradition  ?t  ^^r  G^d  com- 
manded, saying.  Honor  thy  father  and  thy 
mother :  and,  he  that  revileth  father  or  mother, 

5  let  him  die  the  death.  But  ye  say,  Whoso- 
ever shall  say  to  his  father  or  his  motlier. 
Whatever  I  have  which  might  be  profitable  to 

6  thee  is  a  gift  devoted  to  God ;%  and  honor 
not  his  lather  or  his  motlier,  he  shall 
be  free.  Thus  have  ye  made  tlie  com- 
mandment of  God  of  none   effect  by  your 

7  tradition.      Ye  hypocrites,    well    did    Isaiah 

*  The  diflcipleg  of  Jesas  disregarded  merely  the  tradi* 
lion  or  eeremony  of  the  Jewish  Rabbips  .*  Bat  these  trans- 
gressed even  the  positive  command  of  God. 

t  Our  Lord  seldom  disputed  with  the  Jews.  He  rather 
declined  occasions  for  it.  But  sometimes,  as  in  this  ease, 
)ie  showed  them  the  impropriety  of  their  construction  of  the 
law,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  people,  pointed  out  the  evil 
tendency  of  their  traditions. 

f  Corban  signifies  a  gift  devoted  to  religious  use.  Ami 
the  Pharisees  taught  that  a  child,  who  should  devote  or 
pretend  to  devote  its  gains  or  property,  should  be  fre^

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8  prophesy  of  you,  saying,  Thb  people 
draweth  nigh  unto  me  with  their  mouth,  and 
honcKtrth  me  with  their  lips ;  but  their  heart  is 

9  far  from  me :  and  in  vain  they  do  worship  me, 
teaching  for  doctrines  the  commandments  of 
men. 

10  And  he  called  the  multitude,  and  said  unto 

11  them,  Hear,  and  understand.     Not  that  which 
*  goeth  into  the  mouth  defiieth  a  man :  but  that 

which  cometh  out  of  the  mouth,  this  defiieth 

12  a  man.  Then  came  hb  disciples,  and  said 
unto  him,  Knowest  thou  that  the  Pharisees 
were  offended  after  they  heard  this  saying? 

13  But  he  answered  and  said,  Every  plant  which 
my  heavenly  Father  hath  not  planted,  sbaH  be 

14  rooted  up.     Let  them  alone :    they  are  blind  - 
leaders  of  the  blind.      And  if  the  blind  lead 

15  the  blind,  both  shall  fall  into  the  ditch*  Then 
answered  Peter^  and  said  unto  him.  Explain 

16  unto  us  this  parable.     And  Jesus  said,  Are  ye 

17  also  yet  without  understanding  ?    Do  not  ye    * 
yet  understand,  that  whatsoever  entereth  in  at 
the  mouth,  goeth  into  the  belly,  and  is  cast  out 

18  into  the  draught?  but  those  things  which  pro- 
ceed out  of  the  mouth,  come  forth  from  the 

19  heart  and  they  defile  the  man.  For  out  of  the 
heart  proceed  evil  thoughts,  murders,  aduhe- 
ries,  fornications,  thefts,   false  witness,  blas- 

20  phcmies*  These  are  the  things  which  defile  a 
man :  but  to  eat  with  unwashcn  hands,  dcfilctFi 
not  a  mian*^ 

*  la  tbe  gospel,  there  ig  nothing  like  snperi tUion  \  iMit 
fte  most  sabiimc  and  rational  morality. 
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21  Then  Jesus  went  thetKie,  and  departed  into 

22  thecoasts  of  Tyre  and  Sidon.  And  behold, 
a  woman  of  Canaan^  came  out  of  the  same 
coasts,  and  cri^  unto  him,  saying,  Have  mercy 
on  me,  O  Lord,  thou  son  of  David :  my  daugh- 

23  ter  is  grievously  vexed  with  a  devil.     But  he 
'   answered  her  not  a  word.    And  his  disciples 

came  and  besought  him,  saying,    Send  her 

24  away,  for  she  crieth  after  us.  But  he  answered 
and  said^  I  am  not  sent  but  unto  the  lost  sheep 

25  of  the  house  of  Israel.     Then  she  came  and 

26  worshipped  him,  saymg,  Lord,  help  me.  But 
he  answ^ed  aud  said.  It  is  not  meet  to  take 
the  children's  bread,  and  to  cast  it  to  dogs. 

27  And  she  said,  Truth,  Lord  :  yet  the  dogs  eat 
of  the  crumbs  which  fall  from  their  master's 

28  table.  Then  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  her, 
O  woman,  great  is  thy  faith  :  be  it  unto  thee, 
even  as  thou  wilt.   And  her  daughter  was  made 

29  ^whole  from  that  very  hour.f  And  Jesus  de- 
parted from  thence,  and  came  nigh  unto  the- 
sea  of  Galilee :  and  went  up  into  a  mountain^ 

50  and  sat  down  there.  And  great  multitudes 
came  unto  him,  having  with  them  those  that 
-were  lame,  blind,  dumb,  maimed,  and  many 
others,  and  cast  them  down  at  Jesus'  feet :  and 

51  he  healed  them :  insomuch  that  the  multitude 

*  Our  Lord  preached  only  (o  the  Jews  ;  nor  did  htt 
apostles  $0  to  the  Gentile  word,  nntil  after  several  years 
preaehing  to  t  heir  own  eountr jmen  from  the  death  of  Christ. 
This  woman  was  not  a  Jewess,  though  she  inhabited  a 
oountry  horde  ring  on  Judea,  and  was  no  doubt  acquainted 
with  the  Jewish  serip  tores  which  predicted  the  coming  sf 
the  Messiah. 


t  See  Mark,  yii.  29. 
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wondered,  when  they  saw  the  dumb  to  speak, 
the  msdmed  to  be  whole,  the  lame  to  walk,  and 
the  blind  to  see :  and  they  glorified  the  God  of 
Israel.* 

32  Then  Jesus  called  his  disciples  unto  him,, 
and  said,  I  have  compagsion  on  the  multitude, 
because  they  continue  with  me  now  three  days, 
and  have  nothing  to  eat :  and  I  will  not  send 
them  away  fasting,  lest  they  faint  in  the  way. 

33  And  his  disciples  say  unto  him,  Whence  should 
we  have  so  much  bread  in  the  wilderness,  as  to 

34  fill  so  great  a  multitude  ?  And  Jesus  saith  unto 
them,  How  many  loaves  have  ye  ?   And  they 

35  said,  Seven,  and  a  few  little  fishes.  And  be 
commanded  the  multitude  to  sit  down  on  the 

36  ground.  And  he  took  the  seven  loaves  and 
tiie  fishes,  and  gave  thanks  to  God»  and  brake 
them^  and  gave  to  his  disciples,  and  the  ^ci- 

37  pies  to  the  multitude.  And  tliey  did  all  eat, 
and  were  filled  :  and  they  todc  up  of  the  broken 

38  meat  that  was  left  seven  baskets  full.  And  they 
who  did  eat^  were  four  thousand  men,  beside 

39  women  and  children.  And  he  sent  away  the 
multitude,  and  took  ship  ;  and  came  into  the 
coasts  ot  Magdala. 


CHAP.  XVI. 

1      THE  Pharisees  also  with  the  Sadducecs  camr , 
and  tempting  him,  desired  that  he  would  shew 

•  Who  had  raised  op  for  them  a  great  Prophet  and  a* 
BaTior. 
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S  them  a  sign  from  heaven.  He  answered  and 
said  unto  them,  Whert  it  is  evening,  ye  say, 
It  vnll  be  fair  weather ;    for  the  sky  is  red. 

3  And  in  the  morning,  It  will  be  foul  weather 
to-day  :  for  the  sky  is  red  and  lowering.  O 
ye  hypocrites,  ye  can  discern  the  face  of  the 
sky ;  but  can  ye  not  discern  the  signs  of  the 

4  times  ?*  A  wicked  and  adulterous  generation 
seeketh  after  a  sign ;  and  there  shall  no  sign  be 
g^ven  unto  it,  but  the  sign  of  the  prophet  Jonas* 

5  And  he  left  them  and  departed.  And  when 
liis  disciples  were  come  to  the  other  side,  Ifaejr 
had  forgotten  to  take  bread. 

6  Then  Jesus  $aid  unto  them,  Take  heed^ 
and  beware  of  tlie  leaven  of  the  Pharisees 

7  and  of  the  Sadducees.  And  they  reasoned 
among  theinsdves,    saying,  It  is  because  we 

8  have  taken  no  bread.  IVhich  when  Jesus  per* 
ceived,  he  said  unto  them,  O  yeoflitUe  faith^ 
why  reason  ye  among  yourselves,  because  yc 

9  have  brought  no  bread  ?  Do  ye  not  yet  un- 
derstand, neither  rememberthe  five  loavesof  the 
five  thousand,  and  how  many  ba^ets  ye  took 

10  up  ?  Neither  the  seven  loaves  of  the  four  thou- 

11  sand,  and  how  many  baskets  ye  took  iM>  ?  How 
is  it  that  ye  do  not  understand,  that  I  spake  i> 
not  to  you  concerning  bread,  that  ye  should 
beware  of  the  leaven  of  the  Pharisees,  and  o£ 

12  the  Sadducees?  Then  they  understood 
that  he  bade  them  not  beware  of  the  leaven  of 

*  Our  Lord  had  already  given  ta  many  proofs  of  hit 
heavenly  mission,  that  had  thej  possessed  any^eandor,  Xhtf 
would  have  acknowledged  him  as  the  Messiah^  and  mot 
insolently  demanded' of  him  npwte  mir^tlesr 
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bread,  but  of  the  doctrine  of  the  Pharisees  and 
of  the.  Sadducees. 

13  When  Jesus  came  into  the  coasts  ofCae- 
sarea  Philippi,  he  asked  his  disciples,  saying. 
Whom  do  men  say,  that  I,  the  Son  of  man, 

14  am  ?*  And  they  said,  Some  say  that  thou  art 
John  the  Baptist ;    some  Elijah ;    and  others, 

15  Jeremiah,  or  one  of  the  prophets.      He  saith 

16  unto  them.  But  whom  say  ye  that  I  am  ?  And 
Simon  Peter  answered  and  said.  Thou  art  the 

17  Christ,t  tlie  Son  of  the  living  God4  And  Je- 
sus  answered  and  said  unto  him.  Blessed  art 
thou,  Simon,  son  of  Jonah :  for  flesh  and  blood 
hath  not  revealed  it  unto  thee,  but  my  Father 

18  who  is  in  heaven.  And  I  say  also  unto  thee, 
that  thou  art  Peter,  and  upon  this  rock  I  will 
build  my  church  :    and  the  gates  of  hell  shall 

19  not  prevail  against  it.  And  I  will  give  unto 
thee  the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven ;  and 
whatsoever  thou  shalt  bind  oii  earth,  shall 
be  bound  in  heaven ;  and  whatsoever  thou 
shalt  loose  on  earth,  shall  be  loosed  in  heaven. 

20  Then  he  charged  his  disciples,  that  they  should 
tell  no  man  that  he  was  the  'Messiah.  J 

*  Not  tkat  he  was  desirous  of  knowiDg  the  opinions  of 
men  coneerning  himself,  for  he  knew  alreadj.  But  he 
took  this  opport unity  to  draw  forth  Peter's  deelaratiou. 

t  That  is,  the  Messiah,  the  anointed.  | 

t  The  phrase^  ^the  8on  of  the  living  God,''  and  the  re-         | 
mark  of  our  Lord  in  the  i7th  verse  would  seem  fully   to  | 

imply  that  Christ  were  more  than  merely  a  prophet.  | 

§  For  it  might  cause  tumult  among  the  Pfople»  and 
perseeutiou  in  the  priests  and  rulers  before  his  ministry 
was  fiuishedi 
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21  From  that  time  Jesus  began  to  shew  unto 
his  disciples  that  he  must  go  unto  Jerusalem, 

,  and  suffer   many  things   of  the  elders,  and 
chief  priests,  and  scribes,  a«d  be  killed,  and 

22  be  raised  again  the  third  day.'*  Then  Peter 
took  him  aside,  and  began  to  expostulate  With 
him,  saying,   Be  it  far  from  thee.  Lord  :    this 

23  shall  not  be  unto  thecf  But  he  turned,  and 
said  unto  Peter,  Get  thee  behind  me,  Satan  ; 
thou  art  an  offence  unto  me  :  for  thou  savour- 
est  not  the  things  which  are  of  God,  but  those 
which  are  of  men.J 

24  Then  ssdd  Jesus  unto  his  disciples.  If  any 
man  will  come  after  me,  let  him  deny  himself, 

25  and  take  up  his  cross,  and  follow  me.  For 
whosoever  will  save  his  life,  shall  lose  it :  and 
whosoever  will  lose  his  life  for  my  sake,  shall 

26  find  it.^  For  what  is  a  man  profited,  if  he  shall 
gain  the  whole  worjd,  and  lose  his  own  soul  ? 
or  what  shall  a  man  give  in  exchange  for  his 

27  soul  ?  For  the  Son  of  man  shall  come  in  the 
glory  of  his  Father,  with  his  angels  ;  and  then 

*  He  would  nrepape  their  minds  for  tbe  idea  of  his  suf- 
fering and  deatn,and  remove  the  false  opinions  they  had 
formed  of  his  being  a  poweiful  prince  from  whom  they  were 
eipeeting  present  and  temporal  glory. 

t  Peter  was  sanguine,  and  had  yet  many  things  to  learn. 
He  was  yet  to  learn  that  his  Master  was  to  suffer  before  ho 
should  reign. 

%  This  shews,  that  every  person  who  opposes  the  truth 
is  an  adversary  or  Satan. 

§  Those  who  would  live  in  ease  and  make  it  their  ehief 
•are  to  provide  for  the  present  life,  will  lose  eternal  happi- 
ness. And  those  who  are  ready  to  devote  their  life  and 
talents  to  the  scrriee  of  Christ,  will  sesure  immortal  .Ui*e.   . 
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he  shall  reward  every  man  according  to  his 
28  works.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  There  are 
some  standino^  here,  who  shall  not  taste  of 
death  till  thc^^ce  the  Son  of  man  coming  in 
his  kingdom  Jl^,  % 


CHAP.  xvir. 

1  AND  after  six  days,  Jesus  taketh Peter,  James , 
and  John  his  brother,  and  bringeth  them  up 

2  into  an  high  mountain  apart.  And  was  trans- 
figured before  them  ;  and  his  face  did  shine  as 
the  sun,  and  his  raiment  was  white  as  the  light. 

3  And  behold  there  appeared  unto  them  Moses 

4  and  Elijah  talkmg  with  him.  Then  answered 
Peter,  and  said  unto  Jesus,  Lord,  it  is  good  for 
us  to  be  here :  if  thou  wilt,  let  us  make  here 
three  tabernacles :    one  for  thee,  and  one  for 

5  Moses,  and  one  for  Elijah.  While  he  yet 
spake,  behold  a  bright  cloud  overshadoM'ed 
them  :  and  behold,  a  voice  "out  of  the  cloud, 
which  said,  "This  is  my  beloved  Son,  in  whom 

6  I  am  well  pleased :  hear  ye  him."     And  when 

he  disciples  heard  tf,  they  fell  on  their  face, 

7  HiH  were  sore  afraid.  And  Jesus  came  and 
touched  them,  and  said,   Arise,  and  be  not 


*  This  eoraing  of  Christ  miist  refer  to  his  judgments  in 
the  destraetion  of  Jerasalem,  which  took  pLoee  id  about 
ftrtj  years  after. 
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8  afraid.*     And  when  they  had  lifted  up  their 

9  eyes,  they  saw  no  man,  save  Jesus  only.  And 
as  they  came  down  from  the  mountain,  Jctsxxs 
charged  them,  saying,  Te)^  the  visbn  to  no 
man,  until  the  Son  of  man  be  risen  again  from 

10  the  dead.  And  hb  disciples  asked  him,  say- 
ings Why  then  do  the  scribes  say  that  Elijah 

1 1  must  first  come  ?  And  Jesus  answered  and 
said  unto  thtm,  J^lijah  truly  shall  first  come, 

12  and  restore  all  things.  But  I  say  unto  you, 
that  Elijaht  is  come  already,  and  they  knew 
him  not,  but  have  done  unto  him  whatsoever 
they  chose  :  so  also  shall  the  Son  of  man  suf*- 

13  fer  of  them.  Then  the  disciples  understood 
tliat  he  spake  unto  them  of  John  the  Baptist. 

14  And  when  they  were  come  to  the  multitude^ 
there  came  to  him  a  man,  kneeling  down  to 

15  him,  and  saying,  Lord,  have  mercy  on  my 
son  ;  for  he  is  lunatic,  J  and  sore  vexed :   for 

*  This  must  have  made  a  great  impression  on  the  minds 
of  these  three  favored  disciples,  peter  refers  to  this  event 
in  his   second  epistle,  i.  17.  > 

t  Elijah  :  John  the  Baptist  came  In  the  spirit  of  Elijah. 

X  Curing  thiis  disorder  is  called  easting  out  a  devil  or 
demon.  It  would  h,e  rash  in  any  one  to  undertake  to  de- 
cide, in  these  cases  ;  but  it  may  be  proper  to  quote  the 
following  remarks  of  a  learned  and  pious  divine,  viz. 

^^It  is  not  the  design  of  revelation  to  teach  us  philosophy, 
but  moral  and  religious  truths— ^nd  we  find  that  the  same 
writers  usually  speak  of  things  aecording  to  the  popular 
and  commonly  received  opinions  of  those  times." 

The  miraculous  power  of  Christ  is  not  affected  by  either 
interpretation.  It  requires  supernatural  ability  to  cure  in- 
veterate diseases  by  a  word  3  as  well  as  to  dispossess  a 
person  of  an  evil  spirit. 
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oft-times  he  falleth  into  the  fire,  and  oft  into 

16  the  water.     And  I  brought  him  to  tbf  disci- 

17  piesy  and  they  could  not  cure  Km.  Then 
jesus  answered  and  said,  O  faithless  and  per- 
verse  generation,  how  long  shall  I  be  with  you  ? 
how  long  shall  I  suffer  you  ?   bring  him  hith- 

18  er  to  me.  And  Jesus  rebuked  the  deva,* 
and  he  departed  out  of  him  ^*  and  the  child 

19  was  cured  from  thdt  very  hour.  Then  the 
disciples  came  to  Jesus  apart,  and  said,  Why 

20  could  not  we  cast  him  out  ?  And  Jesus  said 
unto  th^m,  Because  of  your  unbelief :  fof 
verily  I  say  unto  you,  if  ye  have  faith  as  a  grain 
of  mustard-seed,  ye  shall  say  unto  this  moun- 
tain, Remove  hence  to  yonder  place,  and  it 
shall  remove  ;  and  nothing  shall  be  impossible^ 

21  unto  you.  Howbeit,  this  kind  goeth  not  out 
but  by  prayer  and  fasting. 

22  And  while  they  abode  in  Galilee,  Jesus  said 
unto  them,  The  Son  of  man  shall  be  betrayed 

23  into  the  hands  of  men  :  And  they  shaH  kiR 
Inm,  and  the  third  day  he  shall  be  raised 
again  :  and  they  were  exceedingly  sorry. 

24  And  when  they  were  come  to  Capernaum, 
they  that  received  tribute- iwon^  came  to  Pe- 
ter, and  said,  DotK  not  your  Master  pay  tri- 

25  bute  ?  He  saitb,  Yes.  And  when  he  was 
come  into  the  house,  Jesus  prevented  him^ 
saying,  What  thinkest  thou,  Simon  ?  of  whom 
do  the  kings  of  the  earth  take  custom  or  tri** 
bute  ?  of  their  own  children,  or  of  strangers  ? 

26  Peter  saith  unto  him,  Of  strangers.    Jesuls 

*  The  demon,  the  evil  spirit. 
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«  saith  ui^to  him,  Then  are  the  children  free. 
27  NotwiUistandijig,  lest  wc  should  offend  them, 
go  thoii  to  the  sea,  and  cast  an  hook,  and  take 
\yp  the  fish  that  first  coineth  up;  and  when 
thou  hast  opened  his  mouth,  thou  shalt  find  a 
piece  of  money  :  that  take,  and  give  unto  ihcm 
for  me  and  thee. 


CHAP.  XVIII. 

1  AT  the  same  time,  the  disciples  came  unto 
Jesus,    saying.    Who  is  the    greatest  in  the 

2  kingdom  of  heaven  ?*  And  Jesus  called  a 
little  chibd  unto  him,  and  set  him  in  the  midst 

S  of  them,  and  said,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  ex- 
cept ye  be  converted,  and  become  as  little 
children,  ye  shall  not  enter  into  the  kingdom 

4  of  heaven. t  Whosoever  therefore  shall  humble 
himself  as  this  little  child,  the  same  is  great- 

5  est  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven. J     And  whoso 
.   shall    receive    one   such   little  child   in    my 

6  name,  receiveth  me.  But  whoso  shaH  offend  $ 
one  of  these  little  ones -which  believe  in  me,  it 
were  better  for  him  that  a  millstone  were  hang- 
ed  about  his  neck,  and  t}mt  he  were  drowned 
in  the  depth  of  the  sea. 

7  Wo  unto  the  world   because  of  oflfences  : 

*  They  did  not  mean  in  licaven,  bnt  in  the  Messiah^g 
kiuglom,  which  (liey  supposed  he  would  establish. 

t  See  John  iii.  3.  5, 

%  He  is  -among  the  most  exoellent  in  the  Christiaa 
ehnr(*h  who  is  docile,  humble,  teachable,  and  candid. 

$  Or  eaase  to  offend. 
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for  it  must-tieeds  be  that  offences  come  ;  but 
wo  to  that  miAnby  whom  the  offence  comcth.* 

8  Wherefore  if  thy  hand  or  thy  foot  offead .  thee, 
cut  theni  off,  and  cast  them  from  thee  :  it  is 
better  for  thee  to  enter  into  life  halt  or  maim- 
ed, rather  than  having  two  hands  or  two  feet, 

9  to  be  cast  into  everlasting-  fire.t  And  if  thine 
eye  offi-nd  thee,  pluck  it  out,  and  cast  it  from 
thee :  it  is  better  for  thee  to  enter  into  life 
with  one  eye,  rather  than  having  two  eyes,  to 

10  be  Ciist  into  hell- fire.  Take  heed  that  ye  des- 
pise not  one  of  these  little  ones  :  for  I  sa^ 
ua^o  you,  that  in  heaven  their  angels  do  aU 
ways  behold  the  face  of  my  Father  who.  is  in 

1 1  heaven  4     For  die  Son  of  man  is    come   to 

12  save  that  which  was  lost.  4  IIow  think  ye  ?  if 
a  man  have  an  hundred  sheep,  and  one  of  them 
be  gone  astray,  doth  he  not  leave  the  ninety 
and  nine,  and  gocth  into   the  mountains,  and 

13  seeketh  that  which  is  gone  astray  ?|t     And  if 


•  It  is  certain,  indeed,  tliat  offences  will  come — there  is  a 
sort  of  necessity  that  there  should  be  offences,  seeing  what 
i«  the  nature  and  eondition  of  men.  But  this  is  no  excuse 
for  sin.     Wo  to  those  who  do  evil. 

t  The  duty  of  self-denial  is  here  taught,  and  we  are  re- 
qaired  to  give  up  any  worldly  or  |iersoual  pleasure  rather 
'  than  neglect  onr  duty. 

I  Angeis  mean  the  spirits  of  eliildren,  who  inrariahly 
stand  ID  the  divine  presence ;  or,  are  happy  after  death. 
This  is  truly  a  consolius  doctrine.  The  passage  does  not 
at  all  support  die  idea  of  guardian  angels. 

§  This  is  the  character  of  Christ  :  how  acceptable  then 
shoald  he  be  to  sinful  men  ! 

0  This  is  a  beautiful  parable,  and  forcibly  represents  the 
compassion  and  parcntul  aifectioa  of  the  Deity. 
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he  find  it,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  he  rejoi- 
ceth  more  of  thaXsheep^  than  of  the  ninety 

14  and  nuie  which  went  not  astray.  Even  so  it 
is  not  the  will  of  your  Father  who  is  in  heav^ 
en,  that  one  of  these  little  ones  should  perish. 

15  Moreover,  if  thy  brother  shall  trespass  against 
thee,  go  and  tell  him  his  fault  between  thee  and 
him  alone :  if  he  ^hall  hear  thee,  thou  hast 

16  gained  thy  brother.  But  if  he  will  not  hear 
thee,  then  take  with  thee  one  or  two  mcnre,  that 
in  the  mouth  of  two  or  three  witnesses  every 

17  word  may  be  established.  And  if  he  shall  ne- 
glect to  hssr  them,  tell  it  unto  the  church  :  but 
if  he  neglect  to  hear  the  church,  let  him  be 
unto  thee  as  an  heathen  man  and  a  publican.^ 

18  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  whatsoever  ye  shall 
bind  on  earUi,  shall  be  bound  in  heaven  :  and 
whatsoever  ye  shall  loose  on  earth,  shall  be 

19  loosed  in  heaven.  Again  I  say  unto  you,  that 
if  two  of  you  shall  agree  on  earth,  as  touching 
any  thing  that  they  shall  ask,  it  shall  be  done 
for  them  of  my  Father   who  is  in  heaven. 

20  For  where  two  or  three  are  gathered  togetho* 
in  my  name,  there  am  I  in  the  midst  of  them. 

21  Then  came  Peter  to  him,  and  said,  Lord, 
how  oft  shall  my  brother  sin  against  me,  and  I 

22  forgive  him ;  till  seven  times  ?  Jesus  saith 
unto  him,  I  say  not  unto  thee,  until  seven 
times  oniy  :   but  until  seventy  times  seven. 

23  Therefore  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven  likened 
unto  a  certain  king,  who  would  take  account 

*  The  whole  business  of  Christian  diseipline  is  here  fullv 
taught  and  eiplained. 
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24  of  Iu3  servants.  And  when  he  had  begun  t6 
reckon,    one    was    brought  unto  hun,    who 

25  owed  him  ten  thousand  talents.  But  foras- 
much as  he  had  not  to  pay,  his  master  com- 
manded him  to  be  sold,  and  I)is  wife  and  chil- 
dren, &nd   all   that  he  had,  and  payment  to  be 

26  made.  Then  the  servant  fell  down  and  worship- 
ped him,  saying,  Lord,  have  patience  with  me, 

27  and  I  "will  pay  thee  all.  •  Then  the  lord  of 
that  servant  was  moved  with  compassion,  and 

28  loosed  him,  and  forgave  him  the  debt-  But 
the  same  servant  went  out,  and  found  one  of 
his  fellow-servants,  who  owed  him  an  hun- 
dred pence  :  and  he  laid^hands  on  him,  and 
took  him  by  the  throat,  saying,    Pay  me  that 

29  thou  ovvesL  And  his  fellQw- servant  fell  down 
at  his  feet,  and  besought  him,  saying.  Have 
patience  with  me,   and  I  will   pay   thie  all. 

30  And  he  would  not ;   but  went  and  cast  him 

31  into  prison,  tilj  he  should  pay  tl>c  debt.  So 
when  his  fellow- servants  saw  what  was  done, 
they  were  very  sorry,  and  came  and  told  unto 

35  their  master  all  that  was  done.  Then  his  mas- 
ter, after  that  he  had  called  him,  sa'^d  unto  him, 
O  thou  wicked  servant,  I  forgave  tliec  all  that 

33  debt,  because  thou  desiredst  me  :  Shouldest 
not  thou  also  have  had  compassion  on' thy 
fellow -servant,   even  as  I  had  pity   on  thee  ? 

34  And  his  master  was  wroth,  aixl  delivered  him 
to  the  tormenters,*  till  he  should  pay  all  that 

35  was  due  unto  him.  So  likewise  ^hall  my 
heavenly  Father  do  also  unto  you,  if  ye  fron^. 

•  Those  wIm  kept  tbe  prisons. 
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your  hearts  forgivie  not  every  one  his  brother 
their  trespasses* 


CHAP.  XIX. 

1  AND  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  Jesus  had 
finished  these  sayings,  he  departed  from  Gali- 
lee, and  came  into  the  coast  of  Judea,  near 

2  Jordan  ;  and  great  multitudes  followed  him  ; 
and  he  healed  them  there. 

3  The  Pharisees  also  came  unto  him,  tempt- 
ing him,  and  saying  unto  him.  Is  it  lawful  for 
a  man  to  put  away  his  wife  for  every  cause  ? 

4  And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Have 
ye  not  read,  that  he  who  made  them  at  the  be- 

5  ginning,  made  them  male  and  female  ?  And 
said,  For  this  cause  shall  a  man  leave  father 
and  mother,  and  shall  cleave  to  his  wife :  and 

6  they  twain  shall  be  one  flesh.  Wherefore  they 
are  no  more  twain,  but  dne  flesh.  .What 
therefore  God  hath  joined  together,  let  not  man 

7  put  asunder.  They  say  unto  him.  Why  did 
Moses  then  command  to  give  a  writing  of  di- 

8  vorcemcnt,  and  to  put  her  away  .?*  He  saith 
unto  them,  Moses,  because  of  the  hardness  of 
your  heuts,  suffered  you  to  put  away  your 
wives :    but  fi-om  the  beginning  it  was  not  so. 

9  And  I  say  unto  you,  whosoever  shall  put 
away  lus  wife,  except  it  be  for  fornication,  and 
shall    marry  anotlier,  committeth  adultery  ; 

*  Motes  di«!  not  eomniaiid  to  pnt  awaj  ;  but  direeted, 
that  if  a  man  dfivoroed  hit  wife,  he  should  give  a  writing  of 
diToreeoMiit 
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and  whoso  marrieth  her  who  is  put  awaj,  doth 
commit  adulteiy. 

10  His  disciples  sajr  unto  him,  If  the  case  of 
the  man  be  so  wSth  his  wife^  it  i&  not  good  to 

11  many.  But  he  said  unto  them,  All  men 
cannot  receive  tblMAyu^gt  save  they  to  whom 

12  it  is  givei^  •  For  tli^re  are  some  eunuchs, 
which    were  so  born  from    their  motheis' 

'  won)b :  and  there  are  some  eunuchs,  which 
were  made  eunuchs  of  men :  and  there  be 
eunuchs,  which  have  made  themselveseimuchs 
for  the  kingdom  of  heaven^s  sake.  He  that  is 
able  to  receive  it,  let  him  receive  it. 

13  Then  were  brought  unto  him  little  chil- 
dren,  that  he  should  put  Ins  hands  on  diem^ 
and  pray  :  and  the  disciples  rebuked  them^r 

U  But  Jesus  said,  Suffer  little  ctuldren,  and  forbiti 
them  not  to  come  unto  me ;  for  of  such  is 

15  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  And  he  laid  his 
hands  on  them,  and  depafted  thence. 

16  And  behold,  one  came  and  said  unto  him. 
Good  Master,  what  good  thkig  shall  I  do,  that 

17  I  may  have  eternal  life  ?  And  he  ssdd  unto 
him.  Why  callest  thou  me  good  ?  there  is 
none  good  but  one,  thai  uGod  -*  but  if  thou 
wilt  enter  into  life,  keep  the  commandments. 

18  He  saith  unto  him,  Which?  Jesus  said, 
Thou  shalt  do  no  murder,  thou  shair  not 
commit  adultery,  thou  shalt  not  steal,  thou 

19  shalt  not  bear  false  witneasi   honor  thy  father 
•    and  thy  mother  :    and,  thou  >  shalt  love  thy 

20  neighbor  as  thyself.    The  young  man  sMth 

*  Noae  perfettif  good  but  <lod. 
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unto  him,  All  these  things  have  I  kept   froni 
my  childhood    up :    what  lack  I  yet  ?    Je- 

21  sus  said  unto  him.  If  thou  wilt  be  perfect, 
go  and  sell  that  thou  hast,  and  give  to  the 
poor,  and  thou  shall  have   treasure  in  lieav- 

22  en  :  and  come  and  {oVifitff  mc^^  But  when  the 
young  man  heard  that  saying,  Jjje  went  away 
sorrowful  :    for  he  had  great  possessions.^ 

23  Then  said  Jesus  unto  his  disciples.  Verily  I 
say  unto  you,  that  a  rich  man  shall  hardly 

24  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven^t  And 
again  I  say  unto  you,  it  is  easier  for  a  camel 
to  go  through  the  eye  of  a  needle,  than  for  a 
rich  man  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God.  J 

25  Wiien  his  disciples  heard  ity  they  were  excee- 
dingly  amazed,  saying.  Who  then;  can  be  saved  ? 

26  But  Jesus  beheld  them,  and  said  unto  them^ 
.With  men  this  is  impossible ;    but  with  God 

all  things  are  possible*  ' 

27  Then  Peter  answered,  and  said  unto  him» 
Behdd,  we  have   forsaken  all,  and  followed 

28  thee ;  wliat  shall  wc  have  therefore  ?  And  Je- 
sus said  unto  them,  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
that  ye  who  have  followed  me  in  the  regen- 
eration, when  the  Son  of  man  shall  sit  on  the 
throne  of  his  glory,  ye  also  shall  sit  upon  twelve 

*  Id  some  sitttations  great  saerifices  are  necesgary  in  the 
full  discharge  of  our  duty. 

t  The  parallel  passage  iir  Lake  says,  how  hardly  shall 
they  who  trust  in  riehes  enter  into  the  krogdom  of  heaven  ?

29  And  every  one  who  hath  forsaken  houses,  or 
brethren,  or  sisters,  or  father,  or  mother,  or 
wife,  or  children,  or  bnds,  for  my  name's  sake, 
shall  receive  an  hundred-fold,  and  shall  inherit 
everlasting  life. 


CHAP.  XX. 

1  BUT  mai^  that  are  first  shall  be    last, 

2  and  the  last  shall  be  first.  For  the  king- 
dom of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  man  that  is 
an  househcrfder,  who  went  out  early  in  the 
morning  to  hire   laborers  into  his  vineyard. 

3  And  when  he  had  agreed  with  the"  labor- 
crs  for  a  penny  a  day,  he  sent   them  into 

4  his  vineyard.  And  he  went  out  about  the 
third  hour,  and  sa^v  others  standing  idle  in  the 

5  market  place,  and  said  unto  them,  Go  ye  also 
into  the  vineyard  ;  and  whatsoever  is  right,! 
will  give  you.     And  they  went  their  way. 

6  Again  he  went  out  about  the  sixth  and  ninth 

7  hour,  and  did  likewise.  And  about  theelev- 
enth  hour  he  went  out  and  found  others  stand- 
ing idle,  and  saitfa  unto  them,  Why  stand  ye 

8  here  all  the  day  idle  ?t  They  say  unto  him,  &• 

*  Ye  who  haye followed  me  here  in  this  present  world,  at 
the  renovation  of  all  things  hereaf.er,  when  the  Son,  &c. 
ye  also  shall  sit,  &e. 

t  Those  who  aeeept  the  imritetbiis  of  the  vwspek  late 
in  life,  if  not  hdbre  ealled  to  a  knowledi^e  of  it,  will  be 
grae iovsly  rewarded  as  well  as  those  who  alway*  profes- 
sed it* 
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cause  no  man  hatln  hired  us,  He^saUh  unto 
them,  Go  ye  also  into  the  vineyard  ;  and  what- 
9  soever  is  rig|;it,  that  shall  ye  receive.  So  when 
even  was  come,  the  lord  of  the  vineyard  saith 
unto  his  steward,  Call  the  laborers,  and  give 
them  their  hire,  beginning  from  the  last  tmto 

10  the  first.  And  when  they  came  who  ivere  hir* 
cd  about  the  eleventh  hour,  they  received  every 

1 1  man  a  penny.  But  when  the  first  came,  they 
supposed  that  they  should  have  received  more ; 
and  they  likewise  received  every  man  a  penny. 

1 2  And  when  they  had  received  i^,  they  murmur- 

13  ed  against  the  good  man  of  the  house,  saying. 
These  last  have  wrought  but  one  hour,  and 
thou  hast  made  them  equal  unto  us,  who  have 

14  borne  the  burthen  and  heat  of  the  day.  But 
he  answered  one  of  them,  and  said,  Friend,  I 
do  thee  no  wrong  ;  didst  not  thou  agree  with 

15  me  for  a  penny  ?  Take  thine  own  and  go  thy 
way  :  I  will  give  unto  this  last,  even  as  imto 

16  thee.  Is  it  not  lawful  for  me  to  do  what  1 
will  with  mine  own  ?  is  thine  eye  evil  because 

17  I  am  good  ?  So  the  last  shall  be  first,  and  the 
first  last :  for  many  are  called,  but  few  chosen, 

18  And  Jesus,  going  up  to  Jerusalem,  took  the 
txvelve  disciples  apart  in  the  way,  and  said  unto 

19  them,  Beiiold  we  go  up  to  Jerusalem  :  and 
the  Son  of  man  shall  be  betrayed  unto  the  chief 
priests,  and  unto  the  scribes,  and  they  shall 

20  condemn  him  to  death,  and  shall  deliver  him 
to  the  Gentiles  to  mock,  and  to  scourge,  and 
to  crucify  Itim  :  and  the  third  day  he  shall  rise 
again. 

21  Then  the   mother  of  Zcbcdce's    cluldren 
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came  to  him,  with  her  sons,  worshipping  A'm, 
22  and  desiring  a  certain  thing  of  him.  And  he 
said  unto  her,  What  wilt  thou  ?  She  saith 
unto  him.  Grant  that  these  my  two  sons  may 
sit,  tlie  one  on  thy  right  hand  ;  and  the  other 
^i  on  the  left,  in  thy  kingdom.  But  Jesus  an- 
swered  and  said,  Ye  know  not  what  ye  ask. 
Are  ye  able  to  drink  of  the  cup  of  which  I 
shall  drink,  and  to  be  baptized  with  the  bap- 
tism   with  which  I  am  baptized  ?  They  say 

24  unto  him.  We  arev  able.  And  he  saith  unto 
them.  Ye  shall  drink  indeed  of  my  cup,  and 
be  b-aptized  with  the  baptism  with  which  I  am 
baptized  :  but  to  sit  on  my  right  hand,  and  on 
my  left,  is  not  mine  to  give ;  except  to  them 

25  for  whom  it  is  prepared  by  my  Father.  And 
when  the  ten  heard  «V,  they  were  moved  with 

26  indignation  agiunst  the  two  brethren.  But  Je- 
sus called  them  unto  him,  and  said,  Ye  know 
that  the  princes  of  the  Gentiles  exercise  domin- 
ion over  them,  and  they  that  are  great,  exer- 

27  cise  authority  upon  them.  Let  it  not  be  so 
among   you  ;  but  whosoever  will   be   great 

28  among  you,  let  him  be  your  minister  :  And 
whosoever  will  be  chief  among  you,  let  him 

29  be  your  scrv  wt  :  Even  as  the  Son  of  man 
came  not  to  be  ministered  tmto,  but  to  mh\is- 
ler,  and  to  give  his  life  a  ransom  for  many. 

30  And  as  they  departed  from  Jericho,  a  great 
H  multitude  followed  him.  '  And  behold,    two 

blind  men  sitting  by  the  wzy-side,  when  they 
heard  that  Jesus  passed  by,  cried  out,  saying, 
Have  mercy  on  us,    O  I^ord,    t/iou  son  of 
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32  David.*  And  the  multitude  rebuked  them, 
that  they  should  hold  their  peace  :  but  they 
cried  the  more,  saying,  Have  mercy  on  us, 

33  O  Lord,  thou  son  of  David.  And  Jesus  stood 
still,  and  called  them,  and  said.   What  will  ye 

34  that  I  should  do  unto  you  ?    They  say  unto 

35  him,.  Lord,  that  our  eyes  may  be  opened*  And 
Jesus  beii:\g  moved  with  <}ompass]on  touched 
their  ey^  ;  and  immediately  their  eyes  receiv- 
ed sight,  and, they  follo\^d  him. 


CHAP,  xxi; 

1  AND  when  they  drew  nigh  unto  Jerusa- 
lem, and  were  come  to  Beu^gie,  unto  the 
mount  of  Olives,  Jesus   sent  two  disciples, 

2  saying  unto  them,  Go  into  the  village  over 
against  you«  and  immediately  ye  dbtall  find  an 
ass  tied,  and  a  colt  with  her  :   lodse  them  and 

3  bring  them  unto  me.  And  if  any  one  say 
any  thing  to  you,  ye  shall  say,-  the  Lord  hath 
need  of  them  ;   and  straightway  he  will  send 

4  them.  All  this  was  done,  that  it  might  be 
fulfilled  which  was.  spoken  by  the  prophet, t 

5  saying,  Tell  ye  the  daughter  of  Sion,  Behold, 
thy  King  cometh  unto  thee,  meek,  and  sitdng 

6  upon  an  ass,  and  a  colt  the  foal  of  an  ass.  And 
the  disciples  wehtj  and  did  als  Jesus  command*' 

7  ed  them, .  and  brought  the  ass,  and  the  cdt^

•iah  by  the  Jewf  • 
t  See  Zaebarialrix.  •. 
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and  put  on  them  their  clothes,  and  they  set  him 

8  thereon.  And  a  very  great  multitude  spread 
their  garments  in  the  way  ;  others  cut  down 
branches  fropi  the  trees,  and  strewed  them  in 

9  the  way.  Aixd  tlie  multitude  that  went  be- 
fore, and  that  followed,  cried,  paying,  Hosan- 
na  to  the  son  of  David  :*  blessed  is  he  that 
Cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  :    Hosanna, 

10  in  the  highest  strains*  And  when  he  was 
come  into  Jerusalem,  ^11  the  city  was  rao\'ed, 

11  saying,  Wlio  is  this  ?  And  the  multitude 
said,  ITiis  is  Jesus,  the  prophet  of  Ns^areth  in 
Galilee. 

12  And  Jesus  went  into  the  temple  of  God, 
and  cast  out  all  tlxem  who  sold  and  bought  ii^ 
the  temple,  ^nd  overthrew  the  tables  of  the 
money-changers,  and  the  se^its  of  them   that 

13  sold  doves.  And  he  said  unto  them.  It  is 
writ^n.  My  house  shall  be  called  the  house  of 
prayer  ;  but  ye  have  made  it  a  den  of  thieves* 

14  And  the  blind  and  the  lame  came  to  him  in 

15  the  temple  ;  and  he  healed  them.  And  when 
the  chief  priests  and  scribes  saw  the  wonder- 
ful  things  that  he  did,  and  the  children  crying 
in  the  temple,  and  saying,  Hosanna  to  the 

16  son  of  David  ;  they  were  sore  displeased,  and 
said  unto  him,  Hearest  thou  what  these  say  ? 
And  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Ye^,  and  have  ye 
never  read.    Out  of  tlie  mouth  ^of  b^bes  and 

^7  sucklings  thou  hast  perfected  praise  ?  And 
he  left  them,  aud  went  out  of  die  city  into  Bcth- 
wy,  ai^  be  lodged  there*

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1 8  Now   in  the  morning,  a3  he  returned  hiU) 

19  die  city,  he  was  hungry.  And  when  he  saw  a 
fig-tree  in  the  way,  he  came  to  it,  and  found 
nothing  thereon  but  leaves  only,  and  said  unto 
it,  Let  no  fruity  grow  on  thee  henceforward 
for  ever.     And  presentiy  the  fig-tree  withered 

20  away.  And  when  the  disciples  saw  tV,  they 
marvelled,  saying,   How  soon  is  the  fig- tree 

21  withered  away  ?  Jesu6  answered  and  said 
unto  them,  Verily  I  say  unto  you-,  if  ye  have 
faith,  and  doubt  not,  ye  shall  not  only  do  this 
wfnch  is  'done  to  the  fig-tree,  but  also,  if  ye 
shall  say  unto  this  mountain,  Be  thou  remov- 
ed, and  be  thou  cast  into  the  sea  ;   it  shaU  be 

22  done.  And  all  things  whatsoever  ye  shall 
ask  in  prayer,  believing,  ye  shall  receive. 

23  Ai[id  when  he  was  come  into  the  temple,  the 
chief  priests  and  the  elders  of  the  people  came 
unto  him  as  he  was  teaching,  and  said,  By  what 
authority  dost  thou   these  things  ?     and  who 

24  gave  thee  this  authority  ?*  And  Jesus  answer- 
ed and  said  unto  them,  I  also  will  ask  you  one 
thing,  which  if  ye  tell  me,  I  in  likewise  will 
will  tell  you  by   what  authority  I  do  these 

25  things.  The  baptism  of  John  whence  was  it? 
firom  heaven  or  of  men  ?  And  they  reasoned 
with  themselves,  saying,  If  we  shall  say,  from 
heaven  ;   he  will  say  unto  us,  why  did  ye  not 

26  then  believe  him  ?    But  if  we  shall  say,  Of 

*  Why  did  they  not  ingenuouslj  canfess  with  Nieodemus, 
that  Chnst  eould  not  hiive  done  such  mighty  works  ei- 
eept  God  were  with  him  ?  There  was  no  way  to  aecoiint 
for  the  miraelel  he  performed^  but  by  admitting  that  he  had 
divine  power  i^  aaUiority. 
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men ;    we  fear  the  people  :   for  all  xionsider 

27  John  a  prophet.  And  they  answered  Jesus, 
and  SMd,  We  cannot  tell.  And  he  said  unto 
them,  Neither  tell  I  you  by  what  authority  I 
do  these  things. 

28  But  what  think  ye  ?  A  man  had  two  sons ; 
and  h6  came  to  the  first,  and  said,  Son^  go 

29  work  to-day  in  my  vineyard.  He  answered 
and  said,  I  will  not ;  but  afterward  he  repent- 

30  ed,*  and  went.  And  he  came  to  the  second, 
and  said  likewise :    And  he  answered  and  said-^ 

31  I  will ;  yet  went  not.  Whether  of  the  two 
did  the  will  of  his  father  ?  They  say  unto  him, 
The  first  Jesus  saith  unto  them.  Verily  I  say 
unto  you,  that  the  publicans  and  the  harlots 

32  precede  you  into  the  kingdom  of  God.  For 
John  came  unto  you  in  the  way  of '  righteous- 
ness,  and  ye  believed^him  not :  but  the  pub^ 
licans  and  the  harlots  believed  him,  and  ye, 
when  ye  had  seen,  repented  not  afterward,  that 
yc  might  believe  him. 

33  Hear  another  parable  :  There  was  a  certain 
householder  who  planted  a  vineyard,  and  hedg- 
ed it  round  about,  and  digged  a  winepress  in 
it,  and  built  a  towef,  and  let  it  out  to  hus- 

34  bandmen,  and  went  into  a  far  country.  And 
when  the  time  of  the  fruit  drew  near,  he  sent 
his  servants  to  the  husbandmen,  that  they 
might  receive  the  fruits  of  it.  And  the  hus- 
bandmen took  his  servants;  and  beat  one,  and 

36  killed  another,  and  stoned  another.  Again  he 
sent  other  servants  of  more  dignity   than  the 

*  Thai  if,  changed  his  inni^. 
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37  first ;  aad  they  did  uato  them  likewise.  But 
last  of  all,  he  sent  unto  them  his  son,  saying, 

38  They  will  respect  my  son.  But  when  the  hus- 
bandmen saw  the  son,  they  said  among  them- 
selves, This  is  the  heir  ;  come  let  us  kill  him, 

39  and  let  us  seize  on  his  inheritance.  And  they 
caught  hiniy  and  cast  him  out  of  the  vineyardi 

40  and  slew  him.  When  the  lord  therefore  of 
the  vineyard  cometb,  what  will  he  do  uato 

41  those  husbandnieti  ?     They  say  unto  him.  He 
•    will  cause  those  wicked  men  to  perish  miser- 
ably, and. will  let  out  his:  vineyard  unto  other 
husbandmen,  who  shall  render  him  the  fruits 

42  in  tlieir  reasons.  Jesus  saith  unto  them»  Did 
ye  never  read  in  the  scriptures,  The  stone 
which  the  builders  rejected,  the  same  is  be- 
come the  liead  of  the  corner  r  This  the  Lord 
has  done,  and  it  is  marvellous  in  our  eyes  ? 

43  Therefore  I  say  unto  you,  the  kingdom  of 
God  shall  be  taken  frdm  you,  and  given-to  a 

44  nation  bringing  forth  the  fruits  thereof**  And 
whosoever  ^^11  fall  on  this  stone  shall  be  bro- 
ken :  but  on  wliomsoevtr  it  shall  fall,  it  will 

45  giind  him  to  powder.  And  when  the  chief 
priests  and  Pharisees  had  heard  his  parables, 

46  they  perceived  that  he  spake  of  them.  But 
though  they  sought  to  lay  hands  on  him,  they 
feaired  the  multitude  since  they  esteemed  him 
as  a  prophet. 


*  It  appears  that  maoy  of  these  parities  hi&d  i^Venee 
to  the  rejeetioD  of  the.  Jewish  nation  for  their  unhelief 
and  wickedness,  and  te  the  (iklliiig  of  the  OeAtiles. 
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CHAP.  xxn. 

1  AND  J^us  answered,  and  spake  unto  tliem 

2  again  by  parables,  and  sdd,  The  kingdom  of 
heaven  is  Hke  unto  a  certain  king,  who  made 

S  a  marriage  feast  for  his  son.  And  sent  forth 
•his  servants  to  call  them  who  were  invited  to 
the  wedding  :    and  they   would  not    come. 

4  Agjun  he  sent  forth  other  servants,  saying, 
Tell  them  who  are  invited.  Behold,  I  have 
prepared  my  dinner :  my  oxen  and  fatlings 
are  killed,  and  all  things  are  ready  ;   come  to 

5  the  marriage  feast.  But  they,  slighting  the 
invitation,  went  away  one  to  his  farm,  another 

6  to  his  merchandise  :  And  the  remnant  took 
his  servants,  and  treated  them  cruelly,  and  slew 

7  them.  But  when  the  king  heard  rV,  he  was 
wroth  :  and  he  sent  forth  his  armies,  and  des- 
troyed those  murderers,  and  burnt  up  their 

8  city.  Then  saith  he  to  his  servants.  The 
marriage  feast  is  ready,  Jbut  they  which  were 

9  invited  were  not  worthy.  Go  ye  therefore 
into  the  high- ways,   and  as  many  as  ye  shall 

10  find,  invite  to  the  marriage  feast.  So  those 
servants  went  out  into  the  ^^A-ways,  and-gatfa- 
ered  together  all,  as  many  as  they  found,  both 
bad  and  good ;    and  the  marriage  feast  was 

11  furnished  with  guests.  And  when  the  king 
came  in  to  see  the  guests,  he  saw  there  a  man 

12  who  had  not  on  a  wedding  garment :  And 
he  saith  unto  him.  Friend,  how  earnest  theu 
in  hither,  not  having  a  wedding' garment  ? 

13  and  he  was  speechless.      Then  said  the  king 
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to  the  servants,  Bind  him  hand  and  foot,  and 
take  him  away,  and  cast  hi'm  into  outer  dark- 
,    ness  :  there  dhall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of 

14  te^th.  Yot  many  are  caUed,  but  few  are 
choijen. 

15  Theit  tlifc  Pharisees  went  and  took  counsel 
how  they  might  ensnare  him  in  his  discourse. 

16  And  they  sent  out  unto  him  their  disciples, 
with  the  llerodianS)^  sayii^g*  Master,  w<:  knew 
that  thou  art  true,  and  teachest  the  way  of  God 
in  truth,  neither  carest  thou  for  any  man  :   for 

17  thou  regardest  not  the  person  of  men  :  Tell 
us  therefore,  what  seemeth  fit  to  thee  ?    Is  it 

18  lawful  to  give  tribute  unto  Cassar,  or  not  ?  But 
Jesus,  knowitig  their  wickedness,  said,    ^yhy 

19  tempt  ye  me,  ye  hypocrites  ?  Shew  me  the 
tribute-money.     And  they  brought  unto  him  a 

20  penny. t  And  he  saith  unto  them,  Whose  image 
ai  and  inscription  is  this  ?     Then  they  say  unto 

him,  CsBsar's.  Then  said  he  unto  them,  Ren- 
der therefore  unt<^  Caesar,  the  things  which  are 
Caesar's  ;  and  unto  Qod,  the  things  which  are 

22  God's.  .When  they  had  heard  this  reply,  they 
marvelled,  and  left  him,  and  went  their  way. 

23  The  same  day  the  Sadducees,  who  say  there 
34  IS  no  resurrection,  came  to  him,  and  asked  him, 

saying,  Teacher,  Moses  said,  if  a  man  die,  hay- 

ing  no  children,  his  brother  shall  marry  his  wife, 

25  and  raise  up  seed  linto  his  brother.   Now  there 

were  with  us  sevteh  brethren  :   and  the  first, 

*  The  Herod  iaiM  were  partieular  friends  of  Herod,  the 
king.  They  were  mere  politieians,  uoprineipled,  hreli- 
giotts  men. 

t  A  Roman  eoin,  of  the  Taloe  ^f  about  seven-penee.

irigj  no  issiie,  left  his  ivife  unto  hrs  bto'thef, 

,26  Likewise  the   second  also,  and  the  third,  and 

27  so  to  the  seventh.     And  ia^t  of  all  the  woman 

28  also  died.  Now  in  the  ^eisurrection,  Whose 
wife  shall  she  be  of  the  seven  ?  for  they,  all 

29  had  her.  Jesus  answered  and  sitid  unto  them. 
Ye   err,  not  knowing  the  scriptures,  nor  the 

30  |x>wer  of  Go  1.  For  in  the  resurrection,  they 
neither  marry,  nor  are  given  in  matriage,  but 

51  are  like  the  angels  of  God  in  heaven.  But  as 
to  the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  have  ye  not 
read  that  which  was  sp6ken  unto  you  by  God,. 

32  saying,  I  am  the  God  of  Abralnixn,  and  the 
God  of  Isaafc,  and  the  God  of  Jacob  :  God 
is  not  the  God  of  the  dead,  b\it  of  the  living. 

33  And  when  the  multitude  heard  //wj,  they  were 
astonished  at  his  doctrine. 

34  But  when  <he  Pharisees  lieard  that  he  had 
put  the   Sadducees  to  silence,  they  eollected 

35  about  him.  And  one  of  them  a  lawyer,^  ask- 
ed  kirn  a  (Question,  tempting  him,  and  ^ying, 

36  Master,   which  is  the  great  commandment  in 

37  the  law  ?  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Thou  shiUt  love 
the  Lofd  thy  God  witli  all  thy  heart,  and  with 

38  att  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind,     This  is 

39  the  first  and  great  comnvandmeo^.  And

On  these  two  cotn- 
mandments  all  the  law  and  the  projects  depend. 

41  While  the  Pharisees  were  gathered  togeth- 

42  er,  Jesus  asked  them,  saying,  What  think  ye

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of  Christ  ?  whose    son    is  he  ?    They  say 

43  unto  him,  The  son  of  David.  He  saith  unto

Lord,  Sit  thou  on  my  right  hand,  till  I  make 

45  thine  enemies  thy  footstool  ?     If  David  then 

46  call  him  Lord,  how  is  he  his  son  ?t  And  no 
man  was  able  to  answer  him  a  word,  neither 
durst  any  man  from  that  day  forth  ask  him  any 
more  questions. 


CHAP.  xxra. 

1  THEN  Jesus  spake  to  the  multitude,  and  to 

2  his  disciples,  saying,  The  scribes  and  the  Phar- 

3  isees  sit  in  Moses'  seat :  All  therefore  what- 
soever they  bid  you  observe,  that  observe  and 
do :   but  do  not  ye  after  their  works :  for  they 

4  say,  and  do  not.  For  they  bind  heavy  bur- 
dens,  and  grievous  to  be  borne,  and  lay  them 
on  men's  shoulders ;  but  they  themselves 
will  not  move  them  with  one  of  their  fingers4 

5  But  all  their  works  they  do  to  be  seen  of  men  : 
they  make  broad  their  phylacteries,  J  and  enlarge

9  brethren.  And  call  no  man  your  father  upon 
the  earth  ;    for  one  is  your  Fath^i",  who  is  in 

10  heaven.t    Neither  be  ye  called  masters :    for 

11  one  is  your  Master,  even  Christ  fiut  h«  that 
is  greatest  among  you  shall  be  your  servant. 

12  For  whosoever  shall  exalt  himself,  shall  be 
abased  ;  and  he  that  shall  humble  himself^  shdH 
be  exaltedj: 

13  But  wo  unto  you^  scribes  and  Pharisees, 
hypocrites :  for  ye  shut  up  the  kingdom  af 
neaven  against  men :  for  ye  neither  go  in 
your^ehes^   neither  suffer  ye  them  that  are 

U  entering  to  go  im  Wo  unto  you,  scribes  and 
Pharisees,  hypocrites :  (ot  ye  devour  widow^s 
houses,  and  fbra  jpretence  make  long  prayers : 
therefore  ve  shm  receive  the  greater  damna- 

15  tioiu  Wo  unto  yt)u,  scribed  and  Pharisees, 
hypocrites  :  for  ye  con^pass  sea  and  land  to 
make  one  proselyte;  aftd  when  he  is  made^ 
y^  make  him  twofold  more  the  child  of  bell 

16  diaa  yourselves.     Wo  unto  you,   ye  blind

17  or.  Ye  fools,  and  blind  :  for  whether  •  is 
greater,  the  gold,  or  the  temple  that  sanctiifieth 

18  the  gold  ?  And  whosoever  shall  swear  by  die 
altar,  it  is  nothing ;  but  whosoever  swearetli 

19  by  the  gift  that  is  upon  it,  he  is  guilty.  Ye 
fools,  and  blind :  for  whether  is  greater,  the 
rift,   or  the  altar  that  sanctifieth  the  gift  ? 

20  Whoso   therefore  shall  swear  by  the  altar^ 

21  swearcthby  it,  and  by  all  things  thereon.  And 
whoso  shall  swear  by  the  temple,  sweareth  by 

22  it,  and  by  him  that  dwelleth  merein.  And  he 
that  shall  swear  by  heaven,  sweareth  by  the 
throne  of  God,  and  by  him  that  sitteth  thereon. 

23  Wo  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypo# 
crices :  for  ye  pay  tithe  of  mint,  and  anise  and 
cummin,  and  have  omitted  the  weightier  mat- 
ters of  the  law,  judgment,  mercy,  and  faith-; 
these  ought  ye  to  have  done,  and  not  to  leave 

24  the  other  undone.     Ye   blind   guides,  who 

25  strain  at  a  gnat,  and  swallow  a  camel.*  Wo 
unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites-: 
for  ye  make  clean  the  outside  of  the  cup,  and 
of  the  platter,  but  within  they  are  full  of  cxtor- 

26  tion  and  ex<:ess.  Thou  blind  Pharisee,  cleans^ 
first  that  which  is  within  the  cup  And  platter; 
that  the  outside  of  them  may  be  clean  also. 

•  This  was  truly  characteristic  of  them:  They  condemn- 
ed Christ  for  eating  with  unwashen  hands,  and  for  plncking 
ears  of  com  on  the  sabbath,  yet  disres^arded  the  moral  pre- 
cepts of  their  law,  devoured  the  widow,  and  allowed  of 
profane  oaths. 
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57  Wo  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypo- 
crites :  for  ye  are  like  unto  whited  sepulchres, 
which  indeed  appear  beautiful  outward,  but 
are  within  full  of  dead  merits  bones,  and  of  all 

28  uncleanness,  JEven  so  ye  also  outwardly  appear 
righteous  unto  men,  but  within  ye  are  full  of 

29  hypocrisy  and  iniquity.  Wo  unto  you,  scribes 
and  Pharisees,  hypocrites  :  because  ye  build 
the   tombs  of  the  prophets,  and  garnish  the 

30  sepulchres  of  the  righteous,  and  say,  If  we 
had  been  in  the  days  of  our  fathers,  we  would 
not  have  been  partakers  with  them  in  the  blood 

31  of  the  prophets.  Wherefore  ye  be  witnesses 
unto  yourselves,    that  ye   are  the  children  of 

32  them  who  killed  the  prophets.     Fill  ye  up 

33  then  the  measure  of  your  fathers.  le  ser- 
pents, ye  generation  of  vipers,  how  can  ye 
escape  the  damnation  of  hell  ?* 

34  Wherefore  behold,  I  send  unto  you  proph- 
ets, and  wise  men,  and  scribes :  and  some  of 
them  ye  shall  kill  and  crucify  ;  and  some  of 
them  shall  ye  scourge  in  your  synagogues,  and 

35  persecute  tliem  from  city  to  city ;  That  upon 
you  may  come  all  the  righteous  blood  shed 
upon  the  earth,  from  the  blood  of  righteous 
Abel,  unto  the  blood  of  Zacharias,  son  of 
Barachias,  whom  ye  slew  between  the  temple 

36  and  the  altar.f  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  all  these

thee,  how  often  would  I  have  gathered  :thjr 
children  together,  even  as  a  hen  gathereth  her 
chickens  under  her  wings,  and  ye  would,  not  if 

38  Behold,  your  house  is  left  unto  you  desolate, 
S9  For  I  s^  unto  you,  ye  shall  not  sec  me  hence- 

forth,  till  ye  shall  say,  blessed  is  he  that  Com- 
eth in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 


CHAP.  XXIV, 

1  AND  Jesus  went  out  and  departed  from 
the  temple :  and  his  disciples  came  to  Aim, 
to  shew   him   the   buildings  of  the   temple^ 

2  And  Jesus  said  upto  them.  See  ye  not  all  these 
things  ?  verily  I  say  unto  you,  there  shall  not 
be  left  here  one  stone  upon  another,  that  shall 
not  be  thrown  down. 

3  And  as  he  sat  upon  the  mount  of  Olives, 
the  disciples  came  unto  him  privately,  saying, 
Tell  us,  when  shall  these  things  be  ?  and  what 
shall  be  the  sign  of  thy  coming,  and  of  the  end 

A  of  the  world  ?  And   Jesus  answered  and  said 

unto  them.  Take  heed  that  no  mandeccive  you* 

5  For  many  shall  come  in  n)y  name,  saying,  I

7  For  nati<>n  shall  rise  against  nation,  and  king- 
dom against  kingdom ;  and  there  shall  be

8  divers  places.      All  these  are  the  beginning  of 

9  sorrows.  Then  shall  they  deliver  you  up  to 
be  ai&icted,  and  shall  kill  you  ;  and  ye  shall 
be  hated  of  all  nations  for  my  name's  sake.f 

10  And  then  shall  many  be  oflfended,  and  shall  be- 
tray one  another,   and  shall  hate  one  another. 

11  And  many  false  prophets  shall  rise,  and  shall 

12  deceive   many.     And  because  iniquity  shall 

13  abound,  the  love  of  many  shall  wax  cold.  But 
he  that  shall  endure  unto  the  end,   the  same 

14  shall  be  saved.  And  this  gospel  of  the  king- 
dom shall  be  preached  ;in  all  the  world,  for  a 
witness   unto   all   nations ;  and  then  shall  the 

15  end  come.  J  When  ye  therefore  shall  see  the 
abomination  of  dcsdation,  spoken  of  by  Daniel 
the  prophet,   stand   in   the  holy  place  (whoso 

16  readeth,  let  him  understand.)  Then  let  them 
who  be   in  Judea  flee  into  the  mountains. 

•  There  was  at  tlip.t  time  a  general  expectation  among 
the  Jen^  of  the  coming  of  Christ,  and  many  persons  appear- 
ed, pretending  to  be  (he  Messiah.

18  Neither  let  him  who  is  in   the  field  return 

19  back  to  take  his  clothes,  And  wo  unto  them 
that  are  with  child,  and  to  them  that  give  suck 

20  in  those  days.  But  pray  ye  that  your  flight 
be  not  in  the  winter,  neither  on  the  sabbath- 

21  day.  For  then  shall  be  great  tribulation,  such 
as  was  not  since  the  beginning  of  the  world  to 

22  this  time,  nor  ever  shall  be.  And  except 
those  days  should  be  shortened,  there  should 
no  flesh  be  saved :    but  for  the  elect's  sake, 

23  those  days  shall  be  shortened.  Then  if  any 
man  shall  say  unto  you,  Lo,  here  is  Christ,  or 

24  there ;  believe  it  not.  ¥oc  there  shall  arise 
false  Christs,  and  false  prophets,  and  shall 
shew  great  signs  and  wonders,  insomuch  that 
[if  it  were  possible)  they  shall  deceive  the  very 

25  elect.     Behold,    I    have    told    you    before. 

26  Wherefore  if  they  shall  sayunto  you,  Behold 
he  is  in  the  desert ;  go  not  forth :  behold,  he 
is  in  the  secret  chambers ;    believe  it  not. 

27  For  J^  the  lightning  cometh  out  of  the  east, 
land  shineth  even  unto  the  west ;  so  also  shall 

28  be  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  man.  For  where- 
ever  the  carcase  is,  there  will  the  eagles  be 
gathered  together. 

29  Immediately  after  the  tribulation  of  those  day  t 
the  sun  shall  be  darkened,  and  the  hioon  shall 
not  give  her  light,  and  the  stars  shall  fall  from 
lieaven,  and  the  powers  of  the  heavens  shall 

30  be  shaken.*  And  then  shall  appear  the  sign  of

the  Son  ci  man  in  heaven ;  and  all  the  tribes 
of  the  earth  shall  mourn,  and  they  shall 
see  the  Son  of  man,  coming  in  the  clouds  of 

31  heaven,  with  power  and  great  glory.  And  he 
shall  send  his  angels  with  a  great  sound  of  a 
trunmpet,  and  they  shall  gather  together  his 
elect   firoiTi   the   iour  winds,  from  one  end  of 

32  heaven  to  the  other.  Now  lekrn  a  parable  of 
the  fig-tree  :  When  his  branch  is  yet  tender, 
and  putteth  forth  leaves,  ye  know  that  summer 

33  is  nigh  ;  so  likewise  ye,  when  ye  shall  see  all 
these  tilings,  know  that  it  is  near,  even  at  the 

54  doors.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  this  generation 
shall  ikot  pass,  till  all  these  things  be  fulfilled.^ 

35  Heaven  and  earth  shall  pass  away,  but  my 
words  shall  not  i>ass  away. 

38  But  of  that  day  and  hour  knoweth  no  man, 
no,  net  the  angels  of  heaven,  but  my  Father 

37  only.     But  as  the  days  of  Noah  were^  so  shall 

38  sJso  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  man  be.  For 
as  in  the  days  that  were  before  the  flood,  they 
were  bating  and  drinking,  marrying  and  giving 
in  niarriage,   until  the  day  that  Noah  entered 

39  into  the  ark,  and  knew  not  until  the  flood  came 
and  took  them  all  away ;    so  shall  also  the 

40  coming  of  the  Son  of  man  be.  Then  shall 
two  be  in  the  field ;    the   one  shall  be  taken, 

41  and  the  other  left.  Two  women  shall  be  grind- 
ing at  the  mill ;  the  one  shall  be  taken,  and 
the  other  left. 

42  Watch  therefore :  for  ye  know  not  what

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43  hour  your  Lord  doth  come.*  But  know  this, 
that  if  the  good  man  of  the  house  had  known 
in  what  watch  the  thief  would  come,  he  would 
have  watched,  and  would  not  have  sufiered  his 

44  house  to  be  broken  up.  Therefore  be  ye  also 
ready  :  for  in  such  an  hour  as  ye  think  not,  the 

45  Son  of  man  cometh.  Who  then  is  a  faithful 
and  wise  servant,  whom  his  Lord  hath  made 
ruler  over  his  household,  to  give  them  meat  in 

46  due  season  ?  Blessed  is  that  servant,  whom 
Ihs  Lord,  when  he  cometh,  shall  find  so  doing*. 

47  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  liiat  he  shall  make  him 

48  ruler  over  all  his  goods.  But  and  if  that  evil 
servant  shall  say  in  his  heart.   My  k>rd  delay- 

49  eth  his  coming  ;  and  shaU  be^n  to  smite  nis 
fellow- servants,  and  to  eat  and  drink  with  the 

50  drunken  ;  the  lord  of  that  servant  shall  come 
in  a  day  when  he  looketh  not  for  Atm,  and  in 

51  an  hour  that  he  is  not  aware  of.  And  sh&H 
cut  him  asunder,  and  appoint  him  his  portion 
with  the  hypocrites  :  '  there  shall  be  weeping 
and  gnashing  of  teeth. 


CHAP.  XXV. 

1  THEN  shall  the  kingdom  of  heaven  bq 
Hkened  unto  ten  virgins,  who  took  their 
lamps,  and  went  forth  to  meet  the  bridegroom. 

*  In  the  day  of  judgment  at  the  end  of  the  world  this 
woald  not  be  the  case ;  yet  some  of  these  deseriptions 
have  referanee  to^  orwill  well  apply  to  the  eoming  of  Christ 
i^t  the  last  judgment. 
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2  And  five  of  them  were  wise,  and  five  were 

3  foolish.     They  that  were  foolish  took  their 

4  lamps,  and  took  no  oi^iwith  them  :  But  the 
wise  took  oil  in  their  vessels  with  their  lamps. 

5  While  the  bridegroom  tarried,  they  all  slum- 

6  bered  and  slept.  And  at  midnight  there  was 
a  cry  nuide,  cehold,  the  bridegroom  cometh  ; 

7  go  ye  out  to  meet  him.     Then  all  those  vir« 

8  gins  arose,  and  trimmed  their  lamps.  And 
the  foolish  said  unto  the  wise,  Give  i^  of  your 

^  oil ;  for  our  lamps  are  gone  out.  But  the 
wise  answered,  saying,  Not  so  ;  lest  there  be 
not  enough  for  us  and  you  :  but  go  ye  rather 
to  them  that  sell,  and  buy  for  yourselves. 

10  And  while  they  went  to  buy,  the  bridegroom 
came  ; .  and  they  that  were  ready  went  in  with 
him  to  the  marriage ;    and  the  door  was  shut. 

11  Afterward  came  also  the  oth^  virgins,  saying, 

12  Lord,  Lord,  open  to  us.  But  he  ansj^ered 
and  said,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  know  you 

13  not.*  Watch  therefore,  for  ye  know  neither 
the  day  nor  the  hour  wherein  the  Son  of  man? 
Cometh. 

14  For  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  as  a  man 
travelling  into  a  far  country,  who  called  his 
own  servants,  and  delivered  unto  them  his 

15  goods  :t    And  unto  one  he  gave  five  talents,

16  straightway  took  bjs  journey.  Then  he  that 
had  received  the  five  talents  went  and  traded 
with  the  same,  and  made  tliem  other  five  talents. 

17  And  likewise  he  that  Itad  received  two,  he  also 

18  gained  the  other  two.  But  he  that  had  re- 
ceived  one,  went  and  digged  in  the  earth,  and 

19  hid  his  lord's  money.  After  a  long  time  the 
Lord  of  all  those  servants  cometh,  and  reckon- 

20  cth  with  them.  And  so  he  that  had  received 
five  talents  came,  and  brought  other  five  tal- 
ents,  saying,  Lord,  thou  ddiveredst  unto  me 
five  talents :    behold,  I  haVe  gained  besides 

21  them  five  talents  more.  His  lord  ssdd  unto 
him.  Well  done,  thou  good  and  f2dthful  servant ; 
thou  hast  been  faithful  over  a  few  things,  I  will 
make  thee  ruler  over  many  things :  enter  thpu 

22  into  the  joy  of  thy  lord.  He  also  that  had  re- 
vived two  talents  came,  and  said,  Lord,  thou 
deliveredst  unto  me  two  talents :  behold,  I 
have  gained  two  other  talents  besides  them. 

23  His  lord  ssdd  unto  him.  Well  done,  eood  and 
faithful  servant :  thou  hast  been  fsutlmil  over  a 
few  things,  I  will  make  thee  ruler  over  many 
.things :   enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  tliy  lord. 

24  Then  he  who  had  received  the  one  talent 
came,  and  said,  Lord,  I  knew  .thee  that  thou 
art  an  hard  man,  reaping,  where  thou  hast  not 
aown,  and  gathering  where  thou   hast  not 

25  stravred  :  And  I  was  afraid,  and  went  and 
hid  thy  talent  in  the  earth  ;  lo,  there  thou  hast 

'26  that  is  thine.  His  lord  answered  and  said  unto 
him,  Thou  wicked  and  slothful  servant,  thou 
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knowest  that  I  reap  where  I  sowed  not,  and 

27  gather  where  1  have  not  strawed  :  Thou 
oughtest  therefore  to  have  put  my  money  to 
the  exchangers,  and  then  at  my  coming  I 
should  have  rc<ieived  mine  own  with  interest. 

28  Take  therefore  the  talent  from  him>  and  give 

29  it  unto  him  that  hath  ten  talents.  For  unto 
every  one  that  hath  shall  be  given,  and  he  shall 
have  abundance  :  but  from  him  that  hath  not 
shall  be  taken  away,  even  that  which  he  hath, 

30  And  cast  ye  the  unprofitable  servant  into  outer 
darkness  :  there  shall  be  weeping  and  gnash- 
ing of  teeth. 

31  When  the  Son  of  man  shall  come  in  his 
glory,  and  all  the  holy  angels  with  him,  then 
shall  he  sit  upon  the  throne  of  his  glory.* 

32  And  before  him  shall  be  gathered  all  nations  : 
and  he  shall  separate  them  one  from  another,  as 
a  shepherd  divideth  his  sheep  from  the  goats : 

33  And  he  shall  set  the  sheep  on  his  right-hand, 

34  but  the  goats  cm  the  left.  Then  shall  the  King 
say  unto  them  on.  his  right-hand.  Come,  ye 

.  bkssed  of  my   Father,,  inherit  the  kingdom 
prepared  for  you  from  the  foundation  of  the 

35  world.  For  I  was  an  hungered,  and  ye  gave 
me  meat:  I  was  thirsty,  and .  ye  ^ve  me 
drink  :t  I  was  a  stranger,  and  ye  took  me  in  : 

36  Naked,  and  ye  clothed  me  :  I  was  sick,  and 
ye  visited  me :  I  was  in  prison,  and  ye  came 

37  unto  me.     Then  shall  the  righteous  answer

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him,   saying,   Lord,  when  saw  we  thee  an 
hungered,  and  fed  thee  ?   or  thirsty,  and  gave 

38  thee  drink  ?  When  saw  we  thee  a  stranger^ 
and  took  thee  in  ?  or  naked,  and  clothed  thee  ? 

39  Or  when  saw  we  thee  sick,  or  in  prison,  and 

40  came  unto  thee  ?  And  the  king  shall  answer 
and  say  unto  them,  Verily  I  say  unto  you> 
Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the 
least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done   it 

41  unto  me.  Then  shall  he  say  also  unto  them 
on  the  left-hand.  Depart  from  me,  ye  cursed, 
into  everlasting  fire,  prepared  for  the  devil  and 

42  his  angels.  For  I  was  an  hungered,  snd  ye 
gave  me  no  meat ;  I  was  thirsty,  and  ye  gave 

43  me  no  drink  :  I  was  a  stranger,  and  ye  took  me 
not  in :  naked,' and  ye  clothed  me  not :  sick 

44  and  in  prison,  and  ye  visited  me  not.  Then 
shall  they  also  answer  him,  saying.  Lord,  when 
saw  we  thee  anhungered,  or  athirstor  a  stran- 
ger, or  naked,  or  sick,  or  in  prison,  and  did 

45  not  administer  unto  thee?  Then  shall  he 
answer  them,  saying.  Verily  I  say  unto  you. 
Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  not  to  one  of  the  least 

46  of  these,  ye  dUd  it  not  to  me.  And  tfiese 
shall  go  away  into  endless  punishment :  but 
the  righteous  into  life  eternal. 


CHAP.  XXVIt 

1  AND  it  came  to  pass  when  Jesus  had 
finished  all  these  dyings,  he  said  unto  his  disd- 

3  pies,  Ye  know  that  after  two  days  ik  the  feast 
of  the  passover,  and  the  Son  of  man  is  bctrayid 
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S  to  be  crucified.  Then  assembled  together  the 
chief  priests,  and  the  scribes,  and  the  ciders  of 
the  people,   unto  the  place  of  the  high  priest, 

4  who  was  called  Caiaphas,  and  consulted  that 
they  might  take  Jesus  by  artifice,  and  kill 

5  him.  But  they  said.  Not  on  the  feast-dby, 
lest  there  be  an  uproar  among  the  people. 

6  Now,  when  Jesus  was  in  Bethany,  in  the 

7  house  of  Simon  the  leper,  there  came  unto  him 
a  woman  having  an  alabaster-box  of  very  pre- 
cious ointment,  and  poured  it  on  his  head  as  he 

8  sat  at  meat.  But  when  his  disciples  saw  if,  they 
had  indignation,  saying.  To  what  purpose  is  this 

9  waste  ?*   Fot  this  ointment  might  have  been 

10  sold  for  much,  and  ^ven  to  the  poor.  When 
lesus  understood  ft,  he  said  unto  them,  Why 
trouble  ye  the  woman  ?   for  she  hath  wrought 

11  a  good  yvork  upon  me.  For  ye  have  the  poor 
always  with  you  ;  but  me  ye  have  not  always. 

12  For  in  that  she  hath  poured  this  ointment  on 

13  my  body,  she  did  it  for  my  burial.  Verily  I 
«ay  unto  you.  Wheresoever  this  gospel  shall  be 
preached  in  the  whole  world,  there  shall  also 
this,  that  this  woman  hath  done,  be  told  for  a 
memorial  of  her. 

14  Then  one  of  the  twelve,  called  Judas  Iscar- 

15  lot,  went  unto  the  chief  priests,  and  said  unto 
themy  What  will  ye  give  me,  and  I  will  ddiver 
him  unto  you  ?    And  they  convenanted  with 

16  Mm  for  thirty  pieces  of  silver.  And  from 
that  time  he  sought  opportunity  to  betray 
lum. 

*  This  seems  to  have  been  the  remark  of  Judas  only. 
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1 7  Now  the  first  day  of  the  feast  of  unleavened 
bread,  the  disciples  came  to  Jesus,  saying 
unto  him,  Where  wilt  thou  that  we  prepare 

18  for  thee  to  eat  the  passover  ?  And  he  said. 
Go  into  the  city  to  such  a  man,  and  say  unto 
lum,  The  Master  saith,  My  time  is  at  hand  ; 
I  will  keep  the  passover  at'thy  house  with  my 

19  disciples.  And  the  disciples  did  as  Jesus  had 
appomted  them  ;   and  they  made  ready  the 

20  passover.     Now  when  the  even  was  come,  he 

21  sat  down  with  the  twelve.  And  as  they  did 
eat,  he  said.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  one 

22  of  you  shall  betray  me.  And  they  were  ex- 
ceeding sorrowful,  and  beean  every  one  of 

23  them  to  say  unto  him,  Lord,  is  it  I  ?  And  he 
answered  and  said,  He  that  dippeth  fns  hand^ 
with  me  in  the  dish,  the  same  shall  betray  me. 

24  The  Son  of  man  goeth,  as  it  is  written  of  him  : 
but  wo  unto  that  man  by  whom  the  Son  of 
man  is  betrayed :    it  had    been  good  for  that 

25  man  if  he  had  not  been  bom.  Then  Judas, 
who  betrayed  him,  answered  and  said, 
Master  is  it  I  ?  He  said  unto  him,  Thou  hast 
said. 

26  And  as  they  were  eating,  Jesus  took  bread, 
and  blessed  God,  and  brake  it,  and  gave  it  to 
the  disciples,  and  said,  Take,  eat ;    this  is  my 

27  body.  And  he  took  the.cup,  and  gave  thanks 
and  gave  it  to  them,  saying,  Drink  ye  all  oi  it ; 

28  f6r  this  is  my  blood  of  the  new  testament  which 

29  is  shed  for  many  for  the  remission  of  sins.  But 
I  say  unto  you,  I  will  not  drink  henceforth  of  this 
fruit  of  the  vine,  until  that  day  when  I  drink 
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it  new   with  you  in  my  Father's  kingdom.* 

30  And  when  they  had  sung  an  hymn,  they  went 

31  out  into  the  mount  of  Olives.  Then  saith 
Jesus  unto  them,  All  ye  shall  be  offended  be- 
cause  of  me  this  night :  for  it  is  written,  1  will 
smite  the  Shepherd,  and  the  sheep  of  the  flock 

32  shall  be  scattered  abroad.  But  after  I  am 
risen  again,  I  will  go  before  you  into  Galilee. 

33  Peter  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Though 
all  men  shall  be  offended  because  of  thee,  yet 

34  will  I  never  be  offended.f  Jesus  said  unto  him. 
Verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  this  night,  before 
the   cock  crow,   thou    shalt   deny  me  thrice. 

35  Peter  said  unto  him.  Though  I  should  die  with 
thee,  yet  I  will  not  deny  thee.  Likewise  also 
said  all  the  disciples. 

36'  Then  cometh  Jesus  with  them  unto  a  place 
called  Gethsemane,  and.saith  unto  the  disciples, 

37  Sit  ye  here,  while  I  go  and  pray  yonder.  And 
he  took  with  him  Peter,  and  the  two  sons  of 
Zcbedee,  and  began  to  be  sorrowful,  and  very 

38  heavy.  Then  saith  he  unto  them,  My  soul  is 
exceeding  sorrowful,  even  unto  death :    tarry 

39  ye  here,  and  watch  with  me.  And  he  went 
a  little  farther,  and  fell  on  his  face,  and  prayed 
saying,  O  my  Father,  if  it  be  possible,  let  this 
cup  pass  firom  me  :  nevertheless  not  as  I  will 

40  but  as  thou  wilt.  And  he  cometh  unto  the 
disciples,  and  findeth  them  asleep,  and  saith

unto  Peter^  What,  could  ye  not  watch  with  me 

41  one  hour  ?  Watch  and  pray,  that  ye  enter. not 
into  temptation :    tlie   spirit  indeed  is  willmg"^ 

42  but  the  flesh  is  weak.  He  went  away  again 
the  second  time,  and  prayed,  saying,  O  my 
Father,   if  this  cup  may  not  pass  away  from 

43  me,  except  I  drink  it,  thy  wail  be  done.  And 
he  came  and  found  them  asleep  again :    for 

44  their  eyes  were  heavy.  And  he  left  them,  and 
went  away  again,   and  prayed  the  third  time, 

45  saying  the  same  words.  Then  cometh  he  to 
his  disciples,  and  saith  unto  them,  Sleep  on 
now,*  and  take  your  rest :  behold,  the  hour  is 
at  hand,  and  the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed  into  the 

46  hands  of  sinners.  Rise,  let  us  be  going :  be- 
hold,  he  is  at  hand  that  doth  betray  me. 

47  And  while  he  yet  spake,  lo,  Judas,  one  of 
the  twelve,  came,  and  with  him  a  great  multi- 
tude with  swords  ahd  staves  from   the  chief 

48  priests  and  elders  of  the  people.  Now  he  that 
betrayed  him,  gave  them  asign,  saying,  Whom- 
sover  I  shall  kiss,  that  same  is  he  :    hold  him 

49  fast.  *  And  forthwith  he  came  to  Jesus,  and 

50  said,  Hail,  Master;  and  kissed  him.    AodJe- 
.  sus  said  unto  him.  Friend,  wherefore  art  thou 

come  ?    Then  came  they  and  laid  hands  on 

51  Jesus,  and  took  him.  And  behold,  one  of 
them  which  were  with  Jesus,  stretched  out  his 
hand,  and  drew  his  sword,  and  struck  a  servant 

52  of  a  high  priest's,  and  smote  off  his  ear.  Then 

*  Sleep  afterward,  as  is  plain  from  the. next  Terse,  ^^Rise, 
let  us  be  ^oing,"  &e.— or  belter  perhaps,  '^Do  ye  still 
sleep  ?" 
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said  Jesus  uato  him,  Put  up  £^ain  thy  sword 
bto  his  place :  for  sdl  they  that  take  the  sword 

53  shall  perish  with  tlie  sword.  Thinkest  thou 
that  1  cuunot  now  pray  to  my  Father,  and  he 
shall  piieseiitly  ^e  me  more  than  twelve  le- 

54  gioos  of  angels  ?   But  how  then  shsdl  the  scrip- 

55  tures  be  fuliillad,  that  thus  it  must  be  ?  In 
the  same  hour  said  Jesus  to  the  multitudes, 
Are  ye  come  out^as  against  ^  ttaef  witkswords 
and  staves  to  take  me.?  I  sat  daily  with  you 
teaebing  in  the  temple,  and  ye  laid  no  hold  on 

56  oie.  .  But  all-this  was  done,  that  the  writings 
of  the  fMTOphets  might  be  fulfilled.  Then  Sn 
the  discij^s  forsook  him,  and  fled.  ^ 

57  And  they  who  had  laid,  hold  on  Jesus,  led 
him  away  to  Caiapbasi  the  high  piriest,  where 
the  scribes  and  the  elders   w^re  assembled. 

58  But  Peter  followed  him  afar  off  unto  the  high 
priest's  palace,  and  went  iii.  and  sat  with  the 

59  servants  to  sec  the  end.  Now  the  chief  priests 
and  elders,  and  all  the  council  sought  false 

60  witness  against  Jesus  to  put  him  to  death ;  but 
found  none;  yea,  though  many  false  witnesses 
came,  yet  found  they  none.     Atnhe  last  came 

61  two  false  witnesses,  and  said,  This-  person 
said,  I  am  able  to  destroy  the  temple  of  God, 

62  and  to  build  it  in  three  days.  And  the  hjg^ 
prit^st  arose  and  said  unto  him,  Answerestthou 
ni^Uiing  ?  WhiA  t^  U  which  these  witnessagainst

liigh  priest  answered  and  said  unto  him,  I 
adjure  thee  by  tlie  living  God>  that  thou  tell

64  God.  Jesus  ssdth  unto  him,  Thou  hast  said 
the  truth :  lam.  Moreover  I  say  xinto  you, 
hereafter  shall  ye  see  the  Son  of  man  sitting 
on  the  right  hand  of  power,  and  coming  in  the 

65  clouds  of  heaven*  1  hen  the  high  priest  rent 
lus  clothes,  saying.  He  hath  spoken  blasphe- 
my :  what  further  need  have  we  of  witnesses  ? 
behold,  now  ye  have  heard  his  blasphemy. 

*6  What  think  ye  ?  They  answered  and  said.  He 

67  is  guilty  of  death.  Tnen  they  spit  in  his  face, 
and  buffeted  him;   and  others  smote  him  with 

68  the  palms  of  their  hands,  saying,  Prophesy 
unto  us,  thou  Christ,  who  is  he  that  smote 
thee? 

69  Now  Peter  sat  without  in  the  palace  :  and 
adamiselcame  unto  him,  saying,  Thou   also 

70  wast  with  Jesus  of  Galilee.  But  he  denied 
before  them  all,  saying,  I  know  not  what  thou 

71  sayest.  And  when  he  was  gone  out  into  the 
porch,  another  maid  saw  him,  and  said  Unto 
them  that  were  there,  This  man  was  also  with 

72  Jesus  of  Nazareth.    And  again  he  denied  with 

73  an  oath,  I  do  not  know  the  man.  And  after 
sometime,  they  who  .^ood by,  came  to  him, 
and  said  to  Peter,  Surely  thou  also  art  Me  of 

74  them ;  for  thy  speech  betrayeth  thee.*  Then 
he  began  to  curse  and  to  swear^saying^  I  know 

*  Galilee  was  a  distaaee  frtn  Jemtdem  i  aad  the  pW'^ 
ameiatioii  was  prokaUy  Very  dUftreiit 
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not  the  man.  And  immediately  the  cock  crew. 
And  Peter  remembered  the  words  of  Jcsus^ 
who  said  unto  him,  Before  the  cock  crow, 
thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice.  And  he  went  out, 
and  wept  bitterly. 


CHAP.  xxvn. 

1  WHEN  the  morning  was  come,  all  the 
chief  priests  and  eiders  of  the  people  took 
counsel  against  Jesus  to  put  lum  to  death. 

2  And  when  they  liad  bound  him,  they  led  him 
a\¥ay,  and  delivered  him  to  Pontius  Pilate,  die 
Roman  governor. 

3  Then  Judas,  who  had  betrayed  him,  wliea 
he  saw  that  he'  was  condemned,  repented  him- 
self,  and   brought  again  the  thirty  pieces  of 

4  silver  to  the  chief  priests  and  elders,  saying,  I 
have  sinned^  in  that  I  have  betrayed  the  indoi- 
cent  blood*    And  they  said,    W  hat  is  that  t» 

5  us  ?  see  thou  to  that.^  And  he  cast  down  the 

*  pieces  of  silver  in  the  temple,  and  departed, 

6  and  went  and  hanged  himself.  And  the  chief 
priests  took  the  silver  pieces,  and  said.  It  is 
not  lawful  to  put  them  into  the  treasury,  be- 

7  cause  it  is  the  price  of  blood.  And  they  took 
counsel,  and  bought  with  them  the  potter's 

8  field,  to  bury  strangers  in.  Wherefore  that 
field  was  caRed,  The  field  of  blood,  unto  this

11  me.)  Now  Jesus  stood  before  the  governor : 
and  the  governor  asked  him,  saying.  Art  thou 
the  King  of  the  Jews  ?

Thou  sayest^  And  when  be  was  ac* 
cursed  of  the  chief  priests  and  elders,   he  an- 

13  swered  nothings  Thai  saith  Pilate  unto  him, 
Uearest  thou  not  how  many  things  they  wit- 

14*  ness  againt .  thee  f  And  he  answered  faim 
not   a   word,    insomuch    that  the  governor 

15  marvded  greatly.  Now  at  that  feast,  tbe 
governor  was  wont  to  relea^  unto  the  people 

16  a  prisoner,  whom  they  chose.  And  they  had 
then  a  notable    fsisoner,    called    Barabbus. 

17  Tberefiore,  when  they  were  gathered  togetfaer^ 
t'     Pilate  said  unto  them,  Whom  will  ve  that  I 

release  unto  you?  Barabbas,  or  Jesus  who 

18  is  called  Cljffiat  ?}  (For  he  knew  that  for  envy 
they  had  delivered  him«)^|

II  What  Pilate  says  here,  is  worthy  remark.  We  see  it 
vraa  not  because  they  thought  that  Christ  was  the  eneny  of 
Cfesar,  or  that  he  would  lead  the  people  to  sedition  and*  re- 
hellion,  that  they  eonspired  his  death,  but  through  en^y 
and  malice. 
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19  When  he  was  set  down  on  the  judgment 
seat,  his  wife  sent  unto  him,  saying,  Have 
thounothing  to  do  with  that  just  man:  for  I 
have  suffered  many  things  this  day  in  a  dream 

SO  because  of  him.  But  the  chief  priests  and 
elders  persuaded  the  multitude  that  they  should 

21  desire  Barabbas,^  and  destroy  Jesus.     The 
•  governor  answered  and  said  unto  them,Wheth. 

erof  the  two  will  ye  that  I  release  unto  you  ? 

22  They  said,  Barabhas.  Pilate  saith  unto  them, 
What  shall  I  do  then  with  Jesus  who  is  called 
Christ  ?    They  all  say  unto  him,  Let  him  be 

2S  crucified.  And  the  governor  said,  Why,  what- 
evil  hath  he  done  ?  But  they  cried  out  the 
more,  saying,  Let  him  be  crucified. 

24  When  Pilate  saw  that  he  could  prevail 
nothing,  but  that  rather  a  tumult  was  made, 
he  took  water,  and  washed  fm  hands  before 
the  multitude,  saying,  I  am  innocent  of  the 
blood  of  this  just  person  r  be  ye  witnesses* 

25  Then  answered  all  the  perple,  and  said,  His 
blood  be  on  us,  and  on  our  children.f 

26  Then  he  released  Barabbas  unto-  Acm  : 
and  wheiv  he  had  scourged  Jesus,  he  delivered- 

27  Mnt  to  be  crucified.     Then  thft  soldiers  of  the 
governor  took  Jesus  into  the  common  hall,  . 
and   gathered  unto  him- the  whoU   band  cf' 

28  soldiers.  And  they,  stripped  him,amd  putt)D 
him  a  scarlet  robe. 

29  And  when  they  had  platted' a  crown  of

eurte  seems  yet  to  rest  upom  tbeir  posterity. 
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thcx*ns>  they  put  it  upon  tui^  hen^,  aoid  a  reed 
in  his  right  hand  :  ai>d  they  bowed  the  knee 
before  him^  and  insulted  hiBV,  saying,  ''Hail, 

30  King  of  the  Jews."  And  they  spit  upon  him, 
and  took  the  reed)  a^d  smote  hidit  on  the  head. 

31  And  after  that  th^y  had  insulted  him,  they 
took  the  robe  off  from  hifttf^aRd  put  his  own 
r^dment  on  him,  and  led  him  away  to  crucify 

32  him.  And  as  they  came  out,  they  found  a 
man  of  Cyrene,  Simon  by  iiame :  him  they 

33  compelled  to  bear  his  cross.  And  when  they 
were  come  unto  a  place  called  Golgotha,  that 

34  is  to  say,  A  place  of  a  skull ;  1  hey  gave 
him  vinegar  to  drink,  mingled  with  gall : 
and  when  he  had  tasted  thereof^  he  would 

35  not  drink.  .  And  they  crucified  him,  and 
parted  his  garm^its,  casting  lots  :  that  it 
might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  the 
prophet,  ''They  parted  my  garaients  among 
them,  and  upon  my  vesture  did  they  cast  lots.'' 

36  And  sitting  down,  they  watched  him  there  : 

37  And  set  up  over  his  head  tus  accusation  written, 
•This  is  Jksus,  the  King  op  the  Jews. 

38  And  there  were  two  thieves  crucified  with 
him  : .  one  on  the  fight  hand,  and«another  on 
the  left. 

39  And  they  that  passed  by  reviled  him,  wag- 

40  ging  their  heads,  and  saying,  "Thou  that  des- 
troyest  the  temple,  and  buildest  it  in  three 
days,  £(ave  thyself.   If  thou  be  the  Son  of  God, 

41  come  down  from  the  cross."  The  chief  priests 
likewise  mocking  himy  with  the  scribes  ah3 

42  elders,  said,  He  saved  others  ;  cannot  lie  save 
himself?  Jf  he  be  the  Kbg  of  Israel,  let  him 
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now  come  ck>wnfFom  the  cross,  an^  we. will 

43  believe  turn.  He  trusted  in  Grod ;  let'  him 
4eliv«r  him  now,  if  he.  will  have  him  :   for , he 

44  said,  1  am  the  Son  of  God.  The  thieves  also 
who  were  crucified  with  him  cast  the  same  in 

45  his  teeth.*  Now  from  the  sixth  hour  there 
was  darkness  over  all  the  land  until  the  ninth 

46  hoqr.f  And  about  the  ninth  hour,  Jesus  cried 
with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Eli,  Eli,  lama 
sabacbthani  ?    that  is  to  say,  My  God,  my 

47  God,  why  h^st  thou  forsaken  me  ?  Some  of 
theasi  that  stood  there^  whisn  they  heard  that^ 

48  said.  This  /tkih  calleth  for  Elias*  And  straight- 
way one  of  th^m  ran,  and  took  a  spunge,  and . 
filled  it  with  vinegar,  and  put  if  on  a  reed,  and 

49  gave  him  to  drink*  The  rest  said,  Let  be,  let 
us  see  whether  EUas  will  come  to  save  him4 

50  '    Jews,  when  he  had  cried  again  with  a  loud 

51  voice,  yielded  up  the  ghost.  And  behold,  the 
vail  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain  from  the 
top  to  the  bottom  :  and  the  earth  did  quake,. 

52  aiid  the  rocks  re^t ;  and  the  graves  were 
opipbed ;    and  many  bodies  of  saints  which. 

53  slept  arose,  and  came  out  of  the  graves  after 
his  res^rrectioii,  and  went  into  the  holy  ci^y,  and 

54  appeareduivto  many.  Now  whenthe  centurion^.

iuake  ta  the  5ist  verse,  are  also  related  by  Phlegon,  a 
eathen  writer  of  Trallium  in  Lydia,  who  lived  in  the  tima 
of  (he  tmperor  Adrian,  the  age  immediately  after  the 
i^stles. 
I  Others  said,  let  him  alone. 
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Jesus^  saw  the  earthquake,  and  those  things 
which  were  done,  they  feared  greatly,  saying, 

55  Truly  this  was  the  Son  of  God.  And  many 
women  were  there,  beholding  afar  off,  who  fol- 
lowed Jesus  from  Galilee,  ministeringunto  him : 

56  Among  which  was  Mary  Mag^lene,  and 
Mary  the' mother  of  James  and  loses,  and  the 

57  mother  of  Zebedee's  children.  When  the 
even  was  come,  there  came  a  rieh  man  of 
Arimathea,  named  Joseph,  who  also  himself 

58  wsis  Jesus'  disciple :  He  went  to  Pilate,  and 
begged  the  body  of  Jesus.     Then  Pilate  com- 

59  manded  the  body  to  he  ddivered.  And  when 
Joseph  had  taken  the  body,  he  wrapped  it  in 

60  a  clean  linen  cloth,  and  laid  it  in  his  own  new 
tomb,  which  he  had  hewn  out  of  the  rock : 
and  he  rolled  a  great  atone  to  the  door  of  the 

61  sepulchre,  and  departed.  And  there  wa» 
Mary  Magdalene,  and  the  otHer  Mary,  sitting 
over  against  the  sepulchre. 

62  Now  the  next  d^y  that  followed  the  day  of 
the  preparation,  the  ctuef  priests  and  Pharisees- 

€3  came  togethdr  unto  Pilate,  saying,  Sir,  we 
remember  that  that  deceiver  said,  while  he  was^ 
yet  alive.  After  three  days  I  wUl  rise  again. 

64  Command  therefore  that  the  sepulchre  be  made 
sure  until  the  thiM  day,  lest  his  disciples  come 
by  night  and  steal  him  away,  and  say  unto  the 
people,  He  is  risen  from  the  dead :   so  the  lasL 

65  error  shall  be  worse  than  the  first.  Pilate  said 
unto  them.  Ye  have  a  watch :   Go  your  way,. 

66  make  it  as  sure  as  you  can.  So  they  went, 
and  made  the  sepulchre  siu'e,  sealing  the  stone, 
and  setting  a  watch. 
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CHAP.  xxvm.» 

1  AT  the  end  of  the  sabbath^  as  it  began  to 
dawa  towards  the  first  day  of  the  week,  came 
Mary  Magdalene,  and  the  other  Mary,  to  see 

2  the  sepulchre.  And  behold,  there  was  a  great 
earthquake ;  for  the  angel  of  the  Lord  descend- 
ed firoai  heaven,  and  came  and  rolled  back  the 

3  atoac  frooi  the  door,  and  sat  upon  it.  His 
coaniensuice  was  like  lightning,  and  his  rai- 

4  meut  white  as  spow*  And  for  fear  of  him  the 
guard  were    alarmed^  and    became  as  dead 

5  men.  And  the  amgel  spake  and  said  unto  the 
wometiy  Fear  not :    for  I  know  that  ye  seek 

6  Jesus,  who  was  crucified.  He  is  not  here  : 
for  he  is  risep  as  he  said :  Come,  see  the  place 

7  where  the  Lord  lay.  And  go  quickly,  and 
leil  his  disciples  that  he  is  risen  from  the  dead : 
and  behold,  he  goeth  before  you  into  Galilee ; 
there  shall  ye  see  lum.     Lo,  I  hare  told  you. 

8  And  they  departed  quickly  from  the  sepulchre, 
with  fear  and  great  joy ;  and  did  riin  to  bring 
his  disciples  word. 

9  Atj^d  ^  they  went  to  tell  his  discijdes, 
behold  Jesus  met  them,  saying,  All  hail.  And 
they  came,  and  held  him  by  the  feet,  and 

10  worshipped  him.  Then  said /esiis  unto  them, 
Be  not  afraid :  go  tell  my  brethren  that  they 
go  into  Galilee,  and  there  shall  they  see  me. 

U  Now,  when  they  were  going,  behold,  some 
of  the  watch  came  into  the  city,  and  shewed 
unto  the  chief  priests  all  the^  things  that  were 
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12  done.  And  when  they  were  assembled  with 
the  elders>  and  had  taken  counsel,  they  gave 

13  large  money  unto  the  soldiers,  saying  to 
thenii  Do  ye  say,~His  disciples  came  by  night, 

14  and  stole  him  away  while  we  slept^  And  if 
this  come  to  the  governor's  ears,  we  will  per- 

15  suade'  him,  and  secure  you.  So  they  took 
the  money,  and  did  as  they  were  taught :  and 
this  saying  is  conmionly  reported  among  the 
Jews  until  this  day. 

16  Then  the  eleven  disciples  went  away  into 
Galilee,  into  a  mountain  where  Jesus  had 

17  appointed  them.  ^  And  when  they  saw  him» 
they  worshipped  him  :    but  some  doubted. 

18  And  Jesus  came,  and  spake  unto  them,  saying. 
All  power  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  in 
earth. 

19  Go  ye  therefore  and  maW^  disciples  of  all 
nations,  baptizing  them  M^  the  name  dT  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit  ;t 

20  teaching,  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever 
I  have  tommanded  you :  and  lo^  I  am  with 
you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world. 
Amen.

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FRBPACB  TO  MARK'S  GOSPEL. 


S'f.  MARK,  the  writer  of  this  gospel,  was  not  one  of 
the  twelve  apostles ;  nor  is  it  probaole  that  he  was  one  of 
those  who  were  personally  favored  with  the  preaehing  of 
Christ.  But  aeeording  to  the  general  opinion  of  the  prim- 
kive  Cbrisi^s,  he  wrote  his  narrative  of  the  life  and  mira- 
cles of  oar  ^^ior  by  direetion  of  the  apostle  Peter,  with 
whom,  after  Ae  death  of  Christ,  he  was  often  assceiated 
in  preaehing  the  gospel.  Being  long  a  companion  of  Peter, 
and  receiving  a  partieiilar  aeeount  l^om  him  of  the  mira- 
eles  and  doctrines  of  Jesns,  he  was  qualified  to  give  a  true 
asd  eorreet  relation.  He  is  probably  the  person  mentioned 
hy  Peter  in  his  first  epistle,  chap.  v.  18.  Whether  he  were 
ihk  same  who  is  spoken  of  in  Acts,  chap.  xii.  13.  chap,  xiiu 
0,  48,  who  is  also  called  John,  learned  men  are  not  agreed. 
Ilr.  Liardner,  however,  supposes  he  was.  If  he  veew)  the 
same,  be  was  also  after  a  companion  of  Paul  and  Barnabas 
in  their  travels  to  preach  the  gospel.  But  it  is  sufficient 
for  all  the  purposes  of  establishing  the  genuineness 
and  aolhentieity  of  his  history,  that  he  was  long  intimate 
with  the  apostle  Peter^  and  from  him  directly  received  the 
aeeount  he  has  given  us  in  hfs  gospel  respecting  the  mira- 
cles and  discourses  of  Christ. 

Some  have  supposed  St.  Mark's  gospet  was  merely  an 
abridgment  of  St.  Matthew's.  But  it  is  not  probable,  that 
Mark  had  seen  the  gospel  of  Matthew,  when  he  wrote  his 
'  history.  We  leani  from  early  eoelesiastical  writers,  that 
Mark  wrote  his  Kospel  at  Rome,  at  the  request  of  the  eon- 
Terts  there,  who  baa  been  instructed  in  the  Christian  faith 
by  8t«  Peter,  whom  Mark  attended :  and  that  he  wrote 
aboot  the  same  time  Matthew^s  gospel  wafc  written  in  Ju- 
deaforthe  benefit  of  the  Jews.  It  is  evidently  not  an 
abridgment  of  Matthew.  For  he  not  only  passes  over 
some  things  related  by  Matthew ;  bnt  narrates  many  eventa 
aad  mirades  not  noticed  in  the  history  9i  that  evangelist. 
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As  to  the  diseonraes  of  Christ,  he  is  not  so  fall  ahd  partie- 
ular  as  the  other  evangelists  :  But  some  iniraeles  of  our 
Lord  are  related  by  this  writer  with  much  more  minuteness. 

Early  Christian  writers  assert,  that  the  gospel  written 
by  Mark,  was  not  only  undertaken  with  the  knowledge  and 
approbation  of  St.  Peter  ;  but  that  he  dictated  the  matter 
and  inspected  it  personally,  so  that  it  w  as  sometimes  called 
his  gospel.  As  it  was  written  at  Rome  for  the  benefit  of 
those  whom  Peter  had  conyerted  to  Christianity,  and  as 
this  apostle  was  then  at  Rome,  preaching  the  doctrines  of 
the  gospel,  there  can  be  no  reasonable  doubt  that  he  direct- 
ed and  superintended  the  undertaking.  And  it  merits  all 
the  credit  and  importance  as  if  it  had  been  penned  by  this 
apostle  himself.* 

According  to  the  concurrent  opinion  of  ancient  Christian 
historians,  8t.  Mark  was  sent  into  Egypt  by  the  apostle 
Peter,  to  preach  tVe  ^spel.  In  Alexandria,  and  other 
.parts  of  Egypt,  his  missionary  labors  were  abundantly  soc- 
cessfuL  Be  made  numerous  converts  to  the  faith  of 
Christ;  and  is  styled  the  first  Bishop  of  Alexandria, 
which,  for  many  years,  was  the  principal  place  of  his  res- 
idence. And  here,  at  length,  he  suff^|*ed  martyrdom  in 
the  cause  of  his  divine  Lord  and  Master. 


•  Papiajt,  who  wrote  A.  D.  116,  observes  tliAt  the  Elder,  (prolwWy 
St.  John)  froro  whom  he  had  divers  infonivftlions,  siiid,  Mnrk  being  the 
interpreter  of  Peter,  wrote  what  he  knew  and  remembered  ;  but  not 
in  the  pre«ise  order  in  which  things  were  spokon  and  done  hy  Christ. 
Orij^en,  an  esrlj-  Ghnstian  writer  and  apdo^^st,  ta^-a,.  **the  second  Gofk 
pel  IS  that  according  to  AJHrk,  who  wrote  as  Peter  «lieUted  it  to  him.'' 
Another  early  Christian  Father  says,  "the  Gospel  poblisbed'by  Mark 
may  justly  be  reckone«l  Peter's,  whose  interi>reter  he  was.*'  We 
might  quote  roneh  more  to  the  sane  purpose  fren  other  juaoieBt  liri- 
ters  ill  the  ChristiaD  «bu<vh  ;   bttt.it  is  luuieeessarr.

1  'TPHE   beginning  of    the  gospel  of  Jesus 

2  Christy  the  Son  of  God ;  9s  it  is  written 
in  the  prophets,  Bdiold,  I  send  my  messenger 
before  thy  faoe,  who  shall  prepare  thy  way 

3  before  thee  ;  the  voice  of  one  crying  in  the 
wilderness,  prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord, 

4  make  his  pa&s  straight.  John  did  baptize  in 
the  wilderness,  and  preach  the  baptism  of  re-

10  And  immediately  coming  up  from  the  water, 
he  saw  the  heavens  opened,  and  the  Spirit  like, 

11a  dove  descending  upon  him4  And  there 
came  a  voice  from  heaven,  sayings  Thou  art 
my  beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am  well  pleased. 

12  And  immediately    the    Spirit  led     him  into 

13  solitary  places.  J  And  he  was  there  ip  the 
wilderness  forty  days  tempted  of  Satan  :  and 
was  with  the  wild  beasts;    and    the  angels

II  Or  preaching  the  good  tidings  of  the  reign  of  God. 

^  The  reign  orGnd  is  about  to  commence.  It  is  worthy 
remark,  that  the  Jews  at  tliat  period  were  expecting  the  Mes- 
siah. Their  prophecies  pointed  to  that  time  for  his  coming. 
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17  were  fisliermen.  And  Jesus  said  unto  tiiem, 
Come  after  me,  and  I  will  make  you  to  become 

18  fishers  of  men.     And  straightway  they  forsook 

19  tlieir  nets,  and  followed  him.*  And  when  he 
had  gone  a  little  farther  thence,  he  saw  James 
the  son  of  Zebedee,  and  John  his  brother,  who 
also  were  in  the  ship    mending    their  nets. 

20  And  immediately  he  called  them:  and  they

\  It  will  be  remembered,  the  Jews . assembled  in. their 
synagogues  every  sabbath  to  worship,  and  hear  Ihe  law  o** 
Moses  read  and  explained. 

§  The  Jews  despised  and  hated  the  people  of  Galilee  ; 
and  had  a  tradition,  that  the  Messiah,  when  he  should  ap- 
pear would  destroy  Ihem,  alluded  to  here  probably.

torn  htm,*  and  cried  with  a  loud  v<rioe,  he  x^axne 

27  out  of  him.  And  they  were  all  amazed, 
hisomach  that  they  questioned  one  anoth-

And  in  the  morning,  rising  up  a  great 
while  before  day,  he  went  out  and  departed 

36  into  a  solitary,  place  and  there  prayed.  And 
Simon,  and  they  that  were  with  him,  followed

42  And  immediately  the  leprosy  departed  from 

43  himv  ^^^  he  was  cured.  And  he  strictly 
charged  him,  and  forthwith  sent  him.  away ;

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neiKT  piece  that  filled  it  up,  .taketh  away  from 

22  the  old,  and  the  rent  is  made  liirorse.  And  no 
man  putteth  new  wine  intaold bottles  r  else  the 
new  wine  doth  burst  the  bottles,  and  the  wine 
is  spilled,  and  the  bottles  will  be  marred ;  but 
new  wine  must  be  put  into  new  bottles,* 

23  And  it  cameto  pass,  that  he  went  through  the 
cornfields  on  the  sabbath-day :  and  his  disci- 
ples began,  as  they  went,  to  pluck  the  ears  of 

24  corn.  AiMi  the  Pharisees  said  unto  him,  Be- 
hold, why  do  they  on  the  sabbath-day  that 

25  which  is  not  lawful  ?- '  And  he  said  unto  them 
Have  ye  never  read  what  David  did  when  he 
had  need,  and  was  huogry,  he,  and  they  thnt 

36  were  with  him  ?t  How  he  went  into  the  house 
of  God  in  the  days  of  Abiathar  the  high  priest 
and  did  eat  the  shew  breads  which  is  not  law- 
ful to  eat,  but  for  the  priests,  and  gave  also'  to 

27  them  which  were  with  him?  And  he  said 
unto  them,   The  sabbath  w^s  made  for  man, 

28  and  not  man  for  the  sabbath  -4  Therefore  the 
Sod  of  man  is  Lord  also.of  the  sabbaths. 


CHAP.  nr. 

Jb     AND  he  entered  again  into  the  synagogue; 

and  was  a  man  there  who  had  a  withered  hand. 
2    And  they  watched  him,  whether  he   would 

heal  him  on  the  sabbath-day  ;  that  they  might

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3  hare  a  charge  against  him.  And  he  saith  unto 
the  man  who    had  the  withered  hand^  Stand 

4  forth.  And  he  saith  unto  them,  Is  it  lawful 
to  do  good  on  the  sabbafth-days,  or  to  do  evil  ? 
to  save  life,  or  to  kill  ?  but  they  were  silent. 

5  And  when  he  had  looked  round  about  on  them 
with  anger,*  t)eing  grieved  for  the  hardness  of 
thek  hearts^  he  saktk  unto  the  man,  Str^ch 
fi>rdi  thine  hand.  And  tie  stretched  it  out : 
and  his  band  was  restored  whole  as  the  other. 

6  And  the  Pharisees  went  forth,  and  immediate, 
ly  con^ired  with  the  Herodi^nst  against  him, 

7  how  they  might  destroy  him.  But  Jesus 
withdre^r  himself  with  his  disciples  to  the  sea : 
and  a  grtat  mul^nde  &om  GalUee  followed 

8  him,  a^  from  Judea,  and  from  Jerusalem, 
and  from  Idumea>  and  froni  beyond  Jordan  ; 
and  they  about  Tyre  and  Sidon,  a  great  mul- 
tiftade,  when  they  had  heard  Whttt  greCtt  ^ngs 

9  he  did,  came  unto  him.  And  he  spake  to  his 
disciples,  th£A  a  smsdrship  should  wait  on  him, 
because  of  the  multitude,  lest  they   should 

10  throng  him.  For  he  had  healed  many  ;  inso- 
much that  they  pressed  upon  him  to  touch 

U  him,  as  many  as  had  places.  And  unclean 
spirits,  when  they  saw  him,  fell  down  before 
mm,  and  cried,  saying,   Thou  art  the  Son  o£ 

12  God.     And  he  strictly  charged  them^  that  they

t  Men  of  00  religion,  mere  politiciang,  and  men  of  tfae 
viorld  $  partizans  of  Herod,  the  reigning  prince.  The 
Pharisees  hated  Herod  and  the  Ramans,  by  whose  author- 
ity he  rakd  the  Jews.  But  to  aefiomplish  their  malignant 
purposes  against  Jesus,  they  united  with  this  prinee,  and 
pretended  our  Lord  was  aiming  at  political  and  civil  power. 
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13  should  not  make  him  known.  And  he  goeth 
up  into  a  mount^n,  and  calleth  unto  him  whom 

14  he  would  :  and  they  came  unto  him.  And 
he  ordained  twelve  that  they  should  be  with 
him^  and  that  he  might  send  them  forth  to 

15  preach  ;  and  to  have  power  to  heal  sicknesses, 

16  and  to  cast  out  devils.    And  Simon  he  sur- 

17  named  Peter,  and  James  the  son  of  Zebedee, 
and  John  the  brother  of  James  (and  he  sur* 
named  them  Boanerges,  which  is,  the  sons 

18  of  thunder  ;)  and  Andrew  and  Philip,  ^id 
Bartholomew*  and  Matthew  and  Thomas,  and 
James  the  son  of  Alpheus,  and  Thaddeus,  and 

19  Simon  the  Canaanite,  and  Judas  Iscariot,  which 
also  betrayed  him :  and  they  went  into   an 

20  house.  And 'the  multitude  cometh  together 
again,  so  that  they  could  not  so  much  as  eat 

21  bread.  And  when  his  friends  heard  qf  it^ 
they  went  out  to  lay  held  on  him  :  for  they 
said.  He  is  beside  .himself. 

22  And  the  scribes  which  came  down  from  Je- 
,  rusalem,  said,  He  hath  Beelzebub,  and  by  the 

prince  of  the  deyils  casteth  he  out  devils. 
And  he  called  them  unto  him,  and  said  unto 
them  in  parables,  How  can  Satan  cast  out  Sa- 

24  tan  ?  And  if  a  kingdom  be  divided  against  it- 

25  self,  that  kingdom  cannot  stand.  And  if  a 
house  be  divided  against  itself^  that  house  can- 

26  not  stand.  And  if  Satan  rise  up  against  hioi- 
self,  and  be  divided,  lie  cannot  stand,  but  hath 

27  an  end.  No  man  can  enter  into  a  strong  ^nan's 
house  and  spoil  his  goods,  except  lie  wiU  first 
bind  the  strong  man  :  and  then  he  will  spoil 

2S  his  house.     Verily  I  say  unto  you,  All  the 
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sins  of  men  are  pardonable,  and  blasphemies^ 
wherewith  soever  they  shall  blaspheme  :  But 

29  he  that  shall  blaspheme  against  the  Holy 
Spirit,  hath   never  forgiveness,  but  is  in  dan- 

30  ger  of  eternal  damnation  :*  Because  they  sa^id, 
He  hath  an  unclean  spirit. 

31  Then  his  brethren  and  his  mother  came, 
and  standing  without,  sent    unto  him,  call- 

32  ing  him.  And  tiie  multitude  sat  about  him, 
and  they  said  unto  him,  Behold,  thy  mother 

53  and  thy  brethren  without  seek  for  thee.  And 
he  answered  them  saying,  Who  is  my  mother, 

34  o^  my  brethren  ?  And  he  looked  round  about 
on  them  which  sat  about  him,  and  said.  Behold 

35  my  mother  and  my  brethren.  For  whosoever 
skill  do  the  will  of  God,  the  same  is  my  broth- 
er, and  my  sister,  and  mother. 


CHAP.  IV, 

1  AND  he  began  again  to  teach  by  the  sea- 
side  :  and  there  was  gathered  unto  him  a  great 
multitude,  so  that  he  entered  into  a  ship,  and 
sat  in  the  sea  ;  and  the  whole  multitude  was

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2  by  the  sea  on  the  land*  And  he  taught  them 
many  things  by  parables,  and  said  unto  them 

3  in  hisdoctrine,  Hearken  ;  behcM,  there  went 

4  out  1  sower  to  sow  :  And  it  came  to  pass  tis 
be  sowed,  some  feU  by  the  w^y-nde^  and  the 

'  5  fowk  of  the  air  came  and  devoured  it  And 
aome  fell  on  stony  ground,  where  it  had  not 
much  earth  ;  and  immediately  it  sprai^  up, 

6  because  it  had  no  depth  of  earth.  But  when 
the  9UU  was  up,  it  was  scorched ;  and  because 

7  it  had  np  root,  It  withered  away.  And  some 
fell  among  thorns,  and  the  thorns  grew  up,  and 

6  choked  it,  and  it  yielded  no  fruit.  And  other 
feU  on  good  ground^  md  did  yield  fruit  that 
sprang  up,  and  increfH^^  and  brought  Sonhf 
some  thirty,  and  some  sixty,  and  some  an 

9  hundred  fdd.     And  he  scad  unto  them,  He 

10  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  v  him  hean  And 
when  he  was  alone,  they  that  were  about  him, 
with  the  twelve,  asked  of  him  the  parable.* 

11  And  he  said  unto  them,  Unto  you  it  is  given 
to  know  the  mystery  of  the  kingdom  of  God : 
but  unto  them  that  are  without-l-  vlUhese  things 

12  are  done  in  parables  ;  that  seeing  they  may 
see,  and  not  perceive  ;  and  hearing  they  may 
hear  and  not  understand  ;  lest  at  any  time  they 
should  be  converted,  and  their  sins  should  be 

13  forgiven  them.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Know 
ye  not  this  parable  ?  how  then  will  ye  know 
all  paraUes  ?

t  That  IS,  those  who  did  not  receire  biili. 
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14  The  sowtf  soweth  the  word.  And  these 
are  they  by  the  wzy-sidey  where  the  word  is 
sown  ;  but  when  th^  hare  heard,  Satan  com- 
edi  immediately,  and  taketh  away  the  word 

16  that  was  sowa  in  their  hearts.  And  these  are 
they  likewise  that  are  sown  on  stony  ground  : 
who  when  they  have  heard  the  word,  imme^ 

17  dktdy  receive  it  with  gladness  :  But  have  no 
root  in  themselves,  and  so  endure  but  for  a 
time  :  afterward  when  affiiction  or  persecution 
ffliseth  for  the  word's  sake,  immediately  they 

18  »e  offended.  And  these  are  they  who  are 
sown  among  thorns ;  such  as  hear  the  word, 

19  and  the  cares  of  this  world,  and  the  deceitful- 
neas  of  riches,.aDdrtbe  lusts  of  other  things  en- 
tering in,  choke  the  word,  and  it  becometh 

20  unfiruitful.'  And  these  are  they  who  are 
sown  on  good  ground ;  such  as  hear  the  word, 
and  receive  ii^  and  bring  forth  fruit,  some 
ih]r!ty\Jaldy  some  sixty,  and  some  an  hundred. 

21  And  he  said  unto  them.  Is  a  candle  brought 
to  be  put  under  a  bushel,  or  under  a  bed  ?  and 

22  not  to  be  set  on  a  candlestick  ?  For  there  is 
nothing  hidden,  which  shall  not  be  manifested ; 
nettfaer  was  any  thing  kept  secret,  but  that  it 

23  should  eome  abroad.    If  any  man.  have  ears  to 

24  •hear,  let  him  hear.     And  he  said  unto  theip, 

Take  heed  what  ye  licar :  With  what  measure 
ye  mete,  it  AbM  be*  meawiied  to  you  :  and 
unto  you  that  hear,*  shall  more  be  given. 

25  For  he  that  hadi,  to  him  shatt  be  given;  asndi 

*  That  if,  arc  ftttentiye^ 
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he  that  hath  not,  from  him  shall  be  taken  even 
that  which  he  haih.* 

26  And  he  said,  So  is  the  kingdom  of  God,  as 
if  a  man  should  cast  seed   into  the  ground, 

27  and  should  slee^,  and  rise  night  and  day,  and 
the  seed  should  spring  and  grow  up,  he  know- 

28  eth  not  how.  For  the  earth  bringeih  forth 
fruit  of  herself ;  first  the  blade,  then  the  ear, 

29  after  that  the  full  com  in  the  ear.  But  when 
the  fruit  is  brought  forth,  immediately  he  put- 
teth  in  the  sickle,  because  the  harvest  is  come. 

-30  And  he  said,  Whereunto  shall  we  liken  the 
kingdom  of  God  ?  or  with  what  comparison 

31  shall  we  compare  it  ?  It  is  like  a  grain  of 
mustard-seed,  which,  when  it  is  sown  in  the 
earth)  is  less  than  all  the  seeds  that  be  in  the 

32  earth.  But  when  it  is  sown,  it  growetfa  up, 
and  becometh  greater  than  all  herbs,  and  shoot- 
eth  out  great  branches  ;  so  that  the  fowls  of 
the  air  may  lodge  under  the  shadow  of  it, 

33  And  with  many  such  parables  spake  he  the 
word  unto  them,  as  they  were  able  to  hear  it. 

34  But  without  a  parable  spake  he  not  unto  th^m  : 
and  when  they  were  alone,  he  expounded  all 

35  things  to  his  disciples.  And  the  same  day, 
when  the  even  was  come,  he  saith  unto  them, 

36  Let  us  pass  over  unto  the  other  side.  And 
when  they  had  sent  away  the  multitude,  they 
took  him  even  as  he  was  in  the  ship.  And 
there  were  also  with  him  other  little  ships. 

37  And  there  arose  a  great  storm  of  wind,  and  the 
waves  beat  into  the  ship,  so  that  it  was  now 

*  To  hittf  >vho  improves  shall  be  given. 
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33  full  And  he  was  in  the  hinder  part  of  the 
ship,  asleep  on  a  pillow  :  and  they  awake  him, 
and  say  unto  him,  Master,  carest  thou  not  that 

39  we  perish  ?  And  he  arose  and  rebuked  the 
\Wnd,  and  said  unto  the  sea.  Peace,  be  still. 
And  the  wind  ceased,  and  there  was  a  great 

40  calm.  And  he  said  unto  them,  Why  are  ye 
so  fearful  ?  how  is  it  that  ye  have  no  faith  ? 

41  And  they  feared  exceedingly,  and  said  one  to 
another.  What  man  can  tliis  be,  that  even  the  . 
wbd  and  the  sea  obey  him  ? 


CHARV. 

1  AND  they  came  over  unto  the  other  side 
of  the  lake,  into  the  country  of  the  Gadarenes. 

2  And  when  he  was  con>e  out  of  the  ship,  im- 
mediately there  niet  him  out  of  the  tombs  a 

3  man  with  an  uncleaii  spirit,  who  had  his 
dwellings  among  the  tombs  \  and  no  man 

4  could  bind  him,  no  not  with  chains  :  Because 
that  he  had  been  often  bound  with  fetters  and 
chains,  and  the  chains  had  been  plucked  asun- 
derby  him,'andthe  fetters  broken  in  pieces: 

5  neither  could  any  man  tame  him.  And  al- 
ways  night  and  day,  he  was  in  the  mountains, 
and  in  the  tombs,  crying,  and  cutting  himself 

6  with  stones.     But  when  he  saw  Jesus  afar  oft', 

7  he  ran  and  worshipped  him,  and  cried  with  a 
loud  voice,  and  said,  What  have  I  to  do  with 
thee,  Jesus,  tfwu  Son  of  the  most  high  God  ? 
I  adjure  thee  by  God,  that  thou  torment  me 

8  not,  (For  he  had  said  unto  him,  Come  out  of  the

9'  man^  thou  uitdean spirit.)    And  heasked  him. 
What  w  thy  name  ?  And  he  answered,  saying, 

10  My  name  is  Le^on  ;  for  we  are  many.  And 
he  besought  him  mucb,  that  he  would  not 

11  send  them  away  out  of  the  country.  Novr 
there  was  there,  nigh  unto  the  mountains,  a 

12  great  herd  of  swine  feeding.  And  all  the  de- 
vils  besought  him,  saying,  Send  us  into  the 

13  swine,  that  we  may  enter  into  them.  And 
forthwith  Jesus  gave  them  leave.  And  the 
unclean  spirits  went  out,  and  entered  mto  the 
swine  ;  and  the  herd  ran  violently  down  a 
steep  place  into  the  sea  (they  were  about  two 

14  thousand)  and  were  choked  in  the  sea.  And 
they  that  fed  the  swine  fled,  and  told  it  in  the 
city,  and  in  the  country.     And  they  went  out 

15-  to  see  what  it  was  that  was  done.  And.they 
come  to  Jesus,  and  see  him  that  was  possessed 
with  the  devil,  and  had  the  legion^*  »tting  and 
clothed^  and  in  hisri^ht  mind  ;    and  they  were 

16  afraid.  And  they  that  saw  tf,  told  them  how 
it  befel  to  him  that  was  possessed  widi  the 

17  devil,  and  also  concerning  the  swine.  And 
they  began  to  pray  him  to  depart  out  of  their 

18  coasts.  And-when  he  was  come  into  the  ship, 
he  that  had  been  possessed  with  the  devil 

19  prayed  him,  that  he  might  be  with  him.  How- 
beit,  Jesus  suffered  him  not,  but  saidi  unto 
him,  Go  home  to  thy  friends,  and  tell  them 
how  great  things  the  Lord  hath  done  for  thee, 

20  and  hath  had  compassion  on  thee.  Atid  'he 
departed,  and  began  to  publish  in  Decapdis 

*  This  is  wanting  in  many  manoscriptf  . 
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how  great  things  Jesus  had  done  for  him  r  and 

21  all  wondered*  And  when  Jesus  was  pas- 
sed over  again  by  ship  unto  the  other  side, 
much  people  gathered  unto  him  :  and  he  was 

^  nigh  unto  the  sea;  And  behold,  there  cometh 
one  of  the  rulers  of  the  synagogue,  Jairus  by 
name  ;    and  when  he  saw  him,  he  fell  at  his 

23  feet,  and  besought  him' earnestly,  saying.  My 
litde  daughter  lieth  at  the  point  of  death  :  / 
pray  theecomt  and  lay  thy  hands  on  her,  that . 

2i  she  may  be  healed  ;  and  she  shall  live.  And 
Jesus  went  with  him ;   and  much  people  fol- 

25  lowed  him,  and  thronged  him.  And  a  cer- 
tain  woman  who  had  an  Issue  of  blood  twelve 

25  years,  and  had  suffered  many  things  of  many 
physicians,  and  had  spent  all  that  she  had,  and 
was^not  recovering,  but  rather  grew  worse* 

27  when  she  had  heard  of  Jesus,  came  in  the 

28  crowd  behind,  and  touched  his  garment.  For 
slie  said^.if  I  may  touch  but  his  clothes,  I 

29  shall  be  whole.  And  straightway  tlie  fountain 
of  her  blood  was  dried  up  ;  and  she  felt  in 
her  body  t.hat  she  was  healed  of  that  plague,  v 

30  And  Jesus  immediately,  knowing  in  himself 
tliat  virtue  had  gone  out  of  him,  turned  him 
about  in  the  crowd,  and  said,   Who  touched 

31  my  clothes  ?  And  his  disciples  said  unto 
him.  Thou  seest  the  multitude  throng  thee, 

32  and  sayest  thou.  Who  touched  me  ?  And  he 
looked  round  about,  to  see  her  that  had  done 

33  this  thing.  But  the  woman  fearing  and  tremb- 
ling, knowing  what  was  done  in  her,  came  and 

'  fell   down  before  him,  and  told  him  all  the 
Si  truth.    And  he  said  unto  her,  Daughter,  thy 
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faith  hath  m^de  thee  whole :   go  in  peace,  and 

35  be  whole  of  thy  plague.  While  he  yet  spake, 
there  came  some  from  the  ruler  of  the  syna- 
gogue's house,  who  ssdd,  Thy  daughter  is 
dead  ;     why  troublest  thou  the  Master  any 

36  further?  As  soon  as  Jesus  heard  the  word 
that  was  spoken,  he  saith  unto  the  rater  (tf  the 

37  synagogue,  Be  not  afraid,  only  believe.  And 
he  suffered  no  man  to  follow  him,  save  Peter, 

38  and  James,  and  John  the  brother  of  James ;  and 
he  Cometh  to  the  house  of  the  ruler  of  the 
synagogue,  and-seeth  the  tumult,  and  them 

39  that  wept  and  wailed  greatiy.  And  when  he 
was  come  in,  he  ^ith  unto  them,  Why  make 
ye  this  ado,  and  weep  ?  the  damsel  is  not  d^, 

^  but  sleepeth.  And  they  laughed  him  to 
scorn  :  but  when  he  had  put  them  all  out,  he 
taketh  the  father  and  the  mother  of  the  damsel, 
and  them  that  were  with  him,  and  entereth  in 

41  where  the  damsel  was  lying.  And  he  took 
the  damsel  by  the  luuid,  s»d  said  unto  her, 
Talitha  cumi ;  which  is,  being  interpreted, 
'42  Damsel  (I  say  unto  thee)  arise.  And  imme- 
diately the  damsel  arose,  and  walked  :  for  she 
was  of  the  age  of  twelve  years.  And  they  were 

^3  greatly  astonished.  And  he  chained  them 
strictly  that  no  man  should  know  it  $  and 
commanded  that  sometlung  sliould  be  ^vei\ 
her  to  eat. 

CHAP.  VI. 

I      AitD  he  went  out  from  thence,  and  came 
iuto  hb  own  country ;  and  his  disciples  foUow- 
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3  ediiim.  And  when  the  sabbath-day  was  come, 
be  began  to  teach  in  the  synagogue :  and 
many  hearing  him  were  astonished,  saying. 
From  whence  hath  this  man  these  things? 
and  what  wisdom  is  this  which  is  given  unto 
Jum,  that  even  such  mi^ty  works  are  wrought 

S  by  liis  hands  ?  Is  not  this^  the  carpenter,  tb^ 
son  of  Mary,  the  brother  of  James  and  loses, 
and  of  Juda  and  Simon  ?  and  are  not  Ms 
sisters  here  with  us  ?  And  they  were  oflfended 

i  in  him.  But  Jesus  said  unto  them,  A  prophet 
is  not  without  honor,  but  in  his  own  country, 
and  among  his  own  kin,  and  in  his  own  house. 

5  And  he  could  there  do  no  mi^y  work,  save 
that  he  laid  his  hands  upon  a  few  sick  people, 

6  and  healed  them  And  he  marvelled  because 
of  their  unbelief.  And  he  went  round  abput 
the  villages  teaching. 

7  And  he  calleth  unto  him  the  twelve,  and 
b^an  to  send  them  forth  by  two  and  two  ;. 
and  gave  them  power  over  unclean  spirits  ; 

8  and  commanded  them  that  they  should  take, 
notlun^  for  their  journey,  save  a  staff  only  ;. 
no  scrip,  no  bread,  no  money  in  their  purse : 

9  But  be  shod  with  sandals  ;  and  not  put  on 

10  two  coats.  And  he  said  imto  them,  In  what 
place  soever  ye  enter  inta  an  house,  there 

11  abide  till  ye  depart  from  that  place.  And 
whosoev^  shall  not  receive  you,  nor  hear  you, 
when  ye  depart  thence,  shake  off  the  dust  un* 
der  your  feet,  for  a  testimony  against  them» 
Verily  I  say  unto  you,  it  shall  be  more  tolera- 
ble  for  Sodom  and  Gomorrah  in  the  day  of 

12  judgment,  than  for  that  city.     And  they  went 
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out,  and  preached  that  men  should   repeftt^ 

13  And  they  cast  out  many  devils,*  and  anointed 
with  oil  many  that  were  sick,  and  healed  them. 

14  Now.  king  Herod  heard  ofhimj^ox  his  name 
was  spread  abroad)  and  he  said,  That  John  tlie 
Baptist  was  risen  from  the  dead,  and  therefore 

15  mighty  works  are  exhibited  by  him.  Others 
said,  That  it  is  Elijah.    And  others  said,  That 

'l6  it  is  a  prophet,  or  as  one  of  the  prophets.  But 
when  Herod  heard  thereof,  he  said.  It  is  John, 
whom  I  beheaded  :  he  is  risen  from  the  dead. 

'  17  For  Herod  himself  had  sent  forth  and  laid  hold 
upon  John,  and  bound  him  in  prison  for  Hero- 
dias'  sake,  his  brother  Philip's  wife  :    for  he 

18  had  married  her.     For  John  had  said  unto 
^     Herod,  It  is  not  lawful  for  thee  to  have  thy 

19  brother's  wife.  Therefore  Herodias  had  a 
quarrel  against  him,   and  would  have  killed 

20  him  ;  but  she  could  not.  For  Herod  feafed 
John,  knowing  that  he  vi^s  a  just  man,  and 
an  holy,  and  observed  him  ;  and  when  he 
heard  him,  he  did  many  things,  and  heard  him 

21  gladly.  And  when  a  convenient  day  was 
come,  that  Herod  on  his  birth-day  made  a  sup- 
per  to  his  lords,  captains,  and  chief  officers 

22  of  Galilee  j  and  when  the  daughter  of  the  said 
Herodias  came  in,  and  danced,  and  pleased 
Herod,  and  them  that  sat  with  him,  the  king 
said  unto  the  damsel,   Ask  of  me  whatsoever 

23  thou  wilt,^  and  I  will  give  it  thee.     And  he

sware  unto  her»  Whatsoever  thou  shalt  ask  of 
me,  I  will  give  it  thee>  unto  the  half  of  my 

24  kingdom.  And  ^bo  went  forth,  and  s^  unto 
lier  mother.  What  shall  I  ask  ?    and  she  said^ 

35  The  head  of  John  the  Baptist.  And  s!>e  came 
in  immediately  with  liaate  unto  the  king,  and 
asked>  saying,  I  will  that  thou  give  me  by  and 
l^  in  a  bason  the  head  of  Jphn^  the  Baptist. 

26  And  the  king  was  ex.ceedii^ly  sorry  ;  yet 
f<nr  his  oath's  sake,  and  for  tl^ir  sakes  which 

27~sat  with  him,  he  would  not  reject  her.  And 
immediately  the  king  sent  aa  executioner,  and 
commanded  his  head  to  be  brought :   and  he 

2a  weutand  beheaded  him  in  the  priacHi.  And 
faffought  his  head  in  a.ba3Q^^  and  gave  it  to  the 
damsel :  and  the  damsel  gaye  it;  to  her  mother. 

Sft  And  whdi  tus  disciples  heaid.  q/*i^  they  came 
and 'took  up.  his  corpse,  wd  laid  it  in  a  tpmb. 

30  And  the  apostles  gathered  then^lves  to^ 
gether  unto  Jesus,  and  told  him  all  things,. 
both  what  they  had  done,  ajid  whax  they  1^ 

31  taught.  And  he  said  unto  .theip>  Come  ye 
yourselves  apart  into  a  desert  place,  and  re^t 
awhile :  for  there  were  many  coming  and  goingj, 
and  they  had  no  leisure  so  much  as  to  eat. 

32^  And  they  departed  into  a  solitary  place  by  ship. 

33  privately.  And  the  people  saw  them  departing,^ 
and  many  knew  him,  and  ran  a-foot  thither 
out  of  all  cities,  and  outwent  them  and  came 

34  together  unto  hira»  And  Jesus,  when  he  came 
out,  saw  much  people,  and  was  moved  w^th 
compassion  toward  them,  because  they  were  as 
sheep  not  having  a  shepherd ;  and  he  began  to 

55  teach  them  many  things.     And  when  the  day 
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was  now  far  spent,  his  disdples  came  unto 
him,  and  said,  Tbi&  is  a  desert  place,  and  now 

36  the  time  is  far  passed  :  Send  ihem  away,  that 
they  may  go  into  the  country  round  about  and 
into  the  villages,  and  buy  themselves  bread  : 

37  for  they  have  nothing  to  eat.  He  answered 
and  said  unto  them,  Give  ye  them  to  eat.  And 
they  say  unto  him,  Shall  we  gp  and. buy  two 
hundred  penny-worth  of  bread,  and  give  them 

38  to  eat  ?  He  swth  unto  them.  How  inany 
loaves  have  ye  ?   go  and  see*    And  when  they 

39  knew,  they  say,  Five,  and  two  fishes.  And  he 
commanded  them  to  make  all  Sit  down  by 

40  companies  upon  the  green  grass.  And  they 
sat  down  in  ranks,  by  hundreds,  and  by  fifdes. 

41  And  when  he  had  taken  the  five  loaves  and  the 
two  fishes,  he  looked  up  to  heaven,  and  blessed 
Oorf,*  attd  brake  the  loaves,  and  gave  them  to 
his  disciples  to  set  before  them  ;   and  the  two 

42  fishes  he  divided  among  them  all.     And  they 

43  did  all  eat  and  were  filled.  And  they  took  up 
twelve  baskets  full  of  the  fragments,  and  of 

44  the  fishes.    And  they  that  did  eat  of  the  loaves 

45  were  about  five  thousand  men.  And  im- 
mediately he  constrained  his  disciples  to^  get 
into  the  ship,  and  to  go  to  the  other  side  before 
unto  Bethsaida,  wlule  he  sent  away  the  people. 

46  And  when  he  had  sent  them  away,  he  depart- 

47  ed  into  a  mountain  to  pray.  And  when  even- 
ing  was  come,  the  ship  was  in  the  midst  of  the 

43  sea,  and  he  alone  on  the  land.     And  he  saw

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them  toiling  in  rowing;  for  the  wind  was 
contrary  unto  them,  and  about  the  fourth  watch 
of  the  night  he  cometh  unto  tliem,  walking 
upon  the  sea,  and  would  have  passed  by  them, 

49  But  when  they  saw  him  walking  upon  the  sea, 
they  supposed   it  had  been  a  spirit,  and  cried 

50  out.  (For  they  all  saw  him,  and  were  troub- 
led.) And  immediately  he  talked  with  them, 
and  saith  unto  them.  Be  of  good  cheer  ;  it  is  I  ; 

51  be  not  afraid.  And  he  went  up  to  them  into  the 
ship ;  and  the  wind  ceased  :  and  they  were 
sore  amazed  in  themselves,  beyond  measure, 

52  and  -wondered.  For  they  considered  not  the 
miracle  of  the  loaves  :    for  their  heart  was 

53  hardened.  And  when  they  had  passed  over, 
they   came  into  the  land  of  Gennesaret,  and 

54  drew  to  the  shore.  And  when  they  were 
come  out  of  the  ship,  immediately  they  knew 

55  him.  And  ran  through  that  whole  region 
round  about,  and  began  to  carry  about  in  beds 
those  that  were  sick,  where  they  heard  he  was. 

56  And  whitliefsoever  he  Entered  into  villages, 
or  cities,  or  country,  they  laid  the  sick  in  the 
streets,  and  besought  him  that  they  niight  touch 
if  it  were  but  the  border  of  his  garment ;  and 
as  many  as  touched  him  were  made  whole. 


CHAP.  vn. 

1  THEN  came  together  unto  him  the  Phari- 
sees, and  certain  of  the  scribes,  who  came 

2  from  Jerusalem.     And  when  they  saw  some 
of  his  dsciples  eat  bread  with  defiled  (that  is 
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to  say,  with  unwashen)  hands,  they  found 

3  fault.  (For  the  Pharisees,  and  all  the  Jews, 
except  they  wash  their  hands  oft,  eat  not,  hold** 

4  ing  the  tradition  of  the  elders,  AxAwhen  they 
come  from  the  market,  except  they  wash,  they 
eat  not  And  many  other  things  there  are, 
which  they  have  received  to  hold,  as  the  wash* 
ing  of  cups,  and  pots,  brazen  vessels,  and  of 

5  tables.)  Then  the  Pharisees  and  scribes  ask- 
ed him,  Why  walk  not  thy  disciples  according 
to  the  tradition  of  the  elders,  but  eat  bread 

6  with  unwashen  hands  ?  He  answered  and 
said  unto  them,  Well  has  Isaiah  prophesied  of 
you  hypocrites,  as  it  was  written,  this  people 
honoreth  me  with  their  lips,  but   their  heart 

7  is  far  from  me.  Howbeit  in  vain  do  they 
worship  me,  teaching  Jbr  doctrines  the  com- 

%  mandments  of  men.  For  laying  aside  the  cotn- 
mandment  of  God,  ye  hold  the  tradition  of  men, 
as  the  washing  of  pots  and  cups  :  and  many 

9  other  such  like  things  ye  do.  And  he  said 
unto  them.  Ye  do  entirely  reject  the  command* 
ment  of  God,  that  he  may  keep  your  own  tra- 

1 0  ditioa  For  Moses  said,  Honor  thy  jBeither  and 
thy   mother ;   and  whoso   curseth  father  or 

11  mother,  let  him  die  the  death  :  But  ye  teach, 
if  a  man  say  to  his  father  or  mother,  Whatever 
of  mine  which  may  be  profitable  to  you,  is 
corban,*  that  is,  a  thing  devoted  to  God ! 

^  By 'pretending  to  make  an  offering:  to  GocI,  a  ebild  was 
freed,  by  the  Jewish  doetors,  from  eontribntin^  to  the  Rup* 
port  of  its  parents.  8uch  a  maxim  merit ed  severe  eensure. 
This  was  making  the  word  of  God  of  no  effect,  and  the  rerj 
teverfee  of  our  Savior's  deelaration,  that  our  heavenly  Fath- 
er requires  merer  rather  than  aaerifiee.         p .     , 
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12  That  he  shall  no  more  be  obliged  to  do  aught 

13  for  his  father  or  his  mother.  Thus  making 
the  word  of  God  of  no  effect  by  the  tradition 
ye  have  established.  And  many  other  such 
things  ye  do. 

14  And  when  he  had  called  all  the  people  unto 
him,  he  said  unto  them,   Hearken  unto   me 

15  every  one  of  you,  and  understand.  There  is 
nothing  from  %vithout  a  man  that  entering  into 
him,  can  defile  him :  but  the  things  which 
come  out  of  him,  those  are  they  that  defile  the 

16  man.     If  any  man  have  ears  to  hear,  let  him 

17  hear.  And  when  he  was  entered  into  the 
house  fi-om  the  people,  his  disciples  asked 

18  him  concerning  the  parable.  And  he  saith 
unto  them.  Are  ye  so  without:  understanding 
also  ?  Do  ye  not  perceive,  that  whatsoever 
thing  from  without  entereth   into  the  man,  it 

19  cannot  defile  him,  because  it  entereth  not 
into  his  heart,  but  into  the  belly,  and  goeth  out 

20  into  the  draught,  purging  all  meats  ?  And  he 
said.  That  which  cometh  out  of  the  man,  that 

21  defileth  the  man.  For  from  within,  out  of  the 
heart  of  men,  proceed  evil  thoughts,  adulteries, 

22  fornications,  murders,  thefts,  covetousness, 
wickedness,  deceit,  lasciviousness,  an  evil  eye, 

23  blasphemy,  pride,  foolishness  :  AH  these  evil 
things  come  from  within,  and  defile  the  man. 

24  And  firom  thence  he  arose,  and  w^ent  into 
the  borders  of  Tyre  and  Sidon,  and  entered 
into  an  house,  and  would  have  no  man  know 

25  it :  but  he  could  not  be  hid.  For  a  certain 
woman,  whose  young  daughter,  had  an  unclean 
spirit,  heard  of  him,  and  came  and  fell  at  his 
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26  feet  :*  The  woman  was  a  Gentile,  a  (Syrophc- 
nician  by  nation)  and  she  besought  him  that 
he    would  cast  forth  the  devil  out   of  her 

27  daughter.  But  Jesus  said  unto  her,  Let  the 
childrlln  firist  be  filled  :  for  it  is  not  proper  to 
take  the  children's  bread,  and  to  cast  it  unto 

28  the  dogs.  And  she  answered  and  said  unto 
him,  Yes,  Lord :  yet  the  dogs  under  the  table 

29  eat  of  the  children's  crumbs.  And  he  said 
unto  her,  For  this  sjying,  go  thy  way ;   the 

SO  demon  is  gone  out  of  thy  daughter.f  And 
when  she  was  come  to  her  house,  she  found 
the  devil  gone  out,  and  her  daughter  laid  upon 
the  bed. 

31  And  again,  departiiig  from  the  coasts  of 
Tyre  and  Sidon,  he  came  unto  the  sea  of  Gal- 
ilee, through  the  midst  of  the  coasts  of  Deca- 

32  polis.  And  they  bring  unto  him  one  that  was 
deaf,  and  had  an  impediment  in  his  speech : 
and  thev  beseech  him  to  put  his  hand  upon 

33  him.  And  he  took  him  aside  from  the  multi- 
tude, and  put  his  fingers  into  his  ears,  and  he 

.34  spit,  and  touched  his  tongue,  and  looking 
up  to  heaven^  he  sighed,  and  saith  unto  him, 

35  Ephphatha,  that  is.  Be  opened.  And  imme- 
diately his  ears  were  opened,  and  the  string 
of  his  tongue  was  loosed,  and  lie  spake  plain* 

36  And  he  charged  them  that  they  should  tell  no 
man  :  but  the  more  he  charged  them,  so  much 

37  the  more  a  great  deal  they  published  iV,    and

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were  beyond  measure  astonished,  saying,  He 
hath  done  all  things  well ;  he  maketh  both^ 
the  deaf  to  hear,  and  the  dumb  to  speak. 


CHAP.  VIII. 

1  IN  those  days,  the  multitude  being  very  great^ 
and  having  nothing  to  eat,  Jesus  called  his 

2  disciples  unto  him,  and  saith  unto  them,  I  have 
compassion  on  the  multitude,  because  they 
have  now  been  with  me  three  days,  and  have 

3  notliing  to  eat :  and  if  I  send  them  away  fast- 
ing to  their  own  houses,  they  will  faint  by  the 

4  way  :  for  many  of  them  came  from  far.  And 
his  disciples  answered  him^  From,  whence  can 
a  man  satisfy  these  men  with  bread  here  in  the 

5  wilderness  ?     And  he  asked  them.  How  many 

6  loaves  have  ye  ?  And  they  said,  Seven.  A^id 
he  commanded  the  people  to  sit  down  on  tlie 
ground :  and  he  took  the  sevea  loaves,  and 
gave  thanks,  and  brake,  and  gave  to  his  disci- 
ples to  set  before  them  ;  and  they  did  set  them 

7  before  the  people  And  they  had  a  few  small 
fishes :  and  he  blessed  Gorf,  and  commanded 

8  to  set  them  also  before  them.  So  they  did  eat, 
and  were  filled  :    and  they  took   up   of  the 

9  broken  meat  that  was  left  seven  baskets.  And 
they  that  had  eaten  were  about  four  thousand: 
and  he  sent  them  away. 

10  And  immediately  he  entered  into  a  ship 
with  his  disciples,  and  came  into  the  parts  of 

11  Dalmanutha.     And  the  Pharisees  came  fortlv 
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and  began  to  argue  with  him,  seeking  of  hiiu 

12  a  sign  in  heaven,  tempting  him.  And  he  sigh- 
ed deeply  in  his  spirit,  and  saith,  Why  doth 
this  generation  seek  after  a  sign  ?  Verily  I 
say  unto  you,  that   there   shall  no   sign   be 

13  given  to  this  generation.  And  he  left  them, 
and  entering  into  the  ship  again,  departed  to 
the  other  side. 

14  Now  the  disciples  had  forgotten  to  take 
bread,  neitlier  had  they  in  the  ship  with  them 

15  more  than  one  loaf.  And  he  charged  them,* 
saying,  Take  heed,  beware  of  the  leaven  of 
the  Pharisees,  and  of  the  leaven  of  Herod. 

16  And  they  reasoned  among  themselves,  saying, 
il  It  is  because  we  have  no  bread.     And  when 

Jesus  knew  ity  he  saith  unto  them,  Why  rea- 
son ye  because  ye  have  no  bread  ?  perceive  ye 
not  yet,  neither  understand?    have  ye  your 

1 8  hearts  yet  hardened  ?  Having  eyes,  see  ye  not  ? 
and  having  ears,  hear  ye  not  ?  and  do  ye  not 

19  remember?  When  I  brake  the  five  loaves 
among  five  thousand,  how  many  baskets  full 
of  fragments  took  ye  up  ?  They  say  unto  him, 

20  Twelve.  And  when  the  seven  among  four 
thousand,  how  many  baskets  full  of  frag- 
ments took  ye  up  ?    And  they  said,  Seven. 

21  And  he  said  unto  them.  How  is  it  that  ye  do 
not  understand  ? 

22  And  he  cometh  to  Bethsaida;  and  they 
bring  a  blind  man  unto  him,  and  besought 

23  him  to  touch  him.  And  he  took  the  blind 
man  by  the  hand,  and  led  him  out  of  the  town ; 

*  Then  lie  gave  them  this  caution. 
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anj  when  he  had,  spit  on  his  eyes,  and  put  his 
hands  upon  him,  he  asked  him  ifhe  saw  aught. 

24  And  he  looked  up,  and  said;  I  see  men  like. 

25  walkmg  trees.  After  that,  he  put  his  hands 
again  upon  his  eyes,  and  madfe  him  look  up  : 
and  he  was  restored,  and  isaw  every  man  clear- 

26  ly.  And  he  sent  hira  away  to  his  house, 
sayii^g?  Neither  go  into  the  town,  nor  telh>to 

27  any  in  the  town.  And  Jesus  went  out,  and 
his  disciples,  into  the  towns  of  Caesarea  Phil- 
ippi :  and  by  the  way  he  asked  his  disciples, 
saying  unto  them,  Whom  do  men  say  that  I 

38  am  ?  And  they  answered,  John  the  Baptist : 
but  some  wy,  Elias ;  and  othersy  One  of  the 

29  prophetSi^  And  he  saith  unto  them.  But  who 
say  y^  that  I  am  ?     And  P^er  answercth  and 

30  saith  unto  him,  Thou  art  the  Christ.*  And  he 
charged  them  that  they  should  tell  no  man 

31  ofhim^  And  he  began  to  t^ach  them,  that 
the  Son  of  man  must  suffer  many  things,  and 

'  be   rejected  of  the  elders,  and  o/*the  chief 
priests,,  and  scribes,  and  be  killed,  and  after 

32  three  days  rise  again.  And  he*  spake  that 
saying  openly;     And  Peter  took  him,  and  be- 

33  gan  to  rebuke  him*  And  when>he  had  turned 
about,  and: looked  on  his  diseipks,  he  rebuked 
Peter,  saying.  Get  thee  behmd  me,  Satan  : 
for  thou  relishest  not  the  things  that  be  of  God, 
but  the  things  that  be  of  men.f 

34'     And  when  he  had  called  the  people  unto 

*  Then  Christ  or  Messiab,  and  Son  of  God;  are  synon- 
jmoug.    See  Matt.  xvi.  16. 
tThy  ideas  aud  affeetions  are  not  spiritual, haiworUlj^ 
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him,  with  his  disciples  also,  he  said  unto  them. 
Whosoever  will  come  jfter  me,  let  him  deny 
himself,  and  take  up  his  cross,  and  follow  me* 

35  For  whosoever  will  save  his  life,  shall  lose  it  ; 
but  whosoever  shall  lose  his  life  for  my  sake 

36  and  the  gospePs,  the  same  shall  save  it.  For 
what  shall  it  profit  a  man,  if  he  shall  gain  the 

37  whole  world,  and  lose  his  own  soul  ?  Or 
what  shall  a  man  ^ve  in  exchange  for  his  soul? 

38  Whosoever  therefore  shall  be  ashamed  of  me» 
and  of  my  words,  in  thb  adulterous  and  sinful 
generation  ;  of  him  also  shall  the  Son  of  man 
be  ashamed^  when  he  cometh  in  the  glory  of 
his  Father,  with  the  holy  angels. 


CHAR  IX. 

1  AND  he  said  unto  them,  Verily  I  say  unto 
you,  that  there  be  some  oS  them  that  stand 
here,  which  shall  not  taste  of  death,  till  they 
have  seen  the  kingdom  of  God  come  with 
power.* 

'S  And  after  six  days,  Jesus  taketh  with  him 
Peter,  and  James,  and  John,  and  leadeth  them 
up  into  an  high  mountain  apart  by  themselves : 

3  and  he  was  transfigured  before  them.  And 
his  raiment  became  shining,   exceeding  white 

,  as  snow ;    so  as  no  fuller  on  earth  can  white 

4  them.  And  there  appeared  unto  them  Elijah, 
with  Moses :   and  they  were  talkmg  with  Je-

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5  sus.  And  Peter  answered  and  said  to  Jesus, 
Master,  it  is  good  for  us  to  be  here  :  and  let  us 
make  three  tabernacles ;  one  for  thee,  and  one 

6  for  Moses,  and  one  for  Elijah,  !For  he  knew 
not  what  to  say,   for  they   were  sore  afraid. 

7  And  there  was  a  cloud  that  o\'ershadowed 
them :  and  a  voice  came  out  of  the  cloud, 
saying,  This  is  my  beloved  Son :    hear  fiim. 

8  And  suddenly,  when  they  had  looked  round 
about,  they  saw  no  man  any  more,  save  Jesus 

9  only  with  themselves.^  And  as  they  came 
down  from  the  mountain,  he  charged  them 
that  they  should  tell  no  man  what  things  they 
had  seen  till  the  Son  of  man  were  risen  from 

10  the  dead*  And  they  kept  that  saying  witk 
themselves,  questioning  one  with  another  what 
the  rising  from  the  dead  should  mean. 

11  And  they  asked  him,  saying.  Why  do  the 

12  scribes  say  that  Elijah  must  fiust  come  ?  And 
he  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Elijah  verily 
Cometh  first,,  and  restoreth  aU  things ;  and  how 
it  is  written  of  the  Son  of  man,  that  he  must 

KJ  suffer  many  things,  and  be  set  at  nought.*  But 
I  say  unto  you,  that  Elijah  is  indeed  come, 
and  they  have  done  unto  him  whatsoever  they 
chose,,  as  it  is  written  of  him* 

14  And  when  became  to  his  disciples,,  he  saw 
a  great  multitude  about  them,  and  the  scribes 

15  questioning  with  them.  Ajid  immediately  all 
the  people,  when  they  beheld  him,  were  greatly 
amazed,  and  running  to  him,  saluted  him. 

•  He  refers  to  Joha  theBimtist,  who  came  in  the  spirit 
•f  Ely  ah.  * 
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16  And  he  asked  the  scribes,  What  question  ye 

17  with  them  ?  And  one  of  the  multitude  an- 
swered and  said,  Master,  I  have  brought  unto 

18  thee  my  son  who  hath  a  dumb  spirit  :^i^  And 
wheresoever  he  takethr  him,  he  tearcth  him  ; 
and  he  foameth,  and  gnasheth  with  his  tectli, 

„and  pineth  away  ;  and  I  spake  to  thy  disciples, 
that  they  should  cast  him-  out,  and  they  could 

19  not.  lie  answered  him,  and  saithj  O  faithless 
generation,  how  lonjj  shall  I  be  with  you  ? 
how  long  shall  I  suflfer  you  ?   bring  him  unto 

20  me.  And  they  brought  him  unto  him  r  and 
when  he  saw  him,  immediately  the  spirit  tare 
him ;  and  he  fell  on  the  groundj  and  wallowed, 

21  foaming.  And  he  asked  his  father.  How  long 
is  it  ago  since  this  came  unto  him  J?    And  he 

22  said,  Of  a  child.    And  oft-times  it  hath  cast 

*  him  into  the  fire,  and  into  the  waters,  to  destroy 
him  :    but  if  thou  canst  do  any  thing,  have 

23  compassion  on  usj  and  help  us.  Jesus  said 
unto  himj  If  thou  canst  believe,  all  things  are 

24  possible  to  him  that  believeth.  And  immedi- 
ately the  father  of  the  child  cried  out,  and  said 
with  tears,  Lord,  T believe?,  help  thou  mine 

35  unbelief.  When  Jesus  saw  that  thepeopte 
came  running  together,  he  rebuked-  the  foulf 
spirit,  saying  unto  them,  Thau  dumb  and 
deaf  spirit,  I  charge  thee,  come  out  of  hira^ 

26  and  enter  no  more  into  him.  And  the  spSrit 
cried,  and  rent  him  sore,  and  came  out  of  him : 

*  That  is,  is  dumb.    The  ehild  appears  te  have  bee» 
iiiinb  and'subfcet  to  fits. 

t  Uaelean  or  eril.-  * 
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and  he  was  as  one  dead  ;  insomuch  that  many 

27  said,  He  is  dead.     But  Jesus  took  him  by  the 

28  hand,  and  lifted  him  up  ;  and  he  arose.  And 
when  he  was  come  into  the  house,  his  disciples 
asked  him  privately,  Why  could  not  we  cast 

29  him  out  ?  And  he  said  unto  them,  This  kind 
can  come  forth  by  nothing,  but  by  prayer  and 
fasting. 

30  And  they  departed  thence,  and  passed 
through  Galilee,  and  he  would  not  that  any 

31  man  should  know  it.     For  he  taught  his  dis- 
ciples, and  said  unto  them,  The  Son  of  man  is  ^ 
delivered  into  the  hands  of  men,  and  they  shall 
kill  him  :    and  after   he   is  killed^  he    shall 

32  rise  the  third  day.  But  they  underfed  not 
that  saying^  and  were  afraid  to  ask  him. 

33  And  he  came  to  Capernaum :  and  being  in 
the  house,  he  asked  diem,  What  was  it  that 
ye  disputed  among  yourselves  by  the  way  ? 

34  But  they  held  their  peace  :  for  by  the  way  they 
had   disputed  among  themselves,  who  should 

35  be  the  greatest.  And  he  sat  down  and  called 
the  twelve,  and  saith  unto  them.  If  any  man 
desire  to  be  first,  the  same  shall  be  last  of  all, 

36  and  aservantof  all.  And  he  took  a  child  and 
set  him  in  the  midst  of  them,  and  when  he  had 
taken  him  in  his  arms,  he  *  said  unto  them, 

37* Whosoever  shall  receive  one  of  such  children 
in  my  name,  receiveth  me  :  and  whosoever 
shall  receive  me,  receiveth  not  me  only,  but 
him  that  sent  me. 

38  And  John  answered  him,  saying,  Master,  we 
saw  one  casting  out  devils  in  thy  name,  and  he 
foUoweth  not  us  :  and  we  forbad  him,  because 
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39  he  followeth  not  us*  But  Jesus  said.  Forbid  I 
him  not :  for  there  is  no  maa  who  shall  do  a  j 
miracle  in  my  name,  that  can  readily  speak 

40  evil  of  me.     For  he  that  is  not  against  us,  is 

41  on  our  part.  For  whosoever  shall  give  you 
a  cup  of  water  to  drink  in  my  name,  because 
ye  belong  to  Christ,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  he 

42  shall  not  lose  his  reward.  And  whosoever 
shall  offend  one  of  these  little  ones  that  believe 
in  me,  it  is  better  for  him  that  a  millstone  were 
banged  about  his  neck,  and  he  were  cast  into 

43  the  sea*  And  if  thy  hand  ensnare  tliee,  cut  it 
off:  it  is  better  for  thee  to  enter  into  life 
mtfmed,  than  having  two  hands,  to  go  into 
hell,  into  the  fire  that  never  shall  be  quenched : 

44  Where  their  worm  dieth  not^  and  the  fire  is 

45  not  quenched.  And  if  thy  foot  cause  thee  to 
ofiend,  cut  it  off:  it  is  better  for  thee  to  enter 
halt  into  life,  than  liaving  two  feet,  to  be  cast  into 
hell,  into  the  fire  that  never  shall  be  quenched. 

46  Where  their  worm  dieth  not,  and  the  fire  b  not 

47  quenched.  And  if  thine  eye  cause  thee  to 
offend,pluck  it  out :  it  is  better  for  thee  to  enter 
into  the  kingdom  of  God  witlx  one  eye,  than 
having  two  eyes,  to  be  cast  into  hell-fire: 

48  Wliere  theDr  worm  dieth  not,  and  the  fire  is  not 

49  quenched.  For  every  one  shall  be  salted'with 
fire,  and  every  sacrifice  sli^l  be  salted  with  salt. 

50  Salt  is  good :  but  if  the  salt  have  lost  his  salt- 
ness,  wherewith  will  ye  season  it  ?  Have  salt 
in  yourselves,  and  have  peace  one  with  another.. 
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1  AND  he  arose  from  thence,  and  <:ometh 
into  the  coasts  of  Judea,  by  the  farther  side  of 
Jordan  :  and  the  people  resort  unto  him 
again ;  and,  as  he  was  w  ont,  he  taught  them 
again. 

2  And  the  Pharisees  came  to  him,  and  asked 
him.  Is  it  lawful  for  a  man  to  put  away  his 

3  wife  ?  tempting  him.  And  he  answered  and 
said  unto  them.  What  did  Moses  command 

4  you  ?  And  they  said,  Moses  suffered  to  write 
a  bill  of  divorcement,  and  to  put  her  away. 

5  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them.  For 
the  hardness  of  your  heart,  he  wrote  you  this 

6  precept.  But  from  the  beginning  of  the  cre- 
ation,   God  made  them    male  and  female. 

7  Therefore  shall  a  man  leave  his  father  and 

8  mother,  and  ckave  to  his  wife  ;  and  they  two 
shall  be  one  flesh :  so  then  they  are  no  n  o  c 

9  two,  but  one  flesh.  What  therefore  God  hath 
j<nned  together,   let  no   man  put   asunder. 

10  And  m  the  house  his  disciples  asked  him  again 

11  of  the  same  matter.  And  he  saith  unto  them. 
Whosoever  shall  put  away  his  wife,  and  marry 
another,    -committeth   adultery    against   Iher. 

12  And  if  a  woman  shall  put  away  her  husband^ 
and  be  married  to  another,  she  ccanmitteth 
adultery. 

13  And  they  brought  young  children  to  him, 
that  he  should  touch  them  :   and  his  disciples 

14  rebuked  those  that  brought  them.  But  when 
Jesus  saw  if,  he  was  much  displeased^  and 
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said  unto,  them,   Suffer  the  little  children  to 
come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not :    for  of 

15  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God.  Verily  I  say 
unto  you,  whosoever  shall  not  receive  the  king- 
dom of  God  as  a  little  child,*  he  shall  not  enter 

16  therein.  And  he  took  them  up  in  his  arms^ 
put  his  hands  iipon  them,  and  blessed  them.t 

17  And  when  he  was  gone  forth  into  the  way, 
there  came  one  running,  and  kneeled  to  him, 
and  asked  liim,  Good  Master,  what  shall  I  do 

18  that  I  may  inherit  eternal  life?  And  Jesus 
«aid  unto  him,  Why  callest  thou  me  good  ? 
there  is  none   good   but  one,    that  is  God. 

19  Thou  knowest  the  commandments.  Do  not 
commit  adultery.  Do  not  kill.  Do  not  steal. 
Do  not  bear  false  witness.  Defraud  not,  Hon- 

20  our  thy  father  and  mother.  And  he  answered 
and  said  unto  him,  Master,   all  these  have    I 

21  observed  from  my  youth.  Then  Jesus  be- 
holding him,  loved  him,  and  said  unto  him, 
One  thing  thou  lackest:  go  thy  way,  sell 
whatsoever  thou  hast,  and  give  to  the  poor, 
and  thou  shalt  have  treasure  in  heaven  :    and 

22  come,  take  up  the  cross  and  follow  me.  And 
he  was  sad  at  that  declaration,  and  went  away 
grieved :  for  he  had  great  possessions. 

23  And  Jesus  looked  round  about,  and  saith 

*  That  ifl,  with  ^oeiltty,  meekness,  and  a  spirit  of  obedi- 
ence. 

t  It  is  not  tme  then,  as  some  imagine,  that  infants  are 
objects  of  divine  wrath,  and  fit  snbjecte  of  eternal  punish- 
Bient. 

t  That  n^  perfectly  {good,  but  the  lone  €lod,  or  one,  eten 
Chid* 
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unto  his  disciples,  How  hardly  shall  they  that 
have  riches  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God  !* 

24  And  the  disciples  were  astonished  at  his  words. 
But  Jesus  answereth  again,  and  saith  unto 
them,  Children,  how  hard  is  it  for  them  that 
trust  in  riches  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 

25  God !  It  is  easier  for  a  camel  to  go  through 
the  eye  of  a  needle,  than  for  a  rich  man  to  enter 

26  into  the  kingdom  of  God.f  And  they  were 
astonished  out  of    measure,   saying  among 

.  -27  themselves.  Who  then  can  be  saved  ?  And 
Jesus  looking  upon  them,  saith,  With  men  it 
is  impossible,  but  not  with  God :  for  with 
God  all  things  are  possible. 

28  Then  Petgr  began  to  say  unto  him,  Lo,  we 

29  have  left  all,  and  have  followed  thee.  And 
Jesus  answered  and  said,  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
There  is  no  man  that  hath  left  house,  or 
brethren,  or  sisters,  or  father,  or  mother,  or 
wife,  or  children,  or  lands  for  my  sake  and  the 

30  gospel'SjJ  but  he  shall  receive  an  hundred- 
fold  now  in  this  time,  houses,  and  brethren, 
and  sisters,  and  motliers,  and  children,  and 
lands,  with  persecutions  ;    and  in  the  world 

31  to  come  eternal  life.  But  many  that  are  first 
shall  be  last ;  and  the  last  firbt. 

*  Because  there  is  danger  of  their  being  Hiiditly  attached 
ta  the  world.  The  idea  is  fully  expressed  in  24t  verse, 
'*H ow  hard  is  it  for  them  who  trust  in  riehes," 

t  This  was  a  common  proverb  among  the  Jews  to  express 
the  great  difficnlty  of  a  thing. 

4  The  disciples  of  Christ  have  in  all  ages  found  friends 
to  impart  to  them  of  their  substance,  and  to  afiiird  ifaem 
shelter  and  comfort. 
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32  And  they  were  in  the  way  going  up  to 
Jerusalem  ;  and  Jesus  went  before  them :  and 
they  were  amazed ;  and  as  they  followed  they 
were  afraid.  And  he  took  again  the  twelve, 
and  began  to  tell  them  what  things  should 

33  happen  unto  him,  sayings  Behold,  we  go  up 
to  Jerusalem  ;  and  the  Son  of  man  shall  be 
delivered  unto  the  chief  priests,  and  unto  the 
scribes  ;  and  they  shall  condemn  him  to  death, 

34  and  shall  deliver  him  to  the  Gentiles  :*  And 
they  shall  mock  him,  and  shall  scourge  hiih, 

.    and  shall  spit  upon  him,  and  shall  kill  hiiti  : 
and  the  third  day  he  shall  rise  again. 

35  And  James  and  John,  the  sons  of  Zebedee, 
come  unto  him,  saying,  Master,  we  would  that 
thou  shouldest  do  for  us  whatsoever  we  shall 

36  desire.f     And  he  said  unto  them,  What  would 

37  ye  that  I  should  do  for  you  ?  They  said  unto 
him.  Grant  unto  us  that  we  may  sit,  one  on 
thy  right  hand,  and  the  other  on  thy  left  hand, 

38  in  thy  glory.  But  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Ye 
know  not  what  ye  ask  :  can  ye  drink  of  the 
cup  of  which  I  drink?   and  be  baptized  with 

39  the  baptism  with  which  I  am  baptized  ?  And 
they  said  unto  him.  We  can.  And  Jesus  said 
unto  them.  Ye  shall  indeed  drink  of  the  cup 
of  which  I  drink  ;  and  with  the  baptism  with 
which  I  am  baptized,  shall  ye  be  baptized  : 

40  But  to  sit  on  my  right  hand,  and  on  my  left 

*He  was  delivered  to  the  Romans,  aOenlile  nation  :  The 
Jews  were  then  goyemed  as  a  Roman  eolony  or  provinee, 
and  had  not  themselyes  the  power  to  put  any  one  to  death. 

t  The  apostles  were  yet  very  worldly  in  their  views  and 
e^pettalaons. 
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hand,  is  not  mine  to  give  :    except  to  them  for 

41  whom  it  is  prepared.  And  when  the  ten  heard 
ii^  they  began  Jo   be  much  displeased  with 

42  James  and  John.  But  Jesus  called  them  to 
him,  and  saith  unto  them,  Ye  kitow  that  they 
who  are  accounted  to  rule  over  the  Gentiles, 
exercise  lordship  over  them  ;   and  their  great 

43  ones'  exercise  authority  upon  them.  But  so 
shall  it  not  be  among  you ;  but  whosoever 
will  be  great  among  you,  shall  be  your  minis- 

44  ter  :  And  whosoever  of  you  will  be  the  chiefest, 

45  shall  be  servant  of  all.  For  even  the  Son  of 
man  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but  to 
minister,  and  to  give  his  life  a  ransom  for 
many. 

46  And  they  came  to  Jericho  :  and  as  he  went 
out  of  Jericho  with  his  disciples,  and  a  great 
number  of  people,  blind  Bartimeus,  the  son  of 

47  Timeus,  sat  by  the  Wgh-way,  begging.  And 
when  he  heard  that  it  was  Jesus  of  Nazareth, 
he  began  to  cry  out,  and  say,  Jesus,  thou  son 

48  of  David,  have  mercy  on  me.  And  many 
charged  him  that  he  should  hold  his  peace  : 
but  he  cried  the  more  a  great  deal,  Thou  son 

49  of  David,  have  mercy  on  me.  And  Jesus 
stood  still  and  commanded  him  to  be  called  : 
and  they  call  the  blind  man,  saying  unco  him, 
Be  of  good  comfort,  rise ;   he  calleth  thee* 

50  And  he  casting  away  his  garment,  rose,  and 

51  came  to  Jesus.  And  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  him,  What  wilt  thou  that  I  should  do 
unto  thee  ?    The  blind  man  said  unto  him, 

52  Lord,  that  I  might  receive  my  sight.     And 
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Jesus  said  unto  him,  Go  thy  way  ;  thy  faith 
hath  made  thee  whole.  And  immediately  he 
received  his  sight,  and  followed  Jesus  in  tlie 
way* 


CHAP-  XI. 

1  AND  when  they  came  nigh  to  Jerusalem, 
unto  Bethpage,  and  Bethany,*  at  the  mount 
of  Olives,  he  sent  forth  two  of  his  disciples, 

2  and  said  unto  them,  Go  your  way  into  the 
village  over  against  you  :  smd  as  soon  as  ye 
are  entered  into  it,  ye  shall  find  a  colt  tied, 
whereon  never  a  man  sat;   loose  him^  and 

3  bring  him*  And  if  any  man  say  unto  you, 
Why  do  ye  this  ?  say  ye  that  the  Lord  hath 
need  of  him  ;   and  immediately  he  will  send 

4  him  hither.  And  they  went  their  way,  and 
found  the  colt  tied  by  the  door  without,  in  a 
place  where  two  ways  met ;   and  they  loose 

5  him.  And  some  of  tjfiem  who  stood  there  said 
unto  them,   What  do  ye,  loosing  the  colt  ? 

6  And  they  said  unto  them,  even  as  Jesus  had 

7  coridmanded  :  and  they  let  them  go.  And 
they  brought  the  colt  to  Jesus,  and  cast  their 
garments  on  him  ;    and  he  sat  upon  him* 

8  And  many  spread  their  garments  in  the  way  : 
and  others  cut  down  branches  from  the  trees, 

9  and  strewed  in  tlie  way.  And  they  who  went 
before,  and  they  that  followed,  cried,  saying, 
Hosamia  :   Blessed  is  he  that  comedi  in  the 

*  These  were  s  mall  villager. 
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10  name  of  the  Lord.  Blessed  be  the  kingdom 
of  our  father  David,  which  cometli  iu  the 
name  of  the  Lord  :   Hosanna  in  the  highest 

11  strains.  And  Jesus  entered  into  Jerusalem, 
and  into  the  temple  :  and  when  he  had  looked 
round  about  upon  all  things,  and  the  evening 
was  come,  he  went  out  unto  Bethany,  with  the 
twelve. 

12  And  on  the  morrow  when  they  were  come 

13  from  Bethany,  he  was  hungry.  And  seeing  a 
fig-tree  afar  off,  having  leaves,  he  came,  if 
gerhaps  he  might  find  any  thing  thereon,  (and 
when  he  came  to  it,  he  found  nothing  but 
leaves  ;)  for  the  time  of  gathering  figs  was 

14  not  yet.^  And  Jesus  spake  and  said  unto  it, 
No  man  eat  fruit  of  thee  hereafter  for  ever. 
And  his  disciples  heard  it. 

15  And  they  came  to  Jerusalem  :  and  Jesus 
went  into  the  temple,  and  began  to  cast  out 
those  who  sold  and  bought  in  the  temple^  and 
overthrew  the  tables  of  the  money-changers, 

16  and  tlie  seats  of  them  that  sold  doves  ;  and 
would  not  suffer  any  man  to  carry  any  vessel 

17  through  the  temple.  And  he  taught,  saying 
unto  them,  Is  it  not  written,  My  house  sliall 
be  called  of  all  nations  the  house  of  prayer  ? 

18  but  ye  have  made  it  a  den  of  thieves.  And 
the  scribes  and  chief  priests  heard  eY,  and  sought 
how  they  might  destroy  him :   for  they  feared 

*  The  fig  WM  eatable  when  the  leaves  a{ipeared ;  though 
iiardly  so  matured  as  to  be  harvested.  ^^The  time  of  figs," 
ineaos  the  season  for  gathering  them.  He  certainly  then 
might  hare  expected  to  find  some.

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him  because  all  the  jSeopIe  were  astonished  at 

19  his  doctrine.  And  when  evening  was  come, 
he  went  out  of  the  city. 

20  And  in  the  morning,  as  they  passed  by, 
they  saw  the  fig-tree  dried  up  firom  the  roots. 

21  And  Peter  calling  to  remembraice,  saith  unto 
him,  Master,  behold  the  fig-tree  which  thou 

22  cursedst  is  withered  away.  And  Jesus  answer- 
ing, saith   unto  them,  Have   faith  in  God. 

23  For  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  whosoever 
shall  say  unto  this  mountain,  Be  thou  removed, 
and  be  thou  cast  into  the  sea ;  and  shall  not 
doubt  in  his  heart,  but  shall  believe  that  those 
things  which  he  saith  shall  come  to  pass  :    he 

24  shall  have  whatsoever  he  saith  :  Therefore  I 
say  unto  you,  What  things  soever  ye  desire 
when  ye  pray,  believe  that  ye  receive  them^ 

$5  and  ye  shall  have  them.  And  when  ye  stand 
praying,  forgive,  if  ye  have  aught  against  any: 
that  your  Father  also  who  is  in  heaven  may 

26  forgive  you  your  trespasses.  But  if  ye  do  not 
forgive,  neither  will  your  father  who  is  in 
heaven,  forgive  your  trespasses. 

27  ^  And  they  come  agsdn  to  Jerusalem  :  and  as 
be  was  walking  in  the  temple,  there  come  to 
4iim  the  chief  priests,  and  the  scribes,  and  the 

28  elders,  and  say  unto  him,  By  what  authority 
doest  thou  these  things  ?  and  who  gave  thee 

29  authority  to  do'' these  things?  And  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  them,  I  will  abo  ask 
of  you  one  question  ;  answer  me,  and  I 
will  tell  you  by  what  authority  I  do  these 

30  things.     The  baptism  of  John,  was  it  from 

31  heaven,  or  of  men  ?   answer  me.     And  they 
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reasoned  with  themselves,  saymg,  If  we  shdl 
say,  from  heaven  ;    he  will  say,  Why  then 

32  did  ye  not  believe  him  ?  But  if  we  shall  say^ 
Of  men  ;   they  feared  the  people  :  for  they 

33  all  considered  John  to  be  a  prophet.  And 
they  answered  and  said  unto  Jesus,  We  cannot 
tell.  And  Jesus  answering,  saith  unto  them, 
Neither  do  1  tell  you  by  what  authority  I  do 
these  things.* 


CHAP.  XIL 

1  AND  he  began  to  speak  unto  them  by 
parables.  A  man  plant^  a  vineyard,  and  set 
an  hedge  about  it,  and  digged  a  wine-fat,  and 
built  a  tower,  and  let  it  out  to  husbandmen, 

2  and  went  into  a  far  country.  And  at  the 
season  he  sent  to  the  husbandmen  a  servant, 
that  he  might  receive  from  the  husbandmen 

3  of  the  fruit  of  the  vineyard.  And  they  caught 
hiniy  and  beat  him,  and  sent  him  away  empty. 

4  And  again  he  sent  unto  them  another  servant : 
and  him  they  stoned,  and  wounded  in  the  head, 

5  and  sent  away  shamefully  abused.  And  again 
he  sent  another  ;  and  him  they  killed,  and 
many  others  ;  beating  some  and  killing  some. 

6  Having  yet  therefore  one  son,  his  well-beloved, 
he  sent  him  also  last  unto  them,  saying,  They 

*  Jesus  was  not  obliged  to  tell  the  Jews  that  he  was  sent 
of  God,  his  miracles  were  sui&eient  to  convince  t!iein — 
afterwards,  however,  he  did  acknowledge  himself  to  be  the 
Messiah;  hut  they  were  the  more  etirnged,  and  aecHstd 
him  of  Uasphemy. 
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7  will  reverence  my  son.  But  those  husbandmen 
said  amongst  themselves,  This  is  the  heir; 
come,  let  us  kill  him,  and  the  inheritance  shall 

8  be  ours.  AndtheytookAfm,  and  killed  Ami,  and 

9  cast  him  out  of  the  vineyard.  What  shall  there- 
fore  the  Lord  of  tlie  vineyard  do?  he  will  come 
and  destroy  the  husbandmen,  and  will  ^ve  the 

id  vineyard  untp  others.  And  have  ye  not  read 
this  scripture  ?  The  stone  which  the  builders 
rejected,  is  become  the  head  of  the  comer. 

11  •This  was  the  Lord's  doing,  and  it  is  marvel- 

12  lous  in  our  eyes.  And  they  sought  to  lay 
hold  on  him,  but  feared  the  people  ;  for  they 
knew  that  he  had  spoken  the  parable  against 
them  ;   and  they  left  him,  and  went  their  way. 

13  And  they  send  unto  him  certain  of  the 
Pharisees,  and  of  the  Herodians,  to  catch  him 

14  in  fns  words.*  And  when  they  were  come, 
they  say  unto  him.  Master,  we  know  that  thou 
art  true,  and  carest  for  no  man :  for  thou  re- 
gardest  not  the  person  of  men,  but  teachest 
the  way  of  God  m  truth ;  Is  it  lawful  to  give 

15  tribute  to  Caesar,  or  not?  shall  we  give,  or 
shall  we  not  give  ?  But  he  knowing  their 
hypocrisy,  said  unto  them,  Why  tempt  ye 
race  ?    bring  me  a  penny,   that  I  may   see  it. 

16  And  they  brought  it :  and  he  saith  unto  them. 
Whose  is  this  image  and  superscription  ?  And 

17  they  said  unto  him,   Caesar's.    And  Jesus 

*  The  object  of  all  these  enemies  of  Christ  was  probablj 
to  find  some  occasion  for  accusing  him  as  an  enemj  to  the 
Roinnn  emperor,  and  a  seditious  person,  that  they  might 
procure  his  death. 
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answering,  said  unto  them,  Render  to  Caesar 
the  things  that  are  Caesar's ;  and  to  God  the 
thirty  that  are  God's.  And  they  marvelled 
at  him. 

18  Then  copp  unto  him  the  Sadducees,  who 
say  there  is  no  resurrection ;    and  they  asked 

1^  him,  saying,  Master,  Moses  directed  us,  if  a 
man's  bromer  die,  and  leave  his  wife  behind 
him,  and  leave  no  children,  that  his  brother 
should  take  his  wife,  and  raise  up  seed  unto 

20  his  brother.  Now  there  were  seven  brethren : 
and  the  first  took  a  wife,  and  dying,  left  no 

21  offspring.  And  the  second  tock  her,  and 
died,  neither  left  he  any ;    and  the  third  like- 

22  wise.  And  the  seven  had  her,  and  left  no 
children :    last  of  all,   the  woman  died  also. 

23  Now  in  the  resurrection  when  they  shall  rise, 
whose  wife  shall  she  be  of  them  ?  for  the  seven 

24  had  her  to  wi£e.  And  Jesus  answering,  said 
unto  them.  Do  ye  not  therefore  err,  because 
ye  know  not  the  scriptures,  neither  the  power 

25  of  God  ?  For  when  they  shall  rise  from  the 
dead,  they  neither  marry  nor  are  given  in 
marriage :  but  are  as  the  angels  which  are  in 

26  heaven.  And  as  touching  the  dead,  that  they 
rise ;  have  ye  not  read  in  the  book  of  Moses, 
how  in  the  bush  God  spake  unto  him,  saying 
I  am  the  God  of  Abraham,  and  the  God  of 

27  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob  ?  He  is  not  the 
God  of  the  dead,  but  the  God  of  the  living  : 
ye  therefore  do  greatly  err. 

28  And  one  of  tli^  scribes  came,  aind^  liaving 
heard  them  reasoning  together,  and  pd-ceiving 
that  he  had  answered  them  well,  asked  hin]^, 
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29  Which  is  the  first  commandment  of  all  ?  And 
Jesus  answered  him,  The  first  of  all  the  com- 
mandments isj  Hear,  O  Israel ;  the  Lord  our 

30  God  is  one  Lord :  And,  Thou  shalt  love  the 
Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy^^art,  and  with  all 
thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all 
thy  mind,  and  \nth  all  thy  strength :  this  is 

31  the  first  commandment :  And  the  seconder 
like,  namely y  this.  Thou  shaU  love  thy  neigh- 
bor as  thyself:  there  is  none  other  command- 

32  ment  greater  than  these.  And  the  scribe  said 
unto  Wm,  Well,  Master,  thou  hast  said  the 
truth :  for  there  is  one  God ;  and  there  is  none 

33  other  but  he.  And  to  love  him  with  all  the 
heart,  and  with  all  the  understanding,  and  with 
all  the  soul,  and  with  all  the  strength,  and  to 
love  hi^  neighbor  as  himself,  is  more  than  all 

34  whole  bumt-ofierings  and  sacrifices.  And 
when  Jesus  saw  that  he  answered  discreetly, 
he  said  unto  him.  Thou  art  not  far  fix)m  the 
kingdom  of  God,*  And  no  man  after  that 
durst  interrogate  him. 

35  And  Jesus  answered  and  said,  while  he 
taught  in  the  temple.  How  say  the  scribes  that 

36  Christ  is  the  son  of  David  ?t  For  David 
himself  said  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  Lord  said 
to  my  Lord,  Sit  thou  on  my  right  hand,  till  I 

37  make  thine  enemies  thy  footstool.  David 
therefore    himself   calleth    him   Lord;    and 

*  Such  a  man  was  almost  a  Chrigtian.  He-  placed  re- 
ligion not  in  ceremony,  but  in  love  to  God  and  man. 

t  This  was  one  of  die  titles  given  by  the  Jews  to  (he 
Messiah. 
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whence  is  he   then  his  son  ?     And  the  com- 
mon people  heard  hira  gladly. 

38  And  he  said  unto  them  in  his  doctrine,  Be- 
ware  of  the  scribes,  who  love  to  goln^^ng 
clothing,    and   love  salutations  in  the  market- 

39  places,  and  the  chief  seats  in  the  synagogues, 
W  and  the  uppermost  rooms  at  feasts  :   Who  dc- 

vour  widows*  houses,  and  for  a  pretence  make 
long  prayers :  these  shall  receive  greater  dam- . 
nation. 

*1  And  Jesus  sat  over  against  the  treasui^-, 
and  beheld  how  the  people  cast  money  into 
the  treasury ;  and  many  that  were  rich  cast  in 

^2  much.  And  there  came  a  certain  poor  widow, 
and  she  threw  in  two  mites,  which  make  a 

43  ferthing.  And  he  called  unto  him  his  disci- 
ples, and  saith  unto  them,  Verily  I  say  unto 
you,  that  this  poor  widow  hath  cast  more  in 
than  al!  they  which  have  cast  into  the  treasury. 

44  For  all  they  did  cast  in  of  their  abundance : 
but  she  of  her  poverty  did  cast  in  all  she  had, 
even  all  her  living. 


CHAP,  xm, 

AND  as  he  went  out  of  the  temple,  one  of 
his  disciples  saith  unto  him,  Master,  see  what 
manner  of  stones,  and  what  buildings  are  here. 
And  Jesus  answering,  said  unto  him,  Seest 
thou  these  great  buildbgs  ?  there  shall  not  be 
left  one  ston^  upon  another,  that  shall  not  be 
thrown  down.  And  as  he  sat  upon  the  mount 
of  Olives,  over  against  the  temple,  Peter,  and 
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James,  and  John,  and  Andrew,  asked  him  pri- 

4  vately,  Tell  us,  when  shall  these  things  be  ? 
and  what  shaU  be  the  sign  when  all  these  things 

5  ttiali  be  fulfilled?*  And  Jesus answeringthem, 
said,  Take  heed  lest  any  one  deceive  you  : 

6  For  many  will  come  in  my  name,  saying,  I  am 

7  Christ ;  and  will  deceive  many.  And  when 
ye  shall  hear  of  wars,  and  rurnprs  of  wars,  be 
ye  not  troubled :    for  ^uch  things  must  needs 

S  be ;  but  the  end  shall  not  be  yet.  For  nation 
will  rise  against  nation,  and  kingdom  against 
kingdom ;  and  there  will  be  earthquakes  in 
divers  placed,  and  there  will  be  famines,  and 
troubles  :  these  are  the  beginnings  of  sorrows. 

9  But  take  heed  to  yourselves ;  for  they  will 
deliver  you  up  to  councils ;  and  in  the  syna- 
gogues, ye  will  be  beaten,  and  ye  will  be 
brought  before  rulers  and  kings  for  my  sake, 

10  for  a  testimony  against  them.  And  the  gospel 
must  first  be  published  among  all   nations. 

1 1  But  when  they  shall  lead  you^  and  deliver  you 
up,  take  no  thought  before  hand  what  yc  shall 
speak,  neither  do  ye  premeditate :  but  what- 
soever shall  be  given  you  in  that  hour,  that 
speak  ye :  for  it  is  not  ye  tliat  speak,  but  the 

12  Holy  Spirit.  Now  the  brother  will  betray  the 
brother  to  death,  and  the  father  the  son  :  and 
the  children  will  rise  up  against  their  parents, 

15  and  will  cause  them  to  be  put  to  death.  And 
ye  shall   be  hated  df  all  men  for  my  name's 


*  The  inquinr  ef  tLe  apostles  here  seems  evidently  (o 
relate  solely  to  the  destrnetioD  of  Jerusalem. 
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sake :    but  he  that  shall  endure  unto  the  end, 
the  same  shall  be  saved. 

14  But  when  ye  shall  see  the  abomination  of 
desolation,  spoken  of  by  Daniel  the  prophet, 
standing  where  it  ought  not  (let  him  that  read- 
eth  understand)  then  let  them  that  be  in  Judea, 

15  flee  to  the  mountains :  And  let  him  that  is  on 
the  house-top,  not  go  down  into  the  house, 
neither  enter  therein,  to  take  any  thing  out  of 

16  his  house.  And  let  him  that  is  in  the  field 
not  turn  back  again  to  take  up  his  garment. 

17  But  wo  to  them  that  are  with  child,  and  to 

18  them  that  give  suck  in  those  days.     And  pray 

19  ye  that  your  fli^t  be  not  in  the  winter.  For 
in  those  days  shall  be  affliction,  such  as  was 
not  from  the  beginning  of  the  creation  which 
God  created  unto  this  time,  neither  shall,  be. 

20  And  except  that  the  Lord  had  shortened  those 
days,  no  flesh  should  be  saved  :  but  for  the 
elect's  sake,   whom  he  hath  chosen,   he  hath 

21  shortened  the  days.  And  then,  if  any  man 
shall  say  to  you,  Lo,  here  is  Christ ;    or,  Lo, 

22  he  is  there ;  believe  him  not.  For  false  Christs 
and  false  prophets  will  rise,  and  will  shew  sisj^ns 
and   wonders,  to  seduce,   if  it  were  pcssible, 

23  even  the  elect.  But  take  ye  heed  :  behold,  I 
have  foretold  you  all  tliii;gs. 

S4  But  in  those  days,  afitr  that  tribulation,  the 
sun  will  be  darkened^  and  the  moon  will  not 

25  give  her  light,  and  the  stars  of  heaven  will  fall, 
and  the  powers  that  are  iu  heaven  shall  be 

26  shaken*  And  then  they  will  see  the  Son  of 
man  coming  in  the  clouds  with  great  power 

27  and  glory.     And  he  will  send  his  angels,  and 

17 
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gather  together  his  elect  from  the  four  winds, 
from  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth  to  the  iit- 
58  termost  part  of  heaven.  Now  learn  a  parable 
of  the  fig-tree ;  When  her  branch  is  yet  ten- 
der,  and  putteth   forth  leaves,  ye  know  that 

29  summer  is  near  :  So  ye  in  like  manner,  when 
ye  shall  see  these  things  come  to  pass,  know 

30  that  it  is  nigh,  even  at  the  doors.  VerUy  I  say 
unto  you,   that  this  generation  shall  not  pass, 

31  till  all  these  things  be  done.  Heaven  and 
earth  shall  pass  away  :  but  my  words  shall  not 
pass  away. 

32  But  of  that  day  and  hour  knoweth  no  man, 
no  not  the  angels  which  are  in  heaven,  neither 

33  the  Son  but  the  Father.  Take  ye  heed,  watch 
and  pray ;    for  ye  know  not  when  the  time  is. 

34  When  a  man  taketh  a  far  journey,  he  leaveth 
his  house,  and  giveth  authority  to  his  servants, 
and  to  every  man  his  work,  and  commandeth 

35  the  porter  to  watch.  Watch  ye  therefore  : 
for  ye  know  not  when  the  master  of  the  house 
cometh,  at  evening,  or  at  midnight,  or  at  the 

36  cock-crowing,  or  in  the  morning :  Lest  com- 

37  ing  suddenly,  he  find  you  sleeping.  And 
what  I  say  unto  you,  I  say  unto  all^  Watch* 


CHAP.  XIY. 


1  AFTER  two  days  was  the  feast  of  the 
passover,  and  of  unleavened  bread;  and  the 
chief  priests  and  the  scribes  sought  how  they 
might  take  him  by  craft,  and  put  him  to  death. 
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2  But  they  said,  Not  on  the  feast-ciby,  lest  there 
be  aiT  uproar  of  the  people. 

3  And  being  in  Bethany,  in  the  house  of  Si- 
mon the  leper,  as  he  sat  at  meat,  there  came  9i 
woman  having  an  alabaster-box  of  ointment  of 
spikenard,  very  precious  ;   and  she  shook  the 

4  box,  and  poured  it  onh\s  head.  And  there 
were  some  that  had  indignation  within  thciu- 
selves,  and  said,  Why  was  this  waste  of  the 

5  ointment  made  ?  For  it  might  have  been  sold 
for  more  than  three  hundred  pence,  and  have 
been  given  to  the  poor.     And  they  murmured 

6  against  her.  And  Jesus  said.  Let  her  alone  ; 
why  trouble  ye  her  ?  she  hath  wrought  a  good 

7  work  on  me.  For  ye  have  the  poor  with  you 
always,  and  whensoever  ye  will,  ye  may  do 

8  them  good :  but  me  ye  have  not  always.  She 
hath  done  what  she  could  :  she  has  come  afore- 

9  hand  to  anoint  my  body  to  the  burying.  Ver- 
ily I  say  unto  you,   Wheresoever  this  gospel 
shall  be  preached  throughout  the  whole  worid, 
tfds  also  that  she  hath  done  shall  be  spoken  of 
for  a  memorial  of  her. 

10  And  Judas  Isc^iriot,  one  of  the  twelve,  went 
unto  the  chief  priests  to  betray  him  unto  them. 

11  And  when  they  heard  it^  they  were  glad,  and 
promised  to  give  him  money.  And  lie  sought 
how  he  might  conveniently  betray  him. 

12  And  the  first  day  of  unleavened  bread,  when 
they  killed  the  passover,  his  disciples  said  un- 
to him,  Where  wilt  thou  that  we  go  and  pre- 

13  pare,  that  thou  mayest  eat  the  passover  ?  And 
he  sendeth  forth  two  of  his  disciples  and  saith 
unto  them.  Go  ye  into  the  city,  and  there  shall 
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meet  you  a  man  bearing  a  pitcher  of  water  : 

14  follow  him.  And  wheresoever  he  shall  go  in, 
say  ye  to  the  good- man  of  the  house,  The 
master  saith,  Where  is  the  guest-chamber, 
.where  I  shall  eat  the  passover  with  my  disci- 

15  pies  ?  And  he  will  shew  you  a  large  upper 
room  furnished  and  prepared;    there   make 

16  ready  for  us.  And  his  disciples  went  forth, 
and  came  into  the  city,  and  found  as  he  had 
said  unto  them :  and  they  made  ready  the  pass- 

17  over.     And  in  the  evening  he  cometh  with  the 

1 8  twelve.  And  as  they  sat,  and  did  eat,  Jesus 
said,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  one  of  you  wliich 

19  eateth  with  me  shall  betray  me.  And  they  be- 
gan to  be  sorroi/t^ul,  and  to  say  unto  him  one 
by  one,    Is  it  I  ?    and  another  said^  Is  it  I  ? 

20  And  he  answered  and  ssdd  unto  them,  It  is 
one  of  the  twelve,  that  (Uppeth  with  me  in  the 

21  dish.  The  Son  of  man  indeed  goeth  as  it  is 
written  of  him :  but  wo  to  that  man  by  whom 
the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed ;  good  were  it  for 
that  man  if  he  had  never  been  born. 

22  And  as  they  did  eat,  Jesus  took  bread,  and 
blessed  God,  and  brake  it^  and  gave  to  them, 

23  and  said,  Take,  eat  :  this  is  my  body.  And 
he  took  the  cup,  and  when  he  had  given  thanks, 
he  gave  it  to  them  :  and  they  all  drank  of  it. 

24  And  he  said  unto  them.  This  is  my  blood  of 
the  new  testament,  which  is  shed  for  many. 

25  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  will  drink  no  more  of 
the  fruit  of  the  vine,  until  that  day  that  I  drink 
it  new  in  the  kingdom  of  God. 

26  And  when  they  had  sung  an  hymn,  they 

27  went  out  unto  the  mount  of  Olives.    And 
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Jesus  saith  unto  them.  All  ve  shall  be  offended 
because  of  me  this  night :  for  it  is  written,  I 
will  smite  the  shepherd,  and  the  sheep  shall  be 

28  scattered.     But  after  that  I  am  risen,  1  will  go 

29  before  you  into  Galilee.  But  Peter  said  unto 
him,  Although  all  shall  be  offended,  yet  will 

SO  not  I.  And  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  Verily  I  say 
unto  thee,  that  this  day,  even  in  this  night, 
before  the  cock  crow  twice,  thou  shalt  deny 

31  me  thrice.  But  he  spake  the  more  vehement, 
ly,  If  1  should  die  with  thee,  I  will  not  deny 
ihee  in  any  wise.     Likewise  also  said  they  all. 

32  And  they  came  to  a  place  which  was  named 
Gethsemane ;  and  he  saith  to  his  disciples,  Sit 

33  ye  here,  while  I  shall  pr^.  And  he  taketh  with 
him  Peter,  and  James,  aiid  John,  and  began 
to  be  sore  amazed,  and  to  be  in  great  distress. 

34  And  saith  unto  them,  My  soul  is  exceeding 
sorrowful  unto  death :  tarry  ye  here  and  watch* 

35  And  he  went  forward  a  little,  and  fell  on  the 
ground  and  prayed,  that  if  it  were  possible, 

36  the  hour  might  pass  from  him.  And  he  said, 
Abba,  Father,  all  things  are  possible  unto  thee ; 
take   away  this  cup  from  me :  nevertheless, 

37  not  what  I  will,  but  what  thou  wilt.  And  he 
Cometh  and  findetb  them  sleeping,  and  saith 
unto  Peter,  Simon,  steepest  thou  ?   couldcst 

58  not  thou  watch  one  hour?  Watch  ye  and 
pray,  lest  ye  enter  into  temptation.     The  spirit 

99  truly  is  ready,  but  the  flesh  is  weak.  And 
again  he  went  aw^iy,  and  prayed,  and  spake 

40  the  same  .words.  And  when  he  returned,  he 
found  them  asleep  again  (for  their  eyes  were 
Ikcavy)  neither  wist  they  what  to  answer  hin>» 
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41  And  he  cometh  the  third  time,  and  saith  unto 
them,  Sleep  on  afterward^  and  take  yotirrest : 
it  is  enough,  the  hour  is  come  ;  behold,  the 
Son  of  man  is  betrayed  into  the  hands  of  sn* 

42  ners.  Rise  up,  let  us  go ;  lo,  he  that  betrayeth 
me  is  at  hand. 

43  And  immediately,  while  he  yet  spake,  cometh 
Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  and  with  him  a  great 
multitude,  with  swords  and  staves,  from  the 
chief  priests,  and  the  scribes,  and  the  elders. 

44  And  he  that  betrayed  him  had  given  them  a 
token,  saying.  Whomsoever  I  shall  kiss,  the 
same  is  he :  take  him  and  lead  him  away  safely. 

45  And  as  soon  as  he  was  come,  he  goeth  im- 
mediately to  him,  and  saith,  Master,  master  ; 
and  kissed  him. 

46  And  they  laid  their  hands  on/him,  and  took 

47  him.*  And  one  of  them  that  stbod  by  drew  a 
sword,  and  smote  a  servant  of  the  high  priest, 

48  and  cut  off  his  ear.  And  Jesus  answered  and 
said  unto  them.  Are  ye  come  out  as  agsdnst  a 
thief,  with  swords  and  with  staves,  to  take  me  ? 

49  I  was  daily  with  you  in  the  temple  teaching,  and 
ye  took  me  not :   but  the  scriptures  must  be 

50  fulfilled.    And  they  all  forsook  him,  aud  fled. 

51  An(J?  there  followed  him  a  certain  young  man, 
having  a  linen  cloth  cast  about  his  naked  body ; 

52  and  the  young  men  laid  hold  on  him.  And  he 
left  the  linen  cloth,  and  fled  firom  them  naked. 

53  And  thev  led  iesus  away  to  the  high  priest : 
and  with  him  were  assembled  all  the  cUef 

54  priests,  and  the  elders,  and  the  scribes.  And 
Peter  followed  him  afiur  off,  even  into  the 
palace  of  the  high  priest ;    and  he  sat  with  the 
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55  servants,  and  warmed  lumself  at  the  fire.  And 
the  chieft  priests,  and  all  the  council,  sought 
for  witness  against  Jesus  to  put  him  to  death  ; 

56  and  found  none.  For  many  bare  false  witness 
against  him,  but  their  witness   agreed  not 

57  together.     And  there  arose  certain,  and  bare 

58  false  witness  against  him,  saying,  We  heard 
him  say,  I  will  destroy  this  temple  that  is  made 
with  hands,  and  within  three  days  I  will  build 

59  another  made  without  hands.      But  neither 
6(X  did  their  testimohy  agree  together.     And  the 

high  priest  stood  up  in  the  midst,  and  asked 
Jesus,  saying,  Answerest  thou  nothing  ?  what 

61  b  it  which  these  witness  against  thee  ?  But 
he  held  his  peace  and  answered  nothing. 
Again  the  high  priest  asked  him,  and  said  unto 
him,  Art  thou  the  Christ,  the  Sonof  theBlessedV 

62  And  Jesus  said,  I  am :  and  ye  shall  see  the  Son 
of  man  sitting  on  the  right  hand  of  power,  and 

63  coming  in  the  clouds  of  heaven.  Then  the 
high  priest  rent  his  clothes,  and  saith,  What 

64  need  we  any  further  witnesses  ?  Ye  have  heard 
the  blasphemy :    what  think  ye  ?  And  they  all 

65  condemned  him  to  be  guilty  of  death.  And 
some  began  to  spit  on  him,  and  to  cover  his 
&ce,  and  to  buffet  him,  and  to  say  unto  him. 
Prophesy :  and  the  servants  dii  strike  him 
with  the  palms  of  their  hands. 

66  And  as  Peter  was  beneath  in  the  palace,  there 
Cometh  one  of  the  maids  of  the  high  priest : 

67  And  when  she  saw  Peter  warming  himself,  she 
looked   upon  him,  and  said,  And  thou  also 

68  wast  with  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  But  he  denied, 
saying,  I  know  not,  neither  understand  I  what 
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thou  sayest.     And  he  went  out  into  the  porch : 

69  and  the  cock  crew.  And  a  maid  saw  him 
again^  and  began  to  say  to  them  that  stood  by, 

70  This  is  one  of  them.  And  he  denied  it  again. 
And  a  little  after,  they  that  stood  by  said  again 
to  Peter,  Surely  thou  art  one  of  them  :  for  thou 
art  a  Galilean,  and  thy  speech  agreeth  thereto. 

71  But  he  began  to  curse  and  to  swear,  sayings 

72  I  know  not  this  man  of  whom  ye  speak.  And 
the  second  time  the  cock  crew.  And  Peter 
called  to  mind  the  word  that  Jesus  said  unto 
him,  Before  the  cock  crow  twice,  thou  shall 
deny  me  thrice.  And  wheu  he  thought  there- 
en,  he  wept. 
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1  AND  immediately  in  the  morning  the  chief 
priests  held  a  consultation  with  the  elders  and 
scribes,  and  the  whole  council,  and  bound 
Jesus,  and  carried  him  away,  and  delivered  him 

2  to  Pilate.  And  Pikite  asked  him,  'Art  thou 
the  King  of  the  Jews  ?     And  he  answering, 

3  said  unto  them.  Thou  sayest  it  And  the 
chief  priests  accused  him  of  many  things  :  but 

4  he  answered  nothing.  And  Pilate  asked  him 
again,  saying,  Answerest  thou  nothing?  heboid 
how  many  things  they  witness  against  thee. 

5  But  Jesus  yet  answered  nothing  ;   so  that  Pi- 

6  late  marvelled.  Now  at  that  feast  he  released 
unto  them  one  prisoner  whomsoever  they  de- 

7  sired.  And  there  was  one  named  Barabbas, 
who  h^'  bound  with  tliem  that  had  made  in- 
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suirection  \idthhim,  who  had  committed  mur- 

8  der  in  the  insurrection.     And  the  multitude 
crying  aloud,  began  to  desire  him  to  do  as  he 

9  had  ever  done  for  them.     But  Pilate  answered 
them,  saying.  Will  ye  that  I  release  unto  you 

10  him  ye  call  Kin^  of  the  Jews  ?  (For  he  knew 
that  the  chief  pnests  had  delivered  him  for  en- 

11  vy.)  But  the  chief  priests  moved  the  people 
to  desire  xhsit  he  should  rather  release  Barabbas 

12  unto  them.  And  Pilate  answered,  and  said 
again  unto  them.  What  will  ye  then  that  I 
shall  do  unto  him  whom  ye  call  the  King  of 

13  the  Jews  ?    And  they  cried  out  again.  Crucify 

14  him.  Then  Pilate  said  unto  them,  Why, 
what  evil  hath  he  done  ?  And  they  cried  out 
the  more  exceedingly,  Crucify  him.* 

^15  And  Pilate,  willing  to  please  the  people,  re- 
leased  Barabbas  unto  them,  and  delivered  Je- 
sus, when  he  had  scourged  him^  to  be  cru- 

16  cified.  And  the  soldiers  led  him  away  into  the 
hall,  called  Pretorium  ;  and  they  call  together 

17  the  whole  military  band ;  and  they  clothed  him 
with  purple,  and  platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  and 

18  put  it  on  his  head,  and  put  his  own  clothes  upon 
him,  and  began  to  salute  him,  saying.  Hail,  King 

19  of  the  Jews.  And  they  smote  him  on  the  head 
with  arced,  and  spit  upon  him,  and  bowing  their 

20  knees,  worshipped  him.  And  when  they  had 
mocked  him,  they  took  ofiFthe  purple  robe  from 

21  him,  and  led  him  out  to  crucify  him.  And  they 

*  A  melaneholy  pn>of  of  the  awful  effects  of  passion  and 
prejadiee.  They  could  not  ailedge  nothing  against  Jesus  : 
jet  insisted  he  should  be  crucified. 
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compel  one  Simon  a  Cyrenian,  who  passed  by, 
coming  out  of  the  country,  the  father  ot  Alcx- 

22  ander  and  Rufus,  to  bear  his  cross*  And 
they  bring  him  unto  the  place  called  Golgotha, 
which  being  interpreted  is,  the  place  of  a  skull. 

23  And  they  gave  hini  to  drink  wine  mingled 

24  with  myrrh  :  but  he  received  it  not.  And 
when  they  had  crucified  him,  they  parted  his 
garments,  casting  lots  upon  them',  what  every 

25  man  should  take.     And  it  was  the  third  hour, 

26  and  they  crucified  him^  And  the  superscrip- 
tion of  his  accusation  was  written  over,  The 

27  King  of  the  Jews.  And  with  him  they 
crucify  two  thieves  ;  the  one  on  his  right  han(L 

28  and  the  other  on  his  left.  And  the  scripture 
was  fulfilled,  which  saith,  he  was  numbered 

29  with  the  transgressors.  And  they  who  passed 
by  railed  on  him,  wagging  their  lieads,  and 
saying.    Aha,  thou  that  destroyest  the  tem- 

30  pie,  andbuildest  it  in  three  days,  save  thy^ 

31  self,  and  come  down  from  the  cross.  Like- 
wise also  the  chief  priests  mocking,  said  among 

-  themselves,  with  the  scribes,  He  saved  others ; 

32  himself  he  cannot  save.  Let  this  Christ,  this 
King  of  Israel,  descend  now  from  the  cross, 
that  we  may  see  and  believe.     And  they  who 

33  were  crucified  with  him  reviled  him.  And 
when  the  sixth  hour  was  come,  there  was 
darkness  over  the    whole   land,     until    the 

34  ninth  hour.  And  at  the  ninth  hour  Jesus 
cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Eloi,  EIoi, 
lama  sabachthani  ?  which  is,  (being  interpre- 
ted,)   My  God,  My  God,  why    hast  thou 

95  forsaken  me  ?    And  some  of  them  that  stood 
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by,  when  they  heard  zV,  said,  Behold,  he  call- 

36  eth  Elijah.  And  one  ran,  and  filled  a  spunge 
full  of  vinegar,  and  put  it  on  a  reed,  and  gave 
him  to  drink,  saying,  Let  alone  ;  let  us  see 
whether  Elijah  will  come  to  take  him  down. 

37  And  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  and  expired. 
S8  And  the  vail  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain, 

from  the  top  to  the  bottom. 

39  And  when  the  centurion,  who  stood  over 
against  him,  saw  that  he  so  cried  out,  and 
expired,  he  said.  Truly  this  man  was  the  Son 

40  of  God.*  There  were  also  women  looking  on 
alar  off,  among  whom  was  Mary  Magdalene, 
and  Mary  the  mother  of  James  the  less,  and 

41  of  Joses,  and  Salome ;  who  also  when  he 
was  in  Galilee,  followed  him,  and  ministered 
nnto  him  ;  and  many  other  women  who  came 
up  with  him  unto  Jerusalem. 

42  And  now,  when  the  even  was  coipe  (be- 
cause it  was  the  preparation,  that  is,  the  day 

43  before  the  sabbath)  Joseph  of  Arimathea,  an 
honorable  counsellor,  who  also  waited  for  the 
kingdom  of  God,  came,  and  went  in  boldly 
unto  Pilate,  and  <:raved  the  body   of  Jesus. 

44  And  Pilate  marvelled  if  he  were  already  dead  : 
and  calling  unto  him  the  centurion,  he  asked 
him  whether  he  had  been  any  while   dead. 

45  And  when  he  knew  it  of  the  centurion,  he  gave 

46  the  body  to  Joseph*  And  he  bought  fine  linen, 
and  took  him  down,  and  wrapped  inm  in  the 
iinen,  and  laid  him  in  a  sepulc*e  which  wae 
hewn  out  of  arock,  and  rolled  a  stone  unto  the

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47  door  of  the  sepulchre.  And  Mary  Magda- 
lene, and  Mary  the  mother  of  loses  behdd 
where  he  was  laid. 


CHAP.  XVL 

1  AND  when  the  sabbath  was  past,  Mary 
Magdalene,  and  Mary  the  mother  of  James, 
and  Salome,  had  bought  sweet  spices,  that  they 

2  might  come  and  anoint  him.  And  very  early 
in  the  morning,  the  first  day  of  the  week,  they 
came  unto  the  sepulchre,  before  the  rismg  of 

3  the  sun  :*  And  they  said  among  themselves, 
Who  shall  roll  us  away  the  stone  from  the 

4  door  of  the  sepulchre  ?*  And  when  they  look- 
ed, they  saw  that  the  stone  was  rolled  away 

5  (for  it  was  very  great.)  And  entering^  into  the 
sepulchre,  they  saw  a  young  man  sitting  on 
the  right  side,  clothed  in  a  long  white  garment ; 

6  and  they  were  affrighted.  And  he  saitb  unto 
them,  Be  not  affrighted:  ye  seek  Jesus  of 
Nazareth,  who  was  crucified :  he  is  risen ;  he 
is  not  here :    behold  the  place  where  they  laid 

7  him.  But  go  your  way,  tell  his  disciples  and 
Peter,  that  he  goeth  befbre  you  mto  Galilee ; 
there  shall  ye  see  him  as  he  said  unto  you. 

8  And  they  went  out  quickly,  and  fled  from  the 
sepulchre ;  for  they  trembled,  and  were  amaz- 
ed :  neither  did  they  say  any  thing  to  any  one ; 
for  they  were  afraid. 

9  Now  when  Jestis  was  risen  early,  the  first 
day  of  the  week,  he  appeared  first  to  Maiy

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Magdalene,  out  of  whom  he  had  cast  seven  de- 

10  vils.  And  she  went  and  told  them  who  had 
been  with  him,  as  they  mourned  and  wept. 

11  And  $hey,  when  they  had  heard  that  he  was 
aiive,  and  had  been  seen  of  her,  believed  not. 

12  After  that,  he  appeared  in  another  form 
unto  two  of  them,  as  they  wallced  and  went 

13  into  the  country.  And  they  went  and  told  it 
unto  the  residue  :  neither  believed  they  them. 

14  Afterwards  he  appeared  unto  the  eleven,  as 
they  sat  at  meat,  and  upbraided  them  with 
their  unbelief,  and  hardness  of  heart,  because 
they  believed  not  them  who  had  seen  him 

15  after  he  was  risen.  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Go  ye  into  all  the  world,'  and  preach  the  gos- 

16  pel  to  every  creatm:e.  He  that  believeth,  and 
is  baptized,  shall  be  saved  ;  but  he  that  believ- 

17  eth  not,  shall  be  damned.  And  these  signs 
shall  follow  them  that  believe  ;  In  my  name 
shall  they  cast  out  devils  ;  they   shall  speak 

18  with  new  tongues  ;  they  shall  take  up  ser- 
pents ;  and  if  they  drink  any  deadly  thing,  it 
shall  not  hurt  them  :  they  shall  lay  hands  on 
the  sick,  and  they  shall  recover, 

19  So  then,  after  the  Lord  had  spoken  unto 
them,  he  was  received  up  into  heaven,  and  sat 

20  on  the  right  hand  of  God.*  And  they  went 
forth,  and  preached  every  where,  the  Lord 
working  with  them,  and  confirming  the  doc- 
trine wiUi  contemporaneous  miracles.    Amem

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PREFACE  TO  LUKE'S  GOSPEL. 


MOST  learned  men  in  the  Christian ehnrch  have  believefl 
Luke,  the  writer  of  this  gospel,  to  be  the  ^^beloved  physi- 
eian,"  mentioned  by  the  apostle  Paul,  in  one  of  his  epistles  $ 
and  he  is  supposea  io  have  been  favored  with  a  learned 
education.  Borne  -assert  that  he  was  among  the  first  who 
preached  Christ  to  the  heathens.  See  Acts  xiii.  t.  It  is 
a  common  o()inion  also,  that  he  was  a  citizen  of  Antiocb,  in 
Syria  $  and  that  there  he  first  became  acquainted,  with  St. 
Paul)  whom  he  afterwards  accompanied  in  manv  of  his 
missionary  jonrnies.  In  the  Acts  of  tne  Apostles,  universally 
ascribed  to  him,  he  speaks  as  one  who  attended  that  apostle 
in  many  of  h^is  journies  to  christianise  the  ^ntile  world. 
He  had,  therefore,  an  opportunity  of  obtaining  a  perfect 
knowledge  of  the  doctrines  of  the  gospel.  He  informs  ns 
that  he  was  also  acquainted  with  those  who  were  eye-wit- 
nesses of  our  Savior's  miracles,  and  from  whom  he  received 
the  account  given  in  his  history. 

In  the  introduction  to  his  gospel,  St.  Luke  speaks  of  other 
narratives  concerning  Christ,  which  he  consiclers  imperfect. 
He  certainly  does  not  refer  to  the  gospel  of  Mattnew  or 
Mark,  thoueh  probably  written  a  short  time  before  his  ; 
for,  he  would  not  have  spoken  of  them  in  this  manner. 
The  probability  is,  that  when  he  wrote  his  gospel  he  had 
not  seen  those  of  Matthew  and  Mark  ;  but  some  very  con- 
cise and  partial  accounts,  which  had  been  written  by  those 
not  fully  acquainted  with  the  whole  history  of  Christ  We 
are  not  to  suppose,  that  these  accounts  contained  an^  false 
relations  $  but  only  that  they  were  incomplete.  This  con- 
sideration induced  him  to  give  a  more  perfect  narrative. 
And  to  this  he  was  probably  solicited  by  Theophilus,  to 
whom  his  gospel  and  his  history  of  the  early  labors  of  (he 
apostles  are  addressed.  This  indeed  is  the  reason  su^Mst- 
^ed  in  the  beginning  of  his  go^>eL  Christian  writers  or  the 
second  and  tnird  century  were  of  opinion,  that  Luke  wrote 
^-  isospel  soon  after  Matthew  and  Blwrl^  bat  without  aoj 
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koowledge  of  their  histories.  He  relates  many  events  re- 
speetirij^  the  birth  of  John  the  Baptist,  and  of  oar  Lord^, 
omitteil  by  the  other  evangelists ;  and  has  preserved  80m€ 
parables  spoken  by  Christ,,  of  which  tlie  others  make  no 
meotion,  as  that  of  the  prodigal  son  ;  of  the  rieh  man  and 
Lazarus  I  of  the  good  Samaritan,  &e.  It  is  almost  the 
universal  belief  that  this  gospel  was  written  in  the  Greek 
laogoage,  w  ith  m  liich  Luke  was  well  acquainte<l,  and  which 
was  then  the  prevailing  and  popular  language  of  the  wliole 
eivilized  world.  Where  it  was  written,  is  not  so  certain. 
Some  have  supposed  at  Rome,  ot  hers,  with  mure  probability, 
that  it  was  m  rttten  in  Achaia  in  Greece,  or  at  Antioch  in 
Sjria,  bordering  on  tlie  east  of  Greeee,  the  place  of  the 
midenee  of  the  evangelist. 

Though  Lake  was  a  man  of  more  learning  than  the  other 
writers  of  the  evangelical  history^  and  wrote  the  Greek 
language  with  greater  parity  and  elegance  than  they,  he 
makes  no  unnecessary  parade  of  learning.  He  aims  at  no 
u-tificial.  eloquence.  His  narration  is  simple,  and  natural : 
and  his  object  appears  to  have  been  to  relate  the  miracles 
and  the  discourses  of  his  divine  Master  without  ezaegera- 
tioD,  and  witiiout  eulogy.  In  ^vriting  his  ^spelpit  is 
supposed  he  had  the  assistance  of  St.  Paul,  with  whom  he 
>vas  many  years  associated  in  extending  the  knowledge  and 
blessings  of  Christianity.  It  is  not  probable,  however,  that 
be  received  that  direct  and  personal  assistance  from  St. 
Paal  in  writing  his  gospel,  which  Mark  is  supposed  to  have 
bad  from  St.  Peter  in  preparmg  his  histoiy.  For  Luke 
VB8  aeouaioted  with  the  immedi'^te  apostles  of  Christ,  and 
with  others  who  had  heard  his  discourses  and  seen  his  mi- 
raculous works  5  and  from  them>  procured  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  life  awl  character  of  our  Lord,  with  the 
particular  design  of  giviug  a  more^  correct  and  complete 
Darralive  for  tlw  instruction  of  the  believers  in  Greece,  at 
whose  request  he  prepared  t  his  history.  This  is  fully  im- 
plied in  the  introduction  to  his  gospel. 

Some  have  maintained  that  this  evangelist  was  one  of 
tbe  seventy  disciples  sent  out  by  Christ  to  teach  and  preach 
in  the  cities  of  Judea.  By  others  it  is  said,  that  this 
SQpposition  militates  with  his  own  declaration,  in  the 
b^^mning  of  his  gospel.  Upon  careful  attention  to  what 
&  there  said,  however,  we  think  it  will  appear,  that  be  has- 
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reference  to.  some  others  who  had  given  an  aoeount  of  the  Bit- 
I'aelea  and  doctrines  of  Christ,  when  he  sajs,  that  they  wrote 
what  had  been  delivered  unto  them  by  eye-witnesses,  &c. 
and  when  he  addsf  as  in  the  third  verse  of  the  first  ehapter, 
^'It  seemed  good  to  me  also,  having  had  perfect  understand- 
ing of  all  things  from  the  very  firsts  to  wnte  unto  thee,  in 
order,"  &c.  Now  this  expression  does,  by  no  means,  ex- 
clude the  idea  of  the  evangelist  having  IlkA  personal  know- 
ledge of  Christ  and  of  his  miracles.  He  mi^ht,  indeed, 
justly  use  such  language,  though  he  derived  his  information 
iroia  others,  who  Knew  the  facts  they  related.  But  the 
original  conveys  this  idea,  that  ^Ht  seemed  fit  and  proper  to 
him,  to  write  a  history  of  Christ,  as  he  had  been  contempo^ 
rary  with  and  perfectljf  acquainted  with  all  persons  and 
events  from  the  first,''  &c.  And  we  cannot  but  believe 
that  St.  Luke  personallv  enjoyed  the  favor  of  hearins:  and 
seeing  our  Lord  \  and  that  the  natural  meaning  of  his 
language  in  this  place  is  this,  that  much  of  what  he  re- 
lates he  had  himself  witnessed,  and  of  the  other  things  he 
was  assured  by  the  apostles  themselves,  with  whom  he  was 
intimately  acquaintea. 

Before  he  accompanied  Paul,  and  after  he  left  the  apostle 
upon  his  first  visit  to  Rome,  as  related  in  the  last  chapter 
of  Acts,  St.  Luke  is  supposed  to  have  travelled  through 
various  parts  of  Greece  to  preach  the  Gospel :  and  it  is  said 
by  some  of  the  ancient  ecclesiastical  writers,  that  he  died 
at  Ephesus.  Bui  there  is  no  precise  and  satisfactory  his- 
torical proof  of  this  fact. 

Amidst  the  variety  of  testimonies  from  the  early  Christian 
writers  respecting  the  gospel  of  Luke,  the  following  may  be 
sufficient.  IrenaeuSj  as  already  quoted  in  the  preface  to 
Matthew's  gospel,  says,  '^Lulee,  the  companion  of  Paul, 
itit  down  in  a  book  the  gospel  preaehed  by  him."  Again, 
lie  says  of  this  evangelist,  that^  ^'he  %vas  not  only  a  compan- 
ioTi  and  fellow -laborer  of  Paul ;  but  of  some  of  the  other 
Apostles."  TerttUliany  a  very  learned  Christian  father, 
ipeaks  thus  of  Luke — ^^Hhooeh  not  an  apostle,  yet  he  was 
apostolical.''  Or»^n,  another  learned  doctor  in  the  primitive 
Christian  church,  says,  ^Hhe  third  gospel  is  that  according 
to  liuke,  which  St.  Paul  commenddl,  and  which  was  pub- 
lished for  the  sake  of  the  Gentile  converts."  EuseUm. 
bishop  of  Cosarea,  asserts,  that  ^^Luke,  who  was  of  Antio^? 
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wkT  by  proftsflion  a  phmeian,  for  the  most  part  a  eompaii- 
im  of  Pan],  bat  who  Wks  also  acquainted  with  the  other 
apostles,  has  left  us  in  two  books,  ^ivinelj  inspired, 
evidenees  of  the  art  of  healine  sools,  whieh  he  had  learned 
from  them.  One  of  these  is  Uxe  eospel,  whieh  he  professes 
to  have  written  as  titer  delivered  it  to  him.  The  other  is 
the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  whieh  he  composed  from  his  own 
knowledge."  Jerome*s  testimony  is  nearly  the  same  as  that 
•f  JSuseSimj  whose  account  probably  he  copied  with  some^ 
riight  Terbal  alterations.  He  says,  that  ^^Luke,  a  physi* 
eian  of  Antioeh,  not  unskilful  in  the  Greek  language,  a 
csostant  companion  of  8t.  Paul  in  his  travels,  wrote  a 
gospel ;  and  another  excellent  volume,  entitled  the  Acts 
of  the  Apostles.  It  is  supposed,  that  Luke  did  not  leam 
his  gasnel  from  Bt.  Paul  only,  who  had  not  seen  our  Lord 
in  the  flesh ;  but  also  from  the  other  apostles.  But  the 
Acts  be  composed  from,  what  he  had  seen  and  knew 
himself.'' 
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CHAP.  L 

IAS  many*  have  undertaken  to  give  a  partic- 
ular  account  of  those  things  which  are  most 

2  surely  believed  among  us,  even  as  they  deliv- 
ered  them  unto  us,  who  from  the  begimning 
were  eye-witnesses,  and  ministers  of  the  word : 

3  It  seemed  good  to  me  also,  (having  had  per- 
fect understanding  of  all  things  from  the  very 
first, )t  to  write  unto  thee  in  order,  most  ex- 

4  cellent  Theophilus,  that  thou  mf^htest  know 
the  certainty  of  those  things  wherein  thou  liast 
been  instructed. 

5  IN  the  days  of  Herod  the  king  of  Judea, 
there  was  a  priest  named  Zacharias,  of  the 
course  of  Abia :  and  his  wife  was  of  the  daugh- 
ters of  Aaron,  and  her  name  was  Elizabeth. 

6  And  they  were  both  righteous  before  God, 
walking  in  all  the   commandments  and  ordi- 

7  nances  of  the  Lord  blameless.  And  they  had 
no  child,  because  that  Elizabeth  was  barren^ 
aud  they  were  both  far  advanced  in  years  : 

*  Who  perhaps  were  not  wholly  eompetent  to  it. 
t  That  18,  being  contemporary,  an4  aequaiated  with  fJl 
persons  and  dreamstaaees. 
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8  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  while  he  executed 
the  priest^s  office  before  God  in  the  order  of 

9;  his  course,  according  to  the  custom  of  the 
priest's  office,  his  lot  was  to  bum  incense 
when  he  went  into  the  temple  of  the  Lord* 

10  And  the  whole  multitude  of  the  people  were 

11  praying  without,  at  the  time  of  incense.  And 
there  appeared  unto  him  an  angel  of  the  Lord, 
standing  on  the  right  side  of  the  ahar  of  in- 

12  cense.     And  when  Zacharias  saw  Aii»,  he  was 

13  troubled,  and  fear  fell  upon  him.  But  the 
angel  said  unto  him.  Fear  not,  Zacharias  :  for 
thy  prayer  is  heard  ;  and  thy  wife  Elizabeth 
shall  bear  thee  a  son,  and  thou  shatt  call  his 

14  name  John.  And  thou  shalt  have  joy  and 
gladness  ;  and  many  shall  rejoice  at  his  birth* 

15  For  he  shall  be  great  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord» 
and  shall  drink  neidier  wine  nor  strong  drink  ; 
and  he  shall  be  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit, 

16  even  from  his  mother's  womb.  And  many 
of  the  children  of  Israel  he  shall  turn  to  the 

17  Lord  their  God.  And  he  shall  go  before  him 
in  the  spirit  and  power  of  Elijah,  to  turn  the 
hearts  of  the  fathers  to  the  children,  and  the 
disobedient  to  the  wisdom  of  the  just ;  to 
make  ready  a  people  prepared  for  the  Lord. 

18  And  Zacharias  said  unto  the  angel,  Whereby 
shall  I  know  this  ?  for  I  am  to  old  man,  and 

19  my  wife  advanced  in  years.  And  the  angel 
answering,  said  unto  hirh,  I  am  Gabriel,  who 
stand  in  tne  presence  of  God ;  and  am  sent  to 
speak  unto  thee,  and  to  shew  thee  these  glad 

20  tidings.  And  behold,  thou  shalt  be  dumb, 
and  not  able  to  speak,  until  the  day  that  these 
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things  shall  be  accomplished,  because  thou  be* 
Tievest  not  my  words,  which  shall  be  fulfilled 

21  in  their  season.  And  the  people  wsuted  for 
2acharias,  and  marvelled  that  he  tarried  so  long 

22  in  the  temple.  And  when  he  came  out,  be 
could  not  speak  unto  them  :  and  they  perceiv- 
ed that  he  had  seen  a  vision  in  the  temple : 
for  he  beckoned  unto  them,  and  remamed 

23  speechless^  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  soon 
as  the  days  of  his  ministration  were  accomplish- 

24  ed,  he  departed  to  his  own  house.  Andaftet 
those  days  his  wife  Elizabeth  conceived,  and 

25  hid  herself  five  months,  sajring,  Thus  hath  the 
Lord  dealt  with  me,in  the  days  wherein  helook- 
ed  on  me,to  take  away  my  reproach  among  men. 

^  And  in  the  sixth  month  the  angel  Grabriel  was 
sent  from  God  unto  a  city  of  Galilee,  named 

27  Nazareth,  to  a  virgin  betrothed  to  a  min 
whose  name  was  Joseph,  of  the  house  of  Da* 

28  vid,  and  the  virgin's  name  vxas  Mary.  And 
the  ang^l  came  in  unto  her,  and  said,  Hail,  thou 
Mghly  favored,  the  Lord  is-  with  thee :  blessed 

^9  art  thou  among  women.  And  when  she  saw 
him,  she  was  troubled  at  his  saying,  and  cast; 
in  her  mind  what  manner  of  salutation  this 

30  should  be.  And  the  angel  said  unto  her,  Feai; 
not,  Mary :   for  thou  hast  found  fiivor  witU 

31  God.  And  behold,  thou  shalt  conceive  in  thv 
womb,  and  bring  forth  a  son,  and  shalt  call 

a2-  his  name  JESUS**    He  shall  be  great,  and 


*^That  h^  a  Savior,  or  deliverer... 
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shall  be  calfed  the  Son  of  the  Most  High,t  and 
the  Lord  Grod  shall  give  unto  him  the  throne 

33  of  his  father  David.  And  he  shall  reign  over 
the  house  of  Jacob  forever ;   and  of  his  king-^ 

34  dom  there  shall  be  no  end.  Then  said  Mary 
unto  the  angel,    How  shall  this  be,  seeing  I 

35  know  not  a  man  ?  And  the  angel  answered 
and  said  unto  her,  The  Holy  Spirit  shall  come 
upon  thee,  and  the  power  of  the  Most  High 
shall  overshadow  thee :  therefore  also  that  holy 
One  which  shall  be  bom  of  thee  shall  be  called 

36  the  Son  of  God.  And  behold,  thy  cousin 
Elizabeth,  she  hath  also  conceived  a  son  in  her 
old  age  :  and  this  is  the  sixth  month  with  her 

37  who  was  called  barren.     For  with  God  nothing 

38  shall  be  impossible.  And  Mary  said,  Behold 
the  handmaid  of  the  Lord,  be  it  unto  me  ac- 
cording to  thy  word.  And  the  angel  departed 
from  her. 

39  And  Mary  aro^'in  those  days,  and  went 
into  the  hill-count^  with  haste,  into  a  city  of 

*0  luda,  and  entered  into  the  house  of  Zacharias, 

41  and  saluted  Elizabeth.  And  it  came  to  pass,, 
that  when  Elizabeth  heard  the  sakitation  of 
Mary,  the  babe  leaped  in  her  womb:    and 

a  Elizabeth  was  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit.  And 
she  spake  out  with  a  loud  voice,  and  said, 
Blessed  art  thou  among  women,  and  blessed 

43  is  the  fruit  of  thy  womb.  And  whence  is  this 
to  me,  that  the  mother  of  my  Lord  should  come 

t  Christ  ia  called  the  Son  of  God,  as  he  ^as  formed  by

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44  tx>  me  ?  For  lo,  as  soon  as  the  voice  of  thy 
salutation  sounded  in  mine  ears,  the  babe  leap- 

45^  ed  hi  my  womb  for  joy.  And  blessed  is  she 
who  believed :  for  there  shall  be  a  performance 
of  those  things  which  were  told  her  from  the 

46  Lord.     And  Mary  said,  My  soul  doth  magnify 

47  the  Lord,  and  my  spirit  rejoiceth  in  God  m^y 

48  Savior.  For  he  haUi  regarded  the  low  estate 
of  his  hand-maiden :  and  behold,  from  hence- 
forth  all   generations   shall  call  me  blessed. 

49  For  he  that  is  mighty   hath  done  to  me  great 

50  things ;  and  holy  is  his  name.  And  his  mercy 
is  on  them  that  fear  him^  from  generation  to 

51  generation.  He  hath  shewed  strength  with 
his  arm :   be  hath   scattered  the  proud  in  the 

52  imagination  of  their  hearts.  He  hath  put  down 
the  mighty  from  their  seats,  and  exalted  them 

53  of  low  degree.*  He  hath  filled  the  hungry 
with  good  things,  and  the  rich  he  hath  sent 

54  empty  away.     He  hath  helped  his  servant  Is- 

55  rael,  in  remembranc^f  his  mercy.  As  he 
spake  to  our  fathers,  •to  Abraham,  and  to  his 

56  seed  forever.  And  Mary  abode  with  her 
about  three  months,  and  returned  to  her  own 

57  house.  Now  Elizabeth^s  full  time  came  that 
she  should  be  delivered ;  and  she  brought  forth 

58  a  son.  And  her  neighbors  and  her  cousins

69  pie,  and  hath  raised  up  an  horn  of  salvation  for 

70  us,  in  the  house  of  his  servant  David ;  as  he 
spake  by  the  mouth  of  his  holy  prophets,  who 

71  have  been  since  the  world  began :  That  we 
should  be  saved  from  our  enemies,  and  from 

72  the  liand  of  all  that  hate  us :  f  To  perform  the 
mercy  to  our  fathers,  and  to  rememba:  his  holy 

73  covenant :     The  oath  which  he  sware  to  our 

74  father  Abraham,  that  he  would  grant  unto  us, 
that  we,  being  delivered  out  of  the  hands  of  our

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75  enemies,  might  serve  him  without  fear,  in 
holiness  and  righteousness  before  him,  all   the 

76  days  of  our  life.  And  thou,  child,  shall  be 
called  the  prophet  of  the  Most  High :  for  thou 
shalt  go  before  the  face  of  the  Lord,  to  prepare 

77  his  ways;  To  give  knowledge  of  salvation 
unto  his  people,  by  the  remission  of  their  ains, 

78  through  the  tender  mercy  of  our  God,  whereby 

79  the  light  from  on  high  hath  visited  us,  to  en- 
lighten them  who  sit  in  darkness,  and  in  the 
shadow  of  death ;   to  guide  our  feet  into  the

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6  child.  And  so  it  was,  that  while  they  were 
there,   the   dayS  ^vere  accomplished  that  she 

7  slK)uld  be  delivered.  And  she  brought  forth 
her  first-bom  son,  and  wrapped  him  in  swad- 
dling-clothes, and  laid  him  in  a  manger ;  be- 
cause there  was  no  room  for  them  in  the   inn. 

8  And  there  were  in  the  same  country  shepherds 
abiding  in  the  field,  keeping  watch  over  their 

9  flock  by  night.  And  lo,  the  angel  of  the  Lord 
came  upon  them,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord 
shone  round  about  them :    and  they  were  sore 

10  afraid.  And  the  angel  said  unto  them,  Fear 
not :  for  behold,  I  bring  you  good  tidings  of 

11  great  joy,  which  shall  be  to  all  people.  For 
unto  you  is  born  this  day,  in  the  city  of  David,

26  And  it  was  revealed  unto  him  by  the  Holy 
Spirit,  that  he  should  not  see  death*  before  he

by  the  Spirit}  into  the  temple  :  and  when  the

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parents  brought  in  the  child  Jesus,  to  do  for 
him  after  the  custom  of  the  law,  then  he  took 
him   up   in    his  arms,    and  blessed  God,  and 

29  said,  Lord,  now  leltest  thou  thy  servant  depart 

30  in  peace,  according  to  thy  word  :    For   mine 

31  eyes  have  seen  thy  salvation,  which   thou  hast 

32  prepared  before  all  people  ;  a  light  to 
enlighten  the  Gentiles,   and   the  glory  of  thy 

33  people  Israel.  And  Joseph  .and  his  mother 
wondered  at  those  things  which  were  spoken 

34  of  him.  And  Simeon  blessed  them,  and  said 
unto  Mary,  his  mother,  Behold,  this  child  is 
set  for  uhe  fall  and  rising  again  of  many  in  Israel ; 
<md  for  a  sign  which  shall  be  spoken  against : 

2^5  (Yea,  ^  sword  shall  pierce  through  thine  own 
soul  also)  that  the  thoughts  of  many  hearts

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1  NOW  in  the  fifteenth  year  of  the  reign  of 
Tiberius  C«sar,  Pontius  Pilate  being  governor

He  shall  give  his  angels  charge  over  thee  to 

11  keep  thee  :  And  in  theirlMxnds  they  shall  bear 
thee  up,  lest  at  any  tiir^e  thou  dash  thy  ft)ot 

12  against  a  stone.  And  Jesus  answering,  said 
unto  him,  It  is  said,  Thou  shalt  not  tempt  the 

13  Lord  thy  God,  And  when  the  devil  had  end- 
ed all  temptation,  he  departed  from  him  for  a 
season. 

14  And  Jesus  returned  in  the  power  of  the 
Spirit*  into  Galilee  :  and  there  went  out  a 
fame  of  him  through  all  the  region  round  a- 

15  bout.  And  he  taught  in  their  synagogues, 
being  glorified  of  all. 

16  Ana  he  came'  to  Nazareth,  where  he  had 
been  brought  up  :  and,  as  his  custom  was,  he 
went  into  the  synagogue  on  the  sabbath-day, 

17^  and  stood  up  to  read.t  And  there  was  deliv- 
ered  unto  him  the  book  of  the  prophet  Isaiah. 
And  when  he  had  opened  the  book,  he  found 

18  the  place  where  it  was  written.  The  spirit  of 
the  Lord  is  upon  me,  because  he  hath  anoint- 
ed me  to  preach  the  gospel  to  the  poor  :  J  he 
hath  sent  me  to  heal  the  broken-hearted,  to

t  Some  suppose  he  was  of  an  order  of  the  ^iesthood, 
as  none  but  such  were  allowed  to  teach  publicly  in  tbe 
synagogues. 

i  Onr  Lord  not  only  came  to  proclaim  the  divine  mercy 
to  all  true  penitents  ;  but  to  instruct  the  poor  and  commoa 
class  of  people  in  the  great  doctrines  of  pardon  and  of  a 
holy  life.  Other  teachers  had  confined  their  instruetioiift 
to  IX  few  of  th^  better  sort. 
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preJach  deliverance  to  the  captives,  and  recov- 
ering of  sight  to  the  blind,  to  set  at  liberty  them 

19  that  are   bruised,    to   preach  the   acceptable 

20  year  of  the  Lord.  And  be  closed  the  book, 
and  he  gave  it  again  to  tlie  attendant,  and  sat 
down.     And  the  eyes  of  all  them  that  were  in 

21  the  synagogue  were  fastened  on  him.  And 
he  began  to  say  unto  them.  This  day  is  this 

22  scripture  luliillcd  in  your  ears*  And  all  bare 
him  witness,  and  wondered  at  the  gracious 
words   which   proceeded  out  of  his  mouth. 

23  And  they  said.  Is  not  this  Joseph's  son  ?  And 
he  said  unto  them,  Ye  will  surely  address  unto 
me  this  pro\'erb,  Physician,  heal  thyself :  what- 
soever we  have  heard  done  in  Capernaum,  do 

24  also  here  in  thy  countrj\  And  he  said.  Veri- 
ly I  say  unto  you.  No  prophet  is  accepted  in 

25  his  own  country.     But  1  tell   you  of  a  truth, 
many  widows  were  in  Israel  in  the  days  of  Eli- 
jah, when  the  heavtn  was  shut  up  three  years 
candsix  months,  when  great  famine  wasthrough- 

526  out  all  the  land  ;  but  unto  none  of  them  was 
Elijah  yent,  but  unto  Sarepta,  a  city  of  Sldon, 

27  unto  a  woman  that  was  a  widow.  And  many 
lepers  were  in  Israel  in  the  time  of  Elisha  the 
prophet  ;  and  none  of  them  were  cleansed,  but 

28  Naaman  the  Syrian.  And  all  they  in  the  syn- 
agogue, when  they  heard  these  things,  were 

29  filled  with  wrath.  And  rose  up,  and  thrust 
him  out  of  the  city,  and  led  him  unto  the  brow 
of  the  hill  (whereon  their  city  .was  buih)  that 

30  they  might  cast  him  down  headlong.  But  he, 
passing  tlirough  the  midst  of  tliem,  went  away. 

31  And  he  came  down  to  Caperpauin,^  acity  of 
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GalUee,  and  taught  them  on  the  sabbath,  days. 
32  And  they  were  astonished  at  his  doctrine  :  for 

his  word  was  with  power. 
S3       Now  in  the  synagogue  there  was  a  man  who 

had  a  spirit  of  an  unclean  devil ;  and  he  cried 
34  out  with  a  loud  voice,*  saying,  Ah  !    what 

have  we  to  do  with  thee,  Jesus  of  Nazareth  ? 

art  thou  come  to  destroy  us  ?    I  know   thee 
55  who  thou  art ;  the  Holy  One  of  God.     And 

Jesus  rebuked  him,  saying,  Hold  thy  peace, 

and  come  out  of  him.     And  when  the  devil 

Ixad  thrown  him  in  the  midst,  he  came  out  of 

36  him,  and  hurt  him  not.  And  they  were  all 
amazed,  and  spake  among  themselves,  saying. 
What  a  word  is  this  ?  for  with  authority  and 
power  he  commandeth  the  unclean  spirits,  and 

37  they  come  out.  And  the  fame  of  him  went 
out  into  every  place  of  the  coimtry  round 
about. 

38  And  he  arose  out  of  the  synagogue,  and  en- 
tered into  Simon's  house.  And  Simon's  wife's 
mother  was  taken  with  a  great  fever  ;  and  they 

39  besought  him  for  her.  And  he  stood  over 
her,  and  rebuked  the  fever :  and  it  left  her  ; 
and  immediately  she  arose  and  ministered  unto 
them. 

40  Now  when  tlie  sun  was  setting,  all  they  that 
had  any  sick  with  divers  diseases,  brought 
them  unto  him  :  and  he  laid  his  hands  on  eve- 

41  ry  one  of  them,  and  healed  them.  And  devils 
also  came  out  of  many,  crying  out,  and  saying, 

*  It  was  the  popular  opinion  among  the  Jews  that  the 
spirit  of  demons  possessed  men,  Aod  maSe  (hem  insane  and 
lanatic.  ^        ^c^  '^ 
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Thou  art  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,     And  he  re- 
buked them,  and  suffered  them  not  to  speak  : 

42  fqr  they  knew  that  he  was  Christ.  And  when  it 
was  dajf  he  departed  and  went  into  a  desort 
pJace  :  and  the  peojde  sought  him,  and  came 
unto  him,  and  insisted  that  he  should  not  depart 

43  from  them.  And  he  said  unto  them,  I  must 
preach  the  kingdom  of  God  to  other  cities  also : 

.  44  for  therefore  am  I  sent.  And  he  preached  in 
the  synagogues  of  Galilee.

AND  it  was  so,  that  as  the  people  pressed 
upon  him  to  hear  the  word*  of  God,  he  stood 

I  by  the  lake  of  Gennasereth,  and  saw  two  ships 
standing  in  the  lake;  but  the  fishermen  were 
gone  out  of  them,  and  were  washing  their  nets. 

I  And  he  entered  into  one  c^  the  ships,  which 
was  Simon's,  and  besought  him  that  he  wou%l 
thrust  out  a  little  from  the  land.  And  he  sat 
down,  and  taught  tlie  people  from  the  ship. 

i  Now  when  he  ^d  left  speaking,  he  said  unto 
Simon,  Launch  out  into  the  deep,  and  let  down 

i  your  nets  for  a  draught.     And  Simon  answer- 
ing, said  unto  him.  Master,  we  have  toiled  all* 
the  night,  and  have  taken  nothing  ;    neverthe- 

6  less,  at  thy  word,  I  will  let  dowp  the  net.  And 
when  they  had  done  this,  they  enclosed  a  great 
multitude  of   fishes  :    and   their  net  brake. 

7  And  they  beckoned  unto  their  partners  who 

*  Tiie  gospel  of  the  kiii|;doiD,  as  tlic  other  erangelists  say. 
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were  in  the  other  ship,  that  they  should  come 
and  help  them.  And  they  came  and  filled 
both  the  ships,  so  that  they  began  to  sink. 

«  When  Simon  Peter  saw  iiy  he  fell  down  at 
Jesus'  knees,  saying,  Depart  from  me ;    for  I 

9  am  a  sinful  man,  O  Lord.  For  he  was  aston- 
ished,  and  all  that  were   with  him,  at  the 

10  draught  of  fishes  whiththey  had  taken:  And 
so  was  also  James  and  John,  the  sonsof  Zebe- 
dee,  who  were  partners  Tvdth  Simon.  And 
Jesus  s2ud  unto  Simon,  Fear  not;  fromhence- 

11  forth  thou  shalt  catch  men.  And  when  they 
had  brought  their  ships  tofftid,  they  forsook  all, 
and  followed  him. 

12  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  was  in  a 
certain  city,  behold,  a  man  full  of  leprosy ; 
who  seeing  Jesus,  fell  on  his  face,  and  besought 
him,   saying,  Lord,  if  thou  wilt,  thou  canst 

13  make  me  clean.  And  he  put  forth  his  hand, 
and  touched  him,  saying,  Be  thou  clean. 
And  immediately  the  leprosy  departed  from 

14  him.  And  he  charged  him  to  tell  no  man  : 
but  go,  and  shew  thyself  to  the  priest,  and 
offer  for  thy  cleansing,  according  as  Moses 

15  commanded,  for  a  testimony  unto  them.  But 
so  much  the  more  there  went  a  fame  abroad  of 
him  :  and  great  multitudes  came  together  to 
hear,  and  to  be  healed  by  him  of  their  in- 
firmities. 

16_      Then  he  withdrew  himself  into  the  wilder- 

17  ness,  and  prayed.     And  it  came  to  pass  on  a 

certain  day,  as  he  was  teaching,  that  there  were 

Pliarisees  and  doctors' of  the  law  sitting  by, 

who  were  come  out  of  every  town  of  Galilee, 
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and  Judea  and  Jerusalem  ;   and  the  Lord  had 
power  to  heal  them. 

18  And  behold  men  brought, in  a  bed  a  man 
who  was  paralytic  :  and  they  attempted  to 
bring   him  in,  and  to  lay   him  before  Jesus.  ^ 

19  And  when  they  could  not  find  by  what  way 
they  might  bring  him  in,  because  of  themuU 
titude,  they  went  upon  the  house- top,*  and 
let  him  down  through  the  fiiing  with  his  couch, 

20  into  the  midst  before  Jesus.  And  when  he 
saw  their  faith,  he  said  unto  them,  Man,  thy 

21  sins  are  forgiven  thee.  And  the  scribes  and 
the  Pharisees  began  to  reason,  saying,  Who 
is  this  who  speaketh  blasphemies  ?    Who  can 

22  forgive  sins,  but  God  only  ?  But  when  Jesus 
perceived  their  thoughts,  he  said  unto  them, 

23  What  reason  ye  in  your  hearts  ?  Whether  is 
it  easier  to  say,    Thy  sins  be  forgiven  thee  ; 

24  or  to  say,  Rise  up  and  walk ;  But  that  ye  may 
know  that  the  Son  of  man  hath  power  upon 
earth  to  forgive  sins  ?  He  said  unto  the  sick 
of  the  palsy,  I  say  unto  thee.  Arise,  and  take 

25  up  thy  couch,  and  go  into  thine  house.  And 
immediately  he  rose  up  before  them,  and  took 
up  that  whereon  he  lay,  and  departed  to  his 

26  own  house,  glorifying  God.  And  they  were 
all  amazed  ;  and  they  glorified  God^  and  were 
filled  with  fear,  saying,  We  have  seen  wonder, 
ful  things  to-day. 

27  And  after  these  things  he  went  forth,  and 
saw  a  publican  named  Levi,  sitting  at  the 
customhouse  :  and  he  said  unto  him,  Follow 

,.HK  QooqIc 
♦  The  houses  were  low,  and  the  roof  nearly  flat.  ^ 
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28  me.    And  leaving  rfl,  he  arose  and  followed 

29  him.  And  Levi  made  him  a  great  feast  in 
his  own  house  :  and  there  was  a  great  com- 
pany of  publicans,  and  of  others  who  sat  down 

30  with  them.  But  their  scribes  and  Pharisees 
murmured  against  his  disciples,  saying,  Why 
do  ye  eat  and  drink  with  publicans  and  sinners? 

31  And  Jesus  answpring,  said  imto  them,  They 
who  are  whole* need  not  a  physician;   but 

32  they  who  are  sick.  I  came  not  to  call  the 
righteous,  but  sinners  to  repentance.* 

33  And  they  said  unto  him,  Why  do  the  dis- 
ciples of  John  and  of  the  Pharisees  fast  often, 
and  make  prayers,  but  thine  eat  and  drink  ? 

3A  And  he  said  unto  them,  Can  ye  make  the 
children  of  the  jDride-chamber  fast,  while  the 

35  bridegroom  is  with  them  ?  But  the  days  will 
come,  when  the  bridegroom  will  be  taken 
away  from  them,  and  then  shall  they  fast  in 
those  days. 

36  And  he  also  addressed  to  them  this  simili- 
tude :  No  man  putteth  a  piece  of  new  garment 
upon  an  old  :  if  otherwise,  then  both  the  new 
maketh  a  rent,  and  the  piece  that  was  taken 
out  of  the  new  agreeth   not  with  the  old. 

37  And  no  man  putteth  new  wine  into  old  bottles,t 
else  the  new  wine  will  burst  the  bottles,  and 

58  be  spilled,  and  the  bottles  shall  perish.    Bat 

»  The  Savior  was  full  of  compasaion  to  sinners,  auJ 
promned  them  pardon  on  repentance :  Yet  his  do»tri»«» 
are  most  pare  and  holj.  He  diseovers  tto  fkvor  towards 
those  who  continue  in  sin. 

t  The  bottles  were  large  leather  bags,  and  new  wincbj 
fermentation  would  be  likelj  to  burst  them. 
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new  wine  must  be  put  into  new  bottles ;   and 
39  both   are    preserved.     No  man   also   having 
drunken  old  wine,  immediately  desireth  new  : 
for  he  saith,  The  old  is  better. 


.     CHAR  VL 

1  And   it  came   to   pass  on  the    second 
sabbath  after  the  first,*  that  he  went  through 
the  corn-fields  ;   and  his  disciples  plucked  the . 
ears  of  corn,  and  did  eat,  rubbing  them  in  their 

2  hands.  And  some  of  the  Pharisees  said  unto 
them,  Why  do  ye  that  which  is  not  lawful  to 

3  do  on  the  sabbath-days  ?  And  Jesus  answer, 
ing  them,  said,  Have  ye  not  read  so  much  as 
tliis,    what   David    did,   when    himself  was 

4  hungry,  and  they  who  were  with  him  ?  How 
he  went  into  the  house  of  God,  and  did  take 
and  eat  the  shew-bread,  and  gave  also  to  them 
that  were  with  him  ;    which  is  not  lawful  to 

5  eat,  but  for  the  priests  alone?  And  he  said 
unto  them.  That  the  Son  of  man  is  Lord  also 

6  of  the  sabbath.  And  it  came  to  pass  also  on 
another  sabbath,  that  he  entered  into  the 
synagogue,  and  taught :    and  there  was  a  man 

7  whose  right  hand  was  withered :  And  the 
scribes  and  Pharisees  watched  him,  whether  he 
would  heal  on  the  sabbath- dtiy  ;    thjf   they

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8  might  find  an  accusation  against  him.*  But 
he  knew  their  thoughts,  and  said  to  the  man 
who  had  the  withered  hand,  Rise  up,  and  stand 
forth  in  the  midst.     And  he  arose  and  stood 

d  forth.  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them,  I  will  ask 
you  one  thing ;  Is  it  lawful  on  the  sabbath- 
days  to  do  good,  or  to  do  evil  ?    to  save  life, 

10  or  to  destoy  it  ?  And  looking  round  about 
upon  them  all,  he  said  unto  the  man.  Stretch 
forth  thy  hand.     And  he  did  so :  and  his  hand 

11  was  restored  whole  as  the  other.  And  they 
were  filled  with  madness,t  and  consulted  one 

12  with  another  what  they  might  do  to  Jesus.  And 
it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  that  he  went  out 
into  a  mountain  to  pray,  and  continued  all 
night  in  prayer  to  God.J 

13  And  when  it  was  day,  he  called  unto  him 
his  disciples  :    and  of  them  he  chose  twelve, 

14  whom  also  he  named  Apostles  :  Simon 
(whom  he  also  named  Peter)  and  Andrew  his 
brother  ;  James  and  John ;    Philip  and  Bar- 

15  tholomew  ;  Matthew  and  Thomas,  James  Mtf 
son  of  Alpheus,  and  Simon  called  Zelotes ; 

16  and  Judas  the  brother  of  James ;  and  Judas 
Iscariot,  who  also  was  the  traitor. 

« 

*  Tbe  Pharisees  were  very  snperstitio^s.  Tliey  cob- 
demned  Jesas  for  performins  miracles  of  mercy  upon  the 
aiBieted,  on  the  sabbath.  They  mm  have  been  eonuiunded 
and  ashamed  when  he  inquired  of  them  if  they  did  not 
labor  on  that  day  for  the  eomfort  of  the  brutes  ? 

t  They  could  not  answer  his  queries,  and  yet  they  were 
determined  to  ojppose  him. 

I  If  Jesus  iound  the  advantage  of  prayer,  how  niiielt 
more  important  should  it  be  considered  for  man,  who  is  so 
liable  to  err,  and  so  much  exposed  to  temptation  ? 
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17  And  he  came  down  with  tliem,  and  stood 
in  the  plaki ;  and  tlie  company  of  his  disciples, 
and  a  great  multitude  of  the  people,  out  of  ^11 
Judea  and  Jerusalem,  and  from  the  sea-coasts 
of  Tyre  and  Sidon,  who  came  to  hear  him, 

18  and  to  be  healed  of  their  diseases,  and  they 
^\vho  were  vexed  with  unclean  spirits  :    and 

19^  they  were  healed.  And  tlie  whole  multitude 
sought  to  touch  him  :  for  there  went  virtue 
out  of  him,  and  healed  them  all. 

20  And  he  lifted  up  his  eyes  on  his  disciples, 
and  said,  Blessed  are  ye  poor  :    for  yours  is 

21  the  kingdom  of  God.*  Blessed  are  ye  that 
hunger^iow :  for  ye  shall  be  filled.  Blessed 
are  ye  that  weep  now  :  for  ye  shall  rejoice. 

22  Blessed  are  ye,  when  men  shall  hate  you,  and 
when  they  shall  avoid  you,  and  shall  reproach 

23  and  defame  you  for  the  Son  of  man's  sake.  Re- 
joice ye  in  that  day,  and  triumph  :  for  behold, 
your  reward  is  great  in  heaven  :  for  in  like 
manner  did  their  fathers  treat  the  prophets. 

24  But  wo  unto  you  who  are  rich  :    for  ye  have 

25  received  your  consolation.  Wo  unto  you 
who  are  full  :  for  ye  shall  hunger.  Wo  unto 
you  who  laugh  now  \\    for  ye  shall  mourn 

26  and  weep.  Wo  unto  you  when  men  shall 
speak  well  of  you  :  for  so  did  their  fathers  to 
the  false  prophets. 

27  But  I  say  unto  you  who  hear,  Love  your

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enemies,  do  good  to  them  who  hate  you. 

28  Bless  them  who  curse  you,  and  pray  for  them 

29  who  despitefuUy  use  you.  And  unto  him 
that  smiteth  thee  on  the  one  cheek,  oflFer  also 
the  other  ;  and  him  that  taketh  away  thy  cloak, 

30  forbid  not  to  take  thy  coat  also.*  Give  to 
every  man  that  asketh  of  thee  ;  and  of  liim 
that  taketh  away  thy  goods  ask  them  not  agmn. 

31  And  as  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to  you, 

32  do  ye  also  to  them  likewise.  For  if  ye  love 
them  who  love  you,  what  thank  have  ye  ? 
for  sinners  also  "love  those  that  love  them. 

33  And  if  ye  do  good  to  them  who  do  good  to 
you,  what  thank  have  ye  ?   for  sin^srs  also  do 

34  even  the  same.  And  if  ye  lend  to  them  of 
whom  ye  hope  to  receive,  what  thank  have  ye  ? 
for  sinners  also  lend  to  sinners,  to  receive  as 

^S  much  again.  But  love  ye  your  enemies,  and 
do  good,  and  lend,  hoping  for  nothing  agsiin  ; 
and  your  reward  shall- be  great,  and  ye  shall  be 
the  children  of  the  Most  High:  for  he  is 
kind  unto   the  unthankful,^  and  to  the  evil. 

36  Be  ye  therefore  merciful,  as  your  Father  also 

37  is  merciful.  Judge  not,  and  ye  shall  not  be 
judged  :  condemn  not,  and  ye  shall  not  be 
condemned  :   forgive  and  ye  shall  be  forgiven : 

38  Give,  and  it  shall  be  given  unto  you  ;  good 
^measure,  pressed  down,  and  shaken  together, 
and  running  over,  shall  men  give  into  your 
bosom.  For  with  the  same  measure  with 
which  ye  mete,  it  shall  be  measured  to  you

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39  agun.  And  he  spake  a  parable  unto  them  ; 
Can  the  blind  lead  the  blind  ?    shall  thejr  nqt 

40  both  fall  into  the  ditch  ?  The  discijfKle  is  not 
above  his  master :  but  every  one  that  is  perfect 

41  shall  be  as  his  master.  And  why  beholdest 
thou  the  mote  that  is  in  thy  brother^s  eye,  but 
perceivest  not  the  beam*  that  is  in  thine  own 

42  eye  ?  Either  how  canst  thou  say  to  thy  brother, 
Brother,  let  me  pull  out  the  mote  that  is  in 
thine  eye,  when  thou  thyself  beholdest  not 
the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own  eye  ?  Thou 
hypocrite,  cast  out  first  the  beam  out  of  thine 
own  eye,  and  then  shalt  thou  see  clearly  to 
pull  out  tlte  mote  that  is  in  thy  brother's  eye. 

4S  For  a  good  tree  bringeth  not  forth  corrupt 
fruit ;   neither  doth  a  corrupt  tree  bring  forth 

44«good  fruit.  For  every  tree  is  known  by  his 
own  fhiit :  for  of  thorns  men  do  not  g^her 
iigs,  nor  of  a  bramUe-bush  gather  they  grapes. 

45  A  good  man,  out  of  the  good  treasure  of  his 
heart,  bringeth  forth  that  which  is  good ;  and 
an  evil  man,  out  of  the  evii  treasure  of  hb 
heart,  bringeth  forth  that  which  is  evil :  for 
of  the  abpkdance  of  the  heart  his  mouth 
speaketh.. 

46  And  why  call  ye  me  Lord,  Lord,  and  do 

47  not  the  things  which  I  say  ?  Whosoever 
Cometh  to  me,  and  hearefth  my  sayings,  and 
doeth  them,  I  will  shew  you  to  whom  he  is 

48  like.  He  is  like  a  man  who  buih  an  house, 
and  digged  deep,  and  laid  the  foundation  on  a 
rock  :    and  when  the  food  arose,  the  stream 
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beat  vehemently  upon  that  house,  and  could 
not  shake  it :  for  it  was  founded  upon  a  rock. 
49  But  he  that  heareth,  and  doeth  not,  is  like  a 
man  that,  without  a  foundation,  built  an  house 
upon  the  earth,  and  against  which  the  stream 
.  did  beat  vehemently,  and  immediately  it  fell ; 
and  the  ruin  of  that  house  was  great. 
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1  NOW  when  he  had  ended  all  his  sayings 
in  the  audience  of  the  people,  he  entered  into 

2  Capernaum.     And  a  centurion's  servant,  who' 
was  dear  unto  him,  was  sick,  and  ready  to  die. 

3  And  when  he  heard  of  Jesus,  he  sent  unto 
him  the  elders  of  the  Jews,  beseeching  Ijim 
that  he   would  come  and  heal   his   servant. 

4  And  when  they  came  to  Jesus,  they  besought 
him  earnestly,  saying,  That  he  was  worthy  for 

5  whom  he  should  do  this.  For  he  loveth  our 
nation,  and    he  hath  built  us  a  synagogue. 

6  Then  Jesus  went  with  them  ;  and  when  he 
was  now  not  far  from  the  hous%  the  centurion 
sent  friends  to  him,  saying  unto  him.  Lord, 
trouble  not  thyself :  for  I  am  not  worthy  that 

7  thou  shouldest  enter  under  my  roof;  wherefore 
neither  thought  I  myself  worthy  to  come  unto 
thee  :   but  say  in  a  word,  and  my  servant  shall 

8  be  healed.  For  1  also  am  a  man  under 
authority,  having  under  me  soldiers,  and  I  say 
unto  one.  Go,  and  he  goeth  ;  and  to  another, 
Come  and  he  cometh ;   and  to  my  servant.  Do 

9  this,  and  he  doeth  it.     When  Jesus  heard 
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these  things,  he  marvelled  at  him,  and  turned 
him  about,  and  saiik  unto  the  people  that  followed 
liim,  I  say  unto  you,  I  have  not  found  so  great 

10  faith,  no  not  in  Israel.  And  they  that  were 
sent,  returning  to  the  house,  found  the  servant 
whole  that  had  been  sick. 

11  And  it  came  to  pass  the  day  after,  that  he 
went  into  a  city  called  Nain  :  and  many  of 
his  disciples  went  with  him,  and  much  people. 

12  Now  when  he  came  nigh  to  the  gate  ^  the 
city,  behold,ihcre  was  a  dead  man  carried  out, 
the  only  son  of  his  mother,  and  she  was  a 
widow  :  and  much  people  of  tlie  city  was  with 

13  her.  And  when  the  Lord  saw  her,  he  had 
compassion  on  her,  and  said  unto  her,  Weep 

14  not.  And  he  came  and  touched  the  bier :  and 
they  that  bare  him  stood  still.     And  he  said, 

15  Young  man,  I  say  unto  thee,  Arise.  And  he 
that  was  dead  sat  up,  and  began   to  speak. 

16  And  he  delivered  him  to  his  mother.  And 
there  came  a.  fear  on  all  :  and  they  glorified 
God,  saying,  That  a  great  prophet  is  risen  up 
among  us  ;    and,  That  God   hath  visited  his 

17  people.*  And  this  rumor  of  him  went  forth 
throughout  all  Judea,  and  throughout  all  the 

18  region  round  about.  And  the  disciples  of 
John  shewed  him  of  all  these  things. 

19  And  John  calling  unto  him  two  of  his  disci- 
ples, sent  them  unto  Jesus,  saybg,  Art  thou 


*  See  xxiy.  chapter  and  19th  verse. 
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he  that  shoald  come  ?  or  look  we  for  another  ?♦ 

20  When  the  men  were  ^ome  unto  him,  thejr 
said,  John  Baptist  hath  sent  us  unto  thee,  say- 
ing. Art  thou  lie  that  should  come?  or  look 

21  we  for  another  ?  And  in  that  same  hour  he 
cured  many  of  their  infirmities  and  plagaes, 
.and  of  evU  spirits,  aiui  unto  many  that  were 

22  blind  he  gave  sight.  Then  Jesus  answering, 
said  unto  them,  Go  your  way,  and  tell  lohn 
what  things  ye  have  seen  and  h^d ;  howi}n4 
"^e  blind  see,  the  lame  walk^  the  lepers  are 
cleansed,  the  deaf  hear,  the  dead  are  raised,  to 

23  the  poor  the  gospel  is  preached.  And  blessed 
is  he  whosoever  shall  not  be  offended  in  me. 

24  And  when  the  messengers  x>f  John  were 
departed,  he  began  to  speak  unto  the  people 
concerning  John,  What  went  yc  out  into  the 
wilderness  to  see  ?    A  reed  shaken  with  the 

25  wind  ?  But  what  went  ye  out  to  see  ?  A  man 
clothed  in  soft  raiment  ?  Behold,  they  who 
are  gorgeously  apparelled,  and  live  delicately, 

26  are  in  king^'  courts.f    But  what  went  ye  out 

*  Joim,  perha[^8,  tent  his  diMiplefl  to  Jesin  tmr  tkeir  omn 
satufaetioB  :  yet  it  »  very  possible  he  was  in  doubt  Mmself, 
'Whether  Jesus  were  the  promised  Messiah.  He  knew 
indeed  that  he  was  sent  or  God — but  the  Jews  seemed  to 
have  had  ao  opinion,  that  before  Christ's  appearanee,  not 
only  Elijah,  but  another  great  prophet  voold  fiome^u 
predieted  bv  Moses.    See  John  i.  ^. 

t  Christ  nere  probably  alludes  to  the  opinion  prevalent 
among  the  Jews,  that  the  Messiah  was  to  be  a  mighty  prince. 
If  ye  went  out  to  find  a  worldly  character,  ye  were  dis* 
appointed.  If  ye  expected  a  prophet,  John,  indeed  wtf 
such  :  and  tn  some  respects  greater.  For  he  was  the  in- 
mediate  and  contemporary  herald  of  MessiaJi^-c^^^ 
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to  see  ?    A  prophet  ?    Yea>  I  say  unto  you, 

27  and  much  more  than  a  prophet.  This  is  he 
of  whom  it  is  written,  Behold  I  send  my 
messenger  before  thy  face,  who  shall  prepare 

28  thy  way  before  thee.  For  I  say  unto  you, 
Among  those  that  are  born  of  women,  there  is 
not  a  greater  prophet  than  John  the  Baptist : 
but  he  that  is  ieastiin  the  kingdom  of  God,  is 

29  greater  than  be,*^'-*  And  all  the  people  that 
'  heard  him,  and  the  publicans,  glorified  God, 

being  baptized  with  the   baptism  of  John. 

30  But  the  Pharisees  and  lawyersf  rejected  the 
counsel  of  God  against  themselves,  not  being 
baptized  of  him. 

31  And  the  Lord  said,  Whereunto  then  shall  I 
liken  the  men  of  this  generation  ?  and  to  what 

32  are  they  like  ?  They  are  like  children  sitting 
in  the  market-place,  and  calling  one  to  another, 
and  saying,  We  have  piped  unto  you,  and  ye 
have  not  danced  ;   we  have  mourned  to  you, 

33  and  ye  have  not  wepL  For  John  the  Baptist 
came  neither  eating  bread,  nor  drinking  wine  ; 

34  and  ye  say.  He  hath  a  devil.  J  The  Son  of 
man  is  come  eating  and  drinking  ;  and  ye  say. 
Behold,  a  gluttonous  man,  and  a  wine-bibber, 

35  a  friend  of  publicans  and  of  sinners.  J  But 
wisdom  is  justified  of  all  her  children. 

36  And  one  of  the  Pharisees  desired  him  that

§  It  appears  the  Jews  possessed  a  eaviiling  disposition^ 
and  were  determiiied  to  ohjcet  to  every  thing.     ^        , 
21  .....oyGoogle 
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he  would  eat,  with  hhn.     And  he  went  into 
the  Pharisee's  house,  and  sat  down  to  meat 

37  And  behold,  a  woman  in  the  city,  who  was 
.  a  sinner,  when  she  knew  that  Jesus  sat  at  meat 

in  tlie  Pharisee's  house,  brought  an  alabaster- 

38  box  of  ointment.  And  stood  at  his  feet 
behind  him  weeping,  and  began  to  wash  his 
feet  with  tears,  and  di#  wipe  them  with  the 
hairs  of  her  head,  and  kissed  his  feet,  and 

39  anointed  them  with  the  ointment.  Now  when 
the  Pharisee,  who  had  invited  him,  saw  tV,  he 
spake  within  himself,  saying,  If  this  man  were 
a  prophet,  he  would  have  known  who,  and  what 
manner  of  woman  this  is  that  toucheth  him  : 

40  for  she  is  a  great  sinner.  And  Jesus  answer- 
ing, said  unto  him,  Simon,  I  have  somewhat 
to  say  unto  thee.     And  he  saith.  Master,  say 

41  on.  There  was  a  certain  creditor  who  had 
two    debtors  :    the  one  owed  five  hundred 

42  pence,  and  the  other  fifty.  And  when  they 
had  nothing  to  pay,  he  frankly  forgave  them 
both.     Tell  me  now,  which  of  them  will  love 

43  him  most  ?  Simon  answered  and  said,  I  con- 
ceive that  he  to  whom  he  forgave  most.  And 
he  said  unto  him.  Thou  hast  decided  correctly. 

44  And  he  turned  to  the  woman,  and  said  unto 
Simon,  Seest  tliou  this  woman  ?  I  entored 
into  thine  house,  thou  gavest  me  no  water  for 
my  feet :  but  she  hath  washed  my  feet  with 
tears,  and  wdped  them  with  the  hairs  of  her 

45  head.  Thou  gavest  me  no  kis3  :  but  this 
woman,  since  the  time  I  came  in,  hath  not 

46  ceased  to  kiss  my  feet.  Mine  head  with  oil 
thou  didst  not  anoint :   but  this  vroman  bath 
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47  anointed  my  feet  with  ointment.  Wlierefore 
•  -'I  'say  unto  thee,  Her  sins,  which  are  many, 
'    are  forgiven  ;   for  she  loved  much  :    but  to 

"^    -whom  little  is  forgiven,  the  same  loveth  little. 

£8  And  he  said  unto  her,  Thy  sins  are  forgiven. 

49  And  they  that  sat  at  meat  with  him,  began  to 
say  within  themselves,  Who  is  this  that  for- 

50  giveth  sins  also?    And  he  said  to  the  woman, 
Thy  faith  hath  saved  thee  ;    go  in  peace. 
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1  AND  it  came  to  pass  afterward,  that  he 
went  throughout  every  city  and  village  preach- 
ing, and  shewing  the  glad  tidings  of  the  king- 
dom of  God  :    and  the  twelve  %vere  with  him  ; 

2  and  certain  women,  who  had  been  healed  of 
evil  spirits  and  infirmities,  Mary  called  Mag- 

3  dalene,  out  of  whom  went  seven  devils,  and 
Joanna  the  wife  of  Chuza,  Herod's  steward, 
and  Susanna,  and  many  others,  who  ministered 
unto  him  of  their  substance. 

4  And  when  much  people  were  gathered 
together,  and  were  come  to  him  out  of  every 

5  city,  he  spake  by  a  parable :  A  sower  went 
out  to  Sow  his  seed  :  and  as  he  sowed,  some 
fell  by  the  v^tiy-side  ;  and  it  was  trodden 
down,  and  the  fowls  of  ihe  air  devoured  it. 

6  And  some  fell  upon  a  rock  ;  and  as  soon 
as  it  was  sprung  up,  it  withered  away,  because 

7  it  lacked  moisture.  And  some  fell  among 
thorns  ;   and  the  thorns    sprang  up  with  it, 

8  and   choaked  it.     And   other  fqlLjoii^  good 
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ground,  and  sprang   up,  and  bare  frait  an 

hundred-fold.     And  when   he  had  said  these 

things,  he  cried,  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let 

9  him  hear.     And  his  disciples  asked  him,  say- 

10  ing,  What  may  this  parable  be  ?  And  he  said, 
Unto  you  it  is  given  to  know  the  mysteries  of 
the  kingdom  of  God,  but  to  others  in  parables  \* 
that  seeing  they  might  not  see,  and  hearing 

1 1  they  might  not  understand.!  Now  the  para- 
ble is  this  :    The  seed  is   the  word  of  God. 

12  Those  by  the  way-jjcfe,  are  they  that  hear; 
then  Cometh  the  devil  and  taketh  away  the 
word  out  of  their  hearts,  lest  they  should 

13  believe,  and  be  saved.  They  on  the  rock  err 
those,  who  when  they  hear,  receive  the  wrd 
with  joy  ;  but  these  have  no  root,  who  for  a 
while  believe,  and  in  time. of  temptation  fall 

14  away.  And  that  which  .fell  among  thorns 
are  they,  who,  when  they  have  heard,  go  forth 
and  are  chodied  with  pares,  and  riches  and 
pleasures  of  this  life,  and   bring  no  fruit  to 

15  perfection.  But  that  on  the  good  ground 
are  they,  who,  in  an  honest  and  good  heart, 
having  heard  the  word,  keep  it,  and  bring  forth 
fruit  with  patience. 

16  No  man,  when  he  hath  lighted  a  candle, 
covereth  it  with  a  vessel,  or.putteth  it  under  a 
bed ;    but  setteth  it  on  a  candlestick,  and  they 

17  who  enter  in  may  see  the  light.  For  nothing 
is  secret  that  shall  not  be  made  manifest:

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neither  miy  thing  hid  that  shall  not  be  known, 

18  and  come  abroad.  Take  heed  therefore  how 
ye  hear :  for  whosoever  hath,  tp  him  shall  be 
given  ;  and  whosoever  hath  not,  from  him 
shall  be  taken,  even  that  which  he  seemeth  to 
have. 

19  Then  came  to  him  his  mother  and  his 
brethren,  and  could  not  come  near  him  for  the 

20  crowd.  And  it  was  told  him  by  some,  who 
said,  Thy  mother  and  thy  brethren  stand  with- 

21  out,  desiring  to  see  thee.  And  he  answered 
and  said  unto  them.  My  mother  and  by 
brethren  are  they  wlio  hear  the  word  of  God 
and  do  it.* 

22  Now  it  came  to  pass  on  a  certain  day,  that 
be  went  into  a  ship  with  his  disciples  :  and  he 
said  unto  them,  Let  us  go  over  unto  the  other 
side  of  the  lake  ;   and  they  launched  forth. 

23  But  as  they  sailed,  he  fell  asleep  :  and  there 
came  down  a  storm  of  wind  on  the  lake  ;  and 
they  were  filled  with  watery  and  were  in  jeopar- 

24  dy.     And  they  came  to  him,  and  awoke  him, 
saying,  Master,  Master,  we  perish.     Then  he 
arose,  and  rebuked  the  wind,  and  the  raging  of' 
the  water:  and  they  ceased,and  there  was  a  calm. 

25  And  he  said  unto  them,  Where  is  your  faith  ? 
And  they  being  afraid,  wondered,  saying  one 
to  another,  What  sort  of  man  is  this  ?  for  he 
commandeth  the  winds  and  water  even,  and 
they  obey  him. 

26  And  they  arrived  at  the  country  of  the  Gada- 

*  Christ  uas  possessed  of  the  tendcrest  affections,  yet 
he  i»H«  not  to  he  prevented  from  the  great  business  he  came 
to  perform  by  anv  considerations  of  sympathy  or  friendship. 
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27  renes,  which  is  over  against  Galilee.  And 
when  he  went  forth  to  land,  there  met  him  out 
of ,  the  ci^  a  certain  man  who  had  demons* 
long  time,  and  wore  no  clothes,  neither  abode 

28  in  any  house,  but  in  the  tombs.  When  he 
saw  Jesus,  he  cried  out  and  fell  down  before 
before  him,  and  with  a  loud  voice,  said,  What 
have  I  to  do  with  thee,  Jesus,  thou  Son  of  the 
most  high  God  ?   I  beseech  thee  torment  me 

29  not.  (For  he  had  commanded  the  unclean 
spirit  to  come  out  of  the  man.  For  often  it 
had  caught^  Jbim:  and  he  was  kept  bound 
with  chains  and  in  fetters  :  and  he  brake  the 
bands,  and  was  driven  by  the  demon  ioto  the 

SO  wilderness.)  And  Jesus  s\sked  him,  sayings 
What  is  thy  name  ?  And  he  said.  Legion : 
because  many  demons  were  entered  into  him. 

31  And  they  besought  him,  that  he  would  not 
command   them   to  go  out  into  the  deepi 

32  And  there  was  there  an  herd  of  many  swine 
feeding  on  the  mountain :  and  they  besought 
him  tluit  he  would  suffer  them  to  enter  mto 

33  them.  And  he  permitted  them.  Then  the 
demons  went  out  of  the.  man,  and  entered  into 
the  swine  :  and  the  herd  ran  violently  down  a 
steep  place  into  the  lake,  and  were  choakeAf 

'  34  When  they  that  fed  them  saw  what  wa$  done, 

they  fled,  and  went  and  told  it  in  the  city  and 

35  in  the  country.     Then  they  went  out  to  see

t  The  Jews  were  forbidden  to  eat  swine :  yet  it  apP^'^ 
they  kept  tliem.  Our  Savior  eansed  them  to"  be  destroy^ 
^n»  a  reproof  fiir  their  disobedienee. 
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what  was  done,  and  came  to  Jesus,  and  found 
the  man  out  of  whom  the  demons  were  depart- 
ed, sitting  at  the  feet  of  Jesus  clothed,  and  in 
his  right   mind  :*    and  they   were    afraid. 

36  They  also  who  saw  /Y,  told  them  by  what 
means  he  that  was  possessed  of  the  demons  ' 
was  healed. 

37  Then  the  whole  multitude  of  the  country  of 
the  Gadarenes  round  about,  besought  him  to 
depart  from  them  :  for  they  were  seized  with 
great  fear.     And  he  went  into  the  ship,  and 

38  returned  back  agsdn.  Now  the  man  out  of 
whom  the  demons  were  departed,  besought 
him  that  he  might  be  with  him.     But  Jesus 

39  sent  him  away,  saying.  Return  to  thine  own 
house,  and  shew  how  great  things  God  hath 
done  for  thee.  And  he  went  his  way,  and 
published  throughout  the  whole  city,  what 
great  things  Jesus  had  done  unto  him.     And 

40  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  Jesus  was  re- 
turned, the  people  welcomed  him,  for  they 
were  all  waiting  for  him. 

41  And  behold,  there  came  a  man  named 
Jairus,  who  was  a  ruler  of  ^the  synagogue  :  and 
he  fell  down  at  Jesus*  feet,  and  besought  him 

42  that  he  would  come  into  his  house  :  For  he 
had  an  only  daughter,  about  twelve  years  of 
age,  and  she  lay  dying. 

43  But  as  he  went,  the  people  thronged  him. 
And  a  woman,  having  an  issue  of  blood  twelve 
years,   who  had  spent  all  her  living  upon 

•  The  description  shews  that  this  man  had  hcen  distract- 
ed, or  afflieted  with  raving  insanity. 
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physicians,  and  could  not  be  healed  of  any, 

44  came  behind  him,  and  touched  the  border  of 
his   garment  :  and   immediately  her  issue  of 

45  blood  staunched.  And  Jesus  said,  Who 
touched  me  ?  When  all  denied,  Peter,  and 
they  that  were  with  him,  said,  Master, 
the   multitude  throng  and  press   tbee^  and 

46  say  est  thou,  Who  touched  me  ?  And  Jesus 
said,  Someljody  hath  touched  me :   for  I  per- 

47  ceive  that  virtue  is  gone  out  of  me.*  And 
when  the  woman  saw  that  she  was  not  hid, 
she  came  trembling,  and  falling  down  before 
him,  she  declared  unto  him  before  all  the 
people  for  what  cause  she  had  touched  hira, 

48  and  how  she  was  healed  fm  mediately.  And 
he  said  unto  her.  Daughter,  be  of  good 
comfort  :  thy  faith  hath  made  thee  whole :  go 
in  peace^ 

49  '  While  he  yet  spake,  one  came  from  the 
ruler  of  the  synagogue's  house^  saying  to  hini, 
Thy  daughter  is  dead  :  trouble  not  the  master. 

50  But  when  Jesus  heard  iV,  he  answered  him, 
saying.  Fear  not  :   believe  only,  and  she  sh^ 

51  be  made  whole.  And  when  he  came  into  the 
house,  he  suffered  no  man  to  go  in,  but  Peter, 
and  James,  and  John,  and  the  father  and  the 

52  mother  of  the  maiden.  And  all  wept,  and 
bewaled  her :    but  he  said,  Weep  not :  she  is 

53  not   dead,  but  sleepeth.     And  they  derided 

54  him,  knowing  that  she  was  dead.  And  he 
put  them  all  out,  and  took  her  by  the  hand, 

55  and  called,  saying.  Maid,   arise.     And  her 

*  That  18;  his  healing  power  or  virtue.   Seeehap.  t.  !*• 
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spirit  came  again,  and  she  arose  immediately : 
56  and  he  commanded  to  give  her  food.  And 
her  parents  were  astonished  :  but  he  charged 
them  that  they  should  tell  no  man  what  was 
done. 


C^AP.  IX. 

1  THEN  he  called  his  twelve  discipks  to- 
gether,  and  gave  them  power  and  authority 

2  over  alL  demons,  andto  cure  diseases.  And 
he  sent  them  to  preach  the  kingdom  of  God, 

3  and  to  heal  the  sick.  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Take  nothing  for  your  journey,  neither  staves, 
nor  scrip,  neither  bread,  neither  money ;    nei- 

4  ther  have  two  coats  apiece.  And  whatsoever 
house  ye  enter  into,  there  abide,  and  thence 

5  depart.  And  whosoever  will  not  receive  you, 
when  ye  go  out  of  that  city,  shake  off  the  very 
dust  from  your  feet,  for  a  testimony  against 

6  them.  And  they  departed,  and  went  through 
the  towns,  preaching  the  gospel,  and  healing 
every  where. 

7  Now  Herod  the  tetrarch  heard  of  all  that 
was  done  by  him  ;  and  he  was  perplexed, 
because  some  said  that  John  was  risen  from 

8  the  dead ;  and  some,  that  Elias  had  appeared ; 
and  others,  that  one  of  the  old  prophets  was 

9  risen  again.  And  Herod  said,  John  I  have 
beheaded  ;  but  who  is  this  of  whom  I  hear 
such  things  ?   and  he  desired  to  see  him. 

10  And  the  apostles,  when  they  were  returned, 
told  him  of  aU  they  had  done.    And  he  took 
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them,  and  went  aside  privately  into  a  desert 
place,  belonging  to  the  city  called  Bethsaida, 

11  And  the  people,  when  they  knew  it,  followed 
him  :  and  he  received  them,  and  spake  unto 
them  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  healed  them 

12  who  had  need  of  healing.  And  when  the 
day  began  to  wear  away,  the  twelve  came  and 
said  unto  him,  Send  away  the  multitude,  that 
they  may  go  into  the  towns  and  country  round 
about,   and    lodge,   and    get  victuals :    for 

13  we  are  here  in  a  desert  place.  But  he  said 
unto  them.  Give  ye  them  to  eat.  And  they 
said.  We  have  no  more  but  five  loaves  and 
two  fishes  ;   except  we  should  go  and  buy 

14  meat  for  all  this  people.  For  they  were  about 
five  thousand  men.  And  he  said  to  his  disci- 
ples, Make  them  sit  down  by  fifties  in  a  com- 

15  pany.     And  they  did  so,  and  made  them  all 

16  sit  down.  Then  he  took  the  five  loaves  and 
the  two  fishes,  and  looking  up  to  heaven,  he 
blessed  Gorf,*  and  brake,  and  gave  to 
the   disciples   to  set   before  the   multitude. 

17  And  they  did  eat,  and  were  all  filled  :  and 
there  was  taken  up  of  fragments  that  remained 
twelve  baskets. 

18  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  was  apart  pray- 
ing with  his  disciples,  he  asked  them,  saying, 

19  Who  do  the  people  say  that  I  am  ?  They  an- 
swering, said,  John  the  Baptist ;  but  some  i«y, 
Elijah  ;  and  others  scy,  that  one  of  thcoldp"o- 

20  phets  is  risen  again.  He  said  unto  th6m,Biit 
who  say    ye    that  I  am  ?    Peter  answering, 

•  That  li,  he  blefised  God  for  them.    Sec  Mark,  riii.  •* 
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21  said,  The  Christ  of  God.*  And  he  strictly 
charged  them,  and  commanded  them  to  tell  no 

22  man  that  thing,  saying,  The  Son  of  man  must 
suffer  many  things,  and  be  rejected  of  ihe  el- 
ders,  and  chief  priests,  and  scribes,  and  be 
slain,  and  be  raised  the  third  day. 

23  And  he  said  unto  them  all.  If  any  man  will 
come  after  me,  let  him  deny  himself,  and  take 

21  up  his  cross  daily,  and  follow  mc.  For  whoso- 
ever will  save  his  life,  shall  lose  it  :  and 
whosoever  will  lose  his  life  for  my  sake,  the 

25  same  shall  save  it.  For  what  is  a  man  profit- 
ed if  he  gain  the  whole  world,  and  be  lost 

26  himself,  or  cast  away  ?  For  whosoever  shall 
be  ashamed  of  me,  and  of  my  words,  of  him 
will  the  Son  of  man  be  ashamed,  when  he  shall 
come  in  his  own  glory,  and  in  that  of  his  Father, 

27  and  of  the  holy  angels.  But  I  tell  you  of  a 
truth,  there  are  some  standing  here,  who  shall 
not  taste  of  death  till  they  see  the  kingdom  of 
God.t  ^ 

28  And  it  came  to  pass  about  eight  days  after 
these  sayings,  he  took  Peter  and  John  and 
James,  and  went  up  to   a  mountain  to  pray. 

29  And  as  he  prayed,  the  appearance  of  his  coun- 
tenance was  altered,  and  his  raiment  was  white 

30  and  glittering.  And  behold  there  talked  with 
him  tw^o  men,  who  were  Moses  and  Elias  : 

31  Who  appeared  in  glory,  and  spake  of  his 
decease  which  he  should  accomplish  at  Jeru-

him,  were  heavy,  with  sleep  :  and  when  they 
were  awake,  they  saw  his  glory,  and  the  two 

53  men  that  stood  with  him.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  as  they  departed  from  him,  Peter  said 
unto  Jesus,  Master,  it  is  good  for  us  to  be 
here  :  and  let  us  make  three  tabernacles  ; 
one  for  thee,  and  one  for  Moses,  and  one  for 

34  Elijah  :  not  knowing  what  he  said.  While  he 
thus  spake,  there  came  a  cloud,  and  over- 
shadowed them  :     and  they  feared  as  they 

35  entered  into  the  cloud.     And  there  came  a 
'    voice  out  of  the  cloud,  saying.  This  is   my 

36  beloved  Son  :  hear  him.  And  when  the 
voice  was  past,  Jesus  was  found  alone.  And 
they  kept  this  secret,  and  told  no  man  in  those 
days  any  of  those  things  which  they  had  seen. 

37  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  on  the  next  da>% 
when  they  were  come  do^vn  from  the  hill, 

38  much  people  met  him.  And  behold  one  of  tlie 
company  cried  out,  saying.  Master,  I  beseech 
thee  look  upon  my  son  :   for  he  is  mine  only 

39  child.  And  lo,  a  spirit  taketh  him,  and 
suddenly  he  crieth  out,  and  is  convulsed  and 
foameth  ;  and  bruising  him,  hardly  departeth 

40  from  him.     And  I  besought  thy  disciples  to 

41  cast  him  out ;  and  they  could  not.  And 
Jesus  answering,  said,  O  faithless  and  perverse 
generation,  how  long  shall  I  be  with  you,  and 

42  suffer  you  ?  Bring  thy  son  hither.  And  as 
he  was  coming,  the  demon  threw  him  down> 
and  he  wa^  convulsed.  And  Jesus  rebuked 
the  unclean  si^irit,  and  healed  the  child,  and  de- 
livered him  again  to  his  father,        ^       , 
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43  And  tbty  were  all  amazed  at  the  mighlj'- 
power  of  God.  But  while  they  wondered 
every  one  at^ll  things  which  Jesus  did,  he  said 

44  unto  his  disciples,  Let  these  words  sink  down 
into  your  ears  :   for  the  Son  of  man  shall  be 

45  delivered  into  the  hands  of  men.  But  they 
understood  not,  and  it  was  hidden  from  them, 
that  they  perceived  it  not  :  and  they  feared 
to  inquire  of  him  as  to  that  declaration. 

46  Then  there  was  a  dispute  among  them, 

47  which  of  them  should  be  greatest.*  And 
Jesus,    perceiving  the  thoughts  of  their  heart, 

48  took  a  child,  and  set  him  by  him ;  and  said 
unto  them.  Whosoever  shall  receive  this  child 
in  my  name,  receiveth  me ;  and  whosoever 
shall  receive  me,  receiveth  him  that  sent  me : 
for  he  that  is  least  among  you  all,  the  same 
shall  be  ereat. 

49  And  John  answered  and  said,  Master,  we  saw 
one  casting  out  demons  in  thy  name  ;  and  we 
forbade  him^  because   he   followeth  not  us. 

50  And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Forbid  him  not,  for 
he  that  is  not  against  us,  is  for  us. 

51  Now  when  the  time  was  fulfilled,  that  he 
should  be  received  up,  he  resolutely  set  his 

52  face  to  go  to  Jerusalem  ;  and  sent  messengers 
before  him  ;  and  as  they  went,  they  entered 
into  a  village  of  the  Samaritan^)  to  make  ready 

53  for  him.  But  they  did  not  receive  him,  be- 
cause his  object   was   to  go  to  Jerusalem. 

54  And  when  his  disciples,  James  and  John,  saw

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this,  they  said,  Lord,  wilt  tliou  that  we   com- 
mand fire  to  come  down  from  heaven,    and 

55  consume  them,  even  as  Elijah  did  ?  But  he 
turned  and  rebuked  them,  saying,    Ye  know 

56  not  what  manner  of  spirit  ye  are  of.  For  the 
Son  of  man  is  not  come  to  destroy  men's  lives, 
but  to  save  them.  Then  they  w^ent  to  another 
village. 

57  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  were  on  the  road, 
some  one  said  unto   him,  Lord,    I  will  follow 

58  thee  whithersoever  thou  goest.  And  Jesus 
said  unco  him.  Foxes  have  holes,  and  birds  of 
the  air  have  nests ;    but  the  Son  of  man  hath 

59  not  where  to  lay  his  head.  And  he  said  unto 
another.  Follow  me.     But  he  said.  Lord,  suffer 

60  me  first  to  go  and  bury  my  father.  Jesus  said 
unto  him.  Let  the  dead  bury  their  dead  :  but 
go  thou  and  preach  the  kingdom  of  God. 

^1  And  another  also  said,  Lord,  I  will  follow 
thee ;  but  let  me  first  go  bid  them  adieu  wlio 

62  are  at  home  at  my  bouse.  And  Jesus  said 
unto  him,  No  man  having  put  his  hand  to  the 
plough,  and  looking  back,  is  fit  for  the  king- 
.   dom  of  God. 


CHAP.  X. 

AFTER  these  things,  the  Lord  appoin- 
ted other  seventy  also,  and  sent  them  two 
and  two  before  him  into  every  city,  and  place, 
whither  he  himself  would  go.  And  he  said 
unto  them.  The  harvest  truly  is  great,  but  the 
laborers  are  few  :  pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord 
pf  the  harvest,  that  he  would  send  forth  labor* 
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3  ers  into  his  harvest.  Go  your  ways  :  behold, 
I  send  you  forth  as  lambs   among  wolves, 

4  Carry  neither  purse,  nor  scrip,  nor  shoes :  and 

5  salute  no  man  by  the  way.  And  into  what- 
ever  house  ye  enter,   first  say,   Peace  to  this 

6  house.  And  if  the  son  of  peace  be  there,  your 
peace  shall  rest  upon  it ;  if  not,  it  shall  turn  to 

7  you  again.  And  in  the  same  house  remain, 
eating  and  drinking  such  things  as  they  give  : 
for  the  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire.     Go  not 

8  from  house  to  house.  And  into  whatever  city 
ye  enter,  and  they  receive  you,  eat  such  things 

9  as  are  set  before  you,  and  heal  the  sick  that 
are  therein  ;  and  say  unto  them,  The  kingdom 

10  of  God  is  come  nigh  unto  you.*  But  into 
whatever  city  ye  enter,  and  they  receive  you 
not,   go  out  into  the  streets  of  the  same,  and 

11  say.  Even  the  very  dust  of  your  city,  which 
cleaveth  on  us,  we  wipe  off  against  you :  not- 
withstanding, be  ye  sure  of  this,  that  theking- 

12  dom  of  God  is  come  nigh  unto  you.  But  I 
say  unto  you,  that  it  shall  be  more  tolerable 
in   that  day   for  Sodom,   than  for  that  city. 

13  Wo  unto  thee,  Chorazin  ;  wo  unto  thee,  Beth- 
saida  :  for  if  the  mighty  works  had  been  done 
in  Tyre  and  Sidon,  which  .have  been  done  in 
you,  they  had  a  great  while  ago  repented,  sit- 

li  ting  in  sackcloth  and  ashes.f  But  it  shall  be 
more   tolerable   for   Tyre   and  Sidon  at  the 

•  The  reign  of  the  Messiah  approaches. 

t  Christ  often  visited  Capernaum,  Chorazin  and  Befh- 
faida.  The  people  of  these  cities  enjoyed  much  of  his  preach- 
ing and  instructions.  Their  condemnation  must  be  aggra- 
vated in  proportion  to  their  abuse  of  such  great  privileges. 
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15  judgment,  than  for  you.  And  thou,  Caper- 
naum,   which  art   exalted  to  heaven,  shalt  be 

16  thrust  down  to  hell.*  He  that  heareth  you, 
hearcth  me  ;  and  he  that  despiseth  you,  des- 
piseth  me  ^  and  he  that  despiseth  me,  despiseth 
him  that  sent  me. 

17  And  the  seventy  returned  again  with  joy, 
saying,    Lord,   even  the  demons  are  subject 

18  unto  us  through  thy  name.  And  he  said  un- 
to  them,  I  beheld  Satan,  as  lightning,  fall  from 

19  heaven.  Behold,  I  give  unto  you  power  to 
tread  on  serpents  and  scorpions,  luid  over  all 
the  power  of  the  enemy :  and  nothing  shall  by 

20  any  means  hurt  you.  Notwithstanding,  in 
this  rejoice  not,  that  the  spirits  are  subject  unto 
you ;  but  rather  rejoice,  because  your  names 
are  \\Titten  m  heavem 

21  In  that  hour  Jesus  rejoiced  in  spirit,  and 
said,  I  thank  thee,  O  Father,  Lord  of  heaven 
and  earth,  that  thou  hast  hid  thesethings  from 
the  wise  and  prudent,t  and  hast  revealed  them 
unto  babes  :  even  so.  Father ;  for  so  it  seemed 

22  good  in  thy  sight.  All  things  are  delivered  to 
me  of  my  Father  :  and  no  man  knoweth  who 
the  Son  is,  but  the  Father :  and  who  the  Fa- 
ther is,  but  the  Son,  and  he  to  whom  the  S(mi 
will  reveal  him. 

23  And  he  turned  him  unto  his  disciples,  and 
said  privately.  Blessed  are  the  eyes  which  see 

24  the  things  that  ye  see.     For  I  tell  you,  that

many  prophets  and  kings  have  desired*  to  see 
those  things  which  ye  see,  and  have  not  seen 
them  ;  and  to  hear  those  things  which  ye  hear, 
and  have  not  heard  them. 

25  And  behold,  a  certain  lawyerf  stood  up, 
and  tempted  him,  saying,  Master,    what  shall 

26  I  do  to  inherit  eternal  life  ?  He  said  unto  him, 
What  is  written  in  the  law  ?  how  readest  thou-? 

27  And  he  answering,  said.  Thou  shalt  love  the 
Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all 
thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  strength,  and  with 
all   thy   mind ;    and  thy  neighbor  as  thyselL 

28  And    he   said  unto  him,  Thou  hast  answered 

29  right :  this  do,  and  thou  shalt  live.  But  he, 
willing  to  justify  himself,  said  unto  Jesus,  And 

:^0  who  is  my  neighbor?  And  Jesus  answering, 
said,  A  certain  man  went  down  from  Jerusa- 
lem to  Jericho,  and  fell  amoiig  thieves,  who 
stripped  him  of  his  raiment,  and  wounded  him^ 

31  and  departed,  leaving -Af;;^  half  dead.  And  it 
was  so  that  a  priest  went  do\vn  that  way ;  and 
when  he  saw  him,  he  passed  by  on  the  other 

32  side.  And  likewise  a  Levite,  when  he  was  at 
the  place,  came  and  looked  on  him,  and  passed 

33  by  on  the  other  side.  But  a  certain  Samar- 
itan, as  he  journeyed,  came  where  he  was  : 
and  when  he  saw  him,    he   hud   compassion. 

34  And  went  to  him,  and  bound  up  his  wounds^ 
pouring  in  oil,   and  wine,  and  set  him  on  his

35  took  care  of  him.  And  on  the  morrow,  when 
he  departed,  he  took  out  two  pence,  and  gave 
them  to  the  host,  and  said  unto  him,  Tdce 
care  of  him ;  and  whatever  thou  spendest  more, 

36  when  I  come  again  I  will  repay  thee.  WWch 
now  of  these  tluree,  thinkest  thou,  was  neigh- 
bor unto  him  that  fell  among  the  thieves  ? 

37  And  he  said,  He  that  shewed  mercy  on  him. 
Then  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Go  thou  and  do 
likewise. 

38  Now  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  went  on,  that 
he  entered  into  a  certain  village ;  and  a  woman 
named  Martha,   received  him  into  her  hous^. 

89  And  she  had  a  sister  called  Mary,  who  also  sat 

40  at  Jesus'  feet,  and  heard  his  doctrine.  Bat 
Martha  was  occupied  in  much  serving,  and 
came  to  him,  and  said.  Lord,  dost  thou  not 
care  that  my  sister  hath  left  me  to  serve  alone? 

41  bid  her  therefore  that  she  help  me.  And 
Jesus  answered,  and  said  unto  her,  Martha, 
M^Iia,  thou  art  anxious,  and  troubled  about 

^  42  many  things :  But  one  thing  is  needful :  and 
Mary  hath  chosen  that  good  part,  which  shall 
not  be  taken  away  from  her. 


CHAR  XI. 

1  AND  it  came  pass,  that  as  he  was  prayixig 
in  a  certain  place,  when  he  ceased,  one  of  his 
disciples  said  unto  him,  Lord,  teach  us  to  pray 

%  as  John  also  taught  his  disciples.  And  he  said 
xmto  them,  When  ye  pray,  say,   Our  Father 
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who  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  thy  name. 
Thy  kingdom   come.     Thy  will  be  done,  as 

3  in  heaven,   so  in  earth.     Give  us  day  by  day 

4  our  daily  bread.  And  forgive  us  our  sins ; 
for  we  also  forgive  every  one  that  is  indebted 
to  us.     And  kad  us  not  into  temptation ;  but 

5  deliver  us  from  evil.  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Which  of  you  shall  have  a  iiiend,  and  shall 

fo  unto  him  at  midnight,  and  say  unto  him, 
riend,  lend  me  three  loaves :    r  or  a  friend 
of  mine  in  his  journey  is  come  to  me,  and  I 

7  have  nothing  to  set  before  him  :  And  he  from 
within  shall  answer,  and  say,  Trouble  me  not : 
the  door  is  now  shut,  and  my  children  are 
with  me  in  bed ;    I  cannot  rise  and  give  thee. 

8  I  say  unto  you,  Though  he  will  not  rise  and 
give  him,  because  he  is  his  friend,  yet  because 
of  his  importunity  he  will  rise  and   give  him 

9  as  many  as  he  needeth.  And  I  say  unto  you, 
ask,  and  it  shall  be  given  you ;  seek,  and  ye 
shall  find ;  knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened  unto 

10  you*  For  every  one  that  asketh,  receiveth ; 
and  he  that  seeketh,  findeth ;    and  to  him  that 

11  knocketh,  it  shall  be  opened.  If  a  son  shall 
ask  bread  of  any  of  you  who  is  a  father,  will 
he  give  him  a  stone  ?  or  if  he  ask  a  fish,  will 

12  he  K)r  a  fish  give  him  a  serpent?  Or  if  he  shall 

13  adc  an  e^  will  he  oflFer  him  a  scorpion  ?  If 
ye  then,  who  are  evil,  know  how  to  give  good 

.  gifts  unto  your  children :  how  much  more 
shall  t/our  heavenly  Father  give  the  Holy  Spirit 
to  them  that  ask  him? 

14  And  he  was  casting  out  a  demon,  and  it 
lP«s  dumb.     And  it  came  to  pass  when  \he 
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demon  was  gone  out,  the  dumb  spake  ;    and 

15  the  people  wondered.  But  some  of  them 
sai^,  He  casteth  out  demons  through  Beelze- 

16  bub,  the  chief  of  demons.  And  others,  tempt- 
ing him^   sought  of  him  a  sign  from  heaven. 

17  But  he,  knowing  their  thoughts,  said  unto  them, 
Every  kingdom  divided  against  itself,  is 
brought  to  desolation  ;  and  a  house  opposed  to 

18  a  house,  is  ruined.  If  Satan  also  be  divided 
against  himself,  how  sliall  his  kingdom  stand? 
For  ye  say  that  I  cast  out  demons  through 

19  Beelzebub.  Now  if  I  by  Beelzebub  cast  out 
demons,  by  whom  do  your  sons  cast  them  out? 

20  therefore  shall  they  be  your  judges.  But  if  I 
with  the  finger  of  God*  cast  out  demons,  no 
doubt  the  kingdom  of  God  is  come  unto  you. 

21  When  a  strong  man  armed  keepeth  his  palace, 

22  his  g^ds  are  in  peace  ;  But  when  a  stronger 
than  he  shall  come  upon  him,  and  overcome 
him,  he  taketh  from  him  all  his  armour  wherein 

23  he  trusted,  and  dividcth  his  spoils.  He  that  is 
not  with  me,  is  against  me :  and  he  that  gath- 

24  ereth  not  with  me,  scattereth.  When  the 
unclean  spirit  is  gone  out  of  a  man,  he  walketh 
through  dry  places,,  seeking  rest ;  and  finding 
none,   he  saith,   I  will  return  unto  my  house 

25  whence  I  came  out.f     And  when  he  cometh» 

26  he  findeth  it  swept  and  furnished.  Then  he 
goelh  and  taketh  to  him  seven  other  spirits 
more  wicked  than  himself;  and  they  enter  in, 
and  dwell  there :  and  the  last  state  of  that  mSiiv 
is  worse  than  the  first*

things^  a  certain  woman  of  the  company  lifted 
up  her  voice,  and  said  unto  him,  Blessed  w  the 
womb  that  bare  thee,  and  the  breast  which 
thou  hast  sucked. 

28  But  he  said,  Yea,  rather  blessed  are  they 
who  hear  the  word  of  God  and  keep  it* 

29  And  when  the  people  were  gathered  thick 
together,  he  began  to  say,  This  is  an  evil  gen- 
eration \^  they  seek  a  sign ;  and  no  sign  shall 
be  ^ven  it,  but  the  sign  of  Jonas  the  prophet. 

30  For  as  Jonas  was  a  sign  unto  the  Ninevites,  so 
shall   also   the  Son  of  man  be  to  this  genera^. 

31  tion.  The  queen  of  the  south  shall  rise  up  in 
the  judgment  against  the  men  of  this  genera, 
tion,  and  condemn  them  ;  for  she  came  from 
the  utmost  parts  of  the  earth,  to  hear  the  wis- 
dom of  Solomon ;   and  behold,  a  greater  than 

32  Solomon  is  here.     The  men  of  Nineveh  shall 
"  rise  up  in  the  judgment  against  this  generation, 

and  shall  condemn  it :  for  they  repented  at  the 
preaching  of  Jonas ;  and  behold,  a  greater  than 
Jonas  is  here. 

33  No  man,  when  he  hath  lighted  a  candle^ 
putteth  it  in  a  secret  place,  neither  under  a 
bushel,    but  on  a  candlestick,   that  they  who 

34  come  in  may  see  the  light.  The  lamp  of  the 
body  is  tlie  eye  :  therefore  when  thine  eye  is 
sound,  thy  whole  body  is  enlightened ;  but 
when   thine  eye  is  evil,   thy  body  is  full  of 

»  They  were  most  perveree  and  depraved.  Though 
Jesufl  performed  the  most  stupendous  miracles,  they  still 
wanted  to  see  a  sign  from  heaven  ;  and  his  mighty  works 
they  aseribed  to  the  power  of  Satan. 
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35  d&rkness.     Take  heed  tlierefore,  that  the  light 

36  which  is  in  thee  be  not  darkness.  If  then  thy 
whole  body  be  enlightened,  having  no  part 
dark,  the  whole  shall  be  full  of  light,  as  when 
the  bright  shining  of  a  candle  doth  give  thee 

37  While  he  was  speaking,  a  certain  Pharisee 
asked  him  to  dine  with  him :    and  he  went  in, 

38  and  sat  down  to  meat.  And  when  the  Phari- 
see  saw  it,  he  wondered  that  he  had  not  washed 

39  before  dinner.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him, 
Ye  Pharisees  do  indeed  make  clean  the  outside 
of  the  cup  and  dish  ;   but  your  inward  part  is 

40  full  of  rapine  and  malice.  Ye  fools,  did  not  he 
who  made  that  which  is  without,    make  that 

41  which  is  within  also  ?  But  rather  give  alms  of 
such  things  as  ye  have  ;  and  behold,  all  things 

42  are  clean  unto  you.  But  wo  unto  you,  Phari- 
sees :  for  ye  pay  tithe  of  mint,  and  rue,  and  all 
manner  of  herbs,  and  neglect  justice  and  the 
love  of  God  :  These  ye  ought  to  have  done,  and 

43  not  to  leave  the  other  undone.  Wo  mito  you, 
Pharisees  :  for  ye  love  the  uppermost  seats  in 
the  synagogues,  and  salutations  in  the  markets. 

44  Wo  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypo- 
crites :  for  ye  are  as  graves  which  are  not  seen, 
and  men  who  walk  over  them  are  not  aware  of 
them. 

,  Then  one  of  the  lawyers^  said  unto  him, 

Master,  thus  saying,  thou   dost  reproach  us 

46  also.    And  he  said,  Wo  unto  you  also,y^la^v- 

yers  :  for  ye  lade  men  with  burthens  :   griev-

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ous  to  be  bome,  but  ye  yourselves  touch  not 

47  the  burdens  with  one  of  your  fingers.  Wo 
unto  you  :    for  ye  build  the  sepulchres  of  the 

48  prophets,  and  your  fathers  killed  tliem.  Truly 
ye  bear  witness,  thiit  ye  allow  the  deeds  of 
your  fathers  :    for  they  indeed  killed  them,  and 

49  ye  build  their  sepulchres.  Thei^efore  also  said 
the  wisdom  of  God^*  I  will  send  thcni  pro- 
phets and  apostles,  and  some  of  them  they  will 

50  slay  and  persecute  :    That  the  blood  of  all  the 
prophets,  which  was  shed  from  the  foundation 
of  the  world,  may  be  required  of  this  genera- 
Si  tion.     From  the  blood  of  Abel,  unto  the  blood 

of  Zacharias,  who  perished  between  the  altar 
and  the  temple  :   verily  I   say  unto  you,  it 

52  shall  be  required  of  this  generation.  Wo  unto 
you,  lawyers  :  for  ye  have  taken  away  the  key 
of  knowledge  :  ye  entered  not  in  yourselves, 
and  them  that  were  entering  in  ye  hindered. 

53  And  as  he  said  these  thin.s^s  unto  them,  the 
scribes  and  the  Pharisees  addressed  him  rudely, 
and  interrogated  him  on  many  subjects  with  a 

54  view  to  provoke  him  ;  endeavoring  to  ensnare 
him  and  to  find  some  expression  as  matter  of 
accusation  against  him. 


CHAP.  XII. 

I       IN  the  mean  time,  when  there  were  gathered 
together  an  innumerable  multitude  of  people,  so

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that  they  trod  one  upon  another,  he  said  unto  his 
disciples,  Above  all  things  bewareof  the  leaven 
2  ofthe  Pharisees,  which  is  hypocrisy.  For  there 
is  nothing  covered,  that  shall  not  be  revealed ; 
3  neither  hidden,  that  shall  not  be  known.  And 
whatsoever  ye.  have  spoken  in  darkness,  shall 
be  heard  in  the  light',  and  that  which  ye  have 
spoken  in  the  ear  in  tlosets,  shall  be  proclaim- 

4  ed  upon  the  house- tops.  And  I  say  unto  you, 
my  friends,  be  not  afraid  of  tliem  who  kill  the 
body,  and  after  that  have  no  more  that  they 

5  can  do.  But  I  will  forewarn  you  whom  yc 
shall  fear  i  Fear  him  who,  after  he  hath  killed, 
hath  power  to  cast  into  hell  ;   yea,  I  say  unto 

€  you,  fear  him.  Are  not  live  sparrows  sold 
for  two  farthings  ?  yet  not  one  of  them  is  for- 

7  gotten  before  God  ;  and  even  the  very  hairs 
of  your  head  sre  all  numbered*  Fear  not 
therefore  :  ye  are  pf  more   value  than  many 

•8  sparroMPs.  Also  I  say  unto  you,  whosoever 
shall  confess  me  before  men,  him  tlie  Son  of 
man  wfll  also  confess  before  the  angels  of  God. 

9  But  he  that  denieth  me  before  men,   shall  be 

10  denied  before  the  angels  of  God.  And  who- 
soever shall  speak  a  word  against  the  Son  of 
man,  it  may  be  forgiven  him  ;  but  he  who 
blasphemeth  the  Holy  Spirit  shall  not  be  for- 

11  given.  And  when  they  bring  you  unto  the 
synagogues,  and  unto  magistrates  and  rulers, 
take  no  thought  how,  or  what  thing  ye  shall 

12  answer,  or  what  ye  shall  say  :  For  the  Holy 
Spirit  shall  teach  you  in  the  same  hour  what 

13  ye  ought  to  say.    And  one  ofthe   company 
said  unto  him,  Master,  speak  to  my  brothflr> 
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14  that  he  divide  the  inheritance  with  me.  And 
he  said  unto  him,  Man,  who  made  me  a  judge, 

15  or  arbiter  for  you  ?  Then  he  said  unto  them, 
Take  heed,  and  beware  of  covetousness  :  for 
a  man's  life  consisteth  not  in  the  abundance  of 

16  the  things  which  he  possesseth.  And  he 
spake  a  parable  unto  them,  saying,  The 
ground  of  a  certain  rich  man  brought   forth 

17  plentifully  :  and  he  thought  within  himself, 
saying,  What  shall  I  do,  since  I  have  no  room 

18  where  to  bestow  my  fruits  ?  And  he  smd, 
I  will  do  this  ;  I  will  pull  down  my  barns, 
and  build  greater  ;    and  there  will  1   bestow 

19  all  my  fruits  and  my  goods.  And  I  will  say 
to  my  soul.  Soul,  thou  hast  much  goods  laid 
up  for  many  years  ;  take  thine  ease,  eat,  drink, 

20  and  be  merry.  But  God  said  unto  him,  Thou 
fool,  this  night  thy  soul  shall  be  required  of 
thee  ;  then  whose  shall  those  things  be  which 

21  thou  hast  provided  ?  So  is  he  that  layeth  up 
treasure  for  himself  Aere,  and  is  not  rich  to- 
wards God. 

22  And  he  said  unto  his  disciples.  Therefore  I 
say  unto  you,  Take  no  anxious  thought  for 
your  life,  what  ye  shall  eat,  neither  for  the  body 

23  what  ye  shall  put  on.     The  life  is  more  than 

24  meat,  and  the  body  than  raiment.  Consider 
the  ravens  :  for  they  neither  sow  nor  reap ; 
they  have  not  store  house,  nor  bam  ;  but  God 
feedeth  them  :    How   much  more  are  ye  bet- 

25  ter  than  the  birds  ?  And  v/bich  of  you  by 
being  anxious  can  add  to  his  stature  one  cubit  ? 

26  If  ye  then  be  not  able  to  do  that  thing  which 
is  least,  why  are  ye  anxious  for  the  rest  ? 
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27  Consider  the  lilies  how  they  grow  :  They 
neither  toil  nor  spin  ;  and  yet  I  say  unto  you, 
that  Solomon,  in  all  his  glory,  was  not  arrayed 

28  like  one  of  these.  If  then  God  so  clothe  the 
grass,  which  is  to-day  in  the  field,  and  to- 
morrow is  cast  into  the  oven  ;  how  mnch 
more  xvill  he  clothe  you,  O  ye  of  little  faith  ? 

29  And  seek  not  chiefly  what  ye  shall  eat,  or  what 
ye  shall  drink,  neither  be  of  anxious  mind. 

30  For  all  these  things  do  the  nations  of  the  world 
seek  after  :*  and  your  father  knoweth  that  ye 
have  need  of  these  things. 

31  But  rather  seek  ye  the  kingdom  of  God, 
and  all  these  things  shall  be  added  unto  yon. 

32  Fear  not,  little  flock ;   for  it  is   your  Father's 

33  good  pleasure  to  give  you  the  kingdom.  Sell 
wliat  ye  have,  and  give  alms  :  provide  your- 
selves bags  which  wax  not  old,  a  treasure  in 
the  heavens  which  faileth  not,  where  no  thief 

34  approacheth,  neither  moth  corru^teth.  For 
where  your  treasuf e  is,  there  will  your  heart 

35  be  also.     Let  your  loins  be  girded  about,  and 

36  t/our  lights  burning  ;  and  ye  yourselves  like 
men  who  wait  for  their  master,  when  he  will 
return  from  the  wedding ;  that,  when  he  comcth 
and  knocketh,  they  may  open  unto  him  im- 

37  mediately.  Blessed  are  those  servants,  whom 
the  master,  when  he  cometh,  shall  find  watch- 
ing ;  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  he  shall  gird 
himself,  and  make  them  to  sit  down  to  meat, 

38  and  will  come  and  serve  them.     And  if  he- 
shall  come  in  the  second  watch,  or  come  in  the

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third  watch,  aiid  find  things  so,  blessed  will  be 

39  those  servants.  For  this  ye  know,  that  if  the 
master  of  the  house  had  known  what  hour  the 
thief  w^ould  come,  he  would  have  watched^ 
and  not  have  suffered  his  house  to   be  broken 

40  through.  Be  ye  tlien  always  ready  ;  for  the 
Son  of  man  cometh  at  an  hour,  when  ye  think 
not. 

41  Then  Peter  said  unto  him,.  Lord,  dost  thou 
address  this  comparison  to  us,  or  to  all  men  ? 

42  And  the  Lord  said,  Who  then  is  that  faithful 
and  wise  steward,  whom  his  lord  shall  make 
ruler  over  his  household,  to  give  fAe  portion  of 

43  food  in  due  season  ;  Blessed  is  that  servant, 
whom  his  lord,  when  he  cometh,  shall  find 

44  thus  employed.     Verily,  I  say  unto  you,  that 

45  he  will  make  him  ruler  over  all  he  hath.  But 
if  that  servant  should  say  in  his  heart,  My  lord 
delayeth  his  coming  ;  and  should  begin  to 
beat  the  men-servants  and  maidens,  and  to  eat 

46  and  to  drink,  and  be  drunken  ;  the  Lord  of 
that  servant  will  come  in  a  day  when  he  looketh 
not  for  him,  and  at  an  hour  when  he  is  not 
aware,  and  will  discard  him,  and  appoint  him 

47  his  portion  with  unbelievers.  And  that  ser- 
vant, who  knew  his  lord's  will,  and  prepared 
not  himself^  neither  did  according  to  his  will, 

48  shall  be  beaten  much.  But  he  that  knew  not, 
and  did  commit  things  worthy  of  stripes,  shall 
be  beaten  but  little.  For  unto  whomsoever 
much  is  given,  of  him  will  much  be  required  : 
an3  to  whom  men  have  committed  much,  of 
him  they  will  ask  the  more. 
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49  I  am  come  to  send  fire  on  the  earth,  and 

50  what  will  I,  if  it  be  already  kindled  ?*  But  I 
have  a  baptism  to  be  baptized  with,t  and  how 

51  am  I  distressed  till  it  be  accomplished !  Sup- 
pose ye  that  I  am  come  to  give  peace  on  the 
earth  ?  I  tell  you,  nay  ;  but  rather  division.^ 

52  For  from  henceforth  there  shall  be  five  in  one 
house  divided,   three   against  two,  and  two 

53  against  three.  The  father  shall  be  divided 
against  the  son,  and  the  son  against  the  father; 
the  mother  against  the  daughter,  and  the  daugh- 
ter  against  the  mother  ;  the  mother-in-law 
against  her  daughter-in-law,  and  the  daughter- 
in-law  against  her  mother-in-law. 

54  And  he  said  also  to  the  people,  When  ye  see 
a  cloud  rise  out  of  the  west,  immediately  ye 

55  say.  There  will  be  rain  ;  and  so  it  is.  And 
when  the  south  wind  blows,  ye  say.  There  will 

56  be  heat :  and  it  cometh  to  pass.  Ye  hypo- 
crites, ye  can  discern  the  face  of  the  sky,  and  of 
tlie  earth  ;    but  how  is  it  that  ye  do  not  discern 

57  this  time  ?i  Yea,  and  of  yourselves  even  why 
V    judge  ye  not  what  is  right  ? 

/58  When  thou  goest  with  thine  adversary  to 
the  magistrate,  ivhtle  in  the  way,  endeavor  to 
be  delivered  from  him  ;  lest  he  carry  thee  to 
the  judge,  and  the  judge  deliver  thee  to  the

tell  thee,  thou  shalt  not  depart  thence,  till  tliou 
hast  paid  the  very  last  mite. 


CHAP.  XIII. 

1  AT  that  time  there  were  some  present  who 
told  him  of  the  Galileans,  whose  blood  Pilate 

2  had  mingled  with  their  sacrifices.*  And  Jesus 
answering,  said  unto  them,  Do  ye  suppose 
that  these  were  sinners  above  all  the  Galileans, 

3  because  they  suflfered  such  things  ?  I  tell  you, 
nay :    but,   except    ye  repent,   ye   shall  all 

4  likewise  perish.  Or  those  eighteen  on  whom 
the  tower  in  Siloam  fell,  and  slew  them,  do  ye 
think   that  they  were  sinners  above  all  that 

5  dwelt  in  Jerusalem  ?  I  tell  you,  nay :  but, 
except  ye  repent,  ye  shall  all  likewise  perish. 

6  He  spake  also  this  parable  :  A  certaiji  man 
had  a  fig-tree  planted  in  his  vineyard :  and  he 
came  and  sought  fi-uic  thereon,  and  found  none. 

7  Then  he  said  unto  the  dresser  of  his  vineyard. 
Behold,  these  three  years  I  have  come  seeking 
fruit  on  this  fig-tree,  and  find  none  ;  cut  it 
down  ;      why   cumbereth   it    the    ground  ? 

8  And  he  answering,  said  unto  him.  Lord,  let  it 
alone   this  year  also,  till  I  shall  dig  about  it, 

9  and  dung  it.  And  it  may  bear  fruit,  but  if 
not,  after  that  thou  shalt  cut  it  down. 

*  It  is  snpposed  these  Galileans  had  openly  and  forciMy 
oppmed  the  authority  of  the  Romau  governor.  The  enemies

10  And   he  was  teaching  in  one  of  the  synii- 

1 1  gogues  on  the  sabbath.  And  behold,  there 
was  a  woman  who  had  a  spirit  of  infirmity* 
eighteen   years,  and  was  bowed  together  and 

12  could  not  even  look  up.  And  when  Jesus 
saw  her,  he  called  her  to  him,  and  said  unto 
her.  Woman,  thou  art  loosed  from  thine  in- 

13  firmity.  And  he  laid  his  hands  on  her  :  and 
immediately  she  stood  up  right,  and  glorified 

14  God.  And  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue  ansuer- 
ed  with  indignation,  because  that  Jesus  had 
healed  on  the  sabbath  day,  and  said  unto  the 
people,  There  are  six  days  in  which  men 
ought  to  work  :  in  them  therefore  come  and 

15  be  healed,  and  not  on  the  sabbath-day.  The 
Lord  then  answered  him,  and  sad,  ITiou 
hypocrite,  doth  not  each  one  of  you  on  the 
sabbath  loose  his  ox,  or  ass  from  tlie  stall,  and 

16  lead  it  away  to  watering?  And  ought  not  this 
woman,  being  a  daughter  of  Abraham,  whom 
Satan  hath  bound,  lo,  these  eighteen  years,  be 
loosed  from  this  bond  on  the  sabbath-dav  ? 

17  And  when  he  had  said  these  things,  all  his 
adversaries  were  aishame4  :  but  the  peq)le 
rejoiced  for  all  the  glorious  things  that  were 
done  by  him»  . 

18  Then  he  s^d,  Unto  what  is  the  kingdom  ot 
God  like  ?  and  whereunto  shall  I  resemble  it 

19  It  is  like  a  grain  of  mustard-seed,  which  a  man 
took,  and  cast  into  his  garden,  and  it  gre«^» 

'*  Thig  nndoobtedl^r  was  mere  disease;  but  it  fPPJ^ 
the  Jews  had  an  opioion  that  sickness  was  infiicleo  \ 
Satan  5  or  that  evil  spirits  possessed  tliose  who  wCfc^''' 
jeot  to  uncommoD  disorders. 
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and  waxed  a  great  tree ;    and  the  fowls  of  the 

20  air  lodged  in  the  branches  of  it.  And  again 
he  said,  Whereunto  shall  I  liken  the  kingdom 

2 1  of  God  ?  It  is  like  leaven,  which  a  woman  took 
and  hid  in   tlvee  measures  of   meal,  till  the 

22  whole  was  leavened.  And  he  went  through 
the  cities  and*  villages  teaching,  and  journ^ing 

23  towards  Jerusalem.  Then  one  said  unto  him, 
Lord,  are  there  few  who  are  saved  ?  And  he 

24  said  unto  them,  Strive  to  enter  in  at  the  strait 
gate  :    I  assure  you,  that  many  will  seek  to 

55  enter  in,  and  shall  not  be  able.  When  once 
the  master  of  the  house  is  risen  up,  and  hath 
shut  the  door,  and  ye  begin  to  stand  without, 
and  to  knock  at  the  door,  sayings  Lord,  Lord, 
open  unto  us  ;  then  he  will  answer,  and  say 
unto  you,  I  know  you  not  whence  you  are  : 

26  And  ye  will  be  ready  to  say,  We  have  eaten 
and  drunken  in  thy  presence,  and  thou  hast 

S17  taught  in  our  streets.    But  he  will  say,  I  tell 

,     you,  I  know  you  not  whence  ye  are  ;   depart 

28  from  me,  all  ye  workers  of  iniquity.  There 
shall  be  wcepmg  and  gnashing  of  teeth,  when 
ye  shall  see  Abraham,  and  Isaac,  and  Jacob, 
and  all  the  prophets  in  the  kingdom  of  God, 

29  and  yourselves  thrust  out.  And  they  shall 
come  from  the  east  and  the  west,  and  from  the 
north  and  south,  and  shall  sit  down  in  the 

SO  kingdom  of  God.  And  behold,  there  are  last 
who  shall  be  first,  and  there  are  first  who 
shall  be  last. 

31  The  same  day  there  came  some  of  the  Phar- 
isees, saying  unto  him.  Get  thee  out,   and  de- 

32  part  hence :    for  Herod  will  kill  thee.     And 
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he  said  unto  them,  Go  ye,  and  tell  that  fox,» 
behold,  I  cast  out  demons,  and  perform  cures 
to-day  and  to*morrow,  and  th©^  third  day  I  shall 

33  be  perfected.  Nevertheless,  I  must  walk  to- 
day and  to-morrow,  and  the  day  following : 
for  it  ainnot  be  that  a  prophet  perish  out  of 

34  Jerusalem.  O  Jerusalem,  Jerusalem,  which 
killest  the  prophets,  and  stonest  them  that  are 
sent  unto  thee  ;  how  often  would  I  have  gath- 
ered thy  children  together,  as  a  hen  gatheretk 
her  brood  under  her  wings,  and  ye  would  not ! 

35  Behold  your  house  is  kft  unto  you  desolate. 
Verily  I  say  unto  you,  ye.  shall  not  see 
me,  until  the  time  come  when  ye  shall  say. 
Blessed  is  he  that  comcth  iu  the  name  of  the 
Lord. 


CHAP.  XIV. 

1  AND  as  he  went  into  the  house  of  one  of 
the  chief  Pharisees  to  eat  bread  on  the  sab-» 

2  bath-day,   they   watched  him.     And  behold, 
there   was  a  certain  man  before  him  who  had 

3  the  dropsy.     And  Jesus  addressed  the  lawyers 
and  Pharisees,  and  said,  Is  it  lawful  to  heal  on 

4  the  sabbath-day.f     But  they  made  no  reply. 

*  Oar  Savior  calk  Herod  a  foXy  to  express  hta  opinion 
of  the  low  cunoing,  deceit  and  subtility  of  that  prince. 

t  It  U  ssud  there  were  no  sects  known  among  the  Jews 
nntil  after  the  times  of  the  inspired  prophets^  When 
Christ  was  on  earth,  it  appears,  that  they  were  distinctly 
marked;  and  that  some  of  them  were  Tery  erroneous  in 
their  opinions,  and  corrupt  in  their  practices.  The  Sad- 
dueees,  like  the  Epicureans  among  the  heathens,  confined 
thetr  views  to  the  present  world.    They  did  not  believe^  in 
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And  he  took  the  man  and  healed  him,  and  let 

5  him  go.  Then  he  addressed  them,  saying, 
Which  of  you  shall  have  an  ass  or  an  ox  fallen 
into  a  pit,   and  will  not  immediately  pull  him 

6  out  on  the  sabbath-day  ?  And  they  could  not 
answer  him  to  these  things. 

7  And  he  spake  a  parable  to  those  who  were 
bidden,  when  he  marked  how  they  chose  out 

8  the  chief  rooms ;  saying  unto  them,  When 
thou  art  invited  by  any  one  to  a  feast,  sit  not 
down  in  the  lughest  room,  lest  a  more  honor- 
able man  than  thou  be  also  invited  by  him. 

9  And  he  that  invited  thee  and  him,  come  and 
say  to  thee.  Give  this  man  place ;  and  thou 
begin  with  shame  to  take  the  lowest  room. 

10  But  when  thou  art  invited,  go  and  sit  down 
in  the  lowest  room  ;  that  when  he  who  invited 
thee  cometh,  he  may  say  unto  thee.  Friend, 
go  up  higher :  then  shalt  thou  have  honor  in 
the  presence  of  them  that  sit  at  meat  with  thee. 

1 1  For  whosoever  exalteth  himself  shall  be  abased, 
and  he  that  humbleth  himself  shall  be  exalted. 

afotorestaieof  exisienee  and  retribution,  and  of  course 
vere  destitute  of  all  religious  principles,  fiut  though  much 
opposed  to  the  sect  of  the  Pharisees,  they  united  \vitb  them 
in  persecuting  and  crucifying  our  Lord.  The  Pharisees 
made  sreat  pretensions  to  sanctity ;  but  they  were  hypo^ 
eritieat  and  insincere  ^  inattentive  to  the  great  duties  of 
religion,  and  careful  only  to  observe  its  rites  and  ceremt" 
nies.  The  Scribes  and  Doctors  of  the  law,  or  Laivyers,  as 
they  are  ofteh  called  in  the  New  Testament,  were  teachers 
and  expounik*s  of  the  Masaic  law  to  the  common  people. 
But  wnile  they  taught  others,  they  were  themselves,  in 
most  cases,  indifferent  to  the  moral  precepts  inculcated  in 
the  law  and  prophets  ;  and  by  their  traditions  and  glosses 
made  the  word  of  God  of  no  effect. 
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12  Then  he  said  also  to  the  person  who  Iiad 
invited  him,  When  thou  makest  a  dinner,  or 
a  supper,  call  rK>t  thy  friends  nor  thy  bretlffen, 
neither  thy  kinsmen,  nor  rich  neighbors ;  lest 
they  also  invite  thee  again,  and  a  recompence 

13  be  made  thee.  But  when  thou  makest  a  feast, 
call  the  poor,  the  maimed,  the  lame,  the  blind  : 

14  And  thou  shalt  be  blessed  ;  for  they  cannot 
recompense  thee :  But  thou  shalt  be  remu- 
nerated at  the  resurrection  of  the  just. 

15  And  when  one  of  them  that  sat  at  meat  with 
him  heard  these  things^  he  said  unto  him. 
Blessed  is  he  that  shall  eat  bread  in  the  king- 

16  dom  of  God.*  Then  said  he  unto  him,  A  cer- 
tain   man   made  a  great  supper,  and  invited 

17  many  :  And  sent  his  servant  at  supper- time 
to  say  to  them  that  were  invited,  Come,  for  all 

18  things  are  now  ready.f  And  they  all,  as  one, 
began  to  make  excuse.  The  first  said  unto 
him,  I  have  bought  a  piece  of  ground,  and 
I  must  needs  go  and  see  it.  .  I  pray  thee  have 

19  me  excused.  Another  said,  I  have  bought 
five  yoke  of  oxen,  and  I  go  to  prove  them  :  I 

20  pray  thee  have  me  excused.  And  another  sjud, 
I  have  married  a  wife,  and  therefore  I  cannot 

21  come.  Then  the  servant  came,  and  shewed 
his  lord  these  things.  And  the  master  of  the 
house,  being  angry,  said  to  his  servant,  Go 
out  quickly  into  the  streets  and  lanes  of  the 
city,  and   bring  in   hither  the  poor,  and  the

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22  maimed,  and  the  halt,  and  the  blind.  And 
the  servant  said,   Sir,    it  is  done  as  thou  hast 

23  commanded,  and  yet  there  is  room.  And  the 
inaster  said  unto  the'servant,  Go  out  into  the 
highways  and  hedges,   and   compel  tbem  to 

24  come  in,  that  my  house  may  be  filled.  For  I 
say  unto  you,  that  none  of  those  men  who 
were  invited,  shall  taste  of  my  supper. 

25  And  there  went  great  multitudes  with  him  : 

26  and  he  turned,  and  said  unto  them,  If  any  one 
come  to  me,  and  hate  not  his  father,  and  mo- 
ther, and  wife,  and  children,  and  brethren,  and 
sisters,   yea,   and  his  own  life  also,   he  cannot 

27  be  my  disciple.*  And  whosoever  doth  not 
bear  his  cross,  and  come  after  mc,   cannot  be 

23  my  disciple.  For  which  of  you  intending  to 
build  a  tower,  sitteth  not  down  first,  and  count- 
eth  the  cost,  whether  he  has  sufficient  to  finish 

29  it?  Lest  perhaps,  after  he  hath  laid  the  foun- 
dation, and  is  not  able  .  to  finish  it,  all  that  be- 

30  holdff,  begin  to  mock  him,  saying,  This  man 
began   to  build,  and  waf  not  able  to  finish, 

31  Or  what  king  going  to  make  war  against  an- 
other  king,  aitteth  not  down  first,  and  consult- 
eth  whether  he  be  able  with  ten  thousand  to 
meet  him  that  cometh  against  him  with  twenty 

32  thousand  ?  Or  while  the  other  is  yet  a  great 
way  off,   he  sendeth  an««mbassy,  and  desireth 

S3  peace.  So  likewise,  whosoever  he  be  of  you 
that  forsaketh  not  all  that  he  hath,  he  cannot  be 
my  disciple.f

neither  fit  for  the  land,   nor  vet  for  the  dung- 
hill :    but  men  cast  it  out.     ne  that  hath  ears 
to  hear,  let  him  hear. 


CHAP.  XV. 

1  THEN   drew  near  unto  hini  all  the  publi- 

2  cans  and  sinners  to  hear  him.  And  the  Phar- 
isees and  scribes  murhiured,  saying*  This  man 
receiveth  sinners,  and  eateth  with  them. 

S       And  he  spake  this  parable  unto  them,  say- 

4  ing,  What  man  of  you,  having  an  hundred 
sheep,  if  he  lose  one  of  tliem,  doth  not  leave 
the  ninety  and  nine  iiv  tlie  wilderness,  and   go 

5  after  that  which  is  lost,  until  he  find  it  ?  And 
when  he  hath  found  itj   he  layeth  it  on   his 

6  shoulders  rejoicing.  And  when  he  cometh 
home,  he  calleth  together  his  friends  and  neigh- 
bors, saying  un?o  them.  Rejoice  with  me ;  for 

7  I  hjive  found  my  sheep  which  was  lust.  I 
say  unto  you,  that  there  will  be  joy  also  in 
heaven  over  one  sinner  that  repenteth,*  more 
than  over  ninety  and  nine  just  persons  who 

8  need-  no  repentance.  Eitlier  what  woman 
having  ten  pieces  of  silver,  if  she  lose  one  piece, 
doth  not  light  a  candle,  and  sweep  the  house, 

9  and  seek  diligently  till  she  find  it  ?    And  when 

*  This  is  one  of  those  texts  of  scripture,  which  are  not 
to  be  coiistrned  in  a  strictly  literal  sense.  The  meanin|; 
here  is,  that  the  reformation  of  a  sinner  is  hiehij  accepta- 
ble to  God,  and  gives  great  joy  to  the  angels  of  heaven* 
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she  hath  found  it,  she  calleth  her  friends  and 
neighbors  together,  saying,  Rejoice  with  me  ; 
for   I    have  found  the  piece  which  I  bad  lost. 

10  I  declare  to  you,  there  is  joy  also  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  angels  of  God  over  one  sinner  that 
repenteth. 

1 1  And  he  said,  A  certain  man  had  two  sons  :* 

12  And  the  younger  of  them  said  to  his  father, 
Father,  give  me  the  portion  of  goods  that  be- 
longs to  me.     And  he  divided  to  each  his  liv- 

13  mg.  And  not  many  days  after,  the  younger 
son  gathered  all  together,  and  made  a  journey 
into  a  far  conntrj%   and  there  wasted  his  sub- 

14  stance  in  riotous  living.  And  when  he  had 
spent  all,   there  arose  a  severe  famine  in  tliat 

15  land ;  and  he  began  to  be  in  want.  And  he 
went  and  joined  himself  to  a  citizen  of  that 
country  ;  and  he  sent  him  into  his  fields  to  feed 

16  swine.  And  he  would  have  filled  his  belly 
with  the  husks  that  the  swine  did  eat :    for  no 

17  tnan  gave  unto  him.  And  when  he  came  to 
himself  he  said,  How  many  hired  servants  of 
my  father  have  bread  enough  and   to   spare, 

18  while  I  perish  wnth  hunger !  I  will  arise  and 
go  to  my  father,  and  will  siiy  unto  him,  Father, 
I  liave  sinned  against  heaven,  and  before  thee, 

19  tfnd  am  no  more  worthy  to  be  called  thy  son  : 

20  make  me  as  one  of  thy  hired  servants.  And 
he  arose,  and   came  to  his  father.     But  when 

^  -This  i»  A  nmstbemitirul  and  instrnetivc  parable  :  while 
H  flhcira  Ihe  folly  and  IhenehtleMness  of  men,  it  displajs 
the  divine  compassion  ;  andieachei  Uiat  God  is  readj  to 
pardon  the  penitent,  returning  sinner^  m  lio  sees  and  f^fsakes 
the  error  of  his  ways. 
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he  was  yet  a  great  way  off,  his  father  saw  him, 
and  had  compassion,   and  ran,  and  fell  on  his 

21  neck,  and  kissed  him.  And  the  son  said  unto 
him,  Father,  I  have  sinned  against  heaven,  and 
in  thy  sight,   and  am  no  more   worthy  to  be 

22  called  thy  son.  But  the  father  said  to  his  ser- 
vants. Bring  forth  the  best  robe,  and  put  it  on 
him  ;    and  put  a  ring  on  his  hand,  and  shoes 

23  on  his  feet.     And  bring  hither  the  fatted  calf, 

24  and  kill  it ;  and  let  us  eat  and  rejoice :  Tor 
this  my  son  was  dead,  and  is  alive  again ;  he 
was  lost,   and   is  found.     And  they  began  to 

25  rejoice.  Now  his  elder  son  was  in  the  field ; 
and   as  he  came  and  drew  nigh  to  the  house, 

26  he  heard  music  and  dancing.  And  he  called 
one  of  the  servants,  and  asked  what  these  things 

27  meant.  And  he  said  unto  him,  Thy  brother 
is  come  ;  and  thy  father  hath  killed  the  fatted 
calf,  because  he   hath  received  him  in  health. 

28  And  he  was  angry,  and  would  not  go  in :  tliere- 
fore  came  his  father  out,   and  intreated  him. 

29  And  he  answering,  said  to  his  father,  Lo,  these 
many  years  I  have  served  thee,  neither  trans- 
gressed I  at  any  time  thy  commandment ;  and 
yet  thou    never  gavest  me  a  kid,  that  I  might 

30  rejoice  with  my  friends  :  But  as  soon  as  this 
thy  son  was  come,  who  hath  wasted  thy  living 
with  harlots,  thou  hast  killed  for  him  the  fetted 

31  calf.     And  he  said  unto  him,  Son,   thou  art 

32  ever  with  me  and  all  that  I  have  is  thine.  It  is 
proper  that  we  should  rejoice,  and  be  glad : 
for  this  thy  brother  Mras  dead,  and  is  aliff 
again  ;  he  was  lost,  and  is  found. 
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CHAP.  XVI. 

1  AND  he  aaid  also  unto  his  disciples,  There 
was  a  certain  rich  man  who  had  a'steward  ; 
and  the  same  was  accused  unto  him,  that  he 

2  had  wasted  his  goods.  And  he  called  him, 
and  said  unto  him,  How  is  it  that  I  hear  this 
of  thee?  give  an  account  of  thy  stewardship  : 

3  for  thou  must  be  no  longer  steward.  Then 
the  steward  said  within  himself.  What  shall  I 
do  ?  for  my  lord  taketh  away  from  me  the 
stewardship  ?   I  cannot  dig,  and  to  beg  I   am 

4  ashamed.  I  am  resolved  what  to  do,  that 
when  I  am  put  out  of  the  stewardship,  they 

5  may  receive  me  into  their  houses.  So  he  called 
every  one  of  his  lord's  debtors  unto  him,  and 
said  unto  the  first,  How^much  ovvest  thou  unto 

6  ray  lord  ?  And  he  said.  An  hundred  meas- 
ures of  oil.  And  he  said  unlo  him,  Take  thy 
bill,  and  sit   down   quickly,   and  write  fifty. 

7  Then  said  he  to  anotlier.  And  how  much  owest 
thou  ?  And  he  said,  An  hundred  measures  of 
wheat.     And  he  saiiunto  him,   Take  thy  bill 

8  and  write  fourscore.  And  the  master  com- 
mended the  unjust  steward;  because  he  had 
done  wisely  :^  for  the  children  of  this  world 
are  in  their  generation  more  prudent  tlian    the 

9  children  of  light.  And  I  say  unto  you,  Make 
to  yourselves' friends  by  the  right  use  of  riches  ; 
that,    when  ye  fail,  ye   may  be  received  into 


ConDingly.  or  prudently  for  uiin.se1f. 
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10  everlasting  habitations.*  He  that  is  faithful  in 
that  which  is  least,  is  faithful  also  in  much  ; 
and  he  that  is  unjust  in  the  least,  is  unjust  also 

11  in  much.  If  therefore  ye  have  not  been  fcUth- 
ful  in  the  unrighteous  mammon,  who  will  com- 

12  mit  to  your  trust  the  true  riches  ?  And  if  ye 
have  not  been  faithful  in  that  which  is  another 
man's,  who  shall  give  you  that  which  is  your 
own  ? 

13  No  servant  can  serve  two  masters :  for  cither 
he  will  hate  one,  and  love  the  other ;  or  he  will 
hold  to  one,  and  despise  the  other.     Ye  canaot 

14  serve  God  and  mammon.  And  the  Pharisees 
who  were  covetous,  heard  all  these  things,  and 

15  they  derided  him.  And  he  said  unto  them. 
Ye  are  they  who  justify  yourselves  before  men ; 
but  God  knoweth  your  hearts :  for  often  that 
which  is   in  high^^stimation  with  men  is  an 

16  abomination  in  the  sight  of  God.  The  law  and 
the  prophets  were  until  John ;  since  that  time 
the  kingdom  of  God  is  preached,  and  every 

17  man  presseth  into  it.f  And  it  is  easier  for 
heaven  and  earth  to  pass,  than  one  tittle  of  the 

18  law  to  fail.  Whosoever  putteth  away  his  wife, 
•and   marrieth   another,   committeth   adultery, 

*  Oar  Lord  here  recommends  com|ia8sioii  and  charity,  bj 
the  consideration  of  the  future  happiness  which  is  reserred 
for  those,  who,  in  addition  to  other  good  qualities,  appro- 
pi  iate  their  worldly  treasures  to  the  comfort  and  relief  of 
their  fellow  men. 

t  The  people  were  very  anxious  to  hear  the  dtctrines  of 
the  gospel  and  to  be  interested  in  the  Messiah's  kingdom. 
They  thought  them  to  be  great,  and  whether  they  were 
rightly  disposed,  or  not^  yet  certainly  they  wished  to  be 
benefitted  by  Christ. 
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and  whosoever  marrieth  her  who  is  .  put  away 
from  her  husband,  commiiteth  adultery. 

19  There  was  a  certain  rich  man  who  was  cloth- 
ed in  purple  and  fine  linen,  and  fared  sumptu- 

20  ously  every  day  :*  There  was  also  a  certain 
beggar,  named  Lazarus,   who  was  laid  at  his 

21  gate,  full  of  sores,  and  desiring  to  be  fed  with 
the  crumbs  which  fell  from  the  rich  man's 
table :  moreover,  the  dogs  came  and  licked 

22  his  sores.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  beg- 
gar died,  and  was  carried  by  angels  into  Abra- 
ham's bosom^t     The  rich  man  also  died,  and 

2il  was  buried  :  And  in  hell  he  lifted  up  his  eyes, 
being  in  torments,  and  seeth  Abraham  afar  off, 

24  and  Lazarus  in  his  bosom  :  And  he  cried, 
and  said.  Father  Abraham,  have  mercy  on  me, 
and  send  Lazarus,  that  he  may  dip  the  tip  of 
his  finger  in  water,  and  cool  my  tongue ;  for  I 

25  am  tormented  in  tliis  flame.  But  Abraham 
said,  Son,  remember,  that  thou  in  thy  life-time 
didst  receive  thy  good  things,  and  likewise 
Lazarus  evil  things :  but  now  he  is  comforted, 

-26  and  thou  art  tormented.  And  besides  all  this, 
between  us  and  you  there  is  a  great  gulf  fixed  : 
so  that  they  who  would  pass  hence  to  you, 
cannot ;    neither  can  they  pass  thence  to  us. 

27  Then  he  said,  I  pfay  thee  therefore,  father, 
that  thou   wouldest  send  him  to  my  father's 

as  house ;  for  I  have  five  brethren ;  that  he  may 
testify  unto  them,  lest  they  also  come  into  this 

»  Tills  is  a  parable  used  by  Christ  for  the  purpose  of 
ooBTeyiiis;  useful  instruction  ^  but  not  to  be  supposed  reul^ 
in  every  particular. 

t  That  is,  into  the  presence  and  company  of  AbmliarK 
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29  place  of  torment.  Abraham  saith  unto  hi  m, 
They  have  Moses  and  the  prophets  ;  let  th«m 

30  hear  them.  And  he  said,  Nay,  father  Abra- 
ham :    but  if  one  went  unto  them  from  the 

31  dead,  they  would  repent.  And  he  ssud  unto 
him,  If  they  hear  not  Moses  and  the  prophets, 
neither  will  they  be  persuaded,  though  one  rose 
from  the  dead.* 


CHAP-  xvn. 

1  THEN  said  he  unto  the  disciples,  It  is  im- 
possible but  that  offences  will  come  :t   but 

2  woe  unto  him  through  whom  they  come.  It 
were  better  for  him  that  a  millstone  were  hang- 
ed about  his  neck,  and  he  cast  into  the  sea, 
than  that  he  should  ensnare  one  of  these  Uttle 
ones. 

3  Take  heed  then  to  yourselves ;  If  thy  broth- 
er trespass  agamst  thee,  rebuke  him  ;   but  if 

4  he  repent,  forgive  him.  And  if  he  trespass 
agaiiist  thee  seven  times  in  a  day,  and  seven 
times  in  a  day  turn  again  to  thee,  saybg,  I 

5  repent;  thou  shalt  forgive  him.  And  the 
apostles  said  unto  the  Lord,  increase  our  faith. 

6  And  the  Lord  replied,  If  ye  had  faith  as  a  gr^ 
of  mustard-seed,  ye  might  say  unto  this  syca- 
mine-tree. Be  thou  plucked  up  by  the  root, 

*  The  eomroon  evidenees  of  the  truth  of  revelation  are 
sufficient  to  satisfy  eandid  and  attentive  minds  ;  and  those 
ef  different  dispositions  would  not  probably  be  convineed  by 
txtraordinaty  events. 

t  Sueh  is  the  nature  and  condition  of  man,  that  it  is  nMr- 
ally  eertain  causes  of  offence  will  happen. 
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and  be  thou  planted  in  the  sea  ;  and  k  should 

7  obey  you.  But  which  of  you  having  a  servant 
plowing,  or  feeding  cattle,  will  say  unto  him  by 
and  by  when  he  is  come  from  the  field,  Go, 

8  and  sit  down  to  meat  ?  And  will  not  rather 
say  unto  him,  Make  ready  that  I  may  sup  ; 
and  gird  thyself,  and  serve  me,  till  I  have  eaten 
and  drunken  ;  and  afterward  thou  shalt  eat 

9  and  drink  ?  Is  he  obliged  to  that  servant,  be- 
cause he  did  the  things  that  were  commanded 

10  him  ?  I  think  not.  So  likewise  ye,  when  ye 
shall  have  done  all  those  things  which  are  com- 
manded  you,  say,  We  are  unprofitable  ser- 
vants :  we  have  only  done  that  which  was  our 
duty  to  do.* 

1 1  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  went  to  Jerusalem, 
that  he  passed  through  the  midst  of  Samaira, 

12  and  Galilee.  And  as  he  entered  into  a  certain 
village,  there  met  him  ten  men  who  were 

13  lepers,  who  stood  afar  off:  And  they  lifted  up 
tneir  voices,  and  said,  Jesus,   Master,   have 

14  mercy  on  us.  And  when  he  saw  themj  he 
said  unto  them.  Go  shew  yourselves  unto  the 
priest.     And  it  came  to  pass  that  as  they  went 

15  they  were  cleansed.  And  one  of  them,  when 
he  saw   that  he  was  healed,  turned  back,  and 

16  with  a  loud  voice  glorified  God,  and  fell  down 
on  his  face  at  Jesus'  feet,  giving  him  thanks  ; 

17  and  he  was  a  Samaritan.  And  Jesus  said. 
Were  there  not  ten  cleansed  ?    and  where  are 

18  the  nine  ?  Are  none  found  who  have  returnied 

•  Our  best  rirtnea  and  services  cannot  promote  the  divine 
felieity^ud  therefore  do  not  oblige  God  to  confer  favors  «b 
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to  give  glory  to  God,   but  this  stranger  ? 

19  And  he  said  unto  him,  Arise  go  thy  way  ;  thy 
faith  hath  made  thee  whole. 

20  And  being  asked  by  the  Pharisees,  when  the 
kingdom  of  God  would  come,*  he  answered 
them  and  said,  The  kingdom  of  God  cometh 

21  not  with  observation. t  Neither  shall  they  s^, 
Lo  here ;   or,  Lo  there  it  is  :    for  behold,  the 

22  kingdom  of  God  is  within  you.  Then  he  ssad 
unto  the  disciples.  The  days  will  come  when 
ye  will  desire  to  see  one  of  the  days  of  the 

23  Son  of  man,  and  ye  shall  not  see  it.  And  they 
shall  say  to  you,  See  here  ;  or.  See  there  :   go 

24  not  after  them,  nor  follow  them.  For  as  the 
lightning  which  lighteneth  from  one  place 
under  heaven,  shineth  unto  another  part  under 
heaven  ;  so  shall  also  the  Son  of  man  be  in  his 

25  day.     But  first  he  must  suffer  many  things, 

26  and  be  rejected  of  this  generation.  And  as  it 
was  in  the  days  of  Noah,  so  shall  it  be  also  in 

27  the  days  of  the  Son  of  man.J  They  did  eat, 
they  drank,  they  married  wives,  they  were 
given  in  marriage,  until  the  day  that  Noah 
entered   into    the  ark  ;   and  the  flood  came, 

28  and  jdestroyed  them  all.  So  also  as  it  Avas  in 
the  days  of  Lot :  they  did  eat,  they  drank, 
they  bought,  they   sold,   they   planted,  thej 

»  Or  when  would  the  reign  of  the  Messiah   commeiice.

\  T)ie  destruction  of  JerusaJem  was  as  unetpceted  to  the 
Jews,  as  -(he  flood  to  the  Antediluvians  :  or  the  fire  from 
heaven  to  the  people  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah.  Josephiia 
informs  us  the  slaughter  was  immense. 
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29  buiided  ;  but  the  same  day  that  Lot  went  out 
of  Sodom,  it  rained  fire  and  brimstone  from 

SO  heaven,  and  destroyed  them  all.  Even  thus 
shall  it  be  in  the  day  when  the  Son  of  man  is 

31  revealed.  In  that  day,  he  who  shall  be  upon 
the^  house-top,  and  his  stuflF  in  the  house,  let 
him  not  come  down  to  take  it  away  :  and  he 
who  is  in  the  field,  let  him  likewise  not  return 

32  back.  Remember  Lot's  wif(^  Whosoever  will 

33  seek,  to  save  his  life,  shall  lose  it ;   and  whoso- 

34  ever  $hall  \<m  his  life,  shall  preserve  it.*  I  tell 
you,  in  that  night  there  shall  be  two  men  in  one 
bed ;    the  one  shall  be    taken  and  the  other 

35  shall  be  left.  Two  shall  be  grinding  together ; 
the  one   shall  be  taken,  and  the  other  left. 

36  Two  shall  be  in  the  field ;   the  one  shall  be 

37  taken  and  the  qther  left.  And  they  answered 
and  said  unto  him.  Where,  Lord  ?  And  he 
said  unto  them.  Wheresoever  the  body  w, 
thither  will  the  eagles  be  gathered  together,  f 


CHAP.  XVllI. 

1  AND  he  spake  a  parable  unto  them,  that 
men  ought  always  to  pray,  and  not  to  faint  ; 

2  saying,  There  was  in  a  city   a  judge^   who 

3  neither  feared  God,  nor  pitied  man.  And 
there  was  a  widow  in  that  city  ;  who  came 
unto  him,  saying,  Avenge  me  of  mine  adversary.

t  That  i9,  wherever  the  Jewish  people  are,  there  will  the 
Roman  soldiers  (whose  staadard  is  an  eagle)  assemble  to  at- 
tack and  slay  them. 
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4  And  he  would  not  for  a  tinae  :  but  afterward 
he  said  within  himself,  Though  I  fear  not  God, 

5  nor  care  for  man ;  yet  as  this  widow  giveth  me 
trouble,  I  willjavenge  her,  lest  by  perpetual  appli- 

6  cation  she  weary  me.     And  the  Lord  said,  Do 

7  ye  hear  what  the  unjust  judge  saith  ?  Ai\d  will 
not  God  much  more  avenge  his  own  elect,  who 
cry  day  and  night  unto  him  ?  and  will  he  long 

8  delay  in  their  cause  ?  I  tell  you,  that  he  will 
soon  do  them  justice.  However,  when  the 
Son  of  man  cometh,  shall  he  find  faith  on  the 
earth  ?* 

9  And  he  spake  another  parable  to  some  who 
trusted  in  themselves  that  they  were  righteous, 

10  and  despised  others  :  Two  men  went  up  to 
the  temple  to  pray  ;    the  one  was  a  Pharisee, 

11  and  the  other  a  publican.  The  Pharisee  stood 
by  himself  and  prayed  thus,  God  I  thank  thee, 
that  I  am  not  like  other  men,  extortioners, 
unjust,  adulterers  ;   or  even  as  this  publiciui. 

12  I  fast  twice  in  the  week,  I  pay  tithes  of  all  I 

13  possess.  And  the  publican,  standing  afar  off, 
would  not  lift  up  even  his  eyes  to  heaven,  but 
smote  upon  his  breast,  saying,  God,  be  merci- 

14  ful  to  me  a  sinner.  I  assure  you,  this  man  went 
down  to  his  house  approved^  but  the  other  not: 
for  every  one  that  exalteth  himself  shall  be 
abased  :   but  he  that  he  that  humbleth  himself 

15  shall  be  exalted.  Then  they  brought  infants 
to  him,  that  he  might  touch  them :  but  when  his 

16  disciples  saw  it  they  rebuked  them.     But  Jesus

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called  them  unto  him,  and  said,  Suffer  these  little 
children  to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not : 

17  for  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God.*  Verily  I 
say  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall  not  receive 
the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  child,t  shall 

18  not  enter  into  it.  And  one  of  the  rulers  asked 
him,  saying,  Good  Master,  what  shall  I  do  to 

19  inherit  eternal  life  ?  And  Jesus  said  unto  him, 
Why  dost  thou  call  me  good  ?  none  is  perfect- 

90  ly  good,  but  one,  even  God.  Thou  knowest 
the  commandments  ;  Do  not  commit  adultry. 
Do  not  kill.  Do  not  steal.  Do  not  bear  false 
witness.  Honor   thy   father  and   thy   mother. 

21  And  he  said,  AH  these^  I  have  kept  from  my 

22  youth.  Now  when  Jesus  heard  this,  he  said, 
Thou  art  wanting  in  one  thing  :  sell  all 
that  thou  hast,  and  give  to  the  poor ;  and  thou 
shalt  have  treasure  in  heaven :  and  come,  fol- 

23  low  me.  And  when  he  heard  this,  he  was 
overcome  with    sorrow,  for  he  was  very  rich. 

24  And  when  Jesus  saw  that  he  was  in  great 
sorrow,  he  said,  How  Jiardly  shall  they  that 
have  riches  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God  ! 

25  For  it  is  easier  for  a  camel  to  go  through  a 
needle's  eye  :    than  for  a   rich  man   to  enter 

26  into   the  kingdom  of  God.     And   they  that 
26  heard  iV,  said.  Who  then  can  be  saved  ?    And 

he  said.  The  things  which  are  impossible  with 

28  men,  are  possible  with  God.     Then  Peter  said, 

29  Lo,  we  have  left  all  and  followed  thee.  And 
he  said  unto  them,  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 

*  By  kingdom  of  God,  is  to  be  undentood  the  Gospel, 
or  Uie'  ehristian  chur^. 

t  Tbat  is,  with  humility,  and  a  teaehable  disposidoa. 
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there  is  no  man  that  hath  left  house,  or  parents, 
or  brethren,  or  wife,  or  children,  for  the  king- 

30  dom  of  God's  sake,  who,  shall  not  receive  mudi 
more  in  this  present  time,*  and  in  the  w^orid 
to  come  life  everlasting, 

31  Then  he  took  unto  hitn  the  twelve,  and  sjud 
unto  them,  Behold,  we  go  up  to  Jerusalem, 
and  all  things  that  are  written  by  the  prophets 
concerning  the  Son  of  man  shall  be  accom- 

32  plished.  For  he  shall  be  delivered  unto  the 
Gentiles,  and  shall  be  mocked,  and  insulted, 

33  and  spitted  on  ;  And  they  shall  scourge  him^ 
and  put  him  to  death  ;    but  the  third  day  he 

34  shall  rise  again.  But  they  understood  not  this 
declaration;  and  it  was  hidden  from  them, 
nor  did  they  know  the  meaning  of  that  which 
was  spoken, 

35  And  it  was  so,  that,  as  he  was  come  nigh 
unto  Jericho,  a  blind  man  sat  by  the  way  beg- 

36  ging  ;    and  hearing  the  multitude  pass  by,  he 

37  asked  what  it  meant.     And  they  told  him,  that 

38  Jesus  of  Nazareth  passeth  by.  And  he  cried, 
saying,  Jesus,  thou  son  of  David,  have    mercy 

39  onme.f  And  tliey  whovvent  before  rebuked 
him,  that  he  should  be  silent :  but  he  cried  so 
m<jch  the  more.   Thou  son  of  David,  have 

40  mercy  on  me.     And  Jesus  stopped ;  and  com* 

♦The  ftineere  ehristran  in  this  life  ercii  has  taore  pleasure 
than  the  urorldlj -minded,  derived  from  the  practice  of  yir* 
lue  and  the  supports  of  divine  grace. 

t  The  Jews  believed  the  Messiah  would  be  descended 
from  David.  And  (he  fkme  of  Jesns  had  already  heeome 
greaty  so  that  he  was  believed  by  many  to  be  the  Messidbw 
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manded  hiin  to  be  brought  unto  him  :    and 
when  he   was   come    near,    he    asked  him, 

41  saying.  What  wilt  thou  that  I  shall  do  unto 
thee  ?  And  he  said,  Lord,  that  I  may  receive 

42  my  sight.     And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Receive 

43  thy  sight  :  thy  faith  hath  saved  thee  :  And 
immediately  he  received  his  sight,  and  follow- 
ed  him,  glorifying  God  :  and  all  the  people, 
when  they  saw  it,  gave  praise  unto  God. 


CHAP.  xrx. 

1  A'ND  Jesus  entered   and  passed  through 

2  Jericho.  And  behold  there  was  a  man  named 
Zaccheus,  who  was  the  chief  among  the  pub- 

3  licauB,  and  he  was  rich.  And  he  wished  to  see 
Jesus,  who  he  was:  and  could  not  for  the  crowd, 
because  he  was  low  in  stature.  And  he  ran 
before,  and  climbed  up  into  a  sycamore-tree  to 

5  see  him  :  for  he  was  to  pass  that  way.  And 
when  Jesus  came  to  the  place,  he  looked  up, 
and  saw  him,  and  said  unto  him,  Zaccheus, 
make  haste,  and   come   down  :     for  to-day  I 

6  must  abide  at  thy  house.  And  immediately 
he  came  down  and   received    him  joyfully, 

7  And  when  they  saw  tf,  they  all  n>urmured, 
saying,  He  has  gone  to  be  a  guest  with  one  that 

8  is  a  sinner.  And  Zaccheus  standing  up,  said 
unto  the  Lord,  Behold,  Lord,  the  kilf  of  my 
goods  I  give  to  the  poor  ;  and  if  in  any  thing 
I  have  injured  a  man,  I   restore  him  four-fold. 

9  And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  This  day  is  salvation 

us 
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come  to  this  house,  as  he  also  is  a  son  of  Abra- 

10  ham.    For  the  Son  of  man  is  come  to  seek  and 

1 1  to  save  that  which  was  lost.  And  while  they 
were  listening  to  him,  he  added,  and  spake  a 
parable,  because  he  was  nigh  to  Jerusalem,  and 
because  they  thought  that  the  kingdom  of 

12  God  would  immediately  appear.  Then  he 
said,  A  certain  nobleman  went  into  a  far 
country  to  receive  for  himself  a  kingdom,  and 

13  to  return.*  And  he  called  his  ten  servants, 
and  delivered  them  ten  pounds,  and  said  unto 

14  them,  Occupy  till  I  come*  But  his  citizens 
hated  him,  and  sent  a  message  after  him,  say- 
ing. We  will  not  have  this  man  to  reign  over 

15  us.  And  it  was  so,  that  when  he  was  returned, 
having,  received  the  kingdom,  he  coipmanded 
the  servants  to  be  called  unto  him  to  whom 
he  hod  given  the  money,  that  he  might  know 

16  what  every  one  had  gained.     Then  the  first 
^      came,  saying,  Lord,  thy  pound  hath  gained  ten 

17  pounds.  And  he  said  unto  him.  This  iswdl, 
thou  good  servant :  and  because  thou  hast 
been   laithful  in  a  very  little,  thou  shalt  have 

18  authority  over  ten  cities.  And  the  second 
came,  saying,  Lord,  thy   pound  hath  gained 

19  five  pounds.    And  he  said  likewise  to  hini) 

20  Be  thou  also  over  five  cities.  And  another 
came,  saying,  Lord,  behold,  thy  pound  which 

21  I  have  kept  laid  up  in  a  napkin  :  For  I  feared 
thee  because  thou  art  a  severe  man  :  thou 
takest    up  that  thou  didst  not   lay    down, 

^  *  Implying  that  they  mast  yet  have  a  geason  of  trial  tad 
diseipliue  ;  and  that  their  happiness  depended  on  the  im- 
])rovement  of  their  privileges. 
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22  and  reapest  that  thou  didst  not  so\ir.  And  he 
saith  unto  him,  Out  of  thine  own  mouth  I  wHl 
judge  thee,  thou  wicked  servant.  You  knew 
that  I  was  an  austere  man,  taking  up  that  I  laid 
not  down,  and  reaping  that  I   did  not  sow  : 

23  Why  then  did  you  not  put  my  money  into  the 
bank,  that  at  my  coming  I  might  have  requir- 

24  ed  mine  own  with  interest  ?*  And  he  said 
unto  them  that  stood  by,  Take  from  him  the 
pound,  and  give  it  to  liim  that  hath  ten  pounds. 

25  (And  they  said   unto  him,  Lord,  he  hath  ten 

26  pounds.)  For  I  say  unto  you,  that  unto 
every  one  who  hath,  shall  be  given  ;  and  from 
liim  that  hath  not,  even  that  he  hath  shall  be 

27  taken  away.  But  those  mine  enemies,  who 
would  not  that  I  should  reign  over  them,  bring 
hither  and  slay  before  me. 

28  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  went  on 

29  before,  journeying  up  to  Jerusalem.  And  it  came 
to  pass,  when  he  was  come  nigh  to  Bethpage 
and  Bethany,  at  the  mount  called  the  mount 

30  of  Olives,  he  sent  two  of  his  disciples,  saying, 
Go  ye  into  the  village  over  against  you  ;  in 
which,  as  you  enter  it,  ye  shall  find  a  colt 
tied,  whereon  yet  never  man  sat  :    loose  him, 

31  and  bring  him  hither.     And  if  any  man  ask^ 
you,  Why  do  ye  loose  him  ?    ye  shall   say 
imto  him.  Because  the  Lord  hath  need  of  him* 

32  And  they  who  were  sent,  went  their  way,  and 

33  found  even  as  he  had  said  unto  them.     And 

•  We  are  here  taught  (he  necessity  of  active  ami  nsi^fal 
virtae.  It  is  not  enough  for  the  Christian,  that  he  be  free 
of  gross  vices.  He  mnst  be  diligent  iu  doing  good  and  pro- 
moting the  happiness  of  his  fellow  men. 
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as  they  were  loosing  the  colt/ the  owners  there- 
of said  unto  them.  Why  loose  ye  the  colt  ? 

34  And.  they  said,  The  Lord  hath  need  of  lum. 

35  And  they  brought  him  to  Jesus  :  and  they 
cast  their  garments  upon-  the  colt,  and  they 

36  set   Jesus   thereon.     And  as   he   went,  they 

37  spread  their  clothes  in  the  way.  And  when 
he  was  come  nigh,  even  now  at  the  descent  of 
the  mount  of  Olives,  the  wdiole  multitude  of 
the  disciples  began  to  rejoice  and  praise  God 
with  a   loud  voice,  for  all  the  mighty  works 

38  that  they  had  seen,  saying,  Blessed  be  the 
King  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord, 
Peace  in  heaven,  and  glory  in  the  highest.* 

39  And  some  of  the  Pharisees  firom  among  the 
multitude  said  unto  him^  Master,  rebuke  thy 

40  disciples.  And  he  answered  and  said  unto 
them^  I  tell  you,  that  if  these  should  hold 
their  peace,  the  stones  would  immediately  cry 
out. 

41  And  when  he  was  come  near,  he  beheld 
the  city,  and  wept  over  it,  saying,  O  that 
thou  hadst  known,  at  this  day,  the   things  of 

42  thy  peace  !    but  now  they  are  hidden  fcora 

43  thine  eyes.  For  the  days  will  come  upon 
thee,  when  thine  enemies  shall  cast  a  trench 
about  thee,  and  compass  thee  round,  and  keep 

44  thee  in  on  every  side,  and  will  lay  thee  even 
with  the  ground,  and  thy  children  within  thee  : 
and  they  will  not  leave  in  thee  one  stone  upon 
another  :    because  thou  didst  not  know  the 

45  time  of  thy  visitation.     And  he  went  into  the 

*  In  the  highest  fitraios  $  or  amoDg  the  highest  aiigelsi 
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temple,  and  began  to  cast  cut  them  that  sold 

46  therein,  and  them  that  bought,  saying  unto 
them,  It  is  written,  My  house  is  the  house  of 
prayer  :  bet  je  have  made  it  a  den  of  thieves 

47  And  he  taught  daily  in  the  temple.  But  the 
chief  priests,  and  the  scribes,  and  the  rulers  of 

48  the  people,  sought  to  destroy  him  ;  and  could 
not  find  how  they  might  do  it :  for  all  the 
people  were  very  attentive  to  hear  him. 


CHAP.  XX, 

1  AND  on  one  of  those  days,  as  he  taught 
the  people  in  the  temple,  and  preached  the 
gospel,  the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes  with 

2  the  elders,  came  to  him,  and  addressed  him, 
saying.  Tell  us,  by  what  authority  thou  dost 
these  things  ?  or  who  he  is  that  gave  thee  this 

3  authority  ?  And  he  answered  and  said  unto 
them,  I   will   also  ask   you  one  thing  ;    and 

4  answer  me :  The  baptism  of  John,  was  it  from 
heaven,  or  of  man  ?  And  they  reasoned  with 
themselves,  saying.  If  we  shall  say,  From 
heaven  ;   he  will   say.  Why  then  did  ye  not 

6  believe  him  ?  But  if  we  say,  Of  vd$n  ;  all  the 
people  will  stone  us  :    for  they  are  persuaded 

7  that  John  was  a  prophet.     And  they  answered, 

8  that  they  tiould  not  tell  whence  it  was.  And 
Jesus  said  unto  them,  Neither  do  I  tell  you  by 

9  what  authority  I  do  these  things.  Then  he 
^ake  to  the  people  Ihis  parable  :  A  certain 
man  planted  a  vineyard,  and  let  it  out  to  hus- 
bandmen, and  went  into  a   far  country  for  a 
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10  long  time.  And  at  the  season,  he  sent  a  ser- 
vant to  the  husbandmen,  that  they  should  give 
him  the  fruit  of  the  vineyard :  but  the  husband- 
men beat  him,  and  sent  him  away  empty. 

1 1  Then  he  sent  another  servant :  and  they  belt 
him  also,  and  treated  fnm  shamefully,  and  sent 

12  him  away  empty.     Then  he  sent  the  third  :  and 

13  they  wounded  him  also,  and  cast  Aim  out.  Then 
said  the  lord  of  the  vineyard,  What  shall  I  do? 
I  will  send  my  beloved  son  :    perhaps  they 

14  will  reverence  him  when  they  sec  him.  But 
when  the  husbandmen  saw  him,  they  stdd  to 
one  another,  This  is  the  heir :  come,  let  us 

15  kill  him,  that  the  inheritance  may  be  ours.  So 
they  cast  him  out  of  the  vineyard^  and  killed 
him.     What  now  will  the  lord  of  the  vineyard 

16  do  unto  them  ?  He  will  come  and  destroy 
these  husbandmen,  and  will  give  the  vineyard 
to  others.     And  when  they  heard  tf ,  they  said, 

17  l*et  it  not  be  so.  And  he  looked  on  them 
and  said.  What  is  this  then  that  is  written  ? 
The  stone  whicli  the  builders  rejected,  tte 
^me  is  become  the  head    of   the  comer? 

18  Whosoever  shall  fall  upon  that  stone  shall  be 
broken  ;  but  on  whomsoever  it  shall  fall,  it 
will  grittd  him  to  powder. 

19  And  at  that  time  the  chief  priests  and  scribes 
attempted  to  seize  him ;  (but  they  feared  the 
people)  for  they  perceived  that  he  had  spckax 

20  this  parable  against  them«  And  tliey  %vatched 
Aim,  and  sent  forth  spies  who  should  appear  to 
be  good  men,  that  they  might  aviul  themselves 
of  his  discourse,  that  so  they  tnight  deliver  hi0 
unto  the  power  aad  authority  of  the  governor. 
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21  Aad  they  asked  him,  saying,  We  know  that 
thou  speakest  and  teachest  rightly,  neither  dost 
accept  the  person  of  any  ^  bat  teachest  the  way 

22  of  God  truly  :    is  it  lawful  for  us  to  give  trib- 

23  ute  unto  Caesar,  or  no  ?*  But  he  perceived 
their  craftiness,  and  ssdd  unto  them.    Why  do 

24  ye  tempt  me  ?  Shew  me  a  penny.  Whose  ina- 
age  and  superscription  hath  it  ?   They  answer- 

25  ed  and  said,  Caesar's.  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Render  therefore  unto  Caesar  the  things  which 
arc  Caesar^s,  and  unto  God  the  things  which 

26  are  God's.t  And  they  could  not  take  hold  of 
his  words  before  the  people  :J  and  they  won- 
dered at  his  answer,  and  were  silent. 

27  Thai  some  of  the  Sadducees  (who  deny  that 
there  is  any  resurrection)  came  and  interrogat- 

28  ed  him,  saying,  Rabbi,  Moses  wrote  unto  us, 
If  any  man^s  brother  die,  having  a  wife,,  and 
he  die  without  children,  that  his  brother  should 
take  his  wife  and  raise  up  children  to  his  brother. 

J29-  Now  there  were  seven  brethren :   and  the  first 

30  took  a  wife,  and  died  without  children.  And 
the  second  took  her  to  wife,  and  he  died  child- 

31  less.  Aiid  the  third  took  her  ;  and  in  like 
manner  the  seventh  also  :   and  they  left  no 

32  children,   and  died.     Last  of  all  the  woman 

33  died  also.  Now,  in  the  resurrection,  whose 
wife  of  them  is  she  ?  for  seven  had  her  to  wife. 

*  Ar  more  insidioas  or  misebievoug  question  could  not 
bave  been  proposed. 

t  Give  all  proper  honor  and  deference  to  Ccesar,  yonr 
emperor— bot  not  the  authority  aad'homage  which  are  dui^ 
•Diy  to  God. 

\  They  could  not  pervert  these  worda^ 
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34  And  Jesus  answering,  said  unto  them,  The 
children  of  this  world  marry,  and  are  given  in 

35  marriage.  But  they  who  shall  be  accounted 
worthy  to  obtain  that  world,  and  the  resurrec- 
tion from  the  dead,  neither  marry  nor  are  given 

36  in  marriage.  Neither  can  they  die  any  more  : 
for  they  are  like  the  angels  ;  and  are  the  chU- 
dren  of  God,  being  the  children  of  the  resur- 

37  rection.  Now  that  the  dead  are  raised,  even 
Moses  shewed  at  the  bush,  when  he  calleth  Je- 
hovah, the  God  of  Abraham,  and  the  God  <rf 

38  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob.  For  he  is  not 
the  God  of  the  dead,  but  of  the  living  :  for 
all  live  unto  him. 

39  Then  some  of  the  scribes  said.  Master,  thou 

40  hast  spoken  well.    And  after  that  they  durst  not 

41  ask  him  any  question  at  all.  Then  he  said  unto 
them.   Why  is  it  said,  that  Christ  should  be 

42  the  son  of  David  ?  And  David  himself  saiA 
in  the  book  of  Psalms,  the  Lord  said  unto  my 

43  Lord,   Sit  thou  on  my  right  hand,  till  I  make 

44  thine  enemies  thy  footstool  ?*  Now  David 
calleth  him  Lord,  how  is  he  then  his  son  ? 

45  Then  in  the  audience  of  all  the  people,  he 

46  said  unto  his  disciples.  Beware  of  the  scribes, 
who  desire  to  walk  in  long  robes,  and  love 
greetings  in  the  markets,  and  the  highest  seats 
in  the  synagogues,  and  the  chief  rooms  at  feasts  ; 

47  who  devour  widows'  houses,  and  for  a  shew 
make  long  prayers  :  the  same  shall  receive 
greater  damnation. 

*  See  Acts  zi.  30.  86. 
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1  AND  looking  up,  he  saw  the  rich  men  cast- 

2  ing  their  gifts  into  the  treasury.     And  he  saw 
S  also  a  poor  widow  casting  in  two  mites.    And 

he  said,  I  assure  you  that  tliis  poor  widow  hath 

4  cast  in  more  than  they  all.  For  all  these  have 
of  their  abundance  cast  in  unto  the  offerings  of 
God  :  but  she  of  her,  penury  hath  cast  in  all 
the  living  she  had. 

5  And  as  some  were  speaking  of  the  temple,  that 
it  was  adorned  with  goodly  stones,  and  gifts,  he 

-6  said,  As  for  these  thmgs  which  ye  behold,  the 
days  will  come,  in  which  there  shall  not  be  left 
one  stone  upon  another,  that  shall  not  be  thrown 

7  down.  And  they  said  unto  him,  Master, 
when  shall  these  things  be?  And  what  the 
sign  when  these  things  are  to  be  fulfilled  ? 

8  Ajid  he  said,  Take  heed  that  ye  be  not  deceiv- 
ed :  For  many  will  come  in  my  name,  saying, 
I  am  he,*  and  this  time  is  near  ;    but  go  not 

9  after  them.  And  when  ye  shall  hear  of  wars 
and  commotions,  be  not  terrified:  for  these 
things  must  first  take  place :  but  the  endf  k 

10  not  immediately.  Then  he  said  unto  them, 
Nation  shall  rise  against  nation,  and  kingdom 

11  against  kingdom :  And  great  earthquakes  shall 
be  in  divers  places,+  and  famines  and  pesti- 
lences ;  and  fearful  sights,  and  great  signs  shall 

12  be  fi-om  heaven.  But  before  all  these  events, 
they  will  lay  their  hands  on  you,  and  persecute 

*  That  is,  the  Messiah,  or  Christ. 

t  That  is,  the  destruction  of  Jerusalem. 

\  That  is,  political  and  civil  revolutions. 
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yon,  delivering  you  up  to  the  synagog;ues,  and 
into  prisons,  bringing  you  before  kings  and  ni- 

13  lers  for  my  name's  sake.     And  all  this  shall  take 

14  place  for  a  testimony  to  you.  Resolve  there- 
fore  with  yourselves,  not  to  pre-mcditatc  what 

15  ye  shall  answer.  For  I  will  give  you  words 
and  wisdom,  which  all  your  adversaries  shall  not 

16  be  able  to  gainsay,  nor  resist.  And  ye  will  be 
betrayed  both  by  parents,  and  brethren,  and 
kinsfolks,  and  friends  :  and  some  of  you  they 

17  will  cause  to  be  put  to  death.     And  ye  will  be 

18  hated  of  all  men  for  my  name's  sake.    But  there 

19  shall  not  an  hair  of  your  head  perish.     In  your 

20  patience  possess  ye  your  souls.*  And  when 
ye  shall  see  Jerusalem  encompassed  with  ar- 
mies, then  know  that  the  desolation  thereof  is 

21  near.  Then  let  them  who  are  in  Judeafleeto 
to  the  mountains;  and  let  them  who  are  in  the 
midst  of  it  depart  out ;   and  let  not  them  who 

22  are  in  the  country  enter  into  it.  For  these  arc 
the  days  of  vengeance,  that  all  things  which 

23  are  written  may  be  fulfilled.  But  woe  unto 
them  that  are  with  child,  and  to  them  that  give 
suck  in  those  days :  for  there  shall  be  great 
distress  intheland,  and  ^vrath  upon  this  people. 

24  And  they  shall  fall  by  the  edge  of  the  sword, 
and  shall  be  led  away  captive  into  all  nations : 
and  Jerusalem  shall  be  trodden  down  of  the 
Gentiles,  until  the  times  of  the  Gentiles  be  ful- 
fiUed-t 

*  Or  by  your  patience  ye  shall  pregerve  your  lives. 

t  It  seems  from  tkia  verse,  that  after  Christianity  is.pro' 
pagated,  and  prevails  among  most  gentile  nations,  the  Jei^^ 
shall  be  restored  to  Judea.  This  is  the  opinion  of  maoj 
persons. 
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25  And  there  shall  be  signs  in  the  sun,  and  in 
the  moon,  and  in  the  stars  ;  and  upon  the  earth 
distress  of  nations,   with  perplexity;   the   sea 

26  and  the  iVaves  roaring ;  men's  hearts  failing 
them  for  fear,  ;  and  for  apprehension  of  those 
things  which  are  coming  on  the  earth :    for  the 

27  powers  of  heaven  shall  be  shaken.  And  then 
shall  they  see  the  Son  of  man  coming  in  a  cloud 

28  with  power  and  great  glory.  And  when  these 
things  begin  to  come  to  pass,  then  look  up, 
and  lift  up  your  heads ;   for  your  redemption 

29  draweth  near.  And  he  spake  this  parable  to 
them  ;    Behold  the  fig-tree,  and  all  other  trees : 

30  When  they  shoot  out,}^  see  and  know  of  your 

31  own  selves,  that  the  summer  is  near.  So  when 
ye  see  these  things  come  to  pass,  know  ye  also 

32  that  the  kingdom  of  God  is  near.  Verily  I 
say  unto  you,   this  generation  shall  not  pass 

33  away,  till  all  be  fulfilled.*  Heaven  and  earth 
shall  pass  away  ;  but  my  words  shall  not  pass 
a^ay. 

34  Take  heed  then  to  yourselves,  lest  at  any 
time  your  hearts  be  overcharged  with  surfeit- 
ing and  drunkenness,  and  cares  of  this  life»  and 

35  that  day  come  lipon  you  uuawares.  For  as  a 
snare  it  shall  come  on  all  them  that  dwell  on 

36  the  face  of  the  whole  earth.  Watch  therefore 
and  pray  always,  that  ye  may  be  accounted 
worthy  to  escape  all  these  things  that  shall  come 
to  pass,  and  to  stand  before  the  Son  of  man. 

37  And  in  the  day  he  taught  in  the  temple  :    and 

*  AH  the  events  anil  judgments  predicted  in  this  passage, 
mast  then  have  reference  to  the  destruction  of  Jerusalem, 
and  of  the  Je  ws^  by  the  Romans. 
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at  night  lie  went  out  of  the  cityy  and  abode  in 
the  mount  that  is  calkd,  t/ie  mount  of  Olives.* 
38  And  all  the  people  came  early  in  the  morning 
to  him  in  the  temple,  to  hear  him. 


CHAP.  xxn. 

1  NOW  the  feast  of  unleavened  bread,  which 

2  is  called  the  passover,  was  near.  And  the 
chief  priests  and  scribes  sought  means  to  kill 
him  :  for  they  feared  the  people. 

3  Then  Satan  entered  into  Judas  sumamed 
Iscariot,  being  of  the  number  of  the  twelve. 

4  And  he  went  his  way,  and  consulted  with  the 
chief  priests  and  officers,  how  he  might  betray 

5  him   unto  them.     And  they   were  ^ad,  and 

6  covenanted  to  give  him  money.  And  he  prom- 
ised, and  sought  opportunity  to  betray  him 
unto  them  in  the  absence  of  the  multitude. 

7  Meantime  was  the  day  of  unleavened  bread, 

8  when  the  passover  must  be  killed. f  And  he 
sent  Peter  and  John,  saying,  Go  and  prepare 

9  us  the  passover,  that  we  may  feat.  And  they 
said  unto  him,   Where  wilt  thou  that  we  pre- 

10  pare  ?  And  he  said  unto  them.  Behold,  when 
ye  are  entered  into  the  city,  a  man  will  meet 
you,   bearing  a  pitcher  of  water  ;   fcdlow  him 

1 1  into  the  house  wh^re  he  entereth.  And  yc 
shall  say  unto  the  good  man  of  the  house,  The 
Master  saith  unto  thee,   Where  is  the  guest-

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chamber,  ,  where  I  shall  cat  the  pjissover  with 

12  my  disciples  ?  And  he  shall  shew  you  a  large  iip- 

13  per  room  furnished :  there  make  ready.  And 
they  went  and  found-  as  he  said  unto  them  :  and 

14  they  made  ready  the  passover.  And  when  t\\e 
hour  was  come,  he  sat  down,  and  the  twelve  apos- 

15  ties  with  him.  And  he  said  unto  them.  With  de- 
sire I  have  desired*   to  eat  this  passover  with 

16  you  before  I  suffer.  For  I  say  unto  you,  I 
will  not  any  more  eat  thereof,  until  it  be  fulfilU 

17  ed  in  tlie  kbgdom  of  God.f  And  he  took  the 
cup,  and  gave  thanks,  and  said.  Take  this,  and 

18  divide  it  among  yourselves  :  For  I  say  unto 
you,  I  will  not  drink  of  the  fruit  of  the  vine, 
until  the  kingdom  of  God  shall  come. 

19  And  he  took  bread,  and  gave  thanks,  and 
brake  t/,  and  gave  unto  them,  saying.  This  i.<^ 
my  body  which  is  given  for  you  :    tliis  do  in 

20  r^nembrance  of  me.  Likewise  also  the  cup, 
after  supper,  saying,  This  cup  is  the  new  tes- 
tament  in  my  blood,  which  is  shed  for  you. 

21  But  behold,   the  hand  of  him  tliat  bctrayeth 

22  me  is  with  me  on  the  table.  And  truly  the 
Son  of  man  goeth  as  it  was  determined  :  but 
wo  unto  that  man   by  whom   he  is   betrayed* 

23  And  they  began  to  inquire  xmiong  themselves, 
which  of  them  it  was  that  should  do  this  thing.. 

24  And  there  was  also  a  strife  among  them, 
which  of  them  should  be  considered  the  great-

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25  est.  And  he  said  unto  them,  The  kings  of 
the  Gentiles  exercise  dominion  over  them  ; 
and    they  who  have  authority  with  them*  are 

26  called  benefactors.  Let  it  not  be  so  with  you  : 
but  he  who  is  greatest  among  you,  let  him  be 
as  the  younger:  and  he  that  is  chief,  as  one  who 

27  serveth.  For  whether  is  greater,  he  that  sitteth 
at  meat  or  he  that  serveth  ?  Is  not  he  who  sit- 
teth  at  meat  ?    Yet  I  am  among  you  as  one  who 

28  serveth.     Ye  are  they  who  have  continued  with 

29  me  in  my  temptations ;  and  I  appoint  unto  you  a 
kingdom,  as  my  Father  hath  appointed  unto  me; 

30  that  ye  may  eat  and  drink  at  my  table  in  my 
kingdom,  and  sit  on  thrones,  judging'^tlie  twelve 
tribes  of  Israel.f 

31  Then  the  Lord  said,  Simon,  Simon,  behold, 
Satan  hath  been  seeking  you,  that  he  may  sift 

32  you  as  wheat :  But  I  have  prayed  for  thee, 
that  thy  faith  fail  not  :  and  when  thou  art  con- 

33  verted,  strengthen  thy  brethren.  And  he  said 
unto  him.  Lord,  I  am  ready  to  go  with  thee, 

34  both  into  prison,  and  to  death.  And  he  said, 
I  tell  thee,  Peter,  the  cock  shall  not  crow  this 
day,  before  that  thou  shalt  thrice  deny  that  thou 

35  knowest  me.  And  he  said  unto  them.  When 
I  sent  you  without  purse,  and  scrip,  and  shoes, 
lacked  ye  any  thing  ?    And  they  said,  Nothing. 

36  Then  said  he  unto  them.  But  now  he  who 
hath  a  purse,  let  him  take  tY,  and  likewise  Ati 
scrip :  and  he  who  hath  no  sword,  let  him  sell

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37  his  garment,  and  buy  one.  For  I  say  unto 
you,  that  tliis*  which  is  written  must  yet  be 
accomplished  in  me,  And  he  was  reckoned 
among  the  transgressors  :    for  the  things  con- 

38  cerning  me  have  an  end.  And  they  said,  Lord, 
behold,  here  are  two  swords.  And  he  said 
unto  them,  It  is  enough. 

39  And  he  came  out  of  the  city,  and  went,  as 
usual,  to  the  mount  of  Olives ;    and  his  disci- 

40  pies  accompanied  him.  And  when  he  was 
come  to  that  place,  he  said  unto  them.  Pray 

41  that  ye  enter  not  into  temptation.  And  he  was 
withdrawn  from  them  about  a  stone's  cast,  and 

42  kneeled  down,  and  prayed,  saying,  Father,  if 
thou  art  willing,  remove  this  cup  from  me  : 
nevertheless,  not  my  will,  but  thine  be  done. 

43  And   there   appeared  an  angel  unto  him  from 

44  heaven,  stren^hening  him.  And  being  in  an 
agony,  he  prayed  more  earnestly  :  and  his 
sweat  was  like  great  drops  of  blood  falling  down 

45  to  the  ground.  And  when  he  rose  up  from 
prayer,   and   came   to  his  disciples,   he  found 

46  them  sleeping  for  sorrow  ;t  and  said  unto  them. 
Why  s!eep  ye  ?  rise  and  pray,  that  ye  be  not 
overcome  by  temptation. 

47  And  while  he  was  speaking,  behold,  a  mul- 
titude,  and  he  who  was  called  Judas,  one  of  the 
twelve,    went  before  them,   and  drew  near  to 

48  Jesus,  to  kiss  him.*  But  Jesus  said  unto  him, 
Judas,  dost  thou  betray  the  Son  of  man  with  a

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49  kiss  ?  When  they  who  were  about  him  savv 
what  would  follow,  they  said  unto  him.  Lord, 

50  shall  we  smite  with  the  sword  ?  And  one  of 
them  smote  the  servant  of  the  high  priest,  and 

51  cut  off  his  right  ean*  And  Jesus  said,  Let 
this   suffice :     And   he  touched  his  ear,  and 

52  healed  him.  Then  Jesus  said  unto  the 
chief  priests  and  captains  of  the  temple,  and 
the  elders,  who  came  to  him,  Are  ye  come  out 
as  against  a  thief,   with  swords  and  clute? 

53  When  I  was  daily  with  you  in  the  temple,  xc 
stretched  forth  no  bands  against  me :  but  tfe 
is  your  hour,  and  the  power  of  darkness. 

54  Thpn  they  seized  him,  and  led  him  aw^, 
and  brought  him  into  the  high  priest's  house. 

55  And  Peter  followed  afar  off.  And  when  they 
had  kindled  a  fire  in  the  midst  of  the  haU,  and 
were  sat  do^vn  together,  Peter  sat  down  amoBg 

56  them.  But  a  certain  maid  beheld  him  as  he 
sat  by  the  fire,  and  looking  attaitively  at  him, 

57  said,  This  man  was  also  witb  him.  And  he 
denied  him,  saying,  Woman,  I  know  hira  not. 

48  And  after  a  little  while  another  saw  him,  and 
said,  Thou  art  also  of  tliem.     And  Peter  said, 

59  Man,  I  am  not.  And  about  the  space  of  one 
hour  after,  another  confidently  affirmed,  saying, 
Of  a  truth  this  man  also  was  with  hira  :    for  he 

60  is  a  Galilean.  And  Peter  said,  Man,  I  know- 
not  what  thou  sayest.     And  immediately,  while 

61  he  yet  spake,  the  cock  crew.  And  the  Lord 
tunied,   and  looked  upon  Peter.    And  Peter 

*  This  was  said  and  done  in  a  moment  of  great  cotsicr- 
Mation ;  but  without  the  approhation  of  Jesns.       , 
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remembered  the  word  of  the  Lord,  how  he  had 
sud  unto  him,   Before  the  cock  crow,   thou 

62  shalt  deny  me  thrice.  And  Peter  went  out, 
and  wept  bitterly. 

63  And  the  men  who  held  Jesus,  mocked  him, 

64  and  smote  him.  And  when  tliey  had  blind- 
folded him,  they  struck  him  on  the  face,  and 
said   to  him,   Prophesy,    who  it  is  tliat  smote 

65  thee.  And  they  spake  many  other  things 
blasphemeously  against  him. 

66  And  when  it  was  day,  the  elders  of  the  peo- 
ple, and  the  chief  priests  and  scribes,  came  tOr 

67  gether,  and  led  him  into  their  council,  and  said, 
Tell  us,  if  thou  art  the  Messiah.  And  he  said 
unto  them.   If  I  tell  you,  ye  will  not  believQ, 

68  And  if  I  also  ask  any  thing,  ye  will  not  answer 

69  me,  nor  release  me.  Hereafter  the  Son  of  man 
shall  sit  on  the  right  hand  of  the  power  of  God.* 

70  Then  they  all  said.  Art  thou  then  the  Son  of 
God?     And  he  said  unto  them,  Ye  say  that  I 

71  am.f  And  they  said,  Why  need  we  any 
further  witness  ?  for,  we  ourselves  have  heard 
from  his  own  mouth. 
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1  AND  the  whole  multitude  of  them  arose, 

2  and  led  him  unto  Pifete.     And  they  began  to 
accuse  him,  saying,  We  found  this  niygui  per-

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verting  the  nation,  and  forbidding  to  grrc  tri- 

bute  to  C®sar,  saying,  that  he  himself  is  Ghfist 

"S  a  King.*     And  Pilate  asked  him,  saying,  Art 

thou  the  king  of  the  Jews  ?  And  he  answered 

4  him,  and  said,  Thou  sayest  it.  Then  said  Pil- 
ate to  the  chief  priests,  and  to  the  people,  I  find 

5  no  fault  in  this  than.  And  they  were  the  more 
lamest,  saying,  tte  causeth  the  people  to  rebel, 
teaching  throughout  all  Judea  eten  from  Gali- 

6  lee  to  this  place.  When  Pilate  heard  of 
Galilee,  he  asKcd  whether  the  man  was  a  Gal* 

7  likan.  And  as  soon  afe  he  knew  that  he  be- 
longed to  lierod'sjitrisdiction,  he  sent  him  to 
Herod,  who  was  also  in  Jehisalem  at  that  time. 

j4      And  when  Herod  saw  Jesus,  he  was  excced- 

^^     ingly  glad  :   for  he  had  long  beeft  desiroas 

to  see  him,   because  h^  had    heard   many 

things  of  bim  ;     and    he    hoped    to   have 

9  seen  some  miracle  done  by  him.     Then  he 

proposed  many   questions  to  him  :  but  he 

10  answered  him  ndthing.  And  the  chief  priests 
and  scribes  stood  and  vehemently  accused  him. 

11  And  Herod  vnih  his  military  min  derided  and 
insulted  him,  and  arrayed  him  in  a  gorgeous 
robe,  and  sent  him  again  to  Pilate. 

\2  And  the  same  day  Pilate  and  Herod  were 
made  friends  together  :  for  before  they  were 
at  enmity  with  each  other. 

13  And  when  Pilate  had  called  together  the 
chief  pi^ts,  and  the  rulers,  and  the  people, 

14  he  sam  unto  them,  Ye  have  brought  this  man 
unto  me,  as  one  who  exciteth  the  people  to  rc- 

*  This  WAS  a  false  char|^ ;  he  had  aot  forbidden  them  t» 
give  tribute  to  Csesai^ 
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beUion  :  and  behold,  I  have  examined  him  be* 
fore  you,  but  find  no  fault  in  this  man,  touch- 
ing those  things   whereof  you  accuse  him  : 

15  Nor  has  even  Herod  ;  for  I  sent  you  to  him ; 
and  it  appears  nothing  deserving  death  has  been 

16  done  by  i^m  :   I  will  therefore  chastise  him, 

17  said  release  him.  (For  of  necessity,  according 
to  custom,  he  must  release  one  unto  them  at 

18  the  feast.  ^  And  they  all  cried  out  with  one 
V(»ce,  saying,  Away  with  this  man,  and  release 

1  §  untous  Elarabbas :  { Who  for  some  sedition  made 
in  the  city,  and  for  murder,  was  cast  into  pris- 

20  on.)   Pilate,  however,  desirous  to  release  Jesus, 

21  sp^e  again  to  them.     But  they  still  cried  out, 
38  Crucify  Aim,  crucify  him.    Then  he  said  unto 

them  the  third  time.  Why,  what  evil  hath  he 
done  ?  I  have  found  no  cause  of  death  in  him : 
I  will  therefore  chastise  him,  and  let  him  gO^ 

23  And  they  arose,  and  with  loud  voices  required 
that  he  should  be  crucified  :  and  the  voices  of 

24  of  them  and  of  the  chief  priests  prevailed.  And 
Pilate  decreed  that  it  ^ould  be  according  to 
theur  request. 

25  And  he  released  unto  them  him  that  for 
sedition  and  murder  was  cast  into  prison  ; 

26  but  he  delivered  Jesus  to  their  will.  And 
as  they  led  him  away,  they  laid  hold  upon  one 
Simon  a  Cyrenian,  coming  out  of  the  country, 
and  on  him  they  laid  the  cross,  that  he  might 
carry  it  after  Jesus.* 

2i      And  there  followed  him  a  great  company  of

to  have  ^itv  on  Jesus,  and  obliged  the  man  here  mentioned

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people,  and  of  women,  who  also  bewailed  and 

28  lamented  him.  But  Jesus  turning  unto  them, 
said.  Daughters  of  Jerusalem,  weep  not  forme, 
but  weep  for  yourselves,  and  for  your  children. 

29  For  behold,  the  days  are  coming,  in  which  it 
shall  be  said.  Blessed  are  the  barren,  and  the 
wombs  which  never  bare,  and  the  breasts  which 

30  never  gave  suck.  Then  they  will  begin  to  say 
to  the  mountains,  Fall  on  us ;   and  to  the  KUs, 

31  Cover  us.  Now  if  they  do  these  things  in  a 
green  tree,   what  shall  be  done  in  the  dry  ?* 

32  And  there  were  also  two  other  malefactors  led 

33  with  him  to  be  put  to  death.  And  when  they 
were  come  to  the  place  which  is  called  Calvary> 
there  they  crucified  him,  and  the  malefactors ; 
one  on  the  right  hand,  and  the  other  on  the 
left. 

34  Then  said  Jesus,  Father,  forgive  them,  for  they 
know  not  what  they  do.     And  they  parted  his 

35  raiment,  and  cast  lots.  And  the  people  stood 
beholding :  and  the  rulers  also  with  them  de- 
rided hiniy  saying,  He  saved  others,  let  him 
save  himself,  if  he  be  the  Christ,  the  chosen  of 

36  God.      And  the  soldiers  also  mocked  him, 

37  coming  to  him,  and  oflFering  him  vinegar,  and 
saying,   If  thou  be  the  king  of  the  Jews,  save 

38  thyself.  And  a  superscription  also  was  written 
over  him  in  letters  of  Greek,  and  Latin,  and 
Hebrew,  THIS  IS  THE  KING  OF  THE 
JEWS. 

39  And  one  of  the  malefactors,  who  were  hanged, 

*  If  such  evils  come  upon  the  innoeeBt,  how  great  iviU 
be  the  sufferings  of  the  unbelieving  and  impenitent  Jews- 
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railed  on  him,  saying,  If  thou  be  Christ,   save 

40  thyself  and  us.  But  the  other  answering,  re- 
buked him,  saying,  Dost  thou  not  fetwr  God, 
seeing  thou   art  in   the  same  condemnaiion  ? 

41  And  we  indeed- justly  ;  for  we  receive  the  due 
reward  of  our  deeds  :    but  this  mm  hath  done 

42  nothing  amiss.  And  he  said  unto  Jesus,  Lord, 
remember  me  when  thou  comest  into  thy  king- 

43  dom.  And  Jesus  said  unjo  him,  Verily  I  say 
unto  thee,  to-day  thou  shall  be  with  me  in 
paradise. 

44  And  it  was  about  tiie  sixth  hour,  and  there 
was  darkness  oirer  all  the  earth  until-  the  ninth 

45  hour.*  And  the  sun  was  dwrkened^  and  the  vsul 
of  the  temple  was  rent  in  the  midst. 

46  And  when  Jesus  had  cried  with  a  loud  voice, 
he  said.  Father,  into  thy  hands  I  commend  my 
spirit :    and  having   said  thus,   he  expired. 

47  Now,  when  thq  centurion  saw  what  was 
deoae^    he  glorified  God^  saying,     Cert^nty 

4ft  this,  was  a  r%hteous  man.  And  all  the  people 
that  came  together  to  that  sights  beholding  the 
things  that  were  done^  smote  tbekr  breasts,  and 

49  returned.  And  all  his  acquabtance,  and  the 
women  that  followed  him  from  Galilee,  stood 
afar  off,  behddin^  those  things. 

50  And,  behcM,  there  was  a  man  named  Jo- 
seph, a  counsellor^  and  a  worthy,  upright  man ; 

^1  (the  same  had  not  consented  to.  the  counsel 
and  conduct  of  the  Jewish  rulers f)  he  was  of 

*  The  JewB  reekoned  the  hours  of  the  daj  from  six  in 
the  momit^,  or  at  sonrtse.:  sa  that  the  sixth  hoar  was  the 
aiidldle  of  fhe  day.  The  darkness  was  probably  eoofioed  to 
fbelandof  Judea. 
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Arimathea,  a  city  of  the  Jews ;  who  also  himself 

52  waited  for  the  kingdom  of  God.*  This  man 
went  unto  Pilate,  and  begged  tlie  body  of  Jc- 

53  sus.  And  he  took  it  down,  and  wrapped  it  in 
linen,  and  laid  it  in  a  sepulchre  that  was  hewn 
in  stone,  wherein  never  man  before  was  laid. 

54  And  that  day  was  the  preparation,  and  the  sab- 
bath drew  on.f 

55  And  the  women  also,  which  came  with  him 
from  Galilee,  followed  after,  and  beheld  the 

56  sepulchre,  and  how  his  body  was  laid.  And 
they  returned,  and  prepared  spices  and  oint- 
ment ;  and  rested  the  sabbath-day,  according 
to  the  commandment. 


CHAP.  XXIV. 

1  NOW,  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  very 
early  in  the  morning,  they  came  unto  the  sep- 
ulchre, bringing  the    spices  which  they  had 

2  prepared,  and  certain  others  with  them.  And 
they  found  the  stone  rolled  away  from  the  sep- 

3  ulchre.     And  they  entered  in,  and  found  not 

4  the  body  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  as  they  were  much  perplexed  at  this, 
behold  two  men  stood  by  them  in  shining  gar- 

.5  ments.  And  as  they  were  afraid,  and,  bowed 
down  ^A^eV  faces  to  theearth,ihcy  said  unto  them^ 

6  Why  seek  ye  the  living  among  the  dead  ?  He 
is  not  here,  but  is  risen  :    remember  how  he 

•  Was  expeetiiij;  the  coming  of  Christ, 
t  This  was  the  Jewish  Batardav,  or  day  nc;Lt  before  the 
Sabbath. 
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spake  unto  you  when  he  was  yet  in  Galilee, 

7  saying,  The  Son  of  man  must  be  delivered  into 
the  hands  of  sinful  men,  and  be  crucified,  and 

8  the  third  day  rise  again.    And  they  remembered 

9  his  words.     And  returned  from  the  sepulchre, 
and  told  all  these  things  unto  the  eleven,  and 

10  to  all  the  rest.  It  was  Maiy  Magdalene,  and 
Joanna,  and  Mary,  the  mother  of  James,  and 
other  women  that  were  with  them,  which  told 

11  these  things  unto  the  apostles.  And  their 
words  seemed  to  them  as  idle  tales,  and  they 
believed  them  not. 

12  Then  Peter  arose,  and  ran  unto  the  sepul- 
chre ;  and  stooping  down,  he  beheld  the  linen 
clothes  laid  by  themselves,  and  departed,  won- 
dering in  himself  at  that  which  was  come  to 
pass. 

1 3  And,  behold,  two  of  them  went  that  same 
day  to  a  village   called  Emmaus,  which  was 

14  fromJerusalemcZjowf  threescore  furlongs.  And 
they  talked  together  of  all  these  things  which 

15  had  ha)>pened.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that 
while  they  communed  together y  and  reasoned, 
Jesus  himself  drew  near,  and  went  with  them. 

16  But  their  eyes   were  holden,  that  they  should 
- 17  not  know  him.     And  he  said  unto  them.  What 

manner  of  communications  are  these  that  ye 
have  one  to  another,  as  ye  walk,  and  are  sad  ? 

18  And  one  of  them  whose  name  was  Cleopas, 
answering,  said  unto  him,  Art  thou  only  a  stran- 
ger in  Jerusalem,  and  hast  not  known  the  things 
which   are   come  to  pass  there  in  these  days  ? 

19  And  he  said  unto  them.  What  things  ?  And 
they  said  unto  him^  Concerning  Jesus  of  Naz- 
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areth,  who  was  a  prophet  mighty  in  deed   and 

20  word  before  God  and  all  the  people :  And  how 
the  chief  priests  and  our  rulers  delivered  him 
to  be  condemned  to  death,   and  have  cniciJEEed 

21  him.  But  we  trusted  that  it  had  been  he  who 
would  have  redeemed  Israel :  and^  besides  all 
this,  to-day  is  the  third  day  since  these  thiogs 

22  were  done.  Yea,  and  certain  women  also  of 
our  company  made  us  astonished,  who  were 

23  early  at  the  sepulchre  :  And  when  they  found 
not  his  body,  they  came,  saying,  Tliat  they  had 
also  seen  a  vision  of  angels,   who  said  that   he 

24  was  alive.  And  some  of  them  who  were 
with  us  went  to  the  sepulchre,  and  found  it 
even  so  as  the  woman  had  said  :  but  him  they 

25  saw  npt.  Then  he  said  unto  them,  How  stupid 
and  slow  of  heart,  in  believing  all  that  the  proph- 

26  ets  have  spoken  !  Ought  not  Christ  to  have 
suffered  these  things,   and  to  enter  into  his 

27  glory  ?  And,  beginning  at  Moses,  and  all  the 
prophets,  he   explained  unto  them,  in  all  the 

28  scriptures  the  things  concerning  himself.  And 
when  they  came  near  to  the  village,  whither 
they  were  going,  he  would  have  gone  further. 

29  But  they  constrained  him,  saying.  Abide  with 
us  ;  for  it  is  toward  evening,  and  the  day  is 
far  spent.    And  he  went  in  to  tarry  with  them. 

30  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  sat  at  meat  with 
them,  he  took  bread,  and   blessed  Gody   and 

31  brake,  and  gave  to  them.  And  their  eyes  were, 
opened,  and  they  knew  him ;    and  he  vanished 

32  out  of  their  sight.  And  they  said  one  to  an- 
other. Did  not  our  heart  burn  within  us,  while 
he  talked  with  us  by  the  way,  and  while  be 
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33  opened  unto  us  the  scriptures  ?  And  they  rose 
up- the  same  hour,  and  returned  to  Jerusalem, 
and   found  the  eleven  gathered  together,  and 

54  them  that  were  with  them,  who  said,  The 
Lord  is  risen  indeed,   and   hath  appeared  to 

35  Simon.  Then  they  told  what  things  were  done 
in  the  way,  and  how  he  was  known  of  them  in 
breaking  of  bread. 

36  And,  as  they  thus  spake,  Jesus  himself  stood 
in  the   midst  of  them,   and  saith  unto  them, 

57  Peace  be  unto  you*  But  they  were  terrified 
and  afifrighted,   and  supposed  that  they  had 

38  seen  a  spirit.  And  he  said  unto  them,  Why 
are  ye  troubled  ?  and  why  Ao  fearful  thoughts 

39  arise  in  your  hearts?  Behold  my  hands  and  my 
feet,  that  it  is  I  myself:  handle  me,  and  see :  for  a 
spirit  hath  not  flesh  and  bones,  as  ye  see  me 

40  have.    And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he 

41  shewed  them  his  hands  and  his  feet.  And 
while  they  hardly  believed  for  joy,  and  wonder- 
ed, he  said  unto  them.  Have  ye  here  any  meat  ? 

42  And  they   gave  him  a  piece  of  a  broiled  fish, 

43  and  of  an  honey- comb.     And  he  took  iV,   and 

44  ate  before  them.  And  he  said  unto  them^ 
These  are  the  words  which  I  spake  unto  you, 
while  I  was  yet  with  you,  that  all  things  must 
be  fulfilled  which  were  written  in  the  law  of 
Moses,  and  in  the  prophets,  and  in  the  Psalms 

45  concerning  me.  Then  he  opened  thdr  under- 
stancjjng,  that  they  might  understand  the  scrip- 

46  tures,  and  said  unto  them.  Thus  it  is  written, 
'^  and  thus  it  behoved  Christ  to  sufier,  and  to  rise 

47  from  the  dead  the  third  day :  And  that  repent- 
ance and  remission  of  sins  should  be  preached 
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in  his  name,  among  all  nations,,  beginning  at 

48  Jerusalem.*-  And  ye  are  witnesses  of  Sese 
things. 

49  And  behold,  I  send  the  promise  of  my  Fath- 
er  upon  you :  but  tarry  ye  in  the  city  of  Jeru- 
salem, until  ye  be  endued  with  power  from  on 
high.  . 

50  And  he  led  them  out  as  far  as  to  Bethany ; 
and  he  lifted  up  his  hands,  and  blessed  thenLt 

51  And  it  came  to  pass,  while  he  blessed  them, 
he  was  parted  from  them,   and  carried  up  into 

52  heaven.     And  they  worshipped  him,  and  re- 

53  turned  to  Jerusalem  with  great  jew:  Add 
were  continually  in  the  temple,  prai^g  and 
blessing  God.     .Amen,

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PREFACE  TO  JOHN'S  GOSPEL. 


.  IT  ig  the  opinion  of  all  learned  Christians,  both  ^ncioilt 
and  modivth  that  St.  Johu.  wrote  bis  go9pel  after  the  other 
evangelists  had  ptdilishedtheirnarrativcs ;  and  it  is  generally 
Wlieved.that  itwaa^several  years  later»  Dr.  Larduer  in* 
de^d  suppo^d  it  was  written  in  the  year  66,  about  two  years 
siller  the  oUier gospels  Mere  published.  The  general  opia^ 
io|,  however,  is  against  this. supposition  ;  ana  that  it  was 
99^wriU;en  until  97»  .tMT  iMi,  longc  after  the  dcstr^etiou  of  Je- 
rusaleni)  and  near  the  elose  of  the  life  of  this  apostle  ;  who^ 
4C<sordiqg,to.fiut}ieiit»a<aneieiit  histories,, died  A.  B.  99^  or 
100.  The  apostle  John  lived  to>a  very  great, age;  and, 
though  several  years  youngec  than 'the  other  apostles  and 
hi^Iiord,  was  moru/lbau  00  i»*lten  he  'di^d.  It  iSv  said  he 
Yfi^.lbar.ivr  Bve  y^rs  vou4)ger  than  Christ  ;  whiehw  would 
loal^e  km  pf  ihe^A^  jof  ^5^Mr  96.

%.  Johii  appears  to  .have  possessed  the  peculiar  «onfi- 
deqice^f  bis  divine  Master*  It  is.  believed  he  was.  nearly 
related  to  the  family  of  the  holy  Virgin,  the  mother  of^our 
Lord,,  To  the  care  and  affections  of  this  favorite  disciple, 
|he  wss  epouuended  by  Christ,  as  he  was  expiring  in  agony 
OD  the  eross.^  And  we  are  informed,  that  he  then  took  heV 
to.  his  o^xn  home,  Tli^rc  ,was.a  tradition  in  the  cliurch  in 
tb$  pecqpd  ^ntury^  that  she  lived  fifteen  years,  after  the 
deaihof  our  Siavior,,  » 

.  The  reason  givan  by,.8ome  vwriters  for  supposing  that  St. 
J^hn  did  lyot  coiopose  his  gospel  until  after  the  destruction  of 
Jervsalemt.is,  tbatth^.m^kes  lUK'ineatipn, of. Christ's,  pr^edicr 
tiopsfelatiYcJo^theJudgojenls  coning  upon  that  city  and  the 
i^tlop  qf  the  Jewsi  J&i  this  is  not  a  sulHoient  reason.  For 
jyi-th<»  other  evailgplists*  hwl  spoken  of  this  event,  it  was  not 
'Wesssj^VJT for  him  jto.reoord  the  predictions.  And.it  is  evir 
ii^U  tliat  many  things  whin^h  the  otlier  evangelists  have  r^ 
Iated|  .he  has  omiUeil  to, nojUee y^,  beiojs {Sfvti$^ed>  no  doubt, 
witli  the  accuracy  of  the  account  whien  they  had  given*. 
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It  18  probable,  and  sach  indeed  is  the  intimation  in  tbe 
ivritings  of  some  of  the  early  Christian  fathers,  that  his  ob- 
ject, in  penning  his  gospel,  was  chiefly  to  record  events  and 
discourses  omitted  by  the  other  evangelists.  Accordingly 
he  has  given  a  history  of  many  miracles  of  Christ  which  be 
performed  in  the  early  part  of  his  public  ministry,  and  «f 
addresses  to  his  disciples  and  others  both  in  the  early  and 
latter  part  of  his  public  life,  which  we  do  not  find  narrated 
by  either  of  the  other  writers  of  the  evangelical  history. 
He  relates  much  of  John  the  Baptist,  his  forerunner,  not 
mentioned  before ;  and  he  only  has  preserved  an  account  of 
the  conversation  with  Nicodemus,  of  earing  the  man  bora 
blind,  as  recorded  in  iz.  chap,  of  the  raising  of  Laxaras 
from  the  grave,  who  had  been  dead  four  davs  $  and  of  tbe 
discourses  contained  in  xiii.  xiv.  xv:  xvi.  ana  xvii*  chapters 
of  his  gospel. 

These  were  material  omissions ;  and  to  supply  such  de- 
fects was  probably  one  great  object  with  the  apostle  Jo  hi 
in  writinghis  gospcL  But  it  is  said,  that  he  aid  not  write 
until  urged  by  other  Christians,  who  woro  desirous  to  knoir 
every  event  in  the  life  of  tjie  Messiah.  It  is  not  unreasons* 
able  to  suppose,  that  they  had  heard  him  speak  of  some  of 
Christ's  (fiscourses,  which  were  not  related  in  the  gospels 
then  extant.  According  to  the  declaration  of  some  early 
writers,  the  other  gospels  were  shewn  to  this  apostle ;  that 
he  approved  of  them  as  correct,  yet  as  not  relating  some 
events  which  he  recollected ;  anJ  that  by  the  desire  of  hii 
Christian  friends,  he  wrote  the  gospel,  which  is  the  last,  is 
the  order  of  time,  of  all  the  evangelical  narrations.  He 
might,  indeed,  as  many  suppose,  have  it  also  in  view  to  eor* 
rect  some  erroneous  opinions  prevalent  in  his  time  respecting 
the  person  of  Christ.  It  is  well  known,  that  the  Greeks  were 
a  philosophising  people :  and  that  many  of  their  opinjoai 
and  theories,  as  to  invisible  beings,  were  ettremelT  fanciful. 
At  an  early  period  of  the  church,  some  of  the  Greek  philoso- 
phers became  converts  to  the  Christian  faith  |  and  it  was 
natural  that  the^  should  wish  to  incorporate  some  of  their 
own  opinions  with  the  doctrines  of  the  gospel.  It  was  dio 
very  humiliating  to  them  to  be  told  that  the  Founder  of  the 
religion  they  had  adopted  suffered  an  ignominious  death. 
They  were  often  reproached  for  believing  in  one  as  a  di- 
Tiaeteacher,  who  had  died  on  the  cross.    The  doetriae 
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tvbielbjB^'^w  otti  of  thele  fancies  and  pVejiMllces  was,  that 
JesQs  Obrist^vafrman  only  in  appearance,  and  tliat  in  reality 
the  Savior  did  not  suffer  and  expire  on  t!ie  cross }  bnt  only 
the  man  or  human  nature,  to  which  ho  seemed  to  have  been 
united.  It  ivas  important  such  an  error  should  receive  ai} 
early  check.  And  no  one  of  the  historians  of  Christ  is  so 
direct  and  explicit  in  their  dedarations/as  John,  that  Jesus 
of  NasEareth,  who  was  the  Messiah,  or  Christ,  and  in  some 
pceuliar  sense  the  Son  of  God,  >vas  actually  possessed  of  such 
a  nature  as  man,  and  really  inherited  flesh  and  blood  :  see 
chap.  i.  14.  also  l  epistle  of  John  iv.3.  This  doctrine  is  indeed 
implied  and  suggested  in  the  other  gospels ;  but  not  so  folly 
aM  plainly  declarea  as  we  find  it  in  the  writings  of  St.  John. 
Irensens^  who  lived  towards  the  close  of  the  second  century, 
and  waa  acquainted  with  one  of  the  apostle  Jt)hn-s  pupils, 
iiay8,"This  disciple  of  Christ,  willing  to  remove  the  error,'' 
ariaded  to  above,  ^'teaches  that  there  is  one  God  of  infinite 
p#wer,  who  by  his  word  made  all  things,  visible  and  invisi- 
ble:  and  that  by  the  same  word  by  whieli  be  ^nislied  the 
work  of  creation,  he  bestowed  salvation  upon  those  whom  he 
nifeLde  to  inhabit  the  world  he  had  created."  "This  word,'^ 
St  John  says^  "was  made  flesh;"  or  dwelt  in  Jesus  Christ, 
Ihe^Messiah ;  "and  <we  beheld  his  glory,  such  as  became 
the  only  begotten  Son  of  God,  full  of  grace  and  truth." 
That  is,  not  in  worldly  pomp  and  splendor,  not  displaying 
poller  for  his  own  personal  aggrandizement,  but  in  all 
meekness,  benevolence  and  holiness,  and  yet  exercising  su- 
pCrnaCuriil  power  for  the  instruction  and  relief  of  mankind  $ 
thereby  shewing  that  he  had  the  divine  spivit  without  mea- 
aore,  and  was  truly  the  image-  of  the  invisible  God. 

The  phraseology  used  by  this  apostle  in  his  gospel  fur- 
isish^  an  argument^  as  some  suppose,  that  it  was  not  written 
and  publishecl  in  Judea.  lie  frequently  gives  an  explai^a-. 
tion  of  the  Hebrew  terms  he  uses,  as  ii?tbey  were  not  intcl- 
ligihle  to  those  whom  he  addressed ;  and  he  speaks  of  the 
Jews  in  a  manner  differently  from  that  wliieh  would  have 
been  natural  and  proper,  htid  be  resided  among  them  at  th^ 
time  of  writing  his  gospel. . 

There  is  a  great  similarity  between  the  langua^^e  and  isen- 
timents  of  this  apostle  in  his  gospel  and  in  his  epistles.  His 
ivritings  discoyer  an  artless  simplicity,  and  a  spirit  of  aff^- 
tion,  which  render  tliem  particularly  interesting.  He  h6s' 
given  Qs  much  of  the  affectionate  and  benevolent  advice  of 
27*  __._^     ■.. 
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Christ  to  the  apostles,  which  display  the  beDu;mty  of  oar 
Lord,  in  a  most  endearing  and  affecting  view.  It  it  he  who 
has  taught  us  how  often  our  Savior  enjoined  hcacvoleiicc 
and  love  on.  his  disciples  as  a  necessary  and  distingnishiag 
characteristic  of  their  real  regard  for  him  and  his  religion. 
The  apostle  John  seems  to  have  possessed  much  of  this  amia- 
We  and  celestial  spirit.  In  one  of  his  epistles,  he  repeatedly 
gives  the  following  exhortation  5  *'Little  children,  love  one 
another/^  And  there  is  a  tradition,  probably  well  founded, 
that  when  this  apostle  was  very  aged,  and  unable  to  deliver 
long  discourses  to  the  people,  he  was  carried  to  the  Christian 
assembly,  in  the  city  where  he  resided,  and  said,  "My  little 
children,  love  one  another.**  This  was  not  addressed  merelr 
to  the  young.  But  the  apostle  being  very  aged,  and  eonsiil- 
cring  them  all  as  his  children  in  a  religious  s^se,  spake  to 
them  in  this  affectionate  manner* 

The  spirit  of  love  and  charity  is  certainly  the  distinguish- 
ing trait  in  the  Christian  character,  as  it  is  oppsed  to  a  world* 
ly,  selfish,  and  malevolent  disposition.  The  first  christians 
were  remarkable  for  displaying  this  heavenly  temper*  Even 
the  heathen  philosophers  and  magistrates  were  compelled 
to  do  homage  to  the  benien  influence  of  the  gospel  by  ex- 
claiming, "Behold,  how  these  christians  love  one  enotlier !" 

The  Christian  church  is  in  possession  of  no  authentic  ac- 
count of  the  journies  of  this  apostle.  We  learn  from  the 
l«th  chap,  of  Acts,  that  he  was  at  Jerusalem  with  the  oth- 
er apostles  and  elders,  at  a  council  to  decide  upon  the  ques- 
tion then  agitated  in  the  church,  whether  the  heathen  con- 
verts should  be  required  to  observe  the  ceremonies  of  the 
Jewish  law.  There  can  be  no  doubt,  that  this  apostle  was 
engaged  in  the  cause  of  his  divine  Master  among  his  own 
eountrvmen  in  Judea,  until  a  short  time  before  the  destruc- 
tion of  Jerusalem  by  the  Romans  in  the  year  70.  We  are 
indeed,  informed  by  several  early  Christian  writers,  that  St, 
John  left  Judea  after  the  civil  commotions  began  ^  there, 
which  issued  in  the  complete  overthrow  of  the  Jewish  na- 
tion :  And  that  afterwards  he  resided  in  different  parts  of 
Greece  in  Asia,  and  chiefly  at  Bphesus.  In  the  time  of  the 
Roman  emperor,  Domitian,  who  was  a  cruel  persecutor  of 
the  Christian^,  the  apostle  was  banished  to  the  Island  of  Pat- 
mos%  near  the  Grecian  coast,  where  he  was  favored  with  the 
prophetic  visionSi  which  are  preserved  in  the  book  of  Revela- 
tions,

CHAP.  I. 

1  TN  the  beginning  was  the  Word,  and   the

The  lit« 
eral  rendering  is  ^'word.^'  But  this  undoubtedlv  means 
wisdom^  or  power ;  as  when  it  is  sftid,  "by  the  word  of  the 
Lord  the  heavens  were  made.^'  That  is,  by  the  command, 
the  power,  or  wisdom  of  the  Deity  they  exist.  By  this  di- 
vine wisdom  and  power,  Christ  was  directed  and  assisted. 
In  another  place,  this  Evangelist  says,  "he  had  the  spirit 
without  measure."

Irenkus^  ^na  of  Ihe  earliest  Christian  writers,  infirnis  u%

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as  of  the  only-begotten  of  the  Father)  full  of

Almighty  God,  one  only  begotten,  Jesas  Christ, 
wuo  came  from  the  bosom  of  the  Father,  and  who  had  the 
holy  spirit,  or  the  power  and  wisdom  of  God  without  meas- 
ure. This  was  the  Son  of  God,  this  the  true  li^ht,  this  he 
who  eame  down  from  heaven,  &c.  By  Logos  is  evidently 
meant  the  divine  wisdom  and  energy.  This  was  se  fully 
ynparted  to  Jesus  Christ,  and  by  it  he  was  so  guided  ana 
enlightened,  that  it  might  be  justly  said,  when  Cnrist  pef- 
formed  miracles,  it  was  the  Father  who  dwelt  in  him ;  and 
that  what  he  taught  was  directly  by  divine  authority  aiid 
instruction.  Here  the  apostle  expressly  asserts,  that  the 
power  and  wisdom  of  God  was  united  to  the  man  Jesus 
Christ  $  or  that  the  divine  perfections  were  displayed  by  him 
for  the  instruction  and  salvation  of  the  world.  See  1  John 
Epis.  i.

35  The  next  day  John  was  again  standing,  and  two 

36  of  his  disdples,  and  looking  upon  Jesus  as  he 
walked,  he  saith,  Behold  the  Lamb  of  God. 

37  And  the  two  disciples  heard  him  speak,   and 

38  they  followed  Jesus.  Then  Jesus  turned,  and 
saw  them  following,  and  saith  unto  them, 
Wlmt  seek  ye  ?  They  said  unto  him,  Rabbi, 
(which  being  interpreted,  is  the  same  as  to  say, 

39  Master)  where  dwellest  thou  ?  He  saith  unto 
them,  Come  and  see.  They  came  and  saw 
where  he  dwelt,  and  abode  with  him  that  day : 

40  for  it  was  about  the  tenth  hour.  One  of  the 
two  who '  heard  John  speak,  and  fdllpwed 
him,  was   Andrew,   Simon  Peter's    brother. 

41  He  first  findeth  his  own  brother  Simon,  and 
saith  unto  him,  We  have  found  the  Messias  ;t 

42^  who  is,  (by  interpretation,)  the  Christ.  And  he 
brought  him  to  Jesus.  And  when  Jesus  be- 
held him,  he  said,  Thou. art  Simon  the  son  of 
Jonah  :  thou  shall  be  called  Cephas,  which  is, 
by  mterpretation,  a^tbne. 

43  The  day  following  Jeslis  would  go  forth  into 
Galilee,  and  findeth  Philip,   atfid   saith   unto

49  Nathanael  answered  and  saith  unto  him.  Rabbi,  | 
thou  art  the  Son  of  God ;  thou  art  the  King  of 

50  Israel.  (  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  lum^ 
Because  I  said  unto  thee,  I  saw  thet  under  the 
fig-tree,   dost  thou  believe  ?     Thou  shalt  see 

51  greater  things  than  these.  And  he  saith  unto 
him.  Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  hereafter 
ye  shall  see  heaven  open,  and  the  angels  of 
God  ascending  and  descending  upon  the  Soo 
of  man.

1  AND  the  third  day  there  was  a  marriage  at 
Cana  in  Galilee  :    and  the  mother  of  Jesus  was 

2  there.     And  both  Jesus  and  his  disciples  were 

3  invited  to  the  marriage.  And  when  they 
wanted  wine,  the  mother  of  Jesus   saith  unto 

4  him,  They  have  no  wine.  Jesus  saith  unto 
her,  Woman,  what  have  I  to   do  with  thee  ? 

5  mine  hour  is  not  yet  come.*  HJs  mother 
saith  unto  the  servants.   Whatsoever  he   saith 

6  nnto  you,  do  it.  And  there  were  set  there  six 
water- pots  of  stone,  after  the  manner  of  the  pu- 
rifying of  the  Jews,  containing  two  or  three 

7  firkins  apiece.  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Fill  thie 
water.pots  with  water.     And  they  filled  them 

8  up- to  the  brim.  And  he  saith  unto  them» 
Draw  out  now,  and  bear  unto  the  master  of  the 

9  fi?ast  ;  and  they  bare  it.  When  the  master  of 
the  feast  had  tasted  the  water  which  was  made 
w^ine,  and  knew  not  whence  it  was  ;  (but  the 
servants  who  drew  the  water  knew,)  he  called  the 

10  bridegroom,  and  saith  unto  him,  Every  man 
brings  out  the  good  wine  at  first ;  and  when 
men  have  well  drunken,  then  that  which  is  in- 
ferior :    but  thou  hast  tept  the  good  wine  until 

11  now.  This  beginning  of  miracles  Jesus  did  in 
Cana  of  Galilee,  and  manifested  his  glory  :  and 
his  disciples  believed  on  him. 

12  After  this,  he  went  down  to  Capernaum,  he 
and  his  mother,  and  his  brethren,  and  his  dis^

15  and  the  changers  of  money,  sitting  :  And 
when  he  had  made  a  scourge  of  small' cords, 
he  drove  them  all  out  of  the  temple,  and 
the  sheep,  and  tlie  oxen  ;  and  poured  out  the 
brokers*  money,   and    overthrew  die  tables  ; 

16  and  said  unto  them  that  sold  doves.  Take 
these  things  hence  ;    make  not  my   Father's 

17  house  an  house  of  merchandise.f  "  And  his 
disciples  remembered  that  it  was  written, 
The  zeal  of  thine  house  hath  eaten  me  up. 

18  Then  the  Jews  said  unto  him,  What  sign 
shewest  thou  unto  us,   seeing  that  thou   doestt 

19  these  things  ?  Jesus  answered  and  ss^d  unto 
them,  Destroy  this  temple,  and  in  three  days  I 

20  will  raise  it  up.  Then  the  Jews  said.  Forty 
and  six  years  was  this  temple  in  building,  and 

21  wilt  thou   rear  it  up  in  three  days  ?     But  he 

22  spake  of  the  temple  of  his  body.  When  there- 
fore he  was  risen  from  the  dead,  his  disciples 
remembered  that  he  had  said  this  unto  them  : 
and  they  believed  the  scripture,  and  the  word 
which  Jesus  had  said. 

23  Now,  when  he  was  in  Jerusalem  at  the  pass- 
over>  on  the  feast-dby,  many   believed  in  his

CHAP.  111. 

1  THERE  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees,  named 

2  Nicodemus,  a  ruler  of  the  Jews  :  This  man 
came  to  Jesus  by  night,  and  said  unto  him,  Rab- 
bi, we  are  convinced  that  thou  art  a  teacher  come 
from  God  :  for  no  man  can  do  the  miracles 
which  thou  doest,  except  God  be   with  him* 

3  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Verily,  ver- 
ily I  say  unto  thee,  except  a  man  be  bom 
again,  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom   of  God.*" 

4  Nicodemus  saith  unto  him.  How  can  a  man 
be  born  when  he  is  old  ?  can  he  enter  the 
second  time  into  his  mother's  womb,  and  be 

'  5  bom  ?  Jesus  answered,  Verily,  verily  I  say 
unto  thee,  except  a  man  be  bora  of  water,  and 
of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom 

6  of  God-t     That  which  is  born  of  the  flesh,  is 

*  Here  is  reference,  probably,  to  tbe  Jewigh  mode  of 
proselyting.  When  a  person  professed  Judaism,  he  was 
obliged  to  be  washed  with  water,  to  have  a  new  name,  to 
renounce  his  former  acquaintance  and  even  his  relations,  and 
was  called  a  new  creature.   This  is  alluded  to  in  Luke  xiv.^.

*  This  conversation  between  Christ  and  Nicodemus  is  a 
tetj  interesting  one.  Nicodemus  was  of  the  sect  of  (he 
Pharisees,  and  a  teacher  among  the  Jews,  He  appean  to 
have  been  in  suspense  whetlter  Jesus  were  the  Christ.  Kx- 
pectiug  a  temporal  prince  in  the  Messiah,  he  was  probsMy 
perple2ied  at  the  humble  state  of  the  prophet  of  Nazareth*: 
and  yet  a  conviction  of  Christ's  miracles  led  him  to  eonehidc 
he  w*as  divinely  assisted.  lie  came  to  our  Lord  with  atieu* 
^49  obtain  satisftiction  respecting  this  extraontinary  person, 
whose  miracles  had  become  a  subject  of  great  notoriety  and 
astonishment.  But  lie  came  in  a  private  manner,  aiid  by 
uight ;  probably  from  a  fear  of  exposing  himself  to  tlie 
hatred  of  his  sect.  Our  Savior  inu)rmea  him  that  no  odc 
eonid  discern  or  perceive  the  kingdom  of  God  (or  of  t)ie 
Messiah)  except  he  was  enlighteffeil  by  the  Divine  Spir- 
it. x\iid  that  a  public  acknowledgment  of  the  gospel, 
snd  professing  penitence,  (a  token  of  which  was  baptisn 
with  water,)  were  .  necessary  for  those  who  would  become 
his  disciples.  The  Jews,  it  is  said,  in  making  proselytes  tu 
their  religion  from  the  heathens,  required  them  to  be  i>a|)tiz- 
ed,  gave  them  a  new  name,  and  said  they  had  become  new 
men.  To  this  practice,  Christ  may  allude  in  bis  replj  to 
Nicodemus.  But  it  would  appear  that  more  than  this  i^^ 
meant :  Because  the  Jewish  teiicher  did  not  understand  the 
declaration  of  onr  Savior.  And  by  saying,  that  a  man  most 
he  born  from  abovej  and  bom  of  the  Spirit,  it  is  evident 
Christ  had  reference  to  the  sanctifying  influences  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  which  are  requisite  informing  a  really  good  man  ;  or 
to  the  miraculous  giiis  of  the  Spirit,  which  his  first  disciple 
would  receive.  The  former,  we  apprehend,  our  Lord  W 
particularly  in  view,  in  this  conversation  %vith  the  Jewish 
ruler.  He  would  have  Nicodemus  understand,  that  he 
could  not  be  considered  a  proper  member  of  the  Messiah's 
kin^^dom,  without  an  open  and  decided  declaration  in  favor 
of  Jesus,  and  a  change  of  views  and  affections ;  from  a 
worldly  temper,  to  a  spirit  of  humility,  self-denial^  and  hea- 
venly mindedness. 
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where  it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the  sound 

thereof,  but  canst  not  tell  whence  it  cometh,  and 

whither  it  goeth  :  so  is  every  one  that  is  born  of 

9  the  Spirit.     Then  Nicodemus  said  unto  him, 

10  How  can  these  things  be  ?  Jesus  replied  and 
said  unto  him,  Art  thou  a  teacher  in  Israel, 

11  and  knowest  not  these  things  ?  Verily,  verily 
I  say  unto  thee,  we  speak  that  we  know,  and 
testify  that  we  have  seen  ;    and  ye  receive  not 

12  our  witness.  If  I  have  told  you  earthly  things, 
and  ye  believe  not,how  will  ye  believe  if  I  tell  you 

IS  o/Tieavenly  things?  And  no  man  hath  ascended 
up  to  heaven,  but  he  who  came  down  from  hea- 
ven, even  the  Son  of  man,  who  is  in  heaven.* 

14  And  as  Moses  lifted  up  the  serpent  in  the 
wilderness,  even   so  must  the  Son  of  man  be 

1 5  lifted  up  :  That  whosoever  believeth  in  hini 
should  not  perish,  but  have  eternal  life. 

16  For  God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave 
his  only-begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believeth 
in  him,  should  not  perish,'  but  have  everlasting 

17  life-t  For  God  sent  his  Son  into  the  world, 
not  to  condemn  the  world,  but  that  the  world 
through  him  might  be  saved/ 

18  He  that  believeth  on  him,  is  not  condemned : 

*  Whose  home,  whose  permanent  ahode  in  in  heaven. 

t  What  need  of  other  instruction  than  reason  giyea  ? 
Beeause  reason  teaches  nothing  deeisive  lespeetins  the 
divine  forgiveness,  or  a  future  state  of  retribntion.  What 
is  declared  in  this  passage  on  the  former  subject,  and  in  the 
fifth  ehap.  3^,  29,  of  a  niture  judgment,  affords  «s  informa- 
tion of  the  highest  importance,  as  it  respecU  both  the  morals 
and  the  hopes  of  mankind  ;  and.  full  j  vindicates  (he  divine 
character  in  sending  an  heavenly  messenger,  possessed  i>t 
miraculous  powers,  to  establish  these  ihteresting  truths. 
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but  he  that  believeth  not,  is  condemned  afready, 
because  he  hath  not  believed  in  the  name  of  the 

19  only  begotten  Son  of  God-  And  this  is  the 
condemnation,  that  light  is  cdme  into  the  world, 
and  men    love^  darkness  rather   tliaii  light, 

20  because  their  deeds  were  eviU  For  every  one 
that  doeth  evil  hateth  the  light,  neither  cometh 
to  the  light,  lest  his  deeds  should  be  reproved* 

21  But  he  that  doeth  tnith*  conuth  to  the  light, 
that  his  deeds  may  be  made  manifest,  that  they 
are  wrought  in  God.f 

^  After  these  things  Jesus  and  his  disciples 
came  into  the  land  of  Judea ;  and  there  he  abode 
with  them  and  baptized, 

53  And  John  also  was  baptizing  in  Enon,  near 
Salim  ;  because  tiiere  was  much  water  there ;  J 

24  and  they  came  and  were  baptized.  (For  John 
was  not  yet  cast  into  prison.) 

25  Then  there  arose  a  question  between  some  of 
John's  disciples  and  th«  Jews  about  purifying.  J 

26  And  they  came  to  John,  and  said  unto  him, 
Rabbi,  he  that  was  with  thee  beyond  Jordan,  to 
whom  thou  barest  witness,  behold,  he  baptizeth, 

27  and  all  mm  come  to  him.  John  answered  and 
said,  A  man  can  receive  nothing,  except  it  be 

"23  given  him  from  heaven.     Ye  yourselves  bear 

me  witness,  that  I  said,  I  am  not  the  Christ, 

"29  but  that  I  am  sent  before  him.     He  that  hatb

31  lie  that  cometh  from  above,  is  above  all  :  he 
that  is  of  the  earth  is  earthly,  and  speaketh  of 
the  earth  :  he  that  cometh  from  heaven>is  above 

32  all.  And  what  he  hath  seen  and  heard,  that  he 
testifieth  ;  though  no  man  receiveth  his  testi* 

33  mony.     He  that  hath  received  his  testimony, 
3i  hath  set  to  his  seal  that  God  is  true.     For  he 

whom  God  hath  sent,  speaketh  the  words  of 
God :  for  God  giveth  not  the  Spirit  by  raeasrire 

35  unto  him.     The  Father  loveth  the  Son,  and 

36  hath  given  all  things  into  his  hands. ^  He  that 
believeth  on  the  Son,  bath  everlasting  life  :  and 
he  that  believeth  not  the  Son,  shall  not  see  life ; 
but  the  wrath  of  God  abideth  on  turn. 


CHAP.  IV- 

1  NOW  when  the  Lord  knew  that  tlie  Phan* 
sees  had  heard,  that  Jesus  made  and  baptii^ed 

2  more  disciples  than  John,  (though  it  was  not 

3  Jesus,  but  his  disciples  who  baptized,)  he  left. 

4  Judea,  and  departed  again  into  Galilee.     And 


*  Maf  he  not  then  be  woi^hipped,  as  the  Son  of  God  ? 
Set  chap.  v.  23* 
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5  he  chose  to  go  through  Samaria,*  Then  he 
cometh  to  a  city  of  Samaria,  which  is  called 
Sychar,  near  to  the  parcel  of  ground  which 

6  Jacob  gave  to  his  son  Joseph.  Now  Jacob's 
well  was  there.  And  Jesus  being  wearied  with 
his  journey,  sat  by   the  well.     (And  it  was 

7  about  the  sixth  hour.)t.  A  Samaritan  woman 
coming  to  draw  water,  Jesus  saith  unto  her, 

8  Give  me   to  drink.     (For   his  disciples    were 

9  gone  away  unto  the  city  to  buy  meat.)  Then 
said  the  woman  of  Samaria  unto  him,  How  is  it 
that  thou,  being  a  Jew,  askest  drink  of  me,  who 
am  a  woman  of  Samaria  ?    (For  the  Jews  have 

16  no  dealings  with  the  Samaritans. ){  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  her,  If  thou  didst  know 
the  gift  of  God,  and  who  it.is  that  saith  to  thee. 
Give  me  to  drink  ;  thou  wouldest  have 
asked  of  him,  and  he  would  have  given  thee 

1 1  living  water.  §  The  woman  saith  unto  him.  Sir, 
thou  hast  nothing  to  draw  with,  and  the  well 


*  Samaria  is  betiveen  Judea,  properly  so  ealled^  and 
Galilee.  This  lies  in  the  northern  part  of  Palestine,  atijoin- 
ing  heathen  eoantries  :  and  therefore  is  called  ^^Galilee  of 
the  Gentiles."

'     Jacob,  who  gave  us  the  well,  «nd  drank  thereof 

13  himself,  and  his  children,  and  his  cattle  ?  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  her.  Whosoever  ^rink- 

14  eth  of  this  water,  shall. thirst  again  :  but 
whosoever  drinketh  of  the  water  that  I  shall  give 
him,  shall  never  thirst ;  but  the  water  that  I  shall 
give  him,  shall  be  in  him  a  well  of  water  springing 

li  up  into  everlasting  life.  The  woman  said  unto 
him.  Lord,   give  me  this   water,  iliat  I  thirst 

16  not,  .neither  come  hither  to  draw.f  Then 
Jesus  said  unto  her,  Go,  call  thy  husband,  and 

17  come  hither-  The  woman  answered  and  said, 
I  have  no  husband.     Jesus  said  unto  her.  Thou 

18  hast  well  said,  I  have  no  husband  :  For  thou 
hast  had  five  husbands,  and  he  whom  thou  now 
hast,  is  not  thy  husband  :    in  that  sayest  thou 

19  truly.     The  woman  saith  unto  him,  Sir,  I  per- 

20  ceive  that  thou  art  a  prophet.J  Our  fathers 
M»orshipped  in  this  mountain  ;  and  ye  say,  that 
in  Jerusalem  is  the  place  where  men  ought  to 

21  worship.  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Woman,  be- 
lieve me,  the  hour  cometh  when  ye  shall 
neither  in  this  mountain,  nor  yet  at  Jerusalem^ 

22  worship  tlie  Father.  ^     Ye  worship  ye  know  not 


*  The  woman  did  not  perceiFe  onr  Lord's  meaning.

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what  :*  we  know  what  we  worslup  :  fcM:  salva. 

23  tion  is  of  the  Jews.  But  the  hour  cometh,  and 
now  is,  when  the  true  worshippers  shall  wor- 
ship the  Father  in  spirit  and  in  truth :  for  the 

24  Father  seeketh  such  to  worship  him.  God  i*  a 
spirit  :    and  they  that  worship  him,  must  wor- 

25  ship  him  in  spirit  and  in  truth.  The  woman  sad 
unto  him,  I  know  that  Messias  (who  is  called 
Christ,)  wilUooncome;  and  when  he  is  come, 

26  he  will  tpli  us  all  things.  Jesus  said  unto  ^r, 
I  that  speak  unto  thee  am  he. 

27  And  upon  this  his  disciples  came,  and  were 
surprised  that  he  talked  with  the  woman: 
yet  no  man  said,  What  seekest  thou  ?    or, 

28  Why  talkest  thou  with  her  ?  The  woman 
then  left  her  water-pot,  and  w^ent  her  way  ipto 

29  the  city,  and  saith  to  the  men,  Come,  see  a  man 
who  told  me  all  things  that  I  ever  did !   Is  not 

30  this  the  Christ  ?  Then  they  went  out  of  th« 
city,  and  came  unto  him. 

31  In  the  mean  time  his  disciples  besought  hitn^ 

32  saying,  Master,  eat.     But  h^  said  unto  them,  I 

33  have  meat  to  eat  that  ye  know  not  of.  Then 
the  disciples  said  one  to  another,  Hath  any  man 

34  brought  him  aught  to  eat  ?  Jesus  ^aith  unto 
them,  My  meat  is  to  do  the  will  of  him  thai 


•  The  Samaritans  worshipped  "The  God  unknown," 
who,  they  said,  was  not  the  Ood  of  the  Jews  who  made  this 
world.  Simon  the  magician,  and  other  gnostics,  were 
8amarttan8,and  tan^ht  strange  doctrines  respecting  the  Deity 
and  our  Savior,  which  have  yet  hardly  been  eradicated  from 
the  Christian  world.  * 
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35  sent  me,  and  to  finish  his  work,*  Say  not  ye' 
There  are  yet  four  months,  and  then  comcth 
harvest  ?  behold,  I  say  unto  you,  lift  up  your 
eyes,  and  look  on  the  fields  ;  -for  they  are  white 

36  already  to  harvest.  And  he  that  reapeth  re- 
ceiveth  wages,  and  gathereth  firuit  unto  life 
eternal  :  that  both  he  that  soweth  and  he  that 

37  reapeth,  may  rejoice  together :  and  herein  is 
that  saying  true,  one  soweth  and  another  reap- 

38  eth.  I  sent  you  to  reap  whereon  ye  bestowed 
IK)  labor  :  other  men  labored,  and  ye  are  enter- 
ed into  their  labors. 

39  And  many  of  the  Samaritans  of  that  city 
believed  on  him,  for  the  declaration  of  the 
woman  who  testified.  He  told  me  all  that  I  ever 

40  did.  So  when  the  Samaritans  were  come  unto 
him,  they  besought  him  that  he  would  tarry 
with   them  :     and  he  abode  there  two  days. 

41  And  many  more  believed  because  of  his  own 

42  word,  and  said  unto  the  woman,  Now  we 
believe,  not  because  of  thy  declaration,  for  we 
have  heard  him  ourselves,  and  know  that  this 
is  indeed  the  Christ,  the  Savior  of  the  world. 

43  Now  after  two  days  he  departed  thence,  and 

44  went  into  Galilee.t  For  Jesus  himself  testified 
that  a  prophet  hath  no  honor  in  his  own  country. 

45  And  when  he  was  come  into  Galilee,  the  Gali-

that  he  did  at  Jerusalem  at  Uie  feast :  (for  thq^ 

46  also  went  unto  the  feast.)  Then  Jesus  came 
again  into  Ca^a  of  Galilee,  where  he  made  the 
water  wine.     And  there  was  a  certain  nobleman 

47  whose  son  was  sick  at  Capernaum.  When  be 
heard  that  Jesus  was  come  out  of  Judea  into 
Galilee,  he  went  unto  him,  and  besou|;ht  him 
that  he  would  come  down  and  heal  his  son : 

48  for  he  was  at  the  point  of  death.  Then  ssid 
Jesus  unto  him,  Except  ye  see  signs  and  won- 

49  ders,  ye  will  not  believe.  The  nobleman  saiA 
unto  him,  Sir,  come  down  before  my  child  dies, 

50  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Go  thy  way :  thy  son 
liveth.  And  the  man  believed  the  word  that 
Jesus  had  spoken  unto  Uiu,  and  he  went  \m 

51  way.  And  as  he  was  now  going  down,  his 
servants  met  him,  and  told  Aim,  saying.  Thy  son 

52  liveth.  Then  he  inquired  of  them  the  hour 
when  he  began  to  amend :  and  they  said  unto 
him,*  Yesterday  at  the  seventh  hour  the  fever 

53  left  him.  So  the  father  knew  tbattV  was  at  the 
same  hour,  in  which  Jesus  said  unto  him. 
Thy  son  liveth.     And  he  and  all  his  household 

54  believed.  This  second  miracle  Jesus  wrought 
when  he  was  come  again  out  of  Judea  into 
GaUee. 
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CHAP.  V. 

1  AFTER  this  there  was  a  feast  of  the  Jews ; 

2  and  Jesus  went  up  to  Jerusalem.  Now  there 
is  at  Jerusalem,  by  the  shtcp-market^  a  pool, 
which  is  called  in  the  Hebrew  tongue  Bethesda, 

3  having  five  porches.  In  these  lay  a  great 
multitude  of  infirm  people,  blind,  halt,  paralytic, 

4  waiting  for  the  moving  of  the  water.  For  an 
angel  went  down  at  a  certain  season  into  the 
pool,  and  troubled  the  water  :  whosoever  then 
first,  after  the  troubling  of  the  water,  stepped  in, 
was  made  whole  of  whatsoever  disease  he  had.* 

5  And  a  certain  man  was  there,  who  had  an  in- 

6  firmity  thirty  and  eight  years.  When  Jesus 
saw  him,  lying,  and  knew  that  he  had  been  a 
long  time  in  that  case^  he  saith  unto  him,  Wilt 

7  thou  be  made  whole  ?  The  diseased  man 
answered  him,  Sir,  I  have  no  man,  when  the 
water  is  troubled,  to  put  me  into  the  pool:  f 
but  while  I  am  coming,  another  steppeth  down 

8  before   me.     Jesus   saith  unto  him,  Rise  take 

9  up  thy  bed  and  walk.  And  immediately  tlie 
man  became  strong,  and  took  up  his  bed,  and 
walked  :    and  the  same  day  was  the  sabbath. 

*  Some  critics  soppose  this  was  a  mineral  spriog,  and  the 
water  possessing  medicinal  qualities  which  cured  various 
di9eiwes  :  and  as  it  had  this  efi*ect,  the  Jews  supposed  an 
angel  descended  and  gave  it  a  healing  power. 

t  By  the  tronbling  of  the  water,  is  to  be  understood,  its 
agitation,  occasioned  by  the  ;heat ;  and  probably,  the 
medieinal  and  restoring  power  ceased  wiien  the  extra  heat 
abated.

10  The  Jews  therefore  said  unto  him  who  was 
cured,  It  is  the  sabbath-day  :    it  is  not  lawful 

1 1  for  thee  to  car^)^  thy  bed.  He  answered  them. 
He  who   made  me  whole,  tlie  same  said  unto 

12  me,  Take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk.  Then  they 
asked  him,    What  man   is   he  who  said  unto 

13  thee,  Take  up  thy  bed,  an,^  walk  ?  And  he 
who  was  healed  knew  not  who  it  was  :  for 
Jesus  had  conveyed   himself  away,  a  crowd 

14  being  in  that  place.  Afterward  Jesus  iindeth 
him  in  the  temple,  and  said  unto  him,  Bthcdd, 
thou  art  restored  to  health  :  sin  no  more,  lest  a 

15  worse  thing  come  unto  thee.  The  man  depart- 
ed, and  told  the  Jews,  that  it  was  Jesus  who 

16  had  healed  him.  Then  the  Jews  persecuted 
Jesus,  and  sought  to  slay  him,  because  he  bid 
done  these  things  on  the  sabbath-day. 

17  But  Jesus  answered  them,  My  Father  hath 
worked    hitherto,*     and     1   therefore    work. 

18  Then  the  Jews  were  more  eager  to  kill  him, 
because  he  not  only  had  violated  the  sabbath, 
but  said  also  that  God  was  his  own  Father, 

19  making  himself  equal  with  God.t  Then  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  him,  Verily,  verily  I 
say  unto  you,  the  Son  can  do  nothing  of  him- 
self, but  what  he  seeth  the  Father  do:  fiw 
whatever  things  he  doeth,  those  doeth  the  Son 

*  That  is,  in  preserving  and  governing  the  universe.

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20  also.  For  the  Father  loveih  the  Son,  and 
shevveth  him  all  things  which  he  doeth  :  and 
he  will  shew  hiru  greater  works  then  these,  that 

21  ye  may  marvel.  For  as  the  Father  raiseth  up 
the  dead,  and  giveth  them  life  ;  even  so  the  Son 

22  giveth  life  to  whom  he  will.  For  the  Father 
judgcth  no  man  ;  but  hath  committed  all  judg- 

23  ment  unto  the  Son  :  that  all  men  should  honor 
the  Son,  as  they  honor  the  Father.  He  that 
honoreth  not  the  Son,  honoreth  not  the  Father 

2^  who  hath  sent  him.*  Verily,  verily  I  say  unto 
you,  He  that  heareth  my  words  and  believeth  on 
him  who  sent  me,  hath  everlasting  life,  and 
sliall  not  come  into  condemnation  ;  but  is  passed 

25  from  death  unto  life.  Verily,  verily  I  say  imto 
you.  The  hour  is  coming  and  now  is,  when  the 
dead  shall  hear  the  voice  of  the  Son  of  God  : 

26  and  they  who  hear  shall  live.  For  as  the 
Father  hath  life  in  himself,  so  hath  he  given  to 

27  the  Son  also  to  have  life  in  himself ;  and  hath 
likewise  given  him  authority  to  execute  judg- 

a  ment^  because  he  b  the  Son  of  man.  \^'onder 
not  at  this  :  for  the  hour  is  coming,  in  which 
all  who  are   in  the  graves  shall  hear  his  voice, 

:i9  and  shall  come  forth  ;  they,  who  have  dene 
good  unto  the  resurrection  of  life :  and  they 
who    have  done   evil,  unto  the  resiuTCction  oi 

50  damnation. •]•    I  can  of  mincownselfdo  nothing : 

*  They  then  who  honor  Clirist,  as  the  Son,  and  mesi^eiigei 
of  OocI«  cannot  be  condemned  for  giving  God's  glory  to 
another  :  Christ,  ^ve  are  commanded  to  honor — and  he  is  the 
visible  representative  of  the  invisible  Grod.

He  was  a  burning 
and  a  shining  light :  and  ye  were  willing  for  a 
season  to  rejoice  in  his  light. 

36  But  I  have  greater  witness  than  that  of  John : 
for  the  works  which  the  Father  hath  given  me 
to  finish,  even  the  works  that  I  do,  bear  witness 

37  of  me,  that  the  Father  hatli  sent  me.  And  the 
Father  himself  who  sent  me,  hath  borne  witness 
of  me.t     Ye  have  neither  heard  his  voice  at 

38  any  time,  nor  seen  his  shape.f  And  ye  have 
not  his  word  abiding  in  you  :  for  whom  he 
hath  sent,  him  ye  believe  not. 

39  Search  the  scriptures  :  for  in  them  ye  think 
ye  have  eternal  life  ;  and  it  is  they  which  testify 

4/Q  of  me.     Yet  ye  will  not  come  to  me,  that  ye 

41  might  have  life.     I  receive  not  honor  from  men* 

42  But  I  know  you,  that  ye  have  not  the  love  of 

43  God  in  you.     I  am  come  in  my  Father's  name, 

*  I,  indeed,  need  not  the  testimony  of  man. 

t  ^  declaring  that  Christ  was  his  beloved  Son. 

\  <^The  invinUB  Ctod,"  we  read  in  other  places.    Jesus

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and  ye  receive' me  not :    if  another  shall  come 

46  in  hisi  own  name,  him  ye  will  receive.     How 

can  ye  believe,  who  receive  honor  one  of  another, 

and  seek  not  the   honor   which  cometh  from 

45  God  only?    Do   not  think  that  I  will  accuse 
you  to  the  Father  ;    there  is  one  that  accuscth 

46  you,  eveti  Moses,  in  whom  ye  trust.     For  had 
ye  believed  Moses,  ye  would  have  believed  me  : 

47  for  he  wrote  of  me.     But  if  ye  believe  not  his 
writings,  how  shall  ye  believe  my  words  ?* 


CHAP.  VI. 

1  AFTER  these  things  Jesus  went  over  the 
sea  of  Galilee,  which  is  tlie  sea  of  Tiberias.t 

2  And  a  great  multitude  followed  him,  because 
they  saw  his  wiiraclcs  which  he  did  on  them 

3  that  were  diseased.  And  Jesus  went  up  into 
a  mountain,  and  there  he  sat  with  his  dbciples. 

4  Now  the  passovcT,  a  feast  of  the  Jews,  was 
near, 

.  5  Then  Jesus  lifting  up  his  eyes,  and  seeing  a 
great  company  come  unto  him,  saith  unto 
Philip,  Whence  shall  we  buy  bread  that  these 

6  may  eat  ?    (And  this  he  said  to  try  him  :   for 

7  he  himself  knew  what  he  would  do.)  Philip 
answered  him.  Two  hundred  penny-worth  of 
bread  is  not  sufficient  that  every  one  of  them 

8  may  take  a  little.    One  of  his  disciples,  Andrew,

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9  Simon  ~  Peter's  brother,  saith  unto  him,  Tlicrc 
is  a  lad  here,  who  hath  five  barley-loaves,  and 
two  small  fishes  :    but  what  are  they  among 

10  so  many  ?  And  Jesus  said,  Make  the  men  sit 
down.  (Now  there  was  much  grass  in  the 
place.)     So  the  men   sat  down,    in  number 

il  about  five  thousand.  And  Jesus  took  the 
loaves  ;  and  when  he  had  given  tlianks^  he 
distributed  to  the  disciples,  and  the  disciples  to 
them   who  were  sat  down  ;  and  also  of  the 

12  fishes,  as  much  as  they  would.  When  they 
were  filled,  he  said  unto  his  disciples.  Gather 
up  the  fragments  which  remain,  that  nothing  be 

13  lost.  Therefore  they  gathered  them  together, 
and  filled  twelve  baskets  with  the  firagments  of 
the  five  barley-loaves,   which  remained  over 

14  and  above  unto  them  who  had  eaten.  Then 
those  men,  when  they  had  seen  the  miracle  that 
Jesus  did,  said,  This  is  of  a  truth  that  prophet 
who  should  come  into  the  world.* 

15  Now  when  Jesus  perceived  that  they  ^vould 
come  and  take  him  by  force,  to  make  him  a 
king,  he  departed  again  into  a  mountain  alone. 

16  And   when  it  was  evening,  his  disciples  went 

17  down  into  the  sea,  and  entered  into  a  ship,  and 
went  over  the  sea  towards  Capernaum.  And 
it  was  now  dark,  and  Jesus  was  not  come  to 

18  them.     And  the  sea  arose  by  reason  of  a  great 

19  tvind  that  blew.  So  when  they  had  rowed 
about  five  and  twenty  or  thirty  furlongs,  they 
see  Jesif$  walking  on  the  sea,  and  drawing  nigh

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20  uilto  the  ship  :    and  they  were  afraid.     But  he 

21  saith  unto  them,  It  is  I,  be  not  afraid.  Then 
they  willingly  received  him  into  the  ship  :  and 
immediately  the  ship  was  at  the  land  whither 
they  would  go. 

22  'JThe  day  following,  when  the  people  who 
stood  on  tne  other  side  of  the  sea,  saw  that 
there  was  none  other  boat  there,  but  the  one 
whereinto  his  disciples  were  entered,  and  that 
Jesus  went  not  with  his  disciples  into  the  boat, 
but  that  his  disciples  were  gone  away  alone ; 

23  (howbeit  there  came  other  boats  from  Tiberias, 
nigh  unto  the  place  where  they  did  eat  bread, 

24  after  that  the  Lord  had  given  thanks.)  When 
the  people  therefore  saw  that  Jesus  was  not 
there,  neither  his  disciples,  they  also  took  ship- 
ping, and  came  to   Capernaum,  seekmg  for 

25  Jesus.  And  when  they  had  found  him  on  the 
other  side  of  the  sea,  they  said  unto  him,  Rabbi, 

26  when  earnest  thou  hither  ?  Jesus  answered 
them,  and  said,  Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you, 
Ye  seek, me,  not  because  ye  saw  the  miracles, 
but  because  ye  did  eat  of  the  loaves,  and  were 

^f1&7  filled.  Labor  not  for  thenw^dHAper&tieth, 
but  for  that  meat  which  endureth  unto  everlast- 
ing life,  which  the  Son  of  man  shall  g^vc  unto 
you  :  for  him  the  Father,  even  God  has  sealed.* 

28  Then  they  said  unto  him.  What  shall  we  do, 
that  we  may   perform  the  works  of  God? 

29  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  This  is  th^ 

*  God  has  giveR  him  his  testimony  and  sanctioD,  hj 
graotinghim  the  Holy  Spirit  wiihoat  measure,  and  eaablin^ 
him  to  perform  works  which  imply  diyine  power. 
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work  of  God,  that  ye  believe  on  him  wliom  he 

30  hath  sent.  They  said  therefore  unto  him, 
What  sign  shcwest  thou  then,  that  we  may  see  a«d 

31  believe  thee  ?  What  doest  thou  work  ?  Our 
fathers  did  eat  manna  in  the  desert ;  as  it  is 
written,  He  gave  them  bread  from  heaven  to  cat. 

32  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them,  Verily,  verily  I 
say  unto  you,  Moses  gave  you  not  that  bread 
from  heaven  ;*   but  my  Father  giveth  you  the 

33  true  bread  from  heaven.  For  the  bread  of 
God  is  he  who  comcth  down  from  heaVen,  and 

34  giveth  lif&  unto  the  world.  Then  they  said 
unto  him,  Lord,  evermore  give  us  this  bread. 

35  And  Jesus  said  unto  tliem,  I  am  the  bread  of 
life  ;t  he  Chat  cometh  to  me,  shall  nc\'tr 
hunger  ;    and  he  that  believeth  on  me,  shall 

36  never  thirst.     But  I  said  unto  you,  that  ye  also 

37  have  seen  me,  and  believe  not.J  AH  that  the 
Father  giveth  me,  will  come  to  me  ;    and  him 

-   who  cometh  to  me,  I  will  in  no  wise  cast  out. 

38  For  I  came  down  from  heaven,  not  to  do  mine 
own  will,  but  the  will  of  him   who  sent  me. 

39  And  this  is  the  Father^s  will  who  h§th  sent  me, 
tliat  of  all  which  he  hath  given  me  I  should 
lose  nothing  ;    but  should  raise  it  up  again  at 

40  the  last  day.  And  this  also  is  the  wul  of  him 
who  sent  me,  that  every  one  who  seeth  the 
Son,  and  believeth  on  him,  may  have  everiast- 
ing  life  :  and  I  will  raise  him  up  at  the  last  day. 

*  Or  the  bread  of  heaven. 

t  My  doelrine  is  heavenly,  and  u  necessary  for  your 
spiritual  life.

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41  The  Jews  then  disputed  about  him,  because  he 
said,  I   am  the  bread  which  came  down  from 

42  heaven.  And  they  said,  Is  not  this  Jesus,  the 
son  of  Joseph,  whose  father  and  mother  we 
know  ?    how  is  it   then  that  he  saitb,  I  came 

43  down  from  heaven  ?  Jesus  therefore  answered 
and  said  unto  them^  Dispute  not  among  your* 

44  selves.  No  man  can  come  to  me,  except  the 
Father,  who  hath  sent  me,  draw  him  :    and  I 

45  will  ra^e  him  up  at  the  last  day.  It  is  written 
in  the  prophets,  And  they  shall  be  all  taught  of 
God«  Every  man  therefore  who  hath  heard 
and  learned  of  the  Father  cometh  unto  me.* 

46  Not  that  any  man  hath  seen  the  Father,  but  he 
who  is  from  God,  he  hath  seen  the  Fathenf 

47  Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you.  He  who  believ- 

48  eth  on  me,  hath  everlasting  life.   I  am  the  bread 

49  of  life.     Your  fathers  did  eat  manna  in  the 

50  wilderness,  and  are  dead.  This  is  the  bread 
which  cometh   down  from  heaven,  that  a  man 

51  may  eat  thereof,  and  not  die.  I  am  the  living 
bread,  which  came  down  from  heaven  :  If  any 
man  eat  of  this  bread,  he  shall  live  for  ever  ; 
and  the  bread  that  I  will  give  is  my  flesh,  wWch 

52  I  will  give  for  the  life  of  the  world.  Then  the 
Jews  contended  amongst  themselves,  saying, 
How  can  this  man  give  us   his  flesh  to  eat  ? 

53  Then  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Verily,  verily  I  say 

*  8ee  Isaiah  liv.  13.  It  refers  to  the  gospel,  by  which  God 
teaehes  maDkind,  Gentiles  as  well  as  Jews.  And  this  is 
also  the  means,  which  he  uses  to  draw  men  to  Christ,  to 
inilaee  them  to  believe  and  obey  him. 

t  He  is  intimately  aeqnainted  with  the  perfeetioos  and 
purposes  of  God. 
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unto  you,  exce|;)t  ye  eat  the  flesh  of  the  Son  of 
man,  and  drink   his  blood,  ye   have  no   life  in 

54  you.  Whoso  eateth  ray  flesh,  and  drinketh 
my  blood,  hath   eternal  life  ;   and  I   will  raise 

55  him  up  at  the  last  d^y.  For  my  flesh  is 
meat  indeed,  and  my  blood  is  drink  indeed.* 

56  He   that  eatetli  mjK  flesh,    and  drinketh   my 

57  blood,  dwelleth  in  me,  and  I  in  him.  As  tlie 
living  Father  hath  sent  me,  and  I  live  by  the 
Father  :    so  he  that  eateth  me,  even  be  shall 

58  live  by  me.f  This  is  that  bread  which  came 
down  from  heaven  :  not  as  your  fathers  did 
eat  manna,  and  are  dead.     He  that  eateth  of 

59  this  bread,  shall  live  for  ever.  These  things 
he   spake   in  the  synagogue,  as  he  taught  in 

60  CaiKrnaum.  Many  therefore  of  his  disciples, 
when  they  had  heard  thisj  said.  This  is  an  hard 

61  saying  ;  who  can  hear  it  ?$  When  Jesus 
knew  in  himself  that  his  disciples  murmured 
at  it,  he  said  unto  them,  Doth  this  offend  you  ? 

62  fVhdf  and  if  ye  should  see  the  Son  of  ^  man 

63  ascend  up  where  he  was  before  ?§  It  is  the 
spirit  that  quickeneth ;  the  flesh  profitcth  noth- 
ing :    the  words  that  I  speak   unto  you,  tfiei/ 

64  are  spirit,  and  thci/  are   lifcjl    But  there  are

II  Then  the  expressions  in  this  chapter  are  spiritual  or 
figurative. 
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«omc  of  you  who  believe  not.  For  Jesus  knew 
from  the  beginning,  who  they  were  who  would 
G5  not  believe,  and  who  would  betray  hira.  And 
he  said,  Therefore  said  I  unto  you,  that  no  man 
can  come  unto  me,  except  it  were  given  unto 
him  of  my  Father. 

66  From  that  time  many  of  his  disciples  went 

67  back,  and  walked  no  more  with  him.  Then 
Jesus  said  unto  the  twelve,  Will  ye  also  go 

68  away  ?     Simon     Peter  answered  him,  Lord, 
'    to  whom  shall  we  go  ?    thou  hast  the  words  of 

69  eternal  life.  And  we  believe,  and  are  sure,  that 
thou  art  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  living  God.* 

70  Jesus  answered  them,  Have  not  I  chosen  you 

71  twelve,  and  one  of  you  is  a  devil  ?t  He  spake 
of  Judas  Iscariot  the  son  of  Simon :  for  he  it 
was  that  should  betray  him,  being  one  of  the 
twelve. 


CHAP.  VII. 

1  AFTER  these  thing  Jesus  journeyed  about 
Galilee  :    for  he  would  not  abide   in   Judea, 

2  because  the  Jews  sought  to  kill  him.     Now  the 

3  Jews'  feast  of  tabernacles  was  near.  His  breth- 
ren therefore  said  unto  him,  Depart  hence,  and 
go  into  Judea,  that  thy  disciples  also  may  see 

4  the  works  that  thou  doest.  For  no  man  doeth 
any  thing  in  private,    while  he  seeketh  to  be

5  shew  thyself  to  the  world,     (For   his  brethren 

6  even  did  not   believe  in  him.)     Then  Jesus 
said  unto  them,   My  time  is  not  yet  come : 

7  but  your  time  is  always  ready.     The  woiidc 
cannot  hate  you  :  but  me  it  does  hate,  because 
I  testify  of  it,  that  the  works  thereof  are  evil. 

8  Go  ye  up  unto  this  feast :  I  will  not  go  up  yet 
unto  this  feast :    for  my  time  is  not  yet  fiily 

9  come.     When  he  had  said  these  words  unto 
them,  he  abode  still  in  Galilee. 

10  But  when  his  brethren  w^cre  gone  up,  then 
he  went  up  also  unto  the  feast,  not  openly,  but 

11  as  it  were  in  secret.  Then  the  Jews  sought 
him   at  the  feast,  and  said.   Where  is  he  ? 

12  And  there  was  much  disputing  among  the 
people  concerning  him  :  for  some  said.  He  is 
a  good  man  :    others  said,  Nay  ;    but  he  de» 

13  ceiveth  the  people.  However  no  man  spake 
openly  of  him,  for  fear  of  the  Jews. 

14  Now  about  the  midst  of  the  feast,  Jesus  went 

15  up  into  the  temple  and  taught.  And  the  Jews 
were  astonished,  saying.  How  knoweth  this  man 

16  letters,  having  never  learned  ?  Jesus  answered 
them,  and  said,  My  doctrine  is  not  mine,  but 

17  his  who  sent  me.  If  any  man  will  do  his  wiD, 
he  shall  know  of  the  doctrine,  whether  it  be  erf* 

18  God,  or  whether  I  speak  of  myself,  t  He  that 
speaketh  of  himself  seeketfa  his  own  glory  :  but 
he  that  seeketh  his  glory  who  sent  hnn,  the 

•  WUk  he  is  desirMM  of  bei^poUiely  known. 
t  A  desire  te  know  and  obey  divme^trntlis  is  IkvomUe  to 
the  pere^tton  of  evidenee  oH  rdigioos  nohjeets. 
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same  is  true,'  and  no  unrighteousness  is  in  him.^ 

19  Did  not  Moses  give  you  the  law,  and  yet  none 
of  you  keepeth  the  law  ?  Why  do  ye  conspire 

20  my  death?  The  people  answered  and  said,  Thou 
hast  a  devil  -.f  who  goeth  about  to  kill  thee  ? 

21  Jesus  answered   and  said  unto  them,  I   have 

22  done  one  work,  and  ye  all  wonder.  Now 
Moses  gave  you  circumcision  (not  because 
it  is  of  Moses,t  but  of  the  fathers)  and  ye  on 

23  the  sabbatli-day  circumcise  a  man.  If  a  man 
on  the  sabbath-day  receive  circumcision,  that 
the  law  of  Moses  should  not  be  broken  ;  are 
ye  angry  at  me  because  I  have  made  a  man 

2 1  entirely  whole  on  the  sabbath-day  ?  Judge  not 
according  to  the  appearance,  but  judge  righ- 

25  tcous  judgment.  J  Then  said  some  of  them  of 
Jerusalem,  Is  not  this   he  whom  they  seek  to 

26  kill  ?  But  lo,  he  speak eth  boldly,  and  they  say 
nothing  unto   him.     Do  the  rulers||  know  in* 

27  deed  that  this  is  the  very  Christ  ?  Now  we 
know  this  man  whence  he  is  :  but  when  Christ 

28  cometh,  no  man  knoweth  whence  he  is.  Then 
Jesus  spake  aloud  in  the  temple,  as  he  taught, 
raying,  Do  ye  indeed  know  me,  and  whence  I 
am  ?  1  am  not  come  of  myself ;  but  he  who  sent

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29  me  is  tru^,  whom  ye  know  not,  ButI  know  him, 

30  for  I  am  from  him,  and  he  hath  sent  me.  Then 
they  sought  to  take  him :  but  no  man  laid  bands 
on  hini,  because  his  hour  was  not  yet  come. 

31  And  many  of  tlie  people  believed  on  him,  and 
said.  When  Christ  cometh,  will  he  do  more 
miracles  then  these  which  this  man  hsth  done  ? 

32  The  Pharisees  heard  that  the  people  disputed 
in  this  way  concerning  him  :  and  the  Pharisees 
and  the  chief  priests  sent  officers  to  take  him. 

33  Then  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Yet  a  little  while  I 
am  with  you,  and  then  I  go  unto  him  who  sent 

34  me.     Ye  shall  seek  me,  and  shall  not  find  me  ,• 

35  and  where  I  am,  ye  cannot  come.  Then  Ao 
Jews  said  among  themselves.  Whither  will  he 
go,  that  we  shall  not  find  him  ?  will  he  go  unto 
the  dispersed  among  the  Gentiles,*  and  teach 

36  the  Gentiles?  What  saying  is  this  that  he  spake. 
Ye  will  seek  me,  and  shall  not  find  me ;    and 

37  where  I  am,  ye  cannot  come  ?  In  the  last  day, 
that  great  day  of  the  feast,  Jesus  stood  and 
cried,  saying.  If  any  man  thirst,  let  him  come 

38  unto  me,  and  drink.  He  that  believeth  on  mc, 
as  the  scripture  hath  said,  out  of  his  belly  shall 

39  flow  rivers  of  living  water,  (But  this  he  spake 
of  the  Spirit,  which  they  that  believe  on  him 
should  receive  ;  for  the  Holy  Spirit  was  not 
yet  given  J  because  Jesus  was  not  yet  glorified.) 

40  Many  of  the  people  therefore,  when  they 
heard  this  saying,  said.  Of  a  truth  this  is  the 

41  prophet. t     Others  said,  This  is  the  Christ.

43  So  there   was  a   division   among  the   people 

44  because  of  him.  And  some  of  them  would 
have  taken  him  ;  but  no  man  laid  hands  on 
liim.  ^ 

45  Then  the  officers  came  to  the  chief  priests  and 
Pharisees  ;    and  they   said  unto  them,   Why 

46  have  ye  not  brought  him  ?  The  officers 
answered,  Never  man  spake  like  this  man.f 

47  Then  the  Pharisees  said  to  them,  Are  ye  also 

48  deceived  ?    Have  any  of  the  ruler^or  of  the 

49  Pharisees,  believed  on  him  ?    But  this  people, 

50  who  knoweth  not  the  law,  are  cursed.  Nico- 
demus,  who  was  one  of  them,  and  the  same  who 

51  came  to  Jesus  by  night,  saith  to  them,  Dotii  our 
law  judge  any  man  before  it  hear  him,  and  know 

52  what  he  doeth  ?  They  answered  and  said  unto 
him,  Art  thou  also  of  Galilee  ?  Search  and  look  : 

53  for  out  of  Galilee  ariseth  no  prophet.J  And 
every  man  went  unto  his  own  house.

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CHAP.  VIIL 

1  THEN  Jesus  went  out  to  the  mount  of  on vfS'. 

2  And  early  in  the  morning  returned  to  the  tem- 
ple, and  all  the  people  went  unto  him  ;   and  he 

3  sat  down,  and  taught  them.  And  the  scribes 
and  Pharisees  brought  unto  him  a  woman  taken 
in  adultery  :  and  when   they  had  sat  her  in  the 

4  midst,  they  say  unto  him,  Master,  this  woman 

5  was  taken  in  adultery,  in  the  very  act.     Now 
'  Moses  in  the  law  has  commanded  us,  that  sudi 

should  be  Moned :    but  what  sayest  thou  ? 

6  This  they  said,  tempting  him,  that  they  might 
have  an  accusation  against  him.  But  Jesus 
stooped  down,  and  with  his  finger  wrote  on  the 

7  ground,  {as  though  he  heard  them  vot.)  But 
when  they  continued  asking  him,  he  raised  up 
himself,  and  said  unto  them.  He  who  is  without 
sin  among  you,  let  him  first  cast  a  stone  at  her. 

S  And  again  he  stooped  down,  and  wrote  on  the 
9  grouncl.     And  they  who  heard  eV,  being  con- 
victed by  their  own  conscience,   went  out  one 
by  one,    beginning  at  the  eldest,  even  unto  tlie 
last :    and  Jesus  was  left  alone,  and  the  woman 

10  standing  in  the  midst.  When  Jesus  had  nused 
up  himself,  and  saw  none  but  the  woman,  he  said 
unto  her,  Woman,  where  are  those  thine  accu- 
sers ?  Hath  no  man  condemned  thee  ?  She  said, 

11  No  man,  Lord.  And  Jesus  said  unto  her,  Neither 
do  I  condemn  thee  :*  go,  and  sin  no  more. 

*  That  is,  T  pronounee  no  sentenee  aeainst  thee.  We 
eannot  suppose  that  our  Lord  meant  to  be  understood,  ss 
not  condemolng  such  eonduet.  But  he  came  not  as  a  judge. 
Nor  did  he  chuose  to  exercise  judicial  authority  \^h»n  «i 
«fu(h. 
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12  ^en  Jesus  spake  again  unto  them,  saying,  I 
•am  the  light  of  the  world :  he  that  foUoweth 
me,   ^hall  not  walk  in  darkness,  but  shall  have 

13  the  light  of  life.  Then  the  Pharisees  said  unto 
him.  Thou  bearest  witness  of  thyself;  thy  tes- 

14  timony  is  not  true.  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  them,  Though  I  bearwitness  of  myself,  y^F 
my  testimony  is  true ;  for  I  know  whence  I 
came,  and  whither  I  go ;    but  ye  cannot  tell 

1 5  whence  I  come,  and  whither  I  go.     Ye  judge 

16  after  the  flesh  ;*  I  judge  no  man.  And  yet  if 
I  judge,  my  judgment  is  true :    for  I  am  npt 

17  alone,  but  1  and  the  Father  that  sent  me.f  It 
is  also  written  in  your  law,  that  the  testimony 

18  of  two  men  is  true.  I  am  one  who  beareth 
witness  of  myself,  and  the  Father  who  sent  me 

19  beareth  witness  of  me.  Then  they  said  unto 
him.  Where  is  thy  Father  ?  Jesus  answered. 
Ye  neither  know  me,  nor  my  Father  :  if  yc 
had  known  me,   ye  should  have  known  my 

20  Father  also.  These  words  Jesus  spake  in  the 
treasury,  as  he  taiight  in  the  temple  :  and  no 
man  laid  hands  on  him  ;  for  his  hour  was  not 

21  yet  come.  Then  Jesus  said  again  unto  them, 
I  go  my  way,  and  ye  shall  seek  me,  and  shall 
die  in  your  sins :  whitl^  I  go,  ye  cannot  come. 

32  Then  said  the  Je^vs,  vVill  he  kill  himself?  be- 
cause he  saith,  Whither  I  go,  ye  cannot  -come. 
23  And  he  said  unto  them,  Ye  are  from  beneath ; 

•  That  is,  from  appearance  or  prejihUee. 

t  As  if  he  said,  my  judgment  and  -Opinion  are  not  Ihat 
of  a  man  only ;  but  I  speak  and  judge  under  the  iii&ueoee  of 
the  spirit  of  God*    See  26th  aiid  29th  verses. 
30* 
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I  am  from  above  :*    ye  are  of  this  world;   I 

24  am  not  of  this  world.  I  said  therefore  unto 
you,  that  ye  shall  die  in  your  sins :  for  if  ye 
believe  not  that  I  am  he^^  ye  shall  die  in  your 

25  sins.  Then  they  said  unto  him,  Who  art  tliou? 
'  And  Jesus  saith   unto  them,  Even  the  same 

26  that  I  said  unto  you  from  the  first     I  have  - 
many  things  to  say,  and  to  judge  of  you :  bnt 
he  that   sent  me,   is  true ;  and  I  speak  to  the 
\t«)rid  those  things  which  I  have  heard  of  him. 

27  Tl&cy  understoo*tiot  that  he  spake  to  them  of 
23  the  Father.   Then  Jesus  said  unto  them,  When 

ye  have  lifted  up  the  Son  of  man,  then  shaU  yc 

know  that  I  am  he^X  and  that  I  do  nothing  of 

myself;    but  as  my  Father  hath  taughfme,  I 

S29  speak  these  things.     And   he  who  sent  me  is 

with  me  :    the  Father  hath  not  left  me  alone  j 

for  I  doalvvays  those  things  that  please  him. 

30  As :  he   spake  these  words,  many  believed  on 

-•31  him.     TMn  Jesus  said  to  those  Jews  who 

believed  on  him,    If  ye  continue  in  my   word, 

32  then  are  yejpy  disdples  indeed.  And  ye  shall 
kiaow  the  truth,  and  the' truth  shall  make  ye 
freec 

33  Tli^y  answered  him,  We  are  Abraham's 
offspring,  and  were  never  in  bondage  to  any 
kaan :    Mow  sayest   thou,   Ye  shall  be  made

\  TiiAt  I  ani  the  Christ,  and  wa»  s^trl  from  God.  And 
many  Jews  did  belieyc  in  Jesus  as  the  Messiah,  when  they 
ivitnessed  the  awful  events  which  took  place  at  his  ^ucifii"* 
ion^  and  the  ^ft  of  the  Holy  Spirit  th  his  japosties. 
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34  free  ?*  Jesus  answered  them,  Verily,  verily  I 
say  unto  you,   whosoever  committeth  sin,  is 

S5  the  servant  of  sin.  And  the  servant  abideth 
not  in  the  house  for  ever :  but  the  Son  abideth 

36  ever.     If  the   Son  therefore  shall  make  you 

37  free,  ye  shall  be  free  indeed.  I  know  that  ye 
are  Abraham's  ofiFspring :  but  ,ye  seek  to  kill 
me,   because  my  word  hath  no  place  in  you. 

38  I  speak  tliat  which  I  have  seen  with  my  Fath- 
er :    and  ye  do  that  which  ye  have  seen  with 

39  your  father.  They  answered  and  said  unto 
him,  Abraham  is  our  father.  Jesus  saith  unto 
them,  If  ye  were  Abraham's  children,  ye  would 

40  do  the  works  of  Abraham.  But  now  ye  seek, 
to  kill  me  ;,a  man  who  hath  told  you  the  truth, 
which  I  have  heard  of  God ;  this  did  not  Abra- 

41  ham.  Ye  do  the  deeds  of  your  father.  Then 
they  said  to  him,  We  are  not  bom  of  fornica- 

42  tion:   we  have  one  Father,  even  God.     Jesus 
*    said  unto  them,  If  God  were  your  Father,!  y^ 

would  love  me :  for  I  proceed  forth  and  came 
from  God ;  I  did  not  come  of  myself,   but  he 

43  sent  me.  Why  do  ye  not  understand  ray  di*. 
course  ?  It  is  because  ye  cannot  hear  my  doc- 

44  trine.  Ye  are  of  your  father  the  devil,  and  the 
lusts  of  your  father  ye .  will  do.     He  was  a 

*  The  Jews  tboueht  tliey  bad  no  need  orinstruetion  or 
reformation,  as  they  had  the  law  of  Moses,  and  were  des- 
cendants of  Abraham.  But  Christ  taught  tJiem  that  they

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murderer  from  the  beginning,  and  abode  not  in 
the  truth,  because  there  is  no  truth  in  Wm. 
When  he  speaketh  a  lie,  he  speaketh  of  his 
own  :    for  he  is  a  liar,   and  the  father  of  it. 

45  And  because  I  tell  you  the  truth,   ye  believe 

46  me  not.  Which  of  you  convinceth  me  of  sin? 
And  if  I  say  the  truth,  why  do  ye  not  believe 

47  me?  He  who  is  of  God,  heareth  God's 
words :    ye  therefore  hear  them  not,  because 

48  ye  are  not  of  God.  Then  the  Jews  said  unto 
him,  Say  we  not  >yell  that  thou  art  a  Samaritan, 

49  and  hast  a  demon  ?*  Jesus  answered,  I  have 
not  a  demon ;  but  I  honor  my  Father,  and  ye  do 

50  dishonor  rae.  And  I  seek  not  mine  own 
glory  :   there  is  one  that  se^eth  and  judgelh, 

51  Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  if  a  man  keep 
B2  my  saying,  he  shall  never  see  death.t     Then 

the  Jews  said  unto  him,  Now  we  know  that 
thou  hast  a  devil.  Abraham  is  dead,  and  the 
prophets ;  and  thou  sayest,  If  a  man  adhere  to 
my  doctrine,   he  lahall  never  taste  of  death. 

53  Art  thou  greater  than  our  father  Abraham, 
Avho  is  dead?     The  prophets  also  are  dead : 

54  whom  makest  thou  thyself?  Jesus  answered, 
If  I  honor  myself,  my  honor  is  nothing :  it  is 
my  Father  that  honoreth  me,  of  whom  ye  say, 

55  that  he  is  your  God :  Yet  ye  have  not  knofv-n 
him ;  but  I  know  him :   and  if  I  should  say,  I

Vour 
father  Abraham  greatly  desired  to  see  my  day  : 

57  and  he  saw  it,  and  was  glad.*  Then  said  the 
Jews  unto  him,   Thou   art  hot  yet  fifty  years 

58  old,  and  hast  thou  seen  Abraham  ?  Jesus  said 
unto  them,  Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,   be- 

59  fore  Abraham  was,  I  am.  Then  they  took  up 
stones  to  cast  at  him  :  but  Jesus  hid  himself, 
and  went  out  of  the  temple,  going  through  the 
midst  of  them,  and  so  passed  by. 


CHAP.  IX. 

1  AND  as  he  passed  on,   he  saw  a  man  who 

2  was  blind  from  his  birth.  And  his  disciples 
asked  him,  saying,  Master,  who  did  sin,  this 
man,   or  his  parents,  that  he  was  born  blind  ? 

3  Jesus  answered,  Neither  hath  this  man  sinned, 
nor  his  parents  :\    but  that  the  works  of  God 

4  should  be  made  manifest  in  him.  I  must  work 
the  works  of  him  who  sent  me,  while  it  is  day ; 
the   night   cometh,  when  no  man  can  work. 

5  While  I  am  in  the  world,  I  am  the  light  of  the 

6  world.  When  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  spat 
on  the  ground,  and  made  clay  of  the  spittle, 
and  anointed  the  eyes  of  the  blind  man  with  the 

*  SsLYr  it  ill  vision,  or  prophetically,  on  mount  Moriali, 
when  h&.was  about  to  offer  up  his  son  Isaae.  Bee  Gen.  chap, 
xxii;  i>  2. 

t  Not  sinned  remarkably ;  but  his  blindness  was  inflicted 
for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  an  occasion  to  display  tUo 
power  of  God  by  me^  his  Son  and  Messenger* 
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7  clay.  And  said  unto  him.  Go,  wash  in  the 
pool  of  Siloam,  (which  is,  by  interpretation, 
Senti)  Then  he  went  his  way  and  washed, 
and  came  seeing. 

8  The  neighbors  therefore,  and  they  who  be- 
fore had  seen  him  when  he  was  blind,  said,  Is 

9  not  this  he  who  sat  and  begged  ?  Some  said, 
This  is  he.    Others  said,  He  is  like  him.    JSut 

10  he  ssdd,   I  am  he.      Then  they    said  unto 

11  him,  How  were  thine  eyes  opened  ?  He  an- 
swered and  said,  A  man  who  is  called  Jesus, 
made  clay,  and  anointed  mine  eyes,  and  said 
unto  me.  Go  to  the  pool  of  Siloam,  and  wash : 
and  I  went  and  washed,  and  I  received  sight. 

12  Then  they  said  unto  him,  Where  is  he  ?  He 
replied,  I  know  not. 

13  Then  they  brought  to  the  Pharisees  lum 

14  who  was  formerly  blind.  And  it  was  the  sab- 
bath'day,  when  Jesus  made  the  clay,  andopen- 

15  ed  his  eyes.  Then  the  Pharisees  again  asked 
him  how  he  had  received  his  sight.  He  said 
unto  them.  He  put  clay  upon  mine  eyes,  and  I 

•16  washed,  and  do  see.  Then  some  of  the  Phar- 
isees  said,  This  man  is  not  of  God,  because  he 
keepeth  not  the  sabbath- d:^y.  Othiers  said, 
How  can  a  man  who  is  a  sinner,  do  such  mir- 
acles ?    And  there  was  a  division  among  them. 

17  They  again  addressed  the  blind  man,  Wliat 
saj^est  thou   of  him?    That^ie  hath  opened 

18  thmeeyes?  He  said,  He  is  a  prophet.  But 
the  Jews  did  not  believe  concerning  him,  that 
he  had  been  blind,  and  received  his  sight,  until 
they  called  the  parents  of  him  that  had  received 

19  his  sight.     And  they  asked  tliem,  saying,  h 
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this  your  son,  who  ye  say  was  born  blind  ?  how 

20  then  doth  he  now  see  ?  His  pai-ents  answered 
them,  and  said,  We  know  that  this  is  our  son, 

21  and  tliat  he  was  born  blind :  But  by  what 
means  he  now  seeth,  we  know  not ;  or  who 
hath  opened  his  eyes,  we  know  not.  He  is  of 
age ;   ask  him ;    he  shall  speak  for  himself. 

22  (His  parents  said  this,  because  they  feared  the 
Jews  :  For  the  Jews  had  decreed  already,  that 
if  any  man  should  confess  that  he  was  Christ, 

23  he  should  be  put  out  of  the  synagogue.  There- 
fore his  parents  said.  He  is  of  age;  ask  him.) 

24  Then  they  again  called  the  man  who  was  blind, 
and  said  unto  him,  Give  God  the  praise  ;    we 

25  know  that  this  man  is  a  sinner.  He  answered 
and  said,  Whether  he  be  a  sinner,  I  know 
not :  of  one  thing  I  am  certain,  that  having  been 

26  blind,  now  I  see.  Then  they  said  to  him  again, 
What  did  he  to  thee  ?    how  opened  he  thine 

27  eyes?^-  He  answered  them,  I  have  told  you 
already ;  did  ye  not  hear?  wherefore  would  ye 
have  it  repeated  ?  will  ye  also  be  his  disciples  ? 

28  Then  they  reviled  him,  and  said,  Thou  art  his 

29  disciple  ;  bot  we  are  Moses'  disciples.  We 
know  that  God  spake  unto  Moses :   asjor  this 

30  JhlloWf  we  know  not  whence  he  is.     The  man 

answered  and  said  unto  them.  Why  this  is  a 
wonderful  th'mg  indeed,  that  ye  know  not 
whence  he  is,  though  he  hath  opened  mine 

*  The  Jews  wislied,  if  possible,  by  their  cavils  and  ques- 
tions, to  make  the  man  contradict  himself.  They  eouia  not 
deny  the  miracle ;  but  wished  to  find  some  sort  of  inconsist- 
ency in  the  account,  as  an  apology  for  their  objections.  But 
it  vftL»  in  Tain.  The  relation  of  the  man  is  simple,  plain  and 
convincing* 
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3 1  eyes.*  We  all  know  that  God  heareth.not  sin- 
ners :    but  if  any  man  feareth  God,  and  doctli 

32  his  will,  him  he  heareth.  It  was  never  before 
heard  that  any  man  opened  the  eyes  of  one  who 

33  was  born  blind.     If  this  man  were  not  of  God, 

34  he  could  do  nothing.  They  answered  and  said 
unto  him,  Thou  wast  altogether  bom  in  sins, 
and  dost  thou  teach  us  ?     And  they  cast  him 

35  out  of  the  synagogue.  Jesus  heard  that  they 
had  cast  him  out :  and  when  he  had  found 
him,  he  said  unto  him,    Dost  thou  believe  on 

36  the  Son  of  God?  He  answered  and  said.  Who 

37  is  he,  Lord,  that  I  might  believe  on  him  ?  And 
Jesus  said  unto  him.  Thou  hast  both  seen  hira, 

38  and  it  is  he  who  talketh  with  thee.  And  he 
said,  Lord,  I  believe.    And  he  worshipped  him. 

39  And  Jesus  said,  For  judgment  I  am  come 
into  this  world  ;  that  they  who  see  not,  might 
see  ;    and  that  they  who  see,   might  be  made 

40  blind.t  And  some  of  the  Pharisees  who  were 
with  him   heard  these  words,   and  said  unto 

41  him.  Are  we  blind  ako?  Jesus  said  unto 
them.  If  ye  were  blind,  ye  should  have  no  sin : 
but  now  ye  say.  We  see  ;  therefore  your  sin 
remaineth.+ 

*  You  pretend  to  be  wise  men,  and  yet  \m\\  not  m  hether 
a  man  is  assisted  by  God,  who  periornis  such  miracJes. 

t  That  they  who  feel  their  need  of  in^truetion,  may  be 
enlightened  by  coming  to  me :  And  that  the  vain  and'eon* 
eeited,  nho  reject  my  doctrine,  may  be  given  up  to  error  on 
account  of  their  pride  and  obstinacy. 

X  If  ye  were  reallv  ignorant,  and  without  the  means  of 
light,  ye  would  be  comparatively  blomeJcss ;  But  as  you 
think  you  have  light  and  knowledge  sufficient,  you  ^vilf  of 
course  reject  me,  and  raoiaiQ  in  error  and  sin. 
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CHAP.  X. 


1  VERILY,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  he  who 
cntereth  not  by  the  door  into  the  sheep-fold, 
but  cUmbeth  up  some  other  way,  the  same  is  a 

2  thief  and  a  robber.     But  he  who  entereth  in 

3  by  the  door,  is  the  shepherd  of  the  sheep.  To 
him  the  porter  openeth ;  and  the  sheep  hear  his 
voice :  and  he  calleth  his  own  sheep  by  name, 

4  and  Itadcth  them  out.  And  when  he  leadeth 
out  his  own  sheep,  he  goeth  before  them, 
and  the  sheep   follow    him :    for  they  know 

St,  his  voice.  And  a  stranger  they  will  not  follow, 
but  will  flee  from  him  :  for  they  know  not  the 

6  voice  of  strangers.  This  parable  spake  Jesus 
unto  them,  but  they  understood  not  what  things 

7  they  were  which  he  spake  unto  them.  Then 
Jesus  said  unto  them  again.    Verily,  verily,   I 

8  say  unto  you,  I  am  the  door  of  the  sheep.  All 
who  ever  came   before  me*  are   thieves  and 

9  robbers  ;  but  the  sheep  did  not  hear  them.  I 
ara  the  doot :  by  me  if  any  man  enter  in,  he 
shall  be  saved ;  and  shall  go  in   and  out,  and 

10  find  pasture.  The  thief  cometh  not  but  to 
steal,  and  to  kill,  and  to  destroy  ;  I  am  come 
that  they  might  have  life,  and  that  they  might 

11  have  it  more  abundantly.  I  am  the  good 
Shepherd  :    the  good  Shepherd  giveth  his  life 

12  for  the  sheep.  But  he  that  is  an  hireling,  and 
not  the  Shepherd,  whose  own  the  sheep  are 
not,   seeth  the  wolf  coming,   and  leaveth  the 

*  All  who  had  pretended  to  be  ihe  Messiahs 
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sheep,  and  flecth  :  and  the  wolf  catchetli  them, 

13  and  scdttercth  the  sheep.  The  hireling  fleeth, 
because  he   is  an  hireling,  and  careth  not  for 

14  the  sheep*     I  am  tl^e  good  shephrrd,  and  know 

15  my  slieepy  and  am  known  of  mine.  As  the 
Father  knoweth  me,  even  so  I  know  the  Fath- 
er :    and   I   lay   down  my  life  for  the  sheep. 

16  And  I  have  other  sheep,  which  are  not  of  this 
fold ;  diem  also  I  must  bring,  and  they  shall 
hear  my  voice ;  and  there  shall  be  one  fold,  and 

1 7  one  shepherd.  Therefore  doth  the  Father  love 
me,  because  I  lay  down  my  life,  tliat  I  might 

18  take  it  again*  No  man  taketh  it  from  me,  but 
I  lay  it  down  of  myself.  I  have  power  to  lay  it 
down,  and  I  have  power  to  take  it  again.*  Tlus 
direction  I  have  received  of  my  Father. 

19  Then  there  was  a  division  again  among  the 

20  Jews  for  these  word>.  And  many  of  them  said. 
He  hath  a  demon,  and  is  mad ;  why  hear  yc 

21  him?t  Others  said.    These  are  not  the  words 

of  a  demoniac.     Can  a  demon  open  the  eyes 
of  the  blind? 

22  Now  this  took  place  at  Jerusalem,  dm  ing 
the  feast  of  dedication,   and   it  was  winter. 

23  And  Jesus  walked  the  temple  in  Solomon's 

24  porch.  Then  the  Jews  came  round  about 
him,  and  said  unto  him,  How  long  dost  thou 
make  us  to  doubt  ?t  If  thou  be  the  Clirist,  tett 

*  Could  any  prophet  or  aposlle  say  this  ?  ^l  have  p»w- 
cr,"  &c. 

t  He  has  a  demon^  and  Is  iasaae,  or  beside  himself.  See 
chap.  viii.  48. 

t  Tjiterally — ^how  long  dost  thou  take  away  oar  aund^- 
that  is,  keep  us  in  anxiety  and  suspense. 
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25  us  plainly.  Jesus  answered  them,  I  told  you, 
and  ye  believed  not :  the  works  that  I  do  in 
my  Father^s  name,   they  bear  witness   of  me. 

26  But  ye  believe  not,  for  ye  are  not  of  my  sheep. 

27  My    sheep,   hear  my   voice ;    I  know  them, 

28  and  they   follow     me :     I   also     give     unto 
them   eternal     life  ;    and  they   shall     never  . 
perish,  neither  shall  any  pluck  them  out  of  my 

29  hand.  My  Father  vvho  gave  them  me,  is 
greater  than  all ;  and  none  is  able  to  pluck  them 

30  out  of  my  Father's  hand.     I  and   the   Father 

31  are  one.*     Then  the  Jews  took   up   stones 

32  again  to  stone  him.  Jesus  said  unto  them, 
Many  good  works  I  have  shewed  you  from 
my  r  ather  ;    for  which  of  those  works  do  ye 

33  stone  me  ?  The  Jews  answered  him,  saying, 
For  a  good  work  we  stone  thee  not ;  but  for 
blasphemy,   and  because  that  thou,  being  a 

34  man,  ma^est  thyself  God.  Jesus  answered 
them.  Is  it  not  written  in  your  law,  I  said,  Ye 

35  are  gods  ?  If  he  called  them  gods,  unto  whom 
the  word  of  God  came,   (and  the  scriptures 

36  must  not  be  broken  ;)  say  ye  of  him,  whom 
the  Father  hath  sanctified,  and  sent  into  the 
world.    Thou  blasphemest,  because  I  said,   I 

37  am  the  Son  of  God  ?     If  I  do  not  the  works 

38  of  my  Father,  believe  me  not.  But  if  I  do, 
though  ye  believe  not  me,  believe  the  works  : 
that  ye  may  know  and  believe  that  the  Father 

39  is  in  me,  and  I  in  him.  Therefore  they  sought 
again  to  take  him :  but  he  escaped  out  of  their 

*  Are  one  in  design  and  afleetion ;      onr  purpose  and 
Tieu  i  are  the  same. 
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40  hand,  and  went  a\\'ay  again  near  to  the  Jordan, 
to  the  place  where  John  at  first  baptized ;    and 

41  there  he  abode.  And  many  resorted  unto  him, 
and  said,  John  did  no  miracle  :  but  all  things 
that  John   spake  of  this  person,    were   true. 

42  And  many  believed  on  him  there. 


CHAP.  XL 

1  NOW  a  certain  man  was  sick,  named  Laz- 
arus, of  Bethany,  the  town  of  Mary   and   htr 

2  sister  Martha.  (It  was  the  Mary  who  anoint- 
ed the  Lord  witli  ointment,  and  wiped  his  feet 
with  her  hair,  whose  brother  Lazarus  was  sick.) 

3  Then  his  sisters  sent  unto  him,  saying,  Lord, 

4  behold,  he  whom  thou  lo vest  is  sick.*  When 
Jesus  heard  it,  he  said,  This  sickness  is  not 
unto  deathjf  but  for  the  glory  of  God,  diat  the 

5  Son  of  God  may  be  glorified  thereby.  Now 
Jesus  loved  Martha  and  her  sister,  and  Lazar- 

6  us.  Yet  when  he  had  heard  that  he  was  sick, 
he  abode  two  days  still  in  the  place  where    he 

7  was.     Then  after  that,  he  saith  to  his  disciples, 

8  Let  us  go  into  Judea  again.  The  disciples 
say  unto  him,  Master,  the  Jews  lately  sought 
to  stone  thee ;  and  wilt  thou  go  thither  again  ? 

9  Jesus  answered,  Are  there  not  twelve  hours  in 

*  Mary  and  Martha  thought  it  enough  merely  to  notify 
Je^oft,  that  their  brother,  his  friend,  was  siek.  They  solicit 
nothioj^,  but  presumed,  no  doubt,  that  Christ  would  come  and 
heal  him* 

t  That  is,  he  shall  be  raised  op  agaiu,  and  the  power  of 
God  displayed  by  his  resqrreetion. 
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the  day?  If  any  man  walk  in  the  day^  he  Will 
not  stumble,  because  he  seeth  the  light  of  this 

10  world.  But  if  a  man  walk  in  the  night,  he  will 
stumble,   because  there   is  no   light  in  him* 

11  Thus  Jesus  spake  to  them,  and  afterwards  he 
said.   Our  friend  Lazarus  sleepeth  ;   but  I  go 

12  that  I  may  awake  him  out  of  sleep.  Then 
said  his  disciples,  Lord,  if  he  sleep,  he  shall  do 

1[3  well.  Howbeit  Jesus  spake  of  his  death :  but 
they  thought  that  he  had  spoken  of  taking  rest 

14  in  sleep*     Then  Jesus  said  unto  them  plainly, 

1 5  Lazarus  is  dead.  And  I  am  glad  for  your 
sakes,  that  I  was  not  there,  to  the  intent  ye 
may  believe ;  nevertheless,  let  us  go  unto  him* 

16  Then  Thomas  (who  is  called  Didymus,)  said 
unto  his  fellow-disciples.    Let  us  also  go,  that 

17  we  may  die  with  him**  And  when  Jesus 
x:ame,   he  found  that  he  had  laid  in  the  grave 

18  four  days  already.  (Now  Bethany  was  near 
unto  Jerusalem,   about  fifteen  furlongs  off.) 

19  And  many  of  the  Jews  came  to  Martha  and 
Mary,  to  comfort  them  concerning  their  broth- 

20  er.  Then  as  soon  as  Martha  heard  that  Jesus 
was  coming,  she  went  and  met  him :  but  Mary 

21  s&t  still  in  the  house.  Then  Martha  said  unto 
Jesus,  Lord,  if  thou  hadst  been  here,  my  brother 

22  had  not  died.  But  I  know,  that  even  now, 
whatever  thou  wilt  ask  of  God,  God  will  give 

*  There  are  two  eonstruetions  to  this  deelaratioD  of 
Thomas :  one,  that  his  affef  tion  was  so  great  for  Lazams, 
he  wished  not  to  live,  as  his  friend  was  dead :  the  other  that 
though  Jesus,  his  Master,  might  he  destroyed  bj  the  Jews, 
he  was  resolved  to  attend  him,  even  at  the  risk  of  life.

3i» 
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23  ie  thee.    Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Thy  brother  shall 

24  rise  again.  Martha  saith  unto  him,  I  know 
that  he  shall  rise  again  in  the  resurrection  at  the 

25  last  day.*  Jesus  said  unto  her,  I  am  the  resur- 
rection,  and  the  life  :    he  that  bdieveth  in  me, 

26  though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live  :f  And 
whosoever  liveth,   and  believeth  in  me,  shall 

27  never  die.  Believest  thou  this?  She  saith  unto 
him,  Yea,  Lord,  I  believe  that  thou  art  the 
Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  who  should  come  into 

28  the  world.J  And  when  she  had  said  this,  she 
went  her  way,  and  called  Mary  her  sister  se- 
cretly, saying,  The  master  is  come,  and  calleth 

29  for  thee.     As  soon  as  she  heard  thaty  she  arose 

30  quickly,  and  came  unto  him.  Now  Jesus  was 
not  yet  come  into  the  town,   but   was   in  that 

31  place  where  Martha  met  him.  Thp  Jews  then 
who  were  with  her  in  the  house,  and  comforted 
her,  when  they  saw  Mary  that  she  rose  up 
hastily,  and  went  out,  followed  her,  saying.  She 

32  goeth  unto  the  grave,  to  weep  there.  Thea 
when  Mary  was  come  where  Jesus  was,  and 
saw  him,,  she  fell  down  at  his  feet,  saying  unto 
him,  Lord,  if  thou  hadst  been  here,  my  brother 

33^  had  not  died.  When  Jesus  therefore  saw  her 
weeping,  and  the  Jews  also  weeping  which 
came  with  her,   he  groaned  in  the  spirit,  and 

*  Some  of  the  Jews  then  helieved  in  a  resurrection  at  tlie 
end  of  the  world.  See  Daniel  chap.  xii.  2.

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34  was  troubled. .  And  said,  Where  have  ye  laid 

him  ?     They  say  unto  him,  Lord,    come  and 

S6  see.     Jesus   wept.     Then  said  the  Jews,   Be- 

37  hold  how  he  loved  him !  And  some  of  them 
said.  Could  not  this  person,  who  opened  the 
eyes  of  the  blind,  have  caused  that  even  this 

38  man  should  not  have  died  ?  Then  Jesus  again 
groaning  in  himself,  cometh  to  the  grave.     (It 

39  was  a  cave,*  and  a  stone  lay  upon  it.)  Jesus 
said,  Take  away  the  stone.  Martha,  the  sister 
of  him  who  was  dead,  saith  unto  him, 
Lord,  by  this  time  he  stinketh :  for  he  hath 

40  been  dead  four  days.  Jesus  saith  unto  her, 
Did  I  not  say  unto  thee,  that  if  thou  wouldest 
believe,  thoii  shouldest  see  the  glory  of  God  ? 

41  Then  they  took  away  the  sloxxt  from  the  place 
where  the  dead  was  laid.  And  Jesus  lifted  up 
his  eyes,  and  said,   Father,  I   thank  thee  that 

42  thou  hast  heard  me ;  And  I  knew  that  thou 
hearest  me  always ;  but  because  of  the  people 
which  stand  by,  I  said  it,  that  they  may  believe 

43  that  thou  hast  sent  me.  And  when  he  had 
thus  spoken,  he  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  Laz- 

44  arus>  come  forth.  And  he  that  was  dead  came 
forth,  bound  hand  and  foot  with  grave-clothes  : 
and  his  face  was  bound  about  with  a  napkin. 
Jesus  $aith  unto  them.  Loose  him,  and  let  him 

45  go.  Then  many  of  the  Jews  who  came  to 
Mary,   and  had  seen  the  tlungs  which  Jesus 

46  did,  believed  on  him.  But  some  of  them  went 
their  ways  to  the  Pharisees,  and  told  them  what 
things  Jesus  had  done. 

47  Then  the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees  gath- 
ered a  council,  and  said,  What  do  we  ?  for 
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48  this  man  doeth  many  miracles.  If  we  let  him 
thus  alone,  all  men  will  believe  on  him  :  and 
the  Romans  will  come  and  take  away  both  our 

49  place  and  nation.  And  one  of  them,  named 
Caiaphas,  being  the  high  priest  that  year,  said 

50  unto  them,  Ye  know  nothing  at  all,*  nor  con- 
sider that  it  is  expedient  for  us,  that  one  man 
should   die   for  the  people,   and  not  that  the 

51  whole  nation  perish.  This  he  spake  not  of 
himself :  but  being  high  priest  that  year,  he 
prophesied  that  Jesus  should  die  for  that  na- 

52  tion  :t  And  not  for  that  nation  only,  but  that 
also  he  should  gather  together  in  one  the  child- 

53  rcn  of  God,  that  were  scattered  abroad.  Then, 
from   that  day  they  took  counsel   together  to 

54  put  him  to  deiith.  Jesus  therefore  walked  no 
more  publicly  among  the  Jews ;  but  went 
thence  into  a  country  near  to  the  wilderness, 
into  a  city  called  Ephraim,  and  there  continued 
with  his  disciples. 

55  And  the  Jews'  passover  was  nigh  at  hand  : 
and  many  went  from  the  countiy  up  to  Jerusa- 
lem before  the  passover,  to  purify  themselves. 

56  Then  they  sought  for  Jesus,  and  spake  among 

*  This  miracle  the  Jewish  priests  and  raters  eould  not 
deny ;  nor  did  the^  ascribe  it  to  the  power  of  the  devil ;  yet 
they  were  determined  to  destroy  Jesos ;  and  to  effect  tlieir 
purpose,  resorted  to  the  plea  of  €xpedUncy. 

t  It  would  seem,  that  the  high  Priest  was  under  a  divine 
Impnlse,  as  Balaam  was,  who  was  yet  a  wicked  man.  Gdd 
brings  good  out  of  evil,  and  causes  the  nngodly  sometimes  to 
be  instrumental  in  effecting  his  wise  and  holy  purposes.  The 
high  priest  had  reference  only  to  the  good  of  \u»  own  nation. 
Bat  the  purpose  of  God  was,  as  the  evangelist  says,  to  ptt- 
duce  spiritual  benefit  to  all  the  nations  of  the  warld. 
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themselves,  as  they  stood  in  the  temple,  What 
think  ye,  that  he  will  not  come  to  the  feast  ? 
57  Now  both  the  chief  priests  and  the  Pharisees 
had  given  direction,  that  if  any  man  knew 
where  he  were,  he  should  shew  lY,  that  they 
might  take  him. 


CHAP.  XII. 

1  THEN  Jesus,  six  days  before  the  passover, 
came  to  Bethany,  where  Lazaras  was,  wh'b 
had  been  dead,  whom  he  raised  from  the  dead. 

2  There  they  made  him  a  supper ;  and  Martha 
served  :  but  Lazarus  was  one  of  them  who  sat 

3  at  the  table  with  him.  Then  Mary  took  a 
pound  of  ointment  of  spikenard,  very  costly, 
and  anointed  the  feet  of  Jesus,  and  wiped  his 
feet  with  her  hair  :    and  the   house  was  filled 

4  with  the  odour  of  the  ointment.  Then  saith 
one  of  hi^  disciples,   Judas  Iscariot,  Simon's 

5  son,  who  should  betray  him,  Why  was  not  this 
ointment  sold  for  three  hundred  pence,   and 

6  given  to  the  poor?  This  he  said,  not  that  he 
cared  for  the  poor  :  but  because  he  was  a  thief, 
and  had  the  purse,   and  bare  what  was  put 

7  therein.  Then  Jesus  said.  Let  her  alone: 
against  the  day  of  my  burying  hath  she  kept 

8  this.     For  the  poor  ye  always  have  with  you  ; 

9  but  me  ye  have  not  always.  Now  many  of 
the  Jews  knew  that  he  was  there :  and  they 
came,  not  for  Jesus'  sake  only,  but  that  they 
might  see  Lazarus  also,  whom  he  had  raised 
from  the  dead. 
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10  But  the  chief  priests  consulted  that  they  might 

11  put  Lazarus  also  to  death ;  because  by  reason 
of  him  many  of  the  Jews  went  away,  and  be. 
lieved  on  Jesus. 

12  On  the  next  day,  much  people  that  were 
come  to  the  feast,  when  they  heard  that  Jesus 

13  was  coming  to  Jerusalem,  took  branches  of 
palm- trees,  and  went  forth  to  meet  him,  and 
cried,  Hosanna  ;    blessed  is  the  King  of  Israel, 

14  who  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,*  And 
Jesus,  when   he   had  found  a  young  ass,    sat 

15  thereon ;  as  it  is  written.  Fear  not,  daughter  of 
Sion :  behold,   thy  King  cometh,  sitting  on  an 

16  ass's  colt.  These  things  his  disciples  under- 
stood not  at  the  first ;  but  when  Jesus  was 
glorified,t  then  they  remembered  that  these 
things  were  written  of  him,  and  that  they  had 

17  done  these  things  unto  him.  The  people  there- 
fore who  were  with  him  when  he  called  Laz- 
arus  out  of  his  grave,  and  raised  him  firom  the 

18  dead,  bare  witness.  For  this  cause  also  the 
people  met  him,   for  they  heard  that  he  had 

19  done  this  miracle.  Then  the  Pharisees  said 
among  themselves.  Do  ye  perceive  how  ye 
prevail  nothing  ?  Behold,  the  world  is  gone 
after  him. 

20  Now  there  were  certain  Greeks  among  them, 

21  who  came  up  to  worship  at  this  feast :%     And

23  And  Jesus  answered  them,  saying,  The  hour 
is  come,  that  the  Son  of  man  should  be  glori- 

24  fied.  Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  except  a 
corn  of  wheat  fall  into  the  ground,  and  die,  it 
abideth  alone :  but  if  it  die,  it  bringeth  forth  much 

25  fruit.*  He  that  loveth  his  lift,  shall  lose  it  ;t 
and  he  tliat  hateth  his  life  in  this   world,   :;hall 

26  keep  it  unto  life  eternal.  If  any  man  serve  me, 
let  him  follow  me  ;  and  where  I  am,  there  shall 
my  servant  be  also  :  if  any  man  serve  me,  him 

27  will  the  Father  honor.  Now  is  my  soul  trou- 
bled :  and  what  shall  I  say  ?  Father,  save  me 
from  this  hour :  but  for  this  very  cause  1  came 

28  unto  this  hour.J  Father,  glorify  thy  name. 
Then  there  came  a  voice  from  heaven,  sayings 
I  have  both  glorified  iV,  and  will  glorify  i>  again.  J 

29  Then  the  people  who  stood  by,  and  heard  it, 
saidthatitthundered.il  Others  said.  An  angel 

30  spake  to  him.  Jesus  answered  and  said,  This 
voice  came  not  for  my  sake,   but  for  your*s. 

*  Here  is  evideotly  referenee  to  the  death  and  resurrection 
of  our  Lord.

II  Here  then  was  preeisely  what  the  Jews  reouested :  a 
sign  from  heaven.    Vet  they  did  not  believe  in  Christ. 
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31  Now  is  the  judgment  of  this  world :  now  shall 

32  the  prince  of  this  world  be  cast  out.  And  I, 
when  I  am  lifted  up  from  the  earth,  will  draw 

33  all  men  unto  me.*     (This  he  said,  signifying 

34  what  death  he  should  die.)  The  people  an- 
swered him,  We  have  heard  out  of  the  law,t 
that  Christ  abideth  for  ever :  and  how  sayest 
thou,  TheT  Son  of  man  must  be  lifted  up  ?  who 

35  is  this  Son  of  man  ?  Then  Jesus  said  unto 
them,  Yet  a  little  while  is  the  light  with  you. 
Walk  while  ye  have  the  light,  lest  darkness 
come  upon  you :    for  he  that  walketh  in  dark- 

36  ness  knoweth  not  whither  he  goeth.  While 
ye  have  light,  believe  in  the  light,  that  ye  may 
be  the  children  of  light.  Having  said  these 
things,  Jesus  departed,  and  retired  from  them.} 

37  But  though  he  had  done  so  many  miracles 
before  them,   yet  they  believed  not  on  him. 

38  That  the  saying  of  Isaiah  the  prophet  might  be 
fulfilled,  which  he  spake.  Lord,  who  hath  be- 
lieved our  report  ?  and  to  whom  hath  the  arm 

39  of  the  Lord  been  revealed?  Therefore  they 
could  not  believe,  because  Isaiah  said  again,} 

40  He  hath  blinded  their  eyes,  and  hardened  their 

*  Now  is  (he  time  when  the  fate  of  the  world  will  be  dc- 
eide<l.  And  though  I  am  slain  on  the  cross,  yet  I  shall 
reign  and  triumph  forever.

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hearts,  that  they  should  not  see   with  their 
eyes,  nor  understand  with  their  heart,   and  be 

41  converted,  and  I  should  heal  them.*  These 
things  said  Isaiah  when  he  sav/  his  glory,  and 
spake  of  him, 

42  Nevertheless  many  of  the  rulers  believ* 
ed  on  him:  but  because  of  the  Pharisees' 
they  did  not  acknowledge  it,   l^st  they  should 

43  be  put  out  of  the  synagogue  :-\  For  they 
loved  the  praise  of  men  more  than  the  praise  of 
God. 

44  Then  Jesus  cried  and  said,  He  that  believeth 
on  me,  believeth  not  only  on  me,  but  on  him 

45  who  sent  me.{     And  he  who  seeth  me,  seeth 

46  him  who  sent  me.  I  am  come  a  light  into  the 
world,  that  whosoever  believeth  on  me  should 

47  not  abide  in  darkness.  And  if  any  man  hear 
my  words,  and  believe  not,  I  judge  him  not 
tiorv  ;  for  I  came  not  to  judge  the  world,  but  to 

48  save  the  world.  He  that  rejecteth  me,  and  re- 
ceiveth  not  my  words,  hath  one  that  judgeth 
him :  the  word  which  I  have  spoken,  the  same 

49  shall  judge  him  in  the  last  day.  For  I  have 
not  spoken  of  myself;  but  the  Father  who  sent 
me,  he  gave  me  a  commandment,  what  I  should 

50  say,  and  what  I  should  speak.  J     And  I  know

CHAP.  XIIL 

1  NOW,  before  the  feast  of  the  passovcr, 
when  Jesus  knew  that  his  hour  was  come  that 
he  should  depart  out  of  this  world  unto  the 
Father,  having  loved   his  own  which  were  in 

2  the  world,  he  loved  them  unto  the  end.  And 
supper  being  ended,  (the  devil  havmgnowput 
into  the  heart  of  Judas  Iscariot,  Simon's  ^on, 

3  to  betray  him,)  Jesus  knowing  that  the  Father 
had  given  all  things  into  his  hands,  and  that  he 

4  was  come  from  God,  and  went  to  God ;  he 
arose  from  supper,  and  laid  aside  his  garments, 

5  and  took  a  towel,  and  girded  himself.  After 
that  he  poured  water  into  a  bason,  and  began 
to  wash  the  disciples'  feet,  and  to  wipe  them 

6  with  the  towel  wherewith  he  was  girded.  Then 
he  cometh  to  Simon  Peter :  and  Peter  saith 

7  unto  him,  Lord,  dost  thou  wash  my  feet  ?  Je- 
sus answered  and  said  unto  him,  What  I  do, 
thou  knowest  not  now ;    but  thou  shalt  know 

8  hereafter.  Peter  saith  unto  him.  Thou  shalt 
never  wash  my  feet.  Jesus  answered  him.  If 
I  wash  thee  not,  thou  hast  no  part  with  me. 

9  Simon  Peter  saith  unto  him.  Lord,  not  ray  ft^t 

10  only,  but  also  my  hands  and  my  head.  Jesus 
saith  to  him.  He  that  is  washed,  needeth  only 
to  wash  his  feet,  but  is  wholly  clean :    and  ye 

11  are  c  lean,  but  not  all.  For  he  knew  who  should 
betray  him  :  therefore  he  said,  Ye  are  not  aD 
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12  clean.  So  after  he  had  washed  their  feet,  and 
had  taken  his  garments,  and  was  set  down 
again,  he  said  unto  them,  Know  ye  what  1  have 

13  done  to  you  ?  Ye  call  me  Mastci-^  and  Lord  ; 

14  and  ye  say  well :  for  ^0 1  am.  If  I  then,  your 
Lord  and"^  Master,  have  washed  your  feet ;    ye 

15  also  ought  to  v/ash  one  another*s  feet.*  For 
1  have  given  you  an  example,  diat  ye  should 

16  do  as  1  have  done  to  you.  Verily,  verily  I 
say  unto  you,  the  servant  is  not  greater  than 
his  lord ;   neither  he   that  is  sent,  greater  than 

17  he  that  sent  him.     If  ye   know  these  things, 

18  happy  are  ye  if  ye  do  them.  I  speak  not  of 
you  all :  I  know  whom  I  have  chosen :  but 
that  the  scripture  may  be  fulfilled,  He  that  eat- 
eth  bread  with  me,  hath  lifted  up  his  heel  against 

19  me.  Now  I  tell  you  before  it  happen,  that 
when  it  does  come  to  pass,  ye  may  believe  that 

20  I  am  he.^  Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  he 
who  receiveth  whomsoever  I  send,  receiveth 
me ;   and  he  who  receiveth  me,  receiveth  him 

21  who  sent  me.  When  Jesus  had  thus  said,  he 
was  troubled  in  spirit,  and  testified,  and  said, 
Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  one  of  yoin 

22  shall  betray  me.  Then  the  disciples  looked 
one  on  another,  doubting  of  who^n  he  spake. 

23  Now  there  was  leaning  on  Jesus'  bosom  one  of 

24  his  disciples,  whom  Jesus  loved.  Simon  Peter 
therefore  beckoned  to  him,  that  he  should  ask

lying  on  Jesus*  breast,  saith  unto  him,   Lord, 

26  who  is  it?*  Jesus  answered,  He  it  is  to  whom 
I  shall  give  a  morsel,  when  I  have  dipped  itf 
And  when  he  had  dipped  the  morsel,  he  gnve 

27  it  to  Judas  Iscariot,  the  son  of  Simon.  And 
after  the  morsel,  Satan  entered  into  him.  Then 
said  Jesus  unto  him.    What  thou  doest,  do 

^8  quickly.     Now  no  man  at  the  table  knew  for 

29  what  intent  he  spake  this  unto  them.  For 
some  thought  because  Judas  had  the  purse, 
that  Jesus  kid  said  unto  him,  Buy  what  we 
have  need  of  against  the  feast ;    or,  that  be 

30  should  give  something  to  the  poor.  He  then, 
having  received  the  morsel,  went  immediately 
out :  and  it  was  night. 

3 1  And  when  he  was  gone  out,  Jesus  said,  Now 
is  the  Son  oi  man  glorified,   and  God  is  glari- 

32  fied  in  him.  If  God  be  glorified  in  him,  God 
will  also  glorify  him  in  himself,   and  will  im- 

53  mediately  glorify  him.  Little  children,  yet  a 
little  while  I  am  with  you.  Ye  shall  seek  mc, 
and,  as  I  said  unto  the  Jews,  Whither  I  go,  yc 

54  cannot  come,  so  now  I  say  unto  you.  A  new 
commandmeni  I  ^ve  unto  you,  that  ye  love 
one  another ;  as  I  have  loved  you,  that  ye  also 

35  love  one  another.  By  this  shall  all  men  know 
that  ye  are  my  disciples,  if  ye  have  love  one  to 
another.

Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  If 
a  man  love  me,  he  will  keep  my  words :  and 
my  Father  will  love  him,  and  we  will  come  unto

loveth  me  not,  keepeth  not  my  sayings  :  and 
the  word  which  you  hear,  is  not  mine,  but  the

26  But  the  comforter,  which  is  the  Holy  Spirit,

J  Every  branch  in  me  that 
beareth  not  fruit,  he  taketh  away  :  and  every 
branch  that  beareth  fruit,  he  purifieth  it,  that  it 

3  may  bring  forth  more    fruit.  I|     Now  ye  arc

Ye  are  ^my 
friends,  if  ye  do  whatsoever  I  command  you.

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15  Henceforth  I  call  you  not  servants  ;  for  the 
servant  knoweth  not  what  his  Lord  doeth : 
but  I  have  called  you  friends  ;  for  all  things 
that  I  have  heard  of  my  Father,  I  have  made 

16  known  unto  you.  Ye  have  not  chosen  me, 
but  I  have  chosen  you,  and  ordained  you,  that 
ye  should  go  and  bring  forth  fruit,  and  tAat 
your  fruit  should  remain  :  that  whatever  ye

3  that  he  doelh  God  service.  J  Aiul  these  things 
they  will  do  unto  you,  because  they  have  not 

4  known  the  Father  nor  me.  But  these  things  I 
have  told  you,  that  when  the  time  shall  come, 
ye  may  remember  that  I  told  you  of  them. 
i  did  not  mention  them  to  you  at  the  begin- 

5  ning,  because  I  was  with  you.  But  now  I  go 
my  way  to  him  who  sent  me,  and  none  of  you 

6  asketh  me,  Whither  goest  thou  ?  But  because 

*  Christ  was  actuated  hy  the  Spirit  of  Ood — and  whoever 
dislikes  the  doctrines  and  precepts  of  Christ,  must  be  a  bad 
man.

\  That  IS,  I  have  thus  forewarned  you  of  the  treatment 
whieh  yon  will  receive,  that  you  may  not  hereafter  be  of- 
fended, and  desert  my  cause. 

§  Paul  thought  he  was  doing  service  to  the  cause  of  re- 
ligion^ when  he  persecuted  the  apostles  and  first  Christilins.

1 9  not  tell  what  he  saith.  Now  Jesus  knew  they 
were  desirous  to  ask  him,  and  he  said  unto 
them,  Do  y^  incjuire  among  yourselves  of 
that  I  smd,  "A  little  while,  iuid  ye  shall  not  sec 
me :  and  again,  a  little  while,  and  ye  shall  see 

20  me  ?"  Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  ye 
shall  weep  and  lament,  but  the  world  shall  re- 
joice ;    and  ye  shall  be  sorrowful,  but  your 

21  sorrow  shall  be  turned  into  joy.*  A  woman 
when  she  is  in  travail  hath  sorrow,  because  her 
hour  is  come ;  but  as  soon  as  she  is  delivered 
of  the  child,  she  remembereth  no  more  the 
anguish,  for  joy  that  a  man  is  born  into  the 

22  world.  And  now  ye  have  sorrow  ;  but  I  will 
see  you  agsun^  and  your  heart  shall  rejoice,  and 

•23  your  joy  JBO  man  taketh  from  you.    In  that  day 
ye  wUl  adt  me  nothir^  :  Verily,  verily  I  say* 
unto  you,  whatever   ye  shall  ask  the  Father 

24  in  my  name,  he  will  give  it  you.f  Hitherto  ye 
have  asked  nothing  in  my  name  :  ask,  and  ye 
shall  receive,  that  your  joy  may  be  perfect. 

25  These  things  I  have  spoken  unto  you  in  para- 
bles :  but  the  time  comcth  when  I  will  no 
more   speak  unto  you  in  parables,  but  I  will 

26  shew  you  plainly  of  the  Father.  At  that  da/ 
ye  will  ask  in  my  name  :    and  I  do  not  say  that

30  not  speak  in  parables.  Now  we  are  sure  tliat 
thou  knowest  all  things,  and  needest  not  diat 
any  man  should  ask  thee  :t  by  this  we  believe 

31  that  thou  didst  come  from  God.   Jesus  answcr- 

32  ed  them.  Do  ye  now  believe  ?  Behold,  the 
hour  cometh,  yea,  is  now  come,t  that  ye  shall 
be  scattered  every  man  to  his  own,  and  shall 
leave  me  alone  ;   yet  I  atn  not  alone,  because 

S3  the  Father  is  with  me.  These  things  I  have 
spoken  unto  you,  that  in  me  ye  might  have 
peace.  In  the  world  ye  will  have  trouble : 
but  take  courage,  I  have  overcome  the  world.J 


CHAP.. XVII. 

1  JESUS  spake  these  words,  and  lifted  up  his 
eyes  to  heaven,  and  said,  Father,  the  hour  is 
come;    glorify  thy  Son,  that  thy  Son  also  may

§  This  and  the  two  preceding  chapters  were  addrws** 
to  the  disciples  alone,  to  comfort  them  in  the  tnaU  whicn 
awaited  them. 
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2  glorify  thee :  As  thou  hast  given  him  power  over 
all  flesh,  that  he  should  give  eternal  life  to  as 

3  many  as  thou  hast  given  him.  And  this  is  eternal 
life,  that  they  might  know  thee,  the  only  true 
God,  and  Jesus  Christ  whom  thou  hast  sent.* 

4  I   have  glorified   thee  on  the  earth :  I  have 
i   finished  the  work  which  thou  gavest  me  to  do. 

5  And  now,  O  Father,  glorify  thou  me  with 
thine  ownself,  with  tlie  glory  which  I  had  with 

6  thee  before  the  world  was.  I  have  manifested 
thy  name  unto  the  men  whom  thou  gavest  me 
out  of  the  world  :  they  were  thtne  and  thou 
gavest  them  me  ;    and  they  have  kept  thy 

7  word.     They  now  know  that  all  things,  what- 

8  soever  thou  hast  given  me,  are  of  thee.  Fop 
T  have  given  unto  them  the  words  which  thou

1 1  And  I  am  to  be  no  more  in  the  world  ;  but 
these  are  in  the  world,  and  I  come  to  thee. 
Holy  Father,  keep  in  thine  own  name  th(Jse 
whom  thou   hast  given  me,  that  they  may  be 

12  one,  as  we  are.  Whilst  1  was  with  them  in 
the  world,  I   kept  them  in  thy  name :  those 

*  Aq<1  Jesns,  whom  thou  hast  sent,  to  be  the  Clirist,  the 
Messiah.  Campbell  renders  the  last  elanse,  and  Jesus,  the 
MessiaJif  thy  apostje, 

t  That  is,  the  same  doctrines  and  (ruths  thou  didst 
im{>art  to  me,  I  have  made  knowp  to  them. 
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that  thou  gavest  me,  I  have  kept;   and  none 
of  them  is  lost,  but  the  son  of  perdition  ;    that 

13  the  scripture  might  be  fulfilled.*  And  now 
I  come  to  thee,  and  these  things  I  speak  in  the 
world,that  they  may  have  my  joy  fulfilled  inthem. 

14  I  have  given  them  thy  word  ;  and  the  world  hath 
hated  them,  because  they  are  not  of  the  world^ 

.15  evenaslamnotoftheworid.  Ipray  not  that  thou 
shouldest  take  them  out  of  the  world,  but  that 

16  thou  wouldest  keep  them  from  the  evil.  They 
are  not  of  the  world,  even  as  I  am  not  of  the 

17  world.     Sanctify  them  by  thy  truth :  thy  word 

18  is  truth.  As  thou  hast  sent  me  into  the  world, 
even  so  I  have   sent  them  into  the   world. 

19  And  for  their  s^es  I  sanctify  myself,  that  they 
also    may    be  sanctified  through  the  truth. 

20  Nor  do  I  pray  for  these  only,  but  for  them 
also   who  shall  believe  on  me  through  their 

21  word ;  that  they  all  may  be  one  as  thou,  Father, 
art  in  me,  aad  I  in  thee,  that  they  also  may 
be  one  in  us  ;   that  the  world  may  befieve  that 

22  thou  hast  sent  me.  And  the  glory  which 
thou  gai'est  me,  I  have  given  them ;  that  they 

23  may  oe  one,  even  as  we  are  one  :  I  in  them, 
and  thou  in  me,  that  they  may  be  made  perfect 
in  one,  and  that  the  world  may  know  that  thou 
hast  sent  me,  and  hast  loved  them,  as  thou  hast 

24  loved  me.  Father,  I  will  that  they  als^o  whom 
thou  hast  given  me,  be  with  me  where  I  am  ; 
that  they  may  behold  my  glory  which  thou 
hast  given  me  :    for  thou  lovedst  me  before 

25  the   foundation  of  the  world.     Q  righteous 

♦  As  the  scriptures  foretold,  says  Dr.  Campbell. 
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Father,  the  world  indeed  hath  not  known  thee  : 
but  I  have  known  thee,  and  these  have  known 
that  thou  hast  sent  me.  And  I  have  declared 
unto  them  thy  name,  and  will  declare  it :  that 
the  love  wherewith  thou  hast  loved  me  may 
be  in  them,  and  I  in  them. 


CHAP.  XVIII. 

1  WHEN  Jesus  had  spoken  these  words,  he  went 
with  his  disciples  over  the  brook  Kedron,  where 
was  a  garden,  into  which  he  entered,  and  his 

2  disciples.  And  Judas  who  betrayed  him,  knew 
the  place  :  for  Jesus  often  resorted  hither  with 

3  his  disciples.  Then  Judas  having  received  the 
band  and  officers  from  the  chief  priests  and 
Pharisees,   cometh  thither  with  lanterns,  and 

4  torches,  and  weapons.  And  Jesus  who  knew 
all  things  that  should  come  upon  him,  went 
forth,  and  said  unto  them,  Whom   seek  ye  ? 

5  They  answered  him,  Jesus  of  Nazareth. 
Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  am  he.     And  Judas 

6  also,  who  betrayed  him,  stood  with  them.  As 
soon  then  as  he  had  said  unto  them,  I  am  /te^ 
they   went  backward,  and  fell  to  the  ground* 

7  Then  he  asked  them  again,  Whom  seek  ye  ? 

8  And  they  said,  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  Jesus 
answered,  I  have  told  you  tliat  I  am  he  :-.  If 
tlierefore  ye  seek  me,  let  these  go  their  way  : 

9  That  the  saying  might  be  fulfilled  which  he 
spake.  Of  those  whom  thou  gavest  me,  I  have 

10  lost  none.  ^  Then  Simon  Peter,  having  a  swofd,.. 
drew  it,  and  smote  the  high  prie5t*5  servaqj, 

33*  ~   — ^c^- 
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and  cut  off  his  right  ear.  The  servant's  name 
11  was   Malchus.     Then  Jesus  said  unto  Peter, 

Put  up  thy  sword  into  tlie  sheath  :    the  cup 

which  my  Father  hath  given  me,  shall  I  not 
♦12  drink  it  ?  Then  the  bAid,  and  the  captain,  and 

officers  of  the  Jews  took  Jesus,  and  bound 

13  him,  and  led  him  first  to  Annas  (for  he  was 
father-in-law  to  Caiaphas,  who  was  tlie  high 

14  priest  that  year. )  Now  it  was  Caiaphas  who 
gave  counsel  to  the  Jews,  that  it  was  expedient 
one  man  should  die  for  the  people. 

15  And  Simon  Peter  and  one  other  discipk 
followed  Jesus.  That  disciple  was  known  to 
the  high  priest,  and  he  went  in  with  Jesus  into 

16  the  palace  of  the  high  priest.*  But  Peter  stood 
at  the  door  without.  Then  the  other  disciple, 
who  was  known  to  the  high  priest,  went  out 
and  spake  to    her  who  kept  the  door,  and 

X7  brought  in  Peter.  Then  the  damsel  who  kept 
the  door  said  unto  Peter,  Art  not  thou  also 
one  of  this  man's  disciples  ?  He  saith,  I  am  not. 

18  And  the  servants  and  officers  stood  there,  who 
had  made  a  fire  of  coals  ;  (for  it  was  cold)  and 
they  warmed  themselves.  And  Peter  stood 
with  them»  and  warmed  himself. 

19  Then  the  high  priest  asked  Jesus  of  his  dis- 

20  ciples,  and  of  his  doctrine.  Jesus  answered 
him,  I  spoke  openly  to  tlic  world  ;  I  ever 
taught  1^  the  synagogue,  and  in  the  temple, 
whitlier  the  Jews  always  resort ;    and  in  secret 

*'  By  ^Uie  other  disciple,"  is  meant  John^  who  wrote  (his 
gospel.  He  was  of  a  family  of  high  birth  :  some  relatioa 
nf  the  high  priest.  His  father  had  servants  and  vessels^  te- 
as we  read  in  first  ehapter  of  Mark^jsoth  ¥^r^. 


CHAP.  XVIU. 
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21  I  have  s^d  nothing.  Why  askest  thou  n\e  ? 
ask  them  who  heard  me,  what  I  have  said  unto 

22  them  :  behold  they  know  what  I  said.  And 
when  he  had  thus  spoken,  one  of  the  officers 

.    who  stood  by,  struck  Jesus  with  the  palm  of 
liis  hand,  saying,  Answerest  thou   the   high 

23  priest  so  ?  Jesus  replied,  If  I  have  spoken  evil, 
bear  witness  of  the  evil :  but  if  well,  why  dost 

24  thou  smite  me  ?    (Now  Annas  had  sent  him 

25  bound  unto  Caiaphas  the  high  priest.)  And 
Simon  Peter  stood  and  warmed  himself. 
Then  they  said  unto  him,  Art  not  thou  also  one 
of  his  disciples  ?  He  denied  it,  and  said,  I  am 

26  hot.  One  of  the  servants  of  the  high  priest 
(being  his  kinsman  whose  ear  Peter  cut  off) 
saith.  Did  I  not  see  thee  in  the  garden  with 

27  him  ?  Peter  then  denied  again,  and  immediately 
the  cock  crew. 

S8  Then  they  led  Jesus  from  Caiaphas  unto  the 
hall  of  judgment,  while  it  was  yet  early  ;  but 
they  themselves  went  not  into  the  judgment- 
hall,  lest  they  should  be  defiled  ;  but  thSt  they 

29  might  eat  the  passover.  Pilate  then  went  out 
imto  them^  and  said.  What  accusation  do  ye 

30  bring  against  this  man  ?  They  answered  and 
jsaid  unto  him.  If  he  were  not  a  malefactor,  we 
would  not  have  delivered  him  up  unto  thee. 

31  Tlien  Pilate  said  unto  them,  Take  ye  him, 
and  judge  him  according  to  your  law*  The 
Jews  said  unto  him.  It  is  not  lawful  for  us  to 

32  put  any  man  to  death  ;*    That  the  saying  of 

*  Jliia  was  true.  The  Ramans  had  pHower  in  all  eapilal 
offences.  Tet  the  eharge  for  whick  Christ  was  eondeoiBed, 
was  preferred  by  the  Jews,  whieh  was  blas^heinj% 
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Jesus   might    be    fulfilled,   wlrieh  lie   spake, 

33  signifying  what  death  he  should  die.  Then 
Pilate  entered  into  the  judgment-hall  again,  and 
called  Jesus,  and  said  unto  liim,  Art  thou  the 

34  king  of  the  Jews  ?•  Jesus  answered  him, 
Dost  thou  say  this  of  thyself,  or  did  others  tell 

35  it  thee  of  me  ?t  Pilate  replied,  Am  I  a 
Jew  ?  Thine  own  nation,  and  the  chief  priests 
have  delivered  thee  uiito  me.     What  hast  thoa 

36  done  ?  Jesus  answered,  My  kingdom  is  not 
of  this  world.  If  my.  kingdom  were  of  tliis 
world,  then  would  my  servants  fight,  that  I 
should  not  be  delivered  to  the  Jews :    but  my 

37  kingdom  is  not  from  hence.  Then  Pilate  said 
unto  him,  Art  thou  a  king  then  ?  Jesus  answer- 

.  ed,  Thou  sayest  that  I  am  a  king.  J  To  this 
end  was  I  born,  and  for  this  cause  came  I  into 
the  world,  that  I  should  bear  witness  unto  the 
truth.     Every  one  that  is  of  the  truth  heareth 

38  my  voice.  Pilate  said  unto  him,  What  is 
truth  ?i  And  when  he  had  said  this,  he  went 
out  again  unto  the  Jews,  and  said  unto  them, 

39  I  find  in  him  no  fault  at  all.  But  ye  have  a 
custom,  that  I  should  release  one  unto  you  at 
the  passover  :    will  ye  therefore  that  I  release 

40  unto  you  the  king  of  the  Jews  ?    Then  ihey 

*  Do  you  pretend  to  be  a  king  ?  or  to  exercise  civil  power 
in  opDosition  to  Csesar,  niy  maater,  the  emperor  of  Ronie  ? 

t  Did  this  inquiry  originate  with  yourself,  or  did  the  Jews 
suggest  it  to  you  P 

i  Though  Christ  acknowle<lges  himself  a  king  ;  yet  he 
declares  it  was  in  a  moral  and  spiritual  genge. 

§  Not,  perhaps,  troth,  abstractly  considered,  but  whA  is 
the  truth  of  which  you  speak. 
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all  cried  again,  saying,  Not  this  man,  but 
Barabbas.     Now  Barabbas  was  a  robber.^ 


CHAP.  XIX. 

1  THEN  Pilate  took  Jesus,  and  scourged  him. 

2  And  the  soldiers  platted  a  crown  of  thorns, 
and  put  it  on  his  head,  and  they  put  on  him  a 

3  purple  robe,  and  said,  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews  ! 

4  And  they  smote  him  with  their  hands.  Then 
Pilate  went  out  again,  and  saith  unto  them, 
Behold,  I  bring  him  forth  to  you,  that  ye  may 

5  know  that  I  find  no  fault  in  him.  Then  Jesus 
came  foxtb,  wearing  the  crown  of  thorns,  and 
the  purple  robe.     And  Pilate  saith  unto  them, 

6  Behold  the  man  !  But  when  the  chief  priests 
and  officers  saw  him,  they  cried  out,  saying, 
Crucify  hitn^  crucify  him.  Pilate  saith  unto 
them,  Take  ye  him,  and  crucify' Aim.*    for  1 

7  find  no  fault  in  him.  The  Jews  answered 
him,  We  have  a  law,  and  by  our  law  he 
oujjht  to  die,  because  he  made  himself  the 
Son  of  God.t 

8  Now  when  Pilate  heard  that  saying,  he  was 

9  {he  more  afraid :  and  went  again  into  the 
judgment-Iiall,  and  said  unto  Jesus,   Whence 

*  Barabbas,  i.  e.  the  son  of  AbHa»--and  there  was  a  tradi- 
tion in  the  chnreh,  that  this  son  of  Abbas  was  also  named 
Jesus. 

t  The  law  of  Moses  directed,  that  all  false  prophets 
shoald  be  pat  to  death.  The  Jewsi  indeed,  pretended  that 
by  sajing  he  was  the  Son  of  God,  Christ  made  himself  eqnal 
to  Gad,  and  was  therefore  gnilty  of  blasphemy. 
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art  thou  ?    But  Jesus   gave  him  no  answer* 

10  Then  Pilate  saith  unlo  him,  Wilt  thou  not 
speak  to  me  ?  Dost  thou  not  know  that  Iliavc 
power  to  crucify  thee,  and  power  to  release 

11  thee  ?  Jesus  answered,  Thou  couldest  not 
have  any  power  against  me,  except  it  were 
given  thee  from  above  :  therefore  he  that 
delivered  me  unto  thee  hath  the  greater  sin. 

12  From  that  time  Pilate  sought  to  release  him  ; 
but  the  Jews  cried  out,  saying,  If  thou  let  diis 
man  go,  thou  art  not  Caesar's  friend.  Who- 
ever makcth  himself  a  kuig,  speaketh  against 
Caesar.* 

13  When  Pilate  heard  that  saying,  he  brought 
Jesus  forth,  and  sat  down  in  the  judgment^seat, 
in  a  place  that  is  called  the  pavement,  but  in 

14  v>ie  Hebrew,  Gahbatha.  And  it  was  the  pre- 
paration of  the  passover,  and  about  the  sixth 
hour.f     And  he  saith  unto  the  Jews,  Behold 

15  your  King.  But  they  cried  out,  Away  with 
/lim,  away  with  him,  crucify  him.  Pilate  saith 
unto  them,  Shall  I  crucifV  your  King  ?  The 
chief  priests  answered.  We  have  no  king  but 

16  Caesar,  t  Then  he  delivered  Jesus  unto  them 
to  be  crucified.     And  they  took  him  and  led 

17  him  away.     And  he,  bearing  his  cross,  went 

*  Aiur  aecosation,  that  would  tervc  their  purpose.  They 
had  just  before  charged  him  with  bhis*)hefnv  in  saying  that 
he  was  the  Son  of  God ;  and  they  pleatled  that  he  onsht  to 
die  for  that.  But  when  this  failed,  they  aeeused  aim  of 
sedition,  and  pretended  that  he  was  a  rival  to  Ceesar. 

t  That  is,  noon.  The  Jews  began  to  reckon  the  hours 
of  the  diy  from  6  oVlock  in  the  moniin!*. 

\  They  seem  to  have  renounce  both  their  Bavior  tini 
their  God. 
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forth  into  a  place  called,  The  place  of  a  skull, 
but   which  in  Hebrew   is   called  Golgotha  ; 

18  where  they  crucified  him,  and  two  others 
with  him,  one  on  either  side,  and  Jesus  in  the 
midst. 

19  And  Pilate  wrote  a  title,  and  put  it  on  the  cross. 
And  the  writing  was,  JESUS  OF  NAZAR- 
ETH, THE    KING    OF    THE  JEWS.* 

20  This  title  then  read  many  of  the  Jews  ;  for  the 
place  where  Jesus  was  crucified  was  nigh  to  the 
city :  and  it  was  written  in  Hebrew,  a«^ Greek, 

21  awrf  Latin.  Then  the  chief  priests  of  the  Jews 
said  to  Pilate,  Write  not.  The  King  of  the  Jews ; 
but    that  he  said,   I  am  King  of  the  Jews, 

22  Pilate  answered.  What  I  have  written,  I  have 
written. 

23  Then  the  soldiers,  when  they  had  crucified 
Jesus,  took  his  garments,  and  made  four  parts, 
to  every  solclitT  a  part,  and  also  his  coat :  now 
the  coat  was  without  scam,  M^oven  from  the  top 

24  throughout.  They  said  therefore  among  them- 
selves, Let  us  not  rend  it,  but  cast  lots  for  it 
whose  it  shall  be  ;  that  the  scripture  might  be 
fulfilled,  which  saith.  They  parted  my  raiment 
among  them,  and  for  my  vesture  they  cast  lots. 
These  things  therefore  the  soldiers  did. 

25  Now  there  stood  by  the  cross  of  Jesus,  his 
mother,  and  his  mother's  sister,  Mary  the  wife 

■26  of  Cleophas,  and  Mary  Magdalene,  When 
Jesus  saw  his  mother,  and  the  disciple  standing 

*  Pilate  made  a  shew  of  -saneertty  in  liis  conduct  toward 
JTesus  ;  and  yet,  no  doubt,  he  \Yould  have  been  ready  to  con- 
demn hiffl)  had  be  thought  him  aspiring  at  temporal  power* 
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by  whom  he  loved,  he  saith  unto  his  mother, 

27  Woman,  behold  thy  son.  Then  he  said  to  the 
disciple,  Behold  thy  mother.  And  from  thait 
hour  that  disciple  took  her  unto  his  own  house. 

28  After  this,  Jesus  knowing  that  all  things 
were  now   accomplished,   that  the  scripture 

29  might  be  fulfilled,  saith,  I  thirst.*  Now  there 
was  set  a  vessel  full  of  vinegar.  And  they 
filled  a  spunge  with  vinegar,  and  put  it  upon 

SO  hyssop,  and  {)Ut  it  to  his  mouth.  And  when 
Jesus  had  received  the  vinegar,  he  siiid,  It  is 
finished  :  and  he  bowed  his  head,  and  expired. 

31  The  Jews  therefore,  because  it  was  the  pre- 
paration,  that  the  bodies  should  not  remain 
upon  the  cross  on  the  sabbath-day,  (for  that 
sabbath- day  was  an  high  dayf)  besought  Pilate 
that  their  legs  might  be  broken,  and  that  thw 

32  might  be  taken  away„  Then  the  soldiers cume, 
and  brake  the  legs  of  the  first  and  of  the  other 

33  who  was  crucified  with  him.  But  when  they 
came  to  Jesus,  and  saw  that  he  was  dead  already, 

34  they  did  not  break  his  legs«  But  one  of  the  soldiers 

with  a  spear  pierced  his  side,  and  forthwith 

35  there  came  out  blood  and  water.  And  he  who 
saw  it  bear  witness,  and  his  testimony  is  true : 
and  he  knoweth  that  he  speaks  the  truth,  that 

36  ye  might  believe.  For  these  things  were  done, 
that  the  scripture  should  be  fulfilled,  A  bone 

^7  of  him  shall  not  be  broken.  And  again 
another  scripture  saith,  They  shall  look  on  him 
whom  they  pierced.J 

*  See  Psalm  Ixix.  20. 
t  A  great  day — it  was  their  passey.er. 
.  i  See  Exodus  xii.  46.  Zacliariah  xii.  10. 
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58  And  after  tliis,  Joseph  of  Arimathea  (who 
was  a  disciple  of  Jesus,  but  secretly,  for  fear  of 
the  Jews)  besought  Pilate  that  he  might  take 
away  the  body  of  Jesus  :  and  Pilate  gave  him 
leave.     He  came  therefore,  and  took  the  body 

59  of  Jesus.  And  Nicodemus  came  also  (who  at 
the  first  came  to  Jesus  by  night)  and  brought 
a  mixture  of  myrrh  and  aloes,  about  an   hund* 

40  red  pound  weight.*  Then  they  took  the  body 
of  Jesus,  and  wound  it  in  linen  clothes  with 
spices,  as  the  manner  of  the  Jews  is  to  bury. 

41  Now  in  the  place  where  he  was  crucified,  there 
was  a  garden  ;  and  in  the  garden  a  new  sepul- 
chre wherein  no    man  was   ever    yet  laid* 

42  There  they  laid  Jesus,  because  of  the  Jews' 
preparation-</dy,  for  the  sepulchre  was  nigh  at 
hand* 


CHAP.  XX. 

1  THE  first  day  of  the  week,  Mary  Magda- 
lene  cometh  to  the  sepulchre,  early  whilst  it 
was  yet  dark,  and  seeth  the  stone  taken  away 

2  from  the  sepulchrcf     Then  she  runneth,  and 

*  Here  also  was  a  remarkalHc  fulfillment  of  prophecy^ 
that  his  grave  should  be  with  the  rich. 

t  St.  John,  who  had  probably  seen  the  other  gospek 
wlien  ke  wrote,  is  very  particular  in  his  relation  of  eircum- 
stanees  attending  the  resurrection  of  Christ.  The  events 
probably  took  place  in  the  oHier  of  time  a«  follows,  viz. 
**Early  in  the  mornins;  on  which  Chfi»t  rose,  Mary  Mag- 
dalene, with  some^  other  women,  went  to  the  sepulchre,  ta 
embalm  the  body  of  their  Lord.  The  guards,  alarmed  by 
the  earthquake,  and  the  appearance  of  an  angel  who  re** 
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Cometh  to  Simon  Peter,  and  to  the  other  disci- 
ple whom  Jesus  loved,  and  saith  unto  them, 
They  have  taken  away  the  Lord  out  of  the 
sepulchre,  and  we  know  not   where  they  have 

3  laid  him.     Then  Peter  and  that  other  disciple 

4  went  out,  and  came  to  the  sepulchre.  And 
they  ran  both  together :  but  the  other  disciple 
outran  Peter,  and  came  first  to  the  sepulchre. 

moved  the  stone  from  the  lAoulh  of  the  sepulchre,  had  left 
their  station.  The  women  found  the  sepulchre  open,  and 
Ihe  body  gone.  Mary  >vent  immediately  and  alone  to  in* 
form  Peter  and  John.  The  other  women  remained  near 
the  sepulchre  in  anxious  expectation,  to  whom  angels  ap- 
peared and  declared  that  Jesus  was  risen.  The  women 
then  left  the  sepulchre,  and  went  to  tell  the  disciples.  In 
the  mean  time,  Peter  and  John,  who  had  heard  the  aecomi 
of  Mary,  go  with  haste  to  the  sepulchre,  followed  by  Marr. 
The  apostles  went  into  the  sepulchre,  and  found  the  sepal* 
chral  clothes  lyins  in  order,  out  the  body  they  found  »•!, 
and  they  depaVted.  Mary  still  remained,  weepinff.  She 
also  saw  the  angels,  who  spake  to  her,  and  assured  her  that 
Chris^  w^as  risen,  as  he  had  predicted  before  hit  deatK 
Very  soon  after,  on  turning  herself  round,  she  saw  Jesus,  bnt 
did  not  at  first  know  that  it  was  her  Lord.  As  soon,  how- 
ever, as  lie  addressed  her  by  name,  she  reeognizelS  him.  He 
directed  her  to  go  and  inform  his  disciples  that  he  was  alire 
again.  By  this  time  the  other  women  had  returned  to  the 
sepulchre :  and  as  they  were  going  again  to  the  city,  Jesas 
spoke  to  them  also,  and  sent  by  them  a  message  to  his  dis- 
ciples, similar  to  the  one  siren  to  Mary.  In  the  course  of 
the  momiHg,  some  (not  all)  of  the  guard  went  to  the  leading 
Jews,  and  received  from  them  directions  as  to  the  n*port 
which  they  made  afterward  to  the  Roman  governor  andfthe 
people.  After  this,  on  the  same  day,  Christ  appeared  to 
Peter ;  then  to  Cleopas  and  a  fellow  disciple,  as  they  were 
on  their  way  to  Emmaus  ;  and  afterwards,  in  Jerusalem^ 
to  the  eleven  apostles  j  then  to  the  twelve  repeatedly,  and 
to  several  hundreds  at  onee,  before  his  ascension  into 
heaven." 
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5  And  stooping  down,  he  saw  the  linen  clothes 

6  lying ;  yet  he  went  not  in.  Then  Simon  Pe- 
ter wlio  followed  him,  came  Dp  and  went  into 
the  sepulchre,   and  saw  the   linen  clothes  lie  ; 

7  and  the  napkin  which  was  about  his  head  not 
lying  with  the  linen  clothes,  but  wrapped  to- 

8  gether  in  a  place  by  itself.  Then  the  other 
disciple,  who  came  first  to  the  sepulchre,  went 

9  in  also,  and  he  saw  and^believed.  (For  as  yet 
they  knew   not  the  scripture  that  he  must  rise 

10  again  from  the  dead.*)  Then  the  disciples 
went  away  again  unto  their  own  home. 

11  But  Mary  stood  without  the  sepulchre 
weeping  :t  and  as  she  wept,  she  stooped  down, 

12  end  looked  into  the  sepulchre,  and  seeth  two 
angels  in  white,  sitting,  the  one  at  the  head, 
and  the  other  at  the  feet,  where  the  body  of 

13  Jesus  had  laid  :  and  they  say  unto  her.  Wo- 
man, why  weepest  thou  ?  She  saith  unto  them, 
Because  they  have  taken  away  my  Lord,  and  I 

14  know  not  where  they  have  laid  him.  And 
when  she  had  thus  said,  she  turned  herself 
back,  and   saw  Jesus  standing,  but  knew  not 

15  that  it  was  Jesus.  Jesus  saith  unto  her, 
Woman,  why  weepest  thou  ?  whom  seekest 
thou  ?  Supposing  him  to  be  the  gardener,  she 
saith  unto  him,  Sir,  if  thou  hast  borne  him 
hence,  tell  me  wh<Te  thou  hast  laid  him,  and  I 


*  The  disciples  of  Jesus  had  no  predisposition  to  believe 
in  the  resarreetion  of  their  Master.  They  had  no  expe^jta- 
tion  ttf  any  such  event. 

t  Mary  then  must  have  returned  to  the  sepulchre,  \y[0\ 
tbetwQ  aposU^s,  or  soou  after,  while  they  were  there. 
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16  will  take  him  away.*  Jesus  saith  imto  her, 
Mary.     She  turned  herself,  and  saith  unto  him, 

17  Rabboni ;  which  is  to  say,  Master.  Jesus 
saith  unto  her,  Touch  me  not  if  for  I  am 
not  yet  ascended  to  my  Father  :  but  go  to  my 
brethren,  and  say  unto  them,  I  ascend  unto 
my  Father  and  your  Father,  and  to  my  God 

18  and  your  God.J  Mary  Magdalene  came  and 
told  the  disciples  that  she  had  seen  the  Lord, 
and  that  he  had  spoken  these  things  unto  her. 

19  Then  the  same  day  at  evening,  being  the 
first  day  of  the  week,  when  the  doors  were 
shut  where  the  disciples  were  assembled  for 
fear  of  the  Jews,  Jesus  came  and  stood  in  the 
midst,  and  said  unto  them,  Peace  be  unto  you. 

20  And  when  he  had  so  said,  he  shewed  unto 
them  his  hands  and  his  side.  Then  the  disci- 
ples were   glad    when  they  saw   the  Lord. 

i2I  Then  Jesus  said  to  them  again.  Peace  be  unto 
you  :    as  the  Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so  I 

22  send  you.  And  when  he  had  said  this,  he 
breathed  on  thentj  and  saith  unto  them,  Receive 

23  ye  tlie  Holy  Spirit.  Whose  soever  sins  ye 
remit,  they  are  remitted  unto  them  ;  and 
whose  soever  sins  ye  retain,  tliey  are  retained.} 

*  It  will  be  remembered  that  Mary  and  otiiers  bad  provi- 
ded spices  to  embalm  the  dead  body  of  Jesus, 

t  Or,  detain  me  not.  No  doubt,  in  her  joy  and  surprise, 
fihe  was  ready  to  full  down  at  liis  feet  and  embrace  him. 

^  That  is :  I  do  not  immediately  aseend  :  therefore  do 
not  now  detain  me  :  but  inform  the  apostles  that  though  I 
4 Iiali  soon  ascend  to  heaven,  I  will  fir§t  see  them. 

§  This  power  was  given  only  to  the  apostles.  Ther 
had  supernatural  powers,  and  therefore  Knew  who  w<a 
sincerely  penit<?nt. 
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24  But  Thomasi  one  of  the  twelve,  called  Didy- 
mus,  was  not  with  them  when  Jesus  came. 

25  The  other  disciples  therefore  said  unto  him, 
We  have  seen  the  Lord.  But  he  said  unto 
them,  Except  I  shall  see  in  his  hands  the  print 
of  the  nails^  and  put  my  finder  into  the  print 
of  the  nails,  and  thrust  my  hand  into  his  side^ 
I  will  not  believe. 

Q&  After  eight  days  again  his  disciples  were 
within,t  and  Thomas  with  them  :  then  came 
lesus,  the  doors  being  shut,  and  stood  in  the 

27  midst,  and  said,  Peace  be  unto  you.  Then  he 
said  ta  Thomas,  Reach  hither  thy  finger,  and 
behold  my  hands ;  and  reach  hither  thy  hand, 
and  thrust  it  into  my  side  :    and  be  not  faith- 

28  less,,  but  believe.  And  Thomas  answered, 
and.  said  unto,  him^  My  Lord,  and  my  God. 

29  Jesus  saith.  unto  him,  Thomas,  because  thou 
hast  seen  me,  thoit  hast  believed  :  blessed 
are  they   who  have  not  seen,  and  yet   have 

believed.J 

30  And  indeed  many  other  signs  Jesus  did  in 

*  Wlierehe  was  pierced  witli  a  spear. 

t  Jesuji  rose  from  the  grave  on  the  first  day  of  the  week, 
and  appeared  to  his  disciples.  Eight  dAys  afler,  that  is,  on 
the  neit  Sunday,  or  first  day  of  the  week,  they  were  again 
assemhled,.  when  Jesus. eame  to  them^  And  it  appears  that 
after  this,  the  digeiples.  observed  the  first  day  of  the  week 
to  eonunemorate  the  resurrection  of  Cln^ist,  and  for  religious 
worship. 

I  Air eamiot  see  Jesus,  nor  have  personal  knowledge  of 
bb  miracles  :  There  is,  however,  sufficient  evidence  of  the 
miracles. apdL  resurrection  of  Christ  to  convince  the  candid 
and  well  disposed :  and  they  who  believe  and  obey  hifn, 
will  he  blessed  by  partaking  of  the  hopes  and  promises ^f  his. 
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the  presence  of  his  disciples,  which  are  not 
31  written  in  this  book.  But  these  are  written, 
that  ye  might  believe  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ, 
the  Son  of  God  ;  and  that  believing,  ye  might 
have  life  through  his  name. 


CHAP.  XXL 

1  AFTER  these  things,  Jesus  shewed  himself 
again  to  the  disciples  :  It  was  at  the  sea  of 
Tiberias,  and  in  this  manner  that  he  appeared* 

2  There  were  there  Simon  Peter,  and  Thomas 
called  Didymus,  and  Nathanel  of  Cana  in 
Galilee,  and  the  sons  of  Zebedee,  and  two  other 

3  of  his  disciples.  Simon  Peter  saith  unto  them, 
I  go  to  fish.  They  said  unto  him.  We  also 
will  go  with  thee.  And  they  went  forth,  and 
entered  into  a  ship   immediately  ;     but  that 

4  night  they  caught  nothing.  And  when  the 
morning  was  come,  Jesus  stood  on  the  shore  : 
but  the  disciples  knew  not  that  it  was  Jesus. 

5  Then  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Children,  have  ye 

6  «ny  meat  ?  They  answered  him,  No.  And 
he  said  unto  them.  Cast  the  net  on  the  right 
side  of  the  ship,  and  ye  shall  find.  Then  they 
cast  it,  and  were  not  able  to  draw  it  fox  the 

7  multitude  of  fishes.  Then  that  disciple  whom 
Jesus  loved  saith  unto  Peter,  It  is  the  Lord 
When  Simon  Peter  heard  that  it  was  the  Lord, 
he  girt  on  a  fisher's  coat  (for  he  was  naked)  and 

8  cast  himself  into  the  sea.  And  the  other  dis- 
ciples came  in  the  boat  (for  they  were  not  far 
from  land,  but  as  it  were  two  hundred  cubits) 
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9  dragging  thenet  with  fishes.     As  soon  then  as 
they  were   come  to  land,  they  saw  a  fire  of 

10  Goais  and  fish  laid  thereon,  and  bread.  Jesus 
saith  unto  them,  Bring  of  the  fish  which  ye 

1 1  have  now  caught.  Simon  Peter  went  up,  and 
drew  the  net  to  land  full  of  great  fishes,  an 
hundred  and  fifty  and  three  •.  and  though  there 
were   so  many,  yet  the  net  was  not  broken. 

12  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Come  and  dine.  And 
none  of  the  disciples  durst  ask  him,  Who  art 

13  thou  ?  knowing  that  it  was  the  Lord.  Jesus 
then  Cometh,  and  taketh  bread,  and  giveth 

14  them,  and  fish  likewise.  This  is  now  the 
third  time  that  Jesus  appeared  to  his  disciples, 
after  he  was  risen  from  the  dej^d. 

15  And  when  they  had  dined,  Jesus  said 
to  Simon   Peter,  Simon  son  of  Jonas,  lovest 

.   thou  me  more  than  these  ?    He  said  unto  him. 
Yea,  Lord :    thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee. 

16  He  saith  unto  him.  Feed  my  lambs.  He  saith 
to  him  again  the  second  time,  Simon  son  of 
Jonas,  loVestthou  me?  He  saith  unto  him,. 
Y#a,  Lord  :    thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee. 

17  He  said  unto  him,  Feed  my  sheep.  He  saitlt 
unto  him  the  tWrd  time,  Simon  son  of  Jonas, 
lovest  thou  me  ?*  Peter  was  grieved,  because 
he  said  unto  him  the  third  time,^  Lovest  thoa 
me?  And  he  said  unto  him.  Lord,  thou 
knowest  all  things  ;   thou  knowest  that  1  love 

*  As  Peter  iiad  lately  denied  his  Lord,  it  was  fitting  that 
lie  should  be  ({Hestioaea  ia  this  manner,  to  remind  him  of 
his  former  weakness ;  and  to  put  him  on  his  guard  against 
future  trials^  and  temptations.. 
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thee.     Jesus  saith  unto   him.  Feed  my  sheep.

A  CHRONOLOOIG  AL  statement  of  the  prineipal  events 
in  the  life  of  Christ,  aeeording  to  the  most  learned  el*ities; 
whieh  may  be  of  use  in  perusing  his  history,  as  given  by  the 
•vangelists.  / 

Sometime  in  the  beginnidg  of  the  year,  after  our  Savior 
was  twenty-eight,  he  was  baptized  by  John^  and  retired  for 
the  spaee  of  forty  days  to  the  desert.  Boon  after  he  visited 
those  places  where  John  was  exhorting,  and  two  of  his  dis- 
ciples followed  our  Lord.  Not  long  after  this  event,  he 
went  into  Galilee,  and  was  at  Cana.  at  a  marriage,  (probahly 
of  some  family  relation,)  tvhere  he  turned  the  water  into 
wine.  The  first  of  March,  he  travelled  into  Capernaum, 
in  the  north  of  Galilee,  and  distant  from  Jerusalem  about 
ninety  miles.  After  preaehinz  some  weeks  at  Capernaum 
and  vieinity,  be  went  np  to  Jerusalem,  which  the  fame  of 
his  miracles  and  doctrines  had  already  reached.  Here  h^ 
drove  the  traders  and  brokers  from  the  temple,  and  convers- 
ed with  Nicodemus.  He  then  left  Jerusalem,  and  passed 
through  the  fields  of  grain  on  the  sabbath,  with  his  disciples, 
who  gathered  of  the  com  and  did  cat.  In  this  journey, 
which  was  probably  in  early  May,he  visited  Sycharand  Cana, 
where  he  healed  the  nobleman's  son.  At  the  feast  of  Pente- 
eost,  he  went  again  to  Jerusalem,  where  he  healed  an  infirm 
man ;  but  soon  departed^  and  left  Judea  for  Galilee.    And  ill 
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this  part  of  the  country  he  seems  to  hmve  eondmied  uBtil  tk 
month  of  September*  The  last  of  this  month  was  the  festt 
of  Tabernacles ;  and  Jesns  a.^ain  visited  Jerasatem.  He 
here,  at  this  period,  restored  a  blind  man  to  bis  sight  He 
then  left  Judea  again,  and  preached  more  publielj  asd 
frequently  in  Galilee.  He  is  rejected  at  Nazareth^  the  plaoe 
#f  his  youth  and  education.  He  goes  to  Capernaum  and 
calls  several  of  bis  disciples:  heals  a  demoniac,  or  an  iasaoe 
person,  and  the  mother  of  Peter's  wire,iScc.  ^bout  this 
time,  which  was  towards  the  close  of  (he  year,  he  delivered 
his  sermon  from  the  mount ;  healed  a  leper,  returned  toiKe 
lake  of  Oennesareth,  (or  sea  of  Galilee,  as  it  is  often  call- 
ed ^  cured  a  demoniac,  returned  to  Capernaum,  restored 
the  paralytic,  and  called  Matthew.  Soon  after,  he  raised 
Jairns'  daughter,  designated  his  twelve  disciples,  and  s^'ut 
them  out  to  preach  his  gospel.  A  few  days  from  this,  lie 
raised  the  widow's  son  at  N'ain,  and  received  a  visit  from 
the  disciples  of  John,  who  came  to  inquire  whether  he  was 
the  Messiah.  About  this  time  also,  he  sent  out  the  seventy 
to  teach  and  preach  through  many  parts  of  Judea.  Tlie 
ten  lepers  were  also  cured  by  him,  and  he  visits  Mary 
and  Martha  at  Bethany.  The  feast  of  dedication  approach- 
ed,  and  he  vient  again  to  Jerusalem.  This  was  in  I>eeein- 
ber ;  and  the  Jews  seeking  to  lies  troy  him,  he  departed 
tQ_B£thabai*a,liear  the  Jordan,  where  he  seems  to  haw 
heen  joined  by  the  twelve  disciples— the  be/a^nniag  of 
January,  A.  D.  29,  Jesus  went  to  Bethany,  near  Jerusalejo, 
where  he  raised  Lazarus  from  the  dead.  About  this  time 
vre  may  place  the  miracle  of  curing  I  he  man  with  s 
withered  hand ;  after  which  he  went  again  to  the  lake  in 
Ualilee,  where  he  cured  a  dumb  and  blind  demoniae,deIivered 
the  parable  of  the  sower,  &c.  He  then  visited  Nazareth : 
at  which  time  Herod  returned  to  Galilee.  O'ur  Lord  then 
retired  into  Philip's  territory,  the  most  northern  part  of  Jodea, 
and  fed  the  five  thousand  by  t|.  miracle  ,who  were  destitute  of 
food.  He  preached  in  the  synagogue  at  Cape rnaam,  and 
commenced  his  journey  to  the  >  icinity  of  Tyre  and  Sydoo, 
(in  Coelo-Syria,  or  Phcenice,)  on  the  coast  of  the  Mediterra- 
nean and  north  of  Judea.  Returniiii^  from  his  journey,  he 
miraculously  fed  the  four  thousand  u  ho  were  attending  on 
bis  ministry.  At  Bethsaida,  in  Galilee,  he  gave  sight  to  a 
blind  mad.    About  this  time,  ^Mareh,)  his  transfiguration 
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took  placet  •«  mount  Tabor.  Again  lie  went  to  Caper- 
naum :  so  that  the  people  in  this  place  frequentlj  enjoyed 
(he  privilege  of  Christ's  personal  preachin,^,  an(i  yet 
believed  not  on  him.  \  fetv  days  after,  he  left  Galilee- 
IfSr  the  last  time — he  entered  Samaria,  but  altering  his 
conrse,  he  visited  Jericho,  was  entertained  by  Zai:cheus,gave 
sight  to  Wind  Bartimeus,  and  arrived  at  Bethany — on  Sun- 
day, he  went  to  Jerusalem— on  Monday  was  the  miracle  of 
the  fig-tree  :  and  he  also  drove  out  of  the  temple  the  money 
changers  and  traftickers — Tuesday,  he  delivered  several 
discoarscs— Wednesday,  uttered  the  prophecies  of  the 
destraetion  of  Jerusalem  and  the  temple*--delivered  some 
parables  to  his  disciples,  and  supped  at  the  house  of  Simon. 
Thursday,  he  ate  the  passover  with  his  disciples — Friday, 
fvtts  crucified. 
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PREFATORY  REMARKS 

TO 

THE  ACTS  OF  THE  APOSTLES. 


THIS  history  of  (be  labors,  jonrnies  and  sufferings  of  tk 
lioly  apostles  is  universally  attributed  to  Luke,  who  wrote 
the  gospel  which  hears  his  name.  It  was  written  som 
after  his  gospel,  and  addressed  to  a  Christian  eon  vert  of 
-distinction,  who  seems  to  have  been  desirous  of  knowing 
the  history  both  of  Christ,  and  of  the  apostles.  Luke 
accompanied  St  Paul  in  part  of  his  travels^  when  enga^ 
ia  preaching  the  gospel  to  the  heathen  world :  And  froB 
his  acquaintance  with  the  other  aBostles,  was  able  to  give  t 
correct  account  of  the  events  whieh  took  place  soon  after 
the  ascension  of  our  Lord^  and  before  the  eonversion  of  Paul 
from  Judaism  («  Christianity.  This  history  may  he  con- 
sidered a  continuation  of  his  gospel,  and  was^  prohaUf 
written  in  the  year  64»  or  6d.  It  embraces  a  period  nf  abont 
thirty -six  years ;  and  closes  with  Paul's  first  visit  to  Rome, 
where  he  remained  as  a  prisoner  for  thf  space  of  two  years. 
After  tliis)  St.  Paul  travelled  through  a  great  part  of 
Greece,  and  again  visited  Rome,  h  here  lie  was  put  lo  death. 
But  Luke  has  given  no  relation  of  this  journey^  and  proba- 
bly did  not  accompany  the  apostle  during  this  period. 

We  learn  from  this  history  the  manner  in  which  Chrtc* 
tianity  was  propagated  in  the  world.  For  several  year». 
the  apostles  remained  in  Judea,  preaching  the  doctrines  of 
the  gospel  to  their  own  countrymen  only,  as  they  were 
directed  by  Christ  Fifty  days  after  his  resurrection,  when 
the  disciples  were  collected  together  for  the  purpose  of 
religious  intercourse  and  prayer^  they  were  endued  with 
gifts  and  powers  of  the  divine  spirit,  by  which  they  were 
quali&ed  to  perform  miracles,  and  to  speak  lansuages 
whieh  they  had  never  studied.  And  this  was  according  ti 
the  declarations  of  our  Lord  himself,  as  well  as  to  the  prr- 
dictions  of  ancient  prophets.    Far  he  had  assured  his  apoi* 
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ties  that  he  would  impart  to  them  the  holj  spirit,  to  gnicle 
and  assist  them  in  the  great  work  of  establishing  Christianity 
in  the  world. 

We  might  summarily  account  for  the  prevalence  of  the 
gospel,  by  considering  that  it  was  the  eanse  of  God,  and 
that  it  received  divine  aid  ami  support.     But  in  accora^ 
plishing  his   moral  purposes,  the   jDeity  usually  operates 
by  means  of  human  agency.     In  this  instance,  the  apostles 
were  made  instruments  of  spreading  the  eospcl  through  the 
nationsof  the  earth.     They  were  endued  with  both  know- 
ledge and  power  from  on  hio^h.    In  addressing  the  Jews, 
they  refer  to  the  predictions  contained  in  their  saered  bunks ; 
and  speak  of  Jesus  of  Nazareth  as  the  great  prophet  whom 
their  nation  had  long  expected.    They  insist  that  he  is  the 
Messiah,  of  whom  Moses,  David  and  other  inspired  men 
had  written,  and  whose  coming  had  long  been  anticipated  by 
their  pious  ancestors.    The  Gentiles  they  addressed  in  a 
diflerent  manner,  as  being  involved  in  the  grossest  errors, 
respecting  the  character  of  God  and  the  terms  of  acceptance 
with  him.     To  both  Jews  and  heathens,  they  declared  the 
doctrine  of  a  future  life,  and  of  a  resurrection  to  an  incor- 
ruptible existence,  on  the  authority  of  their  divine  Master, 
who  rose  from  the  tomb  himself,  and  thus  gave  full  proof 
that  all  mankind   will  be  rai-ed  from  the  sleep  of  death. 
They  taught  a  sublime  system  of  morals,  such  as^the  world 
had  never  known :    They  declared  the  great  fundamental 
article  of  all  true  religion  and  true  philosophy,  that  there 
is  but  one  God,  the  Maker,  Preserver  and  moral  Governor 
t)f  men :    that  all  the  gods  of  the  heathen  were  false  and 
imaginary  deities :    and  that  God  was  propitious  and  gra- 
eions,  requiring  all  men  to  repent,  and  offering  them  panlon 
and  favor  by  Jesus,  the  Messiah,  whom  he  had  constituted 
the  spiritual  Vrince  and  Savior  of  the  moral  world.  To  give 
aathority  to  these  doctrines,  and  to  prove  that  they  were 
commissioned  from  heaven  to  teach  them,  they  were  en- 
abled to  perform  miracles^  and  to  speak  languages  Mhirh 
they  had  never  learned.    As  might  have  been  exjre<'ted,  the 
effect  was  great  and   extensive.     Men  of  fair  and  honest 
minds,  whatever  had  been  their  errors   and  prejudices  cf 
education,  embraced  the  doctrines  of  the  gospel :  and  within 
forty  years  from  the  death  of  Christ,  who  had  l)i*crp«criieified 
as  a  malefactor,  immense  multitudes  iti  all  paiis  uf  the 
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eivilizcd  world  were  nambered  among  (he  dheipleft  of  Jesni 
of  Nazareth ;  of  those  some  of  the  greatest  philosophers  of 
the  age. 

At  the  feast  of  Penteeost,  soon  after  the  resurrection  and 
ascension  of  Christ,  where  the  apostles  were  endowed 
with  miraculous  power,  there  were  visiting  at  Jerusalem 
devout  Jews  from  almost  every  part  of  the  world  tbei 
civilized.  These  inH!»t  have  eommnnieated  someUiiug  of  a 
knowledge  of  the  gospel  on  their  return  to  the  several 
countries  they  inhabited.  And  the  apostles  afterwards 
travelled  into  various  parts  of  Italy,  Oreeee,  Persia,  India, 
Arabia,  Egypt,  Ethiopia,  &e.  for  the  sole  purpose  of  teaeb- 
ing  the  truths  of  our  holy  religion.  Peter  and  Paul,  at- 
tended by  Lnke  and  Mark,  preachbdat  Rome,  and  in  other 
cities  of  Italy.  St.Paul  also  went  through  the  different  states 
of  Greece  more  than  once,  accompanied  by  Luke,  Baroa* 
has,  Silas,  or  Timotliy.  Some  have  supposed  that  he  was 
in  Spain,  and  even  in  Britain.  But  there  is  no  antheotie 
account  that  he  was  ever  in  either  of  these  countries,  thongh 
it.  was,  at  one  time,  his  determination  to  have  visited  Spaia 
lie  was  also  in  Arabia  soon  after  his  conversion.  Ifaere 
too,  probably  he  testified  of  Christ ;  though  one  object  of 
liis  returning  into  that  country,  might  have  been  private 
meditation.  The  apostle  John  is  also  supposed  to  have 
visited  Rome;  as  he  certainly  did  many  lilies  and  coqd- 
tries  of  Greece,  teaching  the  history,  and  declaring  the 
doctrines  of  his  divine  Master.  Matthew  taught  in 
Ethiopia  and  in  Parthia;  Thomas,  in  Persia;  B^holo- 
mew,  in  the  western  parts  of  India.  Andrew  is  supposed 
to  have  preached  to  the  Scythians  and  others  bordering  on 
the  north  of  Greece  in  Europe.  Philip,  after  traveifine 
through  various  paKs  of  Jndea  and  making  disciples,  is  sail 
to  have  gone  into  Phrygia,  and  other  states  or  Greece  in 
the  western  parts  of  Asia.  And  Jude,  the  brother  of  Jame», 
known  also  by  the  name  of  Libbeus  and  Thaddeus^  preached 
the  gospel  in  Mesopotamia,  an  extensive  country,  north  of 
Jndea  and  Syria,  and  eastward  of  Greece  in  Asia. 

The  greater  portion  of  this  book  is  but  a  history  of  the 
labors  and  preaehing  of  the  apostle  Paul.  He  was  a  pow- 
erful instrument  in  tne  hands  of  providence,  for  spreading 
the  knowledge  of  the  glorious  gospel.  He  was  natorall? 
ardent,  zealous  and  persevering,    lie  was  bom  of  Jenitf 
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]>areiits,  and  educateil  in  the  religion  of  his  fathers  with 
^reat  care  and  strictness.  In  Tarsus,  a  Grecian  eity,  the 
place  of  his  birth  and  early  education,  he  must  have  enjoyed 
f^reat  advantages  fur  acquiring  human  knowledge.  Greece 
had  then  been  long  eeiebraled  for  its  academies  and  instruc- 
tors. Great  progress  had  been  made  fu  various  branches 
of  literature  and  science  5  particularly  in  philology,  in 
rhetoric  and  oratory.  To  excel  as  a  disputant  and  as  a 
public  speaker,  was  the  highest  praise.  St.  Paul,  no  doubt, 
had  accustomed  himself  to  these  exercises.  He  was  an 
eloquent  man  and  a  logician^  and  considering  the  place  of 
his  birth  and  family,  was  probably  acquainted  with  the 
peculiar  tenets  of  the  various  sects  of  philosophers,  whose 
systems  were  then  reeetved.  Under  the  instruction  of  Ga- 
maliel, a  learned  Jewish  rabbi  of  Jerusalem,  he  was  fier- 
fectly  taught  the  eustoms,  rites  and  doctrines  of  the  Mosaie 
law,  and  became  versed  in  all  the  traditions  and  fanciful 
opinions  of  the  Hebrew  sehooL  This  man,  thus  endowed^ 
and  thus  qualified,  God  saw  fit,  in  his  infinite  wisdom  and 
grace,  to  select  as  an  apostle  and  missionary  in  the  cause  of 
Christianity — the  cause  of  moral  truth  and  of  virtue  to  this 
•ar  benighted,  degenerate  world.  God  was  pleased  to  reveal 
to  him  his  Son,  Jesus  Christ ;  and  to  make  him  instrumen- 
tal, tliroogh  the  influence  of  the  gospel  and  of  his  Holy 
Spirit,  ^^of  turning  meirfrom  darkness  to  light,  and  from 
the  power  of  Satan  unto  God,  that  they  might  thus  receive 
forgiveness  of  sins,  and  an  inheritance  among  those  who  aro 
sanctified."  The  apostle  was  not  disobedient  to  the  hea\  - 
enly  direction  |  but  testified  to  the  Jews  tirst,  and  also  to 
the  heathens,  that  Jesus  Christ  was  the  long-expected 
Messiah,  the  Sent  of  God,  who  had  come  to  enlighten  ami 
bless  the  world.  Much  of  the  history  of  the  apostolic  ser* 
vices  and  jonrnics  of  this  wonderful  man  is  given  by  Luke 
in  the  following  book.  Nor  can  it  be  perused,  \^e  think, 
by  a  serious  and  candid  mind,  without  perceiving  marks  of 
that  infinite  wisdom  and  power,  which  \>orkc'(h  ail  thin^ 
according  to  its  own  most  gracious  and  incomprehensible 
purposes  ^  overniling  the  weakness,  the  folly,  the  prejudices, 
and  even  the  wickedness  of  men,  for  the  instruction  and 
improvement  of  his  great  moral  family  on  the  earth.  The£e 
remarks  we  will  close  with  some  quotations  from  early' 
Christian  writers,  relative  to  this  book  of  the  .Sets  of  tkt 
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•Sipostles.  Theodoret^in  hiseommentarj  on  Golosslant  iv.l4, 
^Luke  the  beloved  physieian  saluteth  you/'  says,  ^^Tbis  is 
be  who  wrote  the  divine  gospel  and  the  history  of  the 
Acts«''  Jerome  observes,  in  a  letter  coneerning  the  study 
of  the  scriptures,  that  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles  seems  to 
premise  a  bare  history  ^  but  if  we  consider  that  the  writer 
is  Luk6  the .  physician,  we  shall  soon  discern  that  every 
word  is  suited  to  heal  the  maladies  of  the  soul.  Augostin 
says,  ^*Luke,  after  having  written  a  gospel,  eontaiuing  a 
history  of  Christ's  words  and  works  to  the  time  of  his  re- 
surreetion  arid  ascension,  wrote  surh  an  account  of  the  Aets 
of  the  Apostles  as  he  judged  sufficient  for  the  edification  of 
believers ;  and  it  is  (he  only  history  of  the  apostles,  whieh 
has  been  received  by  the  church ;  *all  others  being  rejected 
as  not  to  be  relied  on.''  The  testimonies  of  ancient  writers 
quoted  in  the  preface  to  St.  Lake's  gospel  mav  also  be 
ozamined  in  refcrenee  to  the  following  history  of  the  apos- 
tles.

gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  they  continued  in  Judea  witnessing 
to  the  truths  of  the  gospel  among  their  own  countrymea. 

\  Nearly  a  mile. 
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•  accord  in  prayer  and  supplicadon,  with  the  wo- 
men, and  Mary  the  mother  of  Jesus,  and  his 
brethren. 

15  And  in  those  days  Peter  stood  up  in  the 
midst  of  the  disciples,  (the  number  of  the 
names  together  being  about  an  hundred  and 

*16  twenty,)  and  said,  Men  and  brethren,  this 
scripture  must  needs  have  been  fulfilled,  which 
the  Holy  Spirit,  by  the  mouth  of  David, 
spake  before  concerning  Judas,  who  was  guide 

17  to  them  that  took  Jesus.*  (For  he  was  num- 
bered with  us,  and  had  obtained  a  share  in  this  ' 

18  ministry.  Now  this  man  purchased  a  field 
with  the  reward  of  iniquity  :  and  falling  head- 
long, he  burst  asunder  in  the  midst,  and  all 

19  his  bowels  gushed  out.  And  it  was  known  unto 
all  those  who  dwell  at  Jerusalem :  insomuch 
that  field  is  called  in  their  own  language,  Acel- 
dama ;    that  is  to  say,  The  field  of  blood.) 

20  For  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  Psalms,  Let 
his  habitation  be  desolate,  and  let  no  man  dwell 
therein.     And,  his  priestly  office  let  another 

21  take. t  Wherefore,  of  these  men  who  have 
associated  with  us  all  the-  time  that  the  Lord 

22  Jesus  weiit  in  and  out  among  us,  even  from 
the  baptism  of  John,  unto  the  very  day  that  he 
was  taken  up  from  us,  one  must  be  ordained 
to  be  a  witness  with  us  of  his  resurrection. 

23  And  they  appointed  two,  Joseph  called  Barsa- 
bas,  (who  was  surnamed  Justus,)  and  Matthias.

25  these  two  thou  hast  chosen,  that  he  may  take 
part  of  this  ministry  and  apostleship,  from 
which  Judas  by  transgression  fell,  that  he  might 

26  go  to  his  own  place.  And  they  gave  their  lots ; 
and  the  lot  fell  upon  Matthias  ;  and  he  was 
numbered  wjth  the  eleven  apostles* 


CHAP.  H. 

1  NOW  when  the  day  of  Pentecost  was  fully 
come,*  they  were  all  with  one  accord  in  one 

2  place.  And  suddenly  there  came  a  sound 
Irom  heaven,  as  of  a  rushing  mighty  wind,  and 
it  filled  all  the  house  where  they  were  sitting* 

3  And  there  appeared  unto  them  cloven  tongues,f 
like  as  of  fire,  and  it  sat  upon  each  of  them.^ 

4  And  they  were  all  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit, 
and  began  to  speak  other  languages,  as  the 

5  Spirit  gave  them  utterance.  And  there  were 
then  residing  at  Jerusalem,  devout  Jews,  from 

6  every  nation  under  heaven.  J    Now  when  this

was  Reported  abroad,  the  multitude  came  to- 
gether, and  were  confounded,  because  that 
every  man  heard  them  speak  in  his  own  lan- 

7  guage.  And  they  were  all  amazed,  and 
wondered,  saving  one  to*  another.  Behold,  are 

8  not  all  these  who  speak,  Galileans  ?*  And 
how   hear   we  every  man  in  our  own  tongue, 

9  wherein  we  were  born  ?  Pai'thians,  and  Medes, 
and  Elamites,  and  the  inhabitants  of  Mesopo- 
tamia,  and  of   Judea,   and    Cappadocia,    of 

10  Pontus,  and  Asia,t  Phrygia,  and  Pamphylia,  in 
Egypt,  and  in  the  parts  of  Lybia  about  Cyrene ; 
and  strangers  of  Rome,  Xews  and  proselytes  ; 

IL  Cretes  and  Arabiaps  ;  we  do  hear  them  speak 
in  our  languages  the  wonderful  works  of  God. 

12  And  they  were  all  amazed,  and  were  in  suspense, 
saying  one  to  another.  What   meaneth  this  ? 

13  Odiers,  scoffing,  said,  These  men  are  full  of 
new  wine, 

14  Then  Peter,  standing  up  with  the  eleven, 
lifted  up  his  voice,  and  said  unto  them,  Ye 
men  of  Judea,  and  all  ye  who  now  reside  at 
Jerusalem,  be  this  knovm  unto  you,  and  hearken 

1 5  to  my  words  :  For  these  are  not  drunken,  as 
ye  suppose,  seeing  it  is  but  the  third  hour  of 

16  the  day, J  but  this  is  that  which  was  spoken  by

20  vapour  of  smoke*  The  sun  shall  be  turned 
into  darkness,  and  the  moon  into  bloods  before 
thtit  great  and  notable  day  of  the  Lord  come-t 

21  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  whosoever 
shall  call  on  the  name  of  the  Lord  shall  be  saved. 

22  Ye  men  of  Israel,  attend  to  these  words ;  Jesus 
of  Nazareth,  a  man  approved  of  God  among  you 
by  miraclesjj  and  wonders,  and  signs,  which 
God   did  by  him  in  the  midst  of  you,  as  ye 

33  yourselves  also  know  ;  him,  being  delivered  J 
by  the  determinate  counsel  and  foreknowledge 
of  God,  ye  have  taken,  and  by   wicked  hands 

24  have  crucified  and  slain  ;  whom  God  hatli 
raised'up,  having  loosed  the  bonds  of  death :  be- 
cause it  was  not  possible  that  be  should  be  hold-

28  corruption.  Thou  hast  revealed  to  me  the 
ways  of  life  ;  thou  shalt  make  nie  full  of  joy 

29  by  thy  coimtenance-  Men  and  brethren,  let 
me  frely  speak  unto  you  of  the  patriarch  David, 
that  he  ib  bodi  dead  and  buried,  and  his  sepulclire 

30  is  with  us  unto  this  day.J  But  being  a 
prophet,  and  knowing  that  God  had  sworn  || 
with  an  oath  to  hira,  that  of  the  fruit  of  his 
loins,  according  to  the  flesh,  he  wguld  raise  up 

31  Christ  to  sit  on  his  throne  :  Foreseeing  this, 
he  spake  of  the  resurrection  of  Christ,  that  his

This  Jesus,  God  hath 
raised   up,   whereof    we    all    are    witnesses. 

33  Therefore  being  exalted  to  the  right  hand  of

36  stool-  Therefore  let  all  the  house  of  Israel  be 
assured,  that  God  hath  made  the  same  Jesus, 
whom  ye  have  crucified,  both  Lord  and  Christ  J 

37  Now  when  they  heard  fAf>,they  were  pricked 
in  their  hearts,  and  said  unto  Peter,  and  to  the 
rest  of  the  apostles.  Men  and  brethren,  what 

38  shall  we  do  ?  Then  Peter  said  \into  thero, 
Repent,  and  be  baptized  every  one  of  you,  in 
the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  for  the  remission  of 
sins,i  and  ye  shall  receive  the  ^ft  of  the  Holy 

39  Spirit.  ♦For  the  promisefl  is  unto  you,  and  to 
your  children,  and  to  all  that  are  afar  off,  even 
as   many   as   the   Lord   our  God   shall  call. 

40  And  with  many  other  words  he  testified1[  and 
exhorted,  saying,  Save  yourselves  from  this 
perverse  generation.

43  bread,  and  in  prayers.  And  fear  came  upon 
every  soul ;  and  many  wonders  and  signs  were 

44  done  by  the  apostles.  And  all  who  believed 
were  together,  and  had  all  things  common  ; 

45  aiKi  sold  their  possessions  and  goods,  and 
parted  diem  to  all  as  every  one  had  need. 

46  And  continuing  daily  with  one  accord  in  the 
temple,  and  breaking  bread  from  house  to 
house,  they  ate  their  meat  with  gladness  and 

47  singleness  of  heart  ;*  praising  God,  and  hav- 
ing favor  with  all  the  people.  And  the  Lord 
added  to  the  church  daily  such  as  should  be 
^aved.t

1  NOW  Peter  and  John  went  up  together 
into  the  temple,  at  the  hour  of  prayer,  ieing 

2  the  ninth  h(mr.X  And  a  certain  man,  lame 
from  !iis  mother's  womb,  was  carried,  whom 
they  laid  daily  at  the  gate  of  the  temple  which 
is  called  Beautiful,  to  ask  alms   of  them  who 

3  entered  into  the  temple.     Who,  seeing  Peter

And  he  took  him 
by  the  right  hand,  and  lifted  him  up ;  and 
immediately  his  feet  and  ancle-bones  received

ment at  that  which  had  happened  unto  him. 
IX  And  as  the  lame  man,  who  was  healed,  held

14  he  was  determined  to  let  him  go.  But  ye 
denied  that  holy  and  just  Person,  and  desired

the  Prince  of  life,*  whom  God  hath  raised  from

tliis  man  strong,  whom  ye  see  and  know :  yea, 
the  faith  which  is  by  him,  hath  given  him  this 
perfect  soundness  in   the  presence  of  you  all. 

17  And  now,  brethren,  I  know  that  ye  did  this 
through   ignorance,  as   did  also   your   rulers. 

18  But  those  things,  which  God  had  before 
declared  by  the  mouth  of  all  his  prophets, 
that  Christ  should  suffer,  he  hath  so  fulfilled. 

19  Repent,  therefore,  and  be  converted,  that 
your  sins  may  be  blotted  out,  when  the  times 
of  refreshing  shall  come  from  the  presence  of 

20  the  Lord,  and  he  shall  send  Jesus  Christ,  who 

21  before  was  preached  unto  you  :  Who  must 
be  received  to  heaven,  until  the  times  of  restitu- 
tion of  all  things,  which  God  hath  spoken  by 
the  mouth  of  all  his  holy  prophets,  from  the 

22  most  remote  ages.  For  Moses  said  unto  the 
fatlicrs,  A  prophet  shall  the  Lord  your  God 
raise  up  unto  you,  of  your  brethren,  like  unto 
me ;  him  shall  ye  hear  in  all  things,  whatsoever 

23  he  shall  suy  unto  you.  And  it  shall  come  to 
pass,  that  every  soul  which  will  not  hearf  that

Yea,  and  all  the  prophets  from  Sam- 
uel, and  those  that  follow  after,  as  many  as 
have   spoken,  have   likewise  foretold  of  these 

25  days.     Ye  are  the  children  of  the  prophets,

CHAP.  IV. 

1  AND  as  they  spake  unto  the  people,  the 
priests  and  the  captain  of  the  temple,  and  the 

2  Sadducees,  came  upon  them,  being  angry  that 
they  taught  the  people,  and  preached  through 

3  Jesus  the  resurrection  from  the  dead.  And 
they  laid  hands  on  them,  and  put  them  in 
prison   until  the  next  day :    for  it  was  now 

4  evening.  However,  many  of  them  who  heard 
tlie  word  believed :  and  the  number  of  the 
men  was  about  five  thousand. 

5  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow,  tliat 
()  their  rulers,  and  elders,  and  scribes,  and  Annas 

the  high  priest,  and  Caiaphas,  and  John,  and 
Alexander,  and  as  many  as  were  of  the  kin- 
dred of  the  high  priest,  were  gathered  together 

7  at  Jeaisalem.  And  when  they  had  set  them 
in  the  midst,  they  asked.    By  what  power,  or 

8  by  what  name,  have  ye  done  this  ?  Then 
Peter,  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit,  said  unto 
them.  Ye  rulers  of  the  people,  and  elders  of 

9  Israel,  if  we  are  this  day  examined  of  tlie  good 

*  God,  having  raised  up  his  child  Jesua^  sent  him  fimt  to 
you  Jewn^  to  bless  you  in  turning  you  all  from  yoer   §rna. 
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deed  done  to  the  infirm  man,  by  Mrhiit  means 

10  he  is  made  whole ;  be  it  known  unto  you  all, 
and  to  all  the  people  of  Israel,  that  by  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Nazareth,  whom  ye 
crucified,  whom  God  raised  from  the  dead', 
even  by  him  this  man  stands  here  before  yott 

11  whole,*  This  is  the  stone  which  was  set  at 
nought  by  you  builders,  which  is  become  the 

12  head  of  the  corner.  Neither  is  their  salvation 
in  any  other :  for  there  is  none  other  name 
under  heaven  given  among  men,  whereby  wc 
nmst  be  saved. 

13  Now,  when  they  saw  the  boldness  of  Peter 
and  John,  and  perceived  that  they  were  un  - 
learned  and  ignorant  men,t  they  wondered ; 
they  knew  however,  that  they  had  been  with 

14  Jesus.  And  beholding  the  man  who  was 
healed  standing  with  them,   they    could  not 

15  deny  the  miracle.  But  when  they  had  com- 
manded them  to  go  aside  out  of  the   council, 

16  they  conft-rred  among  themselves,  saying, 
What  shall  we  do  to  these  men  ?  For  that  a 
signal  miracle  hath  really  been  done  by  them,. 
is  manifest  to  all  them  who  dwell  in  Jerusalem, 

17  and  we  cannot  deny  it.  But  that  it  spread  no 
further  among  the  people,  let  us  strictly  threat- 
en them  that  they  speak  henceforth  no  more

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18  in  this  name.*  And  they  called  them,  and 
commanded  them  not  to  speak  at  all,  nor  teach 

19  in  the  name  of  Jesus.  But  Peter  and  John 
answered  and  said  unto  them.  Whether  it  be 
right  in  the  sight  of  God,  to  hearken  unto  you 

20  more  than  unto  God,  judge  ye.  For  we  can- 
not but  speak  the  things  which  we  have  seen 

21  and  heard.  So,  when  they  had  further  threat- 
cned  them,  they  let  them  go,  not  finding  how 
they  .might  punish  them  because  of  the  peo- 
ple :    for  all  men  glorified  God  for  that  which 

22  was  done.  For  the  man  was  about  forty  years 
old  on  whom  this  miracle  of  Jiealing  wr.s 
wrought. 

23  And  being  let  go,  they  went  to  their  own 
company,  and  reported  all  that  the  chief  priests 

24  and  elders  had  said  unto  them.  And  when 
they  heard  it,  they  lifted  up  their  voice  to  God 
with  one  accord,  and  said,  Lord,  thou  art  God, 
who  hast  made  heaven  and  earth,  and  the  sea, 

25  and  all  that  in  them  is  ;  who,  by  the  mouth 
of  thy  servant  David,  hast  said.  Why  did  the 
heathen  rage,   and   the   people   imagine  vain 

26  things  ?  The  kings  of  the  earth  stood  up,  and 
the  rulers   were  gathered  together  against  the 

37  Lord,  and  against  his  Christ.t  For  of  a  trutli, 
against  thy  holy  child  Jesus,  whom  thou  hast 
anointed,^  both   Herod   and  Pontius  Pilate,

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with  the  Gentiles,   and  the  people  of  Israel, 

28  were  gathered  together,  to  do  whatsoever  thy 
hand  and  thy  council  determined  before  to  be 

29  done.  And  now,  Lord,  behold  their  tlireat- 
enings,  and  grant  unto  thy  servants,  that  with 

30  all  boldness  they  may  speak  thy  word,  while 
thou  dost  put  forth  thine  hand  to  heal ;  and 
that  signs  and  wonders  may  be  done  in  the 
name  of  thy  holy  child  Jesus. 

31  And  when  they  had  prayed,  the  place  was 
shaken  where  they  were  assembled  together  ; 
and  they  were  all  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit, 
and  they  spake  the   word  of  God  with  bold- 

32  ness.  And  the  multitude  of  them  who  believed 
were  of  one  heart  and  of  one  mind :  and  none  of 
them  claimed  the  things  they  possessed  as  their 

33  own ;  but  they  had  all  things  common.  And 
with  great  power  the  apostles  gave  witness  of  the 
resurrection  of  the  Lord  Jesus :  and  great  graee 

34  was  upon  them  all.*  Neither  was  there  any 
among  them  that  lacked  :  for  as  many  as  had 
lands  or  houses  sold  them,  and  brought  the 

35  prices  of  the  things  that  were  sold,  and[  laid  them 
down  at  the  apostles*  feet :  and  distribution 
was  made  unto  every  man  according  as  he  had 

36  need.  And  Joses,  who  by  the  apostles  was 
sumamed  Barnabas  (which  signifies,  the  son 
of  consolation)  a  Levite,  of  the  country  of  Cy« 

37  prus,  having  land,  sold  it,  and  brought  the 
money,  and  laid  it  at  the  apostles'  feet. 

»  There  was  great  fevor  to  ward*  them.     Tlie  peop^ 
generally  apprev^  tlieir  eanse  aad  condact. 
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CHAP.  V. 


1  BUT  a  certain  man  named  Ananias,  with 

2  Sapphira  his  wife,  sold  a  possession,  and  kept 
back  some  of  the  money  ;  (his  wife  also  being 
in  the  secret,)  and  brought  a  certain  part,  aad 

3  laid  it  at  the  apostles'  feet.*  But  Peter  ssud, 
Ananifis,  why  hath  Satan  filled  thine  heart  to 
lie  to  the  Holy  Spirit,!  and  to  keep  back  part 

4  of  the  price  of  the  land  ?  Whilst  it  remained, 
was  it  not,  thine  own  ?  and  after  it  was  «oIdy| 
was  it  not  in  thine  own  po%ver  ?  Why  hast 
thou  conceived  this  thing  in  thine  heart?  Thou 
hast  not  only  lied  unto  men,   but  unto  God. 

5  And  Ananias,  hearing  these  words,  fell  down, 
and  expired.     And  great  fear  came  pn  all  them 

6  that  h^ird  these  things.  And  the  young  men 
arose,  wound  him  up,  a;id  carried  him  out, 

7  and  buried  him.  And  it  was  about  the  space 
of  three  hours  after,  when  his  wife,  not  knowing 

8  what  was  done,  came  in.  Then  Peter  said 
unto  her.  Tell  me  whether  ye  sold  the  land  for 
so  much?    And  she  said,  Yea,  for  so  much. 

9  Then  Peter  said  unto  her.  How  is  it  that  yc 
have  agreed  together  to  tempt  the  Spirit  of  the 
Lord  ?  Behold  the  feet  of  them  who  have 
buried  thy  husbahd  are  at  the  door,  and  shall 

*  Pretending;  it  was  the  whole, 
t  Holj  Spirit,  or  Spirit  of  God.    SeeOthvene, 
%  He  was  not  required  to  sell  his  estate  and  ^ivo  it  to  ih/t 
apostles;  but  he  was  bound  to  be  sineere;  and  hift  prorari- 
•atioQ  and  lying  deserved  a  torere  puaiiluDeaU 
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10  carry  thee  out.  Then  she  fell  down  immedi* 
ately  at  his  feet,  and  expired.  And  the  young 
men  came  in,  and  found  her  dead ;  and  carr)^- 

1 1  ing  her  out,  buried  her  by  her  husband.*  And 
great  fear  came  upon  all  the  church,  and  upon 
as  many  as  heard  these  things. 

12  And  by  the  hands  of  the  apostles  many  signs 
and  wonders  were  wrought  among  the  people ; 
(now  they  were  all  of  one  accord  m  Solomon's 

13  porch.  And  as  to  the  rest,  none  durst  join 
himself  to  them  :    but  the  people  magnified 

14  them.f  And  believers  were  the  more  added 
to  the  Lord,  even  multitudes  both  of  men  and 

15  women,)  So  that  they  brought  forth  the  sick 
into  the  streets,  and  laid  them  on  beds  and 
couches,  that  at  least  the  shadow  of  Peter  pass* 

16  ing  by,  might  overshadow  some  of  them.  A 
multitude  from  the  neighboring  cities  came 
also  to  Jerusalem,  bringing  sick  folks,  and 
those  who  were  vexed  witn  unclean  spirits : 
and  ihey  were  all  healed. 

17  Then  the  high  priest  rose  up,  and  all  they 
that  were  with  him ;  who  were  of  the  sect  of 
the  Sadducees;  and  were  filled  with   indig- 

1 8  nation,   and   laid  their  hands  on  the  aposdes, 

19  and  put  them  in  the  common  prison.  But  the 
angtl  of  the  Lord  opened  the  prison  doors  by 

*  These  judgments  were  designed  to  prevent  all  hypoc- 
lUyand  insincerity  in  the  followers  of  Christ ;  and*  Ihey 
shew  also  the  great  sin  of  falsehood.

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20  night,  and  brought  them  forth,  and  said,  Go, 
stand  and  speak  in  the^  temple  to  the  people  all 

21  the  words  of  this  life.*  And  when  they  heard 
that^  they  entered  into  the  temple  early  in  the 
morning,  and  taught.  But  the  high  j)riest 
came,  and  they  who  were  with  him,  and  called 
the  council  together,  and  all  the  senate  of  the 
children  of  Israel,  and  sent  to  llie   prison  to 

22  have  them  brought.  But  when  the  officers 
came,  and  found  them  not  in  the  prison,  they 

23  returned,  and  told,  saying.  The  prison  truly 
we  found  shut  with  all  safety,  and  the  keepers 
standing  without,  before  the  doors  :  but  when 
we  had   opened,   we  found   no   man  within. 

24  Now,  when  the  high  priest,  and  the  captain  of 
the  temple,  and  the  chief  priests  heard  these 
things,  they  doubted  whether  this  would  prove 

25  to  be  a  fact.  Then  dne  came  and  told  them, 
saying,  Behold,  the  men  whom  ye  put  in 
prison  are  standing  in  the  temple,  and  teaching 

26  the  people.  Then  went  the  captain  with  the 
officers,  and  brought  them  without  violence. 
(For  they   feared  the  people,  lest  they  should 

27  have  been  stoned.)  And  when  they  had 
brought  them,  they  set  them  before  tlie  coun- 

28  cil.  And  the  high  priest  asked  them,  saying, 
Did  we  not  strictly  jcommand  you  tliat  ye 
should  not  teach  in  this  name  ?  And  behold, 
ye  have   filled  Jerusalem  wiili  your  doctrine, 

*  That  is,  all  the  doctrines  relattog  to  this  immortal  life 
revealed  by  Christ. 
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and  intend  to  bring   this   man's  blood  upon 
us.* 

29  Then  Peter  and  the  other  apostles  answered 
and  said,  We  ought  to  obey  God  rather  than 

30  men.  The  God  of  our  fathers  hath  raised  up 
Jesus,  whom  ye  slew,   and  hanged  on  a  tree ; 

31  Him  God  hath  ex^*lted  to  his  right  hand  to  be 
a  Prince   and  a  Savior,  to  give  repentance  to 

32  Israel,  and  forgiveness  of  sins.  And  we  are 
his  witnesses  of  these  things  ;  and  so  is  also 
the  Holy  Spirit  whom  God  hath  given  to  them 
that  obey  him.* 

33  When  they  heard  this,  they  were  cut  to  the 

34  hearty  and  took  counsel  to  slay  them.  Then 
a  certain  Pharisee,  named  Gamaliel,  a  teacher 
of  the  law,t  who  was  esteemed  by  all  the  peo- 
ple, stood  up  in  the  council,  and  directed  to  put 

35  the  apostles  out  a  short  time.  And  said  unto 
the  council,  Ye  men  of  Israel,  take  heed  to 
yourselves,  what  ye    intend   to   do  touching 

'  36  these  men.  For  before  these  days  rose  up 
Theudas  pretending  to  be  some  great  one  ;  to 
whom  a  number  of  men,  about  four  hundred, 
joined  themselves ;  who  was  slain ;  and  all 
who  obeyed  him,  were  scattered,  and  brought 

37  to  nought.  After  this  man  rose  up  Judas  of 
Galilee,  in  the  days  of  the  taxing,}  and  drew 

•  The  chief  priests  and  rulers  probably  s.npposed  the 
people  might  be  satisfied  that  they  had  taken  the  life  of 
an  innocent  man  and  a  prophet,  and  would  therefore 
destroy  them  as  murderers.

X  Judas  and  those  of  his  party  opposed  the  Roman  taxes. 
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away  much  people  after  him :    he  also  perish- 
ed ;  and  all  who  obeyed  him,  were  dispersed. 

38  Now  I  say  unto  you,  refrain  from  these  men^ 
and  let  them  alone ;  for  if  this  counsel,  or  this 
work  be  of  men :    it  will  come   to  nought : 

39  but  if  it  be  of  Godl,  ye  cannot  overthrow  it ; 
lest  ye  be  found  also  to  fight  against  God.* 

40  And  they  yielded  to  his  advice,  and  when  they 
had  called  the  apostles,  and  beaten  themy  they 
commanded  that  they  should  not  speak  in  the 
name  of  Jesus,  and  let  them  go. 

41  ^  AVd  they  departed  from  the  presence  of  the 
council,   rejoicing    that    they  wtre  drought 

42  worthy  to  suffer  shame  for  his  name.  And 
daily  in  the  temple,  and  in  e^'e^y  house,  they 
ceased  not  to  teach  and  preach  Jesus  ChrisU  f 


CHAP.  VL 

1  AND  in  those  days,  when  the  number  of 
the  disciples  was  muluplied,  there  arose  a 
murmuring  of  the  Grecians^  against  the  He- 

*  €hiiiialiel  ii'as,  like  Nii^deuius,  a  man  of  caadoor  and 
■wderatifliii :  But  it  M-onld  seem  not  of  suffieient  firmoets^ 
Ue  must  have  been  convinced  that  Christ  was  a  true  proph- 
et ;  and  not  therefore  to  be  eompared  to  the  leaders  of  men 
whose  object  was  worldly  power  and  iafluenee.  He  sheuld 
Jiaye  been  decided  in  espousing  the  eavse  of  the  apostles. 

t  That  he  was  the  Messiah  of  whom  their  pmphetahad 
written,  and  whose  iconrinetfae  Jews  were  expecting. 

t  Those  Jews  who  lived  in  the  provinees  of  Greece,  and 
spoke  that  language.  The^  are  so  called  to  distingvisk 
thcDi  from  the  Jews  who  lived  in  Jndea.  The  em-pel  was 
>)ot  jel^reaehed  to  heathens. 
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brews,   because  their  widows  were  neglected 

2  in  the  daily  ministration.  Then  the  twelve 
apostles  called  the  multitude  of  the  disciples 
unto  them,  and  said,  It  is  not  fitting  that  we 
should  leave  the  word  of  God,   and   serve  ta- 

3  bles.*  Wherefore,  brethren,  select  from  among 
you  seven  men  of  fair  reputation,  full  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  and  wisdom,    whom   we  may  ap^ 

4  point  over  this  business.  But  we  will  give 
ourselves  continually  to  prayer,  and  to  the 
ministry  of  the  word. 

5  And  the  saying  pleased  the  whole  multitude. 
And  they  chose  Stephen,  a  man  full  of  faith, 
and  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  Philip,  and  Pro* 
chorus,  and  Nicanor,  and  Timon,  and  Parme* 
nas,    and    Nicolas,  a  proselyte   of   Antioch : 

6  whom  they  set  before  the  apostles :  and  when 
they  had  prayed,  they  laid  their  hands  on  them. 

7  And  the  word  of  God  increased;  and  the 
number  of  the  disciples  multiplied  in  Jerusa- 
lem greatly  :  and  a  great  company  of  the  priests 

-8  were  obedient  to  the  faith.  And  Stephen,  full 
of  faith  and  power,  did  great  wonders  and 
miracles  among  the  people. 

9  Then  there  arose  some  of  the  synagogue  of 
the  Libertines,!  and  Cyrcnians,  and  Alexan- 
drians, and  of  Cilicia,   and  of  Asia,  disputing

t  Pompey,  the  Homaii  general,  carried  many  Jewish 
captives  into  Italy.  Their  descendants  are  supposed  to 
have  had  their  freedom,  and  to  be  here  intended. 
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10  with  Stephen.*  And  they  were  not  able  to 
resist  the  wisdom  and  the  spirit  by  which  he 

11  spake.  Then  they  suborned  men,  who  said, 
We  have  heard  him  speak  blasphemous  words 

12  against  Moses,  and  against  God.  And  they 
stirred  up  the  people,  and  the  elders,  and  the 
scribes,  and  came  upon  him^  and  caught  him, 

13  and  brought  him  to  the  council,  and  set  up  false 
witnesses,  who  said,  This  man  ceaseth  not  to 
speak    blasphemous  words  against   this  holy 

14  place  and  the  law-  For  we  have  heard  him 
say,  tliat  Jesus  of  Nazareth  shall  destroy  this 
place,   and   shall   change  the  customs  which 

15  Moses  delivered  us.f  And  all  who  sat  in  the 
council,  looking  stedfastly  on  him,  saw  his  face 
appear  like  the  face  of  an  iuigel. 


CHAP.  VII. 

1  THEN  said  the  high  priest,  Are  these  things 

2  so  ?  And  he  said.  Men,  brethren  and  fathers, 
hearken :  The  God  of  glory  appeared  unto 
our  father  Abraham,  when  he  was  in  Mesopo- 

3  tamia,j:  before  he  dwelt  in  Haran,   and  said 

*  Jews  from  those  synagogoes,  who  were  then  visiting 
at  Jerusalem.  And  who,  perhaps,  had  not  seen  our  Lord, 
or  personally  witnessed  his  miraeles.  The  dispute  nroba- 
blj  was  whether  Jesus  of  Nazareth  were  the  Messian. 

t  He  so  well  understood  the  gospel  and  the  prophecies  of 
the  Jewish  scriptures,  as  to  know  that  the  law  of  Moses,  &e« 
were  to  be  abolished. 

i  Abraham  was  called  from  among  idolators;  and  was 
the  father  of  all  the  faithful.  The  law  of  Moses  was  for 
a  limited  time,  and  for  the  Jews  onlyi  but  the  gospel  was  to 
^  oreaehed  to  all  nations. 
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unto  him,  Depart  out  of  thy  country,  and  from 
thy  kindred,  and  come  into  the  land  which  I 

4  shall  shew  thee.  Then  he  came  out  of  the 
land  of  the  Chaldeans,  and  dwelt  in  Haran  ; 
when  his  father  was  dead,  he  removed  him 
thence  into  this  land,  in  which  ye  now  dwell. 

5  And  he  gave  him  no  inheritance  in  it,  not  even 
to  set  his  foot  on :  yet  he  promised  that  he 
would  give  it  to  him  for  a  possession,  and  to 
his  seed  after  him,  when  as  yet  he  had  no 

6  child.  And  God  spake  thus.  That  his  seed 
should  sojourn  in  a  strange  land  ;  and  that 
they  should  be  enslaved  and  oppressed  four 

7  hundred  years.     And  God  said,  The  nation 
whom  they  shall  serve,  I  will  judge ;  and  after  - 
that  they  shall  come  forth,  and  serve  me  in 

8  this  place.  And  he  gave  him  the  covenant  of 
circumcision :  and  so  Abraham  begat  Isaac, 
and  circumcised  him  the  eighth  day ;  and  Isaac 
begat  Jacob,  and  Jacob  begat  the  twelve  patri* 

9  archs.     And  the  patriarchs,  moved  with  envy, 
'    sold  Joseph  into  Egypt :    But  God   was  with 

10  him,  and  delivered  him  out  of  all  his  afflictions, 
and  gave  him  wisdom  and  favor  in  the  sight 
of  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt ;  and  he  made  him 

11  governor  over  Egypt,  and  all  his  house.  Now 
there  came  a  dearth  over  all  the  land  of  Egypt, 
and  Canaan,  and  great  affliction  ;  and  our  fath- 

12  ers  found  no  sustenance.  But  when  Jacob 
heard  that  there  was  corn  in  Egypt,   he  sent 

13  out  our  fathers  first.  And  at  the  second  time 
Joseph  was  made  known  to  his  brethren  :  and 
Joseph's  kindred  was  made  known  unto  Pha- 

14  raoh.     Then  Joseph  sent,  and  called  his  father 
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Jacob  to  him,  and  all  his  kindred,  threescore 

15  and  fifteen  souls.     And  Jacob  went  down  into 

16  Egypt,  and  died,  he  and  our  fathers,  and  were 
carried  over  into  Shechem,  and  Uud  in  the  sep- 
ulchre which  Abraham  bought  for  a  sum  of 
money  of  the  sons  ofEmmor,  ol  Shechem. 

17  But  when  the  time  of  the  promise  drew 
near  which  God  had  sworn  to   Abraham,  tl)e 

18  people  grew  and  multiplied  in  Egypt,  until 
another  king  arose   who  knew   not  Josq)h. 

19  The  same  dealt  deceitfully  with  our  kindred, 
and  oppressed  our  fethers,  requiring  tliem  to 
cast  out  their  young  children,  that  they  might 

20  not  live.  In  which  time  Moses  was  bom,  and 
was  exceedingly  fair  ;*   and  was  nourished  in 

21  his  father's  house  three  months :  and  when  he 
was  cast  out,t  Pharaoh's  daughter  took  him 

22  tip,  andnonrished  him  for  her  own  son.  And 
Moses  was  educated  in  all  the  learning  of  the 
Egyptians,  and  was  mighty  in  words  and  in 

23  deeds.J  And  when  he  was  forty  years  old, 
it  came  into  his  heart  to  visit  his  brethren  the 

24  children  of  IsraeL     And  seeing  one  of  them 

*  Was  pleasing  to  GU»d,  or  a  favorite  of  heaven.  Tbe 
original  admits  of  either  sense,  that  he  was  of  fair  fom 
aun  appearance ;  or  a  favorite  child  of  proridenee. 

t  According  to  tho  cruel  deeree  of  the  king  of  Eg^t. 
See  19th  verse, 

\  The  Egyptians  were  at  that  period  tho  most  civilized 
nation  of  the  earth.  From  them,  probably,  after  the  time 
of  Moses,  the  Greeks  received  the  first  knowledge  of  many 
of  tlie  arts  of  life.  For  the  knowledge  of  alphabetie  writ- 
ing the  Greeks  probahly  are  indebted  to  the  Phoeneeiaas; 
who  derived  it  from  their  neighbors,  (he  Jews.  When  tbe 
Israelites  were  acquainted  with  letters^  the  Egyptians  made 
W«e  of  hieroglyphic  writings. 
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suffer  wrong,  he  defended  him,  and  avenged 
him  who  was  oppressed,  and  smote  the  Egyp- 

25  tian  :  for  he  supposed  his  l)retliren  would  have 
understood,  how  that  God,  by  his  hand,  would 

26  deliver  them  :  but  diey  understood  not.*  And 
the  next  day  he  shewed  himself  unto  them  as 
they  strove,  and  would  have  reconciled  them, 
saying,  Sirs,  ye  are  brethren ;    why  do  ye 

27  wrong  one  to  another  ?  But  he  who  did  his 
neighbor  wrong,  dirust  him  away,  saying. 
Who  made  thee  a  ruler  and  a  judge  over  us  ? 

28  Wilt  thou  kill  me,  as  thou  killedst  the  Egj-p- 

29  tiaa  yesterday?     Then   Moses  fled   at   this 
saying,  and  was  a  stranger  in  the  land  of  Mid- 
30  ian,  where  he  begat  two  sons.     And  when 

fcH-ty  years  were  expired,  there  appeared  to 
him  in  the  wilderness  of  mount  Sinai  an 
angel  of  the  Lord,  in  a  flame  of  fire  in  a  bush. 

31  When  Moses  saw  it,  he  wondered  at  the  sight ; 
and  as  he  drew  near  to  behold  it,  the  voice  of 

32  the  Lord  came  unto  him,  sayings  I  am  the 
God  of  thy  fathers,  the  God  of  Abraham,  and 

^   the  God  ofIsaac,aud  the  God  of  Jacob.'  Then 

33  Moses  trembled,  and  durst  not  behold.  Then 
the  Lord  said  to  him,  Put  off  thy  shoe3  from 
thy  feet,  for  the  place  where  thou  standest  is 

54  holy  ground.  I  have  seen,  I  have  seenf  the 
affliction  of  my  people  in  Egypt,  and  I  have 
heard  their  groanings,  and  am  ,come  down  to 

*  Bat  it  does  not  appear  from  the  histoiy  of  Moses,  that 
he  had  any  intimations  at  this  time,  of  being  appointed  ther 
deliverer  of  the  Israelites  from  Egyptian  bondage. 

t  This  repetition  implies  that  Uoa  was  not  indiffeteni  to 
their  sufferings. 
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deliver  them  :  and  now,  come,  I  will  send  thee 

35  into  Egypt.  This  Moses  whom  they  refused, 
saying,  Who  made  thee  a  ruler  and  a  judge  ? 
the  same  God  sent  to  be  a  ruler  and  a  Savior, 
by  the  hand  of  the  angel  who  appeared  to  him 

36  in  the  bush.  He  brought  them  out,  after  that 
he  had  shewed  wonders  and  signs  in  the  land 
of  Egypt,  and  in  the  Red  Sea,  and  in  the  wil- 
derness forty  years. 

*37  This  is  that  Moses  who  said  unto  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel,  A  prophet  shall  the  Lord  your 
God  raise  up  unto  you  of  your  brethren  like 

38  unto  me :  him  shall  yc  hear.  This  is  he  \i^o 
was  in  the  church  in  the  wilderness,*  with  the 
angel  who  spake  to  him  in  mount  Sinai,  and 
with  our  fathers  who  received  the  living  oracles 

39  to  give  unto  us.  Whom  our  fathers  would 
not  obey,  but  thrust  from  them,  and  in  their 

40  hearts  turned  back  again  into  Egypt ;  saying 
unto  Aaron,  Make  us  gods  to  go  before  us : 
for  asjbr  this  Moses  who  brought  us  out  of 
the  land  of  Egypt,  we  know  not  what  is  be- 

41  come  of  him.  And  they  made  a  molten  calf 
in  those  days,  and  offered  sacrifice  unto  the 
idol,  and  rejoiced  in  the  works  of  their  own 

42  hands.  Then  God  turned,  and  gave  them  up 
to  worship  the  host  of  heaven,t  as  it  is  written 
in  tlie  book  of  the  prophets,  O  house  of  Israel, 
have  ye  offered  to  me  slain  beasts,   and  sacri- 

*  That  is,  Mo8es  is  lie  who  was  in  the  chureh  io  the 
wilderness ;  and  who  received  the  living  (or  life-giving) 
oracles  from  God,  to  give  to  us. 

t  That  is,  the  sun  and  moon,  whieh  were  objects  of  wor- 
ship among  the  heathens. 
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fices,  by  the  space  of  forty  years  in  the  wilder- 

43  ness  ?*  Yes,  ye  took  up  the  1:abemacle  of 
Moloch,  and  the  star  of  your  god  Remphan, 
images  which  ye  made,  to  worship  ;  and 
I  will  carry  you  away  beyond  Babylon.     Our 

44  fathers  had  the  tabernacle  of  witness  in  the 
wilderness,  as  God  had  appointed,  who  spake 
imto  Moses,  that  he  should  make  it  according 

45  to  the  fashion  that  he  had  seen.  Which  our 
fathers  also  received  who  came  wi#)  Joshua*!" 
into  the  possessions  of  the  Gentiles,  whom 
God  drave  out  before  the  face  of  bur  fathers 

46  even  unto  the  days  of  David.  Who  found 
favour  before  God,   and  desired  to  provide  a 

47  tabernacle  for  the  God  of  Jacob.     But  Solo- 

48  mon  built  him  an  house.  However,  the  Most 
High  dwelleth  not  in  temples  made  with  hands, 

49  as  saith  the  prophet  .J  Heaven  is  my  throne, 
and  earth  is  my  footstool.  What  house  will 
ye  build  me  ?  saith  the    Lord :  or  what  is  the 

50  place  of  my  rest  ?  Hath  not  my  hand  made 
all  these  things  ? 

51  Ye  stiff-necked,  and  uncircumcised  in  heart 
and  ears,  ye  do  always  resist  the  Holy  Spirit : 

52  as  your  fathers  did,  so  do  ye.  J  Which  of  the 
prophets  have  not  your  fathers  persecuted  ? 
They  have  also  slain  those  who  predicted  tlie 
coming  of  that  righteous  ptrson,  of  whom  ye

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have  been  now  the  betrayers  and  murderers : 

53  Who  recttved  the  law  by  the  ministry  of  an- 
gels, and  have  not  kept  it, 

54  When  they  heard  these  things,  they  were 
cut  to  tlie  heart,  and  gashed  their  teeth  at 

55  him.  But  he,  being  full  of  tlie  Holy  Spirit, 
looked  up  stedfastly  into  heaven,  and  saw  the 
glory  of  God,  and  Jesus  standing  on  the  right 

56  hand  of  Gpd.  And  he  said,  Behold,  I  seethe 
heavena  opened,  and  the  Son  of  man  standing 

57  on  the  right  hand  of  God,  Tlien  they  cried 
out  with  a  loud  voice,  and  stopped  their  ears, 

58  and  ran  upon  him  with  one  accord,  and  cast 
him  out  of  the  city,  and  storied  him.  And  the 
witnesses  kid  down  their  clothes  at  a  young 

59  man's  feet,  whose  name  was  Saul ;  and  they 
stoned   Stephen,    calling  upon,   and   saying, 

60  Lord  Jesus,  receive  my  spirit*  And  he 
kneeled  down  and  cried  with  a  loud  voice, 
Lord,  lay  not  this  sin  to  their  charge.  And 
when  he  had  said  tins,  he  fell  asleep. 


CHAP.  VML 

NOW  Saul  was  consenting'  unto  his  death. 
And  at  that  time  there  was  a  great  persecution 
against  the  church  which  was  at  Jerusalem  ; 
and  they  were  all  scattered  abroad  throughout 
the  regions  of  Judea  and  Samaria,  except  the 


*  The  meaning  Is,  that  Stephen  ealkd  upon,  or  iiiTokel 
tha  Bame;  of  Jesas,  and  saitl;  Liord,  receive  my  spirit. 
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2  apostles.^  And  devout  men  carried  Ste- 
phen  to  his  burial^  and  made  great  himentation 

3  over  him.  But  Saul  laid  waste  the  church, 
entering  into  every  houses  and  di-aggini^  men 

4  and  women,  committing  them  to  prison.  Then 
tliey  who  were  thus   dispersed  abroad,  went 

5  about  preaching  the  word.  Then  Philip  went 
down  to  the  city  of  Samaria,  and  preached 

6  Christ  unto  them.  And  the  people  with  one 
accord  gave  heed  unto  those  things  which 
Pliilip   spake,   when  they  heard  and  saw  the 

7  miracles  which  he  did.  For  unclean  spirits,  cry- 
ing with  a  loud  voice,  came  out  of  many  that 
were  possessed;  and  those  who  were  paralytic 

8  and  lame  were  made  whole.     And  there  was 

9  great  joy  in  ihftt  city.  But  there  was  a  certain 
man  whose  name  was  Simon,  who  had  for  some 
time  been  in  that  city,  a  magician,  who  deceiv- 
ed tlie  people,  claimuig  to  be  some  great  one, 

10  To  whom  they  all  gave  heed,  from  the  least 
to  the  greatest,  saying.   This  man  is  the  great 

11  power  of  God.f  And  to  him  they  had  regard, 
because  for  a  long  time  he  had  deluded  them 

12  with  magical  arts.  But  when  they  believed 
Philip,  preaching  the  things  concerning  the 
kingdom  of  God,  and  the  name  of  Jesus  Christy 
they  were  baptized,   both  men  and  women. 

13  Then  Simon  himself  believed  also:  and  when 
he  was  baptized,   he   continued  with  Philip,

apostles  who  were  at  Jerusalem  heard  that 
Samaria  had  received  the  word  of  God,  they 

15  stnt  unto  them  Peter  and  John ;  who,  when 
they  were  come  down,   prayed  for  them  that 

16  they  might  receive  the  Holy  Spirit.  (For  as 
yet  he  was  fallen  upon  none  of  them  ;  only 
they  were  baptized  in   the  name  of  the  Lori 

17  Jesus)     Then  they  laid  hands  on  them,   and 

18  they  received  the  Holy  Spirit,  And  when 
Simon  saw  that  by  layh^g  on  of  the  apostles' 
hands  the   Holy   Spirit  was  given,  he  offered 

19  them  money ;  saying,  Give  me  also  this  power, 
'  that   on  whomsoever  I  lay  hands,  he  may  re- 

20  ceive  the  Holy  Spirit.t  But  Pet«r  said  unto 
him,  Thy  money  perish  with  thee,  because 
thou  hast  thought  that  the  gift  of  God  may  be 

21  purchased  with  money.  Thou  hast  neither 
part  nor  lot  in  this  matter  :  for  thy  heart  is  not 

22  right  in  the  sight  of  God.  Repenf  therefore 
of  this  thy  wickedness,  and  pray  God,  if  per- 
haps the  thought  of  thine  heart  may  be  forgiven 

23  thee.  For  I  perceive  that  thou  art  in  the  gall 
of  bitterness,   and  in   the    bond   of  iniquity. 

^4  Then  Simon  said,  Pray  ye  to  the  Lord  for  me, 
that  none  of  these  things  which  ye  have  spoken 


*  Simon,  the  IVIa^ician,  professed  to  believe  in  Clirist 
but  he  was  not  sincere  ;  he  was  a  vile  impostor,  and  bitter 
enemy  of  the  gospel. 

t  The  miraculous  gifts  of  the  Spirit  are  here  intended. 
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25  come  upon  me.*  And  when  they  had  testified 
and  spoken  the  word  of  the  Lord^  they  returned 
to  Jerusalem,  and  preached  the  gospel  in  many 

26  villages  of  the  Samaritans.  And  an  angel  of 
the  Lord  spake  unto  Philip,  saying,  Arise,  and 
go  toward  the  south,  unto  the  way  M'hich  go- 
eth  down  from  Jerusalem  unto  Gaza,  which  is 

27  desert.  And  he  arose  and  went :  ai;d  behold, 
a  man  of  Ethiopia,  an  eunuch  of  great  author- 
ity under  Candace,  queen  of  the  Ethiopians, 
who   had   the  charge  of  all  her  treasure,  and 

28  had  come  to  Jerusalem  to  worship;  was  return- 
ing, and  sitting  in  his  chariot,   reading  Isaiah 

29  theprophet.f  Then  the  spirit  said  unto  Philip, 

30  Go  near  and  join  thyself  to  this  cliariot.  And 
Philip  ran  thither  to  him,  and  heard  him  read 
the  prophet  Isaiah  ;  and  he  said,  Un'derstand- 

31  est  thou  what  thou  readest?  And  he  said. 
How  can  I,  except  some  man  should  guide 
me  ?     And  he  desired  Philip,  that  he  would 

32  come  up,  and  sit  with  him.  The  place  of  the 
scripture  which  he  read  was  this,  He  was  led 
as  a  sheep  to  the  slaughter ;  and  like  a  lamb 
dumb  before  his  shearers,  so  he  opened  not 

33  his  mouth.  In  his  humiliation  his  judgment 
was  taken  away :  and  who  shall  declare  his  gen- 

*  Simon  attempted  to  imitate  the  miracles  of  the  apos- 
t]e9,  probably  by  art  and  juggling.  He  continued  to  be  a 
malignant  enemy  of  Christianity ;  and  opposed  to  the  sim-

34  And  the  eunuch  answered  Philip,  and  said,  I 
pray  thee,  of  whom  speaketh  the  prophet  this  ? 

33  Of  himself,  or  of  some  other  man  ?  Then 
Philip  opened  his  mouth,  and  began  at  the 
same  scripture,  and  preached  unto  him  Jesus. 

36  And  as  they  went  on  their  way,  they  came 
unto  a  '  certain  water  ;  and  the  eunuch  said, 
See  here  is  water ;    what  doth  hinder  me  to 

57  be  baptized  ?  And  Pliilip  said.  If  tliou  believ- 
est  with  all  thine  heart,  thou  raayest.  And  he 
answered  and  said,  I  believe  that  Jesus  Christ 

38  is  the  Son  of  God. f  And  he  commanded  the 
chariot  to  stand  still  :  and  they  both  went 
down  to  the  water,!  both  Philip  and  the  eunuch; 

39  and  he  baptized  him.  And  when  they  were 
come  up  from  the  water,  the  Spirit  of  the 
Lord  caught  away  Philip,  that  the  eunuch  saw 
him  no  more  :  and  he  went  his  way  rejoicing. 

40  But  Philip  was  found  at  Azotus  ;  and  as  he 
passed  along,  he  preached  the  gospel  in  all  the 
cities,  till  he  came  to  Caesarea.

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CHAP.  IX. 

1  AND  Saul,  still  breathing  out  threatenings 
and  slaughter  amongst  the   disciples  of  the 

2  Lord,  went  unto  the  high  priest,  and  desired 
of  him  letters  to  Damascus*  to  the  synagogues, 
that  if  he  found  any  of  this  way,t  whether  they 
were  men   or  women,  he  might  bring  them 

3  bound  unto  Jerusalem.  And  as  he  journeyed, 
he  came  near  Damascus  :  and  suddenly  there 
shincd  round  about  him  a  light  from  heaven. 

4  And  he  fell  to  the  earth,  and  heard  a  voice 
saying  unto  him,  Saul,  Saul,  why  persecutest 

5  thou  me  ?  And  he  said.  Who  art  thou> 
Lord  ?  And  the  Lord  said,  I  am  Jesus  whom 
thou   persecutest.   It  is  hard  for  thee  to  kick 

6  against  the  pricks.  And  he,  trembling  and 
astonished,  said.  Lord,  what  wilt  thou  have  me 
do  ?X  A.nd  the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Arise, 
and  go  into  the  city,  and  it  shall  be  told  thee 

7  what  thou  must  do.  And  tlie  men  who  jour, 
"fieyed  with  him  stood  speechless,  hearing  a 

8  voice,  but  seeing  no  man.  And  Saul'arose  from 
the  earth  ;  and  when  his  eyes  were  opened,  he 
saw  no  man  ;  but  they  led  him  by  the  hand, 

9  and  brought  Mm  into   Damascus.     And  he

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tvas  three  days  without  sight,  and  neither  did 
he  eat  or  drink. 

10  And  there  was  a  certain  disciple  at  Damas- 
cus, named  Ananias  ;  and  to  him  said  the 
Lord   in   a  vision,  Ananias.     And   he   said, 

11  Behold,  I  ain  here.  Lord.  And  the  Lord  said 
unto  him.  Arise,  and  go  into  the  street  which  is 
called  Straight, and  inquire  in  the  house  of  Ju- 
das, for  one  called  Saul,  of  Tarsus ;  for  behold 

12  he  prayeth,  and  hath  seen  in  a  vision  a  m;m 
named  Ananias,  coming  in,  and  putting  /us 
hand  on  him,  that  he  might  receive  his  sight 

13  Then  Ananias  said.  Lord,  I  have  heard  by 
many  of  this  man,  how  much  evil  he  hath  done 

1 1  to  thy  saints  at  Jerusalem.  And  here  he  hath 
authority  from  the  chief  priests  to  bind  all  who 

15  call  on  thy  name.  But  the  Lord  said  unto 
him,  Go  thy  way  :  for  he  is  a  chosen  vessel 
unto  me,  to  bear  my  name  before  the  Gentiles, 

16  and  kings,  and  the  children  of  Israel.  Fori 
will  shew  him  what  great  things   he  roust 

17  suffer  for  my  name^s  sake.  And  Ananias 
went  his  way,  and  entered  into  the  house ; 
and  putting  his  hands  on  him,  said,  Brother 
Saul,  the  Lord  {^even  Jesus  who  appeared  unto 
thee  in  the  way  as  thou  earnest)  hath  sent  me, 
that   thou  niightest  receive  thy  sight,  and  be 

18  filled  \\ith  the  Holy  Spirit.  And  immediately 
there  fell  from  his  eyes  as  it  were  scales  :  and 
he  received  sight  immediately,  and  arose,  and 

19  was  baptized.  And  when  he  hr.d  received 
meat,  he  was  strengthened.  Then  Saul  was 
some   days   with  the  disciples  who  were  at 

20  Damascus.     And  in.mediately    he   preached 
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Christ  in  the  synago^^iies,  that  he  is  the  Son  of 

21  God.  Bat  all  who  liearcl  him  were  amazed, 
and  said,  Is  not  this  he  who  destroyed  them 
who  called  on  this  name  in  Jerusalem,  and 
who  came  hither  for  the  intent,  that  he  might 
bring  them  bound  unto  the  chief  priests  ?^' 

22  But  S  lul  increased  the  more  in  strength,  and 
confounded  the  Jews  who  dwelt  at  Dvmiascus, 
proving  that  this  is  the  Ciirist.f 

23  And  after  some  days  had  passed,  the   Jews 

24  took  cf)unsel  to  kill  him  :  (But  their  intention 
was  known  by  Saul  :)  and  thf^y  watclied  tlic: 
gat js  day  an'J  nijht  liow  they  mig!u  slay  him. 

25  Tiicnthc  disciples  took  him   by  night,  and  let 
25  him  down  by  the  wall  in  a  basket.     And  when 

Saul  was  come  to  Jerusalem,  he  attempted  to 
join  himself  to  the  disciples  :  but  they  were 
all  afraid  of  him,  and  believed  not  that  he  was 

27  a   disciple.J     But  Barnabas  took  him    and 
brought  him  to  the  apostles,  and  declared  unto 
them  that  he  had  seen  the  Lord  in  the  way, 
and  that   he  had  spoken   to  him,  and  that  he 
had  preached  boldly  at  Damascus  in  the  name 

28  of  Jesus.   And  he  was  with  them,  coming  in  and 

29  going  out  at  Jerusalem.     And  he  spake  boldly 

*  The  conversion  of  Paul,  with  all  hi:s  prejudices  a^^ainst 
the  gospel,  was  a  most  wonderful  event.  It  was  eft*^cle<l 
bv  a  miracle.  To  the  heavenly  vision,  as  he  says,  he  w:m 
not  disobedient.  Though  he  had  been  a  persecutor  of  the 
disciples  of  Jesus,  he  says  lie  did  it  ignorantly.  lie  had 
been  under  the  influence  of  designing  men.  But  he  did  not, 
like  fhem,  shot  his  eyes  against  the  liglit  of  heaven.

\  They  couW  hardly  helieve  that  he  was  sincere  in  pro- 
fes«in^  to'  be  a  disciple' of  Jesus. 
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in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  disputed 
against  the  Grecians  :*  but  they  conspired  his 

30  death.  And  when  the  brethren  knew  it,  they 
brought  him  down  to  Csesarea,  and  sent  him 

31  forth  to  Tarsus.  .Then  the  churches  had  rest 
throughout  all  Judea,  and  Galilee,  and  Samaria, 
and  were  edified ;  and  walking  in  the  fear  of 
the  Lord,  and  in  the  comfort  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
were  nuiltiplied. 

32  And  it  was  so  that  as  Peter  passed  through 
all  places,  he  came  down  also  to  the  saints  who 

33  dwelt  at  Lydda.  And  there  he  found  a  man 
named  Eneas,  who  had  kept  his  bed  eight 

34  years,  and  was  sick  of  the  palsy.  And  Peter 
said  unto  him,  Eneas,  Jesus  Christ  maketh 
thee  whole  :  Arise  and  make  thy  bed.     And 

35  he  arose  immediately.  And  all  who  dwelt  at 
Lydda  and  Saron  saw  him,  and  turned  to  the 
Lord. 

36  Now  there  was  at  Joppa  a  certain  disciple 
named  Tabitha,  who  by  interpretation  is  called 
Dorcas  :  This  woman  was  full  of  good  works 

37  and  almis-giving.  And  it  came  to  pass  in 
those  clays,  that  she  was  sick  and  died :  and 
when  they  had  washed  her,  they  laid  her  in  an 

58  upper  chamber.  And  as  Lydda  was  near  to 
Joppa,  and  the  disciples  had  heard  that  Peter 
was  there,  they  sent  unto  liim  two  men,  desir- 
ing him  that  he  would  not  delay  to  come  to 

39  them.  Then  Peter  arose,  and  went  with  them. 
WIku  he  was  come,  they  brought  him  into  the 
upper  chamber :  and  all  tlie  widows  stood  by  bin^. 

*  Tbose  Je*vs  who  HveJ  in  (fie  eountri^f?  of  Greece. 
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weeping,  and  shewing  the  coits  and  garments 
wliich  Dorcas  made  while  she  was  with  them. 

40  But  Peter  put  them  all  forth,  and  kneeled  down 
and  prayed,  and  turning  him  to  the  body,  said, 
Tabitha,  arise.     And  she  opened   her  eyes  : 

41  and  when  she  saw  Peter,  she  sat  up.  And  he 
gave  her  his  hand,  and  lifted  her  up  ;  and 
when  he  had  called  the  saints  and  widows,  he 

42  presented  her  alive.  And  this  was  known 
thi'oughout  all  Joppa  :*  and  many  believed  in 

43  the  Lord.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  he  resided 
many  days  in  Joppa  with  one  Simon  a  tanner. 


CHAP.  X. 

1  NOW  there  was  a  certain  man  in  Caesarea, 
called  Comelius,t  a  centurion  of  the  band, 

2  called  the  Italian  band^  a  devout  man,  and  one 
who  served  God,  with  all  his  house,  who  gave 
much  alms  to  the  people,  and  prayed  to  God 

3  always.  He  saw  in  a  vision  evidently,  about 
the  ninth  hour  of  die  day,  an  angel  of  God 
coming  in   to    him,   and   saying   unto   him, 

4  Cornelius.  And  when  he  looked  on  him,  he 
was  afraid,  and  said,  What  is  it,  Lord  ?  And 
he  said  unto  him,  Thy  prayers  and  thine  alms

i»re  come  up  for  a  memorial  before  God* 

5  And  now   send  men  to  Jq)pa,  and  call  for 

6  Simon  whose  surname  is  Peter:  he  lodgeth 
with  one  Simon  a  tanner,  whose  house  is  by 
the  sea  :  he  shall  tell  thee  what  thou  oughtest 

*!'  to  do.  And  when  the  angel  who  spake  unto 
Cornelius  was  departed,  he  called  two  of  his 
household-servants,  and  a   devout  soldier  of 

8  those  who  waited  on  him  continually  ;  and 
when  he  had  declared  all  these  things  unto 
them,  he  sent  them  to  Joppa. 

9  On  the  morrow,  as  they  went  on  their  jour- 
ney,  and  drew  nigh  unto  the  city,  Peter  went 
up  upon  the  house-top  to  pray,  about  the  sixth 

iO  hour.  And  he  became  very  hungry,  and 
would  ha\  e  eaten  :  but  while  they  made  ready, 

1 1  he  fell  into  a  trance,  and  saw  heaven  opened, 
and  a  certain  vessel  descending  upon  him,  as  it 
were  a  great  sheet,  knit  at  the  four  comers, 

12  and  let  down  to  the  earth  :  wherein  were  all 
manner  of  four-footed  beasts  of  the  earth,  and 
wild  beasts,  and  creeping  things,  and  fowls  of 

13  the  air.     And  there  came  a  voice  to  him, 

14  sat/ing^  Rise,  Peter;  kill  and  eat.  But  Peter 
said,  Not  so,  Lord :    for  I  have  never  eaten 

15  any  thing  that  is  common  or  unclean.*  And 
the  voice  came  unto  him  again  the  second 
time,  saying,  What  God  hath  cleansed,  con- 

16  sider  not  as  common.  This  was  done  three 
times :  and  the  vessel  was  received  up  again 

17  into  heaven.  Now,  while  Peter  was  in;suspense

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what  this  vision  which  he  had  seen  sliould 
mean,  behold,  the  men  who  were  sent  from

18  house,  and  stood  before  the  gate,  and  called, 
and  asked  whether  Simon,  who  was  surnamed 
Peter,  were  lodged  there. 

19  While  Peter  thought  on  the  vision,  the 
Spirit  said  unto  him,  Behold  three  men  seek 

20  thee.  Arise  therefore  and  go  down,  and  ac- 
company  them,  doubting  nothing  :  for  I  have 

21  sent  them.  Then  Peter  went  down  to  the 
men  who  were  sent  unto  him  from  Cornelius ; 
and  said,  Behold,  I  am  he  whom  ye  seek  ; 
what  is  the  cause  wherefore  ye  are  con  e  ? 

22  And  they  said,  Cornelius  the  centurion,  a  just 
man,  and  one  that  serveth  God,  and  of  good 
report  among  all  the  nation  of  the  Jews,  was 
warned  from  God  by  an  holy  angel,  to  send 
for  thee  into  his  house,  and  to  hear  instructions 

23  from  thee.  Then  he  called  them  in,  and 
lodged  them*  And  on  the  morrow  Peter  went 
away   with  them,  and  certain  brethren  from 

24  Joppa  accompanied  him.  And  the  day  ^fter 
they  entered  into  Caesarea.*  And  Cornelius 
was  waiting  for  them,  and  had  called  together 

25  his  kinsmen  and  near  friends.  And  as  Peter  was 
coming  in,  Cornelius  met  him,  and  fell  down 

26  at  his  feet,  and  cUd  him  obeisance.  But  Peter 
took  him  up,  saying,  Stand  up  :  I  myself  also 

27  am  a  man.  And  as  he  talked  with  him, 
he  went  in,  and  found  many  who  were  come

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28  together.  And  he  said  unto  them,  Ye  know 
that  it  is  an  unlawful  thing  for  a  man  who  is  a 
Jew  to  keep  company  with,  or  come  unto  one  of 
another  nation  :  but  God  hath  taught  me  not 
to   consider   any  man  common  or   unclean. 

29  Therefore  I  have  come  without  gainsaying,  as 
soon  as  I  was  requested.     I  ask  therefore  for 

30  what  intent  ye  have  sent  for  me  ?  And  Come- 
lius  said,  Four  days  ago  I  was  fasting  until 
this  hour  ;  and  at  the  nintli  hour  I  prayed  in 
my  house,  and  behold  a  man  stood    before 

31  me  in  bright  clothing,  and  said,  Cornelius,  thy 
prayer  is  heard,  and  thine  alms  are  had  in  re- 

32  membrance  in  the  sight  of  God.  Send  there- 
fore  to  Joppa,  and  call  hither  Simon,  whose 
surname  is  Peter  :  he  is  lodged  in  the  house 
of  one  Simon,  a  tanner,  by  the  sea :  who,  when 

33  he  cometh,  shall  speak  unto  thee.  Immediate- 
ly therefore  I  sent  to  thee ;  and  thou  hast  done 
well  that  thou  art  come.  Now  therefore  we 
are  all  here  present  before  God,  to  hear  all 
things  that  are  commanded  thee  of  God. 

34  Then  Peter  opened  his  mouth,  and  said,  Of 
a  truth  I  perceive  that  God  is  no  respecter  of 

35  persons  :  But  in  every  nation^  he  whoserveth 
him,  and  worketh  righteousness,  is  accepted 

36  with  him.*  The  word  which  God  sent  unto 
the  children  of  Israel,  preaching  peace  by  Je- 

37  sus Christ  (he  is  Lord  of  all,)  that  word,/ 
say  J  ye  know,,  which,  was  pubUshed  through- 

•It  was  the  Spirit  ofGodywUo  is  the  Father  of  all 
nations,  and  whose  regards  are  not  confined  to  any  people 
or  sect,  who  inspired  the  apostle  Peter  with  this  mUholie 
sentiment. 
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out  all  Judea,  and  began  from  Galilee,  after 

38  the  baptism  which  John  preached  :  how  God 
anointed  Jesus  of  Nazareth  with  the  Holy- 
Spirit,  and  with  power:  who  went  about 
doing  good,  and  healing  all  who  Were  oppress- 
ed of  the  devil  ;    for  God  was  with  him, 

39  And  we  are  witnesses  of  all  things  which  he 
did  both  in  the  land  of  the  Jews,  and  in  Jcru- 

•  salem ;  whom  they  slew,  and  hanged  on  a  tree. 

40  Him  God  raised  up  the  third  day,  and  shewed 

41  him  openly,  nbtto  all  the  people,  but  unto  wit- 

•  nesses,  chosen  before  of  God,  even  to  us,  who 
did  eat  and  drink  with  him  after  he  rose  from  the 

42  dead*  And  he  commanded  us  to  preach  unto 
the  people,  and  to  testify  that  it  is  he  who  was 
ordained  of  God  to  be  the  Judge  of  quick  and 

43  dead.  To  him  give  all  the  propliets  witness, 
that  through  his  name,  whosoever  believeth  in 
him  shall  receive  remission  of  sins. 

44  While  Peter  was  speaking  these  words,  the 
Holy  Spirit  fell  on  all  them  who  heard  the  word. 

45  And  they  of  the  circamcision,  who  believed, 
were  astonished,  as  many  as  came  with  Peter, 
because  on   the  Gentiles  also  was  poured  out 

46  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  For  they  heard 
them  speak  with  tongues,  and  magnify  God. 

47  Then  Peter^aid,  Can  any  man  forbid  water 
that  these  should  not  be  baptized,   who  have 

48  received  the  Holy  Spirit  as  well  as  we  ?  And 
he  commanded  them  to  be  baptized  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord.  Then  they  requested  him 
to  abide  with  them  several  days. 
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CHAP.  XL 

1  NOW  the  apostles  and  brethren  who  were 
in   Jucjka  heard  that  the  Gentiles  had  also  re- 

2  ccived  the  word  of  God.  And  when  Peter 
was  come  up  to  Jerusalem,  they  who  were  of 

3  the  circumcision  contended  with  him,  saying, . 
Thou  wentest  in  to  men  uncircumcised,  and 

4  didst  eat  with  them.  But  Peter,  rehearsed  the 
matter  from  the  beginning,  and  expounded  it 

5  by  order  unto  them,  saying,  I  was  in  the  city 
of  Joppa,  praying :  and  in  a  trance  I  saw  a 
vision,  a  certain  vessel  descend,  as  it  had  been 
a  great  sheet,  let  down  from  heaven  b}'  four 

6  corners  ;  and  it  came  even  to  me.  Upon  the 
which,  when  I  had  fastened  mine  eyes,  I  con- 
sidered, and  saw  foulr-footed  beasts  of  the 
earth,  and  wild  beasts,  and  creeping  things, 

7  and  fowls  of  the  air.  And  I  heard  a  voice, 
saying  unto  me,  Arise,  Peter ;  slay  and  eat. 

8  But  I  said.  Not  so.  Lord :  for  nothing  com- 
mon or  unclean  hath  at  any  time  entered  into 

9  my  mouth.  But  the  voice  answered  me  again 
from   heaven.  What  God  hath  cleansed,  t/iat 

10  call  not  thou  common.  And  this  was  dofne 
three  times  :  and  all  were  drawn  up  again  into 

1 1  heaven.  And  behold,  immediately  three  men 
were  already  come  unto  the  house  where  I  was, 

12  sent  from  Caesarea  unto  me.  And  the  Spirit 
bade  me  go  with  them,  nothing  doubting. 
Moreover,  these  six  brethren  accompanied 
me,  and  we  entered  into  the  man's  house  : 
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13  And  he  shewed  us  how  he  had  seen  an  angel 
in  his  house,  who  stood,  and  said  unto  him, 
Send  men  to  Joppa,  and  call  for  Simon,  whose 

14  surname  is  Peter  ;  \vi\o  shall  tell  thee  words, 
whereby  thou  and  all  thy  house  shall  be  saved. 

15  And  as  I  began  to  speak,  the  Holy  Spirit  fell 

16  on  them,  as  on  us  at  the  beginning.  Then  I 
remembered  the  word  of  the  Lord,  that  he  said, 
John  indeed   baptized  with   water  ;    but  ye 

17  shall  be  baptized  with  the  Holy  Spirit,  Foras- 
much then  as  God  gave  them  the  like  gift,  as 
he  did  unto  us  who  believed  on  the  Lord 
Jesus   Christ,  what  was  I,  that  I  could  with- 

18  stand  God  ?  When  they  heard  these  things, 
they  held  their  peace  ;*  and  glorified  God» 
saying,  Then  hath  God  also  lo  the  Gentiles 
granted  repentance  unto  life. 

19  Now,  they  who  were  scattered  abroad  upon 
the  persecution  which  arose  about  Stephen, 
travelled  as  far  as  Phoenice,  and  Cyprus  and 
Antioch,t  preaching  the  word  to  none  but 

20  unto  the  Jews  only 4  And  some  of  them  were 
men  of  Cyprus  and  Cyrene,  who  when  they 
were  come  to  Antioch,  spake  unto   the  Gre- 

21  cianSjJ  preaching  the  Lord  Jesus.     And  the 

*  They  eeased  to  object,  or  to  eensure  him.

f  There  were  many  Jews  in  those  places :  and  the  apos- 
tles seemed  not  yet  to  be  conrineed  that  the  gospel  was  to 
be  preached  to  the  heathen  world.

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hand  of  the  Lord  was  with  them :    and  a 
great  number  believed  and  turned  to  the  Lord. 

22  Then  tidings  of  these  things  came  unto  the 
ears  of  the  church  which  was  in  Jerusalem  : 
and  they  sent  forth  Barnabas,  that  he  should 

23  go  as  far  as  Antioch.  Who,  when  he  came, 
.  and  had  seen  the  grace  of  God,  was  glad,  and 

exhorted  them  all,  that  with  purpose  of  heart 

24  they  would  cleave  unto  the  Lord.*  For  be 
was  a  good  man,  and  full  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
and  of  faith :  and  many  people  were  added 

^5  unto  the  Lord.     Then  Barnabas  departed  to 

26  Tarsus,  to  seek  Saul  :  And  when  he  had 
found  him,  he  brought  him  unto  Antioch.f 
And  it  came  to  pass,  that  a  whole  year  they 
assembled  themselves  with  the  church,  iind 
taught  much  people.  And  the  disciples  were 
called  Christians  first  in  Antioch. 

27  And  in  those  days   came  prophets  from 

28  Jerusalem  unto  Antioch.  And  there  stood  up 
one  of  them  named  Agabus,  and  signified  by 
tlie  Spirit,  that  there  would  be  great  dearth 
throughout  all  the  world  :J    which  came  to 

29  pass  in  the  days  of  Claudius  Caesar.  Then 
the  disciples,  every  man  according  to  his  abili- 
ty, determined  to  send  relief  unto  the  brethren 

50  that  dwelt  in  Judea.  Which  also  they  did, 
and  sent  it  to  the  elders,  by  the  hands  of 
Barnabas  and  Saul.

sent  away  from  Jerusalem  on  account  of  a  plot  among  the 
J^ews  to  destroy  him ;  see  chap.  ix.

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1  NOW,  about  that  time,  Herod  the  king 
stretched  forth  his  hands  to  persecute  some  of 

2  the  church.     And  he  killed  James  the  brother 

3  of  John,  with  the  sword.  And  because  he 
saw  it  pleased  the  Jews,  he  proceeded  further 
to  take  Peter  also.     (Then  were  the  days  of 

4  unleavened  bread.)  And  when  he  had  appre- 
hended  him,  he  put  him  in  prison,  and  deliver- 
ed  him  to  four  quaterions  of  soldiers  to  keep 
him  :    intending  after  the  passover  to  bring 

5:  him  forth  to  the  people.     Peter  therefore  was 
.  kept  in  prison :  but  prayer  was  made  without 

6  ceasing,  by  the  church  to  God  for  him.  And 
when  Herod  would  have  brought  him  forth, 
the  same  night  Peter  was  sleeping  between 
two  soldiers,  bound  with  two  chains  ;  and  the 
centinels  before  the  door  kept  the  prison. 

7  And  behold,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  came  upon 
him,  and  a  light  shined  in  the  prison  :  and  he 
smote  Peter  on  the  side,  and  raised  him  up, 
saying.  Arise  up  quickly.     And  his  chains 

8  fell  off  from  his  hands.  And  the  angel  said 
unto  him.  Gird  thyself,  and  bind  on  thy  san- 
dais  :  and  so  he  dad.  And  he  saith  unto  him, 
Cast  thy  garment  about  thee,  and  follow  me. 

9  And  he  went  out,  and  followed  him,  and  knew 

not  that  it  was  true  which  was  done  by  the  an- 

10  gel ;  but  thought  he  saw  a  vision.    When  they 

were  past  first  and  second  ward,  they  caitie  unto 

the  iron  gate  that  leadeth  into  the  city ;   which 
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Opened  to  them  with  its  own  accord  :  and 
they  went  out,  and  passed  through  one  street; 
and  immediately  the  angel  departed  from  him, 

11  And  when  Peter  was  come  to  himself,  he  said, 
Now  I  know  surely  that  the  Lord  hath  sent  his 
angel,  and  hath  delivered  me  out  of  the  hand 
of  Herod,  and  from  all  the  expectation  of  the 

12  people  of  the  Jews,  And  when  he  had  con- 
sidered  th^  things  he  came  to  the  house  of 
Mary  the  mother  of  John,  whose  surname  was 
Marie,    where  many  were   gathered  together 

13  praying.  And  as  Peter  knocked  at  the  door 
of  the  gate,  a  damsel  came  to  hearken,  named 

14  Rhoda.  And  when  she  knew  Peter^s  voice, 
she  opened  not  the  gate  for  gladness,  but  ran 
in  and  told  Uiat  Peter  stood  before  tlie  gate. 

15  And  they  said  unto  her,  Thou  art  mad.  But 
she  constantly  affirmed  that  it  was  even  so. 

16  Then  they  said.  It  is  his  angel.  But  Peter 
continued  knocking.  And  when  they  had 
opened  tht  door^  and  saw  him,  they  were 

17  astonished.  But  he,  beckoning  unto  them 
with  the  hand  to  hold  their  peace,  declared 
unto  them  how  the  Lord  had  brought  him 
out  of  the  prison.  And  he  said,  Go  shew 
these  things  unto  James,  and  to  the  brethren. 
And  he  departed  and  went  into  another  place. 

18  Now,  as  soon  as  it  was  day,  there  was  no  small 
stir  among  the  soldiers,  what  was  become^of 

19  Peter. .  And  when  Herod  had  sought  for  him, 
and  found  him  not,  he  examined  the  keepers, 
and  commanded  that  they  should  be  put  to 
death.  And  he  went  down  from  Judea  to 
Caesarea^  and  there  abode. 
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20  And  Herod  was  highly  displeased  with 
them  of  Tyre  and  Sidon,  But  they  came 
with  one  accord  to  him,  and  having  made 
Blastus,  the  king's  chamberlain,  their  friend, 
desired   peace  ;    because  their  country  was 

21  nourished  by  the  king's.  And  upon  a  set 
day,  Herod  arrayed  in  royal  apparel,  set  upon 
his  throne,  aad  made  a  speech  unto  them. 

22  And  the  people  gave  a  shout,  sayings  It  is  the 

23  voice  of  a  god,*  and  not  of  a  man.  And 
immediately  the  angel  of  the  Lord  smote  him, 
because  he  gave  nbt  God  the  glory  :  and  he 
was  eaten  of  worms,  and  expired. 

24  But  the  word  of  God  prevailed  and  multiplied. 

25  And  Barnabas  and  Saul  returned  from  Jeru- 
salem when  they  had  fulfilled  their  ministry, 
and  took  with  them  John,  whose  surname  was 
Mark. 


CHAP.  xni. 

1  NOW  there  were  in  the  church  which  was 
at  Antioch  certain  prophets  and  teachers  ;t 
as  Barnabas,  and  Simeon  who  was  called  Niger, 
and  Lucius  of  Cyrene,  and  Manaen,  wha  had 
been  brought  up  with  Herod  the  tctrarch,  and 

2  Siuil.  As  they  ministered  to  the  Lord,  and 
fasted,  the  Holy   Spirit  said,J  Separate   me

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Barnabas  and  Saul,  for  the  work  whercunto  I 

3  have  called  them.  And  when  they  had  fasted 
and  prayed,  and  laid  their  hands  on  them,  they 
sent  them  away. 

4  So  they,  being  sent  forth  by  the  Holy  Spirit,^ 
departed   unto   Seleucia  rf    and  from  thence 

5  they-sailed  to  Cyprus.  And  when  they  were 
at  Salamis,  they  preached  the  word  of  God  *m 
the   synagogues  of  the  Jews.     And  they  had 

6  also  John  for  their  assistant.  And  when 
they  had  gone  through  the  island  unto  Papbos 
they  found  a  certain  magician,  a  false  prophet, 
who  was  a  Jew,  by  the  name  of  Bar-jesus. 

7  Who  was  with  the  deputy  of  the  countr}-, 
Sergius  Paulus,  a  prudent  man  ;  who  called 
for  Barnabas  and  Saul,  and  desired  to  hear  the 

8  word  of  God.  But  Elymas  the  ma^cian  (for 
so  is  his  name  by  interpretation)  mthstood 
them,  seeking  to  turn  away  the  deputy  from 

9  the  faith.  Then  Saul  (who  also  is  called 
Paul)  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit,  set  his  eyes 

10  on  him,  and  said,  O  thou  child  of  the  devil, 
enemy  of  all  righteousness,  and  full  of  all 
deceit  and  mischief,  wilt  thou  not  cease  to  per- 

1 1  vert  the  right  way  of  the  Lord  ?  And  now, 
behold,  the  hand  of  the  Lord  is  upon  thee, 
and  thou  shalt  be  blind,  and  not  see  the  sun 
for  a  season.  And  immediately  there  fell  on 
him  a  mist  and  a  darkness ;  and  he  went 
about  seeking  some  to  lead  him  by  the  hand. 

12  Then  the  deputy,  when  he  saw  v/hat  was  done,

13  the  Lord.  Now  when  Paul  and  his  company 
loosed  from  Paphos>  they  came  to  Perga  in 
Pamphylia.*  But  John,  departing  from  them, 
returned  to  Jerusalem. 

14  And  when  they  departed  from  Perga,  they 
came  to  Antioch  in  Pisidia,t  and  went  into 
the  synagogue  qa  the   sabbath-day,  and  sat 

15  down.  And  after  the  reading  of  the  law  and 
prophets, J  the  rulers  of  the  synagogue  sent 
unto  them,  saying,  Ye  men  and  brethren,  if  ye 
have  any  word  of  exhortation  for  the  people, 

16  say  on.  Then  Paul  stood  up,  and  giving  a 
sign  with   his  hand,  said,  Men  of  Israel,  and 

17  ye  who  fear  God,  give  audience.  The  God 
of  this  people  {even  of  Israel)  chose  our  fathers, 
and  exalted  them  in  their  pilgrimage  in  the 
land  of  Egypt,  and  with ,  an  high  arm  brought 

18  them  out  of  it.  And  about  the  tinie  of  forty 
years*  he   suffered  their  manners  in  the  wilder- 

19  ness.§  And  when  he  had  destroyed  seven 
nations  in  the   land  of   Conaan,  he  divided 

20  their  land  to  them  by  lot.     And  after  that,  he 

gave  them  judges,  about   the   space  of  four 
undred  and  fifty   years,   until   Samuel  the 

21  prophet.  And  afterward  they  desired  a  king : 
and  God   gave   unto  them  Saul  the  son  of

22  space  of  forty  years.  And  when  he  had  re- 
moved  him,  he  raised  up  unto  them  David  to 
be  their  king ;  to  whom  also  he  gave  testimony, 
and  said,  I  have  found  David  the  son  of  Jesse, 
a  man  after  mine  own  heart,  who  shall  tulfit 

23  all  .my  will.  Of  this  man's. seed  God  hath, 
according  to  his  promise,  raised  unto  Israel  a 

2't  Savior,  Jesus  ;  when  John  had  first  preached, 
(before  his  coming,)  the  baptism  of  repent- 

25  ance  to  all  the  people  of  Israel,  And  as  John 
fulfilled  Ills  course,  he  said.  Whom  think  ye 
that  I  am  ?  I  am  not  he.'^     But  behold,  there 

.     Cometh  one  after  me,  the  shots  of  whose  ftet 

26  I  am  not  worthy  to  loose.  Men  and  brethren, 
children  of  the  stock  of  Abraham,  and  whoso* 
ever  among  you  feareth  God,  to  you  is  the 

27  word  of  this  salvation  sent.  For  they  who 
dwell  at  Jerusalem,  and  their  rulers,  as  thcr 

^     knew  him  not,  nor  yet  the  voices  of  the  pro- 
'      phets,  which  are  read  every  sabboth-day,  they 

28  have  fulfilled  them  in  condemning  him^  And 
though  they  found  no  juat  cause  of  death 
in  hiTTij  yet  they  desired  Pilate  that  he  should 

29  be  slain.  And  when  they  had  performed  all 
that  viw  predicted  of  him,  they  took  him 
down  fi'om  the  tree,  and  laid  him  in  a  sepul- 

30  chre.     But  God  raised  him  from  the  dead; 

31  and  he  was  seen  many  days  of  them  who  eamc 
up  with  him  from  Galilee  to  Jerusalem,  who

declare  unto  you  glad  tidings,  even  that  the 
promise  which  was  made  unto  the  fathers, 

33  God  hath  fulfilled  the  same  unto  us  their 
children,  in  that  he  hath  raised  up  Jesus  again  ; 
as  it  is  also  written  in  the  second  psalm,  Thou 
art  my   Son,  this  day  I  have  begotten  thee. 

34  And,  that  he  would  raise  Jiim  up  from  the 
dead,  no  more  to  return  to  corruption,  he  said 
thus,  I   will   give  you  the  sure  mercies  of 

35  David.  Wherefore  he  saith  also  in  another 
psalmj  Thou   wilt  not  suffer  thine  Holy  One 

36  to  see  corruption  i*  For  David,  after  he  had 
served  his  own  gent  ration  according  to  the 
will  of  God,  fell  on  sleep,  and  was  laid  unto 

37  his  fathers,  and  saw  corruption :  But  he  whom 
God  raised  again  saw  no  corruption. 

38  Be  it  known  unto  you  therefore,  men  and 
'  brethren,  that  through  this  person  is  preached 

39  unto  you  the  forgiveness  of  sins :  And  by  him 
all  who  believe  are  justified  from  all  things, 
from  which  ye  could  not  be  justified  by  the 

40  law  of  Moses.  Beware  therefore,  lest  that 
come  upon  you  which  is  spoken  in  the  proph- 

41  ets,t  Behold,  ye  scofiers,  and  wonder,  and 
perish :  for  I  will  perform  a  work  in  your  days, 
a  worA:  which  ye  will  in  no  wise  believe,  though 

42  one  declare  it  unto  you.  And  as  they  were 
going  out  of  the  synagogue,  the  Gentiles  re- 
quested that  these  words  might  be  preached 

43  to  them  the  next  sabbath.     >fow,  when  the

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congregation  was  broken  up,  many  of  the  Jews 
and  religious  proselytes  followed  Paul  and 
Barnabas ;  who  speaking  to  them,  persuaded 
them  to  continue  in  the  grace  of  God. 

44  And  the  next  sabbath  almost  the  whole  city 

45  came  together  to  hear  the  word  of  God,  But 
when  the  Jews*  saw  the  multitude,  they  were 
filled  with  cn\%  and  denied  those  things  which 
were  spoken  by  Paul ;  bodi  contradicting  and 

46  blaspheming.  Then  Paul  and  Barnabas  be- 
came bold,  and  said,  It  was  necessary  diat  the 
word  of  God  should  first  be  spoken  to  you ; 
but  seeing  ye  put  it  firom  you,  and  judge  your- 
selves unworthy  of  everlasting  life,  lo,  we  turn 

47  to  the  Gentiles.  For  so  the  Lord  hath  com* 
manded  us,  sayings  I  have  set  thee  to  be  a  light 
of  the  Gentiles,   that  thou  shouldest  be  for 

48  salvation  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth;  And 
when  the  Gentiles  heard  this,  they  were  glad, 
and  glorified  the  word  of  the  Lord :  and  as 
many  as  were  ordained  to  eternal  life,  believed.t 

49  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  was  published 

50  through  out  all  that  country.  But  the 
Jews  stirred  up  the  devout  and  honorable 
women,  and  the  chief  men  of  the  city,  and 
raised  a  persecution  ag^nst  Paul  and  Barnabas, 

51  and  expelled  them  from  their  territories.  But 
they  shook  oif  the  dust  of  their  feet  against 

52  them,  and  came  into  Iconium4  And  the 
disciples  were  filled  with  joy,  and  with  the 
Holy  Spirit, 

*  The  rest  of  the  Jews,  who  were  the  greater  niunber.

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1  AND  it  came  to  pass  in  Iconium,  that  they 
went  both  together  into  the  synagogue  of  the 
Jews,  and  spake  in  such  a  manner  that  a  great 
multitude  both  of  the  Jews,  and  of  the  Greeks 

2  believed.  But  the  unbelieving  Jews  stirred  up 
the  heathens,  and  made  them  disaffected  to- 

3  wards  the  brethren.  For  a  long  time  therefore 
they  remained  speaking  boldly  concerning  the 
Lord,  who  gave  testimony  unto  the  word  of 
his  grace,  and  granted  signs  and  wonders  to  be 

4  done  by  their  hands.  But  the  multitude  of 
the  city  was  divided  :    and  part  held  with  the 

5  Jews,  and  part  with  the  apostles.  And  when 
there  was  a  conspiracy  both  of  the  Gentiles, 
'and  also  of  the  Jew^  with  their  rulers,  to  use 

6  M^;w  despitefuUy,  and  to  stone  them,  they  were 
apprehensive  of  it,  and  fled  to  Lystra,  and 
Derbe,  cities  of  Lycaonia,*  and  to  the  adjoin- 

7  ing  country.  And  there  they  preached  the 
gospel. 

8  And  there  sat  a  certain  man  at  Lystra,  dis- 
eased in  his  feet,  being  a  cripple  from  his  moth- 

9  er's  womb,  who  never  had  walked  ;  the  same 
heard  Paul  speak  :  who,  stedfastly  beholding 
him,  and  perceiving  that  he  had  faith  to  be 

10  healed,  said  with  a  loud  voice,  Stand  upright 
on  thy   feet.     And  he  leai>ed  and  walked. 

11  And  when  the  people  saw  what  Paul  had  done, 
they  lifted  up  their  voices,  saying  in  the  Ian- 

*  Lycaonia  borders  on  Pi^idki  eastward. 
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guage  of  Lycaonia»   The  gods  are  come  down 

12  to  us  in  the  likeness  of  men.  And  they  called 
Barnabas  Jupiter,  and  Paul  Mercurius,  because 

13  he  was  the  chief  speaker,  ♦  Then  the  priest 
of  Jupiter  being  before  their  city /brought  oxen 
and  garlands  unto  the  gates,  and  would  have 

14  done  sacrifice  with  the  people.  But  when  the 
apostles  Barnabas  and  Paul  heard  it,  they  rent 
their  clothes,  and  ran  in  among  the  people, 

15  crying  out,  and  saying.  Sirs,  why  do  ye  these 
things  ?  We  also  are  men  of  like  nature  with 
you,  and  preach  unto  you  that  ye  should  turn 
from  these  vanities  unto  the  living  God,  who 
made  heaven,  and  earth,   and   the  sea,  and  ail 

16  things  that  are  therein  :*  Who,  in  times  past, 
suffered  all  nations  to  walk  in  their  own  ways. 

17  Nevertheless,  he  has  not  left  himself  without 
witness,  in  that  he  has  done  good,  and  givea 
us  rain  from  heaven,  and  fruitful  seasons,  filling 

18  our  hearts  with  food  and  gladness.  And  hav- 
ing said  these  things,  with  difficulty  they  pre- 
vented the  people  from  offering  them  sacrifices. 

19  And  there  came  thitlier  certain  Jews  from 
Antioch  and  Iconium,  who  persuaded  the 
people,  and  having  stoned  Paul,  drew  him  out 
of  the  city,   supposing   he  had  been  dead. 

*  These  people  it  must  be  reeollected  were  paganc,  who 
believed  there  were  many  gods  $  and  who  had  traditioDS  of 
their  deities  having  ofLen  visited  the  earth  in  the  likeness  q( 
men.  Jupiter  was  their  chief  deitj;  and  Mercury,  aceord- 
ing  to  their  creed,  was  ytry  eloquent,  and  the  messenger  of 
the  other  gods. 

t  The  imaginary  and  idol  gods  of  the  heathens  are  often, 
itt  the  Old  Testament,  called  vanity  and  a  lie. 
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20  Howbeit,  as  the  disciples  stood  round  about 
him,  he  rose  up,  and  came  into  the  city  2  and 
the   next  day  he   departed  with  Barnabas  to 

21  Derbe.  And  when  they  had  preached  the 
gospel  to  that  city,  and  had  taught  many,  they 
returned  again  to  Lystra,  and  to  Iconium  and 

22  Antioch,  Confirming  the  souls  of  the  disci- 
pies,  and  exhorting  them  to  continue  in  the 
faith,  and  saying,  that  we  must,  through  much 
tribulation,  enter  into   the  kingdom  of  God. 

23  And  when  they  had  ordained  them  elders  in 
every  church,  and  had  prayed  with  fasting, 
they  commended  them  to  the  Lord,  on  whom 

24  they  believed.  And  after  they  had  passed 
throughout  Pisidia,  they  came  to  Pamphylia. 

25  And  when  they   had   preached  the  word  in 

26  Perga,  they  went  down  into  Attalia;  and 
thence  sailed  to  Antioch,*  from  whence  they 
had  been  recommended  to  the  grace  of  God, 

27  for  the  work  which  they  fulfilled.  And  when 
they  were  come,  and  had  gathered  the  church 
together,  they  related  all  that  God  had  done 
with  them,  and  how  he  had  opened  the  door 

28  of  faith  unto  the  Gentiles.  And  there  they 
abode  some  time  with  the  disciples. 

*  This  is  Antioch  in  Syria,  which  lies  on  the  north  of 
Judea,  and  is  several  hundired  miles  from  Antioch  in  Asia 
Minor,  where  they  had  been. 
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CHAP.  XV. 


1  AND  certain  men  who  came  down  from 
Judea,  taught  the  brethren,  and  said^  Except 
ye   be  circumcised  after  the  manner  of  Moses 

2  ye  cannot  be  saved.  And  there  being  much 
dissension  and  debate  between  Paul  and  Barn- 
abas, and  these  men,  it  was  determined  by 
them  ofAntioch,  that  Paul  and  Barnabas,  and 
some  others  of  their  church  should  go  to  Je- 
rusaleth  unto  the  apostles  and  elders  about  this 

3  question.  And  being  brought  on  their  way 
by  the  church,  they  passed  through  Phoenice 
and  Samaria,*  declaring  the  conversion  of  the 
Gentiles :  and  they  caused  great  joy  unto  all 

4  the  brethren.  And  when  they  were  come  to 
Jerusalem,  they  were  received  by  the  church, 
and  the  apostles  and  elders :  and  they  related 
all  things  which  God  had  done   by   them. 

5  But  there  rose  up  some  of  the  sect  of  the  Phar- 
isees, who  believed,  saying.  That  it  was  needful 
to  circumcise  them,  and  to  command  them  to 
keep  the  law  of  Moses.t 

6  And  the  apostles  and  elders  came   together 
1  to  consider  of  this  matter.     And  after  much

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discnssion,  Peter  rose  up>  and  said  unto  them. 
Men  and  brethren,  ye  know  that  some  time 
ago  God  made  choice  among  us,  that  the 
Gentiles  by  my  mouth  should  near  the  word 

8  of  the  gospel,  and  believe.  And  God  who 
Icnoweth  the  hearts,  testified  in  their  favor  by 
giving  them  the  Holy  Spirit,  even  as  unto  us: 

9  And  put  no  difference  betwen  us  and  them, 

10  purifymg  their  hearts  by  faith.  Now  therefore, 
why  do  ye  tempt  God,  to  put  a  yoke  upon  tlie 
neck  of  the  disciples,  which  neither  our  fath- 

1 1  ers  nor  we  were  able  to  bear  ?  But  we  believe, 
that  through  the  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
we  shall  be  saved,  even  as  they. 

12  Then  the  whole  assembly  kept  silence,  and 
g9ve  audience  to  Barnabas  and  Paul,  who 
declared  what  miracles  and  wonders  God  had 
wrought  among  the  Gentiles  by  them. 

13  And  after  they  had  held  their  peace,  James 
spake,  saying,  Men  and  brethren,  hearken  unto 

14  me.  Simon  hath  related  how  God  at  first  did 
visit  the  Gentiles,  to  take  out  of  them  a  people 

15  forhisname.^     And  with  this  agree  the  words 

16  of  the  prophets ;  as  it  is  written,  "After  this  I 
will  return,  and  will  build  again  the  tabernacle 
of  David,  which  is  &llen  down ;  and  I  will 
build  again  the  ruins  thereof,  and  I  will  set  it 

17  up :  That  the  residue  of  men  might  seek 
after  the  Lord,  and  all  the  Gei;itiles,  upon 
whom  my  name  is  called,  saith  the  Lord,  who 

*  Referring  to  Simon'Peter,  urbo  had  just  given  an  ac- 
count of  his  being  commanded  to  preach  tbe  gospel  to  the 
Oeatilefl. 
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-18  doeth  all  these  tilings/**  Known  unto  God 
are  all  his   works  from  the  beginning  of  the 

19  world.  Wherefore  my  opinion  is,  that  wc 
do  not  trouble  them,   who  from  among  tbe 

20  Gentiles,  are  converted  to  God:  But  that 
we  write  unto  them,  that  they  abstain  from 
pollutions  of  idols,  and  fornication,  and  things 

.  21  strangled,  and  blood.  For  Moses  of  old  time 
hath  in  every  city  them  that  preach  lum,  being 
read  in   the  synagogues  every  sabbath-day.f 

22  Then  it  pleased  the  apostles  and  elders,  with 
the  whole  church,  to  send  chosen  men  of  their 
own  company  to  Antioch,  in  Syria,  with  Paul 
and  Barnabas ;  namely^  Judas  sumamed  Bar- 
sabas,  and  Silas,   chief  men  among  the  brcth- 

23  ren :  And  they  wrote  letters  by  them  afitr 
this  manner ;  **The  apostles,  and  elders,  and 
brethren,  send  greeting  unto  the  brethren  who 
are  among  the  Gentiles  m  Antioch,  and  Syria, 

24  and  Cilicia :  Forasmuch  as  we  liave  heard, 
that  some  who  went  out  from  us  have  trou- 
bled you  with  words,  subverting  your  souk ; 
saying.  Be  circumcised,  and  keep  the  law ; 

25  to  whom  we  gave  no  commandment:  It 
seemed  fit  unto  us,  being  assembled  with  one 
accord,   to  send  chosen  men  unto  you,  with 

26  our  beloved  Barnabas  and  Paul ;    men  who 

•  have  hazarded  their  lives  for  the  name  of  our 

27  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  We  have  therefore  sent 
Judas  and   Silas,  who  shall  also  declare  the. 

28  same  things  by  mouth.     For  it  seemed  good;

t  To  teach  Che  laws  of  Moses,  then,  wu  to  preach  Mostf- 
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to  the  Holy  Spirit  and  to  us,*  to  lay  upon  you 
no  greater  burden  than  these  necessary  things ; 
29  that  ye  abstain  from  meats  oflTered  to  idols, 
and  from  blood  ;  arift  ftt>m  things  strangled, 
and  from  fornication :  From  which  if  ye  keep 

50  yourselves,  ye  sliall  do  well.  Farewell.''  So 
when  they  were  dismissed,  they  came  to  An- 
tioch  :  and  when  they  had  gathered  the  mul- 
titude  together,   they  delivered  the  epistle : 

51  Which  when  they  bad  read,  they  rejoiced  for 

32  the  consolation  of  it.  And  Judas  and  Silas, 
being  prophets  also  themselves,  exhorted  and 
strengthened  the  brethren  with  many  words. 

33  And  after  they  had  continued  there  for  some 
time,  they  were  permitted  to  go  in  peace  from 

34  the  brethren  unto  the  apostles.     However,  it 

35  pleased  Silas  to  abide  there  still.  Paul  and 
Barnabas  also  continued  in  Antioch,  teaching 
and  preaching  the  word  of  the  Lord,  with  many 
others  also. 

36  And  some  days  after,  Paul  said  unto  Barna- 
bas, Let  us  go  again  and  visit  our  brethren  in 
every  city  wliere  we  have  preached  the  word  of 

37  the  Lord,  and  see  how  they  do.  And  Barna- 
bas was  disposed  to  take  with  them  John, 

38  whose  surname  was  Mark.  But  Paul  thought 
it  not  proper  to  take  him  with  them,  who  de- 
p:\rted  from  them  from  Pamphylia,  and  went 

39  not  with  them  to  the  work.f  And  the  con- 
tention was  so  sharp  between  them,  that  they

he  went  through  Syria  and  Cilicia^  confirmii^ 
the  churches. 


CHAP.  XVI. 

%  THEN  he  came  to  Derbe  and  Lystra. 
And  behold,  a  certain  disciple  was  there, 
jaamed  Timothy,  the  son  of  a  Jewish  woman, 
who  believed,  but  his  father  was  a  heathen. 

3  He  was  in  good  reputation  among  the  brethren 

3  who  were  at  Lystra  and  Iconium.  Him  Paul 
would  have  to  go  forth  with  him  ;  and  took 
and  circumcised  him,  because  of  the  Jews 
who  were  in  those  parts :    for  they  all  knew 

4  that  his  father  was  a  Gentile.  And  as  they 
went  through  the  cities,  they  delivered  them 
tlie  decrees  to  keep,  which  were  ordained  by 
the  apostles  and  elders  who  were  at  Jerusalem. 

3  And  the  churches  were  establbhed  in  the  &itb, 

6  and  increased  in  number  daily.     Now  when 

they  had  gone  throughout  Phrygia,  and  Ac

7  Holy  Spirit  to  preach  the  word  in  Asia,*  and 
having  come  to  Mysia,  they  proposed  to  go 
into  Bithynia  :t    but  the  Spirit  suffered  them" 

8  not.     And  passing  through  Mysia,  they  came 

9  down  to  Troas.  And  Paul  had  a  vision  in 
the  night.  There  stood  a  man  of  Macedonia, 
and  besought  him,  saying,    Come  over  into 

10  Macedonia,  and  help  us4  And  after  he  had 
seen  the  vision,  immediately  we  endeavoured  to 
go  into  Macedonia,  being  assured  that  the  Lord 
had  called  us  to  preach  the  gospel  unto  them. 

11  Therefore  loosing  from  Troas,  we  came  with 
a  straight  course  to  Samothracia,  and  the  next 

12  day  to  Neapblis;}  and  thence  to  Philippi, 
which  is  the  chief  city  of  that  part  of  Macedo- 
nia, and  a  colony.     And  we  were  in  that  city 

13  abiding  several  days.  And  on  the  sabbath 
we  went  out  of  the  city  by  a  river,  where 
prayer  was  wont  to  be  made,||  and  we  sat 
down  and  spake  unto  tfcie  women  who  resorted 
there. 

14  And  a  certain  woman  named  Lydia,  a  seller 
of  purple,  of  the  city  of  Thyadra,  who  wor-

opened,  that  she  attended  unto  the  thingf 
which  were  spoken  by  Paul. 

15  And  when  she  was  baptized,  and  hsthause^ 
holdy*  she  besought  us,  saying,  If  ye  have 
judged  me  to  be  faithful  to  tlie  Lord,  ccmie 
into  my  house,  and  abide.  And  she  constrain- 
ed us* 

16  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  we  went  to  the 
house  of  prayer,  a  certain  damsel  {supposed  to 
de)  possessed  with  a  spirit  of  Pythoa,t  met 
us,  who  brought  her  masters  much  gain  by 

17  soothsaying :  The  same  followed  Paul  and 
us,  and  cried,  saying,  These  men  are  the  ser* 
vants  of  the  most  high  God,  who  shew  unto 

18  us  the  way  of  salvation.  And  this  she  did 
many  days^  But  Paul  being  grieved,  turned 
and  said  to  the  spirit,  I  command  thee  in  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ  to  come  out  of  her. 
And  it  came  out  the  same  hour. 

19  And  when  her  masters  saw  that  the  hope  of 
their  gains  was  gone,  they  caught  Paul  and 
Silas,  and  drew  them  into  the  market.place» 

20  unto  the  rulers,  and  brought  them  to  the  ma- 
gistrates, saying,  These  men,  being  Jews,  do 

Si  e3&eeedingly  trouUe  our  city,  and  teach  cus- 
toms which  are  not  lawful  for  us  to  receive, 

22  neither  to  observe,  as  we  are  Romans.  And 
^multitude  rose  up.  together  against  them  :

i  Ptfthon,  that  19,  Apollo,  a  heatben  deitj :  tbe  daaael 
was  supposed  to  be  inspuiad  by  tbis  faba  s^  ^^  feretrl 
«veali. 
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ftnd  the  magistrates  rent  off  their  clothes,  and 

23  commanded  to  beat^A^m.  And  when  they 
had  laid  many  stripes  upon  them,  they  cast 

^  them  into  prison,  charging  the  goaler  to  ke^ 

24  them  safely  :*  Who,  having  received  such  a 
charge^  thrust  them  into  the  inner  prison,  and 
made  their  feet  fast  in  the.  stocks, 

25  And  at  midnight  Paul  and  Silas  prayed, 
and  sang  praises  unto  God,  and  the  prisonersr 

26  heard  them.  And  suddenly  there  was  a  great 
earthquake,  so  that  the  foundations  of  the 
prison  were  shaken :  and  immediately  all  the 
doors  were  opened,  and  every  CMie's  bands 

27  were  loosed.  And  the  keeper  of  the  prison 
waking  out  of  his  sleep,  and  seeing  the  prison- 
doors  open,  drew  out  his  sword,  and  would 
have  killed  himself,  supposing  that  the  priscMS^ 

26  ers  had  fled.  But  Paul  cried  with  a  loud  voice, 
saying,   Do  thyself  no  harm :    for  we  are  all 

29  here.  Then  he  called  for  a  light,  and  sprang 
in,  and  came  trembling,  and  fell  down  befwe 

30  Paul  and  Silas :    And  brought  them  out,  and 

31  said,  Sirs,  what  must  I  do  to  be  saved  ?  And 
they  said,   Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 

32  .and  thou  shalt  be  saved,  and  thv  house.  And 
they  spake  the  word  of  the  Lord  unto  him, 

33  and  to  all  who  were  in  his  house.  And  he 
took  them  the  same  hour  of  the  night,  and 
washed  their  stripes ;    and  was  baptized,  he 

*  Nothing  short  of  the  most  perfect  eonvietion  that  Jesus 
Christ  was  a  diyine  teaeher,  and  his  religion  necessary  for 
the  saWation  of  men,  would  have  induced  the  apostles  to 
submit  to  perils,  and  persecutions,  and  death,  in  aefbnce  of 
the  gospcL 
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34  and  all  his,  immediately,*  And  when  he  had 
brought  them  into  his  house,  he  set  meat  be- 
fore  them,  and  rejoiced,  believing  in  God,  with 

35  all  h>s  house.  And  when  it  was  day,  ^ 
magistrates  sent  the  sergeants,   saying.    Let 

36  those  men  go.  And  the'keeper  of  the  prison 
told  this  saying  to  Paul,  The  magistrates  have 
sent  to  let  you  go :  now  therefore  depart  and 

37  go  in  peace.  But  Paul  said  unto  them,  They 
have  beaten  us  openly,  uncondemned,  being 
Romans,  and  have  cast  us  into  prison ;  and 
now  do  they  thrust  us  out  privately  ?  Not  so, 
indeed;  but  let  them  come  themselves  and 

38  brmg  us  out.  And  the  sergeants  told  these 
words  unto  the  magistrates*  and  they  feared 
when   they  heard   that  they   were  Romans. 

39  And  they  came  and  besought  them,  and 
broucfht  them  out,  and  desired  them  to  depart 

40  out  of  the  city.  And  they  went  out  of  the 
prison,  and  entered  into  the  house  q/*Lydia ; 
and  when  they  had  seen  the  brethren,  thcj 
comforted  them,  and  departed. 


*  We  read  here  of  the  faith  of  the  prison  keeper  only, 
vet  all  his  family,  or  children,  were  baptized,  as  well  as 
himself.  This  shews  the  propriety  of  pious  parents haTio^ 
their  ehildren  baptized.  See  also  15th  verse  of  this  chapter* 
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Jl  NOW,  when  they  had  passed  through 
Amphipolis,  and  ApoUonia,  they  came  to 
Thessalonica,  where  was  a  synagogue  of  the 

2  Jews.  And  Paul,  as  his  practice  was,  went 
in  unto  them,  and  three  sabbath-days  reasoned 

3  with  them  out  of  the  scriptures,  explaining 
them,  and  insisting,  that  it  was  necessary 
Christ  should  suffer  and  rise  from  the  dead  : 
and  that  this  Jesus^  whom  I  preach  unto  you^ 

4  is  the  Christ.  And  some  of  them  believed^ 
and  associated  with  Paul  and  Silas ;  of  the 
devout  Greeks  a  great  multitude,  and  many 
celebrated  females  also. 

5  But  the  Jews  who  did  not  believe,  moved 
with  envy,  took  unto  them  some  turbulent 
fellows  from  the  lowest  of  the  people,  and 
gathered  a  company,  and  set  all  the  city  on  an 
uproar,  and  assaulted  the  house  of  Jason,  and 
sought  to  bring  them  out  to    the  people. 

6  And  when  they  could  not  find  them,  they 
drew  Jason,  and  some  brethren,  unto  the  rulers 
of  the  city,  saying,  These  men  who  hav6 
turned  the  world    upside  down,  are  come 

7  hither  also  ;  whom  Jason  hath  received  ;  and 
these  all  oppose  the  decrees  of  Caesar,  saying, 

8  That  there  is  another  king,  Jesus.  And  it 
troubled  the  people,  and  the  rulers  of  the  city 

9  when  they  heard  these  things.  And  when  they 
had  taken  security  of  Jason,  and  of  the  others^ 
they  let  them  go. 
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10  And  the  brethren  immediately  sent  away 
Paul  and  Silas  by  night  unto  tferea ;  who 
coming  there,  went  into  the  synagogue  of  the 

1 1  Jews.  Now  these  were  more  ingenuous  than 
those  in  Thessalonica,  for  they  received  the 
word  with  great  earnestness,  and  searched  the 
scriptures  daily,  \yhether  those  things  were  sa 

12  And  many  of  them  believed  ;  even  of  honor- 
able women  who  were  Greeks,  and  of  men, 

13  not  a  few.  But  when  the  Jews  of  Thessalon- 
ica  knew  that  the  word  of  God  was  preached 
by  Paul  at  Berea,  they  came  hither  also,  and 

14  stirred  up  the  people.  And  \hen  immediately 
the  brethren  sent  away  Paul,  to  go  even  to  the 
sea :  but  Silas  and  Timothy  abode  there  still. 

15  And  they  who  conducted  Paul  brought  him 
unto  Athens  :  and  receiving  a  commandment 
to  Silas  and  Timothy,  to  come  to  hlni  with  all 
speed,  they  departed, 

1 6  Now,  while  Paul  waited  for  them  at  Athens,* 
his  spirit  was  moved  within  him,  when  he  saw 

17  the  whole  city  was  idolatrous.  Then  he 
disputed  in  the  synagogue  with  the  Jews, 
and  with  the  devout  persons,  and  in  the  market 

18  daily  with  tliem  who  met  him.  Then  certain 
philosophers  of  the   Epicureans,  and  of  the 


*  Athens  was  the  seat  of  learning,  the  residenee  of 
philosophers  and  critics.  But  with  all  their  boasted  wis- 
dom, they  were  ignorant  of  the  true  God ;  and  needed 
divine  instructions  to  teaeh  them  the  doctrines  of  pardon 
and  salvation,  and  the  precepts  of  a  perfect  moralitj. 
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Stoics,*  contended  with  him.  And  some 
said,  What  would  this  babbler  say ;  others, 
He  seemeth  to  be  a  preacher  of  strange  gods : 
because  he  spake  to  them  of  Jesus,  and  of  a 

19  resurrection.  And  they  took  him,  and  brought 
him  unto  Areopagus,!  saying,  May  we  know 
what  this  new  doctrine  is  of  which  thou  speak- 

20  est  ?  Fpr  thou  bringest  certain  strange  things 
to  our  ears  -.J  we  would  know  therefore  what 

21  these  things  mean.  (For  all  the  Athenians 
and  strangers  who  were  there,  spent  their  time 
in  nothing  else,  but  either  to  tell  or  to  hear 
some  new  thing.) 

22  Then  Paul  stood  in  the  midst  of  Mars-hill, 

*  The  Epicureans  supposed  that  God  was  incliffereiit 
to  the  conduct  of  men,  ana  in  effect  denied  his  moral  gov- 
ernment and  providential  superintendance  of  the  world. 
They  believed  in  the  unhappy  effects  of  vice,  no  further 
than  were  experienced  in  the  present  life.  It  does  not 
appear  that  they  had  any  expectation  of  a  future  existence. 
Their  views  were  confined  to  this  world  ;  and  their  object 
"was  to  secure  and  enjoy  the  greatest  temporal  good.  The 
Sioicfi  perhaps,  had  not  more  correct  or  exalted  ideas  of 
the  Divinity  than  the  Epicureans  ;  but  they  supposed  it 
necessary  to  become  insensible  (as  far  as  possible)  to  the 
natural  effect  of  misfortune  and  privation  upon  the 
.  senses  ;  and  the^  made  happiness  to  consist  in  an  indiffer- 
ence or  superiority  to  all  worldly  objeets  and  animal  pleas- 
ures. They  affected,  indeed,  to  have  great  fortitude  nnder 
sufferings  :  But  at  the  same  time  endeavoured  to  suppress 
all  those  sympathies,  which  are  the  natural  attributes  and 
.  the  ornament  of  humanity. 

t  Or  Mars-hill,  where  was  a  temple  dedicated  to  Mars, 
the  god  of  war  among  the  heathens.  In  22d  yerse  it  is 
rendered  Mars-hill. 

\  New  or  strange  stories^  which  are  foreign  to  any  opin- 
.  ions  or  doctrines  known  among  us. 
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and  said,  Men  of  Athens,  I  perceive  that  in 

23  all  things  ye  are  very  superstitious  ;*  for  as  I 

fassed  by,  and  beheld  your  places  of  devotion, 
found  an  altar  with  this  inscription,  TO 
THE  UNKNOWN  GOD.  Whom  there, 
fore  ye  ignorantly  worship,  him  I  declare  unto 

24  you.  God,  who  made  the  world,  and  aB 
things  therein,  he  being  Lord  of  heaven  and 
earthjdwelleth  not  in  temples  made  with  hands : 

25  neither  is  worshipped  with  men's  hands,  as 
needing  any  thing,  since  be  giveth  to  all  life, 

26  and  breath,  and  all  things  ;  and  hath  made 
of  one  blood  all  nations  of  men,  to  dwell  on 
the  whole  face  of  the  earth,  and  hath  deternrin- 

^  ed  the  times  before  appointed  to  them,  and  the 

27  bounds  of  their  habitation ;  That  they  should 
seek  the  Lord,  if  perhaps  they  mi^ht  be  con- 
scious of  him,  and  find  him,  tJiou^  indeed  he 

28  be  not  far  from  any  one  of  us  ;t  for  by  bim 
we  live,  and  move,  and  have  our  being;  as 
certain  of  your  own  poets  have  said  :  "For 

29  we  are  also  his  offspring."    Being  then  the 

♦  The  literal  meaniDg  is,  that  they  were  very  fearftil  of 
demons.  Dr.  Doddridge  trandates  the  M^ord^grtatl^  addid- 
ed  to  the  worship  of  invisible  beings.  But  no  one  word  to 
well  exjtfresses  the  sense  of  the  original  term  as  supentitious. 
We  caU  those  superstitious  among  Christians,  who  have 
fears  of  invisible  beings,  or  who  hare  imbibed  erroneoos 
opinions  of  the  Deity,  and  indulge  in  needless  apprebea- 
sious  and  terrors.  The  Athenians  worshipped  many  gods, 
and  seemed  ambitions  of  surpassing  their  neighbon  in  the 
number  of  their  deities. 

t  It  would  seem  that  a  great  part  of  mankind  were  left  ts 
their  ow  n  reasonings  and  opinions,  to  shew  us  how  inade- 
quate are  human  pcwenitoteaefa  theeharacter  ofGod|  and 
the  way  of  inunortai  life. 
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offspring  of  God,  we  ought  not  to  think  that 
the  Deity  is  like  unto  gold,  or  silver,  or  stone^ 

30  wrought  by  human  art  and  device.  The 
times  of  this  ignorance,  God  indeed  overlooked, 
but  now  commandeth  all  men  every  where  to 

SI  repent ;  for  he  hath  appointed  a  day,  in  which 
he  will  judge  the  world  in  righteousness,  by 
the  man  whom  he  hath  ordained :  Of  which 
he  hath  given  assurance  unto  all  mcny  by  rab- 
ing  him  from  the  dead. 

32  And  when  they  heard  of  the  resurrection  of 
the  dead,  some  scoffed,  and  others  s^d,  We 

33  will  hear  thee  again  on  this  subject.    Then 

34  Paul  departed  from  among  them.  But  certain 
men  joined  him,  and  believed :  among  whom 
were  Dionysius  the  Areopagite,*  a  woman 
named  Damaris,  and  several  others. 


CHAP.  xvin. 

1  AFTER  these  things,  Paul  departed  from 

2  Athens,  and  came  to  Corinth  ;t  and  found 
a  certain  Jew,  named  Aquila,  bom  in  Pontus, 
lately  come  from  Italy,  with  his  wife  PriscSlki 
(because  Chiudius  had  commanded  all  lews 
to  depart  from  Rome)  and  he  came  unto  them. 

3  And  as  he  was  of  the  same  trade,  he  abode 
with  them,  and  labored  (for  by  their  occupa* 

4  tion  they  were  tent-makers.)    And  he  reason* 

*  Oionysias  was  a  man  of  great  i^tgpatj  and  leamingw 
t  A  eity  of  Greece,  not  far  from  Atlien«^ 
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ed  in  the  synagogue  every  sabbath,^  and  per- 

5  suaded  the  Jews  and  the  Greeks.  And  when 
Silas  and  Timothy  were  come  from  Macedo- 
nia, Paul  became  earnest  in  preaching,  and 
testified  to  the  Jews  that  JesUs  was  the  Messi- 

6  ah.  And  when  they  opposed  him,  and  blas- 
phemed, he  shook  hts  raiment,  and  said  unto 
them.  Your  blood  be  upon  your  own  heads; 
I  am  innocent :  from  henceforth  I  will  go  umo 
the  Gentiles. 

7  And  he  departed  thence,  and  entered  into  a 
certain  man^s  house,  named  Justus,  who  wor- 
shipped  God,  whose  house  was  adjoining  the 

8  synagogue.  And  Crispus,  the  ruler  of  the 
synagogue,  believed  on  the  Lord  with  all  his 
house  :  and  many  of  the  Corinthians,  when  they 

9  heard  Paul,  believed,  and  were  baptized.  Then 
the  Lord  spake  to  Paul  in  the  night  by  a  vision, 
saying.  Be  not  afraid,  but  speak,  and  hold  not 

10  thy  peace  :  For  I  am  with  thee,  and  no  man 
shall  oppose  thee,   to  thy  hurt :    for  I  have 

11  much  people  in  this  city.  And  he  continued 
there  a  year  and  six  months,  teaching  the  word 
of  God  among  them. 

12  And  while  Gallio  was  the  deputy  of  Acbaia, 
the  Jews  with  one  mind  rose  up  against  Paul, 

13  and  brought  him  to  the  judgment-seat,  say- 
ing,   This  man  persuadeth  men  to  worshiSp 

14  God  contrary  to  the  law.  And  when  Piiul 
was  about  to  open  his  mouth,  Gallio  said  unto 
the  Jews,   If  it  were  a  matter  of  injustice,  or 

*  In  this  city  then,  it  appears  the  Jews  had  a  place  cf 
wonhip. 
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licentioiiSBess,  O  ye  Jews,  it  would  be  reason- 

15  ble  that  1  shouid  bear  with  you  :  But  if  it  be  a 
mere  question  of  tenets  and  n:unes,  and  of  your 
own  law,  look  ye  to  it :  for  I  will  be  no  judge 

16  of  such  matters.     And  he  drave  them  from 

17  the  judgnient-seat.  Then  all  the  Greeks  took 
Sosthenes,  the  chief  of  the  synagogue,  and 
beat  him  before  the  judgment^seat.  And 
Gallio  cared  for  none  of  those  things.* 

18  And  Paul  continued  there  many  days,  and 
then  took  his  leave  of  the  brethren,  and  sailed 
thence  for  Syria,  (and  with  him  Priscilla  and 
Aquila;)  liaving  shorn  his  head  in  Cenchrea  : 

19  for  he  had  a  vow.f     And  he  came  to  Ephe- 
-    sus,J  and  left  them  there :    but  he  himself  en- 
tered into  thesyns^ogue,  and  reasoned  with  the 

20  Jews.    And  though  they  desired  him  to  abide  a 

21  longer  time  with  them,  he  consented  not ;  but 
bade  them  farewell,}  sayine,  I  must  by  all 

.    means  keep  the  approaching  feast  in  Jerusalem  ; 
.    but  I  will  return  unto  you,  if  God  will.     And 

22  he  sailed  from  Ephesus.  And  when  he  had 
landed  at  Caesarea,  and  gone  up  to  Jerusalem, 
and  saluted  the  church,  he  went  down  to  An- 

*  But  Gallio  would  oot  interfere  in  the  affair. 

t  Critics  are  not  agreed  in  their  interpretation  of  this 
passage.  It  is  probable  this  act  was  done  by  Paul  in  eon- 
teqaence  of  a  solemn  vow,  and  experieueing  some  great  de- 
liireranee.

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23  tioch.  And  after  he  had  spent  some  time  M^r^, 
he  departed,  and  went  over  all  the  countiy  of 
Galatia  and  Phrygia*  in  order,  strengthenbg 
all  the  disciples.t 

24  And  a  certain  Jew,  named  Apollos,  born  at 
Alexandria,  an  eloquent  man,  and  mighty  in 

25  the  scriptures,  came  to  Ephesus.  This  man 
was  instructed  in  the  way  of  the  Lord ;  i  and 
being  fervent  in  the  spirit,  he  spake  and  taught 
diligently  the  things  of  the  hoca^  knowing  CMiIy 

26  the  baptbm  of  John.  And  he  began  to  speak 
boldly  in  the  synagogue :  whom  when  Aquila 
and  Friscilla  had  heard,  they  took  him  unto 
them,  and  expounded  unto  him  the  way  of 

27  God  more  perfectly.  And  when  he  was  dis- 
posed to  pass  into  Acham,  the  brethren  wrote, 
exhorting  the  disciples  to  receive  him :  and 
when  he  was  come,   he  helped  them  much 

28  who  had  bdiieved  through  grace.    He  reason- 
.    ed  with  the  Jews  v^  forcibly  in  public, 

shewing  by  the  scriptures  that  Jesus  was  the 
Messiah. 


CHAP.  XIX. 

1  AND  it  came  to  pass,  that  while  Apdlos 
was  at  Corinth,  Paul  having  passed  through 
the  upper  countries,   came  to  Ephesus :  and

t  Haw  constant  and  persevering  was  this  holy  apostle 
in  his  travels  and  labors  to  spread  the  doctrines  it  the 
gospel. 

4  He  had  been  taught  to  expeei  the  Messiah. . 
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52  finding  certain  disciples,  he  said  unto  them, 
Have  ye  received  the  Holy  Spirit  since  ye  be- 
lieved ?  And  they  said  unto  him,  We  have 
not  even  heard  that  there  is  any  Ho!y  Spirit.* 

3  And  he  said  unto  them,  Unto  what  then  were 
ye  baptized  ?     And  they  said,    Unto  John's 

4  baptism.f  Then  Paul  said,  John  verily  bap- 
tized with  the  baptism  of  repentance,  sayin{» 
unto  the  people,  That  they  should  believe  on 
him  who  should  come  after  him,   that  is,  on 

5  Christ  Jesus.  When  they  heard  this^  .they 
were  baptized  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

6  And  when  Paul  had  laid  his  hands  upon  them, 
the  Holy  Spirit  came  on  them  ;  and  they  spake 

7  in  other  languages,  and  prophesied.     And  afl 

8  the  men  were  a^bout  twelve.  And  he  went 
into  the  synagogue,  and  spake  boldly  for  the 
space  of  three  months,  reasoning  and  insisting 
on  the  things  concerning  the  khigdom  of  God. 

9  But  when  some  were  hardened,  and  believed 
not,  but  spake  evil  of  tliat  wayj  before  the 
multitude,  he  departed  from  them,  and  separ- 
ated the  disciples  yro/TJ  theniy  disputing  daily 

10  in  the   school  of  one  Ty annus.  J  ^   And  this 
continued  by  the  space  of  tvVo  years  :    so  that 

♦  That  is,  any  miraculous  gifts  of  the  Spirit.     Set;  6  v. 

t  Like  Apollos,  living  at  a  great  distanee  h-em  Judea, 
they  had  been  acquainted  only  with  the  doctrine  of  John, 
but  %vere  in  expectation  oi*  the  Messiah ;  and  therefore 
readily  acknowledged  that  Jesus  was  Christ.

§  It  is  uncertain  whether  this  were  a  sehoof  ofinstrue- 
tion  in  the  Jewish  religion,  or  in  paganism,  or  some  seet  of 
phtloj9ophers.  In  either  case^  Paul  would  have  mucir  to 
oppose,  and  much  to  teach. 
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all  they  wbt)  dwelt  in  that  part  of  Asia  heard 
the  word  of  the  Lord  Jesus,   both  Jews  and 

11  Greeks.*    And  God  wrought  special  miracles 

12  by  the  hands  of  Paul :  So  that  from  bis  body 
were  brought  unto  the  sick,  handkerchief  or 
aprons,  and  the  diseases  depsurted  from  them, 
and  the  evil  spirits  went  out  of  them. 

13  Then  some  of  the  vagabond  Jews,  exorcists, 
took  upon  them  to  pronounce  on  them  who 
had  evil  spirits,  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus, 
saying,  We  adjure  you  by  Jesus,  whom  Paul 

14  preacheth.  And  there  were  seven  sons  of  one 
Sceva  a  Jew,  and  chief  of  the  priests,  who  did 

15  so.  And  the  evil  spirit  answered  and  said, 
Jesus  I  know,  arid  Paul  I  know  ;  but  who  are 

16  ye  ?  And  the  man,  in  whom  the  evil  spirit 
was,  leapt  on  them,  and  overcame  them,  and 
prevailed  against  them,   so  that  they  fled  out 

17  of  that  house  naked  and  wounded.  And  this 
was  known  to  all  the  Jews  and  Greeks  who 
dwelt  at  Ephesus :  and  fear  came  on  them  all, 
and  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  was  magnified. 

18  And  niany  who  believed  came,  and  confessed, 

19  and  shewed  their  deeds.  Many  also  of  them 
who  used  deceptive  arts  brought  their  books 
together,  and  burned  them  before  all  men  ; 
and  they  counted  the  price  of  them,  and  ftmnd 

20  it  fifty  thousand  pieces  of  silver.  Thus,  with 
great  power,  the  word  of  the  Lord  increased 
and  prevailed. 

21  Auer  these  events  had  taken  place,  Paul 

*  This  nmst  bave  been  the  oeeasioB  of  an  ext^uiTC 
laiovrieds^  of  ChristianU^. 
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resolved  with  himself,  when  he  had  passed 
through  Macedonia  and  Achaia,  to  go  to  Je- 
rusalem, saying,  After  I  have  been  there,  I 

22  must  also  see  Rome.  So  he  sent  into  Mace- 
donia two  of  those  who  ministered  unto  l^m, 
Timothy  and  Erastus ;    but  he  himself  stayed 

23  in  Asia  for  a  season.  And  at  that  time  there 
was  a  great  tumult  concerning  that   way.^ 

24  For  a  certain  man  named  Demetrius,  a  silver- 
smith, who  made  silver  shrines  for  Diana,t 
brought  no   small  gain  unto  the  craftsmen* 

25  Whom  he  called  togetho*,  with  the  workmen 
of  like  occupation,  and  said,  Sirs,  ye  know 

26  that  by  this  trade  we  have  our  wealth :  Ye  also 
see  and  hear,  that  not  only  at  Ephesus,  but 
almost  throughout  all  Asia,,  this  Pai^l  hath 
persuaded  and  turned  away  much  people, 
saying,  that  they  are  no  gods  which  are  made 

27  with  hands :  And  there  is  danger  not  only  that 
this  our  trade  should  become  unprofitable,  but 
that  the  temple  of  the  great  goddess  Diana, 
whom  all  Asia  and  the  world  worships,  should 
be  despised,  and  her  magnificence  destroyed. 

28  And  when  they  heard  this,  they  were  fuU  of 
wrath,  and  cried  out,  saying,  Great  f>  Diana  of 

29  the  Ephesians.  And  the  whole  city  was  filled 
With  confusion  \  and  having  caught  Gains  and 
Aristarchus,  of  Macedonia,  Paul's  companions 
in  travel,  they  rushed  with  one  accord  into  the 

*  The  geet  of  Chriatiaiu,  and  the  doetriiies  of  the  goor 
pel.

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30  theatre.  And  when  Paul  would  have  entered 
in  unto  the  people,  the  disciples  suffered  him 

31  not.  And  some  of  the  chief  ;w<?n  of  Asia  also, 
who  were  his  friends,  sent  unto  him,  desiring 
that  he  would  not  trust  himself  in  the  theatre. 

32  Now  some  cried  one  thing,  and  some  another : 
for  the  assembly  was  confused,  and  the  greater 
part  knew  not  for  what  cause  they  had  come 

33  together.  And  they  drew  Alexander  out  of 
the  multitude,  the  Jews  thrusting  him  forward. 
And  Alexander,  beckoning  with  the  •  hand, 
would  have  made  his  defence  unto  the  people. 

34  But  when  they  learnt  that  he  was  a  Jew,  with 
one  voice,  for  the  space  of  two  hours,  they  all 
cried  out,    Great  ts  Diana  of  the  Ephesians. 

35  And  w^hen  the  ^own- clerk*  had  appeased  the 
people,  he  said.  Ye  men  of  Ephesus,  what 
man  is  there  who  knoweth  not,  that  the  city 
of  the  Ephesians  is  a  worshipper  of  the  great 
goddess  Diana,  and  of  the  image  which  fell 

36  down  from  Jupiter?!  These  things  then  being 
indisputable,  ye  ought  to  be  quiet,  and  to  do 

37  nothing  rashly.  For  ye  have  brought  hither 
these  men, who  are  neither  robbers  of  churches, 

38  nor  yet  blasphemers  of  your  goddess.  Where- 
fore if  Demetrius,  and  the  artificers  who  are 
with  him,  have  a  matter  against  any  man,  the 
courts  of  law  are  open,  and  there  are  depu- 

*  This  was  an  officer  of  some  authority,  as  well  as  a 
seribe  or  recorder.

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39  ties:*  let  them  implead  one  another.  But  if 
ye  inquire  any  thing  concerning  other  matters,  f 
it   shall  be  determined  in  a  lawful  assembly. 

40  For  we  are  in  danger  of  being  called  in  question 
for  this  day's  uproar,  there  being  no  cause 

41  which  Wb  can  assign  for  this  concourse.  And 
when  he  had  thus  spokeo,  he  dismissed  the 
assembly. 


CHAP-  XX. 

1  AND  after  the  tumult  had  ceased,  Paul 
called  unto  hijfa  the  disciples,  and  embraced 
themf  and  departed  to  go  into  Macedonia. 

2  And  when  he  had  gone  over  those  parts,  and 
had  given  them  much  exhortation,  he  came 

3  intoGreece-j:  And  M^^  abode  three  months. 
And  when  ^c  Jews  laid  wait  for  him,  as  hq 
was  about  to  sail  into  Syria,  he  concluded  to 

4  return  through  Macedonia.  And  there  accom- 
panied him  into  Asia,  Sopater  of  Berea ;  and 
of  the  Thessalonians,  Anstarchus  and  Secun« 
dus  ;  and  Gains  of  Derbe,  and  Timothy,  and 

5  of  Asia,  Tychicus  and  Trophimus.     These 

6  went  before,  and  waited  for  us  at  Troas.     And

they  might  hare  a  hearing.

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we  sailed  away  from  Philippi,^  after  the  days 
of  unleavened  bread,  and  came  unto  them  to 
Troas^ in  five  days;    where  we  abode  seven 

7  days.  ^  And  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week, 
when  the  disciples  came  together  to  break 
bread,  Paul  preached  unto  them  (being  pre- 
pared  to  depart  on  the  morrow :)  and  continn- 

8  ed  his  speech  until  midnight.  Now  there 
were  many  lights  in  the  upper  chamber  where 

9  they  were  gathered  together.  And  there  sat 
in  a  window  a  certain  young  man,  named 
Eutychus,  having  fallen  into  a  deep  sleep :  and 
as  Paul  was  long  preaching,  he  sunk  down 
with  sleep,  and  fell  from  the  third  loft,  and 

10  was  taken  up  dead.  And  Paul  went  down, 
and  fell  on  him,  and  embracing  him^  said,  Be 

11  not  distressed,  for  his  life  is  in  him.  Now 
when  he  was  come  up  again,  and  had  broken 
bread,  and  eaten,  and  talked  a  long  while,  even 

12  till  break  of  day,  he  departed.  And  they 
brought  the  young  man  aUve,  and  were  not  a 
Htde  comforted. 

13  And  we  went  before  to  the  ship,  and  sailed 
unto  Assos,  there  intending  to  take  in  Paul : 
for  so  he  had  appointed,  resolving  himself  to 

14  go  by  land.  And  when  he  met  with  us  at 
Assos,  we  took  him  in,  and  came  to  Mitylene. 

15  And  we  sailed  thence,  and  came  the  next 
day  over  against  Chios  ;  and  the  next  day 
we  arrived  at  Samos,  and  tarried  at  Tro- 
gyllium ;    and  the  next  day  we  came  to  Mi- 

•  Philippi  was  a  citjr  of  Maeednnia.     Here  Paul  ctlab- 
lUhel  a  chiircli)  to  which  one  of  his  epistles  yk  addressed^ 
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16  letus,*  For  Panl  had  determined  to  sail  by 
Ephesus,  because  he  would  not  spend  the 
time  in  Asia :  for  he  hastened,  if  it  were  pos- 
sible   for  him,  to   be  at  Jerusalem   on  the 

'^ay  of  Pentecost. 

17  And  from   Miletus  he  sent  to  Ephesus,t 

18  and  called  the  elders  of  the  church.  And  when 
they  were  come  to  him,  he  said  unto  them, 
Ye  know,  from  the  first  day  that  1  came  into 
Asia,  after  what  manner  I  have  been  widi  you 

19  at  all  seasons,  serving  the  Lord  with  all  humil- 
ity of  mind,  and  with  many  tears,  and  tempta- 
tions, which  befel  me  through  the  conspiracies 

20  of  the  Jews :  jind  how  I  kept  back  nothing 
that  was  profitable,  but  have  shewed  you,  and 
have  taught  you  publicly,  and  from  house  to 

21  house,  testiiying  both  to  the  Jews,  and  to  the 
Greeks,  repentance  toward  God,  and  faith  to- 

22  ward  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  And  now  be- 
hold,  I  go  bound  in  the  spirit:|:  unto  Jerusalem, 
not  knowing  the  things  which  shall  befal  me 

23  there,  except  that  the  Holy  Spirit  witnesseth 
in  every  city,  saying,  that  bonds  and  aifiictions 

24  await  me.  But  I  make  no  account  of  this, 
neither  do  I  consider  my  life  of  any  value,  so 
that  I  may  finish  my  course  with  joy,  and  the 
ministry  which  I  have  received  of  the  Lord 

*  Assos,  Chios,  ttunos,  Tro^Hium  and  Miletus,  ara 
all  ports  or  islands  intne  ^gean  Sea,  in  IheMediterraneao, 
In  the  way  from  Troas  to  the  coasts  of  Syria.

\,  Impelled  or  urged  bj  tlie  Spirit.  He  was  convinced 
it  was  his  duty  to  go :  though  he  knew  not  the  particular 
benefit  Hhich  would  result. 
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Jesus,  to  testify  the  gospel  of  the  grace  of  God- 

25  And  now,  behold,  I  know  that  ye  aU,  among 
whom  I  have  gone  preaching  the  kmgdom  of 

26  God,  shall  see  my  face  no  more.  Wherefore 
I  testify  to  you  this  day,  that  I  am  pure  from 

27  the  blood  of  all  men.  For  1  have  not  shunned 
to  declare  unto  you  all  the  counsel  of  God. 

28  Take  heed  therefore  unto  yourselves,  and 
to  all  the  flock  over  which  the  Holy  Spirit  hath 
made  you  overseers,*  to  feed  the  church  of 
the  Lord^t  which  he  hath  purchased  with  his 

29  own  blood.  For  I  know  this,  that  after  my 
departure  grievous  wolves  will  enter  in  among 

30  you,  not  sparing  the  flock.  Also  from  among 
yourselves  men  will  arise,  speakuig  perverse 
things,    to  draw  away  disciples  after  them. 

31  Therefore  watch,  and  remember  that  for  the 
space  of  three  years  I  ceased  not  to  warn  every 

32  one  night  and  day  with  tears.  And  now, 
brethren,  I  commend  you  to  God,  and  to  the 
word  of  his  grace,  which  is  able  to  build  you 
up,  and  to  give  you  an  inheritance  among  sdi 

33  them  who  are  sanctified.     I  have  coveted  no 

34  man's  silver,  or  gold,  or  apparel.  Yea,  yc 
yourselves  know  that  these  hands  have  minis* 
tered  to  my  necessities,  and  to  them   who 

35  were  with  me.  I  have  shewed  you  all  things, 
that  so  laboring  ye  ought  to  assist  the  weak  ;

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and  to  remember  the  words  of  tlie  Lord  Jesus, 
which  he  said,  It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than

36  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  kneeled 

37  down,  and  prayed  with  them  all.  And  they 
all  wept  sore,  and  fell  fn  Paul's  neck,  and 

38  kissed  him,  sorrowing  most  of  all  for  the 
words  which  he  spake,  that  they  should  see 
his  face  no  more.  And  they  a<)«:ompanied 
him  unto  the  ship. 


CHAP.  XXL 

1  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  \vc  were  gone 
from  them,  we  set  sail  and  came  with  a  direct 
course  unto  Coos,  and  the  dai/  follbwing  \mto 

2  Rhodes,  and  from  thence  unto  Patara.  And 
finding  a  ship  going  6ver  to  Phoenicia,  we 

3  went  aboard,  and  set  sai(.  Now,  when  we  had 
discovered  Cyprus,!  ^^  left  it  on  the  left 
hand,  and  sailed  into  Syria,  and  landed  at 
Tyre :  for  there  the  ship  was  to  unlade  her 

4  cargo.  And  finding  disciples,  we  remained 
there  seven  days :  who  said  to  Paul,  through 
the  Spirit,  that  he  should  not  go  up  to  Jerusa- 

5  lem.  And  when  we  had  accomplished  those 
days,  wc  departed,  and  went  our  way  ;    and 

*  Wc  have  not  in  the  go0peb  aay  inpress  declaration 
of  Christ  in  these  word*.  The  game  sentiment  is  uften 
mie^sted.  But  it  is  probable  that  Paul  bad  this  related 
to  liiin  verbally  by  some  of  the  apostles. 

t  Coos,  Rhodes  and  Cyprus  are  islands  b  the  Mediter-* 
ranean  sea. 
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they  all  brought  us  on  our  journey,  witli 
wives  and  children,  till  we  were  out  of  the 
city  :  and  we  kneeled  down  on  the  shore,  and 

6  prayed.  And  when  we  had  saluted  one 
another,  we  took  ship  ;    and   they   returned 

7  home.  And  when  we  had  finished  the  voyage 
from  Tyre,  we  came  to  Ptolemais,  and  saluted 
the  brethren,  and  abode  with  them  one  day. 

8  And  the  next  dat/  we  (^who  were  of  PauCs 
company  J  departed,  and  came  to  Cassarea  ; 
and  we  entered  into  the  house  of,  Philip  the 
Evangelist  (who  was  oneoi  the  seven  deacons) 

9  and  abode  with  him.     And  the  same  man  had 
JO  four  virgin  daughters,  who  prophesied.     And 

as  we  continued  there  many  days,  there  came 
down  from  Judea  a  certain   prophet  named 

1 1  Agabus  ;  and  when  he  was  come  unto  us,  he 
took  Paul's  girdle,  and  bound  his  own  hands 
and  feet,  and  said,  Thus  saith  the  Holy  Spirit, 
So  shall  the  Jews  at  Jerusalem  bind  the  man 
who  owneth  this'  girdle,  and  shall  deliver  kirn 

12  into  the  hands  of  the  Gentiles.  And  when  we 
heard  these  things,  both  we,  and  the  disciples 
of  that  place,  besought  him  not  to  go  up  to 

15  Jerusalem.  Then  Paul  answered,  What  mean 
ye  to  weep,  and  to  break  my  heart  ?  For  I 
am  ready  not  to  be  bound  only,  but  also  to 
die  at  Jerusalem  for  the  name  of  the  Lord 

14  Jesus.  And  when  he  would  not  be  persuaded, 
we  ceased,  saying.  The  will  of  the  Lord  be 

15  done.     And  after  those  days  we  commenced 
1^  our  journey,  and  went  up  to  Jerusalem.   And 

there  went  with  us  also  some  of  the  disciples 
from  Csesarea,  and  brought  with  them  one 
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Mnason  of  Cyprus,  an  old  disciple,  with  whom 

17  we  should  lodge.     And  when  we  were  come 
-     to  Jerusalem,  the  brethren  received  us  gladly. 

18  And  the  day  following  Paul  went  in  with  us 
unto  James  ;  and  all  the  elders  were  present. 

19  And  when  he  had  saluted  them,  he  declared 
particularly   what  things  God   had   wrought 

20  among  the  Gentiles  by  his  ministry.  And 
when  they  heard  it^  they  glorified  the  Lord, 
and  said  unto  him,  Thou  seest,  brother,  how 
many  thousands  of  Jews  there  are  who  believe  ; 

21  and  they  are  all  zealous  for  the  law.*  And 
they  are  informed  of  thee,  that  thou  teachest 
all  the  Jews  who  are  among  the  Gentiles  to 
forsake  Moses ;  saying,  that  they  ought  not 
to   circumcise  their  children,  neither  to  walk 

22  after  the  customs.f  What  then  is  to  be  done  ? 
The  multitude   must  needs   come  together : 

23  for  they  will  hear  that  thou  art  come.  Now 
do  this  which  we  say  to  thee :  we  have  four 

24  men  who  have  a  vow  on  them  :  Them  take, 
and  purify  thyself  with  them,  and  be  at  charges 
with  them,  that  they  may  shave  their  heads  ; 
and  all  will  know,  that  those  things  whereof 
they  were  informed  concerning  thee  are  noth- 
ing, but  that  thou  thyself  also  walkest  orderly, 

25  and  keepest  the  law.  But  as  to  the  Gentiles 
who  believe,  we  have  written  and  concluded, 
that  they  observe  no  such  thing,J  save  only 

*  It  was  very  difficolt  for  the  Jews  to  divest  themselves 
of  their  attachment  to  the  ceremonies  of  the  law  of  Moses, 
an  which  thej  had  been  educated. 

t  The  other  customs  and  ceremonies  of  the  Mosaic  ritual. 

\  As  eircumeision,  or  any  other  Jewishccremgnv. 
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that  they  keep  themselves  from  t/twgs  offered 
to  idols,  and   from   bloody  and  fix)m  thngs 

26  strangled,  and  from  fornication.  Then  Paul 
took  the  men,  and  the  next  day  purifying 
himself  with  them,  entered  into  the  temple  lo 
signify  the  accomplishment  of  the  days  of 
purification,  until  an  offering  should  be  made 

27  for  every  one  of  them.*  And  when  the  seven 
days  were  almost  ended,  the  Jews  who  were 
of  Asia,  when  they  saw  him  iii  the  temple, 
stirred  up  all  the  people,  and  laid  hands  on  him, 

28  crying  out,  Men  of  Israel,  help.  This  is  the 
man  who  teacheih  all  men  every  where  against 
the  people,  and  the  law,  and  this  place ;  and 
hath  also  brought  Greeks  into  the  temple :  and 

29  hath  polluted  this  holy  place.  (For  they  had 
before  seen  with  him  in  the  city,  Trophimus 
an  Ephesian,  whom  they  supposed  Paul  had 

30  brought  into  the  temple.)  And  all  the  city 
was  in  a  tumult,  and  the  people  ran  together ; 
and  they  took  Paul,  and  drew  him  out  of  the 
temple  :  and  immediately  the  doors  ^vere  shut. 

31  Ana  as  they  were  seeking  to  kill  him,  it  \vas 
reported  to  the  chief  captain  of  the  band,  that 

32  all  Jerusalem  was  in  an  uproar;  who  im- 
mediately took  soldiers,  and  centurions,  and 
ran  down  unto  them  :  and  when  tliey  saw  the 
chief  captain,  and  the  soldiers,  they  ceased 

33  from   beating  Paul.     Then  the  chief  capt^ 

♦  It  was  ill  this  way  that  Paul  became  all  thin^  to  fcH 
men.  He  was  ready  to  comply  with  the  rites  of  the  Mosaie 
law  at  the  re<]^tiest  of  iits  eoiintrymen,  the  Jewg :  Yet  h^ 
would  not  require  the  Gentile  converts  to  observe  then).

came  near,  and  took  him,  and  commanded  him 
to  be  bound  with   two  cliains,  and   inquired 

34  who  he  was,  and  what  he  had  done.  And 
some  of  the  multitude  cried  one  thing,  and 
som3  another  ;  and  when  he  could  not  know 
the   certainty  for  the  tumult,  he  commanded 

55  him  to  be  carried  into  the  castle.  And  when 
he  came  upon  the  stairs,  so  it  was  that  he  was 
borne  of  the  soldiers,  for  the  violence  of  the 

36  people.  For  the  multitude  of  the  people 
followed    after,     crying.    Away     with    him. 

37  And  as  Paul  was  to  be  led  into  the  castle, 
he  said  unto  the  chief  captain,  May  I  speak 
unto  thee  ?     Who  said,  Canst  thou   speak 

38  Greek  ?  Art  thou  not  that  Egyptian,  who 
before  these  days  madest  an  uproar,  and  led- 
dest  out  into    the  wilderness   four  thousand 

39  men  who  were  murderers  ?  But  Paul  said, 
I  am  a  Jew  of  the  city  of  Tarsus,  of  Ci- 
licia,  a  citizen  of  no  mein  city  :  and  I  be- 
seech thee,  suffer  me  to  speak  unto  the  peo- 

40  pie.  And  when  he  had  given  him  leave,  Paul 
stood  on  the  stairs,  and  beckoned  with  the 
hand  unto  the  people.  And  when  there  was 
made  a  great  silence,  he  spake  unto  them  in  the 
Hebrew  tongue,  saying, 


GHAP.  XXIlK 

1  MEN,  brethren,  and  fathers,  hear  yc  my 

2  defence  which  I  make  now  unto  you.     (And 
when  they  heard  him  speaking  to  them  in  the 
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Hebrew  language,  they  were  the  more  sileiit : 
5  and  he  saith)  I  am  indeed  a  Jew,  bom  in  Tarsus,  a 
rffy  of  Cilicia,  but  brought  up  in  this  city,  at  the 
feet  of  Gamaliel,*  and  Uwght  according  to  the 
perfect  manner  of  the  law  of  the  fathers,  and 
was  zealous  towards  God,  as  ye  all  are  this  day. 

4  And  I  persecuted  this  sect  unto  death,  binding 
and  delivering  into  prisons  both  men  and  wo- 

5  men  ;  as  the  high  priest  and  all  the  elders 
will  witness  for  me  :  from  whom  also  I  re- 
ceived letters  unto  the  brethren,  and  went  to 
DamasciiSj   to  bring  them  who  were  there 

6  bound  unto  Jerusalem,  to  be  punished :  and  it 
came  to  pass,  tliat  as  I  made  my  journey,  and 
was  come  near  to  Damascus,  about  noon, 
suddenly  there  shone  from  heaven  a  great  light 

7  round  about  me.  And  I  fell  to  the  ground, 
and  heard  a  voice  saying  unto  me,  Saul,  Saul, 

8  why  persecutest  thou  me  ?  And  I  answered, 
Who  art  thou.  Lord  ?  And  he  said  unto  me,  I 
am  Jesus  df  NazarQth,  whom  thou  persecut- 

9  est  And  they  who  were  with  me  saw  indeed 
the  light,  and  were  afraid ;  but  they  heard  not  the 

10  voice  of  him  who  spake  to  me.f  And  I  said. 
What  shall  I  do,  Lord?  And  the  Lord  ^lid 
unto  me,  Arise  and  go  to  Damascus,  and 
there  you  sh^l  be  informed  concerning  all 
things  which  are  required  of  thee  to  do. 

*  This  is  a  rery  candid  statement  of  the  apostle ;  and 
mnst  have  eoarioeed  the  Jews  of  his  sincerity. 

t  They  understood  not  the  words.  For  it  appears  hy 
i^hap.  ix.  7f  that  they  heard  theroice  or  sound. 
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1 1  And  when  I  could  not  see  for  the  gJory  of  that 
light,  being  led  by  the  hand  of  them  who 

12  were  with  me;  I  came  into  Damascus  :  And 
one  Ananias,  a  devout  man  according  to  the 
law,  who  had  a  good  character  among  all  the 

13  Jews  who  dwelt  thercy  came. unto  me,  and 
stood,  and  said  unto  me.  Brother  Saul,  receive 
thy  sight.     And  the  same  hour  I  looked  up 

14  upon  him.  And  he  said,  The  God  of  our 
fatliers  hath  chosen  thee,  that  thou  shouldst 
know  his  will,  and  see  that  Just  One,  and 

15  shouldst  hear  the  voice  of  his  mouth.  For 
thou  shalt  be  his  witness  unto  all  men,  of 

16  what  thou  hast  seen  and  heard.  And  now, 
what  wouldst thou?  Arise,  and  be  baptized, 
and  wash  away  thy  sins,  calling  on  the  name 

17  of  the  Lord.  And  it  came  ♦o  pass,  that  when 
I  was  come  again  to  Jerusalem,  even  while  I 

18  prayed  in  the  temple,  I  was  in  a  trance  ;  and 
saw  him  saying  unto  me.  Make  haste,  and  go 
quickly  out  of  Jemssdem  :  for  they  will  not 

19  receive  thy  testimony  concerning  me.  And 
I  smd,  Lord,  they  know  that  I  imprisoned 
and  beat  in  every'  synagogue  them  who  be- 

20  lieved  on  thee.  And  when  the  blood  of  the 
martyr  Stephen  was  shed,  I  also  was  standing 
bv,  and  consenting  unto  his  death,  and  kept 

21  the  r^ment  of  them  who  slew  him.  And  he 
said  unto  me.  Depart :  for  I  will  send  thee 
far  hence  unto  the  Gentiles. 

22  And  they  listened  to  him  until  this  declara- 
tion, and  then  lifted  \tp  their  voices,  and  said. 
Away  with  such  a  fellow  from'the  earth :  for  it 

23  is  not  fit  that  he  should  live.  And  as  they  cried 
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out,  and  cast  off  their  clothes,  and  threw  dust 

24  into  the  air,*  the  chief  captain  commanded  him 
to  be  brought  into  the  castle,  and  ordered  that 
he  should  be  examined  by  scourging ;  that  he 
might  know  for   what   cause  they  cried  so 

25  against  him.  And  as  they  bound  him  with 
thongs,  Paul  said  unto  the  centurion  that  stood 
by,  Is   it  lawful  for  you  to  scourge  a  Roman 

26  citizen  uncondemned  ?'  When  the  centurion 
heard  tJuit^  he  went  and  told  the  chief  captain, 
saying,  Take  heed  what  thou  doest :    for  this 

^7  man  is  a  Roman.  Then  the  chief  captainf 
came  and  said  unto  him,  Tell  me,   art  thou  a 

28  Roman  ?  He  said,  Yea.  And  the  chief  cap- 
tain answered,  With  a  great  sum  I  obtained 
this  freedom.     And  Paul  said,  I  was  born^^^. 

29  Then  they  who  would  have  examined  him 
immediately  left  him  :  and  the  chief  captain 
also  was  afraid,  after  he  knew  that  he  was  a 

30  Roman,  because  he  had  bound  him.  *On  the 
next  day,  because  he  would  know  the  certainty 
why  he  was  accused  of  the  Jews,  he  loosed 
him  from  his  bands,  and  commanded  the  cliief 
priests  and  all  the  Sanhedrim]:  to  appear,  and 
brought  Paul  down,  and  set  him  before  them. 

*  The  Jews  eould  not  endure  the  idea  thai  Gentiles  were 
to  share  in  the  blessines  of  the  Messiah's  kin^om.  They 
were  not  only  bigotted,  but  greatly  mistaken  in  their  inter- 
pretation  of  the  proplieeies  respeeting  Christ.    ' 

t  Or  tribune  :  The  Romans  then  gave  laws  to  the 
Jew»,  and  their  officers  and  armies  were  stationed  in  varioos 
parts  of  Judea.  • 

\  The  chief  priest  and  other  ecclesiastical  characters 
constituted  a  court,  called  the  Sanhedrim. 
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1  AND  Paul  looking  attentively  on  the 
Sanhedrim,  said,  Men  and  brethren,  I  have 
lived  in  all  good  conscience  before  God,  until 

2  this  day,*  And  the  high  {^-iest  Ananias  com- 
inanded  them  who  stood   by  him,  to  smite 

3  him  on  the  mouth.  Then  Paul  said  unto  him, 
God  shall  smite  thee,  tfuni  whited  wall  rf 
Dost  thou  sit  to  judge  me  according  to  law, 
and  yet  contrary  to  law  dost  command  me  to 

4  be  smitten  ?    And  they  that  stood  by  said, 

5  Revilest  thou  God's  high  priest  ?  Then  said 
Paul,  I  knew  not,  brethren,  that  he  was  the 
high  priest  :    for  it  is  written.  Thou  shalt  not 

6  speak  evil  of  thcnilcrof  thy  people.  Now  when 
Paul  perceived  that  the  one  part  were  Saddu- 
cees,  and  the  other  Pharisees,  he  cried  out  in 
the  council.  Men  and  brethren,  I  am  a  Phari- 
see, the  son  of  a  Pharisee  :  for  the  hope  and 
resurrection  of  the  d^d  I  am  called  in  question. 

7  And  when  he  had  so  said,  tliere  was  a  dissen- 
tion  between  the  Pharisees  and  the  Sadducees: 

8  and  the  multitude  was  divided.      For  the 

*  Paul  appears  to  have  been  sincere  and  eoneientious, 
even  while  tie  opposed  Christ ianitj.  He  says,  he  thought 
he  was  doing  Ood  service.  He  probably  believed  Jesus  to 
be  an  Impostor*  His  error  and  fault  lay  in  not  examining 
more  impartially  as  to  the  character  and  miracles  of 
Christ.

9  confess  both.*  And  therewas  a  great  clamour: 
and  the  scribes  who  were  of  the  sect  of  tlie 
Pharisees  arose,  and  strove,  sa5'^ing,  We  find 
no  evil  in  this  man  :  but  if  a  spirit  or  an  angel 
hath  spoken  to  him,  let  us  not  fight  against  Goid* 

10  And  when  the  contention  became  very  great, 
the  chief  captain,  fearing  lest  Paul  should  be 
torn  in  pieces  by  them,  commanded  the  sol- 
diers to  go  down,  and  to  take  him  by  force 
from  among  them,  and  to  bring  him  into  the 

11  castle.  And  the  night  following  the  Lord 
stood  by  him,  and  said.  Be  of  good  cheer, 
Paul,  for  as  thou  hast  testified  of  me  at  Jeru- 
salem, so  must  thou  bear  witness  also  at  Rome, 

12  And  when  it  was  day,  some  of  the  Jews 
combined  together,  and  bound  themselves  un- 
der a  curse,  saying,  that  they  would  neither  eat 

13  nor  drink  till  they  had  killed  Paul.  Andthey 
were  more   than  forty  who  had  made  this 

14  conspiracy.  And  they  came  to  the  chief 
priests  and  elders,  and  said,  We  have  bound 
ourselves  under  a  great  curse,  that  we  will  eat 

15  nothing  until  we  have  slain  Paul.  Now  there- 
fore  ye  with  the  council  signify  to  the  chief 
captain,  that  he  bring  him  down  unto  you 
to-morrow,  as  though  ye  would  inquire 
something  more  perfectly  concerning  him ; 
and   before  he  comes  near,  we  will  prepare  to 

16  kill  him.     And  when  Paul's  sister's  son  heard 

*  See  Mat.  xxii.  23,  where  the  same  account  is  giren 
of  the  Sadducees. 
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of  their  conspiracy,  he  went  and  entered  into 
17  the  castle,  and  tpkl  Paul.  Then  Paul  called 
one  of  the  centurions  unto  him,  and  said, 
Bring  this  young  man  unto  the  chief  captain  ; 
18^  for  he  hath  sometliing  to  tell  him.  So  he 
took  him,  and  brought  him  to  the  chief  captain, 
and  said,  Paul  the  prisoner  called  me  unto 
him,  and  asked  me  to  bring  this  young  man 
unto  thee,  who  hatli^something  to  say  unto 

19  thee.  Then  the  chief  captain  took  him  by  the 
hand,  and  went  aside  privately,  and  asked  litm^ 

20  What  is  it  thou  hast  to  tell  me  ?  And  he  said. 
The  Jews  have  agreed  to  desire  thee,  that 
thou  wouldst  bring  down  Paul  to-morrow  into 
the   council,  as  though  they    would   inquire 

21  something  of  him  more  particularly.  But  da 
not  thou  yield  unto  them  :  for  there  lie  in  wait 
for  him  more  than  forty  of  them,  wh«  have 
bound  themselves  with  an  oath,  that  they  will 
neither  eat  nor  drink,  till  they  have  killed  him  : 
and  now  they  are  ready,  expecting  a  promise 

22  from  thee.*  Then  the  chief  captain  let  the 
young  man  depart,  and  charged  A/m,  sayings 
Tell  no  man  that  thou  hast  shewed  these  things 
to  me. 

23  And  he  called  unto  him  two  centurions, 
saying.  Make  ready  two  hundred  soldiers  to 
go  to  Caesarea,  and  horsemen  threescore  and 
ten,  and  spearmen  two  hundred,  at  the  third 

24  hour  of  the  night  ;  and  provide  them  beasts 
that  they  may   set  Paul  on,   and  bring  him 

*  That  is,  a  promise  to  bring  dawil  PauL 
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25  safe  unto  Felix    the    governor.*     And  he 

26  wrote  a  letter  after  this  manner :  Claudius 
Lysias,   unto  the    most  excellent  governor 

27  Felix^  greeting.  This  man  was  taken  by  the 
Jews,  and  would  have  been  killed  by  them  : 
then  I  came  with  an  army,  and  rescued  him, 
having  understood  that  he   was  a  Roman. 

28  And  when  I  would  have  known  the  cause  for 
which  they  accused  him,  I  brought  him  forth 

29  into  their  council :  Whom  I  found  to  be 
accused  concerning  questions  of  their  law,  but 
to  have  nothing  laid  to  his  charge  deserving  of 

30  death,  or  of  bonds.  And  when  it  was  told  me 
that  there  was  a  conspiracy  of  the  Jews  against 
the  man,  I  sent  immediately  to  thee,  and  gave 
commandment  to  his  accusers  also,  to  say  any 
thing    against  him  before  thee.      Farewell. 

31  Then  the  soldiers,  as  it  was  commanded  them, 
took  Paul,  and  brought  kirn  by  night  to  Anti- 

32  patris.  On  the  morrow  they  left  tl^  horsemen 
to  go  with  him,  and  returned  to  the  ca^e ; 

33  who,  when  they  came  to  Caesarea,  and  deliv- 
ered the  epistle  to  the  governor,  presented 

34  Paul  also  before  him.  And  when  the  governor 
had  read  the  letter^  he  a^ked  of  what  province 
he  was.    And  when  he  understood  that  he 

35  was  of  Cilicia  :t  I  wiU  hear  tliee,  said  he, 
when  thine  accusers  are  also  come.  And  he 
commanded  him  to  be  kept  in  Herod's  judg- 
ment-hall. 

.  *  Felix  was  at  this  time  governor  of  Judea  ander  tlic 
emperorof  Rome,  to  whom  the  Jews  mere  in  sobjeetioa. 

t  Cilieia  was  a  province  of  Asia  Minor,  in  wbieh  Tar- 
sus was  aituated. 
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1  A^D  after  five  days,  Ananias  the  high  priest 
cam*  down*  with  the  elders,  and  one  Tertul- 
his  an  orator,   who   informed  the   governor 

2  against  PauL  And  when  he  was  called  forth, 
Tertullus  began  to  accuse  hitriy  saying,  Since 
by  thee  we  enjoy  great  tranquillity,  dnd  very 
worthy  deeds  are  done  unto  this  nation  by  thy 

3  superintendance  ;  we  accept  it  always,  and 
in  all  places,  most  noble  Felix,  with  all  thank- 

4  fulness*  But  lest  I  should  intrude  too  much 
upon  thee,  I  entreat  that  thou  wouldest  hear  us 

5  of  thy  clemency,  only  a  few  words.  For  we 
have  found  this  man  to  be  very  turbulent,  and 
a  mover  of  sedition  among  all  the  Jews  through- 
out  the  world,  anda  ringleader  of  the  sect  of 

6  the  Nazarenes  if  Who  also  hath  attempted 
to  profane  the  temple :  whom  we  took,  and 
-would   have  judged  according  to   our  law. 

7  But  the  chief  captain  Lysias  came  upon  us, 
and  with  great  violence  took  him  away  out  of 

8  our  hands,  commanding  his  accusers  to  come 
unto  thee :  by  examining  of  whom  thyself 
mayest  take  knowledge  of  all  these  things  of 

9  which  we  accuse  him»  And  the  Jews  also  as- 
sented,   sa]ring,   that  l^iese  things  were  so. 

*  Tiiat  is,  from  Jeniaaleto'  to  Cfmrea* 

t  The  same  unfoanded  ehar^  whieh  was  brought  agaiirst 
Jesus,  for  tho  purpose  of  exciting  the  jealousy  and  hatred 
of  the  Romans,  viz.  that  the  ChnstiaDs  were  enemies  to  the 
|iathoritj  of  the  emperor. 
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10  Then  Paul,  after  the  governor  had  beckwcd 
unto  him  to  speak,  answered,  Forasmuch  as  I 
know  that  thou  hast  been  of  many  years  a  judge 
unto  this  nation,*  I  do  the  more  che«rtuUy 

11  make  my  apology.  'As  tliou  mayest  know, 
that  there  are  yet  but  twelve  days  since  I  went 

12  up  to  Jerusalem  to  worship.  And  they  nei- 
ther found  me  in  the  temple  disputing  with  any 
man,  neitlier  exciting  tne  people  to  revolt, 
neither  in  the  synagogues,  nor  in  the  city : 

13  Neither  can  they  prove  the  things  of  which  they 

14  now  accuse  me.t  But  this  I  confess  unto 
thee,  that  after  the  way  which  they  call  here- 
sy, J  so  I  worship  the  God  of  my  fathers ;  be- 
lieving all  things  which  are  written  in  the  law 

15  and  the  prophets :  And  have  hope  in  God, 
which  they  themselves  also  expect,  that  there 
sliall  be  a  resurrection  of  the  dead,  both  of  the 

16  just  and  unjust.  Tlierefore  I  exercise  mjrsdf 
to  have  ahy^j  s  a  conscience  void  of  offence 

17  toward  God,  and  men.  Now  after  many  years 
I  came  to  bring  alms  and  contributions  to  my 

18  nation.  Whereupon  certain  Jews  firom  Asia 
found  me  purified  in  the  temple,  neither  with 

19  multitude,  nor  with  tumult  :  who  ought  to 
have  been  here  before  thee  and  object,   if  they 

20  had  any  thing  against  me.   Othenvise  let  these

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same  here  say,   if  they  have  found  any  crime 

21  in  me,  while  1  stood  iJeforc  the  council :  ex- 
cept it  be  for  this  one  speech  which  I  uttered 
when  standing  among  them,  "Touching  the 
resurrection  of  the  dead  I  am  called  in  question 

22  by  you  this  day."  *  And  when  Felix  heard 
this  (knowing  nilly  the  things  of  that  vm  of 
religion)  he  deferred  them,  saying,  When 
Lyslas  the  chief  captain  shall  come  down,  I 

23  will  judge  of  the  matter  between  you.  And 
he  commanded  a  centurion  to  keep  Paul,  and 
to  let  him  have  liberty,  and  tliat  he  sliould  for- 
bid Bone  of  his  acquaintance  to  serve  him,  or 
come  unto  him. 

24  And  atter  certain  days,  when  Felix  came 
with  his  wife  Drusilla,  who  was  a  Jewess,*  he' 
sent  for  Paul,  and  heard  him  concerning  the 

25  faith  in  Christ.  And  as  he  reasoned  of  right- 
eousness,  temperance,  and  judgment  to  comc,t 
Felix  trembled,,  and  answered,  Go  thy  way  for 
this  time  ;  when  I  have  leisure,  I  will  call  for 

26  thee.  He  hojjed  also  that  money  would  have 
been  g^ven  him  of  Paul  that  he  might  release 
him  :     Therefore  he_  sent  for  him  very  often, 

27  and  conversed  with  him.     But  after  two  years

CHAP.  XXV. 

1  NOW  when  Festus  was  coHbx  into  tbe 
wovince)  after  three  days,  he  went  up  £rom 

2  tl^aarea  to  JeruBsdem.*  Then  the  high  priest 
and  the  chief  of  the  Jewsi,  ioformed  hm  con- 

d  cerning  Paul ;  and  tfaqr  entreated  him,  ^id 
requested  a  iavor  of  luHB)  that  he  wcxild  send 
for  Paul  to  Jenisaleni^  laying  wait  in  the  way 

4  to  kHl  him.  But  Festus  answered,  that  Paul 
should  be  kept  at  C^aiuea,  and  that  hehknsdf 

6  would  depart  shortly  thither.  Lei  them  there- 
fore, he  said,,  who  among  you  are  able,  go 
down  m^  me,  and  acccuse  this  man,  if  tfa^ 

6  beany  M^ig*  in  him.  And  when  he  had  re- 
sided among  them  more  dian  ten  dasrs,  he  wem 
down  to  Caesarea :  and  the  next  day  sit&ig  in 
the  judgment-seat,  commanded  Paul  to  be 

7  brought.  And  when  he  was  come,  the  Jews 
who  came  down  from  Jei^^lem  stood  round 
about,  ^nd  alleeed  many  heavy  comfdaints 
against  Paul,  which  they  could  not  prove; 

8  while  he  answered  for  himself,  saying,  Neither 
against  the  law  of  the  Jews,  neither  against  the 

*  The  Greeks,  RomaBS,  and  otiier  iiatioas,  when  mifi^ 
to  the  eafital  of  the  country,  used  the  term  oseettdsa,  or, 
went  up  f  aad  whea  goiD|^*from  the  eapitai^  iiiio  the  eoiia* 
try^  said  thej'  wero^ft^  down. 
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temple,  nor  yet  against  Caesar  have  I  commit- 

9  ted  any  offence.    But  Festus,  willing  to  do  the 

Jews  a  f  4Vor,  answered  Paul  and  said,    Wilt 

thou  go  u|i  to  Jerusalem,  and  there  be  judged 

10  of  these  things  before  me  ?  Then  said  Paul,  I 
stand  at  CaBsar's judgment-seat,  where  I  ought 
to  be  judged :  To  the  Jews  I  have  done  no 

11  wrong,  as  thou  very  well  knowest. .  For  if  .1 
be  an  offenckr,  or  have  committed  any  thing 
wordiy  of  death,  I  refuse  not  to  die :  but  if 
there  be  no^ng  m  the  things^  whereof  these 
accuse  me,  no  man  should  deliver  me  unto 

12  them.  I  appeal  unto  Csesar.  Then  Festus, 
%vfaen  he  haSl  conferred  with. the  council,   an- 

* .     swered,    Hast  thou  appealed  unto  Caesar  ? 

13  Unto  Cassar  thou  shalt  ^.  And  after  certain 
days,  king Agrippa and  Bernice  came  imtoCae- 

14  sarea  to  ^ute  Festus.*  And  \yhen  they  had 
been  there  many  days,  Festus  declared  PauFs 

s      cause  unto  the  kbg,  saying,  There  is.a  certain 

15  man  left  in  bonds  by  Fdix  :  About  whom, 
when  I  was  at  Jerusalem,  the  chief  priests  and 
the  elders  of  the  Jews  informed  me,  desiring 

16  judgment  against  him.  To  whom  I  answ^ed. 
It  is  not  the  manner  of.  the  Romans  to  deliver 

*  Agrippa  was  son  of  Henid)  who  had  beheaded  the 
apostle  James,  and  ^reai  grand-son  to  Herod,  who  reigned 
In  Jadea  when  Christ  was  born.  Rerod  who  caused  John 
Baptist  to  be  slain  was  brother  of  Aristobulus,  erand-father 
of  Agrippa.  The  Ikther  of  this  Agrippa  wasl&ing  of  Ju- 
dea,  appointed  hj.  and  aeeoontable  to  the  Roman  emperon 
After  his  doftih  Judea  was  under  the  nMUsagement  of  Rb- 
inan  governors.  Agrippa  however  was  vested  with  kiagiy  * 
power  in  northern  parts  of  Judea. 
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any  into  to  ^/  before  he  who  is  aoci^ed 
have  the  accusers  fiice  to  face,  and  have  op- 
pbrtuni^  for  a  defence,  touching  tbe  matter 

17  alleged  against  him.  Therefore,  whcD  ihey 
were  come  hither,  without  any  detoy,  on  the 
morrow  I  sat  on  the  judgment-seat,  and 
ccmimanded  the  man  to  be  brought  forth  : 

18  Against  whom,  when  the  accusal  stood  up, 
they  brought  none  accusation  of  such  things 

19  as  I  supposed :  But  had  certain  questions 
against  hun  of  their  own  superstition,  and  d 
one  Jesus  who  wad  dead,  whom  Paul  affirmed 

20  to  be  sdive.    And  because  I  doubted  of  such 
manner  of  questions,  I  asked  Mm  whether  he  ^ 
would  go  to  Jerusalem,  ahd  there  be  judged  * 

21  of  these  matters.  But  Paul  having  claimed 
to  be  reserved  for  the  jiidgmei^  of  Augustus, 
I  commai^^  him  to  be  kept  till  I  mi^taend 

22  him  to  Ciesar.  ^  Xben  Agrij^a  said  unto  Fes- 
tus,  I  would  also  hear  the  man  myself.     To- 

23  morrow,  said  he,  thou  i^ialt  hear  him.  And 
on  die  morrow,  when  Agrippa  was  come,  and 

^  Bernice  with  great  pomp,  and  had  entered  into 

'  the  place  of  bearing,  with  the  chief  captains 

and  prindpal  men  of  the  city,  by  Festus'  order, 

'Sii  Paul  was  brought  forth.  And  Festus  said. 
King  Agrippa,  and  all  who  -ate  here  present 
\vith  us,  ye  see  this  man,  about  whom  all  the 
multitude  of  the  Jews  have  dealt  wilh  me, 
both  at  Jerusalem,   and  also  hece^  crying  that 

SS  he  ou|^t  not  to  Kvedi^  longer.  Butwhen  I 
found  that  he  had  ctnnmitted  nothing  worthy 
of  death,  and  that  he  himself  hntii  appealed  to 

S«  Augustus,  I  determined-  to  sf  nd  lurn^     Of 
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whom  I  have  no  certmn  tbiog  ta  write  unto 
my  master.  Wherefore  I  have  brought  him 
fbrth  before  you,  and  esieciaUy  before  thee, 
O  ki^  Agrippa,  that  after  examination  had^ 
27  I  might  have,  somewhat  to  write.  For  it 
seemeth  to  me  unreasonable  to  send  a  prison^ 
er,  and  not  also  to  lugnify  the  crimes  laid 
a^imst  Urn. 


CHAP.  xxn. 

1      THErN  Agrippa  said  unto  Paul,    Thou 

art  permitted  to  s^eait  for  thyself*     Then 

Paul  stretched  f6rth  the  hand,  and  answered 

3  fi>r  him^df:^    I  think  myself  happy,  king 

/   A^ppa,  because  I  shall  answer  formyseu 

this  day  before  thee,  touching  all  the  things 

3  of  which  I  am  accused  by  the  Jews ;  espe* 
<:ially,  as  thou  hast  knowledge  of  all  customs 
and  questions  which  are  among  the  Jews. 
Wherefore  I  beseech  thee  to  hear  me  p^iently. 

4  Now  my  manner  of  life  from  my  youth,  which 
was  from  the  fii^t  among  mine  own  nation  at 

5  Jerusalem,  all  dvs  Jews  well  know,  who  kifew 
me  from  the  beginning,  (if  they  would  testify) 
that  after  the  strictest  sect  of  our  religion,  I 

a  lived  a  Pharisee.  And  now  I  stand,  and  am 
judged  iot  the  hope  of  the  promise  made  by 

7  God  unto  our  fathers :  To  Vfbkdi  promise  our 
twrive  tribes,  eom^antlf  wocsluppijig,  day  and 

*  Or  made  his  defboee,  or  npoiogf :  and  it  dbewi^  both 
tliA  zeal  aadabilitr  of  tlk^  aconite.  ,     .  ' 
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night,  hope  to  come  :    for  which  hope's  sake, 
king  Agrippa,  I  am  accused  by  the  Jewsr 

8  Why  shoutd  it  be  thought  a  thing  incredible 
with  you,  that  God  should  raise  the  dead  ?* 

9  I  indeed  thought  with  myself,  that  I  ought  to 
do  many  things  contrary  to  die  name  of  Jesus 

10  ofNazareth.t  Which  I  also  did  in  Jerasilcai, 
and'  many  of  the  saints  I  shut  up  in  piison,  hav- 

^  ign  received  authority  from  the  chief  priests;  and 
whenriiey  were  put  to  death,  I  gave  my  voice 

11  against  them.  And  I  punished  them  often  in 
evefy  synagogue,  and  compelled  fAem  to  blas- 
pheme ;  and  being  exceedingly  enraged  against 
them,  I  persecuted  them  even  untofimtgn 

12  cities.  Whereupon,  as  I  went  to  Damascus, 
with  authority  and  commission  from  the  chief 

13  priests,  at  mid-day,  O  king,  I  saw  in  the  way 
a  light  from  heaven,  above  the  brightness  of 
the  sun,  shining  round  about  me,  and  them 

14  who  journeyed  with  me.  And  when  we  were 
all  fallen  to  the  earth,  I  heard  a  voice  speaking 
unto  me,  and  saying  in  the  Hebrew  tongue^ 
Saul,  Saul,  why  persecutest  thou  me  ?   It  is 

1 5  hard  for  thee  to  kick  against  the  pricks:  And 
I  said,  Who  art  thou,  Lord  ?     And  be  said,  I 

16  am  Jesus,  whom  thou  persecutest.  But  rise 
and  stand  upcHi  thy  feet,  for  I  have  ai^>eared 
unto  thee  fok*  ttus  purpose,  to  *  make  thee, a 
minister  and  a  wimess  both  of  the;  things  which 

*  Paul  has  referentee  here  to  the  resurrection  of  JesiM, 
nrhieh  t^e  anbelieving  Jews  and  Gentiles  denied. 

t  Paul  was  sineere  in  his  opposition  toi  Christianitj.  See 
chap,  xxiii.  i ;  xxiv,  16 1  1  Tim.  1. 13.  ^ 
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thou  hast  seen^  and  of  those  in  "wMch  I  will 

17  appear  unto  thee;  delivering  thee  from  the 
people,  and  the  Gentiles,  to  whom  now  I  send 

18  thee,  to  open  their,  eyes,  and  to  turn  them  from 
darkness  to  li^t,  andyro^  the  power  of  Satan 
upto  God,  thatthey  may  receive  forgiveness  of  * 
sins,  and  inl^eritance  among  them  who  are 

19  sanctified  by  &ith  which  is  in  me.  From  that 
time,  O  king  Agrippa,  I  was  not  disobedient 

20  unto  the  heavenly  vision :  but  shewed  first 
unt€  them  of  Damascus,  and  at  Jerusalem,  ami 
throughout  all  the  country  of  Judea,  and  to 
the  Gentiles,  that  they  should  repent  and  turn 
to  God,  and  do  works  worthy  of  repentance.* 

2^1  For  these-  causes  the  Jews  caught  me  in  the 

22  temple,  and  attempted  to  kill  me.  But  having 
obtained  hdp  of  God,  1  continue  unto  this 
day,  witnessmg  bodi  to  small  and  great,  say- 
ing no  other  things '  than  those  which  the 

23  prophets  and  Moses  tmd  should  come :  That 
Chnst  should  suffer,  that  he  should  be  the  first 

"^  who  should  rise  firom  the  dead,  and  should 
shew  light  unto  the  people,  and  to  the  Gentiles. 

24  And  as  he  thus  spake  for  himself,  Festus  said 
with  a  loud  voice,  Paul,  thou  ut  beside  thy- 
self;   much  learning  doth  make  thee  mao. 

S5  But  be  said,  I  am  not  mad,   most  noble  Fes- 
tus ;  but  speak  the  words  of  truth  and  sober- 
26  nes&    For  ttie  king  knoweth  of  these  things, 

*  Works  fitting  those  to  perfbrm,  whoso  repeataace  il 
sibeere. 
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before  whom  also  I  speak  freely.*  For  I  am 
persuaded  that  none  of  these  things  are  hidden 
from  him ;    for  this  thing '  was  not  done  in  a 

27  corner.f     King  Aig;rippa,  believest  thou  the 

28  prophets  ?  I  know  that  thou  believest  Then 
Agrippa  said  unto  Paul,    Thou  almost  per- 

29  suadest  me  to  be  a  Christian.  And  Paul  said, 
I  would  to  God,  tliat  not  only  thou,  but  also 
all  who  hear  me  this  day,  were  almost,  and 
even  wholly  such  as  I  am,  expect  these  bonds. 

30  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  the  king  rose 
Up,  and  the  governor,   and  Bernice,  and  they 

31  who  sat  with  them..  And  when  they  were 
gone  aside,  they  talked  between  themselves, 
saying,  This  man  hath  done  nothing  deserv- 
ing death  or  imprisonment.  Then  Agrippa 
said  unto  Festus,  This  man  might  have  been 
set  at  liberty,  if  he  had  not  appealed  unto 
Caesar. 

*  Agrippa  had  been  born  and  educated  in  Jadea,  and  mmC 
have  known  much  mora  of  tiie  propheeies  respeeting  Christ 
and  of  the  history  of  Jesus  and  his  apostles,  than  Festus, 
who  was  a  jRoman,  and  lately  eome  ioto  the  country. 

t  The  miracles  and  preaching  of  Jesus  were  not  confined 
to  an  obseare  place,  nor  \vilnesscd  only  by  his  disciples. 
The  rulers  of  the  Jews  were  aFso  witnesses  of  his  doetriaea 
and  his  wonderftrl  works.  Jesns  taught  pnblicly,  and  in 
presence  of  ereat  multitudes  of  people.  The  ariostie  might 
also  have  reference  to  his  own  character;  his  former  oppo- 
sition to  the  gospel,  his  conversion,  &e.  For  these  events 
tvere  very  notorious.  • 
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1  AND  when  it  was  determined  that  we 
should  sail  into  Italy,  they  delivered  Paul  and 
some  other  prisoners  unto  a  centurion  of  Au- 

2  gustus'  band,  named  Julius.  And  entering 
into  a  ship  sf  Adramyttium,*  we  set  sail,  m- 
tending  to  pass  along  the  coasts  of  Asia,  (one 
Aristarchus,  a  Macedonian  of  Thessalonica,t 

3  being  with  us.)  And  the  next  cfey  we  touch- 
ed at  Sidon.  And  Julius  treated  Paul  very 
kindly,  and  allowed  him  to  visit  his  friends 

4  and  to  partake  of  their  favors.  And  departing 
thence,  we  sailed  within  the  island -of  Cyprus, 

5  because  the  winds  were  contrary.  And  sail- 
ing along  the  coasts  of  Cilicia  andPamphylia, 

6  we  came  to  Myra,  a  port  of  Lycia.  And  there 
the  centurion  put  us  on  board  a  vessel  of  Al- 

7  exandria,  bound  to  Italy.  And  when  we  had 
sailed  slowly  many  days,  and  had  scarcely 
come  over  against  Cnidus,  the  wind  not  suf- 
fering us,  we  sailed  under  the  island  oiCr^Mt 

8  over  against  Salmone  :  And  passing  it  with 
difficulty,  we  came  unto  a  place  \Vbich  is  cal^ 
led  the  Fair  Havens^  near  the  city  of  Lasea. 

9  Now  when  much  time  had  elapsed,  and  the 
sailing  had  become  dangerous,  (for  the  fast 

,  *  A  port  in  M  jsifty  the  ^ost  western  province  of  Amu 
Minor. 

t  Thcsgaloniea  wag  a  city  of  Macedonia,  in  whieb  Paol 
made  many  converts  to  th^  Cliristiau  faith  y  and  to  whom 
Va  addresied  two  epistles. 
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was  now  already  past,)^   Paul  admonished 

10  them.  And  said  unto  them,  Sirs,  I  perceive 
that  this  voyage  will  be  attended  with  injury 
and  much  damage,  not  only  of  the  lading  and 

1 1  ship,  but  also  of  our  lives.  But  the  centurion 
regarded  rather  the  master  and  the  pilot  of  the 

12  ship,  than  the  opinion  of  Paul.  And  because 
the  haven  was  not  commodious  to  winter  in, 
the  greater  part  advised  to  depart  thence  also, 
if  by  any  means  they  might  reach  Phenice, 
to  wmter ;  which  is  an  haven  of  Crete,  and 
lies  toward  the  south-west,  and  north-west, 

13  And  when  the  south  wind  blew  softly,  sup- 
posing they  were  secure  of  their  object,   they 

14  set  sail  and  passed  close  by  Crete.  But  not 
long  after,  diere  arose  against  it  a  tempestuous 

15  wind,  called  Euroclydon,  And  when  the 
ship  was  caught,  and  could  not  bear  up  into 

16  the  wind,  we  let  her  drive.     And  running 
.  under  a  certain  island  which  is  called  Ckudia, 

we  were  scarcely  able  to  manage  the  boat : 

17  And  when  they  had  taken  it  up»  they  made 
use  of  the  rising  to  bind  the  ship  beneath ; 
and  fearing  lest  they,  should  &XL  upon  quick- 
samds,  they  took  in  the  sml,  and  were  driven 

18  by  the  wind.  And  being  exceedit^y  tossed 
with  the  tempest,  the  n&itday  they  lightened 

19  the  ship ;  and  on  the  dmd  tiby  we  cast  out 
with  our  own  hands  the  tadkling  <tf  the  ship. 

20u  And  when  n^faer  sun  ^cr  alwsfarnxmiy  days 

*^  This  fiist  wfU  a  holy,  day  of  the  Jews,  whieh  happ^eaed 
xtL  September,  when  the  weather  beeanie  lempestttoai  in 
that  region, 
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appeared,  and  a  great  tempest  lay  on  us^  all 
hope  of  being  saved  was  taken  away. 
^Sl  But  after  long  abstinence,  Paul  stood  forth  in 
vi  the  midst  of  theni,  aijd  said,  Sirs,  ye  should 
have  hearkened  unto  ime,  andnot  have  departed 
from  Crete,  and  been  subject  to  this  harm  and 

22  loss.  And  now  I  exhort  you  to  take  courage ; 
for  there  shall  be  ho  loss  of  life  among  you, 

23  but  of  the  ship.  For  there  stood  by  me  thui 
night  an  angel  of  God,  whose  I  am,  and  whoixi 

24  I  serve,  saying.  Fear  not,  Paul ;  thou  must 
be  brought  before  Caesar*:  and  lo,  God  hath 
given   uee   all   them   who   sail  widi  thee. 

25  Wherefore,  sirs,  be  encouraged :  for  I  believe 
God,  that  it  shall  be  even  as  it  was  told  me. 

26  However,  we  must  be  cast  upon  a  certain 

27  island.  But  when  the  fourteenth  night  was 
come,  as  we  were  driven  up  and  down  in  the 
Adriatic  sea,*  about  midnight  the  mariners 

28  supposed  that  they  drew  near  to  land :  And 
sounded,  and  found  it  twenty  fathoms  :  and 
when  they  had  gone  a  little  further,  they 
sounded  again,  and  found  it  fifteen  faUioms. 

29  Then  fearing,  le&t  they  should  have  fallen  upon 
rocks,  they  cast  four  anchors  out  of  the  stem, 

30  and  wished  the  day  would  come.  And  as  the 
mariners  were  about  to  flee  out  of  the  ship, 
when  they  had  let  down  the  boat  into  the  sea, 
under  pretence  that  they  would  have  cast 

31  anchors  from  the  fore  part  of  the  ship,  Paul 

*  The  Adriatic  gea,  io  called  by  the  ancients,  is  a  larg^ 
bay  (or  inlet)  of  tbe  Mediterranean,  lying  between  Italy 
aiid  Greece.    It  is  now  called  tbe  Oulph  oT  Y enice. 
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said  to  the   centurion,  and  to  the  soldiers, 
Except  these  abide  in  the  ship,  ye  cannot  be 

32  saved.     Then  the  soldiers  cut  ofF  the  ropes  of 

33  the  boat,  and  let  her  fall  off.  And  while  the 
day  was  coming  on,  Paul  besought  them  all 
to  take  food,  saying.  This  is  the  fourteenth 
day  that  ye  have  tarried,  and  continued  fast- 

34  ing,  haviiig  taken  nothing.  Wherefore  I  pray 
you  to  take  food  ;  for  this  is  for  your  health  : 
lor  there  shall  not  an  hair  fall  from  the  head  of 

35  any  of  you.  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken, 
he  took  bread,  •flwrf  gave  thanks  to  God  in 
presence  of  them  all ;  and  when  he  had  broken 

36  it,  he  began  to  eat.     Then  they  were  all  en- 

37  couraged,  and  took  food.  And  we  were  in 
all,  in  the  ship,  two  hundred,  threescore  and 

38  sixteen  souls.  And  when  they  had  eaten 
enough,  they  lightened  the  ship,  and  cast  out 

39  the  wheat  into  the  sea.  And  when  it  was  day, 
they  knew  not  the  land ;  but  they  discovered 
a  certain  creek  with  a  shore,  into  which  they 
were  determined,  if  it  were  possible,  to  thrust 

40  the  ship.  And  when  they  had  taken  up  the 
anchors,  they  committed  her  unto  the  sea, 
and  loosed  the  rudder-bands,  and  hoisted  up 
the  main-sail  to  the  wind,  and  made  toward 

41  shore.  And  falling  into  a  place  where  two 
seas  met,  they  ran  the  ship  aground ;  and  the 
fore^part  stuck  fast,  and  remained  unmoveable, 
but  the  hinder- part  was  broken  with  the  vic- 

42  lence  of  the  waves-  And  th«  soldiers'  advice 
was   to  kill  the   prisoners,   lest  any  of  them 

43  should  swim  away  and  escape.  But  the  cen- 
turion,  desirous  to  cave  Paul,  kept  them  finom 
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their  purpose,  and  commanded  that  they  who 
could  swim  should  first  leap  into  the  sea,  and 
44  get  to  land.  The  others  also  reached  the 
shore  ;  some  on  planks,  and  some  on  parts  of. 
the  vessel ;  and  so  it  was,  that  they  all  got 
safe  upon  the  land. 


CHAP,  xxvin. 

1  AND  when  they  were  secure,  they  learnt 

2  that  the  island  was  called  Melita,*  And  the 
barbarous  people  shewed  us  great  kindness  :t 

•  for  they  kindled  a  fire,  and  received  us  all, 
because  of  the  present  rain,  and  because  of 

3  the  cold.  And  when  Paul  had"  gathered  a 
bundle  of  sticks,  and  laid  them  on  the  fire, 
there  came  a  viper  out  of  the  heat,  and  fastened 

4  on  his  hand.  J  And  when  the  barbarians  saw 
the  venomous  animal  hang  on  his  iiand, 
they  said  among  themselves,  No  doubt  this 
man  is  a  murderer,  whom,  though  he  hath 
escaped  the  sea,  yet  vengeance  suffereth  not  t6 


*  Thi!)  ]{»lancl  is  supposed  to  be  the  same  which  it  now 
called  Malta. 

t  The  people  of  this  <sland  were  called  barbarians,  to 
distinsuisii  them  from  the  Romans.  The  island  was  first 
«ettlea  by  PhGenieians,  who  had  the  reputation  of  being 
kind  and  hospitable. 

\  This  was  the  first  of  October.  The  cold  comes  on 
early  in  that  climate  :  and  the.  winds,  at  that  season^  are 
very  tempestuous. 
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5  live.*    And  he  shook  off  the  beast  mto  the 

6  fire,  and  felt  no  harm«  And  they  expected 
that  he  would  have  swollen,  or  rallen  down 
dead  suddenly  :  but  after  they  had  looked 
some  time,  and  saw  no  harm  come  to  him,  they 
changed  their  minds,  and  said  that  he  was  a  god. 

7  And  in  the  country  near  to  this  place, 
was  the  estate  of  the  chief  of  the  island,  whose 
name  was  Publius  ;    who  received  us,  and 

S  entertained  us  kindly,  three  days.  Now  the 
father  of  Publius  was  lying  sick  of  a  fever, 
and  of  a  bloody-flux  :  and  raul  went  in  unto 
him  and  prayed,  and  laid  his  hands  on  lum, 

9  and  healed  him.  So  when  this  was  done, 
others  also  who  had  diseases  in  the  island 

10  came,  and  were  healed  :  And  they  shewed 
us  great  respect :  and  when  we  departed,  they 
presented  us  with  such  things  as  werenecessaiy. 

11  And  after  three  months,  we  departed  in  a  ship 
of  Alexandria,  which  had  %vintered  in  the 
island,  whose  sign   was  Castor  and  PoUux.f 

12  And  landing  ^t  Syracuse,:]:  we  abode  there 

13  three  days.  And  thence  we  went  round,  and 
came  opposite  to  Rhegium  :  and  after  one  day 
the  south  ^nd  blew,  and  we  came  the  next 

*  This  was  a  poisonoas  reptile,  beBombed  by  the  eoU ; 
bat  whieb  the  heat  iDvigorated.  The  ignorant,  tupentitioiis 
people  imagined  Pkiol  wag  a  great  sinner,  because  ha  was 
seized  and  bitten  bj  the  serjient.  Equally  unfoniided, 
generallj,  are  the  fears  and  opinions  of  an  uninformed  nsind. 

t  The  aneients,  as  well  as  the  moderns,  plaeed  images  on 
the  head  of  their  vessels.  ^This  vessel  bore  the  images  of 
Castor  and  Pollux,  two  imaginary  deities  of  the  supersti- 
tions pagans* 

t  Sjraense  was  a  citjr  in  the  island  of  Sicilr.  i 
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14  day  to  Puteoli:  where  we  found  brethren, 
and  were  desired  to  remain  with  them  seven 
days  :    and  then   we   went  towards  Rome  : 

15  From  which,  when  the  brethren  heard  of  us, 
they  came  to  meet  us  as  far  as  Appii-forum, 
and  the  Three  taverns  :*  and  when  Paul 
saw  them,  he  blessed  God,  and  took  courage. 

16  And  when  we  came  to  Rome,  the  centurion 
delivered  the  prisoners  to  the  captain  of  the 
guard  ;  but  Paul  was  suffered  to  dwell  by 
himself,  with  a  soldier  who  kept  him. 

17  And  itcame  to  pass,  that  after  three  days,  Paul 
called  the  chief  of  the  Jews  together.  And  when 
they  were  come  together,  he  said  unto  them, 
jMen  and  brethren,  though  I  have  committed 
nothing  against  the  people  or  customs  of  our 
fathers,  yet  I  was  delivered  prisoner  from 
Jerusalem  into  the    l\ands   of  the  Romans ; 

18  Who,  when  they  had  examined  me,  would 
have  released  me^  because  there  was  no  cause 

19  of  death  in  me.  But  vsiien  the  Jews  spake 
against  tf,  I  was  constrained  to  appeal  unto 
CaBsar ;  not  that  I  had  any  thing  to  accuse 

20  my  nation  of.  I  have  therefore  called  for  you, 
to  see  and  speak  with  you  :    because  that  for 


*  Tbefbrmerof  these  places,  was  about  fifty  miles  from 
Rome ;  the  other  thirty.  Probablj  there  hadbeeu  Chris- 
tians in  this  city  several  years.  It  was  now  more  than 
thirty  years  from  the  death  of  Christ.  If  none  of  the 
apostles  had  been  at  Rome  before,  other  disciples  undoubt- 
edly had  ^  as  there  was  a  constant  intercourse  between  Rome 
and  Judea.  Soon  after  this  period,  Peter  visited  Rome, 
wherc  he  suifered  jnartyrdom,  as  well  as  PauK 
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the  hope  of  Israel  I  am  bound  with  this  chain.* 

21  And  they  said  unto  him,  We  neither  received 
letters  out  of  Juiea  concerning  thee,  nor  have 

'  any  of  the  brethren  who  came  shewed  or  spake 

22  any  harm  of  thee.  But  we  desire  to  hear  of 
thee  what  thou  thinkest :  for  as  to  this  sect, 
we  know  that  every  where  it  is  spoken  against. 

23  And  when  they  had  appointed  him  a  dagr, 
there  came  many  to  him  into  his  iocj^ng ;  to 
whom  he  expounded  and  testified  the  kingdom 
of  God,  persuading  them  concenung  Jesus, 
both  out  of  the  law  of  Moses,  and  out  of  the 

24  prophets,  from  morning  until  evening.  And 
some  believed  the  things  which  were  spoken, 

25  and  some  believed  not  And  when  they 
agreed  not  among  themselves,  they  depafted, 
after  that  Paul  had  spoken  one  word,  Well 
spake  the  Holy   Spirit  by  Isaiah  the  prophet, 

26  unto  our  fathers,  saying.  Go  unto  this  people, 
and  say.  Hearing  ye  shall  hear,  and  shall  not 
understand  ;    and  seeing  ye  shall  see,  and  not 

27  perceive,  t  Fortheheartof  this  people  is  waxed 
gross,  and  their  ears  are  dull  of  hearing,  and 
3ieir  eyes  they  have  closed  ;  lest  they  should 
see  with  their  eyes,  and  hear  with  their  cars, 
and  understand  with  their  heart,  and  should  be 

28  converted,  and  I  should  heal  them.   Be  it  known 


*  For  the  bope  of  a  future  life,  whicb,  thoadi  bow  eon- 
f  rmed  by  fhe  gospel,  was  promised  to  Israel  by  the  prophets 
of  oM. 

t  Though  ve  hear,  ye  will  not  onderstand  5  and  thoagh 
j%  see,  ye  will  ftot  pereeive. 
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therefore  unto  you,  that  the  salvation  of  God^ 
is  sent  unto  the  Gentiles,  and  that  they  will 

29  hear  it.  And  when  he  bad  said  these  words^ 
the  Jews  departed,  and  had  great  reasoning 
among  themselves. 

30  And  Paul  dwelt  two  whole  years  in  his  own 
hired  house,*)*  and  received  all  that  came  in 

31  unto  him  ;  preaching  the  kingdom  of  God, 
and  teaching  those  things  which  concerned  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  with  all  confidence,  no  man 
forbidding  him. :{: 


*  The  gospel,  which  reycah  the  waj  of  pardon  anid  salva- 
tion. 

t  Though  Pan!  was  a  prisoner  in  Rome,  he  was  not,  at 
this  time,in  close  confinement.    See  16th  verse. 

\  During  this  time,  the  i^ostle  addressed  several  epistle^ 
to  churches  he  had  before  established,  with  a  view  to  their 
comfort  and  edification.  After  this  St. Paul  left  Rome,  and 
travelled  through  many  parts  of  Greece  and  Asia  Minor, 
to  instruct  and  confirm  those,  whom  he  had  before  convert- 
ed to  the  Christian  faith  :  And  returned  again  to  Rome, 
where  he  was  beheaded.  At  this  time  the  gospel  was 
kn*own  throughout  Judea,  Syria,  Arabia,  Italy,  and  the 
states  of  Oreece ;  in  Persia,  Egypt,  Ethiopia,  Mesopotamia^ 
and  the  western  f^arts  of  In£a ;  and  probably  in  Spain^ 
France  and  Germany. 
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IT  may  very  reasonably  be  expected,  that  tbis  Tolume 
should  furnish  a  more  partieular  aeeount  of  the  apostles 
•f  our  Lord,  than  is  given  in  the  Cupels  or  Aets.  Of 
Matthew  and  John,  two  of  the  apostles,  all  the  information 
to  be  depended  on,  which  has  been  preserred  in  the  Chris- 
tian church,  may  be  found  in  the  prefatory  remarks  to  tlieir 
respective  gospels.  The  history  of  the  others*  stript  of 
legend  and  conjecture,  is  as  follows  : 

Peter,  who  was  also  called  Bimon,  is  said  to  have  been 
the  eldest  of  the  apostles,  and  of  the  age  of  forty,  when  first 
ealled  by  Christ.  This  may  be  the  reason,  for  which  he  is 
usually  first  named.    For  John  certainly  possessed,  in  a 

{ecnliar  degree,  the  confidence  and  affection  of  onr  blessed 
.ord.  We  learn  from  the  evangelical  history,  that  Peter 
was  sincere,  ardent  and  intrepid.  Of  his  activi^  and  zeal 
in  the  cause  of  Christianity,  we  have  abundant  testimony 
lh)m  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  written  by  Luke.  It*  is 
unnecessary  to  repeat  the  account  there  given  of  him* 
From  ecclesiastical  history,  we  learn  thaUhe  visite4  Rome> 
and  there  made  many  proselytes  to  tK  Christian  faith. 
On  a  second  visit  to  that  city,  after  he  had  preached  the 
gospel  in  various  parts  of  Asia,  he  was  crucified  by  order 
of  tne  emperor  Nero,  in  the  year  65. 

The  apostle  Andrew  was  a  brother  of  Peter.  He  was 
one  of  the  Baptist's  disciples  before  he  attached  himself  to 
Christ :  and  it  was  in  consequence  of  the  explicit  testimony 
of  John  in  favor  of  Jesus,  as  the  expected  Messiah,  that 
he  became  a  disciple  and  follower  of  the  great  prophet 
of  Nazareth,  He  is  said  to  fiave  preached  the  gospel  to 
the  Scythians,  and  to  others  in  the  north  of  Greete ;  and 
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to  have  goffered  martyrdom  in  a  city  of  Aehaia  hi  the 
northern  part  of  Pcloponneguflu  ^  „  ,    ^ 

James  was  the  brother  of  John,  and  son  of  Zebedee 
(commonly  called  James  the  Great,  (o  distinsuish  him  from 
JaAes,  the  son  of  Alpheus.)  With  Peter  and  John,  he  wa§ 
admitted  to  particular  interviews  with  Christ,  when  the 
other  apostles  were  not  present.  We  have  no  certain 
account  that  he  ever  was  out  of  Judea.  He  was  considered 
a  very  holy  and  just  man  ;  of  great  firmness  and  zeal  in 
defending  the  doctrines  of  the  gospel.  He  was  the  first 
apostle  who  suffered  martyrdom;  having  been  jput  to 
death  by  Herod,  about  fifteen  years  after  the  ascension  of 
Christ  ,  '  , 

Philip,  like  the  other  apostles,  spent  several  years  m 
preaching  the  gospel  in  Judea,  Galilee  and  Samaria ;  after  . 
which  he  travelled  into  other  countries.  He  was  some 
time  in  Phrygia,  then  a  province  of  the  Roman  empire, 
which  is  comptthended  in  what  is  now  called  Turkey 
in  Asia.  And  in  this  part  of  Asia  he  suffered  death  on 
account  of  his  religion  ;  hut  in  what  year  of  the  Christian 
lera,  is  not  precisely  known.  ,      ,     ,  ^r 

Bartholomew  (who  is  supposed  to  be  the  same  as  Na« 
thaniel)  according  to  the  most  correct  accounts,  carried  the 
gospel  into  Parthia,  and  Media;  and  probably  into  the 
western  part  of  India.  Afterward  he  passed  through 
Phrygia  in  company  with  Philip,  and  then  into  *  Armenia, 
where  he.  was  put  to  death  for  preaching  Christ,  and 
opposing  the  idolatry  and  vices  of  the  pagan  inhabitants. 
The  apostle  Thomas  also  went  eastward,  after  passing 
teveral  years  in  Judea ;  and  preached  to  the  Persians, 
Modes,  Bactrians,  and  other  nations  bordering  on  India. 
He  also  suffered  martyrdom  by  the  hands  of  pagans  for  bis 
efforts  to  persuade  men  to  embrace  the  gospel  of  Christ 

James,  the  son  of  Alpheus,  or  Cleopas,  nephew  of  the 
holy  virgin,  is  said  by  ecclesiastical  writers  to  have  exer* 
cised  the  office  of  bishop,  or  pastor,  to  the  Christians  in 
Jerusalem.  He  was  stoned  to  death  about  the  year  66. 
An  epistle  written  by  him  to  the  dispersed  Jews,  who  believ- 
ed in  Christ,  makes  a  part  of  the  sacred  canon.  ^ 
JuDE,  the  brother  of  James,  last  mentioned,  and  who 
was  called  Thaddeus  or  LibBeus,  is  supposed  to  have  written 
^e  epistle,  which  bears  his  name.    It  is  believed,  that  be 
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preaclled  in  Mesopotamia,  and  other  eoantries  north  and 
east  of  Judea  ;  ana  afterwards  suff'ered  martyrdoni  in  some 
part  of  Persia. 

Simon  Zelotes,  or  the  Ganaanite,  was  a  hrother,  or  near 
relative  of  James  and  Jude.  It  is  related  of  him,  that  he  lived 
to  a  great  ase  ;  that  he  preached  the  gospel  in  E^ypt  and 
Lybia;  and  after  the  death  of  James  was  bishop  of 
Jerusalem. 

We  have  not  a  very  full  and  particular  aecouot  of  the 
labors  of  all  the  apostles  to  the  elose  of  their  lives.     But 
the  early  Christian  writers  unite  in  giving  testimony  to 
their  zeai  and  perseverance  in  exeeuting  the  commission 
thev  received  from  Christ,  to  declare  his  gospel  to  and 
make  disciples  among  all  nations.     They  promulgated  the 
gospel  to  all  civilized  people ;   and  were  entirely  devoted 
to  the  great  work  of  instructing  and  reforming  the  world. 
They  sowed  the  good  seed  of  the  word  of  life  m  all  coun- 
tries then  known  and  civilized  ;   the  fruit»^f  which  have 
continued  to  bless  mankind  down  to  the  present  day.     They 
confirmed  the  doctrines  they  taught,  by  exhibiting  super- 
natural  power,  by  speaking  various  languages    without 
previous  learning,  and  by  prophecies,  some  of  which  were 
soon  fulfilled.     These  powers  are  called  gifts  of  the  Holy 
Spirit ;  and  they  were  granted  them  for  a  testimony  and 
sanction  to  the  truth  of  their  heavenly  mission.     And  by 
this  consideration  only  can  we  Ationally  account  for  the 
rapid  and  extensive  prevalence  of  Christianity,  when  oppos- 
ed by  such  numerous  and  powerful  enemies;   by  ignorant 
and  bigotted  pagans,  by  conceited  and  self-^nfiicient  phi- 
losophers,  by  interested  priests,  and  by  still  more  interested 
civil  rulers  and  princes  of  the  earth'.     Christianity  having 
bf'come  known   and  established,  the  necessity  for  miracles 
no  longer  existed.     And  we  learn,  that  they  ceased  after 
the  days  of  the  immediate  successors  of  the  holy  apostles. 
But  pietv  and  charity  never  fail.    They  will  ever  be  the 
duty  antf  the  ornament  of  Christians.
